PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 

SECRETARY : I beg to lay on the Table 
a copy of the President’s Address to both 
Houses of Parliament assembled together on 
the 13th March, 1972. 

President's Address 

Hon’ble Members of Parliament, the 
nation has come through a great test. 
It has shown unity and courage, com¬ 
passion and clarity of vision in the face of the 
external threat. The world now has a clearer 
idea of the quality of our people. The life and 
liberty of 75 million people were at stake in 
Bangladesh. While the world wavered, India 
gave refuge to ten million fugitives from ty¬ 
ranny, and when attacked, met aggression 
stoutly, defended her own freedom and went to 
the aid of Bangladesh in defence of human 
freedom. 

2. Our armed forces fought with valour, 
ability and a sense of purpose. The co-ordi¬ 


nation among the three services and other para* 
military forces was exemplary, as was the 
spirit of comradeship between officers and 
jawans. Many jawans and officers made the 
supreme sacrifice. Many more will bear for 
life the marks of their patriotism. Xs Supreme 
Commander of the Defence Forces I salute 
them and offer the nation’s sympathy to their 
families. I acclaim the spirit of the people of 
our border areas who showed calmness and 
fortitude in the face of danger and the dis¬ 
ruption of their normal lives. We are aware 
of our responsibility for the welfare and rehabi¬ 
litation of those who have been displaced from 
their homes due to aggression. Civilians 
elsewhere also remained united and rose to 
the occasion. 

3. The guidance of Parliament, the 
judgement and leadership displayed by the 
Government in its political, diplomatic and 
military policies and decisions, the effective 
functioning of the administrative machinery at 
all levels and the morale and. determination of 
the people as a whole have contributed to our 
success. This has given the country a justi¬ 
fiable sense of confidence and pride. 

4. When I addressed you last year, I 
called upon you to give undivided attention to 
economic and social transformation. We 
could not have foreseen that a war would be 
forced upon us. But every great challenge 
met, every risk taken for a high cause, every 
task well done, generates new capacity and 
strength. Our unity, strength and resolve have 
grown during the year. 

5. We should use these now to enlarge 
our programmes of social justice and equality, 
to forge ahead in our quest for self-reliance and 
to pursue even more actively our basic policy 
of response to friendship, resistance to pressure 
and dedication to national interest and world 
peace. 
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6. In the last twelve months, self-reliance 
made gains in spite of widespread floods in the 
north and east and drought in the Deccan and 
the influx of Bangladesh refugees which caused 
all manners of stress and strain and brought 
in its wake staggering administrative and or¬ 
ganisational problems. The defence effort to 
meet Pakistan’s unprovoked aggression imposed 
further burdens on the economy. The peace 
on our borders is still uneasy and vigilance 
cannot be relaxed. With the liberation of 
Bangladesh we have to extend help to the new 
nation in its economic reconstruction. These 
factors have led to a re-aligning of our priori¬ 
ties in the short run as well as in the longer 
perspective. 

7. Our economy showed resilience in 
coping with the unexpected strains of the year. 
The tempo of growth and development was 
maintained. Production of foodgrains rose by 
more than 8 per cent, reaching a record level 
of 108 million tonnes in the agricultural year 
1970-71 In the current year production is ex¬ 
pected to be even higher. As a result the 
Government has stopped concessional imports 
of foodgrains. Exports are looking up. Spe¬ 
cial measures for the creation of additional 
employment in rural areas and for the urban 
unemployed have made some progress. It is 
proposed to intensify these measures. The 
interim report of the Committee on Employ¬ 
ment has just been received and is being stu¬ 
died, The Planning Commission has been 
reconstituted and the plan as a whole re¬ 
appraised. 

8. The implementation of land reform 
measures has gained momentum. Assam, 
Bihar, Kerala and West Bengal have made 
headway in providing security of tenure and 
ensuring greater measure of equity in rentals. 
Assam, Rajasthan, Tamil Nadu and West 
Bengal have enacted legislation lowering the 
previous ceilings on land holdings. A national 
policy providing for lower ceilings on agricul¬ 
tural holdings has been enunciated, based on 
the recommendations of the Central Land 
Reforms Committee. The State Governments 
have been advised to amend their laws suitably 
in the light of these recommendations 

9. Programmes for providing water, elec¬ 
tricity and credit to farmers have made head¬ 
way. Credit from public and co-operative 
institutions is flowing into development of 
irrigation, particularly ground water resources. 


The Rural Electrification Corporation has 
sanctioned Rs. 106 crores, of which Rs. 43 
crores have been advanced to backward areas 
on concessional terms. 

10. Slow progress in the industrial sector 
however, has been causing concern. A number 
of remedial steps have been taken to promote 
better utilisation of capacity and to improve 
the pace of licensing of new units. Special 
attention has been given to the.claims of new 
and medium entrepreneurs. The lending 
policies of financial institutions have been spe¬ 
cially oriented in favour of backward areas. 
The output of the small-scale sector has been 
increased significantly through larger allocation 
of raw materials and liberal imports. 

11. Government have provided for grea¬ 
ter outlays in the public sector, since such 
outlays largely govern the pace of industrial * 
activity in our economy. Task Foices have 
been set up in each Ministry to assess pro¬ 
gress, identify short-falls, and suggest changes 
to accelerate Plan Schemes, The Industries 
(Development and Regulations) Act has been 
amended to give additional powers to Govern¬ 
ment to take over closed industrial units. A 
Plan Investment Board will soon be set up to 
provide a forum lor the scrutiny of major 
public sector investment proposals through 
joint discussions. 

12. My Government have been particu¬ 
larly anxious to revive industrial activity in 
West Bengal. Progress has been made in 
implementing a sixteen-point programme drawn 
up for this purpose. 

13. In the wake of the recent emergency, 

I gave a call for a moratorium on strikes and 
lock-outs to ensure that industrial unrest does 
not slow down industrial progress. The Prime 
Minister has also initiated a dialogue with the 
leaders of the trade union movement. I have 
no doubt that workers will fully contribute to 
the maintenance of industrial peace. They 
may rest assured that Government will ensure 
that the gains of increased productivity are 
equitably shared. 

14 The tendency on the part of aid giving 
countries to use their credits as a lever to in¬ 
fluence our policies adds urgency to our attain¬ 
ment of self-reliance. It 4s imperative that 
we should fill agricultural gaps, achieve full 
utilisation of installed capacity, avoid strikes 
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and lock-outs and achieve increased producti¬ 
vity all round. Increased production of steel 
and fertilisers in the industrial sector and of 
commercial crops such as cotton and oilseeds 
in the agricultural sector and enhancement of 
our own technological competence hold the key 
to Arthik Swaraj. We should give the high¬ 
est priority to efficiency in production and cost 
competitiveness. Export promotion and im¬ 
port substitution should be pursued with grim 
determination. 

15. Preliminary work is in progress on 
the new steel plants at Salem, Vishakhapat- 
nam and Vijaynagar. Government have taken 
a decision to set up a holding company for 
steel and associated industries like coking coul, 
iron, manganese, etc,, to achieve economics of 
vertical integration and ensure co-ordinated 
growth at minimum cost Efforts to attain 
self-sufficiency in fertilisers are continuing 
Two new fertiliser plants have gone into pro¬ 
duction, two more arc nearing completion. 
Construction has begun on three plants, two 
of them coal-based. Work on a third coal- 
based plant is expeefed to start shortly. Six 
new projects have been approved—three of 
them in the public sector. 

16. The Intensive Cotton District Pro¬ 
gramme has made progress in thirteen districts. 
In addition, a special programme to spread a 
new high yielding variety of cotton—hybrid 4 
—has also been taken up. A beginning has 
been made to intioducc non-traditional oilseeds 
such as soyabean and sunflower. Under a 
centrally-sponsored scheme, soyabean cultiva¬ 
tion will be extended over 4 lakh hectares by 
1973-74. Trial and selection of suitable sun¬ 
flower varieties has also been taken up. 

17. The newly constituted National 
Committee on Science and Technology has 
initiated a number of studies on the contribu¬ 
tion which indigenous research and develop¬ 
ment effort can make to self-reliance in 
different areas of our economy. 

18. Simultaneously, with reduced reliance 
on external assistance, Arthik Swaraj re¬ 
quires greater mobilisation of domestic resources 
and stricter financial discipline all round. 
Steps are being taken in consultation with 
State Governments to bring about reduction in 
their owrdrafts by the close of the current 
financial year. Measures need to be devised 
to tap for national development part of the 


additional incomes which are accruing to the 
affluent sections of the farming community. 
Government have appointed an Expert Com¬ 
mittee to examine the problem. 

19. It is a matter for some satisfaction 
that despite the enormous increase in the 
Government’s commitments on account of 
refugee relief and hostilities with Pakistan, the 
price situation did not get out of control. 
However, Government are not complacent, and 
will maintain a close watch over prices and 
distribution of essential commodities. The 
public distribution system will be strengthened 
and credit policy kept under constant review. 

20. The Mid-Term Appraisal of the Plan 
ha; shown that social welfare schemes tend to 
be given low priority in the course of imple¬ 
mentation. This is being rectified. 

21. A scheme has been approved to 
provide Central assistance for house sites for 
landless rural workers. This will supplement 
the measures taken by State Governments to 
protect tenants facing eviction by landlords. 
Government have also approved a scheme for 
the improvement of urban slums. The urban 
reconstruction and renewal programme for the 
Calcutta Metropolitan area continued with full 
vigour. In the current year over Rs. 40 crorea 
are expected to be spent on water supply, 
transportation, housing and other develop¬ 
mental activities in this area. 

22. Eight States have, so far favoured 
Central legislation on ceilings on urban pro¬ 
perty. They have been requested to get 
resolutions passed in their legislatures under 
article 252 of the Constitution. In the mean¬ 
time, as recommended by the Housing 
Minister’s Conference, a study group is exa¬ 
mining certain aspects of implementation, 

23. In spite of the preoccupation with 
defence and the problem of refugees. Govern¬ 
ment proceeded with major reforms in the 
social structure. One of the notable events of , 
the year was the abolition of princely privileges 
and purses. Parliament gave its approval to 
amendments to the Constitution to enable 
o her steps towards the ushering in of a society 
of equals. 

24. The Government gave effect to the 
reorganisation of the north-eastern region. 
The new States of Manipur, Meghalaya and 
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Tripura and the Union Territories of Mizoram 
and Arunachal Pradesh have come into exis’ 
tence. The nation’s good wishes go to the 
people of these areas. The North-Eastern 
Council will be established soon. I hope that 
the States and the Union Territories of the 
North-East will make rapid progress through 
close co-ordination of their development 
efforts. 

25. Elections have just taken place in 
sixteen States and two Union Territories. The 
peaceful manner in which they were held has 
again demonstrated the maturity of our people 
and their enduring faith in parliamentary 
democracy. The new Governments which 
will take office in different States in accor¬ 
dance with the choice made by our people will 
receive the whole-hearted support of my 
Government in our common task of elimina¬ 
ting poverty and achieving social justice. 

26. The emergence of Bangladesh under 
the leadership of Sheikh Mujibur Reh- 
man is a landmark in the history of our sub¬ 
continent, indeed in man’s search for freedom. 
We share the happiness of the people of 
Bangladesh in their triumph. We are gratified 
that our armed forces have been able to return 
from Bangladesh so speedily. Sheikh Mujibur 
Rahman and his colleagues have had a series 
of discussions with our governmental leaders 
on matters of mutual interest. Our Prime 
Minister is visiting Dacca for further discus¬ 
sions, and to convey the greetings of the people 
of India to the heroic people of Bangladesh. 
My Government are giving Bangladesh the 
fullest possible co-operation in the enormous 
task of rehabilitating its uprooted people and 
the reconstruction of its economy. We look 
forward to uninterrupted growth of co-opera¬ 
tion in all fields between our two countries. 
The similarity in our ideals and outlook holds 
a good augury for the growth of such relations. 
A strong, peaceful and friendly Bangladesh will 
add to the strength and stability of the sub¬ 
continent as well as of Asia. We are confi¬ 
dent that the new nation will be enabled to 
make an effective contribution to the commu¬ 
nity of nations. 

27. We extend a hand of friendship also 
to the people and Government of Pakistan. 
We have taken the initiative in proposing 
direct talks between our two countries without 
any pre-conditions. We hope that Pakistan 
will accept the changed situation on the sub¬ 


continent and respond to our initiative in a 
spirit of goodwill. India has no territorial 
designs on Pakistan or any other country. 
Our unilateral and voluntary declaration of a 
cease-fire on the Western sector, once the 
Pakistan forces surrendered in Bangladesh, 
confirmed this, if indeed confirmation were 
necessary. 

28. Our foreign policy encountered, and 
successfully overcame, comply challenges in 
the past year. The correctness of our analy¬ 
sis of the forces at work on the sub-continent, 
and the restraint we showed in dealing with 
them, have been widely recognised. There 
has been a strengthening of our relations with 
most of our neighbours. 

29. The signing of the Indo-Soviet Treaty 
of Peace, Friendship and Co-operation in 
August last year set the seal on a friendship 
that has been tested by time. It is a treaty 
of peace against war. It is not aimed against 
any country. 

30. We welcome the entry, thqugh belated, 
of the People’s Republic of China into the 
United Nations, a step which we had been 
consistently advocating. We hope that this 
will promote peace and stability in Asia and 
the world. 

31. There was great disappointment in 
our country at the lack of sympathy displayed 
by the Government of the United States of 
America towards the struggle of the people of 
Bangladesh for their democratic rights and 
fundamental freedom. Public opinion in the 
United States of America has expressed this 
sympathy in abundant measure and has been 
critical of the policies of the erstwhile military 
regime of Pakistan. This gives us hope that 
our relations with the United States oi 
America, based on mutual respect and under¬ 
standing, will not be allowed to deteriorate. 

32. One of the important international 
developments of the year was the move of the 
United States of America and China to rear¬ 
range their relations. We hope that this will 
lead to a true relaxation of tensions and not 
to a sharpening of divisions. 

33. The configuration of world forces is 
changing rapidly. Relations between super 
powers and between them and other powers, 
are also undergoing a change. However. 
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there are certain basic points which have to 
be borne in mind by all States, big and small. 
There should not be any attempt to carve 
out spheres of influence by the application of 
the doctrine of balance of power in this region 
or to dictate to countries, big or small, regard¬ 
ing their relationships with other countries. 
India does not seek leadership or domination. 
Nor will it tolerate domination by any country. 
We want this sub-continent and indeed the 
entire South Asian region and the Indian 
Ocean area to be free from power rivalries 
or domination and to develop into an area of 
peace and co-operalion rather than one of 
confrontation. India would also like to en¬ 
courage and foster greater regional co-opera¬ 
tion, particularly in the fields of technology, 
trade and transit, science and culture, first and 
foremost between the countiies of the sub¬ 
continent and then with other countries of 
South Asia, South East Asia and West Asia. 

34. My Government welcome the Four- 
Power Berlin Accord and hope that the pro¬ 
cess of detente in Europe will continue, 
leading to stable agitements among the count¬ 
ries concerned. 

35. The emergence of Bahrain, Qatar 
and the United Arab Emirates as free nations 
is a welcome development. 

36. My Government deeply regret that 
the conflicts in West Asia and Vietnam are 
continuing. My Government hope that the 
attempts to arrive at a peaceful settlement in 
both these areas will bear early fruit. The 
intensified bombing in Vietnam is not consis¬ 
tent with the desire for peaceful negotiations. 

37. With the steady implementation of 
the Indo-Ceylon Agreement on Citizenship 
and increased economic co-operation, our 
relations with Ceylon have been strengthened. 
The successful conclusion of a new Trade and 
Transit Treaty with Nepal has removed a 
source of misunderstanding between the two 
countries and paved the way towards an era 
of co-operation to our mutual benefit. 

38. The sudden demise of His Majesty 
King Mahendra of Nepal has been a matter 
of deep sorrow to us. We extend our good 
wishes and co-operation to the new King, 
and the Government and the people of Nepal. 
We should like to assure them of our conti¬ 
nuing friendship and co-operation for streng¬ 


thening peace, progress and stability in this 
region. 

39. We have close relations with Bhutan 
and it was a matter of deep satisfaction that 
Bhutan was admitted as a member of the 
United Nations in September 1971. Our 
co-operation with Bhutan has been in keeping 
with our earlier assurances and is bound to 
grow in the interests of both countries and 
peoples. 

40. A survey of our internal and external 
alTairs must inevitably include a reference 
to the legislative and other business which 
will come up before you. 

• 

41. The estimates of receipts and ex¬ 
penditure of the Government of India for the 
next financial year 1972-73 will be presented 
to you for consideration shortly. 

42. Government will bring before 

Parliament Bills for replacing the Contingency 
Fund of India (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1972, the Administrator-General (Amend¬ 
ment) Ordinance, 1972, the 

Public Wakfs (Extension of Limitation) 
(Delhi Amendment) Ordinance, 1972, and the 
Indian Copper Corporation (Taking over of 
Management) Ordinance, 1972. Govern¬ 
ment also intend to bring before Parliament 
the following legislative measures : 

(1) The Antiquities -and Art Treasures 
Bill, 1972. 

(2) A Bill to establish Hill Areas Uni¬ 
versity in North Eastern Region. 

(3) The Untouchability (Oifences) Amend¬ 
ment Bill, 1972. 

(4) Bill to provide for deterrent punish¬ 
ments for certain types of economic offences 
involving contravention of laws regarding 
Customs, Central Excise, Gold Control, In¬ 
come Tax and Wealth Tax. 

(5) A comprehensive Bill to provide for 
amendments of Foreign Exchange Regulation 
Act. 

(6) Bill to nationalise General Insurance 
Companies. 
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(7) Bill for the nationalisation of the 
Coking Coal Mines whose management was 
taken over by the Government, 

(8) The Air Pollution Control Bill, 

(9) The Disturbed Areas (Special 
Courts) Bill. 

(43) Honourable Members, in conclu¬ 
sion, may I remind you that the war against 
poverty is no less heroic than military action ? 
This larger struggle demands hard work and 
unwavering adherence to the goal. .Nothing 
great has ever been achieved without consis¬ 
tent endeavour and sacrifice. I call upon all 
sections and all parlies in our great country 
to display the same spirit of unity in const¬ 
ruction that they showed in combat. Let the 
nation heed the summons to greatness — a 
greatness not of conventional power but of 
the spirit.

All of us were shocked to learn of the 
sudden and premature demise of His Majesty 
King Mahcndra Bir Bikram Shah Deva of 
Nepal on the 31st January, 1972 at the age of 
51. Under his able guidance and leadership, 
Nepal made progress in all fields. He took 
Nepal into the U.N. and developed relations 
with a number of countries in the inter¬ 
national field. India valued liis friendship 
and the close ties he had established with us. 
He also introduced a number of social 
reforms. We share the grief of the people 
of Nepal in the passing away of this great 
King, and I am sure the House will join me 
in conveying our sorrow to his esteemed son— 
His Majesty King Birendra Bir Bikram Shah 
Deva of Nepal, Queen Mother Ratna Rajya 
Lakshmi Devi, other members of the bereaved 
family, the Government and the people of 
Nepal. 
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I have also the sad duty of informing the 
House of the passing away of two of our 
sitting Members, namely, Shri Asghar Hussain 
and Shri Durgadas Bhatia and eight of our 
former colleagues, namely, Shri B. K. 
Gaikwad, Swami Ramanand Tirtha, Shri Shiva 
Nand Ramaul, Shri N. C. Chatterjee, 
Shri V. S Sarwate, Shri Gulabshanker 
Amritlal Dholakia, Shri N. Siddananjappa and 
Shrimati Sushama Sen. 

Shri Asghar Hussain was a sitting Member 
of this House representing Akola constituency 
of Maharashtra. He was also a Member of 
the Fourth Lok Sabha during the years 
1967-70. He was a very amiable person and 
used to take keen interest in educational 
activities. He was a Member of the 
Estimates Committee and made useful con¬ 
tributions in its work. He passed away at 
Bombay on the 27th J€nuary, 1972 at the age 
of 56. 

Shii Durgadas Bhatia was a sitting 
Member of this House from Amritsar consti¬ 
tuency of Panjab. He came from my home 
town of Amritsar where he was the President 
of the Municipal Committee for more than 
ten years and was the life and soul of this 
city. A great benefactor, sympathiser of the 
poor and down-tioddcn, he was connected 
with a number of charitable and educational 
institutions. He passed away of cancer in a 
hospital in Bombay on the 2nd February, 
1972 at the age of 64. 

Shri B.K. Gaikwad was a Member of the 
Second Lok Sabha during the years 1957-62. 
Thereafter, he served as a Member of Rajya 
Sabha. He was associated with several social 
and educational institutions. He was a 
veteran Parliamentarian and used to take 
great interest in the uplift of the down¬ 
trodden, exploited and backward classes. He 
passed away at New Delhi on the 29th 
December, 1971 at the age of 69. 

Swami Ram.anand Tirtha was a Member 
of the First and Second Lok Sabha during the 
years 1952-62. He was a sarvodaya leader 
and veteran freedom fighter. He was truly 
dedicated to the cause of the poor and the 
weaker sections of the society. He was one 
of the few to whom social work was a 
mission. He passed away at Hyderabad on 
the 22od January, 1972 at the age of 69. 

Shri Shiva Nand Ramaul was a Member 


of the Second Lok Sabha during the years 
1959-62 representing Mahasu Constituency of 
Himachal Pradesh. He passed away at 
Nahan on the 22nd January, 1972 at the age 
of 78. 

Shri N. C. Chatterjee was a Member of 
the First, Third and Fourth Lok Sabha during 
the years 1952-57 and 1963 70. He passed 
away at Calcutta on the 24th January, 1972 
at the age of 77. He was an eminent lawyer 
and a renowned jurist, a talented Parliamen¬ 
tarian and a forceful speaker. He had 
endeared himself to all by his amiable nature 
and he got affection and respect from all. 
As a Member of Lok Sabha he used to make 
useful contributions whenever ‘legal issues 
came up before the House. He also made 
laudable contributions in a number of standing 
Parliamentary Committees and Select and 
Joint Committees on Bills. Because of his 
ago and failing health, he could not contest 
th; last election to Lok Sabha but his son, 
Shri Som Nath Chatterjee, is now one of our 
colleagues. We share his grief. 

Shri V. S. Sarwate was a Member of the 
Constituent Assembly and Provisional Parlia¬ 
ment during the years 1947-52 He was an 
old revolutionary and took active part in the 
freedom struggle. He was a noted writer. 
He was awarded the Padma Bhushan in 1961 
for his outstanding services to the nation. 
He also received the Lenin Prize for his book 
on communism. He passed away at Indore 
on the 26tU January, 1972 at the age of 88. 

Shri Gulabshanker Amritlal Dholakia was 
a Member of the Provisional Parliament and 
the First Lok Sabha during the years 1950-57. 
He passed away at Bliuj on the 29 th January, 
1972 at the age of 78. 

Shri H. Siddananjappa was a Member of 
the First, Second and Third Lok Sabha during 
the years 1952-67 representing Hassan Consti¬ 
tuency of Mysore. He passed away at 
Bangalore on the 2nd February, 1972 at the 
age of 64. 

Shrimati Sushama Sen was a Member of 
the First Lok Sabha during the years 1952-57 
from Bhagalpur South Constituency of Bihar. 
She was a great social worker. She used to 
take active interest in the movements for the 
welfare of women and children. She passed 
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[Mr. Speaker] 

away at New Delhi on the 24th February, 
1972 at the age of 83. 

We deeply mourn the loss of these friends 
and I am sure the House will join me in 
conveying our condolences to the bereaved 
families. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OF 
ELECTRONICS. MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS AND MINISTER OF INFOR¬ 
MATION AND BROADCASTING 
(SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI) : The 
cycle of life and death goes on uninterrupted 
by achievement of failure, and each time we 
meet we miss some familiar faces and well 
known figures. At this new session also our 
thoughts go to those who have been taken 
away from us, some after a ripe age and some 
in the prime of their lives. 

The people of India are deeply grieved at 
the demise of His Majesty King Mahendra of 
Nepal. He was a statesman who presided 
over the destinies of Nepal at a crucial 
juncture. The development of Nepal owes 
much to his inspiration. We, in India, 
valued his friendship and the close ties he 
established with us. We offer our condolen¬ 
ces to the Royal family and the people of 
Nepal. May I add that we look forward to 
a continuation and strengthening of the 
friendship and co-operation with Nepal under 
His Majesty, King Birendra. 

We are also deeply grieved at the passing 
away of several of our colleagues during the 
inter-session period. I have had the privilege 
of knowing them all. 

Swami Ramanand Tirtha was the hero of 
many battles of the States’ people of our 
country. He started his political career as a 
trade-unionist, working under the veteran, 
Shri N. M Joshi. Later, he gave his tena¬ 
cious energy to the task of bringing about 
political awakening in Hyderabad. He was 
active in politics for many years after 
Independence and Hyderabad’s integration. 
He was a respected Member of the First Lok 
Sabha, and was the principal organiser of the 
Congress session in Hyderabad in 1953. In 
later years, he turned increasingly to cons¬ 
tructive work, especially to education and. the 
Sarvodaya movement. He used to come to 
me with diverse problems—the last time we 


met was in connection with arrangements 
for the centenary celebrations of Swami Ram 
Tirth. We shall miss a person who proved 
in his life that service is the truest religion. 

Shri N. C. Chatterjee was one of our 
foremost jurists and a representative of the 
humanist tradition of Bengal. He was heard 
with attention and respect in this House and 
outside. In his public care9r he changed 
his political affiliations, but he was constant 
in his patriotism and in his concern for social 
justice and legal propriety. He was an 
articulate defender of civil liberties. I 
particularly valued his advice on matters 
involving international law. 

Shri B. K. Gaikwad was a member of the 
other House at the time of his death, but he 
had served the Lok Sabha earlier. He was 
indefatigable of making us aware of the 
problems of the Scheduled Castes, and, in 
fact, of all down-trodden people. Maharashtra 
and the country lose a devoted leader in 
him. 

Two oihcr pioneers of the States’ people’s 
movement whose deaths have occurred are 
Shri Shivanand Ramaul and Shri V. S. 
Sarwatc. I have been in touch with Shri 
Ramaul’s work for many years. He was 
active in the political life of Himachal Pradesh, 
and especially Sirmiir, for many years. In 
his simplicity, devotion and adherence to the 
principle of service, he was a true represen¬ 
tative of the Satyagraha era. 

Shri Sarwate led the demand for demo¬ 
cratic rights in the old Indore State, and was 
a member of the Constituent Assembly. 

Shrimati Sushma Sen was one of the 
leading lights of the Women’s Conference 
movement of our country and a staunch 
lighter for women’s rights. She was associated 
with a large number of social reform 
programmes, and with the nationalist move¬ 
ment ever since the early years of the century. 
Going through the list of her activities, we 
appreciate how much the women of India 
owe to such pioneers. 

Shri Durgadas Bhatia came to this House 
only last year after a Igng record of civic 
work in Amritsar. Shri G. A, Dholakia was 
a prominent political and social worker both 
in his home district of Kiitch and in Bombay 
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city. Shri Siddananjappa who represented 
Mysore for two teims was active in civic 
affairs for more than 35 years. Shri K. M. 
Asghar Husain took special interest in 
educational and agricultural problems. 

I request you, Sir, to convey our tributes 
and our sincere sympathy and condolences to 
members of the bereaved families,

(b) The main reason for decline in the 
export of human hair from India is the 
severe competition from the Synthetic hair 
introduced in the International market 
through the supply of synthetic fibre for 
manufacture of wigs by Japan and lifting of 
curbs by USA on entry of Chinese hair. 

(c) During 1970, floor price restric¬ 
tions were removed. Terms of payment 
were also relaxed. Further measures to 
arrest the fall in exports are now under 
consideration. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA : May I know 
the foreign exchange earned through export 
of human hair during the last three years 7 

THE MINISTER OP FdRElON 
TRADE (SHRI L. N. MISHRA) : 19^

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was Ra. 4.82 crores. la 1970>71 it was Rt.

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : The 
sj^tement says that the decline in human 
hair export is due to severe competition 
from Japan and other countries. But in 
India, the SCT or the Foreign Trade Minis¬ 
try has not taken proper steps to export 
human hair. I have my own experience in 
my constituency. 

MR. SPEAKER : No speach. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : We 
used to supply human hair to wig factories 
situated in Madras. There is a famous 
temple in Palani, the Dhandayuthapani 
temple, which is getting enormous quantities 
of human hair from the worshippers. The 
wigs manufactured by the wig factory situa¬ 
ted in Madras are now not so popular in 
foreign countries.. The foreign countries 
want the raw material, the human hair 
rather than the wig so that they can manu¬ 
facture wigs according to their tastes. Japan 
is also doing the same. Because of the 
carelessness of officials at Madras and other 
places the export of human hair has decli¬ 
ned. I want to know from the hon. 
Minister whether the government would 
make arrangements to export human hair, 
rather than wig to foreign countries as they 
need only that. Secondly, at present even 
private people are being allowed export 
trade in human hair. Will the government 
nationalise the export of human hair 7 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : It is not true 
that STC is not quite aware of the fact that 
human hair wigs are facing competition from 
synthetic wigs. The synthetic wigs have 
got some advantages over natural human 
hair. In synthetic wigs the curls are perma¬ 
nent and easy for styling which may attract 
ladies more to synthetic hair wigs. S^udly, 
it is easier to maintain and wash them; it is 
lighter and more convenient. Over and 
above that, in the case of syntiietlc wigs 
there is pmnanent dying which Is of inter- 
nationat standards, which we in pro¬ 
bably niay hot be aware of. Apart from 
these, there is another aspect also which is 
a disincentive to our exports, namely, till 
recently die (Jotted Statiee were not allowing 
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the import of human hair from China, 
which ban they have now lifted. We are 
facing all these difficulties. We are aware 
of this problem and we are looking into the 
various aspects. 

SHRI O. VISWANATHAN : When 
the Minister is praising the good qualities 
of synthetic wigs how can he sell human 
hair ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Unless we 
know what are the qualities which make our 
competitors stand in an advantageous posi¬ 
tion in the international market how can we 
effectively compete with them ? * 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Chinese 
hair cannot be better than Indian hair. 

MR. SPEAKER Perhaps some coun¬ 
tries like that. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Is it a 
fact that because of the growing baldness 
of men the quantity of human hair is getting 
reduced ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : So far there 
has been no difficulty about the availability 
of human hair. The difficulty is about its 
export. So, baldness does not in any way 
affect our exports.

Credits granted to Indian Railways by 
International Agencies 

*8. SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU : Will 
the Minister of RAILWYAS be pleased to 
State :

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : (a) to

(a)to(c) The Indian Railways have 
so far recived assistance oifiy frpih two 


International fh-ganizations the viz. the 
World Bank and its afSliate organization 
the International Development Association; 
Starting from 1949 the Indian Radways 
have so far secured six loans from the 
World Bank and five credits from the IDA 
totalling a sum equivalent to US f 705,$, 
million. 

2. The Bank loans carry rates of inte¬ 
rest varying from 4 to 6 per cent per annum 
and are repayable over a period of 13 to 20 . 
years; whereas IDA credits are free of 
interest and bear only a service charge of 
0.75 per cent per annum and are repayable 
over a period of 50 years. There is a 
moratorium of 10 years for repayment of 
the credit. The detailed conditions and the 
purposes for which these loans and credits 
have been obtained are shown in the State¬ 
ment laid on the Table of the Hous [Placed 
in Library. See No. LT —1401/72], 

3. The first World Bank loan was 
fully repaid in 1964 and parts of other 
World Bank loans have been repaid as and 
when they fell due. The total repayment 
till now amounts to 157.6 million US dollar 
equivalent. Repayment of the first IDA 
credit will commence only in May 1973, 
because of the moratorium period of 10 years. 

4. The amounts of loans and credits 
are available for purchase of components 
and materials for rolling’ stock and other 
equipment from member countries of the 
World Bank of IDA and Switzerland. The 
purchases have to be made generally on the 
basis of international competitive bidding. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU ; In the 
statement it has been stated that compo¬ 
nents and materials for the manufacture 
of locomotives are still imported. I would 
like to knl3w from the Hon. Minister what 
are the types of components and materials.j,. 
that are still imported and what is the 
percentage. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA ; All 
the materials that are requhed but not 
available in this country would constitute a 
long list. If the hop. Member ..is., in.inte- 
rested, I am prepared to furnish 1:^' with 
that liat . In fkct, it is too long a|t' hil^ . 
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mation. I can only give the type of equip¬ 
ment that is generally required but not the 
details. I am prepared to give him the 
details any time he wants. 

SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU : Do 
Government hope to achieve complete 
indigenisation ?

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION

The reason 
isr that some people take law into their own 
hands. 

(c) The increased incidents of alarm 
chain pulling did not involve any risk to the 
safety of the passengers except that these 
resulted in inconvenience to the passengers 
and detention to the trains involved. To 
check alarm chain pulling the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration has intensified surprise checks 
assisted with the G.R.P. and R.P.F Squads. 
Close liaison is also maintained by the 
Railway Administration with the State 
Government of Orissa, who arc mainly res¬ 
ponsible for law and order m the State. 
The Railway Administration are asking 
the State Government and the G.R.P. to 
tackle this problem. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI : It is a fact 
that due to the ineffiency of the CRP and 
RPF and also the indifference of the Home 
Department of the State Government, the 
incidence of alarm chain pulling is on the 
increase in this section of the Railways ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : The 
hon. Member may blame the Police and 
other Railway staff, but the fact is that a 
large number of passengers are taking the 
law into their own hands and every year, 
this alarm chain-pulling is increasing. We 
cannot wholly blame, at any rate in this 
case, the Railway staff or the RPF because 
they are not pulling the chains nor are they 
helping these people. The difficulty is to 
apprehend and find out hundreds pf peo¬ 
ple who do these things every day. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: The Railway

STATEMENT 


(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) After examination, it has been 
decided, in the first instance, to constitute 
Flood Control Commissions with Flood 
Control Boards for laying down policy and 
for guiding the commissions, for the coordi¬ 
nated planning and implementation of flood 
control measures in river basins where the 
problem is serious and complex. Accord¬ 
ingly, Flood Control Commissions and 
Boards have been set up for the Braham- 
putra Valley in Assam and the North Ben¬ 
gal rivers. A proposal to constitute the 
Ganga Flood Control Commission and 
Board is under consideration. 


SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : In 
view of the hon Minister’s statement laid on 
the Table of the house, I would lik to know 
from the hon. Minister as to wbat type of 
coordination is required from all these 
commissions. There is the Central 
Board whtdi is constituted. What is the 
type of coordination which is required from 
the Brahmaputra Flood Control Commi¬ 
ssion and also the North Boigal Flood 
Control Commission. Secondly, what are 
the i^easura which the hon.

THE MINISTER OP IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L. RAO): 
So far as coodination is concerned, 
there is no trouble. There will be no 
delay causing any project set-hack. 
The main trouble as the hon. Member said, 
is about finance. On that the Central 
Flood Control Board as also the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee have been opining that the 
project coast is to be borne by the Centre 
or borne by the Centre in the first instance 
and then by the States concerned, but for 
some reason or other, we are not able to 
succeed so far and the final position is that 
the finance forfilood control work has to 
come from the States. We will see if any 
further advance action is needed and if any 
new approach should be made in this res¬ 
pect, and we will see if any further finan-, 
cial assistance can Ije given by the Centre. 
These are still under consideration. 

SHRI B.K. DASCHOWDHURY : Only 
the other day I went to vigit the North 
Bengal Flood Control office located at 
Jalpaiguri. I found there was no office; 
only a small sign-board was there—North- 
Bengal Flood-control Engineering Depart¬ 
ment, PWD Office. There was no peon; 
there was no extra room for the 
Chairman or the Vice-Chairman etc. I do 
not know why these sorts of stories are be¬ 
ing created in the name of North Bengal 
people and telling them that they have 
constituted a Commission and all that. So, 

I would like to know whether the hon. 
Minister of the Union Government would 
look into the matter, to see that the finance 
should be given properly, for proper imple¬ 
mentation of the schemes to control the 
North Bengal rivers, to see that the office 
of the Commission is being streamlined 
and strengthened by additional requirements, 
whatever may be necessary, from time to 
time. 

DR K.L. RAO : They are going to have 
a popular Oovo'nment ^ West Ben^ and 
they will look after this work. I have not 
heard anything that the Flood Control 
Commission, North Bengal has been suffer¬ 
ing for want of finance; I .have not heiurd 
that so far- l^t whatev^ the proj^ they 
are a^i^ing'- - - “ 

SHRI B.K. DASCHOWDHURY : 

a^ suffitrini ifi fact. 
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OR. K.L. RAO : As I said earlier. Flood 
Control works come under the purview of 
the State Governments and it is their res¬ 
ponsibility and now that popular Oovem- 
meot is going to be set up in West Bengal 
I &ink and we hope there will be greater 
activity in that direction. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Let 
him not allow it to be done by the State 
Government. Let the Centre kindly have 
its control. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : May 
I know whether the constitution of the 
Ganga Flood Control Commission is linked 
up with the grand design to link the Ganga 
with the Cauveri, and whether the latter 
is in any way linked, up with the Flood 
Control Commission’s job ? 

DR. K. L. RAO : No, Sir. The Ganga- 
Cauvery national wa^er grid is being thought 
of or planned essentially in the interests 
of irrigation. Incidentally, it. will also be 
benehcial from the point of view of navi¬ 
gation and hood control as well. But the 
main emphasis will be on the development 
of irrigation and the prevention of drought 
in various areas because of failure of 
rains. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : I want 
know whether it is proposed to set up one 
board for controlling the North Bihar floods 
also.

STATEMENT 

a 

The Western Kosi Canal pro¬ 
ject is estimated to cost Rs. 37 crores, out 
of which the cost of work lying in Nepad 
is about Rs. 6.5 crores. The provision for 
this project in the Fourth Plan is Rs. 50 
lakhs. The allotment during 1971-72 is 
Rs. 5 lakhs, and in 1972-73, the State 
Governments are intending to spend about 
Rs. 1 crore. 

The Government of Bihar are propos¬ 
ing to start the work immediately on the 
first two miles of the canal, where lands 
had already been acquired earlier in connec¬ 
tion with other works of the Kosi project. 
This will be followed by works on the 
remaining portion of . the main canal, 
distributaries etc. in the entire Nepal por¬ 
tion. Work on the Indian portion is, for 
present, proposed to be taken up only on 
major structures which are likely to take 3 
or more seasons to complete. After the 
Nepal works have progressed well, the 
works on the Indian Portion wil be taken 
up. 

Project buildings have been built at 
some suitable places for carrying on flte 
investigation and constrnction and tendm 
have been invited for constructing tlie firatf. 
two miles of thttWotern CanaL 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA ; The stated 
ment laid on the Table of the House ii 
very disturbing. Tbe whole project trill 
cost Rs. 37 crores but flie provision Ibr tho ' 
whole Plan period id only Rs. 50 lakhs; 1^,$ 

X would like to know whether full pfOvi* 
Sion would be made to ensure the ^aitple- 
ttOtt Of this project during the FoorUt Ptg«' 
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period. At the time the agreetnenl was 
concluded with the Government of Nepal, 
we were told that the entire land required 
for this project in Nepalese territory would 
be handed over to India by the end of 
February. Today, it is the 14th of March. 
May I know whether that land has been 
acquired by use or not ? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (DR. K. L. RAO); In regard 
to the provision of funds for this project, 
in the Fourth Plan, it has to be noted that 
this is an irrigation project, and irrigation 
projects are the responsibility of the State 
Governmehts. I attended the Kosi Control 
Board meeting, and with great difficulty I 
could persuade them to enhance the provi¬ 
sion for this year to Rs. 1 crore. I appreciate 
the provision required for the Kosi is 
much more, and we should try to complete 
the project in three or four years, but it is 
the Bihar Government which has to have 
a look at this, and I hope that the popular 
Government which is going to be set up 
there shortly will take a better view of 
these matters and make a better provision 
the next year and also for the successive 
years. So far as the land is concerned, 
it is true that the agreement provides that 
the Nepali land will be haded over to the 
Government of Bihar for the purpose of 
constructing the canal from February, 1972, 
and we had also promised that we would 
finish the canal in the Nepalese territory 
by 1975. What actually happened was 
that till the end of January, the land could 
not be handed over to the Government of 
Bihar, and the Nepal Government has 
recently aked us to mark out the land, 
what is called the “dag belling” on the spot, 
which is required for the construction. I 
am pretty certain that there will be 
no difficulty in the matter of acquiring this 
land, because the Nepal Government have 
agreed to hand over these lands and are 
ready to hand them over. It is only re¬ 
cently that we have sent the plans, and I 
think it is fair to wait for one or two 
months. Meanwhile, the work is not being 
delayed, because the first two miles are 
already in our possession, and we shall tty 
to make a . start of the work in those two 
miles. 

SHRl I^OGENDRA JHA : The quas- 
tints of land acquisition on the Nep^eee

side as well as the Indian side can be taitra 
up together. May I know whothw isny 
efforts have been made to acquire the land 
on the Indian side also, and if not, why 
not ? About Rs. 6 crores are to be spent on 
the Nepalese side, and I do not think that 
the Government of Bihar should be expec¬ 
ted to spend that amount jp the Nepalese 
territory. May I know whether the Cen¬ 
tral Government wilt take the responsibility 
at least for that land ? Since the Plan 
provisions for the Fourth Plan have already 
been made by the State Government, it 
cannot to be expected that the project 
could be financed out of the Plan provisions 
made by the Bihar Government. May I 
know, therefore, whether any extra alloca¬ 
tion is being made to ensure the full amount 
for the Plan period ?,. 

DR K.L. RAO : In regard to acquisi¬ 
tion of land the first two miles in Nepal 
territory have been acquired. But work in 
the Indian territory comes only after the 
canal in Nepal is constructed. Therefore, the 
first priority must be to acquire land in Nepal 
territory and then in the Union territory. 

1 quite agree that if we had sufficient funds 
work could be started simulnaneously on 
the Indian side and the Nepal side. But 
since we do not have sufficient funds at 
this stage, it is much better that wc concen¬ 
trate on work in the Nepal side and have 
that portion of the canal completed and 
when more funds are available we could 
acquire land on the Indian side to proceed 
with the rest of the work. I entirely agree 
with the hon. Member in regard to what 
he says about the financing of the project. 
The cost of construction of the canal on 
the Nepal side is about Rs. 6^ crores. But 
unfortunately irrigation projects are the 
responsibility of the State Oovernments 
concerned. I am sure the future Ministry 
in Bihar will take a fresh look at this. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : But the 
State is under President’s rule now. 

DR. K.L. RAO : 1 am autf the 
new Ministry takea iq|jrakse, the MlQis^i;;

Bit from a perusal of the statement, it 
apfiears he is not keen about getting it 
done at the earliest. By what time or 
date is the scheme going to be completed 7 

DR. K. L. RAO : That depends on the 
finances that will be available. I expect 
the project td be completed in 3-4 years; 
that is the optimum period. It will cost 
Rs. 6 to 8 crores a year. But in regard to 
the finance, I am sorry to say, as I have 
said here very often, that I am helpless in 
the matter; it is a State project and is the 
responsibility of the State' Government. I 
only hope that when the new Bihar Govern- 
mert takes office they will have better and 
fresh look at this and make the necessary 
provision. 1 quite agree that this project 
has already been delayed for a long number 
of years. * 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN ; When the 
hon. Minister is making plans for the 
Ganga-Cauvery link project, would he, also 
think of linking the Periyar with Cauvery 
and make advance planning ? I know it has 
nothing to do with this question. But this 
has become a discussion of the integrated 
canal system and has some relevance.

We are continuing with our efforts to 
secure greater access for our products to the 
enlarged European Common Market. We 
have also been impressing upon both U. K. 
and the European Economic Community the 
need for their taking measures to safeguard 
the markets for all Indian products for 
which conditions of access might deteriorate 
following UK’s membership of the Common 
Market. An aide msmoire was handed 
over to the British Government on the 21st 
February 1972 in this connection identifying 
the important commodities of export interest 
to us in respect of .which problems would 
arise following the UK’s accession to the 
E. E. C.

Railway servants are expected to sufandt 
their T. A. claims within a period of three 
months from the end of the month in whidt 
the journey is performed. Any claim sub¬ 
mitted after the expiry of this period drould 
be supported by adequate reasons for the 
delay. Whenever a travelling allowance 
bill is preferred in a month subsequent to 
the month in which it should have been 
submitted, a certificate in the following form 
be recorded on the travelling allowance bill 
by the drawing officer:— 

“Certified that the arrear claims in¬ 
cluded in this bill have Qot been 
submitted previously.” 

The touring official has to obtain the 
permission of his controlling officer before 
proceeding on tour. The Travelling Allo¬ 
wance bills indicate inter-alia the time of 
departure from headquarters, halt at each 
place, purpose of the tour etc. 

The Travelling allowance journals sub¬ 
mitted by the touring officials have to be 
sent along with the bills to the accounts 
office for internal check in the case of 
employees who are drawing a pay of 
Rs. 240/- and above including Dearness 
pay, a month. In the case of those who 
are drawing less than Rs. 240/- a month, 
the Travelling allowance journals are retai¬ 
ned by the bill compiling offices. The 
Travelling allowance journals received in 
the Accounts Office are checked to see 
that. 

(a) the journals have in every case 
been countersigned by the com¬ 
petent Controlling Officer. 

(b) sanctions of competent authority 
to the iprant of special allowance 
exist.

Even in the case of those who are dra¬ 
wing pay up to Rs. 240/- a month, the 
travailing allowance bills are checked by the 
bill passing authority (Personnel Branch) 
before making payment. 

Claiming an amount which is found to 
inadmissible is not treated as an offence 
under the Discipline and Appeal rules. 
Disciplinary action is liable to be taken only 
in cases where an employee makes a deli¬ 
berate false statement to claim travelling 
allowance. There has been no case, during 
the period January, 1970 to December, 
1971, on the Allahabad Division of Nor¬ 
thern Railway where disciplinary action has 
been initiated for having claimed an 
amount not admissible under the rules.

each at ;an estimated cost of Rs. 8989.92 
lakhs. The plant and equipment for the 
station will be obtained indigenously. The 
common facilities available at the station are 
designed for an ultimate capacity of abodt 
1200 M.W. Adequate cooling water facilities 
are Available all the year round from the, 
Obra Reservoir Lake. The site is in close 
proximity of the Singrauli Coalfields from 
where railway lines have already been ex¬ 
tended to the power station site. 

2. TEHRI DAM PROJECT : This is a 
multipurpose project envisaging contruction 
of a 245.5 metre high rockiill dam across 
the river Bhagirathi, about 1.5 kilometers 
down stream of Tehri town, below the 
confluence of the rivers Bhagirathi and 
Bhillanganga, tributaries of the river Ganga. 
An uo<^c|rgrpund powpr house with an ins¬ 
talled capacity of 600 MW comprising 4 
generating units of 150 MW each is propo¬ 
sed to be located in the left flank. The 
releases from Tehri storage are proposed to 
be utilised for augmenting irrigation under 
Upper .Ganga, Lower Ganga and Agra 
Canal Systems. The scheme is estimated to 
cost a total of Rs. 19792,34 lakhs, the cost 
chargeable to power has been indicated as 
Rs. 15391.24 lalchs. 

3. HARDUAGANJ ‘B’ THERMAL 
POWER STATION EXTENSION-STAGE- 
VI. Under Stage VI extension of Harduagaid 
*B* Thermal Power Statidn, it is proposed 
to inst8|i'2'Dumbers 55 MW turbo genera¬ 
ting sets along widi tnatching boilers and 
auxiliafy:eq|iipmeot at an estimated cost of 
lU.

4. RISHIKESH-HARDWAR HYDRO 
ELECTRIC SCHEME : The project envisa¬ 
ges construction of a barrage across river 
Ganga about 4 kilometers downstream of 
Rishikesh town, 14 kilometers long power 
channel taking off on the left bank utilising 
a drop of 97 feet in river Ganga from 
Rishikesh to Ganga Canal head works at 
Bhimgoda at an estima^d cost of Rs. 
3474.70 lakhs. The power house wil have an 
installed capacity of 99 MW comprising 3 
units of 33 MW each. 

5. LAKHWAR DAM PROJECT ; The 
Lakhwar Dam multipurpose project envisa¬ 
ges the contruction of a 577 ft, high con¬ 
crete dam across the river Yamuna at 
Lakhwar about 13 miles upstream of Kalsi,, 
21.3 ft. dia-penstpck pipe trifurcating into 
three penstocks each of 10’ dia at the power 
house leading to an underground power 
station on the right flank with three genera¬ 
ting units of 50 MW rach, operating under 
an average head of 4(ra feet. The scheme is 
estimated to cost a total of Rs. 50.0 crores, 
the al'ocation to power being Rs. 25.20 
crores. The project involves inter-State 
aspects. 

6 . BIYASI DAM PROJECT : This 
project has been proposed to be taken up 
as a sequel to Lakhwar Dam Project. It 
provides for the construction of a 60 meters 
(197 ft.) high concrete dam across the 
Yamuna river near Biyasi about 4 Km 
downstream of Lakhwar dam site, an under¬ 
ground power station on the left flank with 
an installation of 2 generating units of 37.5 
MW each operating under a desi^ head of 
111 meteres (367 ft.). A provision of insta¬ 
llation of a third 50 MW generating unit at 
Lakhwar power station has also b^n made 
under the scheme. Debiting the cost of this 
unit also, the capital-oqt-lay of the projiwt 
is estimated at Rs. 19.40 crores. 

7. OBRA THERMAL POWER STA- 
TION EXTENSION STAGE III: The pro- 
ject estate under Sta^ III develdpment. of 
Obra Tltermal Power Station covers the 
instaUatiw of 2 ncM. Turbo gei^tor 
along with 2 nos., 600 Tonnes/hour eapt- 
city-boUers, auxilarjit equipment, extensiOB 
of400 kV outdow wbstatkm and otiier 
ancillary wotIcs siieb^as addltio# aiad. modff- 
flcations in tiie availaUe comnion facilities, 
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Le. water treatment plant, fuel oil facilities, 
ooal and ash handling plants, railway siding 
cooling water supply arrangement etc. at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 6013.06 lakhs. It is 
proposed to adopt the unit system fdr 
generator transformers. Provision has, there* 
fore, been made for 2 nos., 11/400 kV, 240 
MVA power transformers and other outdoor 
equipment. The coal is proposed to be 
obtained from Singrauly coal fields. 

8 . VISHNU PR AY AG HYDEL 
SCHEME : The project envisages the ultiza* 
tion of a drop of 943 metres (3093.8 ft.) in 
the river Alaknanda from Hanuman Chatti 
to the confluence of Vishnugad with 
Alaknanda river for generation of power. 
The scheme comprise the construction of a 
barrage on river Alaknarxla at a distance 
of about 28 KM from Rishikesh town, a 
head race tunnel 12 Km long 3.0 metres 
dia and other associated works. The power 
house will have 4 generating units of 65.5 
MW each. The power house discharge is pro¬ 
posed to be underground and w’d be taken 
back to river Alaknanda through a tail race 
tunnel 825 metres long. The scheme is 
estimated to cost Rs. 5718.4 lakhs including 
a provision of Rs. 600 lakhs for remodelling 
of Rishikesh-Joshimath road. 

9. GORAKHPUR THERMAL POWER 
STATION: The scheme envisages the install¬ 
ation of 2 nos. Turbo-generator sets along 
with 2 nos. 600 tennes/hour capacity Boi¬ 
lers, auxiliary equipment, 220 kV outdoor 
sub-station and other anciliary works such 
as water treatment plant, fuel oil facilities 
coal and ash handling plants, railway 
sidings, cooling towers etc. at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 6184.0 lakhs. It is proposed to 
adopt unit system for generator-transfor¬ 
mers and accordingly provision has been 
made for 2 nos. 11/220 kV, 240 MVA 
power transformers. It is proposed to inter¬ 
connect this power station with the 220 kV 
^id substation at Gorakhpur from where 
it will be possible to meet the power dema¬ 
nds of Baharkh, Gonda, Basti, Gorakhpur, 
Deoria, Ballia and Ajzamgarh dktricts. 
Necessary provisioh has also bees made in 
respect of coat and ash handling as well as

10. OBRA THERMAL'S* POWBft 
STATION: The scheme invisages installatioQ 
of 5 nos. turbo-generator units, each having 
a rated capacity of 200 MW at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 14825.72 lakhs. Each unitwill 
have its on boiler which will be capa¬ 
ble of producing 600 tonnes of steam per 
hour at a pressure of 130 atmosphere and 
temperature of 560®C. The generators will 
be hydrogen cooled at 3 kg/cm' pressure. 
The ash and slag will be pumped in the 
form of a slurry in near by ravines through 
steel pipe lines. The Railway »ding, 
arrangement for the transportation of coal 
handling plant, cooling water supply 
and intake and olf-take channels will be 
adequate for the proposed Power Station 
of 1000 MW capacity. Power will be gene¬ 
rated at 11 kV and will be stepped up to 
400 kV through 240 MVA, 11/400 kV 
transformers. As per indications given in 
the scheme report, the coal is proposed to 
be obtained from Singrauli coal fields.

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exports is given in the Export Policy Reso- 
lutioo laid before the Parliament in July, 
1970. A close watch is maintained on the 
trends of exports and as and when neces¬ 
sary, efforts are made to take effective steps 
for export promotion. The exploration 
of foreign markets and the generation of 
required supplies for exports are continuous 
processes. The country’s import policy, 
industrial licensing policy, fiscal policy, 
foreign investmet policy etc. are designed to 
promote exports. In an effort to expand and 
diversify exports, a series of measures have 
been taken fo r example. 

(a) ^Supply of Raw Material : Impor¬ 
tant raw material requirements are supplied 
mainly through the replenishment licence 
scheme. Indigenous raw materials like 
steel and aluminium are made available on 
a priority basis. The registered manufactu¬ 
rer exporters of non-traditional goods based 
on their export performance, are permitted 
to obtain “On account import licenses, 
advance linces nces and imprest licenses. 

(b) Removal of Capacity Constraints : 
Export oriented units are accorded preferen¬ 
tial treatment in the matter of licencing of 
expanded capacity, improvements in installed 
capacity and for imports from preferred 
sources. 

(c) Raw Material Assistance Centre : 
The Industrial Raw Material Assistance 
Centre of STC and similar cells of other 
public sector agencies have been set up for 
bulk imports to enable registered exporters 
to obtain supplies ofif-the-self as andwhen 
required on surrender of replenishment 
licences. 

(d) Foreign Collaboration ; Foreign 
collaboration in the case of export oriented 
units is accorded special consideration. 
Foreign collaboration is also being consi¬ 
dered in trading activities on merits of su«fa 
collaboration if export potential exists. 

(e) Import facilities: Import facilities 
are ^rutted to export bouses to facilitate 
continuity of export production. Units in 
the small sector adio export more than 
25% Of their production have been made 
eligible to receive alloeation froapr'free 
tbreigo excfaaoi^ for tlu^ import needs.. 


(f) Other facilities : Allowed to increase 
exporting-capabilities include compensatory 
support on selected export products (tftis is 
designed to meet competition in foreign 
markets, to develop marketing competence 
and to neutralise the disadvantage inherent 
in the present stage of development of the 
economy), financial assistance on export 
activities like market susveys, exhibition 
etc., drawback of customs and excise duties 
on export products. In addition tax conce¬ 
ssion and tax reliefs including adjustments 
of export/import duties in the light of trad¬ 
ing conditions are offered. 

(g) Tariff. Deductions have been secured 
from the developed countries under Kenne¬ 
dy Round of GATT and the General 
Scheme of Preferences. 

• 

(h) Rationalisation of Institutional 
Arrangements. The public sector agencies 
like the STC and the MMTC are playing 
an expanded developmental role in supple¬ 
menting the export effort by acting as a 
path finder and a cataivst. They are 
expected to play a pivotal role in the 
diversification of India’s export trade. 
Last year the Projects and Equipment 
Corporation was established to promote the 
export of sophisticated engineering and 
railway equipment with particular emphasis 
on undertaking complete turn key projects 
abroad. The Jute Corporation of India 
has been registered for undertaking purchase 
and sale of raw jute and jute goods. During 
the jute season 1971-72 the Jute Corpora¬ 
tion and the STC jointly undertook price 
support programmes. The Tea Trading 
Corporation of India has been established. 

It will attempt to market tea in packs in 
India and abroad and thereby contribute 
to a diversification of our exports. In order 
to promote export of products by techni¬ 
cally competent and commercially viable 
units to the developed and developing 
countries, the Trade Development Authority 
has been set up to provide a package of 
specialised services in foe field of export 
production and dtthiteiiag.

(j) Export-oriented Ikensing policy 

The recent ahnouncement by foe. Odvem-; 
meot;,, .permitfioi 10Cf% fo 
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licensed capacity in respect of 54 priority 
industries would be a help or expanding 
the base for export production. More¬ 
over, applications received from export- 
oriented units for capital goods licenses, 
industrial licenses and/or for foreign colla¬ 
boration are being processed on a priority 
basis through the various licensing mecha¬ 
nisms. Improving efficiency of production, 
reduction of cost and adaptation of product¬ 
ion to meet the requirements of foreign 
customers are adequately taken into account 
while processing the applications of export 
oriented units for various types of 
licences. 

(b) & (c). The Fourth Plan target for 
annual growth of exports is 7 per cent.

The 
Committee’s Report has just 
been received and it is under 
examination.

The Law Commission 
has suggested certain specific 
amendments to the Code of 
Civil Procedure in 1908 in 
its 27th Report with a view 
to eliminating or minimising 
delays in civil litigation and 
thereby reducing costs.

Reported hijacking of an International 
Plane from Delhi Airport 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur) : I call the attention of the Hon. 
Minister of Tourism and Civil Aviation to 
the following matter of urgent public import¬ 
ance and request that he may make a state¬ 
ment thereon : 


VReported hijacking of an interna¬ 
tional plane immediately after its depar¬ 
ture from Delhi Airport on the 22nd 
February, 1972 and steps taken by the 
Government to tighten the security 
measures at the Airport.” 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH): 
A Lufthansa Boeing 747 aircraft on a 
scheduled flight from Tokyo to 
Frankfurt arrived at Palam from 
Tokyo via Hongkong and Bangkok at 
2359 hrs. on February 21, 1972 with 130 
passengers and a crew of 15. Six passengers 
disembarked at Palam while 48 joined the 
flight, including 3 Oman nationals. All the 
passengers boarding the aircraft at Palam 
were frisked and their hand-baggage sear¬ 
ched by the security stafl* at the airport. 

The aircraft departed from Delhi at 
fl.08 hrs. 1ST for Athens and reported 
its position over Lankaransar which is 
within Indian territory at 01.39 hrs. Sub¬ 
sequently, at 02.09 hrs. a mes.sage was 
received from the aircraft as follows ; 

“I repeat will not answer again. 
The aircraft LH-649 from New Delhi 
is now in control of victorious Jeddah. 
New Captain Yousaf Alsin.” 

The aircraft landed at Aden at 06.30 
hrs. local time (09.00 hrs. 1ST} and infor¬ 
mation to this effect was received by the 
Lufthansa office in Delhi at about 10.00 
hrs. 1ST on February 22, 1972. According 
to the Station Manager, Lufthansa Airlines, 
Ddhi, the Captain of the plane reveded at 
Frankfurt after release thki the aircraft was 
hUaeked by ffv« Palestinian guerillas who 
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used hand-grenades and pistols and had 
brought on board a large quantity of 
explosives. According to him, one guerilla 
had embarked at Hongkong and another at 
Bangkok and three at Delhi. Prima facie it 
appears that the hijackers had brought the 
explosives and fire-arms on board at a 
station earlier than Delhi. Enquiries made 
so far do not show that there was any lapse 
on the part of the security authorities at 
Palam Airport. Information regarding the 
incident was communicated telegraphically 
to the International Civil Aviation Organi¬ 
sation as also to the aeronautical authorities 
•f the Federal Republic of Germany. 
Security measures continue to be enforced at 
all on airports. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : Has 
the hon. Minister o) Civil Aviation taken 
note of the fact that the hijacking of the 
Lufthansa Boeing 747 Jumbo Jet on 22 
February, 1972 after leaving Palam is not 
just an isolated event 7 Early Iqst year an 
aircraft leaving Kashmir was hijacked to 
Lahore and was unceremoniously burnt to 
ashes. The hijacking on 22 February, 1972 
was the repetition of the same tragedy on a 
bigger scale. 

The failure to make adequate security 
arrangements is again not the failure of the 
Government for the first time. In this very 
House the late Shri Nath Pai had moved an 
adjournment motion to censure the security 
arrangements by the Government when the 
notorious smuggler Walcott had made a 
vain effort to escape with the help of an 
aircraft. Is the Government aware that the 
security problem arising out of hijacking 
cannot be treated merely as an administra¬ 
tive problem but political motivations of 
the hijackers are also to be taken note of ? 
Has the Government taken note of the 
reported motivation of the Arab Comman¬ 
dos who hijacked the Jumbo Jet on 22 
February, 1972 ? Were the Arab Comman¬ 
dos responsible for hijacking, aiming 
simultaneously at the Government of West 
Germany and Egypt, the former because it 
had extended financial credit to Israel and 
the latter because it was trying the alleged 
murderers of the Jordanian Premier ? 

<» 

Are smy steps devised to seek inter¬ 
national co-operation to prevent of 
hljaofcbtg 7 Dchm the GovemniMt propose 
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stern action against any group or individual 
that hijacks on aircraft or a Government 
which directly or indirectly lends support 
to such hijackers as a deterrent ? Since 
hijackers were able to rush to the aircraft 
evading security check and since explosives 
were found in the aircraft, how far practi¬ 
ces of corruption and bribery in the air¬ 
port administration were responsible for 
the tragedy ? 

During the Chinese aggression of 1962 
through bribes to the authorities concerned 
bags containing saw dust and sand had rep¬ 
laced some ammunition bags. In this case of 
hijacking ordinary baggage seems to be 
replaced by explosives. Has an investigation 
been made of these facts ? What are the 
results of such investigation ?

The routine failures of the airport 
administration and its incftjciency only 
cause delay to the commuters and persons 
like me only miss the meetings of the 
Consultative Committees of Parliament. 
However, failures in the security arrange¬ 
ments keeps a sword of insecurity of life 
hanging on the heads of the commuters. 
Docs the Government propose to avoid 
such insecurity in the future ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : The hon. 
Member has made a number of comments. 
This question of hijacking is an inter¬ 
national menace. It is not only here, but 
all the world over it has taken place, and it 
has become a menace to civilised and orga¬ 
nised air transport. The motivations of 
hijacking are as varied as the hijacking 
incidents themselves. It is impossible to 
lay down any motives ; some are political, 
some are financial, some are different. 

He has been rather uncharitable to our 
airport authorities, because, as I have said 
in my statement, we checked again and 
have ensured that, in fact, these three people 
who boarded from Delhi were fully searched 
and checked. Therefore, I have said that 
prinia facie it appears that this ammuni¬ 
tion was brought on board at an earlier 
station, where perhaps the checks were not 
stringent. I would like to say that no 
country has been able to evolve a hundred 
per cent hijacker-proof system. Even in 
so advanced and affluent a country like the 
United States, every month ch: every 
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week you find such incidents. Therefore, 
what we can do is to strengthen the arrange¬ 
ments which we are doing. 

He mentioned at the end of his state¬ 
ment this question of passenger convenience. 
In a way the two things are contradictory, 
because the more stringent the checks the 
more inconvenience is caused to 'the 
passenengers. We have got to balance in 
a rational and logical manner the conveni¬ 
ence of the passengers and the requirements 
of security checks. I can assure the hon. 
Member and the House that we are fully 
aware of this problem. We have already 
instituted certain checks of various type and 
we will continue to strengthen them where- 
ever and whenever possible. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : I 
asked whether any concrete measures are 
being taken to ensure international co¬ 
operation to avoid such hijacking. 

Further, let me make it clear that I am 
not at all uncharitable to the authorities of 
the airport. I cannot be uncharitable to 
any one. What I did was to pose this 
question. During the Chinese aggression, 
concert evidence was available that am¬ 
munition bags and packages were replaced 
by sand and sawdust, and as a result of that, 
there was failure in defence arrangements. 
It is possible that such things may have 
happened. He has only said that there is 
a priina facie case. He has not said that 
he has undertaken rigorous investigation. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : On the ques¬ 
tion of international co-operation, there are 
two bodies, the International Civil Aviation 
Organisation and the International Air 
Transport Association. One is the airlines 
organisation, and the other is the ground 
airports organisation. In both of these the 
question of hijacking has received very, 
careful attention over the last four or five 
years. Our representatives have attended 
these conferences. I personally attended 
the ICAO conference, and the international 
community is seized of it. The lATA is, 
in fact, sending round a team of officials 
from their head-quarters all over the world 
to check upon security arrangements, and 
just a week age we got a letter from the 
Secretary-General, Mr. Hammerksjoeld, 
saying that he was going to send a »am 
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here also. We are glad because we are 
certainly want to know if there are any 
weeknesses in our organisation. 

As far as this question of bribery and 
corruption is concerned, as far as I am 
aware, our enquiries reveal that there is no 
such element at least in this particular 
incident. But we are being very vigilant 
within the realms of what is feasible and 
possible.

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : I want to bring to 
your notice and to the notice of the hon. 
House the incident which occurred yester¬ 
day when the hon. President was addres¬ 
sing the joint session of Parliament. The 
incident was so unseemly, I do not want to 
use any stronger word. With all my respect to 
the hon. Members, I would like to say, the 
incident which occurred yesterday was so 
undignified and unseemly that the entire 
country has taken note of it. T was looking 
at your face, Sir, and though you were 
enjoying the fun, 1 could realise how 
wounded your feelings were. Therefore, as a 
matter of grace if the House does not want 
to fake note of it or you do not want to 
take note of it, still, in view of the fact 
that the entire country has taken note of 
this incident, I would like to get your advice. 
Members will be benefited by your advice 
in this matter, because we feel that the 
incident, was so undignified and so unseemly 
that it should be taken note of. Last year, 
you were good enough to appoint a commi¬ 
ttee to go into this problem. I hope you 
would kindly agree to refer this incident 
also to the committee. I hope the commi¬ 
ttee will look into this incident and submit 
the report and perhaps the House will take 
note of it. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member has 
raised this question. I had somc-thing in my 
mind also and 1 was thinking over it since 
yesterday. It happend last year but only 
two individuals—one from the Rajya Sabha 
and one from our House—were involved. We 
appointed a special committee to examine 
the whole issue. I am just waiting for a 
report from that committee. But one thing 


is very certain. When the Head of the 
State is addressing, he is addressing as 
President of India. It has never happened 
in any country that when the President 
is there, any disrespect is shown to 
him—not only discourtery but also disres¬ 
pect and that too, it is deliberate 
disrespect. We were all very sorry 
because on that occasion, we have 
all the diplomats from various countries 
coming to listen to the President and also 
distinguished citizens of our country from 
all walks of life. If it were to be taken 
like that, it means, that it happens not only 
at ordinary public meetings or sometimes we 
have certain disturbancee even in our House, 
but it has gone right up to the President 
of India, It is highly deplorable. I have been 
thinking of ways and means to deal with it. 
It happened with some of the Governors 
and now it has mosed to the Parliamentf 
It is very sad affair, but we are just waiting 
for the report of that committee. I wish 
that committee would re-examine it, in view 
of the happenings that were witnessed. It 
was a very sad affair and I aVn very sorry. 

I think we drop it now and wait for the 
report from that committee. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI (Jalore) : I 
entirely agree with what my friend, Shri 
Panigrahi, has said. It is a matter of very 
serious concern. The report of that commi¬ 
ttee is going to be delayed. I request that 
at least against the members of this House 
who behaved so badly during the President’s 
Address, some action should be taken by 
the House.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1972-7S 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : Sir, 
Responsibility to Parliament enunciated by 
the Constitution, makes it my duty, to place 
before the Hon'blc House for consideration 
the annual financial statement of the rail¬ 
ways. Thereby is ensured the responsibility 
of the railway administration to Parliament. 

2. I am placing the financial statement 

before the House in, as comprehensive a 
manner as possible, and in proper sequence. 
To begin with, I propose to describe the 
accounts for 1970-71, then assess the revised 
estimates for the year 1971-72. Thereafter 
comes the delination of the Budget 

Estimates for 1972-73. 

ACCOUNTS FOR 1970-71 

3. I begin with the accounts for 

1970-71. The Badget Estimates of 1970-71 
as presented to the House envisaged a 

surplus of Rs. 22.38 crores. Rs. 13 crores 
of revenue budgeted, was given up in 
deference to the wishes of the House, 

reducing the surplus to Rs. 9.38 crores. 


The Revised Estimates, however, ran into 
red showing a shortfall of Rs, 23.69 crores. 
The reduction in traffic receipts of about 
Rs. 5 crores and the Interim Relief given 
to the Railway Employees of about Rs. 36 
crores, compensated by certain savings, 
accounted in the main for this overall 
shortfall. The actuals have shown some 
improvement over the Revised Estimates. 

4. The Gross Traffic Receipts were 
actually Rs. 1006.69 crores showing an 
increase of Rs 2.69 crores over the Revised 
Estimate of Rs. 1004.00 crores. The 
increase was mainly under the heads “Other 
Coaching” and “Goods”. They have more 
than made up for the shortfall in ‘Passenger’ 
earnings. ‘Ordinary Working Expenses* 
amounted to Rs. 732.34 crores as against 
the Revised Estimate of Rs. 731.76 crores. 
There was, however, saving in respect of 
dividend paid to General Revenues by Rs. 
1.24 crores. The final actuals reveal a deficit 
of Rs. 19.84 crores as against Rs. 23.69 
crores. The accounts were balanced by 
taking a loan fiom the General Revenues. 

5. Before I give you an assessment of 
the Revised 1 slima es of 1971-72, I have to 
narrate significant events of the yea' l'771-72 
which have atfocted the revenues and 
expenditure. The financial picture has to be 
judged in the background of preceding 
events and situations, for, they are almost 
woven together and are inseparable. 

6. The year, 1971-72, has proved to 
be a highly significant year. The highlight 
of the year is, undoubtedly, our success 
against Pakistan. It has not only proved the 
might and moral worth of our Nation, but 
has also enhanced its placed and prestige in 
the comity of the Nations. The resounding 
success has been achieved by the wise 
leadership of our Prime Minister and by 
the valour of our armed forces. May I say, 
with some humility, that the contribution 
of the railways to this success is not incon¬ 
siderable ? Never before in our history 
after the freedom, had the railways been 
called upon to do such a strenuous and 
devoted work as we did prior to, during 
and subsequent to the famous 14-day war. 
The Railways ran well over 2,000 special 
trains for movement of defence forces and 
equipment. The end of the conflict did not 
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mean immediate relief to the railways. They 
had to move prisoners of war and refugees 
which again involved the running of over 
800 special trains. I have to specially state 
with some satisfaction that all these trains 
ran so smoothly and efticiently that there 
was hardly any accident or derailment. It 
proved the heights to which the railway 
employees could rise, in efficiency, when 
inspired by patriotic fervour. This enormous 
work done by the railway administration 
has earned public approbation. But it has 
also entailed some sacrifices in terms of 
revenue to* the railways and inconvenience 
to the public. The public has not even 
noticed the inconvenience caused. I hope 
Sir, the House will not mind the losses 
sustained. 

7. While on their normal duties, 13 
railwaymen lost their lives, and 26 were 
wounded in the border areas. I seek your 
permission to place on record my high 
appreciation of the devotion to duty 
displayed by railwaymen of all categories. 
I pay my homage to those who sacrificed 
their lives for the success of the Nation. 

About nine thousand railwaymen who 
are members of the Terrritorial Army Units 
were mobilised to assist in the movement of 
trains in the difficult areas and for resto¬ 
ration of damages. 

In Bangla Desh, railway communications 
had been battered badly. A whole progra¬ 
mme of restoring the damaged railway 
system therein had become necessary. The 
Bangla Desh Government made a request 
for help involving supply of meterials for 
temporary and permanent repairs to a 
large number of bridges and for the resto¬ 
ration of tracks. Our Railwaymen, in 
association with Bangla Desh Railway 
Authorities, did such expen- 

ditious work that the restoration of traffic 
on the important sections was made possible 
within a few weeks. The four major bridges 
which had been blown up by Pakistan 
forces are being repaired by replacement of 
girders. 

8. The floods that devasted the 
Cangetic plains in the States of Uttar 
t)radesb, Bihar and West Bengal, as the 


House is aware, reached unprecedented 
levels entailing great loss and suffering. The 
railway system in the region suffered from 
breaches and inundations. The damaged 
tracks and bridges dislocated traffic, 
resulting in loss of revenue as well as extra 
expenditure for repairs and restorations. 
The cyclone that hit the Orrissa region was 
another great calamity. * 

9. It is not merely Nature that some¬ 
times upsets our railway finances. The 
criminals and the miscreants specially in the 
Eastern region have, during the last year, 
occasioned considerable losses to the rail¬ 
ways. Thefts of overhead wires,' telecommu¬ 
nication cables, and railway equipment, 
dislocated the movement of traffic. Thefts 
and pilferages of goods and parcel; have 
imposed a burden of payment of compen¬ 
sation to the tune of about Rs. 13 crores 
last year. 

10. The political agitations and 
bandhs, I am sorry to state, have also 
victiniLscd the railways, causing loss of 
revenue and inconvenience to the public. 
Political parties responsible for such 
agitations and bandhs, I hope, will realise 
that in jeopardising the efficiency and pro¬ 
fitability of the biggest public undertaking, 
they inevitably slow down the economic 
progress of the Nation. May I make an 
appeal to them all to save the railways from 
their anger and agitations ? The railways do 
no harm to them. There is neither justice 
nor fairplay in imposing vicarious punish¬ 
ments on the railways, nor is at an act of 
any great courage to harm the harmless. 

These events of the year placed severe 
strains on the railway finances. 

Revised Estimates 1971-72 

11. The House will recall that in my 
Budget Speech of May 24, 1971, I had, 
after assessing the revenues and expenditure 
of the year 1971-72, indicated that there 
would be an uncovered deficit of Rs. 6.87 
crores. I had anticipated additional goods 
traffic of 9 milion tonnes. The anticipation, 
however, did not meterialise, as the indus¬ 
tries in both private aiW public sectors were 
not able to keep up the targets of produc¬ 
tion and movement of traffic. It is primarily 
steel production in private as well as public 
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sector that did not come up to expected 
levels. I understand that labour troubles and 
plant failures adversely affected their 
production. Iron ore export also suffered 
likewise. The movement of coal, fertilisers 
and other goods lagged behind. 

12. “Passenger” earnings in the 
current year are assessed at Rs, 316 crores 
which is Rs. 2.75 crores short of original 
estimates. The earnings in “Other Coaching” 
have fortunately gone up by Rs. 6.5 crores 
to Rs. 66 crores. 

13. Though the volume of ‘goods’ 
traffic fell short of expectations, the revenues 
therefrom went up by Rs. 6 crores to Rs. 
665 crores. It is mainly due to longer leads 
and larger proportion of high category 
traffic like petrol, oil and lubricants. The 
emerging financial picture of gross traffic 
receipts is Rs. 1078.00 crores as against the 
budget Estimate of Rs. 1070.25 crores. 

14. Revised Estimate under the head 
“Ordinary Working Expenses” is assessed 
at Rs. 784.32 crores as again"*. Budget Estima¬ 
tes of Rs. 765.44 crores. It means an extra 
expenditure of Rs. 18.88 crores. The main 
element of it is the additional Interim Relief 
given to Railway Staff with effect from 1st 
October, 1971, along with all other Central 
Government Employees. The addition to 
the wage bill on this account is of the order 
of about Rs. 14 crores for a full year. But 
its come into effect from 1st October, 1971, 
and, therefore, the amount involved is Rs. 
6.6 crores. The rates of daily allowance of 
the Central Government servants were 
increased with effect from 1st January, 1971, 
and consequently running allowance of 
certain categories of railway staff had to be 
increased. Provision was made for it in the 
Budgate Estimates; but the actual expendi¬ 
ture is going to be Rs. 3 crores more than 
the Budget provision. It was decided during 
the year that higher compensatory and 
house rent allowances should be paid to 
Government servants including railway 
employees in some cities, because of the 
increase in their population and consequent 
changes in their classification. An award 
was given by the Arbitration Tribunal on 
night duty allowance. Government decided 
to sanction higher rates of stipend to ‘Trade 
Apprentices’. These three items involve an 
extra expenditure of Rs. 1.3 crores in the 
current year. The damages caused by floods 


and cyclones had to be repaired at a cost of 
Rs. 3.10 crores. We had also to make 
increased provision of Rs. 2.2 crores for 
payment of outstanding compensation 
claims. An extra provision of Rs. 1.20 
crores has been to meet the increase in the 
price of diesel oil. Extra expenditure on 
civil defence measures and the units, of 
Special Railway Protection Force detailed 
for track patrolling duties in the Eastern 
Region have cost another crore. The 
cumulative effee! of al) these extra expendi¬ 
tures including some minor items comes to 
Rs. 18.88 crores. The contribution to the 
Depreciation Reserve Fund h^f remained 
the same al Rs, 105 crores. The appro¬ 
priation to Pension Fund has been reduced 
by Rs. 3.50 crores. Under the head “Open 
Line Works Revenue and Other Miscella¬ 
neous Expenses” we have been able to 
atfect an economy of nearly two crores. 

15. The major relief to railway 
finances, however, came from the Railway 
Convention Committee constituted by 
Parliament. The Committee did expeditious 
work. It submitted an Interim Report 
covering the year, 1971-72 and 1972-73. 
The Convention Committee recommended : 


(i) the exemption from payment of 
dividend on the capital-at-charge of 
the non-strategic portion of the 
Northeast Frontier Railway and of 
the unremunerative branch lines as 
also on over-capitalisation; 

(ii) the exemption for a period of three 

years from payment of dividend on 
the capital outlay to the extent of 
25% anually, when the work is 

in progress; 

(iii) the payment of interest to Railways 

at current dividend rate on fund 
balances kept with the General 

Revenues. 

These recommendation give Relief to the 
Railways to the extent of Rs. 21.53 crores 
for 1971-72 and Rs. 19 crores in 1972-73. 
The recommendations of the Committee 

were approved by both Houses of 

Parliament in December, 1971. I am grate¬ 
ful to the Committee and the Houses of 
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Parliament for according this timely and 
just relief to the radway finanses. 

16. The resulting financial picture is, 
therefore, not red as is usually said. The 
Revised Estimates for 1971.72 show a net 
surplus of Rs. 9.08 crores instead a 
deficit of Rs. 7.87 crores as envisaged in 
the Budget Estimates. 


Of the nine Railway Zones, five have 
done well, the first place going to Central 
Railway, who have increased their receipts 
and reduced their expenditure, improving 
upon their budgeted targets by Rs. 8.15 
crores. Next comes Western Railway who 
have improved their position by Rs. 7.80 
crores. Southern Railway has an improve¬ 
ment of Rs. 2.27 crores to their credit. 
The Northern and North Eastern Zones 
have shown a small improvement of Rs, 39 
lakhs respectively. Of the Zones that are 
on the minus side. Eastern Railway with its 
shortfall of Rs. 19.21 crores have fared 
worst eating up all the financial improve¬ 
ments made by the said five Zones. North¬ 
east Frontier Zone has fallen from the 
budgeted targets by Rs. 4.75 crores. South 
Central by Rs. 3.19 crores and South 
Eastern by Rs. 2.69 crores. The House 
will thereby see that illegal and criminal 
activities of the Eastern Region have made 
the railway finances and efficiency suffer 
most. If the two Railways had performed 
even normally, we would have had a much 
bigger surplus. 

BUDGET ESTIMATES, 1972-73 

17. May I now. Sir, delineate the 
Budget Estimates for 1972.73 ? Here 
again, I may weigh the prospects, before I 
formulate my figures. The year, 1972-73, 
may prove to be one of peace and accel- 
rated progress. I hope the country will 
not be subjected to the same strains and 
stresses as in the preceding year. Natural 
calamities like floods and cyclones, are not 
likely to occur on the same scale every year. 
Everything said and done, Pakistan may 
have learnt a lesson and may not venture 
upon another military adventure. Deter¬ 
mined steps are being taken to counter-act 
the crimes committed on Railways. 


18. The most important feature of the 
prospect of the year, 1972-73, is the upward 
trend of our economy. Production of steel 
and coal is anticipated to increase and 
furnish considerable traffic to the railways. 
Traffic in foodgrains, fertilizers and 
petroleum products is also likely to go up. 
Economic forecasts envisage increased agri¬ 
cultural, industrial and mining activities in 
the country which will make it possible for 
the railways to earn more. There are 
already hopeful signs in sight. Improve¬ 
ment in our exports is also anticipated. All 
these factors are likely to give much busi¬ 
ness to the railways and consequently 
improve their earnings. 

19. The gross receipts for the year 
1972-73 on the existing level of freight and 
fares, are estimated at Rs. 1126.10 crores. 
They are Rs. 48.10 crores more than the 
Revised estimates of the current year. 
•Passenger’ earnings are expected to increase 
by Rs. 10.50 crores. The main increose in 
earnings next year will, however, come from 
the ‘goods’ traffic which is expected to 
improve quantitatively and qualitatively. 
Higher steel production and restoration of 
normal conditions in the Eastern Region 
would, I expect, enable the Railways to 
carry an additional 9.5 million tonnes of 
revenue-earning traffic. Thcic will be 
larger movement of commodities, such as, 
cement, fertilizers, petroleum products, iron 
and steel, machinery and general merchan¬ 
dise, all of which yielded comparatively 
more earnings per wagon. The receipts 
from ‘goods’ traffic have, therefore, been 
placed at Rs. 704.00 crores, which is Rs. 39 
crores more than the Revised Estimates. 

20. ‘Ordibary Working Expenses’ will 
also go up to Rs. 809.14 crores, i.e., Rs. 
24.82 crores more than in the Revised 
Estimates for the current year. 

21. The payment of Interim Relief for 
the full year, instead of six months as in 
the current year, accounts for an increase of 
Rs. 6.8 crores. The grant of annual incre¬ 
ments to staff after setting off the reduction 
in expenditure due to retirements etc. is 
another Rs. 3.5 crores. The implemen¬ 
tation of the recent arbitration award giving 
casual leave to workshop staff accounts for 
another sum of Rs. 2 crores. The staff 
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wage bill in consequence will increase by 
Rs, 12.3 crores next year. The balance of 
Rs. 12.52 crores is made up of increased 
cost of fuel for hauling 9.5 million tonnes 
of additional traffic, higher expenditure on 
workshops for repairs and for better main¬ 
tenance of permanent-way. 1 have reduced 
the provision for payment of compensation 
claims by Rs. 3.6 crores, as I am expecting 
at least that much of savings by the special 
drive initiated by me on 26th January this 
year. The appropriation to Depreciation 
Reserve Fuud has been enhanced by Rs. 5 
crores to Rs. 110 crores. The appropri¬ 
ation to Pension Fund has been fixed at Rs. 
16.0 crores. The expenditure on open-line 
works together with other miscellaneous 
expenditure has been placed at Rs. 15.73 
crores almost of the same order as in the 
Revised Estimates for • the current year. 
The total expenditure of all these items 
amounts to Rs. 950.87 crores as compared 
with Rs. 916.77 crores of the Revised Esti¬ 
mates. The net Railway Revenue, there¬ 
fore, will be Rs. 175.23 crores. 

22. There are three liabilities to be 
met : 

(o) Dividend of Rs. 159.77 crores to 
General Revenues; it will be paid 
in full; 

(A) Contribution of Rs. 20.00 crores 
to the Development Fund; it will 
be made in full; 

(c) annual instalment towards the 
repayment of loan from the 
General Revenues, which is now 
Rs. 106.22 crores after appropri¬ 
ating the surplus of Rs. 9.08 
crores anticipated in the Revised 
Estimates for 1971-72. We will 
pay Rs. 11.26 crores on account of 
instalments and Rs. 0.77 crore as 
interest on out-standing loan. 

The total of these payments amounts to 
Rs. 191.73 crores. 

23. The gap between the net income 
of Rs. 175.23 crores and the liabilities of 
Rs. 191.73 crores leaves a deficit of Rs, 
16.50 crores. In the previous five years, 
the gap amount was being borrowed from 


the General Revenues to balance the 
budget. But 1 do not propose to borrow 
this year. Borrowing increases our liability 
by way of paying interest. Nor is it a 
sound financial policy. I propose to find 
the sum, mostly by rationalisation of the 
present structure of freights and fares. 

proposals 

24. The freight rates of certain bulk 
commodities do not meet fully even the 
operating cost. In fact, they are being 
transported at subsidised raters, the subsidy 
coming out of the earnings on high-rated 
commodities. The cost of operation does 
not remain, however, static; the salaries 
and allowances go up continuously. The 
prices of materials also are ever increasing. 
These inevitable increases make it impossible 
to keep the freight rales static. There has 
to be certain rational relationship between 
the cost of carrying and the income there¬ 
from. What I propose to do is not an ad 
hoc addition to freight rates, but rationalisa¬ 
tion of ihe freight structure. 

In the present freight structure, all 
commodities other than coal and coke, 
foodgrains and pulses, moving in wagon 
loads, arc grouped into 31 classes ranging 
from class 27.5 to class 130. It is proposed 
to raise by one step the classifica.ion of 
commodities up to and including class levels 

52.5. Commodities now charged at class 
27.5 (for wagon-loads) will henceforth be 
charged at class 30, those included at 
present in class 30 will be in class 32.5 and 
so on up to the commodities listed in class 

52.5, which will now be raised to class 55. 
classification for “Smalls'’, that is, consign¬ 
ments less than wagon-loads, will also be 
refixed so as not to disturb the existing 
relativity between the wagon-load and 
“Smalls” classifications. The proposed re¬ 
classification would broadly mean an 
increase of 8.5 per cent in the freight on 
commodities charged at class 27.5, the 
increase tapering off to 4.6 per cent for 
commodities now included in class 52.5. 

25. The proposed re-classification will 
not, however, affect in any way the existing 
fright rates in respect of foodgrains, in¬ 
cluding pulses, and iron and manganese 
ores intended for export. There will also be 
no increase in the freight rates on coal and 
coke. 
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26. There are certain articles like 
plastic utensils and containers, aluminium 
wares, steel cupboards, which, because of 
their volume, occupy space disproportionate 
to their weight As the freight rates are 
based on weight, the charges levied on such 
articles do not meet fully the costs of 
transport. It is proposed to revise the 
minimum weight for charge for loading 
these articles from 45 quintals to 60 quin¬ 
tals for a broadgauge four-wheeled wagon 
and from 30 quintals to 40 quintals for a 
metre-gauge four-wheeled wagon and from 
30 quintals to 35 quintals for a narrow- 
gauge four-wheeled wagon. 

27. There are certain goods of com¬ 
paratively high value, such as furniture, 
refrigerators, glasswool, which, because of 
their poor loadability, do not give an 
adequate return per wagon. It is now 
proposed to upgrade their classifications. 

28. The combined effect of these re¬ 
classifications is an extra revenue of Rs. 
12.67 crores per annum. 

29. The current scales of charges for 
parcels and luggage traffic came into force 
with effect from 1-4-1970. This category 
of traffic was not affected by the changes 
made last year. Bearing in mind the in¬ 
creasing costs of operation, it is now pro¬ 
posed to levy a small supplementary charge 
of 5% on this traffic. This will yield Rs. 2.5 
crores in a full year. 

30. Even as certain commodities are 
being transported at subsidised rates, the 
passengers also, including III Class passen¬ 
gers, enjoy a subsidy amounting to about 
Rs. 61 crores a year—Rs. 49 crores on 
non-suburban travel and Rs. 12 crores on 
suburban travel. Last year, a very modest 
increase in passenger rates was effected. 
But the income thereform was only Rs. 13.20 
crores. There is yet a lee-way of some 
Rs. 48 crores to make up. I do not, how¬ 
ever, propose to bridge the gap all at once. 

1 want to leave the III Class passengers 
as such at peace this year. What, however, 

I propose to do is to make the upper- 
classes passengers and season ticket holders 
contribute a little more to the railway 
revenues. The fare for II Class Ordinary 
would increase from 25 paise per ticket for 


a distance Zone 20—53 kms. to Rs. 1.50 
for a distance beyond 1500 Kms. For 
H Class Maii/Express, the corresponding 
increase per ticket will be from 50 paise to 
Rs. 2 for distances beyond 1500 Kms. 
There will be corresponding increase for 
the other upper classes. For distances 
beyond 1500 Kms., the increases for the 
Air-conditioned Chair-car, First Class and 
Air-conditioned Class will be respectively 
Rs. 3, Rs. 5 and Rs. 10 per ticket. 

31. Compared with other Expresses 
and Mail trains, the Rajdhani Express, 
between Howrah and New Delhi, saves 
over seven hours of travelling time . To 
facilitate the higher speed, the Rajdhani 
Express must have fewer coaches and carries 
fewer passengers than the regular Mail and 
Express trains. The speed and comfort of 
Rajdhani Express could well absorb a little 
increase in its fares. I am, therefore, pro¬ 
posing to increase the basic fares between 
New Delhi and Howrah by Rs. 30 per 
ticket for Air-conditioned and Rs. 10 per 
ticket for Air-conditioned Chair-car. The 
corresponding increase for a Carir-car bet¬ 
ween New Delhi and Kanpur will be Rs. 4 
and that between Kanpur and Howrah 
Rs. 7. 

32. The additional revenue from 
increased fares of upper classes is expected 
to be Rs. 1.63 crores in a year. 

33. Indian Railways carried 2,431 
passengers during 1970-71. The suburban 
passengers in the metropolitan areas of 
Bombay, Calcutla and Madras were 1,220 
milllion. The suburban passengers are 
about 50% of the total passengers. But, 
the earnings from them are only 10% 
About 71% of the total suburban passenger 
traffic is by monthly/quarterly season 
ticket holders. By and large, a monthly 
season ticket costs only 10 to 15 times a 
single journey fare though it is available 
for unlimited use and is used at least for 
50 Journeys in a month by an average 
season ticket holder. The extent of con¬ 
cession can be measured from the low 
realisation on the average from a season 
ticket holder for carryiag him a distance of 
one kilometre—a passenger one single 
journey ticket pays 2.61 paise whereas a 
season ticket holder pays only 0.80 paise. 
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34. I would like to bring to the notice 
of the House another aspect of suburban 
travel. During the last two years we have 
revised upwards the passengers fares of 
HI Class and other classes in the non¬ 
suburban areas as well as single journey 
tickets in the suburban areas. We have not 
touched the III Class monthly suburban 
season tickets since 1968, when a small 
increase of 25 paise per season ticket 
only was made. Since then, the 111 Class 
single journey fares have been revised up¬ 
wards once and the upper class single 
journey fares and the I Class season ticket 
fares have been revised upwards twice. 
The railways have had to spend enormous 
sums on increasing rolling stock and aug¬ 
menting track and other facilities. In this 
year’s Budget, for the Bombay area alone 
the total cost of Civil fenginecring. Signal¬ 
ling and Electrical Engineering Works, 
proposed for the improvement of suburban 
services, is of the order of Rs. 31.3 crores. 
Surely, we cannot afford to incur such huge 
capital expenditure on an unremunerative 
service. 

35. Though the single journey fares 
for identical distances are the same all over 
India—whether suburban or non-subarban 
the Ill Class monthly season ticket fares 
vary from one suburban area to another. 
Sometimes, even in the same city, the 
monthly season ticket fares differ between 
two pairs of stations situated at equal 
distances. Besides, the HI Class monthly 
season ticket fares in the Bombay area are 
the lowest, those in Calcutta a little higher 
and those in Madras the highest. This 
inequality needs to be ended, and all three 
great cities treated alike. I, therefore, pro¬ 
pose that as a first step the third class 
monthly season tickets in Bombay and 
Calcutta should be brought up to the levels 
of those in Madras suburban area. But the 
increases will be limited to Rs. 2.15 per 
ticket for Bombay and Rs. 1.15 per ticket 
in Calcutta. Even so; the revised fares in 
Bombay and Calcutta for longer distances 
will still be lower than those in Madras and 
in the non-suburban areas. This rationa¬ 
lisation of third class monthly season ticket 
fares will bring in a revenue of Rs. 60 lakhs 
in a full year. 

36. The fares for I Class suburban and 
non-suburban monthly season tickets have 


been revised upwards twice during the last 
three years. Even so, an upward revision is 
justified now. I accordingly propose to in¬ 
crease the I Class monthly suburban and non- 
suburban season ticket fares by Re. 1 for 
tickets up to the value of Rs. 10, Rs. 1.50 
for tickets between Rs. 10 and Rs. 20 and 
so on up to Rs. 3 for I Class monthly 
season tickets costing more than Rs. 40. 
Similarly, for the 111 Class non-suburban 
monthly season ticket fares, the increases 
range from 25 paise per ticket up to Rs. 5, 
to Re. 1 for tickets costing more than 
Rs. 15, Similarly, for a II Class monthly 
non-suburban seasan ticket, the increase 
will be 50 paise for tickets up \o Rs. 5 
and Rs. 1.50 for tickets costing more than 
Rs. 15. The expected yield in a year from 
increases and suburban and non-suburban 
season ticket fares in 1 Class will be Rs. 14 
lakhs and from non-suburban 111 Class and 
II Class season tickets will be another Rs. 
14 lakhs. 

37. The total annual revenue from all 
these proposals will be Rs. 17.68 crores. 
The additional revenue for the year, 1972- 
73, will be only Rs. 17 crores as the revised 
rates will take effect only from 15 April, 
1972. The resulting budget picture shows 
a surplus of half a crore of rupees. 

FOURTH PLAN 

38. In my Budget Speech in May, 1971 
1 had stated that the cut of Rs. 250 
crores in the 4ih Plan was tentative, and 
that the position was being reviewed. I had 
further indicated that the cut will be res¬ 
tored partially or fully when improvement 
took place in the eastern industrial belt of 
the country. The Railway plan has to be 
enlarged to be in step with the growth in 
traffic demand. 

A number of Hon’ble Members in the 
House had then urged the restoration of 
the original Plan provision. They had also 
asked for the extension of the railway net¬ 
work so as to provide the necessary infra- 
structure for the economic development of 
different parts of the country. The mid¬ 
term appraisal of the Fourth Plan has in¬ 
creased the Railway Plan outlay by Rs. 125 
crores to Rs. 1,400 crores. It enables the 
Railways to acquire Rs. 37 crores worth 
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of additional rolling-stock, spend Rs. 60 
crores more on line capacity works and the 
construction of some new line during the 
rest of the Plan period. 

39. We are now committed to the 
policy of uni-gauge system and it is being 
implemented in earnest though by stages. 
The three conversion projects approved by 
Parliament through supplementary grants 
in December last will cover a distance of 
1,057 Km. costing Rs. 60.53 crores. Steps 
have already been taken to start the work 
on all the three projects. 

« 

40. I now propose a few more line 
conversions. The conversion of metre- 
gauge line from Barabanki to Samastipur 
via Muzaffarpur is a very big project, cove¬ 
ring the States of Uttar Pradesh and Bihar 
The line is 572 Km. long and the conver¬ 
sion will cost Rs. 46.80 crores. This is the 
biggest of conversion projects. The exiting 
length of metregauge is 25,847 Km. and 
these four projects will get it reduced by 
6.3%. 

41. I have been for some time nursing 
the idea of introducing a direct Broad 
Gauge connection from Kanyakumari to 
Delhi and to the northern.most points tou¬ 
ching the Himalayas. Hon’ble Members of 
the House have blessed this idea. The 
existing connections are circuitous and 
irrational. They involve many a tranship¬ 
ment point as well as longer mileage. 

We have to make a sincere beginning 
by putting Kanyakumari on the railway 
map of India. A new line, therefore, will 
be constructed from Trivandrum to Kanya¬ 
kumari via Nagarcoil and from there to 
Tirunelveli. The line is 164.02 kilomenlres, 
costing Rs. 14.53 crores. We are also 
considering the conversion of Metre Gauge 
line from Tirunelveli to Maniachi and to 
Tuticorin and Madurai, a parallel Broad 
Gauge line from Madurai to Dindigul 
and a new Broad Gauge line from 
Dindigul to Karur. The conversion of 
Bangalore-Guntakal line into Broad Gauge 
has already been taken up. Traflic survey 
for a Broad Gauge line from Guntakal to 
Secunderabad and from Secunderabad to 
Wardha has been ordered. These proposals 
atit intended to make the direct Broad 
0imge connection from North to South 



The exiting pattern of railways in India 
is proving to be inadequate for its growing 
needs. More conversions from metre gauge 
to broad gauge and new broad gauge lines 
have necessarily to be taken up. The pre¬ 
liminary work of survey is being undertaken 
for converting 1121.25 kilo-metres from 
metre gauge for broad gauge and construc¬ 
tion of 1520 kilometres of new broad gauge 
lines. 

42. Maharashtra will have a new lin* 
from Bas.scin Road to Diva costing about 
Rs. 13 crores. This is 42 kilometres long 
and links the Central and Western Railways 
facilitating quicker interchange of goods 
tralTic within the two railway systems. It 
relieves the pressure at Dadar and other 
stations in Bombay City and improves the 
suburban railway service. 

Another new line is a small one of 30 
kilomentres costing about Rs. .3 crores 
connecting Sabarmati and Gandhinagar 
broad gauge rail line in Gujarat. The new 
capital of Gujarat is thereby serviced by 
the railway system which also helps the new 
Fertilizer factory to be set up at Kalol and 
the Theimal Power station to be set up near 
Gandhinagar. The Government of Gujarat 
is giving the land free of cost and the 
Gujarat State Flcctricity Board and the 
Indian Farmeis, Fertilizers Cooperative 
have agreed to pay higher freight charges to 
make the line remunerative. 

Works Programme 

43. The Budget Estimate for Works, 
Machinery, Plant & Rolling Stock 
including Open Line Works—Revenue— 
which for the year 1971-72 stands at Rs. 
280 crores, has been fixed at Rs. 301.50 
crores for the next year. There is also a 
provision of Rs. 4.20 crores for the Metro¬ 
politan Transport Projects, Capital and 
Depreciation Reserve Fund Budget has been 
stepped up so that the Railways' develop¬ 
ment programme, as now included in the 
Fourth Plan after the mid-term appraisal; 
may be fully implemented. The Works 
Budget, inter-alia, includes expenditure on 
Rolling Stock of Rs. 124 crores, track 
renewals of Rs. 48 crores, traffic facilites of 
Rs. 51 crores, signalling and telecommuni¬ 
cation works of Rs. IS crores, electrification 
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schemes of Rs. 16 crores, new lines of Rs. 
16 crores, railway users’ amenities of about 
Rs. 4 crores, staff quarters and staff welfare 
works of Rs. 10 crores. The Rolling Stock 
programme for the year 1972-73 envisaged 
procurement of 11,000 wagons. But it has 
now been raised to 14,000 involving a total 
expenditure of Rs. 41.00 crores during the 
year. The wagon build'ng industry is there 
be helped as well as the transprot potential 
of the Railways. 

New production itnies 

44. There has been a serious .shortage 
in the supply of track fittings from indigen¬ 
ous sources interfering with the programmed 
maintenance of the permanent-way. Uncer¬ 
tain supplies and irregular maintenance 
endanger track safety. We, therefore, pro¬ 
pose to augment the rolling-mill facilities in 
the Jamalpur Workshop of the I astern 
Railway and produce appro.vimately 25,000 
tonnes of track fittings per annum. Rs. 1.36 
crores is included in the Budget Estimate 
for the purpose. 

Government of India has ^iven a fresh 
impetus to the policy of self-sufficiency 
after the so-called foreign aid from certain 
powers stopped or threatened to be stopped. 
The Railways want to implement the policy 
in all earnestness. We propose to start two 
new projects to manufacture wheels and 
axels and traction gears. Our requirements 
of wheels and axles arc only met in part by 
indigenous production and we were pur¬ 
chasing the rest from foreign countries 
costing Rs. 5.8 crores a year. Requirement 
of wheels and axles is growing. The pro¬ 
posed plant will be one more Railway 
Production Unit and will produce approxi¬ 
mately 20,000 wheels-scts and 25,000 loose 
wheels per year making the Railways virtu¬ 
ally self-sufficient. 

There is also an increasing requirement 
of traction gears for diesel and electric 
locomotives and Electric Multiple Unit 
stock. As dieselisation and electrification 
make further progress, the level of imports 
which at present stands at Rs. 50 lakhs per 
annum will go up higher. We, therefore, 
propose to add a Traction Gear Plant to the 
Diesel Locomotive Works at Varanasi to do 
away with our dependency on imports. 

45. Imported stores have, during the last 


two decades, been reduced from around 30% 
to less than 9%, in spite of total purchases 
increasing nearly four-fold. The import 
are now limited to only certain essentiale 
raw materials, proprietary item and other 
components for manufacture of rolling stock 
etc. for which indigenous capacity, 
or technological capabibility is not yet 
available in the country. Foreign 
exchange required for their imports is met 
from specific loans by the foreign countries 
under bilateral agreements and credits given 
by the International Development Associa¬ 
tion (an affiliate of the World Bank). 

The Indian Railways have abtained a 
credit from the Internationa! Development 
Association of 75 million dollars under the 
agreement .signed on 24th January 1972. It 
will be u,sed to purchase essential raw mate¬ 
rials and components. The credit is under 
the usual IDA terms with a 50 year period 
for repayment, there being no repayment 
during the first 10 years. There is no 
interest on the credit but only a service 
charge of 3/4th per cent per annum. 

46. The Metropolitan Transport Pro¬ 
ject, Calcutta, envisages construction of an 
electric underground railway from Tollyganj 
to Dum Dum covering a distance of 16.43 
kilometres with 16 stations. It costs about 
Rs. 140 crores, requiring a foreign exchange 
expenditure of about Rs. 23.7 crores. The 
Project received the benefit of technical 
expertise from U.S.S.R. and the concurrence 
of the Planning Commission. It is before 
Government for sanction. 

Feasibility studies have been undertaken 
for Rapid Mas*. Transit system in the cities 
of Bombay, Delhi and Macras. I think the 
rate of growth of Bangalore, Hyderabad, 
Poona, Kanpur and Ahmedabad is making 
it necessary to undertake snch studies for 
them also. I hope that the Planning 
Commission and the concerned State Gover¬ 
nments will move in the matter. 

47. A survey to access the extent of 
ticketless travel, conducted in 1967-68, esti¬ 
mated that the loss was roughly Rs. 20 to 
Rs. 25 crores per annum. It constituted 
about 10% of the Railways annual passenger 
earnings then. The minimum penalty was 
raised from 50 Paise to Rs. 10/- and it had 
some salutary effect. Massive raids with 
the help of Magistrates and police forces arc 
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being periodically organised to find out and 
penalise the ticketless travellers. Educative 
propaganda is also being done through 
loud-speakers and newspapers. The co¬ 
operation of educational institutions, village 
elders and voluntary social service organisa¬ 
tions is being enlisted. But all these steps, 
I must admit, have had only marginal effect. 
Ticketless travel is most rampant in the 
northern region. We have to devise more 
effective measures. The State Governments 
and the police force have to play a decisive 
role. I must acknowledge with gratitude 
the cooperation given to the drive against 
ticketless travel by Shri Bansi Lai, the 
Chief Minister of Haryana State. After a 
conference with him and 'lis colleagues, a 
drive was initiated in Octo'jcr, 1971, in the 
State of Haryana. A committee with the 
Home Secretary of Haryana as Chairman 
was set up to conduct and supervise the 
drive. It lasted 24 months. It has been a 
phenomenal success. 30.832 cases were 
detected yielding a penalty of Rs, 2,81,783/-, 
The total number of passengers checked was 
20.09,000. 6,396 special checks were con- 

d'lcted. Window sale of tickets also in- 
c.eased, as a result of this drive, by Rs. 
9,06,000. The sale of season tickets also 
increased. The results would have been 
even more impressive, but for the conditions 
created by hostilities with Pakistan in the 
month of December, 1971. 

I have subsequently made an appeal to 
the Chief Minister of Uttar Pradesh to do 
likewise in his State. After new ministries 
come into existence in Bihar and West 
Bengal, 1 intend making similar appeals to 
them. If the State Governments help us 
effectively, I am sure, ticketless travel will 
end, thereby ensuring higher revenues to the 
Railways. What is more important is that 
the great reputation of thc.se States, should 
not be allowed to be sullied by this crime. 

48. I find that a big source of drainage 
of railway revenues is in respect of co.mpen- 
sation paid for thefts, pilferage, damage etc. 
of booked consignments. There has been a 
continuous increase, for some years in the 
amount of compen.sation paid. This year 
it is likely to reach the peak figure of Rs. 
13.25 crores representing an increase of Rs. 
9 lakhs over the previous year. The five 
Zonal Railways, namely. Central, Southern, 
Western, South Central and Northern Rail¬ 


ways have registered an improvement and 
their Revised Budget Estimates show a 
reduction of Rs. 1.19 crores in the claims 
bill. This will be, however, more than 
offset by an estimated increase of Rs. 1.28 
crores in the claims bill of the other four 
Railways, particularly of the Eastern and 
South Eastern Railways. Again, it is the 
Eastern region that is the worst affected and 
some places therein continue to harbour 
hardened criminals. 

I have given serious thought to this 
problem. I am convinced that much im¬ 
provement can be effected with the active 
and patriotic participation of railwaymen at 
all levels, and with the cooperation of the 
State Governments. I have, therefore, 
launched an all India campaign on the 
Republic Day this year, to prevent thefts 
and pilferages L'etters for help and co¬ 
operation have been sent to the Governors 
or Chief Ministers, as the case may be. I 
have made a personal appeal to each and 
every railwayman. The leaders of the 
labour unions have promised p'articipatio.i 
in the eampaign. I hope that the concerted 
and coordinated measures that arc being 
taken, will combat the evil afflicting our 
Railways. In the last few weeks, detection 
and prevention work has received a new 
tempo. I am grateful to State Governments 
and the State police in particular, for their 
cooperation. Unless, the campaign succeeds 
and shows appreciable results, I venture to 
state that the Railway Administration will 
not be able to command public confidc.ice 
in full. 

49. The extent of land on either side 
of the railway track in India, I understand, 
is more than 1,20,000 acres. Our engineers 
have uihappily been oblivious to land use. 
They have so mutilated it as to make it 
unusable. Population prc.ssure has made 
land highly precious in this country. We 
have to make use of every inch of land for 
productive purposes. I once saw personally 
that land on either side of the track is put 
to agricultural use in U S.S.R. Instructions 
have been issued to make use of the land, 
wherever possible, either for agriculture or 
pisciculture. 

LABOUR RELATIONS 
% 

50. During the year, 1 must say the 
labour relations have improved. The em- 
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ployees and the officers have worked with 
such team spirit that one of the visible 
benefits conferred on the country is punc¬ 
tuality of trains. Their commendable per¬ 
formance helped, in its own way, the great 
victory that was achieved by our Defence 
Forces against Pakistan. Co-operation of 
the Labour Unions has begun to operate in 
preventing thefts and claims on the Rail¬ 
ways. The two recognised federations are 
doing well and are cooperating with the 
Administration in increasing efficiency. So 
far as the unrecognised unions are con¬ 
cerned, the question of prescribing criteria 
for recognition is, under the consideration of 
Government, as a whole. Besides, I under¬ 
stand a new labour policy is on the anvil. 

51. Men and materials make the rail¬ 
way system. Materials have to be renewed 
modernised. Men have to renew and rcin- 
vigorate their spirit of service. The perfor¬ 
mance of railwaymen in the matter of punc- 
tua'ity and defence clTorts impels me to 
believe that they arc doing so. The drives 
that I have initiated and the implementation 
of the recommendations of the Adminis¬ 
trative Reforms Commission ' ’ill put their 
spirit of service to test in the ensuing 
months. I hope we will all pass the test 
and present the House a better picture of 
our finances and performance in the next 
Budget. 

52. Permit me. Sir, to thank you and 
the House.

SHRI O.V. ALGESAN : Though it may 
have been indulged in by a small section of 
the House, the whole House will have to 
hang down its head in shame. While 1 was 
sitting in the Central Hall yesterday, I 
transported myself a few thousands or years 
back to the Court of the Kauravas where 
a bad character tried to disrope Draupadj 
when the entire assembly consisting of the 
wisest and the most powerful of men in 
Bharatvarsha were sitting speechless, 
motionless and helpless. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : But 
this was not the wisest asesmbly. It was 
speechless because it was dumb. 
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SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : The maiden speech should not be 
disturbed. 

SHRI O.V. ALAGESAN : It may be 
that at times the stentorian voice of the 
President was heard above the combined 
noise of the determined disturbers of peace. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Sir, on a 
point of order. It is his maiden speech ? 
Otherw'ise, he cannot read it out, 

SHRI O.V. ALAGESAN : It is a seri¬ 
ous reflection and a sad commentary on 
how we run our democratic i nstitutions 
even after a quarter of a century of our 
independence. The Pre ident is above all 
political parties SHRI PILOO MODY : 
Question.) and no one party should seek to 
use an occasion like the one yesterday to 
show disrespect to the President in to settle 

its score with another porlitical party. 

(INTERRUPTION). It is unfortunate that 
while the electorate which sends us 
here is growing more and more in 
maturity and understanding, some of their 
representatives here should exhibit an 
opposite trend. I can only hope what 
happened yesterday will not be repeated any 
more in fuiuic. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : More 
often. 

SHRI O.V. ALAGESAN : I feel parti¬ 
cularly gratified lo have the opportunity to 
speak on this Motion today, because we 
are at a great moment of history. Since 
that fateful July of 1969 up till now, in this 
period of less than three years, our leader 
and Prime Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi 
has been making history. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU And we 
have kept her alive. 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN : No com¬ 
parable period since independence has been 
packed with so many events of crucial 
importance. They have followed one 
another in such quick succession that the 
baffled onlookers were left with very little 
time to pause and think. Before they could 
assess, analyse and evaluate one event, 
another followed, throwing all their calcula¬ 
tions into confusion. The timing of every 


step was superb. The opposing forces, 
both inside and outside the country, were 
routed with with such consummate skill 
and scientific precision that the world was 
left gaping with wonder and admiration. 
Hire was history made before our eyes and 
not just witnessed. What was happened so 
far is enough to secure a permanent place 
In Indian history for our leader, Shrimati 
Gandhi. 


The biggest events in this drama are, 
the liberation of Bangla Desh from the 
murderous tyranny of a military dictator 
and the defeat of the evil designs Pakistan 
against India. The biggest event after Indian 
independence is the liberation of Bangla 
Desh. If Banga Bandhu Sheikh Mujibur 
Rehman is the architect of free Bangla 
Desh, Shrimati Indira Gandhi made it intd 
a reality with the full cooperation and 
assistance of the Indian people and the 
Indian army. Surely , tl^ere is magic in the 
name of Gandhi ! Mahatma Gandhi 
liberated India and it was given lo Indira 
Gandhi to liberate Bangla Desh. It can be 
truly said that India has been blessed in 
the high quality of leadership that it has 
enjoyed since ihc advent of Mahatma 
Gandhi on the Indian political scene. 


During the recent elections, many tried 
to minimise the role played by the political 
leadership of the country in winning the 
recent war with Pakistan and liberating 
Bangla Desh, by saying that it was a 
national victory and the credit should go to 
the fighting forces. I would like to ask 
them: If something had gone wiong some¬ 
where, would they have held the political 
leadership of the country free from blame 
and attributed the fault to the fighting 
forces ? While we pay our tribute to the 
valour and heroism of our fighting forces, 
as the president has rightly done in his 
address, we should realise that ultimately 
it was the political directions that was 
responsible for our magnificent success in 
both the military and displomatic fields. 
For instance, the unilateral declaration of 
cease-fire on the successful termination of 
the war in the East was a great act of 
statesmanship, inspire^ by the high purposq 
of peace. 
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Can we find any historic parallel to the 
recent happenings. At any time in the 
history of the world, did 10 million people 
leave their hearths and homes and take 
refuge in another country which sheltered 
and looked after them ? Can anybody show 
a single instance in history, where an army 
liberated another country from an oppressor 
and left that country in the record time of 
three months ? Since we are not able to 
find such acts of high morality in recorded 
history, we have naturally to tifn our 
attention to the ancient epic, the Ramayana, 
where we find that Sri Rama hands over 
the Kingdom of Lanka to Vibishana after 
conquering the evil ruler, Ravana. What 
India has done to Banga Bandhu Sheikh 
Mujibur Rehman, leader of Bangla Desh, 
under the leadership of Prime Minister, 
Indira Gandhi, is of epic importance and 
in keeping with her aqcient spirit. Pci haps, 
this is what is meant by the last sentence 
in the President’s Address, which reads as 
follows:- 

“Left the nation heed the summons to 

greatness—a greatness not of conven¬ 
tional power but of the spirit.” 

The President has paid a well-deserved 
tribute to the gallantry of our armed forces 
who not only decisively defeated the 
Pakistani forces on the battlefield for the 
fourth time and re-wrote history but also 
made possible the emergence of a new, 
independent State of 75 million friendly 
people. The war heroes, dead or living, 
have come from all over the country, from 
practically every constituency. My little 
home town of Chingleput can boast of a 
brigadier who has been awarded a Mahavir 
Chakra and a young doctor who lost his 
life and several others. So also my Tiruttani 
constituency which comprises parts of 
Chingieput and North Arcot districts has 
quite a few who have made the supreme 
sacrifice to its credit. All glory to the men 
and officers of the three services who 
astounded the world by the military history 
they made in the short span of two weeks. 

We all look forward to the meeting 
between Bangabandhu Sheikh Mujibur 
flehman, the Prime Minister of Bangladesh 
aqd our Prime Minister during this week 
when the people of Bangladesh and its 
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leaders will have an opportunity to show 
their affection and regard and gratitude to 
the Indian people and their supreme, 
leader, Shrimnti Indira Gandhi. It will be 
a meeting not merely of two leaders of two 
friendly peoples but a meeting of the hearts 
of 500 million people of India and 75 
million people of Bangladesh. They will 
swear to eternal friendship and forge such 
ties as are necessary for their mutual 
benefit. While we hail the newly freed 
people of Bangaladcsh \\c have nothing 
but brotherly feeling towards the people of 
Pakistan It is to be hoped that the appeal 
of the President for direct talks between 
our two countries will be heeded to by 
Pakistan and both our countries ^ will have 
the wisdom to bring about an era of 
permanent peace in the sub-continent. 

During the recent critical phase of our 
history, the Indo-Soviet Treaty of peace, 
friendship and cooperation was a bulwark 
of strength for us. \Vc are grateful to the 
Soviet Union for the understanding they 
have shown during all the phases of our 
thinking and action during the crisis. While 
we welcome the efforts that America and 
China are making to reach an understan¬ 
ding between themselves, we have to be 
watchful that they do not use Pakistan once 
again to disturb the pe.ice in the sub¬ 
continent. It will be pe.-tinent to ask 
whether it is necessary for the American 
admini-stralion to gain the goodwill of China 
only at the expense of the goodwill of 
India. Will it not leprescit the high wafer- 
ma<k of American slate.smanship if they 
gain a new fnendihip with China while 
retaining the old friendsh'p of India ? We 
may hope the peiplc of America will not 
fail to coiiuder this aspect when the time 
comes. 

The recent elections to the Assemblies 
of 16 States and 2 Union Tenitories cannot 
be regarded just as a routine e.xercise of 
franchise by the people concern ed. There 
is something more to it. Only last year, the 
people of India supported the Prime 
Minister during mid-term elections to 
Parliament as one man and gave her a 
massive mandate for her programme of 
removal of poverty from the country. This 
time she appealed to the people for stability 
in the states and for smooth relationship

between the Central and State Govrenmcnts 
so that her progressive policies and 
programmes can be implemented in close 
cooperation between the Central and Slate 
Governments. The people of India have 
once again responded magnificently to the 
call of the Prime Minister, Almost every¬ 
where they have given an assured majority 
to the Congress Party and thereby rejected 
the other philosophies that were placed 
before them as harmful. They have declared 
that they have no use for any foreignisms 
based on violence, political obscurantism, 
economic archaism and regional pettifogging. 
In this connection it may be remembered 
that, soon after the conclusion of the 1967 
elections, it was freely said that the future 
was with tbe regional parties only and not 
with the all-India parties. There were 
several voices heard in the Organisation 
Congress that they should con\ert them¬ 
selves into regional parlies if they should 
survive. The recent elections base 

given the lie direct to such propositions. 
Regional parties such as Akali Dal 

in Pnnjab, Shiv Sena in Maharashrtra 

etc.

...have been deprived of whatever 

public support they had previously. The 
result or the bye-election in Pondicherry 
also reveals the same trend. {Interruption) 
I hope that this will induce reflection in 
the parties concerned and drive them to a 
course of cooperation with the Centre 
instead of planning confrontation with the 
Centre. 

The key-note of the President’s address 
is self-reliance in the economic field to 
achieve ‘arthik’ Swaraj. The accent is on 
reduced reliance on foreign assistance and 
greater mobilisation of domestic resources 
for realising our economic goals. 

A major premise of the Fourth Plan 
was that foreign aid, that is, foreign aid 
exclusive of repayments, should be reduced 
to one-half of the level attained in the 
Third Plan. Though foreign aid looms 
very large in the horizon of our planning 


and affecte our thinking, it is good to 
remember that, out of every Rs. 12 invested 
in the various projects of the Plan, Rs, 11 
are contributed by domestic resources and 
only Re. 1 comes from foreign aid. We 
have now to enquire whether even this 
foreign aid is going to be healthy in view 
of the increasing tendency of some of the 
aid-giving countries to use their credits as 
an instrument for deflecting us from our 
chosen path and policies. Thg President’s 
address gives sufficient indication of the 
specific measures that need to be undertaken 
in order to eliminate our dependence on 
foreign aid. Import substitution and export 
promotion are the two major elements in 
our programme of attaining greater self- 
reliance. It is a matter of gratification 
that w'e are on the threshold of doing away 
with foodgrain imports and left with a 
comfortable stock of several million tonnes 
of foodgrain on hand'.' When our consump¬ 
tion of foodgrains was 60.6 million tonnes 
in 1950-51, the percentage of our imports 
was 5.9. When the consumption increased 
to 107.2 million tonnes in 1970-71, the 
percentage was only 3.3. Ihis has been 
the case with almost all our imports such 
as raw cotton, sugar and textile machinery, 
machine tools, iron and steel, fertilisers, etc. 

In the important fields of steel and 
fertiliser production, we can bring down 
imports to a minimum; if not altogether 
eliminate them, if the full capacities of our 
steel and furtiliser units can be utilised. 
Only about two-thirds of the capacity of 
the steel plants in the country is now being 
utilised which led to impoits of steel of the 
order of Rs. 150 crores in 1970-71. This 
can be obv.a.cd by bringing more and more 
capacity into production. Efforts to speed 
up construction of the three new steel 
mills will go a long way in filling up gaps 
in our steel production. Similarly, in the 
case of fertilisers, where only less than 50 
per cent of the capacity is utilised, greater 
utilisation of the capacity will obviate 
imports of fertilisers, especially from 
America. 

In the field of export promotion, our 
efforts have been well rewarded. Our 
exports during the last decade have increa¬ 
sed from Rs. 1040 crores to Rs. 1535 
crores, i.e., an approxffnate increase of 50 
per cent. 
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In this connection it is heartening to 
recall that the results expected from 
nationalisation of banks which was the 
first major step that our Prim Minister took 
arc being more or less realised. The initial 
fears expressed about nationalisation of 
banks were all belied. The total deposits 
of all public sector banks increased from 
Rs. 4772.1 crores to Rs. 5742.0 crores 
between the last Fridays of 1970 and 1971, 
thus clearly establishing that the depositors’ 
confidence in the nationalised banks has 
actually increased and not declined. Simi¬ 

larly, in the matter of opening new 
branches, especially in the rural areas, the 
efforts of the nationalised banks have been 
commendable. From July 1969 up till end 
of 1971, as many as 4047 new branches 
have been opened, of which more than 
65%, namely 2755, zjce located in the rural 
areas. Similarly, the amounts, advanced 

for agriculture, small scale industry, road 
transport operators, retail trade and small 
scale business, professionals and self- 

employed persons and education rose from 

about Rs. 760 crores to about Rs. 960 
crores, an increase of 26%. 

I would like to end on this note of self- 
raliance and the determination of our 
Government to make our. economy move 
on its own. In this connection, 1 would 
like to share with the House, a quotation 
from Lord Tennyson, the English Poet. It 
runs as as follows : 

‘‘Self-reverence, self-knowledge and self- 
control; These three alone lead life to 
sovereign power.” 

With due respect to the poet, I would 
like to make an ammendment by adding 
the word ‘self-reliance’ as another virtue 
that leads life to sovereign power. 

Sir, I commend my motion for the kind 
acceptance of the House.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (AJipore): 
Some amendments were tabled this morn¬ 
ing at Ton. They may not have been 
circulated. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; In the bulle¬ 
tin dated March 7, it had been intimated 
that amendments were to be tabled by 5 
P. M. yesterday. In view of the fact that 
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this debate will be resumed a fortnight later, 
he might kindly represent to the Speaker to 
extend the time. I cannot just accept them 
now, 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN (Palghat) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I am sorry to say 
that I have no thanks to offer either to the 
President for delivering this speech which 
is before me or to those who have written 
the speech and given it to the JPresident, a 
speech which does not represent the realities 
in the country and which contains as many 
untruth as possible. 

I do not go into the questions referred, 
to here concerning implementation of land 
reform measures and other problems because 
there are things said which are untrue. There 
are things like that. I do not want to go 
into them. It is said here that the imple¬ 
mentation of land reform measures has 
gained momentum. Kerala is cited as one 
of the States in regard to this. 

The Kerala Government’s budget 
itself shows, and both the Revenue Minister 
and the Finance Minister have said, that 
only one-third had been implemented, be¬ 
cause there is no money. They have asked 
the Planning Commission for money, and 
the Planning Commission has refused to 
give money. So, it is impossible to imple¬ 
ment it. There arc so many things regard¬ 
ing which I do not want to refer. 

But I am very sorry to say that the 
President has said in paragraph 25—I do 
not know how they came to this conclusion 
about the elections—that “the elections have 
just taken place in 16 Stales and two 
Union territories, and the peaceful manner 
in which they were held has again demon¬ 
strated the maturity of our people and their 
enduring faith in parliamentary democray.” 
Sir, when so many people are killed, when 
even the Polling officers are killed and when 
hundreds of voters are killed, and also when 
everybody knows that there were so many 
clashes, the President says it was a peaceful 
manner in which the elections had been 
held. What is the peaceful manner in which 
the elections were held ? What has happ¬ 
ened. According to you, monthing has 
happened. I do not quote Nixon’s papers; I 
do not quote London papers. I am quoting 
from a paper in India; it is not our poper. 
What it has said, I want to point out. 
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“Bangal; gunners grab votes.” A report 
on West Bengal elections has appeared in 
the Economic Times of March 12th, 1972; by 
the paper's Calcutta Bureau. I want only to 
quote certain paragraphs from it. If it is 
a London paper or an Amarican paper, you 
can also say that it is false. If 
it our paper, you can also say that. 
But it is the Economic Times, and 
what is it that they have said ? 
It says that the Calcutta voters “in over 20 
constituencies in west Bengal had a new 
experience of having their votes cast by 
armed gangs on Saturday.” 

Then, it says that in Tollygunge two 
women voters standing in the queue succu¬ 
mbed to bullet injuries. Bunches of ballot 
papers were snatccd from the custody of the 
Presiding Officers, stamped out and put into 
the ballot-boxes in Chanditala, Gandhi 
colony and Bejoogarh in this constituency.” 
In North Beliaghata, Mr. Kalias Malakar, 
polling agent of Mr. K. P. Ghosh, was 
shot dead in a polling station. In the mor¬ 
ning, Mr. Ghosh sent polling agents to 23 
booths with police escorts, but goondas 
controlling the booth did nc. allow them 
to enter, and the-police expressed their in¬ 
ability to protect them. 

Another very important thing is this. 
Where this correspendent toured different 
areas in Baranagore at about 2 p.m., polling 
had practically stopped. On the east of 
B.T. Road, only CPI Congress workers 
existed, and according to them, Polling was 
nearly 90 per cent by 1 p. m. On the streets, 
this correspondent’s car had to stop before 
surging crowds who complained that they 
could not exercise their franchise as they 
were scared away by armed gangs. From 
their account, it was gathered that after two 
hours of polling, armed gangs raided polling 
booths located on the west side of the 
B. T. Road. 

This is the report from a paper which 
is not our paper which is against us or 
never supports us. It is a paper which 
supports the Government always and in 
such a paper, its correspendent has written 
that this has happened. 

And yet the President says that there 
has never been a polling which was so 
peaceful as in the last election. A very 
peaceful polling. It is just like saying that 
a man fell from a tree and when the peoplq 


asked what had happened, it was said that 
nothing very serious happened; only the 
head and the body were separated; nothing 
very serious. But the paper says what has 
happened. I have to say something more 
from what I have got. The paper said that 
a surging crowd came to the correspondent 
and said that they were not allowed to go 
and vote. So many people were killed; 
there is not even a mention of that in the 
Address. What is said is, “the peaceful 
manner in which the elections were held 
has again demonstrated rhe maturity of our 
people and their enduring faith in parlia- 
metary democracy.” I say that the Prime 
Minister, Mrs. Indira Gandhi, has murdered 
parliamentary democracy in thia country 
and buried it. How can there be faith in 
parliamentary democracy 1...{Interruptions.) 
Never after Independence have I heard of 
an election on the eve of which so many 
people were killed. So many persons were 
killed on the polling day, on the counting 
day also. What has happened ? I have got 
information from Mr. Jyoti Bosu. Coun¬ 
ting agents had been driven away and we 
had to withdraw from the counting centres 
because we do not want to remain a party 
to this manipulation of ballot papers and 
ballot boxes. When polling was taking 
place, the agents were driven away. People 
should not think that our Party has not got 
the support of the peopl in places where 
they have not won. It is because of their 
manipulatoin of vote and manipulation of 
votes ballot boxes. That is what has 
happened.

First of all 1 wanted to quote the 
Economic Times which says that this elec¬ 
tion had been fought with guns. To say 
that parliamentary democracy is there is not 
only a falsehood, it is a fraud on parlia¬ 
mentary democracy, an unashamed fraud 
on parliamentary democracy. So many 
persons had been killed on the eve of the 
elections. Even polling officers had been 
killed. For the President to come and say 
two days after such an election that there 
has been a peaceful election in this country! 
We have to say that the President’s Address 
is below the dignity of the President or of 
j>arliamentary democracy. 
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I want to place before you certain facts 
about the elections. About 35 persons had 
been killed on the eve of the elections. I 
have the got the names of the people killed 
but do not want to take the lime of the 
House in reading the names. In the 24 
Parganas alone 17 persons were killed, five 
were killed in Burdan and three in Nadia... 
{Interruptions.) Who, my friend asks. I say: 
our people. On the day of elections two 
persons were killed ; one of them is 
comrade Alok Majumdar who was killed 
at Baranagar. On the eve of the elections, 
candidate Gangadhar Naskar of Sonarpur 
was wounded. Candidate Prasanta Sur, 
former Mayor of Calcutta was shot at ; he 
did not die ; he escaped. Comrade Babu 
Datta Roy was killed by the bullet and 
comrade Sur escaped. I know that because 
I went there. The cars of Bijoy Modak 
M.P. and Shri Somnath Chatterjee. M.P. 
were attacked with bombs. Comrade Samar 
Mukerjee was wounded in the forehead in 
front of the headquarters of the Divisional 
Commissioner and his wound which you 
can see shows how parliamentary democracy 
has functioned. 

Rape has become so common ; I shall 
give you some intances. Ashima Poddar 
was arrested an violated in police lock-up. 
In Sonarpur, 24 Paraganas Comrade 
Nirmal Chatterjee was killed and his widow, 
a mother of four children, was raped during 
the same night by Congress goondas. 
Then in Birbhum village Saraswathi Bhag- 
dini and Subhadra Bhagdini were raped by 
police and Congress goondas. They were 
later found unconscious in the room where 
they had been locked up and raped. Will 
anybody say the.se things, if these were not 
true ? This is what has happened, and it 
has become a common thing today. After 
all this, it is no use denying the electoral 
rolls were not properly revised, the names 
of so many people who were entitled to 
vote were removed. Before the date of 
the elections there were so many attacks. 
I will give you some instances. 


the following day, /. e., on the date of 
polling, police also arrested many of our 
supporters. Voters were also chased from 
the polling of this, by police and Congress- 
CPI voluntrees. Many voters who came 
to cast votes were also arrested. Voters 
were threatened with pipe-guns, revolvers by 
these armed gaondas. Proctically twelve 
booths in Muslim areas were caputured by 
armed CPl-Congress volunteers. Police 
helped them directly. The whole Muslim 
area was seized panic and terror. In this 
area, nearly 80 per cent voters could not 
cast their votes. Taking this opportunity, 
CPI people cast bogus votes in large 
numbers. The total number of votes in 
these booths was 11,000. This is about 
Asansol constituency. 

In Durgapur constituency, in “C” Zone, 
two polling booths at Durgapur project 
were practically captured by nearly 50 Nabe 
Congress Volunteers armed with revolvers, 
pipeguns, bombs etc. Most of these volun¬ 
teers arc known anti-social elements. Many 
of them are wanted on murder charges. 
In the morning they stabbed three voters 
including one female voter near the polling 
booths. Thereafter they continuously threw 
bombs near the polling booths to create 
panic and terror. As a result, genuine 
voters could not come to the polling booths 
to cast their votes. Large number of bgous 
votes were cast in favour of Congress in 
these of polling booths. 

As far as Burdwan is concerned, we 
know what happened there even before. 
Voters of four polling booths of Kurmum 
village were attacked by bombs and pipe 
guns and the goondas dispersed more than 
the tbou.sand voters Congress workers 
Kidnapped Ananta Mondal from Kurmum. 
Kaligram, Daskur, Mirjapur, Hatadewar, 
Rian and 20 other booths were captured 
and the polling agents of CPI (M) were 
driven out. Congress workers and bgous 
voters cast votes openly. Thus, total num¬ 
ber of voters affected were about 30,000.

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tendeat threatened our booth volunteers 
with open revolver and forced them to 
leave the booths. All these booths were 
practically captured by Naba Congress 
volunteers armed with pipe guns, bombs 
etc. In Titghur, Muslim workers’ bustees 
were burnt. 

These are some of things which happe¬ 
ned. This has happened not only in West 
Bengal. I know personally that this has 
happened in Andhra and in Bihar also. In 
Andhra, in Nalgonda and Khammam 
districts these things have happened I 
saw some of the workers who had been 
beaten. They were in hospital. I went to 
the Nalgonda hospital and saw them. I 
also went to the villages and there I found 
that the houses of Harijans had been burnt 
on the suspicion that they would not vote 
for the Congress. Never in the history of 
elections have you ever seen so many burn¬ 
ings, murders, turnning away of polling 
officers etc. I wrote to the Collectors of 
Nalgonda, Miriyaiguda, Krishna and other 
districts. I told them thr in the last 
elections we were not allowed to go to our 
agents in the polling agents, and so some¬ 
thing must be done to protect them, so 
that they can enter the polling booths and 
so what is heppening there. Is it an elec¬ 
tion ? Do you want the people to go and 
cast their votes according to their choice 7 

The President says ; 

“The peaceful manner in which the 
elections were held has again demonst¬ 
rated the maturity of our people and 
their enduring faith in parliamentary 
democracy.” 

But after this elections, even those belong¬ 
ing to the Congress will have no faith in 
parliamentary democracy because they 
know what has happened. That is why 
after the ticket mela in Delhi—just as there 
Kumbh Mela, there was a ticket mela—so 
many of them returned from the Mela and 
resigned. They have made $tatefflents 
saying that the candidates selected by the 
Congress are those who have no faith in 
democracy and who are not progressive. 
As far as two or three candidates in An¬ 
dhra are concerned, I know they are first 


class goondas and do not know politics. 
Is it a success of parliamentary democracy ? 
Is it a success of the policy and pro¬ 
gramme of the Congress ? Does the election 
result in West Bengal, where there was a 
strong united left opposition, show that the 
policy and programme of the congress has 
succeeded ? N.). Their policy and pro¬ 
gramme has not succeeded. It is the 
money they spetit, the terror they let loose, 
the rape a.id killing and manipulation of 
ballot boxes—it is this that has succeeded. 
Everything including the State Mcchinary 
has been used. That is why the Economic 
Times correspondent wrote like that. I do 
not know what has happened toihim, whe¬ 
ther he is alive after this report. They 
have openly said that there was absolutely 
no valid election and by these election 
results, if anybody thinks that the Congress 
has succeeded, he is wrong. It is not the 
success of the ballot. The Prime Minister 
will be responsible for making the people 
understand that democracy by the ballot 
is over and recourse to bullet must be 
taken. She has driven the people to that 
position, because openly everywhere it is 
done and the papers also write about it. On 
the twelfth day when the elections were 
there, it has been done like that. 


Two things are clear : The Prime Minis¬ 
ter has murdered parliamentary democracy 
in this country. The faith that remained 
in parliamentary democracy has gone. The 
Prime Minister has also shown to the whole 
world that there is a woman Fascist dictator 
who has done all these things. The slogan 
was, “There should be a stable Congress 
Government. Wipe out the opposition.” 
Inside the Congress also, there is no oppo¬ 
sition now. The heads of Chief Minister 
have been cut off. 

Not only that. In Kashmir, from 1933 
onwards, there has been no free and fair 
election. What was done in this election ? 
Opposition parties had been banned. 
Arrests were made and internment orders 
were served. If you do not give them an 
opportunity to partake in the elections by 
going to the people and appealing to them. 
What is this election 7 We blamed Yahya 
Khan for not allowing the Governments to 
be formed after elections. Here in the 
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elections we do not give an opportunity 
to the people. We beat the people and 
kill them. Beating and killnig is not done 
after the election hut before the election. 
By beating and killing the people and by 
driving away the agents, they say, “We 
have won the elections. Parliamentary 
democracy has succeeded. We have got 
so many seats.” So far as this election is 
concerned, the people will judge for them¬ 
selves whether it was a free and fair elec¬ 
tion. They have also to be prepared for 
such election taking place in the future. 

A few members have been elecied, some¬ 
time only one or two, so that they will sit 
in the ‘Assembly in the opposition and it 
can be said that there is parliamentary 
democracy with Congress in power and we 
in the opposition. So, deliberately a few 
members have been elected. It was a 
conspiracy from above, whose chief archi¬ 
tect was the Prime Minister, who was 
assisted by the Governor and other officials. 

It is not something which took place all 
on a sudden; it was something which was 
pre-planned. It was an unashamed rape 
of parliamentary democracy in this 
country. 

Even the slogan of the Prime Minister 
was “smash the opposition so that there 
will be a stable Congress Government in the 
States”. Now that the elections are over, I 
do not know whether the partners or allies 
of the Congress like CPI will be allowed to 
continue as partners in the State Assemblies 
or whether they will also be smashed. 
That is yet to be seen. 

It has been reported, not by us but by 
papers belonging to others, that polling 
officers have been shot, ballot boxes have 
been snatched away and polling officers 
threatened. All this has been done openly 
and people have seen it. So, people know 
well that it was not a free and fair election 
and parliament democracy has been but¬ 
chered in this country. 

So, the reference in the President’s 
Address to “peaceful election” should be 
removed because there was not only no 
peaceful election but no election at all. We 
do not consider this election, at least so far 
as West Bengal is concerned, as an election. 
Since parliamentary democracy has been 
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butchered, we as the opposition do not want 
to say anything because whatever we say 
will not be heard. So, I have nothing 
more to say except to protest very strongly 
against the way in which the elections have 
been held. The President in his Address 
refers to “enduring faith in parliamentary 
democracy”. Let us see whether the people 
really have enduring faith in the present 
parliamentary democracy, dtherwisc, they 
will have to decide what they have to do. 


SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha) : Mr Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I rise 
with a deep sense of gratification and happi¬ 
ness to support the motion of thanks which 
is before the House. I was listening with a 
deep sense of sympathy, and my heart was 
going out in an '^emotion of condolence, 
when Shri A. K. Gopalan was making a 
speech, which is almost an epitah on the 
well-deserved demise that the Marxist 
Communist Party is undergoing. 


The President’s Address is a solemn 
occasion for a nation. The Pre.sident 
as the head of the nation attempts 
a review of events of the the year 
past, assesses and evaludates them, 
and tells the nation what the achievements 
and shortfalls were and tries to project 
before the nation the challenges which it has 
to face in the ensuing year. To a nation 
an occasion cannot be more solemn than 
the one when the head of the nation, the 
Rashtrapati, addresses the entire nation. 
The nation had considerable expectation on 
that occasion and the Members of both the 
Houses went to the Central Hall to listen to 
the President's Address. It really gave a 
deep sense of pain and disgust not only to 
the Members of the House but to the entire 
nation to see the acrobat and the melo¬ 
drama enacted by a bunch of discredited 
people rejected by the people, disowned by 
the people, judged and adjudged as undeser¬ 
ving of their support and confidence. It 
was really shocking to see in a large house 
like that a bunch of 20 or 25 people stand¬ 
ing out and shouting against the President. 


SHRI R. S. PANDEY (Rajnand- 
gaon) : Next time there will be none. 
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SHRI C.M. STEPHEN : They started 
challenging the President, the entire House 

and the entire nation. {Interruption). 

They started threatening that they would 
stay on until the President’s Address was 
over but they did not have the stamina. 
They wavered and finally one by one they 
limped out of the House. This scene of a 
gallant beginning and an ignominious retreat 
of the Marxist Communist Party staged in 
the Central Hall is symbolic of their perfor¬ 
mance ranging from 1967 to 1972. 

When I was listening to Shri Gopalan I 
was reminded of 1967, when after going 
into the ministry in Kerala and in Bengal. 
Shri E.M. Sankaran Namboodiripad and 
Shri A.K. Gopalan announced from the 
house top that in 1972 they would hoist the 
red flag of their brand on the Red Fort of 
Delhi. Bengal saw enough of them; Kerala 
saw enough of them and of the non-violence 
posed by these sweet sounding sheep. The 
entire nation knew how they behaved. 
They did not have the patience to remain in 
that garb. What happened ? Not by any 
liberation struggle but as a result of their 
stewing in their own juice the Marxist 
Communist Party and Shri E.M. Sankaran 
Namboodiripad had to find their way out to 
remain in wilderness. 

The people of Kerala went into an 
election. Judged them and rejected 
them as unwanted elements on the 
political scene of Kerala. Was there 
any rigging of elections in Kerala ? Was 
there no free election in Kerala ? There 
was no such allegation. They were judged 
by the people, condemned by the people, 
rejected by the people and cast out to serve 
their period of imprisonment in the wilder¬ 
ness. 

What happened in West Bengal ? The 
West Bengal people know who these new 
type of non-violent lambs are. Who bred 
the cult of violence in West Bengal ? Who 
is responsible for the murders that were 
committed there ? Who begot the Naxalite 
brand of violence in West Bengal ? They 

did. {Interruption). Is it not a well- 

khown fact ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Congress. 

SHRI C.M. STEPHEN : The Marxist 
Communist Party is not known for its non¬ 


violence. They preach the cult of violence 
without any shame and without any disguise 
at all. They swear by violence and they 
swear by the Mao dictum of capturing 
power by the barrel of the gun. They do. 
Swearing as you do by violence, even if for 
argument’s sake one may concede that your 
violence is counlcrcd by violence in retalia¬ 
tion, are you not cowards to mourn that 
you are being stoned ? When you start 
stoning, you must be prepared for being 
stoned back. When you start stabbing, you 
must be prepared to receive the stab back. 
You can stab back, of course, but do not, 
like the coward, mourn before the nation 
and say that you have been stabbed. That 
is absolute cowardice. They do not have 
the guts. That is what was witnessed in 
the Central Hall yesterday. They started 
shouting; they lost their voice and only 
gesticulation remained. And then they 
started trooping out. They did not have 
stamina to stay through. The entire House 
was looking on with indifference, with in¬ 
sulting cold indifference—the reception they 
had never expected. That is symbolic of 
the reaction of the nation to what they did 
in the Central Hall yesterday. The entire 
nation ignored them; they looked down 
upon them with a cold insulting indifference. 
Their fumbling retreat was symbolic of their 
final fate of exit from the natural scene if 
they persist in this sort of dirty giramics. 


Mr. Gopalan was speaking about rigging 
of elections. He characterised Mrs. Indira 
Gandhi as a fascist woman. My own cong¬ 
ratulations to Mr. Gopalan. Here is a 
Gandhian, absolutely non-violent, absolutely 
non-fascist, absolutely democrat and abso¬ 
lutely parliamentarian. What a type of 
super being he is! The people must be 
laughing at it. {Interruption) You have 
been condemned by the people. He is now 
condemning everybody, saying this and that. 

I raise my head in thankfulness to God that 
there is no allegation of any invisible ink. 
It is only an allegation of rigging of 
elections. The margin is not of one; the 
margin is not of a hundred; the margin is 
not of five hundreds and is not limited to 
West Bengal alone. From Kashmir down 
to the south, from east to the west. State 
after State, constituency after constituency, 
the people have asserted themselves. Why ? 
Not because somebody capitalised on the 
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Bangladesh issue; not because violence was 
perpetrated. The people judged the type of 
parties in Juxtaposition. The Opposition 
was in hegemony from 1967 to 1971. They 
saw what their brand is. They saw and 
judged how democracy will be safe in their 
hands. They made their judgment and they 
declared what they wanted the nation to be. 
Their judgment came in 1971. 

Were the 1971 elections rigged ? Was 
there any violence during the 1971 elections? 
Nothing of the sort. No allegation at all. 
Was there any capitalisation of a particular 
thing ? No. The people asserted them¬ 
selves. Forget about the parties; forget 
about the limited vision. But look at the 
nation, the way the nation has grown up on 
the form of the entire world. Be it a 
Communist Party man, be it a Congress 
Party man, be it a R.S.P. man, be it any 
party man, was there any period in the 
history of this nation when an Indian could 
get up and say, “I am proud to be an 
Indian because my achievements arc co¬ 
mmendable”? That is the sum-total of the 
achievements of the year we have passed 
through. 

The unity of the nation was never at 
such a peak as it was in 1971-72. The 
discipline of the nation was never such as 
it was in 1971-72. The coordination bet¬ 
ween military forces, the civil forces, the 
jawans and the Kisans was never so com¬ 
pletely united as a single body and soul 
as it was in 1971-72. The economic 
sector never asserted itself if with such 
self-confidence at it did during 1971-72. We 
faced the greatest of challenges which a 
nation had ever to face. Last year, in 1971, 
when this house assembled we heard 
rumblings on our border and as days went 
by we had to face the challenge of 10 million 
people coming into our country. May I 
remind you that never in the history of the 
whole world, never in the history of the 
refugee problem, the refugees, once come, 
have ever gone back. That is an event 
which has never occurred in the history 
of the entire world. Refugees, once they 
come, settle down and their returning 
is a problem which remains unsolved. Thet 
has been the history throughout. The bginn- 
ing of this Parliament saw the coming of the 
refugees, and the Prime Minister said that 
the refugees would not be here and that 


they would go back. The Prime Minister 
had her own timings, her own schemes and 
her own ideas, and the nation put full 
confidence in her. She did not betray the 
nation. She proved herself worthy of the 
confidence of the nation. Now, after one 
year, there is not even one refugee on the 
soil of India. The entire refugees have 
gone back without any price having had to 
be paid. 

We faced the greatest international 
conspiracy. The Marxist Communist Party 
took its birth from its extra-loyalty to 
China. They said, “Although China had 
attacked you, this is not an attack, because 
a socialist country will never attack.” There¬ 
fore, by that dictum, you cleft the great 
Communist Party i/i two. They said it 
because of their loyalty to China. And 
that China, during the course of this one 
year, has come to arrangements with 
America. An international conspiracy has 
taken place against India between America, 
China and Pakistan. Should not be proud 
of having faced that consiracy ? The non- 
alignment concept asserted itself and asser¬ 
ted itself in active force. The Indo-Sovit 
Treaty was formulated where under socia¬ 
list forces of the entire world mustered up 
to face this international conspiracy. The 
result is that the international attack on 
India has been repelled and we are now 
victorious. That is why I said that, if 
for no other reason, at least for this reason 
the year 1971-72 is a year about which it 
should be said, to quote Churchill : even if 
India would live for a millennium, this 
was the finest hour in the history of India. 
That was the year that has been passed 
through, and during that period, in spite 
of the challenges we had to face, prices 
did not soar up, discipline was maintained, 
production was on an even keel and our 
military forces were perfectly in good 
moral. And that was indeed a great showing. 
It is that assessment that the President has 
sought to make. And should not the 
Parliament turn to him and say "Thank 
you. President, for making this truthful this 
assessment; thank you. President, for making 
truthfull evaluation; thank you. Government, 
for leading this nation through this difficult 
period ? That is why I Miid, “1 rise with a 
sense of gratification to support this parti¬ 
cular motion which is now before the 
House”, 
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Now, looking ahead, there are certain 
problems. The problems are that commu¬ 
nal forces are still on the horizon. In the 
last year’s address the President mentiancd 
about communal forces, but in this year's 
address no mention is made. Let it not be 
taken that communal forces are down and 
out. Communal forces are still here. I 
am making an allegation, an open allegation 
that in my own State the Marxist Commu¬ 
nist Party is engaged in nothing except 
fomenting Communal agitations— {Inter¬ 
ruptions) Everywhere, be it in Tellicherry, 
be it in Poovar, they are going round fomen¬ 
ting communal tension and Marxist Comm¬ 
unist Party men have been caught redhanded 
in their nefarious tactics of fomenting 
communal tension as between Hindu and 
Muslims. They have lost everythiug else 
{interruptions) They know that, on the front 
of socialism, they have no chance; they 
know that, by Parliamentory democracy, 
they have no chance; they know that by 
practical socialism they have no chance. 
This great Indian National Congress, along 
with its allies in socialist struggle, are going 
ahead leading the people to their goal and 
to their destiny. (Interruptions) They know 
that they have no chance and, therefore, 
they are raising the other slogan pulling out 
people on communal basis hoping that the 
Congress could be emaciated and they could 
stage a come-back. What 1 am saying is 
that communalism is still rife and forces arc 
there to foment communalism. That is the 
danger we have to be aware of. We have 
two parties in India; one says that they 
represent the entire Hindus and the other 
says that they represent the entire Muslims. 
Both the parties opposed the Indian Nati¬ 
onal Congress. The population of India 
consists mostly of Hindus and Muslims. 
And what was the result of the elections ? 
Both the parties who swear by community 
have been set aside and the Hindus and 
Muslims of India said, “We repose our 
confidence in the secular party to protect 
our interests”. Let the communal Parties take 
a lesson from it. I must submit it is time 
that the Government take not of their nefa¬ 
rious activities. Communalism has been 
rejected by the people and the lesson of this 
election is a call to the Government to give 
a lead to the nation in this respect that 
commnualism may be combated and secular 
forces may be fostered. That is the call 
given to us. 


Challenges there are and the challenges 
we are facing with a sense of confidence. 
Self-reliance is the key-note of his entire 
Address and self-reliance is the motivating 
force for the entire nation. We are today 
proudly conscious and confident that India 
has got the resources, the man-power, in¬ 
herent strength, the unity, the sagacity and 
the agility to move forward face up any 
challenge. That is the lesson we have learnt 
from the events that have taken place in the 
course of 1971-72. Enriched by this lesson 
emboldened by this experience having con¬ 
fidence that the nation if being led by a 
leader who has got the sagacity, almost 
unparallelled in memorable tim^s, we are 
getting ahead facing the challenges. 

Thus, with that confidence, a few sen¬ 
tences are made about America and about 
Pakistan, not with a sense of supplication, 
but with a sense of confidence and assertion 
of our manliness, America is advised that 
if they choose, still the hands of friendship 
is here. Along with that it is stated, “No 
aid, no assistance which has got strings or 
which will end in the barterin away of the 
fundamental principles that we are nurtu¬ 
ring”. With that note of confidence we 
have got to go ahead. 

One sentence and I have done. In 
the statement mention is made about a 
moratorium on strikes and lock-outs. I do 
not want to sound discordant note. Of 
course, there must be production and there 
shall not be strikes if that can be avoided, 
but industrial disputes there will be 

and the crux of the question is how the 
industrial dispute will be handled. Be it 
remembered that the worker is not 
necessarily the guilty person. Industrial 
disputes will have to be traced to the other 
party also and the Government must take 
a decision and make a declaration that if 
the management is responsible for creatioh 
of any industrial dispute or industrial strife, 
the management, will be handled with the 
firmness they have never known. If that 
is done, I think, there will be no need for 
strike. Strikes can be avoided not by dict¬ 
ates, not by ordinances but by understanding 
and co-ordination and by evolving an indu¬ 
strial labour policy which will wipe out tto 
reason for the strike. 
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Sir, the workers of this country are 
conscious of their rights. They are getting 
ahead with a sense of responsibility too. 


Therefore, I place on record my thanks 
to the President for the correct evaluation 
he has given us, for the note of self-reliance 
that he has sounded and for the call to the 
nation that they have got to rely on them¬ 
selves and go ahead and for the inspiration 
and the confidence with which this nation 
is led and for the unity of the nation ready 
to face any challenge however big and 
however formidable. 


Now, war against poverty is as great 
and as important as the war against the 
enemy and enriched by that experience, we 
have absolutely no doubt that this nation 
under this leadership will certainly be upto 
the task of facing the challenges and survi¬ 
ving the challenges. 


I am conscious that my friends on the 
other side still remain to be a nuisance... 
{Interruptions) Shri A. K. Gopalan said 
before coming here that he would not make 
it possible for, and he would not allow, the 

Parliament to function. {Interruptions) 

Now, it was published in the papers. He 
will not allow the Parliment to function. 
Who says ? Shri A. K. Gopalan. He saw the 
heyday of his time. He knows where he is 
now...a puny party rejected completely by 
the people and yet he has got the temerity 
to say that he would not allow the Parlia¬ 
ment to function. Sir, the Parliament will 
go on and the Parliament will function 
because the Parliament represents the people 
of India. We will go on with our delibera¬ 
tions in spite of one thousand A. K. 
Gopalans. The Marxist Communist Party, 
completely rejected, will remain to be of 
nuisance value but the people of India will 
have no patience for senility and political 
impotency which, in frustration, will be cele- 
berating out things which no responsible 
person will ever think of calling out. Ad¬ 
venturism had its day. Adverturism has 
ceased now to be able to cut any ice here 
after because the people of India are mature 
enough. The Marxist Communist party 
with tb<^ extra pariJamentry acrobats will 


wait to see that they are making the exit 
from the political scene the same way they 
did from the Central Hall. With a sense of 
gratification and pride and happiness, as a 
Member of this House, I support this 
Motion and commend it to the acceptance of 
the House. 

SHRI H. N. MUKEKJEE (Calcutta- 
North-East) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir , my 
main grouse against the President’s Addrt 
is that there is very litale evidence of a 
practical realisation of an intention to 
implement the mandate which this House 
had been given during the last elections, 
a mandate which has been supplemented 
and strengthened by the results of the State 
Assembly Elections which have just con- 
cluldcd, I find th^t while there is a quali¬ 
tative change in the atmosphere of our 
country, so far as national and international 
postures are concerned there is no indication 
in so far as the President’s Address is con¬ 
cerned. of policies and programmes to be 
pursued which would bring about a true 
reflection of that change. 

I can understand something of the euph¬ 
oria which has affected Members of the 
Congress party. I can understand that they 
have many a good reason for jubilation. But 
this euphyria alone should not be the only 
capital which they present. Things have to 
be done and done soon in the case of our 
people, the mandate which our people have 
given, but, I don’t see yet and indication of 
that mandate being sought to be imple¬ 
mented practically in the near future. 

I am also rather disturbed to discover 
another thing for instance. My friend Mr. 
Alagesan—when he was a Minister we used 
to say, he was making too many allegations 
said in the course of his speech which 
was very carefully read out from manus¬ 
cript or typescript. He said that Mahatma 
Gandhi liberated, India and Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi liberated Bangla Desh. Now, Sir 
this House knows very well that this House, 
no section of this House, including my 
friends on this side, have ever been parsi¬ 
monious in according to the Prime Minister 
the credit which undoub'^dly belongs to her 
in so far as the emergence of Bangla Desh 
is conerned. But it is a little too much 
particularly on the eve of her forthcoming 
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visit to Bangla Desh to have it on the record 
of this House, a statement made by a for¬ 
mer President of a State Congress Commi¬ 
ttee and a former Minister of the Govern¬ 
ment of India that Shrimati India Gandhi 
had ‘liberated’ Bangla Desh. I think I can 
put it in the form that the Prime Minister 
has sufficient sense of proportion and of 
decency to put her foot down on the rece¬ 
ntly flourishing and pernicious practice of 
flattery in her party ranks among people 
who delight from time to time unncessarily 
in fullsome flattery and refer to her as 
“Supreme leader” of their party Of course, 
she is supreme leader, but this practice of 
flattory is something which goes against the 
grain. I think she would understand this 
and I hope that something is done in regard 
to this matter. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Spank them. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE : My friend 
A. K. Gopalan has given a certain direction 
to the debate, and I am afraid I have to 
make some reference to what he has tried 
to point out. I have a rooted disinclination 
to hit a man when he is down. 1 do not 
like to kick a person when he is too busy 
licking his wounds. I do not want to say 
harsh things. But it is rather ironic for my 
friend Shri A. K. Gopalan to come forward 
today and say that everything in this cou¬ 
ntry has been vitiated because of certain 
circumstances which he reports from his 
lately acquired friends the capitalists of 
India who run a paper called the Economic 
Times from Bombay, a paper which has 
singulary identified itself in a very peculiar 
fashin as far as West Bangal is concerned 
with the interests of the party to which my 
friend Shri A. K. Gopalan belongs. 

It is a little too much for Parliament to 
have to hear that the tremendous elections 
that have been held in this country, whether 
we like its results or not, have been vitiated 
because of violence having broken out 
on a scale which is unspeakable. When 
violence is practised by certain peopl e, it 
is all right, but when violence is practised 
by certain other people, it does not seem 
to be all right. 1 do not wish to put it in 
this fashion, but we remember what happe¬ 
ned in the last Lok Sabha election also. 1 
am a very in offensive sort of person, and 
in my part of the country I do happen to 


command, a certain respect as far as my 
audiences are concerned, and when my 
elecciion meetings in a part of the Calcutta 
city itself were bombed, I did not come 
whining and weeping before this House, 
because that was part of the set up which 
was prevailing in those days. 


In the case of the West Bangal election 
this time, on the day before the elections, 
on the 10th March, statements were being 
issued and proudly broadcast by leaders of 
the party of Shri A. K. Gopalan to the 
effect that they were absolutely sure about 
having a majority, and now the day after 
at eleven o’ clock, in the morning of the 
11th March, they come out and discover 
that everything is not so lovely in the 

garden.( Interruptions ) I have been 

reading the Calcutta papers and whatever 
these gentleman might choose to say, 
they were meeting friends in the 
Central Hall and elsewhere, a practice to 
which 1 am not particularly prone, and 
they were telling people about their pro¬ 
gnostications about the elections which 
showed very well what kind of calculations 
they had made. That is a footling little mat¬ 
ter, but now they jump to the conclusion that 
everything hed been vitiated, because they 
have lost the game altogether. I am sorry to 
have to say that these friends of mine have 
sought to arrogate to themselves the label 
of Marxism; it is a libel on Marxism that 
this party calls itself the Marxist Commu¬ 
nist Par ty. Unable to make up its mind 
about the evaluation of the revolutionary 
situation in this country in the manner in 
which the Naxalites interpreted, is unable 
to go beyond the ballot box, unable to go 
to the barricades, unable to have a revolu¬ 
tion of the classical fashion in this country 
reconciled to the practice of Parliamentry 
proficiency, they now come forward to say 
the kind of things which Shri A.K. Gopalan 
has chosen to say today. I do not under¬ 
stand it. 1 do not wish to refer to parti¬ 
cular constituencies in West Bangal, merely 
because some prominent CPM candidates 
were involved. But in so far as the Barang- 
gar constituency is concerned, you know 
who stood there, and who withdrew practi¬ 
cally or theoretically; I do not quite know 
what they do or do not do—where theijr 
leader Mr. Jyoti Basu was the candidate, 
our candidate, a young man who contested 
him this time, Shri Shib Pada Bhattacharya* 
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narrowly escaped being killed in the early 
part of the day by people who were lepor- 
ted to have armed themselves, and who 
pulled him out of a {Interruptions)... 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore) ; It is a story concocted by the 
IG of police. 

SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE : This m\y bs 
a concocted story. But people of Calcutta 
and other places in West Bengal watched 
Mr. Jyoti Basu coming to public meetings, 
guarded by an array of CRP personnel ; 
was that also a concocted story ? This 
man, Stivpada Bhattacharyya, was hurt 
two years ago, in 1969, when Shri 
Jyoti Bosu was the Police Minister in 
West Bengal. Shri Jyoti Basu refused 
to take action against his partymen in 
Baranagar who had tried to murder 
Shivpada Bhattacharyya. Ho had been left 
in the street, left for dead. He wanted to 
make his dying declaration and Jyoti Basu 
prevented a Magistrate taking down his 
dying declaration (Interruptions). As I said 
earlier, I do not want to kick a man when 
he is down. I never wanted to say a word, 
not a syllable, about the CPI (M)’s perfor¬ 
mance in the 1 ast election. Many of them 
are very good personal friends of mine and 
I never talk to them about election results, 
fearing that that might hurt their sensitivi¬ 
ties. But after all, when you talk in 
Parliament, there must be a sense of pro¬ 
priety in regard to the country and its 
interests. This is the party—Shri Stephen’s 
speech reminds me—which did not hesitate 
during election time—and I am personally 
witness to that—to refer to that nefarious 
issue of the so-called Bihari Muslims in 
order to vitiate the atmosphere in West 
Bengal and in the rest of the country, for 
anywhere in Calcutta in the Muslim areas, 

I know for a fact, that hundreds of things 
of this sort had been said by these people. 
This is the party which says goodbye to all 
scruple, to all principle, who now try to 
pose, even now, in spite of' the thorough 
going trouncing that they have received in 
the last election, at the organ voice of the 
people. If you are the organ voice of the 
people, why are you afraid ? Why dont’s 
you say ? *Our people are magaificcnt. 
Our people do not hesitate to discard a 
party whom they had clasped to their heart 
g little while ago'. 


In 1967, our Party threw out the Con- 
ress in so many States. Our Party in 1969 
in West Bengal welcomed the United Front 
with a gusto, with an exhiliration, which had 
to be seen to be believed. And we discover 
now thanks to the CPI (M)’s nefarious 
activities, that leftism has come to stink in 
the nostrils of our people. Wc have dis¬ 
covered that these people talk of leftism 
and do nothing about it, Vhereas we see 
young chaps who gave their life—they were 
absolutely misguided, no doubt about it ; 
at least they had the guts and the gumption 
to jump into the revolutionary fray, to 
stake everything that they had, to die for it. 
1 can underatand that sort of revolutionary 
zeal to which I was witness ; but I cannot 
understand this kind of neither-fish-nor-flesh 
variety of Marxism, which does not try to 
interpret objectively the present-day situa¬ 
tion of our country, which does not see 
that the national democratic phase of our 
revolution has got to be completed, which 
does not see that our people are ready and 
willing to thread the non-capitalist path of 
development, which does not see the revo¬ 
lutionary spirit and perspective of newly 
emergent Bangla Desh, which does not 
look at the picture in Chile and other 
countries of South America, which does not 
understand how by the practice of demo¬ 
cracy, even though it is truncated, we can 
go ahead in effort towards socialist achieve¬ 
ment. This is the party which for swears 
Marxism, which has no international 
affiliation to speak of whatever, this is the 
party which has been taught a real lesson 
by the Indian electorate. 


I am glad that Shri Gopalan has devo¬ 
ted his speech entirely to a discription of 
how his party was maltreated by the 
Government or whatever it is. We know 
what happened last time. We know this 
time also their leaders were saying ‘We are 
being attacked, we are being attacked’. 
When their leader had said when one of 
our men was killed in his own home in the 
presence of his wife and liule child—I do 
not want to name that leader, because the 
name stinks—‘If we are hurt with bombs 
and swords, do we throw rasgollas back at 
them’ ? This is the kipd of people who 
have been shown what was what by the 
people of our State and by the people of 
the country.

I never wanted to put it in this way. 
But there should be some trepidation, some 
dismay, some idea, some realisation that 
when the people overthrow them in this 
fashion there must be something wrong as 
far as their party is concerned. Why can 
not there be some little scope for self¬ 
introspection in the minds of those stal¬ 
warts who after all at one time did sterling 
work for their people ? Otherwise, they 
would not have been returned by so many 
hundreds of thousands of people. But 
why is it and how is it and what kind of 
peculiar perversity has now overtaken these 
friends of mine ? That is what I do not 
understand. I have a genuine feeling that 
after all our people determined to vote in 
a partieular way ; after all we need not 
fear that because this time the Congress has 
got a tremendous majority therefore, our 
people are going to It^ them have the run 
of the show' all the time, in 1967 what 
happened ? In 1969, what happened ? 
In 1972, something else has happened. 
Therefore, something else again may happen 
later unless the Congress behaves, unless 
those who are in power to day behave in 
the manner in which they are expected to do. 

That is why I am not happy. The 
Presiden t has referred to Bangla Desh of 
course in terms which are unexceptionable 
He refers to certain other things, but he 
does not show, his Government does not 
show the slightest realisation of what can 
be done or what ought to be done. 

What about the problems of po^erty, 
of iinemoloyment, of high prices, the 
problem of agricultural deprivation, in¬ 
debtedness and that soi t of thing ? There 
is no time, and there is no mood here, 
it seems, even for listening to whatever 
might be said. {Interruption) 

AN HON. MEMBER : Speak what you 
like. {Interruption) We want to hear. 

SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE : Thank you 
for your compliments. {Interruption) Here 
in the Address, we find for instance, that 
here is no reference to the Plan so being 
an utterness. On the contrary, the only 
reference to anything to do with the Plan 
I find is in page 4 which says that a Plan 
Investment Board will soon be set up to 
provide a forum for the scrutiny of major 


public sector investment proposals through 
joint discussions”. It is amazing. We find 
at this particular point of time the Minister 
for Industrial Development holding dis¬ 
cussions with British capitalists and trying 
to palm off the idea of the transfer of 
derelict, unless British industrial junk to 
this country on terms which go against the 
Principles and formulations cf our indus¬ 
trial policy resolution. That is only 
illustrative of the kind of things which they 
are trying to do. 

There is no reference to the idea that 
in regard to land reform it is not stable 
Government alone which do can do the 
trick because in Maharashtra, in Mysore, in 
Andhra Pradesh and in so many other 
places you had stable Governments for a very 
long time. Nothing happened because the 
non-implementation of land reforms is built- 
in, in so far as Government administrative 
personnel are concerned. There is no 
reference to that sort of thing. 

The President talks about the allocation 
to the Calcutta Metropolitan development 
schemes a great deal of money, and he says 
that “in the current year, over Rs. 40 crores 
are expected to be spent on water supply 
transportation, housing and other develop¬ 
mental activities.” There is not a hint 
that in the last year they could not spend 
the allocation which was given to it and the 
allocation that was given was even short 
of what w'as supposed to have been given ; 
if (he total of Rs. 150 crores was going to 
be spent. That money had to be spent on 
a war emergency basis ; monies cannot be 
spent because ot aJministia ivc difficulties, 
and yet, the President, when he had direct 
charge of West Bengal, could do nothing 
about it. And he does not take Parliament 
into confidence, ask Parliament’s advice as 
to what should be done in this regard. 

There are so many matters in regard to 
internal policy to which I need not refer. 
The debate would be resumed later on and 
those thing would be mentioned, but in 
regard to international policy, our own 
external policy, what do wc find ? There 
is not a mention of what has happened in 
regard to the question of the recognition of 
the German Democratic Republic. Towards 
the end of the last session, nearly 500 
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Members of Parliament presented to the 
Prime Minister a memorandum asking for 
the immediate and full diplomatic recogni¬ 
tion of the German Democratic Republic, 
and nothing has happened and nobody has 
told us why nothing has happened. I 
interpret that as a continuation of Govern¬ 
ment’s frightened policy in so far as the 
western powers are concerned and that is 
seen over and over again in the President’s 
Address.

1 think the prize for the grcatc under 
statement of the year should go to the 
President'of India when he says on page 9 : 

"There was great disappointment in our 
country at the lock of sympathy displa¬ 
yed by the Government of the United 
States of America towards the struggle 
of the people of Bangla Desh for their 
democratic rights and fundamental 
freedom.’’ 

Oh, there was "great disappointment" 
in our country that the Government of the 
United States did not show sympathy to¬ 
wards democratic rights and fundamental 
freedom! Perhaps this is a hangover of 
those days in 1966 when the Prime Minis¬ 
ter went to the United States of America 
and said abput President Johnson that he 
was "a man of peace"’ when President John¬ 
son was behaving in just as dastardly a 
fashion as President Nixon is behaving to¬ 
day. I do hope that she has given up re¬ 
nounced that hang-over. I am happa that 
from time to time she gives the right kind 
of appropriate answer to Nixon's kind of 
intransigence, arrogant and insolent attitude 
towards India. We arc all happy that the 
self-resbect of India can find expression in 
the statements of the Prime Minister. But 
here is a statement of the President himself 
before the two Houses of Parliament which 
indicates that we still continue to have that 
hangover in so far as our evaluation of the 
United States as a country, as a Govern¬ 
ment devoted to the idea of peace is con¬ 
cerned. 

There are so many other matters which 
can be said in illustration of this very same 
thesis. In relation to Viet-Nam for exam¬ 
ple, the President says : 


"My Government hope that the attem> 
pis to arrive at a peaceful settlement in 
Viet-Nam and West Asia will bear early 
fruit. The intensified bombing in Viet- 
Nam is not consistent with the desire 
for peaceful negotiations.” 

I do not want the Prasident to use the 
kind of laugunage which you and I might 
choose to use from time to tifhe. But this 
is not the langugae in which the Govern¬ 
ment of this country should characterise 
what is happening in Viet-Nam, particularly 
at this point of time, when a terrible cons¬ 
piracy is going on—everybody knows all 
about it—in order to throttle the freedom 
of Viet-Nam to the extent it is possible in 
the year of grace 1972. 

I do not think I' should take up more 
of your time referring to all sorts of statis¬ 
tics. I think, as Mr. Gopalan said very 
rightly to that extent, that repeately every 
lime th's kind of a proposal is discussed we 
refer to the failure of the Government in 
regard to the implementation of its a.ssura- 
nces; its declared policy and objectives. 
That is on old story. But 't is only a pity 
that that old story continues even now, 
after Bangala Desh has written as with a 
sun-beam on the rolls of history, after 
India has had the glory and gratification 
of participating in the struggle of the 
people os Bangla Desh for liberation, 
after all that has happend in our part 
of the sub-continent, after our discovery 
that the socialist countrieis are ready to 
help us n U o.ily with w.vrds but also with 
objective assistance in eve y imaginable 
way, after we have disco\ered who are our 
enemies and who are our friends, after we 
have discovered what we should do in order 
to raise our head high in the comity of 
nations, do we have this kmd of a state¬ 
ment as a directive to Parliament, as a 
sort of a guideline to Parliament for the 
rest of the the session ? 

Self-reliance is mentioned here. But 
where is any thing like indication of what 
is actually going to be done in order that 
we can have a truly self-reliant economy ? 
Where is the indication of the fact that an 
attock is going to be mBde really and truly 
at long last against the interests of mono¬ 
poly ? Where is the indication that in 90 
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far as agrarian reforms are concerned, 
things are going to be taken up in right 
earnest 7 Where is the indication that the 
problem of unemployment is going to be 
tackled, and not merely to be dovetailed 
into some docket, as far as the Secretariat 
is concerned. A Committee has produced 
some sort of an interim report, but is that 
all there is to be ? Where is the indication 
that the Government desires to go ahead ? 
In the absence of such an indication I feel 
rather unhappy that the President has cho¬ 
sen to address the House in this fashion; 
I wanted a very different manifestation of 
the new spirit, that is in the air of India. 

I wich to say in conclusion that we need 
not fall fowl of our people because of elec¬ 
toral reverses having happend in a particular 
fashion. 

On the contrary, as I» said, we have a 
grand people who understand their mind 
who are mature enough not to reveal what 
exactly they are going to do at election 
time, a people who know their interests, 
who, at the same time, can sense the winds 
of change which are blowing all over the 
world today in spite of whatever illiteracy 
and other handicaps which they suffer from, 
a people who, therefore, can discard a party 
which they had at one time taken to their 
heart, a peopel, therefore, who are putting 
the Congress Party on their examination, 
people, therefore, who would liked ehe 
Congress Party to proceed not only on 
the basis of their election programme which 
falls short a great deal in so far as radical 
reconstruction of society is concerned. Our 
people would expect them to go ahead in 
a very different fashion, so that the national 
democratic phase of the Indian revolution 
can be completed and India can go 
ahead as so many other countries are 
showing it possible to go ahead, on to the 
non-capitalist path of development. It is 
time, now that we know that the socialist 
world will help us, now that w-e know that 
invetorate imperialist Governments of the 
Nixon brand are going to do their damnedest 
for as long as they are capable to hurt our 
interests, now that we know what is what 
that we go ahead in that manner and form 
that sort of consolidated national movement 
without which we cannot perform the pro¬ 
mises which we are giving to the people on 
this occasion. 


In this perspective I look at the Presi* 
dent’s Address as a rather inadequate docu¬ 
ment, and I say that the people will hold 
this Government to its trial, and it will have 
to come out with a much better showing in 
so far as objective results and implementa¬ 
tion of its policies are concerned.

(Joynagar) : Mr Deputy Speaker, Sir, 
while rising to support the President’s 
address, I would like to say that the hopes 
and aspirations of the people have been 
rightly reflected in the address and a correct 
assessment of the matter has been made. 

The 
courage, bravery and sacrifice of ouf jawans 
has been justly recognised. It also acknow¬ 
ledges the different provisions that have 
been made and the steps that have been 
taken to tackle the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment in the country. Therefore, when Shri 
Gopalan rose to criticise the President’s 
address, it appeared as if he was scared by 
a ghost.

[Shri K.N. TiwarY in the Chair] 

During the course of his speech, far 
from touching upon the subjects that have 
been dealt with in the address, Shri Gopalan 
talked more of politics and the burden of 
his speech was that the democracy that 
prevails in the country and the massive vic¬ 
tory that ha'- be-ii won by the Congress 
party are more farce. Unfortunately, we 
do not agree with his asses.sc.ient. Today, 
Shri Gopalan laments from the ramparts 
of the citadel of his own creation which lies 
crumbled completely. His lamentation is 
pathetic. I would like to tell him that he 
and his party are really responsible for the 
crimes that have taken place in West Bengal 
because they had bred the cult of violence. 
Can they ever deny that in 1969 after they 
were returned by the people with a massive 
majority, they had brought into play the 
game of violence ? Again in 1969 they 
were returned to power with a big majority. 
But did they ever think that the opinion of 
the people can change ? They were har-

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bouring the mistaken notion that the will of 
the people can be suppressed with violence 
and terror ? But they were wrong in their 
judgement. Today the public opinion has 
completely rejected their cult of violence, 
their bluff, and their negative approach to 
the problem and this has been fully reflected 
through the massive support that the people 
have given to the Congress party not only 
in West Bengal but all over the country and 
that indeed is the essence of democracy; 
that is the decency of democracy. While 
we should not feel complacent about this 
victory we can nonetheless ignore the fact 
that the people are mature enough to take a 
right decision—to distinguish between the 
right and the wrong, between the good and 
the evil. It was because of this sense of 
discrimination between the good and the 
evil that the soul of India will ever remain 
immortal. This is not a mistake on the 
part of Shrimati Indira Gandhi. It must be 
acknowledged that we are functioning under 
a democratic set up under a democratic set 
the party functions and the administration 
runs on the confidence of the people. To¬ 
day the Congress party has won the confi¬ 
dence of the people and this is reflected in 
the large number of seats that they have 
won in this election. 

My friends in the opposition had 
thought that they would be able to lead the 
people of India to their political ideology 
but that has not happened. The opposition 
friends must take lesson from this election. 

Many incidents have been referred to by 
Shri Gopalan and Shri Hircn Mukherjee 
has already dealt with them. It has been 
alleged by Shri Gopalan that in the 
Sonarpur area some Congress workers had 
killed a CPM worker and raped his wife. 
Firstly, I would like to point out that the 
person whom they claim to be their worker 
is actually not their worker. Secondly, it 
has not been established that the assailant 
was a Congress worker either. So far as 
the rape case is concerned, from the pro¬ 
ceedings of the court case and the medical 
report it is clear that such a case had not 
occurred. But the CPM tried to capitalise 
this incident and they had let loose a smear 
campaign all over the State that the 
Congress goondas had indulged in dacoity, 
killing and rape. But none of these allega¬ 
tions were proved. They further said that 


the Congress party had tried for the bale of 
the culprit. This again is a greater lie. 
They repeated these false allegations in 
many public meetings but the truth of the 
matter is that the culprit is still in jail and 
is rotting there. The CPM party tried to 
catch votes by spreading these false propa¬ 
ganda but they have been completely frust¬ 
rated in their efforts. They also indulged 
in another nefarious propaganda. They 
had propagated among the muslims that 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi had dismembered 
Pakistan and therefore they should not 
repose faith in her Congress. But fortu¬ 
nately our muslim brotheren were wide 
awake and they could distinguish between 
the good and the evil and once again they 
frustrated the CPM move to collect votes 
by exploiting the sentiments of the minority 
community. I will therefore urge upon my 
opposition friends that they must take a* 
lesson from this election and benefit from 
it for there is no other way left for them. 

The massive majority that has been 
gained by the Congrass party all over the 
country should not make us self complacent. 
While the President’s address makes a real¬ 
istic portrait of people’s hopes and aspira¬ 
tions 1 would like to submit in all humility 
that the victory has bestowed upon as a 
great responsibility too. Our leader, the 
Prime Minister of India, has given some 
pledges to the people and we have to rise 
to occasion to redeem them. But in ful¬ 
filling these pledges we have to cut our 
dependence on bureaucracy to the mini¬ 
mum because there is a gulf of diffeicnce 
in their way of thinking and in our way of 
thinking. We have also to bring about 
changes in the national planning. We 
have to resort to micro-planning and re¬ 
gional planning also. We cannot formulate 
plans merely on the availability of resources, 
man power and statistics etc., but we have 
to think of the men who will give shape to 
these plans. The biggest snag in our 
planning has been that our thinking about 
such men has never been complete. Unless 
we arc able to realign our thinking on the 
correct lines about these men. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : On a point of 
order, Sir, there ahould be at least a 
Cabinet Minister present. There are 17 or 
18 of them on the muster rolls to whom we 
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are paying very handsome salaries. The 
least they can do is to come here and earn 
their salaries. 

I 

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR : I. 
therefore, say that we are saddled with a 
great responsibility. “Garibi Hatao” is a 
pledge that we have given to the people and 
we have to fulfil it. We have to mjve 
forward fearlessly for we have the massive 
mandate of the people with us but we can 
be successful in our mission if we can keep 
it in mind that “Man is above all”. If we 
fail to enthuse the people and fail to enlist 
their cooperation, then no plan can ever be 
successful. Many learned people have 
acknowledge that elimination of human cle¬ 
ment from planning had to be paid in 
results and this has been amply proved in 
our country. 

While supporting the President’s address 
I would submit that we have to recast the 
plan ; we have to make it micro oriented 
and enlist the cooperation of the people 
to make it a success. 1 would once again 
say that the President’s address is a truth¬ 
ful assessment of the hopes and aspirations 
of the people of India and I support it. 
With those words I conclude my speech 
Sir. 

SHRI K SURYANARAYANA (Eluru): 
Mr. Chairman, while supporting the 
motion of thanks on the President’s 
Address, I want to make a few observa¬ 
tions, not meant for other parties but my 
party because the people have put us in a 
responsible position. In the 1971 elections 
and also in the present elections we have 
promised that we will not only enact laws 
but will also implement some «:hemes to 
remove poverty as early as possible. The 
President has rightly appealed to all mem¬ 
bers of Parliament, not only to the 
members belonging to the party in powers, 
as follows in para 43 : 

“Hon'ble Members, in conclusion, may 
1 remind you that the war against 
poverty is no less heroic than military 
action"? 

We have won the military action to 
help a neighbouring country, nam^ly^ Snh^lg 


Desh. Perhaps Professor Mukerjee has 
not understood what Shri Alagesan has 
mentioned. Mahatmaji, the father of the 
nation, has liberated the country with the 
satyagraha movement in which Professor 
Hiren Mukerjee and Shri Gopalan have 
also participated. After our getting 
independence, when a neighbouring country 
was in trouble, the leader of the nation, not 
only the leader of the Congress Party, 
Ihdiraji, helped that nation to become free 
and we are proud of that. We are also 
proud of the fact that at the time of the 
war the other partie? also recognised her 
as a national leader. So, Shri .Alagesan has 
rightly presented her as the leader of the 
nation who has helped a neighouring country 
to achieve independence. I hope they will 
not grudge her the phraseology the leader 
of the nation, and not merely of the Cong¬ 
ress Party. 

Coming to land reforms, that is the 
burning issue which we have to face now, 
particularly after the 1971 elections and the 
verdict of the masses. It is true that seve¬ 
ral States have enacted land legislation in 
their own fashion. We have to see that 
ceiling laws on land are not only enacted 
but properly implemented. This is very 
much necessary because 80 per cent of the 
people of our country arc depending on 
agriculture and 90 per cent among them are 
landless people. Unless land reform 
legislation are implemently fairly quickly 
we cannot remove garibi. 

All the parties, including Jan Sangh 
have agreed in principle to the land reform 
policy. We cannot depend entirely on the 
S^ate Governments to implement the land 
reforms. Whenever we raise this pomt with 
the Central Government the reply is that 
it is a State subject. But the States do 
not have enough resources to implemoat 
them. Even though the banks have been 
nationalised, they are not advancing loans 
to the small farmers. At the time of 
nationalisation of banks we were all thinking 
that the middle Class fanners will be given 
financial assistance to grow more food but 
that hope has not come true. Even now 
we are not able to meet, throui^ the 
nationalised banks and even the coppecirtJvt 
banks, even ten per cent of ouc ic^uireBaeat 
of our farraft^, particularly smiill 
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The land ceiling in some States is 30 
acres, in some other States IS acres and in 
some States 40 to 50 acres also. We are 
glad to note that land ceiling laws in all 
the States have come to bring down the 
limit to 15 to 18 acres only. According to 
Government accounts only 1,651,000 acres 
are available for distribution, but so far as 
my State is concerned, even though surplus 
land is there, not even one acre has been 
taken from the landlords in the last 15 years.' 
Andhra Pradesh is the biggest surplus State 
in paddy but in land reforms so far we are 
very backward. We are not eager to 
implement our own Acts. That is why all 
the ministers, who were not properly 
implementing the schemes, as far as the 
Prime Minister Tknew, have not been given 
places this time. Some mistakes may be 
there,

[SHRI R. D. BHANDABB in the cAa/r.] 

We need not count those who were left 
without our knowledge. But wherever 
wrong things were brought to her notice, 
she took keen interest and removed whom¬ 
soever was there in power. Now that the 
elections are over I appeal to all the parties 
whether it is the Communist Party, or the 
Socialist Party or any other party, as the 
President has appealed, let us all jointly 
go to remove poverty. It is not a war 
against any political party which will come 
to power. We fought through the ballot 
boxes. Shri Gopalan, when he was a satya- 
grahi in the 30s believed in non-violence but 
fortunately or unfortunately now he has no 
belief in non-violence. He has changed his 
views and he is now the master of violence. 

But he has not succeeded in that also. He 
has mentioned Nalgonda and Mriyalguda 
in my State. In the 287 booths in Nalgonda 
things went off calmly, except, only in some 
fraction. Our people were also beaten in 
some places. Shri Brahmanad Reddy was 
also stonned at Kalahasthi. It is not the 
Government’s business to cover all the 
violence in the elections. The people may 
go in the wrong way. They were taught 
violence by the communist Party. But Shri 
Mukerjee has come to the conclusion that 
violence is not the thing to get our indepen*' 
dence or to remove poverty from our 
country. That is why they have joht^ 
with at least to; remove vi^ 
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lence in the country and to maintain 
democracy to serve the people. We wel¬ 
come any party and any individual to join 
with the Congress to maintain peace in the 
country and to remove poverty, as the 
Prime Minister has said. They helped 
in Bangla Desh getting independence. 
In the same manner, after the elections, 
all the parties should together 
help the Congress Party in ' removing 
poverty from the country, as the President 
has appealed. 

Banks have been nationalised but the 
nationalised banks have not come to the 
help of the poor man and the small far¬ 
mers in growing more food. Even though 
I belong to the party, in power I want to 
bring one instance to the notice of Govern¬ 
ment. We agree that there are certain 
instances. (Interruption) 

SHRI MADHURYYA HALDAR 
(Mathurapur) ; On a point of order. Sir. 
There is no quorum in the House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN The quorum bell 

is being rung.Now there is quorum. 

The hon. Member may continue his speech. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : I 
was saying that the flnancing by the 
nationalised banks, particularly, the State 
Bank of India, to the farmers has also 
failed. I want to bring to the notice of 
the Government only one instance. A man 
has secured 500 acres of land in the name 
of one dharmasanstha. He is a M.L.A. 
also and now minister in Andhra Pradesh. 
He belongs to my party. Taking advantage 
of the party and personal affiliations in the 
State, he has secured 500 acres of Govern¬ 
ment land and he has taken a crop loan 
also to the tune of nearly Rs. 5 lakhs with¬ 
out any proper security. When I asked 
about it, the reply given by this Government 
was that according to the State Bank Act, it 
cannot be revealed. 

It is not a party question now. The 
removal of poverty apd. tl^e implementation 
of land reforms is not only my party qjnes^ 
tion. It is an all-par% issue. It uf a 
natiotial issue. Tho Government should 
enqi^e how these nationalised ^nfcs ara 
advaii9in| qooey, ^ man having sobstao* 
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tial property, in the name of some dharma- 
sanstha, is given so many acres of Govern* 
ment land. In my opinion, the biggest 
landlords are now the State Governments, 
They are not properly distributing their 
Go^g^^nment land, their banjar land. It 
should be given to the landless poor people. 
The landless poor people and small farmers 
are not given any hnanciai assistance. The 
landless poor people and small farmers are 
driven to financial companies and in the 
name of forming cooperative societies, they 
are being exploited by big people. A poor 
man docs not get his share. He gets one 
or two bags of grain. 

In my constituency, there are nearly 
60,000 to 70,000 acres of banjar land. I 
have given several schemas to the State 
Government and the Government of India 
also. Dr. K, L. Rao has given a plan for 
Rs. 3 crores financing through the World 
Bank in Kolleru area. But the State 
Government has no time to consider the 
suggestion. They are going according to 
the local considerations, local affiliations 
and personal things. In a way we have 
now been elected on the promises through 
our Prime Minister. As Prof. Mukerjee 
said, she is not only our party leader, she is 
a national leader. She has promised to ali 
the parties that if they cooperated with her, 
she would be prepared to implement all the 
schemes which were promised to the people. 
All the parties have to join together to 
remove poverty, as our President said in 
the last paragraph. All the State Govern¬ 
ments have agreed to the Union Govern¬ 
ment’s land reforms policy. The Land 
Reforms Committee has given certain sugge¬ 
stions to the State Governments and the 
Central Government, In almost all the 
States, Congress has now come to power 
and so there will not be any difficulty in 
implementing the schemes. Whosoever is 
not implementing the land reforms and who 
are involved in getting loans by way of in¬ 
fluence should be brought to books and in¬ 
quiries should be instituted against them. 

I live on land and if I go out of Parlia¬ 
ment, I depend on my land income; unless 
I get something from my {and, ( will not be 
able tu- maintain myself and my family. 
But, unfartunately, those perspm who do 
not dei^tul on land income, or who 

do not know the income on land are jphi 


on the committees on land reforms and they 
are not interested in implementihg land 
reforms schemes. Some of the Miniisters 
are also there; they have been elected 
the landless poor, but they are not looking 
after the landless poor after their election. 

I appeal to the Slate Qovemmtmts 
through our Central Government to strictly 
enforce the land reforms. No land-owner 
is bothered about the land reforms; some of 
the people have sold away their lands. 
Now the land for distribution is very little. 
I do not know the position in the other 
States, but I know that, in Andhra Pmdesb, 
except government land no other land is 
available for distribution; only government 
land is to be distributed properly. 1 appeal 
to the Central Government to insist that all 
land reform schemes should be implemented 
immediately; they should have a programme 
to implement all land reforms schemes, say 
in one or two months; otherwise there will 
not be any salvation for the poor people in 
the country. As our friends said, if there 
are no valid promises, there will be revolu¬ 
tion in the villages. The poor people are 
promised so many things-that poverty would 
be removed in one or two years. Already 
one year has passed and we have entered 
1972. There is not much time. That is 
why I appeal to the Central Government 
and the State Governments to take up the 
question of land reforms and give loans 
properly at least from the nationalised 
banks. I want to cite an instance where 
one bank has given loan to one individual 
without any proper security. There must 
be some CBI inquiry into this. I appeal to 
the Government to hand over this case to 
the CBI. At Tadepailigudatn in my consti¬ 
tuency w.iich is a big commercial place, the 
Stale Bank of India has given a loan of Rs. 
5 lakhs without any proper security to one 
individual in the name of one Dharma- 
sanstha. The land does not even cost Rs. 
5 lakhs and that is also an undeveloped 
land, a submergediand and is government 
land taken on lease. The loan was given 
for raising crop. But if I ask the bank (ot 
loan, they are not giving me. One bank, 
of course, sanctioned to me, but another 
bank did not give me jeven R$, 10,000 . as., 
crop loan to raise tobacco. Tobacco prices 
had gone down. I wanted for soma 
but -still Aejr wei« noLgiviog , JKcw I, 
have pledged my gold to get a - 
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[Shri K. SuTyanarayanaJ 
month to clear the bank loans. People 
who manoeuvre and who influence the 
State Government, the Ministers or banks, 
are getting all the benefits, but the common 
man is not getting any benefit from the 
State Government or from the nationalised 
banks. I appeal to the Government to 
take proper action against those who go 
wrong in nationalised banks. 

SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE : Mr. Chair¬ 
man, no Cabinet Minister is present. Presi¬ 
dent’s Address is being discussed in the 
House. Not one Cabinet Minister is 
present., 

MR. CHAIRMAN Two Deputy 
Ministers are there. 


SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE : That is a 
new innovation. Sir. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Barmer) : 
There is no leader of any Opposition Group 
either. 

SHRI H.N. MUKERJEE : Do we 
accept that on an important occasion like 
this, the Cabinet Ministers, all of them, in¬ 
cluding the Minister of Parly. Affairs who 
is a Cabinet Minister should be absent ?

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, as I was listening to the 
President’s Address to the joint session of 
Parliament yesterday, I was ratherdistressed 
at the spectacle that I saw even though, 
year after year, I resolve to myself that the 
next joint session of Parliament f will not 
attend. But there must be something about 
the pageantry that attracts me year after 
year that I come back to the same spot to 
go away disappointed as I was on the last 
occasion. 

I remember last year, during the Presi¬ 
dent’s Address to the joint session, Mr. Raj 
Narain of the SSP behaved atrociously.** 
But on this occasion I am told that the 
President has been given plaudits for** 

7hrs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Mr. Mody, you 
cannot refer to the President in a derisive 
manner. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I have checked 
the rules. You also check the rules and do 
whatever you think is right; you have comp¬ 
lete freedom. (Interruptions) 

SHRI R. S. PANDE : On a point of 
order. He criticised the behaviour of 
Rajnarainji. 

That means that he is criticising the 

behaviour of the President. (Interruptions) 

He should maintain decorum in this House. 

MR. CHAIRMAN That portion wUt 
be expunged.

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SHRI PILOO MODY : I have asked 
you to check the rules and do whatever you 
think is lit. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have already 
taken action.

On this occasion, the President has been 
applauded for** how many of them are 
there,there were thirty or forty. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 
That is also wrong. 

AN HON. MEMBER ; 24. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : You correct 
me. This is what the papers reported. 

a 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : He said that 
he was there and he was listening. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Anyway I 
came away as disappointed as before 
because I neither heard what the President 
had to say nor did I hear what the Marxists 
had to say. So, I came home and got my¬ 
self, not one but two copies of the Presi¬ 
dential Address. I have read through it 
and I finally decided that neither of them 
had anything to say. 

If you look at the Presidential Address 
this year, I think it is the bottom in Presi¬ 
dential Addresses. Apart from a lot of 
back-patting that goes on at these presiden¬ 
tial functions where the President is forced, 
whether he believes it or not, to pat the 
Government on the excellent work that it 
has done in the past year or making future 
promises—^promises that we have been 
hearing for the last 25 years,—they occasio¬ 
nally slip up and you will find little senten¬ 
ces like this occasionally peeping out of the 
presidential propaganda and I shall read 
you some of these. It says : 

"The tempo of growth and development 
was maintained." I imve been theie»fter 
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reading not only the mid-term appraisal of 
the Fourth Plan but also the Economic 
Survey that has been presented to the House 
yesterday and 1 do not think that the state¬ 
ment of the President can be substantiated. 


Then it says : 

“Special measures for the creaction of 
additional employment in rural areas 
and for the urban unemployed have 
made some progress.” 

I do not know what the President considers 
progress, but I know that last year, that 
is the year before the current budget, Rs. 
25 crores were santioned for this particular 
purpose and at that time I had drawn the 
attention of Mr. Chavah that when he had 
budgeted Rs. 25 crores and not succeeded 
in spending even Rs. 7 crores for that pur¬ 
pose, tt was ridiculous to budget Rs. 50 
crores the next year because from what I 
heard in the one year that is almost over, 
out of Rs. 50 crores they had rot succeeded 
in spending anything like Rs. 50 crores and 
out of Rs. 2.5 crores that went to Gujarat 
as its share for this particular purpose, not 
even Rs. 10 lakhs were spent in Gujarat. 
So, when the President says that there has 
been some progress it must have a parti¬ 
cular meaning to him and the Government. 

Then he says that the price situation 
“did not go out of control”. We are sup¬ 
posed to be an intelligent Parliament, 
intelligently debating a situation that is 
facing the country. 1 cannot understand 
when statements like this are made ; “The 
price situation did not get out of control.” 
What does he anticipate would be out of 
control as far as prices are concerned ? All 
I can say is that in the last ten years 
prices have risen more than hundred per 
cent on all items, and there are certain 
for which prices have risen 200 and 300 
and 400 per cent. 

He goes on : 

“The Mid-Term Appraisal of the IMan 
has shown that social welfare schemes 
^d to be siven low priority in the 
course of ih^lemo^tiott**. ‘ 


So, when it comes to propagande, they 
always receive high priority, but when it 
comes to implementation they certaiiUy 
receive low priority and here is the omisshm 
by the President. Then he says ; 

“This is being rectified”. 

This is the promise for the future 1 further 
he says, and this is really a candid ad¬ 
mission : 

“The new Governments which will take 
office in different States in accordance 

with the choice made by our People ... 

« 

That means on this occasion it was our 
people who made the choice, and in the 
past occasions it was somebody else’s 
people who made the choice — 

“... will receive the whole-hearted sup¬ 
port of my Government in our common 
task of eliminating poverty and achiev¬ 
ing social justice.” 

At last, the Central Government has 
agreed to co-operate with the Stale Govern¬ 
ments in achieving the dual task of elimi¬ 
nating poverty and achieving social justice— 
a very candid admission. 

And finanlly I must take you to the 
last paraaraph which, at least for literary 
value, will pass muster, if not for its con¬ 
tent. The final dying refrain of poverty 
all of a sudden takes a leading part, and 
it says that the war against poverty is no 
less heroic than military action. I do not 
know what their concept of heroism is, but 
it seems that in disposing of this President’s 
Address it would appear that merely elevat¬ 
ing poverty to heroic proportions— of course 
it is there in heoic magnitude-and crying the 
cries that we have been hearing for so long 
about the poor has taken the place of any ' 
constructive {programme being laid out in 
the President’s Address for the eradication 
of proverty. 

There is a little grocer’s list and the 
rad of the Address, of all manner of in¬ 
consequential Icgirfation that the promises , 
the Oovernment will pass. And the fi^t 
one is The Antiquidjii And Art TDregsttmi 
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Bill, and it ends with the Disturbed Area 
• (Special Courts) Bill. Then there is some¬ 
thing about control of excise and gold cont¬ 
rol and income-tax and wealth-tax. 

If you look at the Mid-term Appraisal, 
it also has certain candid Admissions to 
make. On page 11 it says : 

“The sectors which are lightly taxed are 
growing faster”. 

It is bemeaning the fact that there are 
certain^ sectors of our economy that are 
growing faster, and therefore finds fault 
with the fact that they are being lightly 
taxed. It is evident that when you are taxed 
lightly, you develop resources for reploughing. 
It does not require any genius to realise 
that it is from re>investible surpluses that 
progress is made. 

And then it goes on to say : 

“Their relative contribution to public 
disposable income remains modest even 
though Government assets and enter¬ 
prises have greatly expanded during 
the last 15 years. If public assets and 
enterprises could earn an adequate 
return, it will bo easier to bring about 
the needed increase in public disposable 
income.” 

Here is a candid expression of what we 
have been saying from our party benches 
for many years, that if you want to make 
progress in this con try, there are certain 
sectors of the economy that you will have 
to attack, and the first sector of the eco¬ 
nomy that you have to attack is the public 
sector enterprises. And for this we have 
been shouted down time and again because 
they think that we represent an archaic 
pbtiosophy, but the simpleness of the state¬ 
ment that we make is that the country, 
that is the body politic as a whole, has 
invested Rs. 3,000 to Rs. 4,600 crores in 
the future of India, and unless we manage 
it properly, and unless we can make profits 
from it, you might as well say that you 
have thrown this money down the drain, 
that it %^bot going to yield any investible 
■crpliMM' for the foture. , ,. Thereforer the 


crux of the development of this country 
is that the public sector must make profits 
which the Government thereafter can 
reinvest in other sectors of the economy 
where it is sorely needed. 

But for stating this simple economic 
truism, we have always been criticised as 
being something that came out of another 
century. I would like to fell those gentle¬ 
men who come here in such vast hordes 
that if they are intent on developing this 
country, they should understand the very 
simplistic argument of economics that it is 
resources that generate profits, that generate 
development. It is a simple argument you 
cannot lake something static and expect it 
to invest and not to make profit and then 
think you will have development. Garibi 
Hatao may be a very attractive slogan but 
what are the real facts ? The Reserve Bank 
of India towards the end of 1970 published 
some figures in which it said that in the 
last six years, poverty has increased by 22 
per cent in this country. That means from 
50 to 72 per cent of the people in this 
country live below the poverty line, which 
was defined as being Rs. 42 per month per 
family in urban areas and Rs. 18 in rural 
areas. I would like to know who was the 
Prime Minister of this country during the 
last six years. It was certainly Mrs Indira 
Gandhi. And, all of a sudden, last year just 
before the elections, she had a dream in 
which she realised there were a lot of 
poverty-striken people in this country for 
which she had to do something and finally 
invented this slogan. 

This is not the substance of development 
I have said many times and I have said it 
to Mrs Indira Gandhi also that you cannot 
cry about the poor. You have got to work 
for them. If you want to work for them, 
you have to know ’what to do. I submit 
that you do not know. This is the tragedy 
of the country. You talk about unemploy¬ 
ment. Unemployment is the basis of 
starting life. Jobs are not created by senti¬ 
mental slobbery, but by hard work, by 
increasing production, by increasing in¬ 
vestments. Unless you create Jobs, you 
are going to have a backlog of people who 
will swallow you and all your massive 
mWdate. The Ufliemploymeat figures are 
rising month b^ moQtilif <by by {}ay anfi 1 
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see ,no serious effort. All these ministers 
who ate responsible for the destinies of the 
country —what do they do from morning 
to night ? Are they applying their minds 
to how employment can be increased ? All 
they do from morning to night is to see 
who is going to be the Chief Minister here 
or a Minister there. This is their employ¬ 
ment. Unemployment in the last year has 
reached gigantic proportions. It is not 
possibly in the neighbourhood of three 
crores of people accounted, not to speak of 
those unaccounted. 

Coming to inflation, prices keep going 
up from year to year and the President 
says, the price-level was maintained ! I 
would like you, the House and the people 
of India to realise that inflation is the most 
cruel tax on the^ poorest people in this 
country. 1 will illustrate, so that even the 
ministers will understand. Ten years ago 
a beggar outside Parliament House could 
remove four annas from his bowl and by 
two chapatis with it. Today with the same 
amount he will be able to buy only one 
chapati. I would like to ask, who ate the 
other chapati ? The only answer to that 
can be Mrs Gandhi and her government ; 
it is the inflationary policies followed by 
this Government ; it is the deficit finan¬ 
cing indulged in by this Government. This 
is the person who ate that second chapati. 
If inflation is anything at all, it is the most 
cruel tax on the poorest persons in this 
country. 

Go to the rural areas and ask any 
farmer in this country what is it that he 
wants. He will immediately say “give me 
water in my field” so that with that water 
in his field he will be able to produce. 
Then his production will go up, money will 
jingle in his pocket and he will be able to 
buy the wherewithal of a decent life. He 
will be able to buy steel and cement for 
building his house, he will be able to buy 
cattle for milk and other activities, he will 
be able to buy radios, transistors and even 
jewellery. After twentyfive years of self- 
determination and selfgovemment, this 
government has not been able to provide 
simpjle water to a farmer. Why ? U is not 
because that problem cannot be solved 

Aire you sugjiesthw that a country whidi 
can make aeropbii^ and tanks* 


and trucks cannot dig a well in a particular 
village ? And yet there are over 50,000 
villages in this country without a . single 
glass of clean water. This is the achieve¬ 
ment of this government. When it Is a ques¬ 
tions of industrial goods to push Up our 
industrial production by so many ndlUon 
tonnes, we have enough money. But who¬ 
ever money is required for digging a, well 
in a village the government comes back 
with a stock answer “sorry, funds are not 
available". For producing a clean glass of 
water in a village no funds are available ; 
for watering the fields of the smallest farmer 
no funds are available ; for rural develop¬ 
ment no funds are available ; but when it 
is a question of industry enough funds are 
available. 

We have heard our friends here talking 
about Sankar hybrid-4. We have also heard 
a man boasting about the fact that steel is 
the heart of the nation. I can understand 
him having a heart of steel ; many people 
in those benches, including the leader may 
have it ; but I cannot understand steel 
being the heart of the nation. It cannot be ; 
it is water ; water in the fields of the 
farmer. That is the heart of the nation 
and there is never enough money for it, 
even though when Rs. 1500 crores are 
required for the Bokaro Sleel Plant that 
is immediately sanctioned. And they are 
now talking about three other steel planst. 
But when it comes to providing Rs*. 2 lakhs 
5 lakkhs or 10 lakhs for minor irrigation 
schemes in the little villages all over the 
country, there is always one reply “no 
funds”. Why ? Because, Shri Subramaniam 
and the likes of him are sitting in the 
ivory towers of the Planning Commission 
planning the destinies of the nation, while 
the farmers in the villages from day to day 
go through the dreary drudgery of produ¬ 
cing food. 


Then, is there anything in this country 
which promises to the people of this 
country a good government ? For 25 years 
we have steadily seen a gradual deterioration 
in the quality and content of government. 
Any citizen of India who com^ in contact 
with the government of this country comes 
back bruised, hurt, insulted and humUiat^:' 
fitting a treatment w^ich is 
dtot of a cut in the street. We;t^-|^^ 
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this being a great democracy and we talk 
about how the people are becoming mature. 
Let the mature people of this country 
realise that ultimately they need a little 
amount of self-respect in order to mani¬ 
fest that maturity. Ask them anywhere 
in the village what is the treatment they get 
from the government, they will all come 
back with one answer “we detest this 
government.” 

MR. CHAIRMAN He should con¬ 
clude now. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Sir, you will please 
appreciate that some of us over here have 
very little lime left. Most of us do not 
know when we also will be chopped down. 
So, you should show a little indulgence to 
us. Because, the way things are looking 
you will continue to adorn that chair, these 
Ministers may continue to adorn these 
benches, although there may be no Parlia¬ 
ment in this country except this building 
and the tamasha that goes on within it. The 
way things are going in this country, some 
of us may not be here for long. There¬ 
fore, please listen to us with a certain 
amount of indulgence. 

Ultimately, I saw what the debate really 
is all about a little earlier this afternoon. 
We heard Professor Hiran Mukerjee 
referring to a slinging match between my 
friends on the left here and my friends on 
the right there. It is rather regrettable 
that the Communist Marxists at this point 
of time should be regretting the fact that 
they have been hoist by their own petard. 

I still sympathise with them, I never 
sympathised with what they did in the past 
and, therefore, I cannot sympathise with 
what these people are doing to them today, 
because to do either would be to have dou¬ 
ble standards and this I and my party will 
never accept. 

Violence is bad anywhere, any time. 
We have changed the concept of our society 
over a period of time which has finally 
rested tvitb Democratic Socialism. Let us 
not end it With Democratic Violence. 

SHRI S^YAM SUNDER MOHAPA^

after Shri Piloo Mody, I feel that he was 
representing the real business tycoons of 
India. {Interruption) 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Exactly; you are correct. 

SHRI SHY AM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA ; Shri Mody has criticized what our 
ministers were doing for the l£st 20 years. 
I will have to tell him what his Swatantra 
ministers were doing in Orissa for the last 
six years. They have ruined the entire State 
of Orissa. Thay have brought two crores 
of people to the stage of the utmost distress 
frustration, misery, trials, tribulations and 
poverty and the entire State is completely 
ruined. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : And et 
cetera.

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA : The country is indeed passing now 
through a stage of transition and we were 
need of a supreme leader to lead the fate 
of 55 crores of people in India. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; Heil Hitler ! 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA : You may think so, but we give 
supreme power to our Prime Minister, Shri- 
mati India Gandhi, to lead the destiny of 
55 crores of people. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Fifty-five 
crores and one 1 

SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHAPA- 
TRA : You may not be safe but the people 
of India are very much safe. 

The President of India has devoted a 
* 

paragraph on the sense of supreme sacrifice, 
unity and coordination that the three military 
departments had ^lown. Probably for the 
first time in the history of India and in tiie 
military history of India^ the three depart* 
ments have worked in strict coordination 
under the supreme cdmmahd of the Prime 
MisisUar. 
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When the war of liberation Bangla 
Desh came to be discussed in this Parlia¬ 
ment, many really were very much anxious 
about the results. But, as Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi, said that she would take action at 
the most opportune and right moment, the 
country was very much pleased to see that 
at the right moment she took the right 
action and Bangla Desh was liberated. It 
was a war of liberation. 

In many countries and in many news¬ 
papers, many plenipotentiaries, diplomats 
and political persons created misgivings in 
the minds of the people that it was a war 
and that India had jumped into a problem 
in Bangla Desh which India should not have 
done. It was a war of national self-deter¬ 
mination. 

• 

We know in political history that if a 
country, a nationality, is trying to achieve 
national independence and national self- 
determination, it is necessary for the people 
of that country to rise in revolt against the 
Government which has denied them 
national self-determination. When the 
Italian war of independences came. Count 
Cavour thought for six months whether to 
enter into war and unite all the Italian 
nationalities into a grand nationality. 
Count Cavour made Italy a great nation. 
It also came to Bismarck when he thought 
of uniting all the small nationalities in Ger¬ 
many to make a supreme German nation. 
He also thought in terms of war and the 
State of Germany was created. Similarly, 
India also thought that the legitimate dem¬ 
ands of the people of Bangla Desh deserved 
consideration. India thought that in the 
interest of more than 7 crores of people in 
Bangla Desh, in the interest of the freedom 
loving people of Bangla Desh, India should 
go to help them. It was a type of genocide. 
About 30 laks of people were killed; about 
6 laks women were raped and we do not know 
how many thousands of illegitimate childern 
are going to be produced. The entire 
economy was shattered. Shri Mody also 
sympathised with the people of the Mukti 
Bahini. What Indira Gandhi .did was in 
the interest not only of the people of Bangla 
Desh or the people of India but in the 
interest of entire mankind. So. m the 
President’s Adiicess„ .the reference to the 
military personnel dese^rves utmost appre¬ 
ciation. 


Our C. P. M. leaders were really work¬ 
ing under a sense of agony. I must say 
today is a great day of jubjladon, and a 
day of judgment, for the people of West 
Bangal because they aro saved from the 
hands of tyrannical C. P. M. people. In 
1967, when the U. F. Government came tp 
power in West Bengal, I thought, and fwr 
that matter everybody thought, that pro¬ 
bably for all times to came the Congress 
has been crumbled to dust, that for the 
first time a socialist Government was in the 
offing. What happened ? After that, it was 
a reign of terror,.^a reign of individual terro¬ 
rism. After that the Marxism was thrown 
to the winds. After that, it was not a 
question of dictatorship of the proletariat. 
It was a dictorship of Shri Jyoti Basu and 
the C. P. M. and the people were taken in 
to custody without any trial or anything. 

It is fortunate that Prof. Mukerjee to¬ 
day replied to his comrades in the C. P. M. 
with whom he was once upon a time in one 
party. Instead of ourselves replying to the 
C. P. M., Prof. Mukerjee replied to the 
C. P, M. benches. 


Our country today is indeed passing 
through great poverty and unemployment. 
There are 49 lakhs of people, educated 
people, alredy in the register of the employ¬ 
ment exchange. I come from Orissa and 
I know 1,40,000 people, educated people, are 
already on the register of the employment 
Exchange. What is the remedy ? The remedy 
is to create jobs for them. It was not possible 
for the Government to create jobs foe them 
because we were sj ending Rs. 3 crores 
every day on the refugees. No one knows 
how much we have already spend on the 
war. It is fortunate that our counti^ was 
saved from the devastation of war within 
hardly three weeks. Probably, this may be 
the first time when such a war was wojg 
with almost little sacrifice on our side. 
Wars have been fought for years. There 
was a war which lasted for a century. The 
two great Wars were for more than 4 yeatrs 
each. In almost three week* time we woo 
the war and brought up the prestige of the 
nation and boosted up the morale of tba 
people. For the first time probaly, after . 
the State elections, we will find that ' there - 
ia/|ierfbct coordination betwi^ fit# 
and file .^States whto was \ery;^^*:h^5lit!^.-. 
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In India, we cannot progress unless there 
is perfect coordination between the Central 
Government and the State Governments. 

There are parties which are clamouring 
for regionalism. There are parties which 
are asking secession. There are leaders 
who are now trying to boost up the angry 
sentiments of the people on regional basis. 
The remedy is that we have one type ef 
Government throughout the country. It is 
a massive mandate that the people have 
given to our Prime Minister who is the 
supreme leader of the people and now she 
can shape the destinies of 55 crores of 
people the destiny of our future economy 
and given to the people whatever she has in 
her mind. 

Then, there are references to irrigation, 
water potential and power generation. 
There is a reference to Gandhiji’s Arthik 
Swaraj. Pertinently, it has been referred to 
because it was Gandhiji, the Father of the 
Nation, who really spoke of Arthik Swaraj, 
who thought of decentralised economy, 
village economy and who thought that 
every village should be a self-sufficient 
unit with electricity, irrigation and 
everything so that the people will not 
depend on otheis, so that the village people 
will not be exploited by the urban people, 
so that the Indian peopl: will not be ex¬ 
ploited by the foreign capitalists. That is 
why probably Gandhiji also thought of self- 
reliance and Swadeshi. 

Now, a time has come when we are 
going to go ahead without the help of the 
United States of America, when we are 
going to do away with foreign aid. Whe¬ 
ther the foreign aid comes or not, we will 
have to have self-confidence. After the 
last World War. when the entire German 
nation was almost crumbled to dust, when 
the Japanetc people had not even the soup 
to drink, not to speak of lunch or dinner, 
these two nations have now come up to the 
level of progressive nadons like the United 
States or Russia; that was because, by the 
spirit of self-reliance, the spirit of swadeshl, 
the spirit of supreme sacrifice, they wanted 
to build their nations so that they could 
come up to the level of bigger Stages in the 
world. We have tp have that spirit now. 
If a small State like Japan can give aid 
States like past Germany or Wdst Germany 
who had nothing after tiW,two World Wars 


are now ready to give aid, why cannot we, 
the biggest democracy ? We are now in a 
position to do that under the leadership of 
our Prime Minister, Shrimafi Indira Gandhi. 
If, by the grace of God, she continues for 
another three terms, i.c., for 15 years, we 
will be in a position to give aid not only to 
the United States or the U.S.S.R. but to 
all the States in the Far East. • We may 
have to wait for that day. 

There is a reference to many progressive 
things. But I have every doubt that 
bureaucracy in India will not allow us to go 
ahead. I am very much cynical about this 
bureaucracy and the bureaucrats who have 
been bred under the British system. It is 
the legacy of the British Raj. Bureaucrats 
will never allow us to implement any social¬ 
ist schemes; socialism is foreign to them. 
The other day a reti ed I.C.S. officer told 
me that, in those days, they were going to 
their home. I asked him, ‘Which horns’. 
He said, ‘England’. By ‘home’, he' meant 
•England'. That is the spirit of these 
bureaucrats and if we are going to man our 
public sector undertakings with these 
bureaucrats, if we are going to man all our 
industrial installations with these bureau¬ 
crats—all these Secretaries, Additional Sec¬ 
retaries, Joint Secretaries and Chief Secre¬ 
taries—who have this type of attitude, this 
type of spirit, I am sorry India’s socialism 
will be thrown into the cold storage. 
People should rise in revolt against the 
bureaucrats, against injustice, against 
'Anyay' as Shrimati Indira Gandhi said in 
Calcutta the other day. If we can do that, 
then probably every thing will be alright. 

Then there is a reference to lock-outs 
and strikes in the President’s Address. It 
has been said that there should be a call 
for moratorium on strikes and lock-outs. 
I entirely agree with that. I am a trade- 
unionist, I am a leader of the working 
class. I personally feel that the country is 
passing through the stage, rather the time 
has come, when there should be a call for 
moratorium on strikes and lock-outs. But 
we want human relatious between the mana¬ 
gement apd the worker^ We want the 
bureaucrats who are ^^ping the ppblic 
sector lindertakingii;!^ hkve a ' hoptan 
approach towards the latmur; if th^ hel^ye 
wi^ the Ubour people Si' the same way as 
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they be have with dogs, the labourers willnot 
be happy. We can worship our PrimeMinister, 
we dan worship our President; we can carry 
out their dictations, but we certainly cannot 
worship the bureaucrats who have vested 
interests and not the interest of the country. 
I wo'ttid like to bring it to the notice of the 
Government that this is possible only when 
there is a thorough overall change in the 
attitude of the bureaucrats to the people.

However, a Pak national was arrested 
in Chandigarh on the 9ih February. 1972 
on suspicion of being a Pak spy

above this particular case. I would like to 
know whether it is a fact that a large num¬ 
ber of miscreants and undesirable elements 
have entered into our coun'ry. specially. the 
Eastern Wing and I would like to know 
whether'the Government detected these spy 
rings or not. 

SHRI RAM NlVkAS MIRDHA The 
Government is always \ ii?i!anf for detecting 
any undesirable elements and vve have bten 
particularly vigilant for the last few months 
when happenings in Bangla Desh created a 
situation of a large influx of people into our 
territory. A number of persons were 
arrested and adequate steps were taken and 
are still being taken to prevent any undesi¬ 
rable person from coming into our country 
to carry out espionage or siniilai undesirable 
aciivities. 

Underground Postal System run by 
Private Firms

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) (a) 
Yes, Sir. An unauthorised and illegal postal 
system run by some private agei cies has 
come to light. 

(b) The Government has taken up

enquiries into 7 cases of this kind which 

' ome to its notice. 

(c) and (d). In one of these cases the 
enq riries have been completed. A complaint 
has been filed in the court of Chief 
Presidency Magistrate, Bombay and the 
matter is now pending in that court. In the 
other cases, the matter is either pending with 
the police or pending fiiiihcr departmental 
enquiries/examination In these pending 
cases, the Government intends to launch 
prosecution if sufficicni evidence becomes 
available for rcsoiting lo this step 

SHRI CHlNTAMANi PANIGRAHI : 
As it seems, underground activities are 
shilling from politics to business and as the 
hon Minister has just now pointed out, 
sixne businessmen are responsible for this 
undergiound postal system that they ate 
runni/ig. 

1 would li.kc to know from the hon. 
Minister whether these business houses 11 
Delhi are sending letters to Calcutta, 
Bombay and Madras and other big cities 
and whethci they arc charging less than the 
cnarges made by the Postal Department. 

I would also like to know whether the 
Goveinment has calculated the actual loss 
sustained by the Postal Department by the 
running of this parallel postal services, as 
also whether this activity is confined only to 
Bombay. Madras, Calcutta and Delhi or 
whethet it has gone lo other cities also. 

.SHRI M. N. BAHUGUN.A : This 
device has been developed by some unscru¬ 
pulous elements with special reference to the 
capitals of the States and the capital itself, 
i.e. Delhi and Stale capitals. Now, there 
are seven houses which have been identified 
as doing this particular job . . . 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Which 
arc they ?

So far as the question about the calcula¬ 
tion of the volume of the dak handled by 
these people is concerned, it has not been 
possible really to assess that because what 
they really do is not to .send letters but they 
make parcels of the letters which both the 
Railways and the Indian Airlines accept as 
freight. 

We cannot really assess as to how 
much they are doing and how much of the 
dak is really handled by them but we have 
tried to locate one o^ them who has been 
caught and we have filed a case. This 
comes under Section 4 of the Indian Postal 
Act and one legal view is that perhaps it 
would be necessary to amend Section 4 
itself in order to completely check this kind 
of malpractice. 

SIIRI C. T. DHANDAPANl : (Spoke 
in Tamil). 

MR. SPEAKER : Mr. Dhandapani, it 
is all right when you speak, hut you are 
putting a question in the question hour. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : Sir, 
there arc so many Members who do not 
know English or Hindi. They cannot 
speak in Hindi or English. They have a 
right to put their questions in their mother- 
tongue. Sir, we don't know both the 
languages. We must be allowed to put the 
question in our own mother-tongue. 

MR. SPEAKER : From that point of 
view I have no objection. 1 cannot object 
from that point of view. Your logic is 
perfectly all right but there are practical 
difficulties. When you give notice of 
speaking in the regional language, it can be 
arranged, but suddenly, on the spur of the 
moment, if you decide that you are going 
to put a supplementary question in your 
mother tongue, then of course, we cannot 
just in a minute bring the man here to 
translate it. After all, you must understand 


the difficulty of this House. Don’t be so 
obstinate in this attitude. It is not a 
question of speaking in that language. It 
is a question of practical difficulties of the 
Secretariat. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : Sir, 
our feelings and our difficulties are not 
properly understood .. 

MR. SPEAKER : 1 am very happy 

you are speaking in English. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : When we 
make arrangements for interpretation in 
Hindi and English, why not for the other 
languages ? We can permanerttly have 
interpretation for all the languages in this 
House. 

MR. SPEAKER : You can do it if the 
Minister u iderstands. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : (Spoke 
in Tamil). 

*ln this case, how many persons have 
been apprehended .. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON : If this is 
allowed, in that case, I should be allowed to 
ask questions in my own dialect, that is, 
Oraon-Kurukh. 

MR. SPEAKER : And, I would give 
the ruling in my own language. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI ; (Spoke 
in Tamil) ;

SHRI H N BAHUGUNA : There is 
no question of any postal employee connec¬ 
ted wifh this nefarious activity. So far as 
the question about the arrest of others is 
concerned nobody has been so far arrested. 
As I said, certain legal difficulties are there.

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SHRI TRIDIB CH\UDHURI : In 
view of the fact that normal postal service 
like sendinpof postal artic'es and mails by 
orlinary dak has deteriorated to an extent 
which beggars description, what is the 
lurrn—I am not defending anybody who 
has done any illegal act —if any private 
courier scrvies is there which would ensure 
prompt delivery of letters and messages ? 
How are Government going to prevent it, 
unless they take steps to improve the normal 
postal services? Telegrams do not get deliver¬ 
ed even in seven days. This is the case even 
in regard to express telegrams. Ordinary 
post from here to Calcutta or from here to 
Bombay lakes four days. So, unless Govern¬ 
ment impfove these things, what other met¬ 
hod is there open to them to prevent these 
things ? 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : I appreciate 
the anxiety of the hon. Member to bring 
about cfRciercy in this Department, and I 
concede that a lot more remains to be 
done. But so far as the question of running 
a parallel postal service is concerned, it 
would be rather not consistent with the 
spirit of the Indian Postal Act or the purpose 
for which the Act was instituted Now, 
the Department itself has been thinking 
seriously about evolving some system for 
this type of service so that from this capital 
to each of the important cities, the letter 
will be available to the other party at the 
other end within twelve or tv.cnty four hours 
and so on and so forth. We are evolving that 
type of scheme, and I hope T would be able 
to do somthing obout it. So far as the other 
aspect is concerned, 1 have a large army of 
friends who help in the process of this parti¬ 
cular postal system. It has the largest 
number of people handling the dak at 
various levels, and it does provide a lot of 
difficulty. But with a general improvement 
in the social and political atmosphere in the 
country, I hope the deteriorating conditions 
in this Department will also be stopped, and 
we shall have a better service hereafter. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : The 
hon. Minister had mentioned the names of 
several firms which were involved in this 
malpractice of underground postal offices. 
He has mentioned the names of seven firms. 
How many persons are involved in them ? 
Are they registered firms or unregistered 
firms ? Or have any capitalist companies 
stgrt^ providing tbpse fncilit|ps ? us 


know the names of the persons connected 
with these firms. Othe-wise, by the time 
he prosecutes the firms, the firms may be 
turned into something else, and nobody 
might be there. So, K't the hon. Minister 
tell us ihe names of the persons actually 
involved in this, and whether any capitalists 
are involved in this. 

SHRI H N BAHUGUNA : I had 
given out the names of the firms.* I do not 
have a list of the partners in those firms, and 
therefore, I connot go into those details now. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : He 
has given the names and postal addresees of 
the firms. So, he must be able to tell us 
the names of the persons also, so that we 
may know how many people are involved 
in this. 

MR. SPPAK.ER : The hon. Member 
is asking for too many details.

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : We had 
read newspaper reports during the election 
campaign to the effect that when the Prime 
Minister addressed a few meetings in Goa, 
she made allegations or charges against the 
Chief Minister. Were they related to these 
charges of corruption, and if so, what action 
is she going to lake ? 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINISTER OF 
ELECTRONICS, MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS AND MINISTER OF INFOR¬ 
MATION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI- 
MATI INDIRA GANDHI) ; I made no 
charges. Although I am fully aware of these 
allegations as you have been told, they are 
being looked into- what I had said was 
that certain programmes which could have 
been implemented had not been implement¬ 
ed, that is to say, programmes which were 
sanctioned had not been implemented. This 
had nothing to do with corruption. It was 
because the Chief Minister did not have a 
majority and did not want to call the legis¬ 
lature there to get these passed that this 
happened. There were certain things like 
this. 

SHRI IRIDIB CHAUDHLRI : On a 
point of order -. 

SOME HON. MEMBERS; No point 
of order during question hour, 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI : I know 
your ruling. 

Mfti SPEAKER.4..This if tjie .pracUptf 
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we have been following here. He is a senior 
member and ought to know. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURl : There 
is a grave question of constitutional pro¬ 
priety involved. This gentleman, the Ciiief 
Minister of Goa, has been elected with a 
massive majority against the ruling party in 
the elections. Now it will be very impro¬ 
per for this House to discuss these things 
here. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI : 
Like Haryana. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURl : In re- 
gard to ,roany other States, this sort of 
situation will arise. So 1 would beg of you 
not to allow questions like this, because it 
will be interpreted as an infringement of 
constitutiondl propriety. 

MR. SPEAKFR : I am not allowing 
any further questions. The member who 
had tabled the question did not put any 
supplementary. Of course, when he gave 
notice of this question, there was no ques¬ 
tion of majority or minority. This was 
sent in much in advance when we did not 
have the results. 

SHRI S M. BANERJEE ; Is it your 
ruling that if a Chief Minister has a 
majority, no charges of corruption like this 
can be raised here ? 

MR- SPEAKER : It is not my ruling. 
Out of courtesy, I did not agree, because he 
is the Chief Minister again ; the people 
have given their verdict. I think it was 
fiom that point of view that the hon mem¬ 
ber who tabled the question did not pur¬ 
sue it. 

But suppose there were charges, if the 
charges were there, then, in my own opinion, 
there is nothing in this House to pursue 
this even if he is re-elected as Chief 
Minister.

Purchase of Technical Know-how for 
Tyre Units 

*32, SHRI INURAJIT GUPTA : Will 
the Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬

for purchasing technical know-how for new 
tyre units dircetb fiom foreign countries ;

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT iSHRI MOINUL 
HAQUE CHOUDHURY; : (a) to (c). A 
scheme is under consideration for setting 
up a joint venture by both the Central and 
the SUte Coveismcnts and also to develop 
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a centralised know-how for the manufacture 
of Automobile tyres and tubes. No details 
however have been worked out regarding 
the choice of the foreign collaborator with 
whom such an arrangement may be 
negotiated. 

SHRI INDRAJJT GUPTA : Am I to 
take it that after ail these years technical 
knw-how for the manufacture of automobile 
tyres has not been developed by us and we 
have to still depend upon foreign collabora¬ 
tion ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAGUE CHOU- 
DHURY ; Most of the existing tyre 
manufacturing companies are foreign 
compadies and they are not agreeable to 
part with their technical know-how. In 
some cases their technical know-how is not 
up to the mark. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; We are 
told that the country has become self- 
sufficient in the production of tyres. I 
want to know whether the technical know¬ 
how for the manufacture of rubber tyres 
for automobiles, bicycles, etc. is such a 
complicated affair that we are not able to 
develop with our own scientific and in¬ 
dustrial resources the know-how here. If 
not, why are we not purchasing it outright 
instead of going in for collaboration 
agreements ? We can purchase the know¬ 
how and not depend upon any further 
foreign collaboration. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : I have said that the existing 
tyre companies such as the Dunlop, Good 
Year, Firestone, etc. are mostly foreign 
owned companies and they are not ready 
to part with it. When the new parties to 
whom we have given letters of intent 
want the know-how, they come forward 
with the demand that they should be 
allowed to expand, to which we arc not 
agreeing. Therefore, we are pursuing the 
matter in two ways. We ourselves are 
trying to find out the technical know-how 
and ask some of the parties to get in touch 
with the foreign parties, so that from one 
foreign party two or three of our ietters- 
of-intent-holders could get the know-how. 
Secondly, we are ourselves pursuing a 
scheme for setting up a joint venture in 
which we are trying to have a centralised 
know-bow so that in future we are not 


dependent upon anybody else for technical 
know-how because this is a developing 
field. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : What is 
the meaning of 'centralised know-how’ ? 
Either you have it in the country or you 
depend upon a foreign company. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : We want to have it in our 
own joint venture and we want to supply it 
to other parties who will be Indian 
parties. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : The hon. 
Minister says that the tyre companies are 
foreign-owned and are not willing to part 
with their know-how. It is shameful. Why 
does not the Government nationalise these 
foreign-owned companies ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : Nationalisation would- not give 
the up-to-date know-how. In the tyre 
industry all over the world, many develop¬ 
ments have taken place like the Radial 
Tyres. Some of these companies are not 
producing some of them. So, nationalisa¬ 
tion will not ^solve some of our day-to-day 
problems which are coming up in a develop¬ 
ing country. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE : In view 
of the information which some of us as 
Members of Parliament got as early as 1955 
that in the National Chemical Laboratory 
in Poona, the know-how in this particular 
line had almost been entirely achieved but 
that certain interested quarters linked v./ith 
foreign capital were putting impediments 
in the way of that achievement, may I 
know how is it that in spite of the lapse 
of more than 17 years, we have not yet 
been able to achieve the kind of knowledge 
which is absolutely essential to throw out 
these absolutely pernicious foreign interests 
from this industry ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY : I frankly, confess to Mr. 
Mukheijee that I was not aware of it that 
we had such technical knSW-how. I would 
be deeply obliged to him if he could pass 
on the same to me, so that I can utilise it 
for the benefit of the country. 
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Production in Punjab Brewery

Government have 
siccepted the concept of the ‘ Joint Sector”, 
which envisages a gra ater degree of partici¬ 
pation in management, particularly at policy 
levels, by public financial institutions in the 
case of major projects involving substantial 
assistance from these bodies. This decision 
Extend to ah units, be they medium or 
heavy units. The public financial institu¬ 
tions would be able to exercise option I'or 
converting loans into equity either wholly 
or partly, within a specified period of time. 
The convertibility clause will be written in 
only future cases and in pa«t cases of de¬ 
fault. The deptt. of Banking have set 
down the operational guidelines in this 
regard. These broadly provide as follows : 

(1) Where the aggregate term loan/ 
debenture assistance being given to 
an inlustriil concern by the All 
India longterm financial institu¬ 
tions is Rs. 50 lakhs or more, a 
convertibility clause will normally 
be included in the loan assistance 
or debenture issue agreement. If 
in a particular case, the institu¬ 
tions leel that this clause should 
be waived, they could do so after 
obtaining Government’s observa¬ 
tions and advice. 

(2) Where total loan/debentores assis¬ 
tance being given to an industrial 
concern is between Rs. 25 lakhs 
and Rs. SO lakhs, the term institu¬ 
tions may use their discretion 
whether or not to insert a converti¬ 
bility claue in the loan or deben¬ 
ture agreement. 

(3) Where the aggregate term loan/ 
debenture assistance being given is 
below Rs. 25 lakhs, the institutions 
may not stipulate convertibility 
clause in the agreements unless 
they wish to do so on their own. 

(4) No convertibility clause will be 
included in cases of term loan 
assistance in foreign currency in 
the shape of sub-loans given by 
Indian term institutions out of 
^preifin currency- -tines' of credit 


which they hold directly from 
financial institutions abroad. This 
exemption will, however, not 
apply to rupee loans given by the 
Indian term institutions to enable 
industrial concerns to purchase 
foreign exchange from foreign 
lines of credit received by the 
Government of India directly. 

(5) A commercial bank will not ordi¬ 
narily grant term loans to an 
industrial concern exceeding Rs, 25 
lakhs without the prior approval 
of the Reserve Bank of India. 

(6) The convertibility principle will not 
apply to past loans except where 
the leading insritution oiTers the 
facility of conversion to a borro¬ 
wer whose default is not of a 
temporary nature, 

(7) Before writing the convertibility 
clause, care will be laken by the 
term. institutions to see that a 
reasoTiable rasio is m.iintaincd 
continuously between long term 
debt and equity in the capital 
structure of the assisted concerns. 

(5) The assisted concerns will be given 
by the term lend-ng institutions a 
cleat indication to the terms and 
conditions of convertibility before 
the concerns finali-se their loan or 
debenture assistance agreements 
with the institutions.

regarding the total number of unemployed 
engineers in the country are not known. 
The only available information In this 
regard relates ti the number of engineers 
on the Live Register of Employment Ex¬ 
changes in the country. At the end of 
1971, the number of dilferent cate¬ 
gories of engineers on the Live Register 
of Employment Exchanges was as follows : 


Civil Engineeis 21,792 

Mechanical Engineers 29,456 

Electrical Engineers 20,121 

Chemical Engineers 974 

Metallurgical Engineers 627. 

Mining Engineers 345 

Others 742 

Total 74,057 


These figures include both Degree and 
Diploma holders in Engineering as well as 
those with experience only. 

(b) Yes. Sir. In May 1968, the 
Government initiated 14 measures for the 
creation of additional employment oppor¬ 
tunities for engineers. A statement is 
attached. As a result of the implementa- 
tation of these measures by various Central 
Ministries/Departments and Slate Govern¬ 
ments/Union Territories, about 19.000 engi¬ 
neers have been provided employment up 
to 30th September, 1971. 

In addition to these measures, a special 
provision of Rs. 25 crores was made in the 
budget for the year 1971-'’2 for schemes 
specially designed to suit the educated un¬ 
employed including engineers and techni¬ 
cians. Some of these schemes are : 

(i) Rural Engineering Surveys. 

(li) Training of Engineers for Self- 
employment. • ^ . 

(iil) Training of Engineers-f^r opera* 
fion/maintenance of- - ibernoal 
power stations. 

.. , (iv) Indian Oil. .pirporatjop Schema 
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for offering dealership to un¬ 
employed engineers. 

(v) Agro-Service Centres in Rural 
Areas. 

(vi) Provision of financial assistance 
for setting up small scale indus¬ 
tries. 

(vil' Setting up Design Units for 
Rural Water Supply. 

As these schemes have been initiated 
only recently, the exact impact of these 
schemes on employment of engineers would 
be known only after the schemes have been 
in progress for some time. 

STATEMENT 

List of measures approved by Govern¬ 
ment for the creation of additional 
employment opportunities for 
engineers 

(1) State Governments and the Central 
Ministries may take up prepara'ory 
work in connection with projects 
to include in the Fourtt> and sub¬ 
sequent plans to the extent resourc¬ 
es are available or can be provided. 
It may be decided and made known 
that only fully investigated projects 
will be included in the Fourth 
Plan. 

(2) The preparation of technical 
reports for selected completed 
major projects may be taken up 
under the supervision of senior 
engineers. 

(3) The training in industry programme 
of the Ministry of Education may 
be expanded as soon as may be 
possible to cover 5,000 trainees per 
annum. The suggestion of the 
Ministry of Labour and Employ¬ 
ment that the Apprentices Act 
may be modified to cover engi¬ 
neering graduates and diploma 
holders may also be examined fur¬ 
ther in consultation with the 
Ministiy of Education. 

(4) Arrangements may be made for 
the training of 1,500 graduates and 
diploma holders for the operation 
and maintenance of thermal 
station.^. 

(5) Vacant posts may be filled rapidly, 
recruitment procedure and prescrib-

Wherever possible and 
desirable, and having due regard 
to the present capacity and 
competence of existing consultancy 
organisations, certificates of techni¬ 
cal soundness and feasibility from 
an Indian Consultancy Orga¬ 
nisation or a Government organi¬ 
sations with the necessary expertise 
may be insisted upon in the case 
of major plan projects, foreign 
collaboration projects and projects 
for which financial assistance is 
sought from financial organisations 
set up by the Government. 

(8) A special scheme may be drawn 
up for financial assistance to engi¬ 
neers for the setting up of .small 
scale industries. The existing 
State Bank Scheme may be re¬ 
examined in the light of the res¬ 
ponse so far evoked.

Anti-social elements on 
either side of the border, besides Smugglers, 
Razakars and members of the Extremist 
groups are be'ieved to be responsible for 
such smuggling. Soon after the liberation 
of Bangla Desh, the border security Out 
Posts have started functioning in the nor¬ 
mal manner and all movement across the 
border is being channelised through Check- 
posts. Apart from keeping vigilance on 
the borders by the Border Security Force, 
suitable steps have been taken by the State 
Administrations also to strengthen the 
Police administration in the border areas. 
Customs Checkposis have also been re¬ 
established with adequate strength to deal 
with the problem. As a result of these 
measures, a number of arms have been seiz¬ 
ed when attempts were made to smuggle 
them across the border.

From 
1964 onwards, the full quota of vacancies 
reserved for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes a'e being filled with the candidates 
of these communities in IAS and IPS and 
Class I and H Central Services, recruitment 
to which is made on the basis of IAS etc. 
combined competitive examination. Similarly, 
full quota of reserved vacancies is being 
filled in the Indian Forest Service from 1968 
onwards. However in certain posts parti¬ 
cularly in specialist and technical posts, all 
the vacancies reserved for Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes could not be filled by 
candidates of these communities because 
Scheduled Castes or Scheduled Tribes 
candidates fulfilling even the minimum 
qualifications and/or experience prescribed 
for such posts were not forthcoming. The 
following steps have been taken by the 
Government for improving the in take of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
candidates against vacancies reserved for 
them : 

(i) The maximum aje limits prescribed 
for direct recruitment to a service/ 
post, ate incieaeed by 5 years in 
the case of candidates belonging to 
Scheduled Castes an<l 
Ttilw. 


(ii) The criterion for relaxation in 
standards of suitability in favour of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes has been redefined in the 
instructions issued on 2Sth July, 
1970. Under these instrucrions for 
appointment against reserved 
vacancies, candidates of these 
communities could be selected even 
if they do not fulfil the general 
standards of suitability as long as 
they are not found unfit for 
appointment to such posts. 

(iii) Where requisite number of Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates 
ftilfilling even the relaxed standards 
are not available to fill the 
vacancies reserved for them in non 
technical and quasi-technical class 
III and IV services/posts filled by 
direct recruitment otherwise than 
by written examination, the best 
among the available Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates 
who fulfil the minimum educational 
qualifications prescribed for such 
a service/post would be selected to 
the extent of the vacancies reserved 
for such categories. In order to 
bring such candidates upto the 
minimum standard necessary, for 
the maintenence of efficiency of 
administration, they would be given 
in service training. 

(iv) The procedure for advertising the 
vacancies reserved for Scheduled 
Castes/Scheduled Tribes has been 
revised with effect from 31st July, 
1970. The raerved vacancies in 
the posts filled by selection would 
now be advertised calling fat 
applications of Scheduled Castes/ 
Scheduled Tribes candidates, as the 
case may be, against such vacancies 
in the first instance. Should this 
advertisement prove infructuous, a 
second advwtisement would be 
issued calling for applications of 
Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes 
candidates as well as general candi¬ 
dates. The gweral candidates, 
however, would be considered only 
if Scheduled Castes/Scheduled 
Tribes candidates are considered 
unsuitable for appoint mefit against 
such vacancies.

(vi) The period of carrying forward of 
reservations has been increaseif from 
2 to 3 y^s.

(b) The Indian Telephone Industries 
Limit^ manufacture various types of 
telecommuBication equipment, including 
telephone Insquments, telephone exchange 
eqiripjoeot of Sqowfer and Croubar tjrpoe, 
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transmission equipment and electronic 
measuring instruments. The Company have 
generally achieved the rated capacity in so 
far as the Strowger production goes and the 
quality produced is fairly good. It has 
developed some amount of export market. 

There was, however, a short-fall in 
respect of the manufacture of Crossbar 
equipment. The difficulties causing the 
short-fall have since been located and are 
in the process of being removed in consulta¬ 
tion with the collaborators N/S Bell 
Telephone Manufacturing Company, who 
have also supplied some more machines at 
their cost and made available the services 
of their technical experts. The production 
of the Crossbar equipment has since picked 
up and the targeted capacity is likely to be 
achieved by the end of this financial 
year. 

(c) The Crossbar division of the Indian 
Telephone Industries Limited was started 
with tl’.e collaboration of the International 
Standard Electric Corporation of New 
York, who provided the • patents and 
licences, ond ’the Bell Telephone Manu¬ 
facturing Company of Belgium, who 
provided the know-how.

the Chittagong Hill Tracts some Mizo 
rc^'cls, led by Laldenga, have entered the 
Burmese territory in a bid to establish new 
hideouts. The Indian Security forces are 
vigilant. 

Grant of Additional Foreign Exchange to 
Industries for Stepping up Output 

260 SHRI ARJUN SETHI : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government propose to 
grant additional foreign exchange to certain 
industries to enable them to import equip¬ 
ment required to step up their output under 
the liberal licensing policy ; and 

(b) whether Government propose to 
allow them to step up out put by using 
existing idle capacity or by installing in¬ 
digenous machinery ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (SHRI OHANSHYAM OZa) : 
(a) and (b). The reference is apparently to 
the liberalisation recently allowed by the 
Government whereby undertakings engaged 
la cerMiiir spe^fltd iodMtrlM* 


permitted to make fuller utilisation of their 
installed capacity. While under the 
liberalised policy Government would not 
allow any import of equipment, thev would 
be prepared to consider installation of 
minor balancing equipment procured 
indigenously. 

Licensing Policy In respect of Wagon 
and Diesel Engine Indus ries 

261. SHRI ARJUN SETHI : Will the 
Minister of INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether new licensing policy of 
Government has solved the problems of idle 
capacity of industries engaged in manufactur¬ 
ing wagons, diesel engines and the like ; 

(b) whether Government have any 
proposal to help the industries which are 
suffering due to inadequate supply of raw 
materials ; and 

(c) if so, the salient features thereof ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (SHRI SIDDHESflWAR PRASAD): 
(a) to (c) The new licensing policy was 
announced on 1-1-1972. It is, therefore, 
premature at this stage to assess the effects 
of liberalisation on idle capacities in 
industries. 

2. The emergence of idle capacities in 
the wagon building and diesel engine 
industries recently is primarily due to lack 
of demand and not due to any shortage of 
raw materials as such. Broadly, the diesel 
engine industry has been affected by reduced 
allocation of funds by the State Governments 
to Agro-Industries Corpora'ions which have 
been making bulk purchases of such pumps. 
Further, the preferential ireatement given by 
some States for the products manufactured 
within the States ; expansion of rural 
electrification schemes and generally favour¬ 
able monsoon have led to idle capacities. 

3. Increase in the exports of diesel 
engines, on the other hand, has not been 
proportionate to the decrease in internal 
demand. Fall in production of Railway 
wagons has been mainly due to a vertual 
stagnation of investment expenditure by 
the Railways. The export of railway 
wagons has also not increased substantially 
to make up for the fall in domestic demand. 

4. There is a general shortage of certain 

UKfbstribI viw materiftls ltk« steel flnelodiag 
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stainless steel). Soda Ash, Caustic Soda etc. 
This has affected the industrial production 
throughout the country. For some of the 
industrial raw materials there is also world¬ 
wide shortage involving long delivery. 
Consequently, there is a general under- 
utilisatioQ of capacities in industries based 
on raw materials which are currently in 
short supply. 

5. Various steps have been taken to 
increase the availability of raw materials. 
Ciovernment have liberalised the import 
policy to meet the present situation. Accord¬ 
ing to the liberalised import policy :— 

(1) Import licences for raw materials 
^ to units under on-priority industries 

in large and small scale sector is to 
be issued on annual basis. Even 
in the case of priorty industries, 
applicatipns for raw material import 
exceeding 6 months is to be enter¬ 
tained in respect of items having 
world Wide shortage. 

(2) Priority industries, whether in large 
or small sector, can claim import 
licences for spare parts on repeat 
basis automatically without routing 
their application through the spon¬ 
soring authorities. 

(3) Small industries will get an addi¬ 
tional allocation to the extent of 
50% in respect of non-ferrous 
metal over and above their previous 
entitlements. 

(4) Special assistance will be given to 
engineering units which had to 
close down for want of raw 
materials. 

(5) S. T. C. and M. M. T. C. may 
apply for bulk import of certain 
raw materials for sale to Actual 
Users and Registered Exporters. 
They are excepted to work in close 
cooperation with trade and industry 
to ensure that adequate raw 
materials are made available to 
them off the shelf. 

(6) Industries with longer delivery 
period for supply of raw materials 
can apply for covering their 
import requirements over a period 
longer than 6 months. 

(2) There ik a provision in the import 
policy for review of the entitlements 
of Actual Users. 

(D A Sttoilag Body known « loigr. 
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Departmental Committee on 
Imports has been constituted to 
review the position periodically and 
to take remedial action in case of 
diflSculties. 

6. For facilitating imports of steel for 
steel forging industry imports were per¬ 
mitted up to 50% of total consumption in 
1970-71. The total value of import licences 
granted to small units increased from 
Rs. 36.72 crores in 1968-69 to Rs. 6.57 in 
1969-70. The figures for 1970-71 is a little 
over Rs. 83 crores. 

Import Substitution Schemes

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(a) and (b). A statement is attached. 

Statement 

fa) Tmoort subsfitutfon Is a contlmiine 
process and has been nnrsned In n vartptv 
of wavs including substitution of imnortM 
materials, comoonents e*c thmuch inrmssnd 
production and reduction in tbn ronstjmndon 
of Imnorted raw materials and components 
per unit of production throiioh accetora- 
tion of phased manufacturing programmes. 

112 Industries have been selected for 
detailed study, involving increases in pro¬ 
duction from vear to vear, without which 
imports would have been correspoudinglv 
larger. The study for 1970 has revealed 
that production in the selected 112 industries 
increased from Rs. 2,515.8 crores in 1969 to 
Rs. 2,875.3 crores/e. by 14.3%. Of this, 
the real increase In production is onlv 8.0%, 
the balance is accounted for hf* the increase 
in prices. The estimated saving in foreign 
exchange due to increased production, after 
■dtesting the foreign exchange involved In 
falvdiiotftts HHt tilt dlfrflnoM botmoea tho 
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C. I. F. value of the imported goods and 
value of indigenous pToduction, comes to 
Rs. 162.4 crores. These 112 industries 
include all the . important engineering and 
chemical industries accounting for nearly 
80% of the value of production pf the 
industries reported to DGTD. 

Besides, raw materials and finished 
products of large value imports, say, exceed* 
ing Rs. One crore per annum, have been 
identified with a view to making efiforts for 
their indigenous production. ?6 such items 
have been identified. 

Industrial “gaps’* have been identified, 
and a list of 123 industries, where additional 
capacity was considered essential for gearing 
up the economy, was published in May, 
1970. This list was subjected to a more 
recent scrutiny ro pinpoint industrial fields 
in which interest has ^een of the desired 
level. Specific Public Notices have been 
issued inviting applications in such fields 
including machinery for the manufacture of 
synthetic detergents, soda ash and glass 
bottles and printing machinery. The other 
industries are : calcined petroleum coke, 
spherical roller bearings for axle boxes, 
graphite electrodes, industrial gases, cold 
form precision oil machinery for industrial 
uses, sophisticated valves required for petro¬ 
chemicals and other industries. 

Concrete measures have been taken by 
the D.G.T.D. for increasing production of 
the items presently imported either wholly 
or partially for items like Fertilizers, Agri¬ 
cultural tractors and pumps. Bicycle industry. 
Ball and Roller Bearings, Industrial Roller 
Chains, Typewriter, Bearings, Axle box 
bearings. Electrodes, Switch gears. Cork, 
Polyester Chips. DMT, Caprolactam, Nylon 
Tyre Cord, Zinc Oxide, Titanium dioxide. 
Synthetic Detergent, B-Nayhthol, Di-Methyl 
Aniline. 

Besides the above, 28 products were 
produced for the first time in the country 
during 19T0. These include wagon . drills, 
stacker/reclaimer/shiploader, aluminium 

metallic caps, power harrows, metallic 
pumps, automatic bottle washers and fillers. 

During 1971, the items produced for the 
first time include oxygen plants, several new 
ranges of dyes, heavy duty industrial chains, 
power thyristors, new ranges of electronic 
instruments and devices and tools, new food 
products, hydraulic pumps and valves, seveiial 
new important drugs, blood transfusion 
equipment add speeiai rdractories.- 


(b) The CSIR/NRDC are continuousy- 
keeping the various agencies of the Govern¬ 
ment informed in respect of the identification 
of the areas in which import subsitution 
schemes can be pursued vigorously for the 
better utilization of available indigenous 
know-how.

(a) whether the Film Industry in India 
is facing a crisis due to insufficiency of 
Cinema houses ;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRI DHARAM BTR 
SIHNA) : (a) There is no crisis, but 
insufficiency of Cinema houses is one of the 
problems of the film industry. 

(b) There are certain other problems 
which affect the film industry, such as. 
usurious finance, prevalence of black money 
and the star system. 

(c) While Government of India have 
taken certain speps, others like tbose relating 
‘o the exhibition of film are within the 

phere of the State Governments. Among 
he steps taken by Government an important 
one is the constitution of a Film Finance 
Corporation of finance good films at 
reasonable rates of interest.

A request was made in 
March, 1971 by the Bihar Government for 
additional funds to increase the size of the 
Plan by Rs. 3.65 crores to implement the 
scheme of free education to students of 
classes VI and VII. The request was 
considered by the Planning Commission but 
was turnd down as the total Central 
assistance available for the Fourth Plan of 
all the States has already been distributed 
according to the formula determined by the 
N. D. C. and no spare funds were available 
for additional allocation to any State.

Dealers' Association and the Bus and 
Truck Owners’ Assodation to see to the 
equitable distribution of available supplies. 
Jbe manufacturers have also been requested 


to increase the production of tyres of the 
scarce categories.

Retrenchment of Employees Engaged 
on Census Work

engaged on census work, and if so, the 
reasons therefor ;

THE DEPUTV MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
F. H. MOHSIN) : (a) Orders of retrench¬ 

ment have been issued to temporary em¬ 
ployees who were engaged on a purely tem¬ 
porary basis lor sorting of Census schedules. 
This was a ‘one-time’ job after completion 
of which retrenchment had to be made. 

(b) The following steps have been taken 
to help' the retrenched temporary Ceosp^ 
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employees to secure alternative employ¬ 
ment : 

(i) Such of those persons who have 
rendered six moths service are 
accorded Priority III for the 
purpose of securing alternative 
employment through the Em¬ 
ployment Exchanges concerned. 
Those who have rendered less 
than six months* service will be 
entitled to retain the benefit of 
their original date of registra¬ 
tion in the ■ Employment Ex¬ 
change concerned. 

(ii) They would also be entitled to 
age relaxation to the extent of 
the period of their service in the 
Census Organisation. 

(iii) The various Directors of Census 
Operations were instructed to 
issue ‘No Objection Certificates’ 
for re-registration in the Em¬ 
ployment Exchange in respect 
of these employees, sufficiently 
in advance of their probable 
date of retrenchment. 

(iv) The various State Governments 
have been requested to consider 
the cases of these retrenched 
persimnel sympathetically for 
alternative employment under 
the control of the State Govern¬ 
ments. Several State Govern¬ 
ments responded sympathetically 
to the appeal made by the 
Registrar General. India and 
have issued orders giving pre¬ 
ference to the retrenched per¬ 
sonnel of the Census Offices in 
filling up vacancies occurring 
under their control. 

(v) Various Public Undertakings/ 
Corporations have also been 
requested to consider the cases 
of these retrenched employess 
sympathetically and give priority 
to the retrenched Census em¬ 
ployees in the matter of. recruit- 

, ment to posts under, their 
control. 

(vi) The Comptroller and Auditor 
General has issued instructions 
to all Accountants General in 
the country to give preference 
to the retrenched personnel in 
filling up the vacancies arising 
- • in their respective oflSces ; those 
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who have put in one years* ser¬ 
vice or more will be exempted 
from appearing in further test 

(vii) The Controller General of 
Defence Accounts has also 
agreed to consider the cases of 
such of those retrenched em¬ 
ployees who would be referred 
by the Employment Exchange 
for suitable vacancies * in a 
number of places, in the 
country. 

(c) The Bihar State Census employees 
Association submitted a memorandum to 
the Director of Census Operations, Bihar, 
to the effect that they would go on hunger 
stiike before his office, if no favourable 
action in respect of their continued em¬ 
ployment was taken. The temporary Census 
employees were engaged on work which was 
expected to cortinue only for a few months 
and they were fully aware of the position 
at the time of their eiriploymcnt. In view 
of this and having regard to the efforts 
made by the Government, as enumeialed 
in the reply to part (b) above, it was consi¬ 
dered that the proposed hunger strike was 
not justified.

(b) These applications relate to produc¬ 
tion of items like cotton and synthetic 
cloth, plywood, maida, suji, atta screws, 
automobile anctilaries, optical instruments, 
cylinderical and tapered roller bearings, 
electrical lamp caps synthetic detergents, 
calcium carbide, oxygen and acetylene, milk 
products, dry cell batteries, steel billets, 
carbon and alloy steel castings, aluminium 
rods, steel castings, crockery, razor blades, 
vanaspati ghee, engine valves, etc. The 
locations preferred are Alleppey, Belgaum, 
Colaba, Bhavnagar, Burdwan, Andaman & 
Nicobar Islands, Madurai, Mikir Hills. 
North Arcot, Purlu’a, Pondicherry, Dhar- 
war, Bulandshahr, Hissar, Goa, Fatehpur, 
Aurangabad, Khamman, Darbhanga, Pur- 
nea, Bhagalpur, 5rikaku]am, Ratangiri, 
Jalgaon, South Kanara, Gurdaspur, Gul- 
barga, Mehsana, Raichur, Rac Bareli, 
Tripura, Dewas, Panchmahls, Kamrup, 
Mayurbhanj and Jodhpur.

A number of factors have com¬ 
bined to decelerate the overall rate of 
growth of industrial production during 1971, 
These factors are briefly indicated below ; 

(a) Some industries have been effected 
by capacity constraints so that 
their overall growth rate has come 
down. 

(b) Some Industries have been affected 
by sluggish demand. 

(c) There have been production prob¬ 
lems, including problems of labour 
—management relations, in a num¬ 
ber of industries. 

(d) Occasional breakdowns of power 
and transport difficulties in the 
Eastern region (arising from the 
need to give prioiity to the move¬ 
ment of refugees, etc.), have affect¬ 
ed production in a number of 
industries. 

(e) Shortage of raw materials (like 
sugarcane, raw cotton and steel) 
has affected production in a num¬ 
ber of industries. 

2' Among the industries where perfor¬ 
mance of output (as judges from provisional 
output data) have not been satisfactory, 
are sugar, salt, cotton yarn and cotton 
cloth, bicycle tyres and tubes, rubber foot¬ 
wear, caustic soda, calcium carbide, sulphu¬ 
ric acid, viscose filament yam and staple 
fibre, acetate yarn, vet dyes, insulators, 
paper and paper board zinc, lead, pig iron, 
saleable steel, steel castings, steel pipes and 
tubes, structurals, vehicular dissel engines, 
power driven pumps, tractors, electric 
motors, and transformers, electric lamps, 
storage batteries, motor cycles and three 
wheelers, wood screws, wire ropes and 
coal. 

3. Some of the measures adopted by 
Government to accelerate production to 
reach the Plan target of 8 to 10 per cent 
growth rate are as follows :

Centre is located at present in the States of 
Himachal Pradesh, Manipur, Tripura, Naga¬ 
land and Meghalaya. Each proposal for the 
location of a National Laboratory/Centre is 
considered on the basis of all relevant factors 
including the research objectives, raw 
material availability, relevance to require¬ 
ments -if local industrial activity, etc and a 
decision is taken on the merits of each case.

In 
addition, a survey of Bahraich district was 
made by the Small Industries Service 
Institute, Kanpur, in Januarv, 1970 wherein 
some resource-based and demand-based 
industries were suggested to be set up in the 
small scale sector. The U.P. Government 
have also announced aids and incentives to 
private entrepreneurs for setting up industrial 
enterprises in the small, medium or large 
scale sector.

1970, Carrying-on-Business licenses had to be 
granted to such units if they had been either 
established or effective steps for their est¬ 
ablishment had been taken before the 19th 
February, 1970 when they vvere exempted 
from industrial licensing. In order to en¬ 
sure that Carrying-on-Business licenses are 
granted only to the industrial undertakings 
which are eligible for the same, instructions 
have been issued to all concerned to exer¬ 
cise utmost vigilance with regard to the date 
when the applicant firm commenced pro- 
ductipn or took effective steps.

As part of the 16-Point Programme, the 
whole of West Bengal, except Calcutta, 
Howrah and 24-Parganas, has been declared 
eligible for concessional finance from the 
financial institutions. 

The West Bengal Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Corporation has been reconstituted 
and the new Managing Director has been 
selected. The West Bengal Small Indus¬ 
tries Corporation has established a raw 
material bank with the supply of hard coke 
for small foundries. 

The scheme for the establishment of 
2000 small units is registering satisfactory 
progress. About 366 units have started pro¬ 
duction till 1-1-1972. A large number of 
schemes have been submitted^ and they are 
under examination. 

Survey reports for each district indi-- 
cating the industrial potential for 
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districts have been prepared and despatched 
to the District Collectors for follow up. 

A branch office of the Bureau of Entre¬ 
preneurial Guidance has been opened at 
Calcutta. This office is expected to render 
advice to potential entrepreneurs in the 
matter of profitable lines of investment. 

The State Director of Industries is 
specially pursuing with the parties as well 
as with his other official counterparts the 
implementation of the letters of intent 
issued to entrepreneurs in the State, 

An attractive package of incentives has 
been announced by the State Government 
and it has been well received by the repre¬ 
sentatives of industry. 

Wagon orders on units located in West 
Bengal have been enhanced by the Railway 
Board.

Advantage can also be taken by units in 
West Bengal of the Press Note issued on 
1-1-1972 permitting substantial expansion/ 
multi-shift working in respect of 54 speci¬ 
fied industries, subject to certain conditions. 

Share of Small Units in the Licences

exempted from the licensing provisions of 
the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1951. Ordinarily, therefore, the ques¬ 
tion of granting industrial licences to small 
scale units may not arise. In so far as the 
organised sector of industry is concerned, 
the policy of Government is to widen the 
entrepreoearial base by giving encourage- 
meat to aaw and small eatrepreaj'ars.

While giving information regarding establish¬ 
ment of joint ventures abroad in capital 
goods industries like textiles, cement, sugar 
and jute, in answer to part (b) of the Un¬ 
starred Question No 6116 dated 27-7-1971, 
I had stated that ‘Government have al¬ 
ready permitted and will promote setting up 
of joint ventures in Asian and African Coun¬ 
tries for manufacture of textiles, jute, sugar 
and cement in which substantial vblume of 
indigenous michinerv of the said categories 
will be exported’. The correct answer is 
‘Government have already permitted setting 
up of joint ventures in Asian and African 
Countries for manufacture of textiles, sugar, 
cement and jute and will promote setting up 
of joint ventures in these countries for 
manufacture of textiles, sugar and cement in 
which substantial volume of indigenous 
machinery of the said categories will be ex¬ 
ported’. 

The discrepancy in part (b) of the 
answer to the extent that ‘jute’ was included 
in the latter part thereof, was noticed by 
the Ministry of Foreign Trade and a re¬ 
ference to this effect was received on 
6-8-I97I. In view of the fact that 10th 
August, 1971 was the last day allotted to the 
Ministry of Industrial Development and the 
Session of the Lok Sabha was to end on 
12-8-1971, it was not possible to correct the 
answer during the last Session of the Lok 
Sabha.

MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : Sir, on 22nd January, 1972, 
it camG to the notice of the Oelhi Adminis¬ 
tration that a large number of cases 
suspected of liquor poisoning had been 
admitted to the Irwin Hospital. Subseqpently 
it was reported that similar cases had also 
been admitted to other hospitals. Many 
cases had proved fatal and in several others 
the con4ition was reported to be precarious. 

The Police registered one case on 22nd 
January, 1972 under section 304-A/.337 
l.P C., one case on 23rd January under 
section 304-A/3.36 I.P.C , two cases on 29(h 
January under section 304-A/338 I.P.C , one 
case on the same day under section 304-A/ 
337/109 I.PC and one case on 24th 
February, 1972 under section 337 I P.C. All 
these are under investigation with the Crime 
Branch of the Delhi Police. 10 persons 
have been arrested in connection with these 
cases. One more case has been registered 
recently under which four more persons 
have been arrested. 

On 23rd January, 1^72, the Lt Governor 
Delhi also apnointed Shri R. K. Baweja, 
Chairman of Industrial Tribunal as a one 
man Commission of Enquiry to enquire 
into this matter. The Commission has 
submitted its renort to Delhi Administration 
on the nth March. 1972 The C-mmission 
hasreoorted that 112 persons died as a 
re.snlt of drinkimr of poisonous liquor con¬ 
taining methvi alcohol The Commission 
has mentioned acts of commission and 
omission on the part of the Excise and 
Police anthorities in this hehalf and have 
suggested wavs and means to safeguard 
against the recurrence of such incidents. The

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SHRI VIKRAM CHAND MAHAJAN 
(Kangra): Mr Speaker, Sir, liquor has caused 
more misery and has brought more pain than 
any other disease or calamity in our country 
and the responsibility for this lies squarely 
on the shoulders of the bureaucracy which is 
expected to control the sale or distribution 
of liquor. 

Every day when we look up a news¬ 
paper we find reports of one death or 
another taking place all over the country. 
Not only this, after 112 deaths had taken 
place in Delhi and after the appointment of 
the Baweja Commission, adulteration still 
continues and this is what a newspaper 
report says—I shall read out only two 
paragraphs :— 

“The Commission had, during the 
course of inquiry, directed the police to 
buy four bottles of country liquor from 
any licensed shop in Delhi and have 
them chemically examined The bottles 
carrying the seal of the Excise Depart¬ 
ment of the Delhi Administration were 
sent to Central Forensic Science Labor¬ 
atory of Central Bureau of Investigation 
here. The Chemical Examiner’s report 
said that methyl alcohol was present in 
all the four bottles. The Commission 
is reported to have taken a serious note 
in view of the altitude of the Excise 
Department.” 

This has happened after 112 deaths had 
taken place and the Commission had 
directed the police to go and take samples 
from any shop. 

Now, so much corruption, so much of 
what we c.m term as rash neg igence on the 
part ol bureaucracy c.innoi be tolera ed In 
fact, there is dereliction of duty on the part 
of bureaucracy in every sector of public 
administration. They are not only sabotag¬ 
ing public health, killing people by their 
gross negligence, but they are also sabotag; 
ing public sector, they are sabotaging our 
finances and they are sabotaging every effort 
of the Prime Minister to change the destiny 
of the country. What steps are you taking 
to give a complete overhaul to this bureau¬ 
cracy and what steps have you taken to 
throw out this type of bureaucracy that you 
are having lock, stock and barrel from this 
country. 

Who are the officers responsible for 
taking these four bottles after this particular 
incident from the shops and what action 
have you taken against those excise officers 
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[Shri Vikram Chand Mahajan] 

who were responsible for branding these 
bottles and passing them on. 

Another thing that I want to know is 
this. About 1J2 lives have been lost. There 
are widows and orphans. They all represent 
weaker sections of the society. What com¬ 
pensation or interim relief have you given 
to these widows whose husbands have died 
in this tragedy and what compensation or 
interim relief have jou given to the orphans 
if there are any ? If there is no source of 
employment for them, have you provided 
any employment to them ? 

Lastly, I want to know whether you 
have cancelled the licences of these liquor 
shops who sold these four bottles and the 
previous bottles which caused death of 112 
persons. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : If I understood 
my hon. friend correctly from the first 
question, he has generalised his question 
into saying as to what steps the Government 
is taking to throw out the bureaucracy lock, 
stock and barrel That has obvious limita¬ 
tions. In any case, some kind 6f bureau¬ 
cracy is required. I think, he will concede 
that. So, the question really boils down to 
this as to what changes are required in the 
light of whatever enquiry has revealed. 

I have already said that the situation 
was not certainly satisfactory. There was a 
lack of vigilance. There may have been 
negligence. The report was received only 
yesterday. I do not want to be categorical. 
That does not mean that I might be happy 
about it or complacent about it or that the 
Government does not realise the need to 
plug the loopholes in this particular area. 
We shall examine this report closely. 

As I have indicated, we have arrested 
certain persons. May I add that these 
people W'ho died did not. so far as I have 
been ab e to make out, purchase the liquor 
from these licensed shops but they purchased 
liquor from certain other shops which were 
apparently receiving the alcohol for other 
purposes, thinning, varnishing, etc. Amongst 
the people who have been arrested are the 
owners, etc. of these sho^s, for instance, 
one Madan Traders Darbar Paint House, 
etc. These people ha\e bejfcn arrested The 
people apparently went there and purchased 
the liquor which was not meant at all for 
drinking and they drank it. So, a part of 
the fault lies io the misuse of liquor which 


W 1 S not liquor at all, but some other 
chemical conaining alcohol, containing 
methyl in a percentage which would be 
lethal. They ought uot to have done it. 
There is the human tragedy involved. We 
shall certainly look into the leport and take 
whatever action is called for.

MR. SPEAKER : The cut Motions are

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SHP.I S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : I 
would like to confine myself to Demand 
Nos, 5, 32, 34, 42, 54 and 78. 

Re. Demand No. 5, at the very outset I 
would like to congratulate our Armed Forces 
for their heroic victory over the fascist 
forces of Pakistan and helping in the libera¬ 
tion of Bangla Desh. We should not 
grudge saiictioning anything for the welfare 
of the Ja\^ans, especially for the families of 
those Jawans and officers who laid down 
their lives for the sake of the motherland 

1 w'ould request the hon. Minister to 
take a special note of this, to see that the 
grievances of our jawans and of the army 
officers are also removed and they should 
ask the Pay Commission to take special note 
of it, to see that their grades are improved. 

I will be failing In my duty if I do not 
pay my compliments and gratitude to the 
ordnance factory employees and all the 
civilian emplovees woiking in the defence 
establishments. As the Minister for Defence 
acknow’icged both inside and outside this 
Hoi.se. the civilian defence employees have 
done a miraculous job. You can imagine 
their spicnded job because today our 
ordnance factories have reached a stage of 
self sufficiency in the matter of conventional 
weapons. We would no longer be dependent 
upon any other country as far as conven¬ 
tional weapons are concerned for which I 
would express my heart^'eJt thanks to the 
ordnance factory workers imd the workmen 
connected with defence production in all the 
other defence units of the country. The 
Piime Minister has made a fervent plea for 
sell-ieliance and self-sufficiency. I am 
connected with the All India Defence 
Employees Federation and 1 made a fervent 
plea to the Delence employees throughout 
the country to observe 26th January as a 
day of self-reliance. 1 am glad that this 
slogan of self-reliance has now been owned 
by the Government. Within a matter of 5 
years we should attain self-sufficiency in the 
matter of Defence pi eduction. We need not 
rely on any other country, with this country 
or that country. 

1 will be failing in my duty if I do not 
say somethir g about our growing friendship 
with the USSR. We have seen during these 
14 days who are our friends and our foes, who 
are friends in need and in deed, both. I am 
happy to say that the people of this country 
have at last once for all realised that the 
Soviet Union is a friend in need and a 
friend in deed. both. While I pay my 


compliment to the defence employees, I 
would request the hon. Minister, my friend 
Shri Ganesh. to convey our feelings to the 
Defence Minister and the Minister of 
Defence Production who are not present in 
the House, that the 32 employees who lost 
their jobs in the various ordnance factories 
in West Bengal should be reinstated. They 
arc on the streets. I am haopy to say that 
the representation made to the Prime 
Minister was sent to the Defence Minister by 
her and it is our request that these cases 
should be reconsidered in the light of the 
sacrifices made by our defence employees 
during this war. There is nothing against 
the.se 32 employees except some connected 
and fabricated report by the Intelligence, 
Military Intelligence or Central Intelligence, 
but without common intelligence. Therefore 
I would request that these 32 employees 
should be taken back and reinstated. 1 
would also request the hon. Minister for 
Defence Production to kindly see to it that 
the 15 suspended employees in the Gun 
Carriage Factory at Jabalpur are reinstated 
W'ithoiit any further delay. In return, I 
assure, on behalf of the All India Defence 
Employees’ Federation of our unconditional 
support, to see that every inch of our land 
is protected by our jawans and the jawans 
get the best material from the ordnance 
factories. 

Sir, you will remember, lu the Heavy 
Vehicles Factory, the famous tanks, the 
Vaijayantha tanks are being produced. It has 
been proved that the Vaijayantha tanks would 
compare with the Sherman tanks, with the 
Steward tanks and all the new tanks and 
their performance is better than the Patton 
tanks which were given by the USA to 
Pakistan In the same factory there was 
some labour trouble. The strike this time 
was withdrawn at the instance of the 
Minister of Defence Production and by the 
timely intervention of the Chief Minister of 
Tamilnadu, for whom I have great 
regard. No discussion has taken place on 
their demands, and the general manager of 
the Avadi facloiy has not discussed the 
matter with the employees From the 22nd 
onwards, there may be some trouble there, 
which I think sho Id not be allowed to fake 
place. I would, therefore, request the hon. 
Minister to Cvinvey our feelings to the 
Minister of Defence Production and the 
Defence Minister Shri Jagjivan Ram on this 
matter. 

The second item which has been 
mentioned in almost all the Demand^ 
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l^garding interim relief. I would like to 
point out that there has been abnormal 
delay in the submission of the Fay Commts- 
iion’$ report, 1 have used the word 
‘abnormal’ intentionally, and wi'li fu.l 
knowledge. It has already taken two years. 
1 could have understood the First Pay 
Commission taking more time, because at 
that time, there were no data available. 1 
could have understood the Second Pay 
Commission also taking more time, because 
at that time also, there were not so much of 
data available. But now the present Pay 
Commission has already got the First Pay 
Commission’s report, the Second Pay Com¬ 
mission’s report, the Gajendragadkar Com- 
mission’s'repori and the Das Commission’s 
report and all other reports at their disposal. 
So, wly should they take more time ? 

The Centra! Government employees were 
expecting this report latest bv 1st April, 
1972, and we were assured in this House that 
Government would not delay the implemen¬ 
tation of the report. But how could they 
implement it without the report being sub¬ 
mitted ? The new's item which appeared in 
the various newspapers to the effect that the 
Pay Commission was not going to submit 
its report before 197.1 has resulted in growing 
discontent among the Central Government 
employees and also among the Army men 
whose cases are also being dealt with by the 
Pay Commission. So, I would request the 
hon. Minister to use his good offices and see 
that the Pay Commission submits its report 
latest by 30th April, 1972. Any delay in 
the submission of the report may result in 
growing discontent, which is neither in the 
interests of the country nor in the interests 
of the employees themselves. I would like 
to mention here that in case of delay, thou- 
Mods of Government employees who are on 
the verge of retirement would be denied of 
the benefit of the Pay Commission’s report. 

I have collected the statistics, and 1 find that 
nearly 1,32,000 Government employees will 
attain the age of 55 years in 1972, and if 
they are not granted extension, they would 
retire. Nearly 53,000 Government employees 
will attain the age of 58 and they will 
retire during this year. What pensionary 
benefits would ihey get ? I would request 
the hon. Minister to kindly assure the 
House that every effort will be made by 
Government to have the report expedited. 

I know that the Pay Commission is an 
jgdepeiulent or^mtion. 1 would, there* 


fore, request the chairman of the Pay Com¬ 
mission and the members of the Pay Com¬ 
mission, and also the Govcinmenl to see 
that in the larger interest of the Government 
employees, they submit their report at the 
earliest opportunity, and not later than 30th 
April, 1972. 

Then, I come to Demand No. 22 relating 
to pension and o'her retirement Wnefits. 1 
would plead with the Government that the 
cases of the pensioners should be considered 
purely on compassionate grounds. What 
is the condition of a pensioner today ? His 
son has married and he has three children 
and he is unable to support his father. He 
gets only Rs. 20 or 30 or 40 as pension. 
Can you imagine a man getting Rs. 50 or 60 
as pension being in a position to get two 
square meals ? It is impossible for him to 
get two square mealS'a day. 1 would, there¬ 
fore, request that the quantum of pension 
should be increased, and some interim relief 
should be given to the pensioners, and their 
cases should be reconsidered in the light of 
the rising cost of living, 

Then, I come to Demand No. 42. 
Thousands of employees who have been 
working in the Census Department might 
lose their jobs. Some have already lost their 
jobs. The enumeration work which was 
scheduled to have been completed by 1970-71 
had to be carried over to the year 1971-72 
and it had to be postponed on account of 
the mid-term poll. 

So I would request the hon. Minister to 
see that these thousands of youiigmen who 
were rotting in the streets and going to the 
employment exchanges and got a job with 
great difficulty are not retrenched and 
thrown out of their jobs. 

Then I come to Demand No. 54— 
Ministry of Industrial Developmcns. I am 
sorry the Minister in charge is not here. We 
were surprised to read a news item recently 
to the effect that Government had taken a 
decision and the Secretary of the Ministry 
of Indusuial Development was negotiating 
with certain British and other firms to 
import certain manufacturing units from 
Great Britain and Netherlands. Is this seif* 
reliance 7 Is this in accordance with our IP 
Resolution of 1956 ? 

It was also mentioned in the press that 
this matter was not discussed in the Oibinet. 
Why should we import junk ? The hon. 
Ministef in ebatge himself described a Birla 
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concern, the biggest motor concern, the 
Hindustan Motors, as a junk. Why should 
we have to import junk from Britain and 
the Netherlands ? I want to know the truth 
about it. Is it a fact that wc aic importing 
it 7 Has the Cabinet approved of it ? If so. 
is it ip accordance with our policy of self- 
reliance and self-sufficiency ? 

Today a question was asked in this 
House about technical know-how. If some 
countries are not willing to give us technical 
knowhow, there are other friendly countries 
willing to do so. Let dollar aid from 
America stop. We have stopped the PL-480 
and vvithout it, we will attain belf-siifficiency 
in food. If not, we shall remain even 
hungry. But we shall not mortgage our 
independence and sovereignty to any other 
country, east or west. 

So what wc read in the papers was 
something strange &bout the Secretary 
negotiating for the import of manuhictui ing 
units from some countries What is the 
truth about it. This must be clarified not 
by Shri K. R. Ganesh, for whom 1 liave 
great regard, but by the Minister in charge. 

Coming to Demand No. 71, 1 would 
urge the nationalisation of the foreign oil 
companies without further de.ay. Unless 
these are na'iona!i.scd, we cannot attain self- 
sufficiency and self-reliance. Self-reliance 
means that everything in this country should 
be ours. I do not mind some people saying 
that there is a state monopoly. During the 
election, in Delhi the Jan Sangh was pro¬ 
pagating against nationalisation, while we 
were in favour of it. What has happened ? 
The Jan Sangh has been routed. What has 
happened in other States ? The Rajas and 
Maharajas were pleading for privy purses 
ai'd denationalisation of baiks. Now that 
we have got a massive mandate even in the 
States from which 1 hail, I request Govern¬ 
ment that ail foreign oil companies and 
all other monopoly houses should be 
nationalised. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur) ; Some Rajas have crossed over to 
Congress (R). 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Does not 
matter. 

DR. KARNI SINGH (Bikaner) ; The 
princes are now dead. Why does he refer to 
tbem ? 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : They are not 
dead. 

Now I come to Demand No. 78 under 
the Ministry of Steel, Mines and Me*als. 
There is a very sad story here. You 
remember a decision was taken long ago to 
shift the office of the NMDC from Delhi to 
Hyderabad But this was implemented in 
February. We requested the Chief Election 
Commissioner to sec to it that the 400 
employees and 140 family members who are 
all voters are not denied their right to vote 
due to the transfer. 1 hey were not allowed 
to use their franchise I must congratulate, 
I think, the Chief Commissioner who gave 
me a letter w'hich 1 forwarded to the 
Minister concerned He said that it will be 
against the spirit of the Constitution if these 
gentlemen are not allowed to use their 
franchise, but still they were not allowed to 
vote and they were told, “You go to 
Hyderabad and come back and give your 
vole, and the Government will pay you the 
D.-^, TA, etc. Is that fair ? What is the 
condition today in Hyderabad ? These 
employees have brought photographs of the 
building and the new place where the 
building is supposed to be put up, and where 
they are shifted. This is one photograph : 
no door ; no roof even. These photographs 
were taken at Hyderabad on the 3rd March, 
and the transfer took place on the 22nd 
February. Here is another photograph where 
the furniture could not be opened. These 
are all furnitures. [ would like to send these 
photographs to you ; not place on the Table 
of the House, though I would like to place 
them on the Ta^ile of the House. These 
people are being shifted to Hyderabad. 
Heavens arc not going to fall if they can be 
here tilt the buildings are completed at least. 
These people have no work at Hyderabad. 
The gentlemen who is in charge of the 
office there told these 140 employees that 
“You have no work here and you go round 
the Salar Jung Museum and other places.” 
They have no house even. They have no 
work either. There is no questoin of working 
there at all. These are pictures taken on the 
3rd March, and if these pictures are wrong, 
action may be taken against me for mislead¬ 
ing the House. I would like the Minister 
to see that this shifting of the office does 
not take place. 

The last thing that I would request the 
hon, Minister of State for Home AiTairs. 
Mr. Mirdha. who is here, is thi.s. The 
judgment has come in favour of the tem¬ 
porary employees whose services were 
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terminated during the J968 strike. After the 
Kerala high court’s judgment, the Supreme 
Court has also given its judgment in favour 
of the temporary employees getting their 
pay and allowances. The letter and the 
spirit of the judgment should be implemented 
in the case of tie temporary employees who 
lost their jobs during the 1968 strike. They 
were taken back at the instance of the 
Prime Minister and I am thankful to her for 
that. 

Again, those employees should also get 
back their arrears. I would request the hon. 
Home Minister to refer the matter for legal 
opinion to my friend Shii Gokhalc. Let it 
go to the.Law Minister who may weigh the 
entire matter and see that justice is done. 

Last but not the least, I reque.st that the 
Pay Commission’s recommendations in its 
report should be implemented in 1972. 

MR. SPEAKER : Shri Biren Dutta. I 
would request hon. Members to confine their 
speech to the particular demands under 
consideration. I am only giving a general 
direction. 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA (Tripura West) ; 
Sir, while I rise to speak on the supplemen¬ 
tary demands for grants, I want to draw the 
attention of this House to the expenditure 
incurred by the Prime Minister and other 
Ministers during the last elections. In my 
State, I found Shri Siddhartha Shankar Ray, 
the Chief Minister and other Ministers 
travelling there as Ministers and spe.nding 
the money and organising the election 
campaign. I wonder how, even after that, 
our President says that impartial elections 
have been held in India. 

However, I would Jike to draw the 
attention of the Defence Minister to one 
item in the demands. You know at the 
time of the struggle in Bangladesh, Tripura 
was cordoned off aud the people of Tripura 
had to suffer much. Almost all the border 
areas were evacuated, and the Def-mce 
Ministry and its departments took away 
even the huts and the earth dug out in 
many defence establishments, and about iwo 
lakhs of people have been removed from the 
border areas. Unfortunately, these people 
were not even given any help as temporary 
evacuees nor any rehabilitation aid is given 
to them as yet. 1 do not know how it has 
happened. 


MR. SPEAKER : Mr. Dutta, to which 
demand you are referring ? 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA : I am referring 
to the dem.'inds and appropiiations mention¬ 
ed on the first page relating to defence. 

MR. SPEAKER : That is specific. Its 
scope is very limited. « 

SHRI BIREN DUTTA ; 1 should like 
to draw the atiention of the Government 
to this issue. There is an item here with the 
beading; sanction for Tiipiira and Manipur. 
A new State has been constituted m Tripuia. 
As you know Tripura lias suffered very 
much ; it has no railway link at present. I 
want that there sliould be some grant, 
especially to help tlie railway system in 
Silchar area. I should reler to the Bangla 
Desh railw'ay system. If that railway 
system is connected v.itli tlie aid of our 
Gosernment, it may speed ui) ilic ptocess 
of exploration of natuial g.is and oil. 

There is a demand for giant for the 
Border Security Police .and the Central 
police force m Tnpuia. Wc have fiicndly 
relations with Bangla Desh. There are some 
business tiansuctions and in paper it has 
been declared that sone raw materials 
could be freely sold and purchased on both 
sides. But the Border Security Force are 
taking bribes in respect ol sucii traiisactions 
and it gies on in such a manner that if this 
practice is continued, the good relations 
between Bangla Desh and the people of 
Tripura will be seriously hampered within a 
few days. 

There has been so much delay in the 
completion of tlie Damboro project in 
Tripura. As promised, it should be com¬ 
pleted within this year. I learn that they are 
short of funds and so, funds should be 
provided. 

1 support the demands with these few 
words. 1 want to draw attention of the 
Minister once again to the happenings in 
the border. There is a clear directive from 
the Government that materials for building 
houses in Bangla Desh should go from our 
forests without any hindrance. There is no 
legal bar But the police, the C.R.P. and 
the B.S.E. are grabbing money from all 
sections of the people who arg selling the 
goods to Bangla Desh or who are importing 
goods from Bangla Desh. That has been 
brought to my notice even by some M. Ps 
from that area. This should be looked ioto.

•SHRI J. M. GOWDER (Nilgiris) ; Mr. 
Speaker. Sir. I would like to express .some 
of my views on the Supplemen'ary Demands 
for Grants for the year 1971-72. 1 would 
like to point out to you. Sir, that this is a 
conventional annual jugglery indulged in by 
the Central Government. 

Sir, til! March 15 the Central Govern¬ 
ment was keeping quiet. Alter allowing 
eleven months of the >car to lapse, today it 
has come before this House for its appro''al 
to distribute the States* snare of Union Excise 
Duties to the tunc of Rs. 52 44 crores. I 
would like to ask ; how can the State 
Governments spend this money on beneficial 
projects before the close of the year, that is 
to say, within fifteen days ? On account of 
the delaying tactics adopted by the Central 
Government in the matter of giving the 
legitimate share of the central duties, the 
State Governments are left with no alterna¬ 
tive except to take recourse for overdrafts 
from t’.e Rescrv(. Bank of India. Without 
realising tlic problems faced by the State 
Governments, liie Centre has prohibited this 
practice of gcitmg overdrafts fn>m the 
Res ive Bank of Indi.i in lieu of the States’ 
share of central duties. 

I would like to point out, Sir, that, if 
the Central Governmeiu i'-sues the share of 
the Sia es in the Ceniial duties in proper 
time, there will be no necessity for the .States 
to seek oveidi.ifis fiom the Reserve Bank, 
You cannot expect the Sta'cs to utilise this 
money snnciioned at the fag end of the 
year on projects which will yield beneficial 
results to the people Because of the Centre’s 
persistence in continuing tliis practice, I am 
emboldened to Sciy that the Centre is not 
interested m the welfare of the people living 
in the States or c\e;i in tlic States discharg¬ 
ing their diiiics to the people. I would like 
to urge upon the Cenlie through v. ii that 
eiihcr in the bc.iininng of the year they 
should sanction the States’ sliaie of excise 
duties and such other central levies or the 
States should be allowed to take overdrafts 
from the Reserve Ba-ik of India. I would 
also appeal to the Government here that 
they should at least from next year stop this 
kind of improper practice prejudicial to the 
interests of the people and the States. 

In another Demand concerning Tripura 
and Manipur, a sum of Fs. 6.04 crores is 
being sought for the purpose of welfare 
activities for Scheduled Tribes living in this 
area. What kind of welfare activities the 


concerned States can undertake and spend 
this money wltnin a* fortnight ? After 
sanctioning money at the close of the year, 
the Central Government does not hesitate 
to brag about its determination to help the 
people belonging to Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes. I am sure. Sir. you will 
agree with me if I say that this is a fraud 
on the innocent and ignorant people of the 
country. This kind of deception will not 
take the Central Government anywhere. The 
people also are not going to tolerate such 
unfair and improper practices. 

Under Demand No. 124, there is the 
Supplementary Demand of Rs. 1,95,48,000 
in the name of National Textile Corpora¬ 
tion. Some days back, there was a news 
item in the Press that the Central Govern¬ 
ment would be taking over three sick mills 
in Coimbiitoie in Tamil Nadu This deci¬ 
sion was given the widest publicity. There 
is also a Minister from Tamil Nadu to look 
after the interests of these sick textile mills. 
I want to know whether this Supplementary 
Demand includes provision for taking over 
these sick mills in C>iimbatore. The Tamil 
Nadu Government has started to entertain 
the feeling that the Centre is not really 
intcres'ed in taking over these mills because 
of the inordinate delay in implementing its 
decision. In the case of Soma sundara Mills 
in Coimbatore, the Tamil Nadu Oovern- 
ineiit sought the permission of the Centre 
to take over this mill and run it with its 
own resources. The Central Government 
lias not yet conveyed i s sanction to the 
State Government. The State Government 
is wanting to take over a mill within its 
area and run it with the resources available 
to it. Why should there be delay in apirov- 
ing this laud tbie action of the State Govern¬ 
ment ? Even for doing such an appreciable 
thing, the State has to gel the sanction of 
the Centre. What is wrong in that ? It is 
bandied about that the D. M K. Govern¬ 
ment in Tamil Nadu is preaching the idea 
of secession w'hen all the while it wants 
only aiitono.ny for carrying out its mandite 
to the people of the State. -The demand for 
autonomy is being misconstrued as demand 
for secession from the Union of India. Now 
in almos’ all the States there will be Con¬ 
gress Governments. We want autonomy for 
all the State; and not only for Tamil Nadu. 
The States are much more nearer to the 
people than the far-away Delhi where all the 
powers are concentrated. Even for a petty 


•Tbc Original speech was delivered in Tamil, 
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thing like taking ovdr a sick mill and runn¬ 
ing it with its own resources, the State has 
to take the permission of the Centre. Is 
this practice conducive to efficient function¬ 
ing of parliamentary democracy in the 
country ? Out of this sum of Rs. 1.95 
crores, I want to know categorically from 
the hon Minister the exact alloc.uion for 
taking over the sick units in Coimbatore 
and also how many Mills the Centre pro¬ 
poses to take over in Coimbatore. 

1. want also to bring to your notice. Sir, 
another thing. The Centre has to pay its 
share of Rs 19,83.000 to the .State for runn¬ 
ing 5 mills which have been re-opened. The 
State Government has not yet receive.! this 
money and 1 am unable to anoreciate the 
delay on the part of the Central Govern¬ 
ment. This money is due to the State for 
running 5 mills which have been taken over. 

I am constrained to come to the conclusion 
that the Centre looks at every single pro¬ 
blem from a political ang'e. Political 
expediency is the main criterion and not the 
alleviation of the sufferings of thousands of 
labour employed in these Mills. If it is a 
case in Maharashtra or in .^hmedabad, the 
Centre goes post-haste to the succour of the 
sick units. O.i account of the General 
Elections, in one day a mill in Andhra vvas 
taken over by the Centre just before the 
elections. That has given political gains to 
the Centre and the ruling partv here While 
lakhs and lakhs of labour are languishing, 
when their homes and hearths are unlit for 
days and months, the Cemre is proceeding 
ha'tinglv and hesitatingly. Even if a deci¬ 
sion is taken to take over the sick mills, it 
is not i np'cmc ited qu'ckly. Even the money 
due to the .State Govcrnmeit is not given in 
proper time. But. when the State Govern¬ 
ment wants a iionomy so that it can effec¬ 
tively function for the welfare of the people, 
it is branded as demand for secession. 

I would like to warn here that the 
labour should not be made the pawns in the 
chess-game of politics. Their sufferings 
should not be exploited for political advan¬ 
tages. The woes of labour - should not be 
equated with the failure of a political party 
to achieve its objectives. Instead of 
encouraging more industries to come up in 
the State, t he Central Ministers coming from 
Tamil Nadu are bent upon creating and 
fomenting and fanning industrial unrest in 
^he State. The labour is not going to 


tolerate any longer the negligence of the 
Centre. 

Before 1 conclude I want to know 
categorically from’ the Minister what alloca¬ 
tion has been made for taking over the sick 
textile mills in Coimbatore, and how many 
mills arc going to be taken over. I am not 
in a position to suppo’’t these Supplemen¬ 
tary Demands. ^

SHRf S. M. BANERJEE : We are 
worried because it has been published in 
the newspapers that they will submit their 
report by 1973. That is why I met the 
Prime Minister the other day ; she was 
‘ most kind enough to meet our delegation 
5he assured us that she will look into the 
matter^' My worry is only this. Jf they 
submit this report in 1973, nearly 1,42,000 
persons will retire from service in this year 
and they will nut get any benefit out of it. • 
I want this to be submitted quickly. It has 
taken more than 2 years. 


SHRI K. R. GANESH : That is not 
my case. But having said that the Pay 
Commission is doing its best to complete 
its report as quickly as possible, it is also 
my responsibility to place before the hon. 
Members the magnitude^ of the task that the 
Pay Commission is faced with and the num* 
her of memoranda that were submitted to 
them and the detailed discussions that they 
have bad. and the broad terms of reference 
that they have got. With all this, and 
since the hon. Members have already repre¬ 
sented to the Prime Minister also, the Pay 
Commission has indicated that it is doing 
its best to see that it completes its report 
as early as possible. 

The hon. Member had also referred to 
(he census employees. As he is aware the 
very work of the Census Department is of a 
temporary nature.

Minister in the Ministry of Finance 
cannot answer on behalf of the Minister of 
Industrial Development here and now.

SHRI K. R. GANESH ; I shall com¬ 
municate the hon. Member’s views to the 
hon. Minister of Industrial Development. 

The hf^n. Member from the DMK party 
had specifically referred to the question of 
the taking over of the Coimbatore mills. 
I have some facts which I wish to place 
before the House, because the hon Mem¬ 
bers has made a specific reference to it. 
The Tamil Nadu Government have for 
some time past been pressing the Central 
Government for taking over the manage¬ 
ment of six cotton textile mills in Coimba- 
batore district The position of 'hese mills 
is as follows ; In the case of the Coimba¬ 
tore Spinning and Weaving Co. Ltd,, 
Coimbatore, and the Somasundaram Mills 
Ltdi, Coimbatore. (Coimbatore Unit), 
orders under section 18AA of the Industries 
(Development and Regulation) Act autho¬ 
rising. the . Tamil Nadu State Textile Cor¬ 
poration t& take over the management of 
these two mills were iscued on tbe 8th 
InjStant. 

, . As far. as. the Balram Vcrma .Textile 
Mill, Shencottah is concerned, the question- 
of taking over the management of this mill' 
has been considered very carefully and it 
has bran decided that it would be advisable 
to have the affairs of this Bill investigried 
by an investigation coramittoiii 4inder section 
13 of the above-mentioned Act. Necessary 
action ia being taken. . tuid accordingly 
orders are .expected to' be Issped very 
gboi^y. 


In the case of the Palamalai Ranga- 
nathar Mills, Coimbatore and the Paokaja 
Mills Ltd., Coimbatore, both these under¬ 
takings have been ordered to be wound up 
by tbe Madras High Court. Applications 
were made in this court under section ISA 
of tbe above-mentioned Act for permission 
to investigate into the possibility of re¬ 
starting these undertakings. The High 
Court gave the necessary permission on the 
10th instant, and necessary action to 
appoint an investigation committee to look 
into the possinility of re-starting these mills 
is being taken and necessary orders are 
expected to be issued very shortly. 

Kaleswar Mills Ltd., Coimbatore. The 
affa’rs of this Mill have already bran 
investigated and a decision has jpeen taken 
to take over the management of this under¬ 
taking under section 18AA of the above- 
mentioned Act. Meanwhile, the Madras High 
Court has passed a winding up order. It is 
therefore necessary to obtain the permission 
of that court before issuing the necessary 
order under this section. The necessary 
application in this behalf was filed in the 
Madras High Court on the I4th of this 
month. Meanwhile the Tamil Nadu State 
Textile Corporation has obtained stay of 
the operation of the winding up order upto 
the 14tb instant. 

The matter came up before the Madras 
High Court on the 14th instant and on the 
representation of the counsel for the peti¬ 
tioning creditor the case was adjourned for 
one week and is posted for hearing on the 
22nd instant. The ground advanced by the 
advocate for the petitioner was that he had 
not seen the amending Act in which the 
Central Government had been given powers 
to take over the management of under¬ 
takings without investigation. 

My purpose in giving this detailed in- 
fomatioo to tbe hon. member is to dispel 
the doubt that he expressed that the Central 
Government was not interested in dealing 
with the crisis in the textile industry io the 
State. 

.. AN HON. MEMBER : What was the 
date of the taking over of the two mills ? 

SHRI K R. GANESH ; I think 8th. 
Anyway orders have issued. 

My main purpose in saying this was to 
show that the Central Government are alive 
to the problem and as we have Indicated, 
every effort is beio^ made to see M 
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many of the mills as possible are taken 
over. 

He also raised the question of devo¬ 
lution of taxes and ways and means ad¬ 
vances. There is a misconception in the 
mind of the hon. member that the share 
of taxes being given will be given to the 
State Governments now after approval of 
the supplementary demands. He himself 
said that within the next IS days it will 
not be possible for Government to utilise 
the money. The position is this. In regard 
to the devolution of taxes, the monthly pay¬ 
ments are made against the States’ share ; 
for centrally sponsored schemes, quarterly 
payments are made. For plan schemes also, 
monthly p&ymerts are made. Therefore, it 
is a wrong conception on the part of the 
hon. member that because we are seeking 
approval of the House of the supplementary 
demands now, actual payments will be 
made only after the demands are passed. 

I hope my explanation will remove the 
misapprehension of the hon. member. 

The hon. member from the Jan Sangh 
referred to the Alipur mint and overtime 
allowance to the workers there. He tried 
to link up this question with small coin 
shortage in the country. I do not know 
why he is so allergic to the workers of the 
Alipur mint getting their due. These 
workers were entitled to these overtime 
allowances, but for some reason or other 
it could not be given.

From 30 lakh pieces a day, we 
went up to 50 lakh pieces and we propose 
to reach the figure of 80 lakh pieces a day 
which wiil enable us to tackle this problem. 
But the fact is that the small coin shortage 
has been considerably reduced.

APPROPRIATION BILL,** 1972 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R.

SHRI S. M BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
There is a demand which refers to tax on 
income including corporation tax, etc. I 
want to know whether a new committee has 
been ret up to invesfigate into evasion or 
concealment of inconfe-tax because accord¬ 
ing to the latest figures the income-tax 
arrears had risen to^Rs 575 crores We 
find that big business houses are in awful 
tiifeuts. We ere told sometimes that these 
flguree relate only to effective arrears and 
that evasion it more than that. What 


effective steps have been taken to realise in¬ 
come tax from those who have not paid it 7 
I know for instance that in Kanpur in 1957 
the figure was Rs. 4 98 crores. In fact the 
non-payment of Government revenues is the 
capital of some of the capitalists of Kan¬ 
pur. They do not pay the dues of Govern¬ 
ment ; it is their capital. ^ 

Still a sum of Rs. 31 lakhs was written 
off in one case. After great persuasion, I 
am t.old ihe Finance Ministry has again 
pursued the matter. I want to know what 
has happened to it. 

I also want to know whether Govern¬ 
ment are applying their mind to the awful 
condition of Government pensioners. In 
some cases, their condition excites horror 
than pity. In Delhi, whenever we address¬ 
ed election mectirgs, the poor pensioners 
used to come and ask us what the Govern¬ 
ment is doing for them Even the C.G H.S. 
scheme to which we are entitled is denied 
to them. We are not supposed .to be 
Government servants ; even if we are. we 
are the most casual employees because our 
services can be terminated without any 
notice Still, we are entitl'd to this 
scheme. Wc were given an assurunce that 
Government pensioners will be covered by 
the C G H.S but till today this has rot 
been implemented. If I am wrong, I shall 
be happy to be corrected. When we said 
that the Pay Commission should go into 
their conditions, it was rejected on the 
ground that it is not strictly within the 
terms of reference. If that were so, it was 
open to Government to increase the quan¬ 
tum of pension A pension of Rs 30 or 
60 or even 100 is nothing these days. In 
one hour’s time, we increased our allowance 
from Rs 31 to Rs. 51 per dav. But we have 
not been able to adopt any poliry by which 
the fate of the pensioners can be changed. 
They have already submitted a memorandum 
to Government and they are meeting minis¬ 
ters and officials of Government. At the fag 
end of their lives, something must be done 
to see that their condition is improved. 

Even during the British time, even 
though I want that that time should never 
come again, when an employee on the verge 
of retirement went to bid good-bye to his 
boss, that officer used to Employ his son 
Immediately. Today, according to the 
Constitution, this cannot be done because 
qo favouritism ca.i be shown to a 
particular person. Tbe tiailvirayti fife some 
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preference to the children of retired Rail¬ 
way employees, but in other Central 
Government undertakings, this is not being 
done Some method should be found out 
by which some relief can be given to 
Government pensioners either by employ¬ 
ing their sons or increasing the quantum of 
pension. 

Coming to the Information and Broad¬ 
casting Ministry, the lady minister. Shrimati 
Nandini Sifpathy, said that something has 
been done for the staff artistes in AIR. 
But I want to know whether it is a fact 
that some categories of employees have not 
been benefited bv this. They have already 
submitted a memorandum to Government 
and thev have met the minister also. 
If so, I would request the hon. Minister to 
throw some light on this and let us know 
whether the conditions of those employees 
will also be changed. ^ 

Coming to the Ministry of Foreign 
Trade and Supplies, let us know exactly 
how many textile mills have been taken 
over by the National Textile Corporation 
A diflSculty was experienced in connection 
with two mills in Kanpur. An investigation 
had to be carried out and the owner of that 
particular mill used to approach the High 
Court and get an injunction. So, it was not 
possible. Then, we ungrudgingly and will¬ 
ingly passed a legislation here, amending 
the Industries (Development and Regulation) 
Act, to remove that difficulty. 1 Would 
like to know whether those two mills in 
Kanpur have been taken over by this Cor¬ 
poration 

Lastly, in the defence department, 
especially in the ordnance factories, still a 
large portion of the work is given to the 
contractors. It is high time that the con¬ 
tract system is ended. Even during the 
recent war we have seen how some of the 
contractors have betrayed the country. I 
produced before the Defence Ministry 
ofik;ia)s a quilt supplied by a contractor, 
which was supplied to our jawans fighting 
at an altitude of 14,000 ft. which contained 
BO cotton but only cotton waste. So, more 
orders should be placed with the ordnance 
factories and their full capacity utilized 
because we have skill and capacity there. 

Last but not the least, I would come to 
the Pay Commission. The hon. Minister 
said that the First Pay Commission took 
one year and the Second Pay Commission 
took two years. Let the Third Pay Com¬ 


mission not take three years : let it not 
take more ‘han two and a half years. With¬ 
out imputing any motive to the members 
of the Pay Commission, I have sometimes a 
feeling that it is a question of employment 
in their case also. The moment they sub¬ 
mit their report they will become unemploy¬ 
ed. Can we not assure them alternative 
jobs so that they will submit the report 
without further delay ? I do not want any 
assurance from the government. Let them 
convey this feeling to the Pay Commission. 
Now the Central Government employees 
feel hurt. This time we have seen how they 
have voted against reactionary parties and 
supported the progressive groups. I know 
the Finance Minister is a man who believes 
in progressive methods. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Socialism. 

SHRI S. M. BANBRJEE: I do not 
know who is practising socialism. He is 
a progressive person. So, I would request 
him to ask the Pay Commission to expedite 
their report. With these words, I support 
these demands. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) ; Sir, these excess demands for 
1969-70 were scrutinised by the Public 
Accounts Committee in their sitting held on 
the 20th December, 1971, The Committee 
in paragraph 2 34 of their 29th Report pre¬ 
sented to Parliament on the 21st December, 
1971 recommended the regularisation of 
these excess demands by Parliament. The 
presentation of these excess demands follows 
iliat particular recommendation of the 
Public Accounts Committee These dO" 
maods were presented during Itfae current 
session on the 13th March, 1972. 

The hon. Member has raised some 
specific points. One question refers to the 
pensioners. The stand of the government 
on that question has been stated from time 
to time. After tlie Third Pay Commis^on 
has presented its report about the serving 
employees and their retirement benefits we 
will give consideration to the question of 
pensioners

SHRl CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) : Hon. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, 1 just have taken the floor only to 
bring to the notice of the hon. Minister 
certain specific points. 

I have been for some time an admirer 
of the little efficiency of the Railway Board, 
but, of late, I find—it is most unfortunate, 
I do not know whether some metamorphosis 
has taken over the Railway Board—that 
lethargy and a kind of attitude which is 
completely anti-employees in outlook has 
taken over the authorities of the Board. 

I would on'y like to bring to the notice 
of the hon. Minister two or three points 
which I have been pursuing for the last six 
months after the cyclone that overlook 
Orissa. 

There were certain areas which were 
affected by cyclone last year and almost all 
the railway employees wert affected by this 
cyclone. Before cyclone there were floods 
ill those areas and it was so kind of the 
Railway Minister and the Ministry that 
they gave a first advance to the Railway 
employees so far as floods were concerned. 
Now, when the cyclone came—it was not 
that the Railway employees wanted it to 
come, it was a natural calamity—there were 
stipulations by the Finance Ministry that 
once an employee got the first advance, he 
could not get the second advance unless the 
first one was cleared. But it was so kind 
of the Finance Ministry and the Railway 
Minister also who pursued this with the 
Finance Ministry that this stipulation was 
waived because that was a special natural 
calamity and it was decided so far as Bihar, 
Assam and Orissa were concerned, that to 
all the employees who were affected by 
floods or cyclone, an additional ainount of 
50% will be given as second advance be¬ 
cause that stipulation was waived by the 
Finance Ministry and the Railway Ministo- ; 
alw agreed and io fac^ .a letter wm dfaftrii .. 
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to that effect that they would get the second 
advance. But, most unfortunately, some¬ 
how or other—who intervened. I do not 
know, but, I am quite sure, the Chairman 
of the Railway Board, Mr. Baliga, I want 
to name him —after he took over, he had 
intervened in the matter and he had bungled 
the whole affair. You will bo s irpri'ted to 
know that the letter was drafted and it was 
to be sent to me, that the first advance that 
the railway employees have taken and the 
second advance that will be made, will be 
compounded together and the recovery will 
start on this compounded sum. It was 
applied to Bihar and the same thing will 
apply to Orissa. Somehow, three months 
have passed, three circulars have gone, each 
circular amending the earlier one. but the 
Railway employees in Orissa affected by the 
cyclone, have not yet received their second 
advance. So, I appeal to the hon. Railway 
Minister because of the bungling of the 
Railway Board Chairman that he should at 
least row intervene in the matter and the 
Railway employees in the South Eastern 
Railway should get this facility, i will 
pursue this again and again till iustice is 
done. 

Now, I come to the question of staff 
welfare. It is most unfortunate. The rail¬ 
way cnipIo\ees have all along demanded 
that there must be a Hca'ih Home for the 
Railway employees in Puri You know, 
Puri is a heilth resort. Evcrvbodv knows 
it and perhaps all the railway officers go 
there for a change of climate I do not 
know why the authorities are not agreeing 
to set up a Health Home at Puri for the 
welfare of the Railway empinyees. This is 
a genuine request and I appeal to the 
Railway Minister that a Health Hone 
should be set up at Puri for the beneht of 
the railway employees. 

With regard to the subsldited railway 
hostel at Cuttack, after many years of 
efforts we got this hostel Year by year 
the demand is increasing for seats in this 
railway hostel at Cuttack. Everytime we 
come to the Ministry, they say, ‘We are 
going to increase the seats in the. Railway 
subsidised hostel at Cuttack* bemuse the 
demand has increased and the railway em¬ 
ployees* children want to stay thm. it 
was sanctioned also that they will have 
more accommodation. I do tipt know why 
It has not been done. | hpp^ this will also 
he looked Into, 

^hat lhay a little mitiide 

tbe kope^ hut I want to uke only a few 
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minutes. For the last several years I have 
been requesting the hon. Railwiv Minister 
about this. The capital city of O'issa is 
exnanding In both directions, —from one 
side to cuttack and the other side to 
Khnrdah. There was only one station at 
Bhubaneswar which was remodelled only in 
1964 when Pandit Nehru went there to 
address the All India National Congress 
Conference. As the population of the city 
has increased now to 1.2S lakhs, the city 
needs two pas-'enger halts, one at Shahid- 
nagar and the other near Li-tgar^ teraoie 
side for the convenience of the passengers. 
The third passenger halt may be set up at 
Dhaulimuhan I request the hpn. Minis^r 
to throw some light on my suggestions. 

La<tly, I want to say something about 
the pensionary charges. There is additional 
provision of Rs. 150.49 lakhs for meeting 
the increased expenditure to be paid to 
staff who retire from railway service undk 
retirement benefit scheme. It is a good 
scheme and I welcome this, but I learnt 
from some of the railway employees that 
if this date could be advanced a little, then, 
many of the employees will take benefit of 
this scheme. So, I request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to consider thi>i suggestion so that some 
of them may take advantage of the sche-me. 
It is a pood scheme end many of the em¬ 
ployees may be able to take advaotage of 
it. That is why i am making this humble 
suggestion. I request the hon. Minister 
to throw some light on these points. Thaik 
you.

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 1 am greatfui to 
you for giving n'e an opportunity to speak 
on Soppletnentery Demands for grants for 
the year 1971-72. 

Under Supplementary Demand No 3, a 
sum of Rs. 42 000 is being sought for pay¬ 
ment as subsidy to owners of branch lines. 
In one particular case, for the year 197.-72 
an amount of Rs. 75,000 is to be paid as 
subsidy to a company running a branch . 
line. Out of this, Rs. 42,000 is being paid 
to' make up the total earnings of the com- 
pai^ to ajApecified minimum, if the com- 
piuiy owning such a branch line is not able 
to tuA'It <aitd make revenue of even a speci¬ 
fied minim^um, why should it be allowed to 
continue' in the bands of private people ? 
If such linM are to be run at the cost of 
public, interest, why should not they be 
token over by the Government, instead of 
^atibsidising the specified minimum 7 1 want 

to know how many such branch lines are in 
the hands of private companies receiving 
subsidies from the Cov^nment. 1 would' 
alsp ask the Railway Minister to inform the 


House as to.how long such subsidies will be 
continued to' be given to these branch 
lines. 

Under Demand No. 5, on account of 
reclass'Acatiorr of certain cities, a sum ^f 
Rs. 56 38 lakhs is to be' paid towards 
increased rates of - travelling allowances, 
night duty allowance. House Rent Allow¬ 
ance etc. to the employees. 

Here I would refer to the problems 
faced by the,Central Government emplovees 
living outside Madras in such places like 
Tambaram, which is just 17 miles away 
from Madras You know. Sir, that Madras 
is exp.anding very fast and the people have 
to take shelter outside Madras City if they 
are to make both ends meet. Just because 
they are living outside Madras, they are not 
getting the same rates of allowances as 
their colleagues who, live in Madras City 
get. This vicious dispariiy should be done 
with by declaring that the emplo>ees living 
in Tambaram also would get the same rates 
of allowance as others living in Madr^as 
City. This will be doing justice to the 
employees. 

Under Demand No 8, we find that an 
increased amount of Rs. 24,22,000 is to be 
paid as compensation for goods lost or 
damaged in transit. 1 am pained to see 
that the amount of compensation on this 
score is increasing year by year. If ade¬ 
quate steps had been taken to avoid the 
loss of goods and damage to gi ods in 
transit, the amount of compensation should 
naturally have come down. Instead it is 
going up. This can only mean that the 
Railways are not doing what they should. 

I would like to know what concrete stq^ 
have been taken to reduce the loss, and 
damage to goods in transit. 

Under Demand No. 14, there is reference 
to the eiectrificatipn of Madras-Vygyawada 
section. 1 want to know when this work 
will be completed. Here, 1 would request 
the boq. Minister to consider the long stand¬ 
ing deniiand of the people for electrifying 
the Madras-Bangalore line. You know. 
Sir, that Bangalore ig not pnly the home¬ 
town of our Railway Minister but also an 
important industrial centre close to Madrus 
which is a port town. There is. always 
heavy trafiSc on this route. If it will take. 
long years, at least this wc^ can be taken 


spei^h w^ 
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up in stages. Initially, MadraS'Katpadi 
section can be electrified, then Katpadi* 
Jalarpet and lasly Jalarpet>Bangalore. This 
wjil greatly assist smooth and quick fiow 
of traffic, both passenger and goods, bet¬ 
ween Bangalore and Madras. 

Under Demand No 18, it is stated : 

‘’T*4o appropriation to Development 
Fund was proposed In the Budget 
Estimate, 1971-72 as no revenue surplus 
was anticipated. Revised estimates for 
1971-72 anticipate a surplus of Rs. 9.08 
crores...” 

1 would not have raised this point if this 
surplus was only a few lakhs of rupees. 
Here the surplus is the massive figure of 
Rs. 9.08 crores. It is amazing that, with 
all the fabulously salaried financial wizards 
in the Railway Board, the Riilway Minister 
could not anticipate a surplus of Rs 9 03 
crores. In other words it means that the 
Railway Minister was* forced to increase 
fares and fieights for want of this surplus, 
which could have been avoided if this sur¬ 
plus had been foreseen Ian really find¬ 
ing it difficult to accept the Budget pro¬ 
posals of the Railway Minister in this back¬ 
ground. I would naturally entertai i doubts 
about the proposals in the Budget because 
of the wrong anticipation of revenue sur¬ 
plus I want to know whether these 
officials had been asked to explain why 
they could not foresee such a revenue 
surplus of Rs. 9.08 crores. 

Recently, the General Manager of 
Southern Railway, it seems, visited Valaja 
Road—Ranipettai section and expressed the 
view that this was an uneconomic line. He 
was of the view that this line could con¬ 
veniently be closed That is what the 
people of the area told me when I met 
them just a few da%8 back. 1 want to point 
out here that in this area Parry Company 
is there. This unit manufactures many 
consumer goods which are to be transported 
regularly. This line is also useful for the 
labour to go to their work. This is not a 
line meant for making profit but for the 
convenience of labour, working class and 
the iucal people to move about. I would 
ur^ upon the Railway Minister that this 
line should not be closed. I would like to 
suggest that in order to make this line 
economic this line can be extended up to 
Thindivapani via Arcot, Cheyyar, Vandavasi. 
Alternatively, by having a line between 
Val^ Road to Thiruttanl, a famous pii- 
iriiQ centre in South, via Arakkonam, the 


so-callad loss that may occur on the 'Valaja 
Road-Ranipettai line can be oiT-set. The 
traffic congestion will also be reduced consi¬ 
derably For the people tjvfng at Rani- 
pettai and beyond, if they want to cat^ 
the trains running on the main lines, this 'Is 
only connecting line This is more or less 
a life-line for them Hence I suggest tht^t 
this idea about closing this Valaja Road- 
Ranipettai line should be droppted for evem 
If it is found uneconomic, as 1 suggested 
earlier, it can be extended up to Thindfva- 
nam and there can be another line froqi 
Valaja Road to Thiruttani via Arakkonam. 

With these words, I conclude.

MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHP SHAFI QURESHI) : I am grate¬ 
rs to «ie hon, Membcri who have partici- 
patfid in thU debate on Supplementary 
DeoiaiKis for-the Ministry of Railways. 

Itt a separate' booklet we have givsn the 
de'aiii of these Demands. I would try to 
briefly summarise these Demands. 

Twelve Supplementary Demands and ten 
Supplementary Appropriations for charged 
expenditure aggregate to Rs. 31.23 crores. 
Oh lUveoue Working Expenses, six Supple* 
nwgttary. Demands under Grants Nos. 4. 5, 
6..9, 9 apd lO-total Rs. 21.40 crores. The 
f^ra' expenditure for whidt the SUpplemea* 


tary provision has been necessitated is 
mainly due to factors which came up during 
the course of the year such as additional 
Interim Relief sanctioned 1^ the Government 
with effect from 1st October. 1971 on the 
recommendations of the Third Pay Commjs-. 
sion, restoration of cyclone and flood damage 
and the repairs to breaches, additional 
payments of hire for tetecommunicatfon 
facilities, etc. 

Then on the Works Grants, one Supple* 
mentary Demand of Rs. 17 96 crores under 
Grant No. 15 is mainly for purchase of more 
stores for Works, general purpose stores, 
etc. Then, there is one Supplementary 
Demand for Rs 2 19 lakhs due mainly to 
net earnings payable to worked lines on 
account of increase in trafSc. , 

Then the supplementary Demand of 
Rs. 1 50 crores is for meeting the increased 
expenuiture to be paid to staff who retire 
from the railway service under the pensionary 
form of retirement benefits. The amount 
of Rs. 44 78 lakhs under item 18 represents 
part of revenue surplus proposed to be 
appropriated to development fund. There 
are other Supplementary Demands for 
appropriating the revenue reserve, payment 
towards amortisation, over*capitalisatioa, etc. 
and these are all given In the booklet. 

There are certain points and issues raised 
by the hon. Members which can ne covered 
during the Budget Debate. I would only 
touch some of the points here which are 
relevant to the Demands today. Mr. 
Chandrashekhar Singh started his speech 
with speaking about the various charges of 
corruption on Railways. He said, certain 
empto>ees of railways who were instrumental 
in detecting thefts and locating cases of 
bribery were punished. 1 strongly refute 
this charge. In fact, Rad'vays have always 
encouraged such information from thdr 
employees and they have also given them 
proper awards fur giving such information. 
It is our constant endeavour to put it down. 
I do not say that there is no corruption in 
the Railways, it is there. But every effort 
is to be made to curb it and 1 seek the 
cooperation of the House to eliminate this 
very serious evil in our society. Then he 
talked about large number of employees being 
penalised and punished by the Railway 
auihoriiies. Sir, as would be seen, the 
relations between the Railway employees and 
the Railway ad<uinistration are very cordial. 
It is. only in very hard cases where there it 
height of indiscipline where work suam.«s^ 
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fShri Mohd. Shafi Qureshl] 
where Railways suffer losses worth lakhs of 
rupees that some disciplinary action had to 
be taken. I am sure that no hon. Member 
would like to condone such serious offence 
committed by any railway employee. 

Then, many other points were raised by 
hon Members with regard to catering, with 
regard to punctuality of the irains. with 
regard to additional lines to be put up in 
various areas and change of gauge and 
various other things. These are all the 
matters which are constantly under review of 
the Railway Ministry and as and when the 
funds are available. Economic Surveys are 
made and Traffic Surveys are made and all 
these facilities are then given to the particular 
area. Various points were made about the 
service on the Railways ; we have not been 
able to do much in this regard, but 1 am 
hopeful that with the new awarei ess which 
has come in the country, every officer of the 
Railway Department realises his responsibility 
and 1 am sure, we will be able to achieve 
good results. 

Shri Chintamani Panigrahi referred to 
advance given to the cyclone-stricken people 
of Orissa. He said that the cyclone advance 
to the staff of the SE Railway has not been 
paid properly and all that. But the position 
is this. Normally only one advance is 
admissible and if a second advance is 
claimed, that would be granted only after 
adjusting the balance amount outstanding 
out of the first advance. Having regard to 
this particular situation Coverment decided 
as a special case, to permit additional amount 
equal to 50 per cent of the second advance 
otherwise admissible, subject to the overall 
limit of Rs. 500. Instructions for grant Of 
this extra amount have been issued to the 
S. E Railway. They called for applications 
against this supplementary concession on 
7ih February, 1972... 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
This is not the case so far as Bihar is 
concerned. I am sure the hon. Minister has 
been wrongly briefed. 1 know this because 
I have the letter from which he is reading. 
There is a dispu'e about that With regard to 
the case which he is referring to and all the 
eorrespondance, 1 would be willing to place 
ail of them, if you like, on the Table of the 
House and you may set up a Committee to 
go into ail things, to know where they have 
bungled. 1 would again submit all these 
l^gpen to thf |^»i. H>ttister for reference. 


SHRI MOHD. SRAFI QURESHI,: The 
information which is in my possession reveals 
that funds have already been sanctioned and 
payment is in progress. 

With regard to the second point r^sed 
by Shri Chaintamani Panigrahi regarding the 
option given to the railway employees, I 
would like to point out that several options 
have already been given and f e Jgst date 
for opting for pension was the 31st March, 
1969 This date was announced several 
months m advance, and ample notice was 
given to the employees But i appreciate 
the importance of the point raised by the 
hon. Member This is a very important 
matter and we have to con^ide^ this issue. 
It is not only the Railway Mi.nistry which is 
concerned, but the Ministry of Finance has 
also to be consulted. I can assure the hon. 
Member that purejy on humanitarian 
grounds, this issue can be reconsidered and 
I shall have a fiesh look into this whole 
matter. 

Many hon. Members had referred to the 
question cf staff welfare and what we were 
doing in that regard. Especially Shri 
Mohammad Ismail referred to the problems 
of the railway staff and said that the staff in 
the railways were the most neglected lot in 
the country. 1 do not know where from he 
has got this information. It has been and 
it continues to be our sincere endeavour and 
effort to work for the benefit and welfare of 
our staff and employees, and the railways 
have attached always considerable importance 
to this aspect of the Railway Ministry, I 
would like to give here briefly the way in 
which the Staff Benefit Fund is being utilised, 
because Shri Mohammad Ismail had raised 
this particu'ar issue. The Staff Benefit 
Fund is managed at the headquarters and on 
divisions by committees of representatives of 
recognised unions and the administration. 
The Fund received a contribution at the 
rate of Rs 4.50 per non-gazetted employee 
on the zonal railways. Additional ad hoe 
grants to the tun* of Rs. 0.93 million were 
made to the Fund mainly for sports activities. 
Of the total amount of Rs, 8.24 million 
disbursed from the Fund in 1970-71, Rs. 3.28 
million was spent on relief of distress and 
assistance to sick employees. Rs 2171 milUonjl' 
on the education of the children of the staff,' 
Rs. 0.94 million on sports, Rs. 4).71 tnilHon 
on recreation and amusement, Rs. 0.30 
million on scouting and Rs, 0.30 million on 
other miscellaneous items, 
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Shri Chintamani Panigrahi referred to 
some hostel and to a holiday home at Puri. 
1 do not have the full details with me at 
this time, but 1 shall certainly look into it. 

In regard to holiday homes, besides 20 
holiday homes located on different railways, 
there are two all-railway holiday hom:s at 
Srinagar ind at Pahalgam respectively. Over 
3,600 class III and class IV emoloyees 
availed themselves of the holiday homes. 

Shri Mohammad Ismail referred to the 
neglect being faced by the children of the 
employees and their dependents. There 
again, 1 shall have to refer to the fact that 
seven hundred and forty-seven educational 
institutions, including three intermediate 
colleges functions, on the railways for the 
education of the children of the railway 
employees in 1970-71 against 135 in 1949-50, 
155 in 1955-56, 661 in 1960-61, 745 in 1966- 
67, 746 in 1967-68 and 749 and in 1968-69 
and 1969-70. The number of children who 
attended these institutions during the year 
was 147, 179. 

We are spending a lot of money on 
health also. In 1950-.^I, the number of 
hospitals was 4i6, and in 1970-71 it has gone 
up to 651. The number of beds which was 
?,435 in 1950-51 has gone up five times and 
it is now 10 430. Whereas the cost of 
medical and health services per capita was 
Rs. 32.30 in 19.'0-5I, todav it is Rs. 137.79. 

This is a clear indication about the wel¬ 
fare of the employees of the railways. 

As regards relations between the manage¬ 
ment and organised labour unions, they are 
very cordeat. A total of 18479 items were 
discussed in 905 meetings of the permanent 
negotiating machinery at divisional, zonal 
and Railway Board levels. With regard 
to the general public, some hon. members 
said that the Railway Board is callous to¬ 
wards complaints made. This is not so. 
In fact, the railways have trie I to under¬ 
stand the problems of the people. This is 
why we are having these committees at the 
divisional, -zonal and parliamentary levels. 
Besides we are getting lots of letters. The 
hob. Minister gets about 100 a month ; I 
get the same number. In these also, various 
problems are raised by hoo. members. We 
are trying to keep in touch with the gene¬ 
ral public, the travelling puolic and the 
business community, because after all, we 
are a commercial organisation and we have 
to iopk to the comfort and convenience of 
tit?. .is^oiild, nice to allure the 

House mt oot only the CiMiraisa hut the 


members of the Railway Board are also 
very co-operative, and if hon. members feel 
there is any matter which requires the atten¬ 
tion of the Rnilway Board, Chairman or 
the Minister, they are welcome to raise it 
and 1 am sure they will get the fullest co¬ 
operation. 

The hon. member from Tamil Nadu 
criticised the quantum of the supplementary 
demand of Rs. 8.60 crores under No. 19 and 
asked what the accounts officers who were 
drawing fat salaries were doing and why 
they could not foresee this beforehand. The 
hon. Minister in his budg't speech yester¬ 
day explained how this had arisen and I 
would not like to go into it at this stage. 
I think there would be another occasion 
coming in reply to the budget debate when 
this can be clarified. 

With regard to the huge bill of claims, 
it is true they are going up. But this is 
largely due to large scale pilferage and 
thefts on the railways Every effort is being 
made to check this. We have directed the 
concerned zones to see that the goods given 
by the consignors to be safely delivered to 
the other end are sifely delivered and that 
the claim bills come down ■ Steps are be¬ 
ing taken to check pilferage in transit. 1 am 
sure hon. members will appreciate the 
efforts the railtvays are making To check 
this evil. We may not succeed 100 per cent, 
but 1 am sure a beginning has been made 
and some very good results will be forth¬ 
coming. 

,5'-'me hon. m-rnbers from Riiasthan. 
Shri Drsa, Shri Berwa and others spoke 
about the neg'ect of the nop rail areas. The 
railways are impartial. We look at the 
country as a who’e. as a unit. Wherever 
traffic demands arise, wherever there is 
economic iustification for laving new lines, 
railways do not hasitate to do so. After all, 
it is the overall develooment of the country 
which has to be kept in view It Is true cer¬ 
tain areas are lagging behind in rail facili¬ 
ties, bui that should not give the Impression 
to anv hon. member that that Is done at ‘he 
cost of some other state. After all, it is our 
endeavour to see that all the state capitals 
are linked to Delhi bv trains similar to the 
Raidhnni Express running between Delhi 
and Howrah. We also want to see to the 
internal development of the railways in a 
particular area : when industries grow uo In 
certain areas, when there is traffic iustifl- 
eation, I do nnt think raiiwavi have any 
basitation in taking ap tho quostioo of 
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I laying new Iine« and soreading the railway 
network throughout the country. 

I can once again assure the hon. Mem¬ 
bers from Rajasthan that their needs have 
not been ignored and their needs will be 
kept in view, and when funds are available, 
and traffic justification is there, I am sure 
that when they make out a case for traffic 
justification and when we see that there is 
need for a new railway line, we shall cer¬ 
tainly without any hesitation take up new 
works in that particular area. 

With regard to his particular station, 
Pali, I have an open invitation from the 
hon. Member to visit Pali. He has been 
looking %fter the work of the Municipal 
Corporation there. He has been the Chair¬ 
man of the Corporation, and I have no 
reason to doubt whatever he says. If pali 
needs Improvement, certainly we shall see 
that funds are made available to do some 
urgent repairs to that particular station...

LAM : No specific amount as being loi^ 
diuing the year 1971-72 has yet been arrived 
at. That will Still depend on the finalisation 
of accounts after the conclusion of the finan¬ 
cial year which ends on 31st March, 1972. 
Regarding the amount which can be assessed 
as being responsible arising out of the loss of 
production, it is extremely difiBcuIt to make 
any accurate figure out of this because, for 
instance, the loss of production in one part of 
the plant does not necessarily mean the loss of 
production of steel. There may be a case 
where there is a loss of production in a bloo¬ 
ming mill but still the extra ingots which 
cannot be processed and whieh are not put 
through the blooming mill are not a loss 
because they can be sold anyway. It is 
extremely difficult to make any quantitative 
assessment of the exact amount of loss due to 
mechanical breakdowns. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : May I know 
from the hon. Minister specifically whether 
it is a fact that the major losses in the Hindus¬ 
tan Steel Limited have not been due to labour 
trouble but due to n^igence and bad main¬ 
tenance of machinery ? 

My second supplementary question is this. 
Recently Soviet and British experts had come 
to examine these machinery and to find out 
the technical fault. Have they given any 
report and if so, what are their major 
findings ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : The hon. Member may not be entirely 
correct in saying that the major losses are 
due to mechanical breakdowns. There arc a 
large number of contributory causes ; among 
them are also our difficulties in relation to 
labour discipline. But I do not think that 
Government, at any time, has stated that the 
major reason for the losses is that. 

So far as the Soviet experts are concern^, 
they have not been dealing with the equip¬ 
ment in the steel plants as a whole but., 
principaUy with the position in the coke oven, 
and on the basis of their reports and advice, 
remedial steps are being taken.

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : The hoa. Member is probably not 
entirely possessed of knowledge of how a 
steel plant works. He would appreciate if he 
knew how a steel plant worked that mere 
loss of production in one particular area in 
the steel plant does not mean loss of produc¬ 
tion of steel as a whole. If there is loss of 
production in the steel melting shop, then 
that mainly is loss of production as a whole 
because that leads to a specific decrease in the 
quantity of steel produced. But if after steel 
has been produced in the steel melting shop 
and casting of ingots there is loss of produc¬ 
tion either in the blooming mill or in any of 
the finishing mills, it is quite piossible that there 
is no actual loss of production of steel because 
what has been cast as ingots in the steel 
melting shop can be used either in some other 
finishing mill if it has come through the bloo¬ 
ming mill or can be sold as even ingots pure 
and simple. That is why there is the difficulty 
in making a quantitative estimate of the exact 
financial loss that is caused by any loss of pro¬ 
duction in any particular area of steel plant. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA : How 
does the hon. Minister explain too many 
losses or too many breakdowns as compared 
to the mills in the private sector ? 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMANGA- 
LAM : The question whether there are too 
many or too few is a relative question. In 
certiun areas, undoubtedly, the number of 
breakdowns is more than one would ordma> 
rily eiqsect and that is due, as we have stated 
"’eva^ earlier in this Hot^, to inefficiency in 
nudhtcaence which we are ttddng. steps to 
remedy.,.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA J I would 
like to know whether the ' incidence jaf 
mechanical breakdown in these three plants 
as revealed in the figures supplied to us is 
more or less the normal which is expected in 
steel plants of this type and judgmg from the 
example of other countries also or whether 
it is considerably higher than the normal 
that can be expected, and if it is higher, 
what steps have been taken not only in res¬ 
pect of stocks of spares but of carrying out 
necessary changes in the management which 
is responsible for such a heavy loss. 

SHRI S. MOHAN KUMARAMAN- 
GALAM : 1 think it will be correct to say 
that the number of break-downs is some¬ 
what higher than in advanced industrial 
countries like Japan, United States or the 
Soviet Union. 

So far as the steps that are being takeh 
arc concerned, I have already indicated that 
the maintenance organisations in the HSL 
plants have been strengthened and capital 
repair groups have been set up to take care 
of the major repair programmes in the varioqii 
units. 

Regular maintenance plans are drawn 
up by the plants for routine and preventive 
repairs and these are being followed regularly. 

So far as re-organization is concerned, 

I think the hon. Men^ber is aware that dur¬ 
ing the last year we have b^ . placing 
emphasis on the promotkm of persons asso¬ 
ciated with steel over the years and we 
believe that this will lead to improvemtrnt.

Member will remember this that once they 
cross the border as citizens of Bangla Desh 
they are being looked after and every effort 
is being made to settle them there. There 
are some refugees, I know, in whose case 
there were some difficulties in getting back 
their homes and their lands because the re¬ 
cords arc not there. Every effort i\ being 
made at Government to Government level to 
sec that all these thmgs are set right. We 
have no knowledge so far that any refugees 
who have already gone there have iturncd 
back with disappointment. We have no in¬ 
formation on that. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; As mentioned 
by my friend Mr. Tridib Chaudhuri, over 
90 per Cent of the house of refugees who 
were coming into India were looted and 
completely destroyed and their lands also. I 
personally visited those places. I made an 
extensive tour of Bangladesh. They are in 
this unfortunate position that they are not 
getting back their houses and their lands and 
their rehabilitation problem is creating tre¬ 
mendous difficulties there. So, I want to 
know whether the Goverment is having any 
di8cu»ion with the Goverment of Bangladesh 
to provide necessary help so that the speedy 
rebabiKtation of these refugees may be effect¬ 
ed.

Member is aware, atrocidto oounaUtod are 
without any disrinction on diat part of East 
Bengal, which is Bangladesh now. A large 
number of houses were destooyed not only of 
those who crossed over but also those who 
are still living in Bangla Desh. I cannot give 
the exact figure, but devastations on a vast 
scale have taken place. Not only were they 
uprooted, but according to Government inform 
mation, nearly about 3 million of them have 
suffered devastation of this land. Regarding 
the other point, we have very close liaison 
and we are assured, and we have no ground 
to disbelieve it, that the Bangladesh Govern¬ 
ment is doing everything possible to resettle 
them. The difficulty is faced as the land 
records have been destroyed. We will give 
whatever help is required by the Bangladesh 
Government to see that they are settled 
properly. Regarding the second question, I 
have no information to the effbet that some 
people here who were not in the camps but 
who were staying with some families sent 
some member for reconnaissance there to the 
other side and got some information. I am 
not prepared to believe this nor would 
Govenunent like to be guided by such in¬ 
formation. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : What does the 
hon. Minister mean by this ? He himself 
had admitted that at least 20 lakhs of refu¬ 
gees were living outside the camps. What 
kind of answers is he giving ? I seek your 
protection. Sir. Government themselves have 
admitted that about 30 lakhs of refugees 
were living outside the camps. So, what 
kind of answers is the hon. Minister giving ? 

MR. SPEAKER : What kind of supple¬ 
mentary questions is the hon. Memibinr 
asking ? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : He is a respon¬ 
sible Minister. But what kind of answera is 
he giving ?

If we 
start providing them with assistance, they will 
stay on here, and we do not want that to 
happen.

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SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR ; The refugees 
who crossed over since 25th March, 1971 were 
registered as foreign nationals, and they are 
being repatriated. Those who came earlier at 
the time of the Partition and later on, in two 
waves, are migrants, and we had not registered 
them as foreign nationals. There is a certain 


amount of eagerness that has come to ottr 
notice that just at the others have gone bat^ 
likewise, the refugees who came earlier also 
would like to go back. But that question will 
have to be taken up at an approriate time with 
the Bangla Desh Government.

covered under the scheme sus on 31st December, 
1971 is 7.34 lakhs. 

SHRI R. P. YADAV : I wanted to know 
the number as on 28th February, 1971 . 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : .. consis- 
ting of 5.3 lakhs workers who have opted for 
the scheme and 1.95 lakhs workers who have 
become members compulsorily from 1st March, 
1971 .1 am afraid it would be difficult for me 
to give the ocact number as on that particular 
date which the hon. member wants.

But those newly enter¬ 
ing the service compulsorily come under the 
scheme. These apprehensions have been 
removed. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Is it a fact that all 
the central trade unions have represented to 
the ministry that the old employees are enjoy* 
ing other facilities and perhaps will lose be^ 
cause of the introduction of this scheme and 
therefore, there is less of option by the old 
employees ? Is it also true that the central 
trade unions have requested the Ministry to 
remodel the whole scheme so as to make it 
beneficial to all categories of workers, old and 
new ? If so, what steps have Govenunent 
taken in this regard ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : Hie ccntial 
trade union organisations have addressed a 
communication pointing out the hesitation on 
the part of those who are already in emfdoy- 
ment. As I ex{dained, earlier, this is because 
they feel that the retirement benefits are not 
so attractive; they do not look at it from die 
point of view of benefit after death . This 
aspect has been home in mind, but we do 
not think at the present stage a change or 
modification is called for. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN s Do the 
workers who were not coming under the pun* 
view of the Industrial Disputes Act come 
under this scheme 7 Also, do the raibwiy 
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employees get the ben^t of this scheme ? 
If not, why not ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR 5 At the pre¬ 
sent juncture, workera who come under the 
Industrial Disputes Act are covered by the 
scheme, provided they are members of the 
Iknployccs Provident Fund or an exempted 
Fund . 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN ; Do workers 
who do not come under the ID Act come 
under this scheme ? 

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : I do not 
diink so.

(b) Government of India consider that 
bilateral issues between India and Pakistan 
should be solved without third party inter¬ 
ference. The State of Jammu and ^Kashmir 
is an integral part of India. Reference by 
any country inconsistent with this position 
amounts to interierence in our internal affairs. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I take it that 
reference to Kashmir was made in the conun- 
unique and it is inconsistent with our view 
about what is our own internal affair. There¬ 
fore, I would like to know from the hon. 
Minister whether he has taken any steps to 
pursue this any further either with the Chinese 
Government or with the Government of 
Pakistan. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : Our e4>re- 
ssion of our stand on this issue is enough, and 
we have no intention to pursue it either with 
Pakistan or with the Government of the 
People’s Republic of China. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : There is a cer¬ 
tain reference that has been made to the 
cease-fire line. We, that is, the Government 
of India, through the Prime Minister and the 
Minister of External Affairs have taken a 
certain view on the cease-fire line. I would 
like to know whether the references made in 
the joint communique are consistent with the 
views expressed by the Government through 
the Prime Minister and the Foreign Minister. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : I think that 
in this communique no specific reference, so 
far as I know, has been made to the cease¬ 
fire line in Jammu and Kashmir.

SHRI SWARAN SINGH : When I say 
that we have taken it up with the United 
States Government through their Ambassador,

SHRI R. K. KHADILKAR : We know 
that the proprietors are not implementing the 
wage boiud recommendations and the State 
machinery is not proving as effective as we 
desire. We have already addressed and we 
are addressing communications to State 
Governments to be 6rm on this question. 
R^arding tripartite, I do not think any use¬ 
ful pnupose will be served by it. On the 
contrary, I had suggested to the office-bearers 
ci the Working Journalists* Federation that 
they should present a report showing how far 
implementation has taken place and what the 
difficulties arc, became this is a statutory 
wage board and we could take some steps.

The 
presence and operation of the fleets of major 
powers in the Indian Ocean area will lead to 
tension and rivalries particularly detrimental 
to the interests of the littoral states. Govern¬ 
ment subscribed to the Lusaka Declaration 
and was one of the co-sponsors of the U. N. 
General Assembly Resolution No. 2832 
(XXVI) of 1st December, 1971 calling on all 
powers to maintain the Indian Ocean Itea as 
a zone of peace. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Is it a fact or not 
that the United States had sent its Seventh 
Fleet at a certain time not in the very remote 
past and that after that they have made the 
declaration that they will send their fleet to 
the Indian Ocean so that it becomes a perma¬ 
nent feature ? If that is known to the Govern¬ 
ment of India, has the Government of India 
made any formal strong protest to the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: The fleett pf 
several countries have been in the Indian 
Ocean and there is the convention of the free¬ 
dom of the high seas. A case in which the 
territorial waters of any country are violated 
does give grounds for a forxnal protest. 
But the presence of a fleet on the high seas is 
a political matter in which a formal protest 
of a bilateral character is not the correct 
remedy. This has to be taken up by the 
littoral States collectively so that adequate 
pressure is built up against countries who 
might be tempted to send their fleets into the 
Indian Ocean. This is precisely what was 
done at Lusaka and later on at the United 
Nations. 

DR. RANEN SEN : It is known to us, 
as the hon. Minister has stated, that the 
Govemraent of India had made the correct 
move tt^ether with other powers to see that 
the Indian Ocean becomes free froni the 
existence of flte fleet of any other country. 
This is appreciated. The Indian ocesan has 
bec(»ne endangered by several powers like not 
only USA but also U.K where tihey have 
cat^liriied a base in Diego Garcia. In view 
of that may I know whedter the Government 
of India will take any other more serious step 
to see that if is not disturbed by the impeii> 
aBst powers. *** 

$HSt SWARAN SINGH : Om 
vdth regatd to flat cstahlishment d!' 
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potven concerned describe as corrununication 
facilities in I%lego Garcia have beoa conveyed 
unmistakably to the Government of USA and 
also to the Government of U. K. We are 
totidly opposed to the establishment of bases 
in the sub-Kxmtinent. It is for the littoral 
countries surrounding Indian ocean to ensure 
their own security. Outside Powers, big or 
small, have no business to be here. We have 
been urging the Super Powers also to spare the 
Indian ocean and to permit this to remain as 
an area of peace free from tension. Our efforts 
are continuing. But I cannot say at the 
present moment whether we will succeed 
or not.

Measures were taken to 
ensure speedy processing of indents and sale 
orders. The re-rolling programmes of the 
main steel producers are being regulated in 
accordance with national priorities and urgent 
requirements. A uniform system of consumer 
oriented distribution policy is also being 
followed by the stockyards of the main pro¬ 
ducers. To check misuse of steel, the Iron 
and Steel (Control) Order has been amended 
to provide that the use of steel for any 
purpose other than that for which it is 
allotted or applied for , will be a violation of 
that order and as such punishable under the 
Essential commodities Act. Regional Ofiices 
of the Iron and Steel- Controller have also 
been set up to check misuse of steel and, in 
this the assistance of the Central Bureau 
of Investigation is taken where nccesiay. 

3. Government have also set up a Billet 
Re-rollers Committee to regulate the distri¬ 
bution of billets to the billet Re-rollers and 
to regulate the products rerollcd therefrom. 
Formerly, while the billets were being sup¬ 
plied to the billet Re-rollcrs at a regulated 
price, there was no regulation on the price 
or distribution of the products re-rolled 
therefrom. 

4. The traditional raw material for scrap 
re-rollcrs is used rails. For the last two years 
or so, these rails were not available due to a 
Court Iiy unction. That case has been decided 
now and about 2 lakh tonnes of used rails 
have become available. It is proposed to 
regulate the distribution of these acciunula- 
tions to the scrap re-rollers and the products 
re-rolled therefrom.

If the HSL Plants work to 85*^ of their 
installed capacity, the production of saleable 
steel would come to 3.765 million tonnes and 
there would be an appreciable reduction in 
imports. But, since HSL plants arc not the

"Various officials of the former Pakistani 
military regime in Bangla Desh had rengned 
and sought refuge in the neutral zones ocganr 
ized under the aegis of the United Nations 
during the course of the hostilities. After the 
termination of the hostilities, they were taken 
into custody by the Joint Command of the 
Bangla Desh and Indian forces, to safeguard 
them from possible mob violence and repri¬ 
sals. According to declarations of the Bangla 
Desh Government they and others responsible 
for repression, brutality and genocide would 
be tried according to the due process of law, 
and provided with facilties for their ‘defence 
as required by law. Pending their trial they 
will continue to be safeguarded from mob 
violence and reprisals. 

In this connection, the view of the Go- 
verment of India is that such persons against 
whom there may be sufficient evidence of 
their having committed grave crimes such as 
genocide, war crimes and crimes against 
humanity could not be gpven the immunity of 
the ICRC or Neutral Zones organized under 
the aegis of the United Nations especially 
after the termination of hostilities. They arc 
not entitled to any such immunity under any 
of the Geneva Conventions. The Joint Com¬ 
mand of the Bangla Desh and Indian forces 
has the right to demand their evacuation on 
behalf of the Government of Bangla Desh, 
so that they could be taken into custody 
pending appropriate legal action under the 
law of the land and under international law.”

Bandalamottu, 
Nallakonda and Dhukonda. On the ba.sis 
of the e.xploratoi y work done by the Geologi¬ 
cal Survey of liitiia, the.se tleposits arc esti¬ 
mated to contain about 10 million tonnes of 
lead ore a\ eraging about 6% lead and about 
5-7 million tonnes of copper ore averaging 
between l%to 1.5% copper. Exploratory min¬ 
ing has been undertaken at Bandalamottu and 
Nallakonda blocks for detailed proving and for 
drawing-up of Detailed Project Report for 
commercial exploitation of these two deposits. 
It is proposed to set-up a Pilot Mill of lOO 
tonnes per day capacity at Bandalamottu for 
prore.ssing lead ore, which will be produced 
during the course of the exploratory mining 
operations. The mill will also generate ne¬ 
cessary design data for planning larger capa¬ 
city Process Plants for the operational stage. 

Exploratory Mining Scheme at Bandala¬ 
mottu will be completed by 31st December, 

1972, and at Nallakonda by 30th June, 1973, 
Until the results of the current exploratory min¬ 
ing schemes at Bandalamottu and Nallakonda 
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arc evaluated, it is not possible, at this stage, to 
indicate the scale of operations that would be 
possible at this Agnigundala Lead-Copper 
Project.

The more important reasons which 


affected production in 1971-72 arc the follow¬ 
ing : 

(1) Bhilai : There was a major break 
down in the Coke Oven batteries in the 
month of May, 1971. 

(2) Durgapur ; Industrial relations situa¬ 
tion continued to be disturbed. Theac were 
also problems of maintenance. 

(3) Rourkela : The production in all the 
units of the Plant was adversely aflectcd on 
account of the mishap in the Steel Melting 
Shop on 11th July, 1971. Difliculties in the 
Coke Oven batteries affecting the supply of 
Coke and coke oven gas constituted a general 
(onstraint on pioduction. 

(4) TISCO : Production in TISGO has 
been affertecl by .shortage of Coke Oven gas 
arising from deterioration in the condition of 
the veiy old Coke Ovens. 

(5) IISCO : The industrial relations sit¬ 
uation was unsatisfactory. 

(ii) Remedial Measures Taken ; 

(1) Bhilai : A progress of emergency 
repairs has been undertaken with a view to 
bringing the Cuke Ovens to proper shape. 
To supplement gas availability, other fuels are 
being used. 

(2) Rourkela ; The reconstruction of the 
roof of the Steel Melting Shop was completed 
on the high priority and production has al¬ 
ready adequately picked up. The Coke 
Ovens are also being repaired on high priori¬ 
ty. Gas is being supplemented by other fuels. 

(3) TISCO : The problem of Coke 
shortage is expected to be overcome on the 
completion/of the replacement rebuilding pro¬ 
gramme undertaken by the Company. The use 
of pellets from the pelletisation plant of the 
Company which has started production, is 
also expected to reduce the consumption of 
coke. As regards shortage of Coke Oven gas, 
the Company has undertaken a crash pro¬ 
gramme to provide alternative arrange¬ 
ments for firing with fuel oil. ^

trial relations, efforts continue to be made 
to resolve all disputes through negotiations.

been significant improvement in the produc¬ 
tion of Heavy Machine Buihling Plant 
(IIMBP) in 1971-72. In 1970-71 the pro¬ 
duction of mechanical equipment in HMBP 
was 12,929 tonnes. This expected to go up 
to 19,400 tonnes in 1971-72. The production 
of structural items was 7,115 to nes in 
1970-71 and is expected to be 9,450 tonnes 
in 1971-72. The total ptoduction of HMBP 
in 1970-71 was 23,109 tonnes of the value of 
R.S. 19,65 crore.s. In 1971-72, the total pro¬ 
duction of HMBP is e.xpcctcd tube -31,250 
tonnes of the value of K.s. 29 crores. 

(b) In projects of this type and .si/e a 
long gestation period is needed to build uj) 
production. In the early years, constructional 
activities overlapped the operational phase. 
The rale of improvement in production has, 
however, been slow. 

A number of measures have been taken 
recently to improve the working of IIca\y 
Engineering Corporation Ltd., Ranchi, A 
Tajik Force has been constituted in the De¬ 
partment to identify the problems facing 
the company and to suggest effective solutions 
and follow up their implementation. The 
top management of the company has been 
reorganized and suitably strengthened. Steps 
have been taken to improve production plansi- 
ing and control and maintenance. Second 
and third shift working are being introduced 
progressively in different shops. An incentive 
scheme has been evolved and introduced 
vvith a view to improving the productivity 
of industrial workers. Cost control is being 
made more effective. Side by side, with all 


this, action is being taken to improve indus- 
trail relations in the company.

No survey has been 
made to ascertain the number of collieries in 
Sarguja District which do not have filtered 
drinking water for coal-miners. The Coal 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund supplements the 
efforts of colliery owners for implementing 
water supply schemes by giving financial assis¬ 
tance from the Fund. Financial assistance has 
been given from the Coal Mines Labour 
Welfare Fund for implementing water supply 
schemes in Kurasia, Binsingpur and Kunda 
collieries. The water supply schemes for New 
Chirimiri Ponri Hill colliery and Chirimiri 
colliery have been technically sanctioned and 
the schemes for Gudripara and Duman Hill 
colliery and North Chirimiri Colliery are 
under scrutiny. However because of the deficit 
in General Welfare account of the Coalmines 
Labour Welfare Fund no fresh proposals for 
grant of subsidy can be considered now. 

Uniform Fay Fixation for Workam of 
Sarguja Coalfields 

398. SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: 
Will the Minister of LABOtjR AND REHA- 
BILITATION be pleased to state the reasons 
for delay in having a uniform pay scale fixa¬ 
tion for the workers of the Sargtya coalfields ? 
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THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KHADIL- 
KAR) : The recommendations of the Wage 
Board for Coal Mining Industry arc not 
statutory. For this reason and for the reason 
that the managements have separately entered 
into settlements with the unions working in 
their establishments, it is not possible to insist 
on a uniform rate of Variable Dearness 
Allowance, varying from time to time as per 
the recommendations of the Wage Board. 

OoBore of Kotkona Coalfields in Sargnja 
District 

399. SRRI RANABAHADUR SINGH ; 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND REHA¬ 
BILITATION be pleased to state : 

(a) the reasons for the closure of the 
Kotkona coalfields in Sjirguja district ; and 

(b) the steps Government propose to take 
to restart this mine or to provide alternative 
employment to the laid off workers ?

Subject to 
availability of beds, members of general public 
are provided treatment on payment of usual 
charges in the hospitals run by this Oiganis- 
ation. No complaints have been received by 
us about refusal of such treatment in the case 
of Central Hospital at Manendragarh.

However, after the enforcement of the 
Displaced Persons (Compensation and Rehabi¬ 
litation) Act, 1954, leases of Plots in Delhi 
forming part of the ‘Compensation Pool’ 
were issued on revised lease terms provided 
in the Displaced Persons (Compensation and 
Rehabilitation) Rules 1955.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE MI¬

SURENDRA PAL SINGH) : (a) No, Sir. 
Vacancies arc also communicated to other Mi- 
nistries/Departments concerned. 

(b) Since according to UN Secretariat 
norms for recruitment, India is regarded as 
being already “numerically well represented” 
in the Secretariat, action is not usually taken 
to forward names of Indian applicants in res¬ 
ponse to all vacancy notices. However, in 
every case where it is decided to recommend 
Indian candidates, vacancies are circulated to 
all Ministries/Departments concerned inviting 
applications from persons with the requisite 
qualihcations and experience suited to the post 
in question. All applications received are care¬ 
fully screened, in consultation with the Minis¬ 
try of Finance for U. N. D. P. assignments and 
the Cabinet Secretariat in other cases, for pre¬ 
paring a panel from which final selection is 
made with the approval of the Minister of 
External Affairs or Prime Minister. 

(c) The information is being collected 
from the Ministrics/Departments of the Govern¬ 
ment of India and will be laid on the Table of 
the House as soon as available. 

Renaming of £. P. D. P. Kalkaji Colony, 
New Delhi.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) and (b). The 

Central Government and the State Govern¬ 
ment of Orissa have agreed to set up a corpo¬ 
ration for the development of Sukhinda Nickel 
Deposits in District Cuttack, Orissa, \vith the 
former having 51% shares and latter having 
49% shares in it. The Nickel extraction plant 
will have the capacity to produce 4800 tonnes 
of Nickel powder, 200 tonnes of cobalt powder 
and 17,000 tonnes of Ammonium Sulphate 
fertilizer as bye-product per annum. Steps are 
being taken to undertake pilot scale tests be¬ 
fore a detailed project report for the commer¬ 
cial exploitation of the diposit is drawn up. 

There is a similar proposal for a joint ven¬ 
ture between the Central Government and the 
State Government of Orissa regarding the lead 
deposits in Sargipalli, Orissa. Before however 
a lead smeller based on these deposite is set up, 
it is necessary that the detailed investigations 
of the deposits which are being carried out by 
the Geological Survey of India are completed. 
This work is being attended to. 

Setting up of a Nickel Extraction Plant in 
Orissa. 

4U. SHRI D. K. PANDA: Will the Mi¬ 
nister of STEEL AND MINES be pleased to 
state :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES (SHRI 
SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) to (c). On the 
basis of the feasibility report prepared by M/s 
Chemical, Metallurgical and Design Company 
(CMDC), New Delhi, Government propose to 
set up a Nickel Plant with an annual produc¬ 
tion of 4,800 tonnes of Nickel powder, 200 
tonnes of cobalt metal and 17,000 tonnes of 
Ammonium Sulphate fertilizer as bye- 
product, based on the Sukhinda Nickel de¬ 
posit in distt. Cuttack of Orissa. For this pur¬ 
pose, pilot scale tests are proposed to be un¬ 
dertaken before a detailed project report for 
the commercial exploitation of the deposit is 
drawn up. The project is estimated to cost 
about Rs. 32 crorcs. 

Vote Against India in U. N. O. 

413. SHRI P. K. DEO: Will the Minister 
of EXTERNAL AFFAIRS be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government of India has done 
some survey as to why 104 countries voted 
against India on the Bangla Desh issue in the 
United Nations; and 

(b) if so, the nature thereof ? 

TFIE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE MI¬ 
NISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS : (SHRI 
SURENDRA PAL SINGH) : (a) and (b). The 
General Assembly resolution calling for cease¬ 
fire and withdrawal of armed forces was adop¬ 
ted by a vote of 104 in favour, 11 against, lO 
abstentions and 6 countries not participating. 
The sizeable majority for the resolution was 
not a vote against India but an indication of 
the tendency of most Govts, to accept the 
standard formula for ceasefire and withdrawal 
when a conflict has broken out. During the 
debate in the Assembly and informal explana¬ 
tions to the Indian delegation, most delegations 
mentioned this to us. However, the resolution 
totally ignored the basic issue of the situation. 
The Resolution adopted by the Security Coun¬ 
cil on 21.12.1971 was very-different from the 
Resolution adopted by the General Assembly. 

Statement of Dalai Lama regarding ple¬ 
biscite in Tibet

ence to plebiscite in Tibet was made. 

(b) The policy of the Government of 
India is quite clear. India has all along 
regarded Tibet as a part of China. 

Strike by Workers in Alloy Steel Plant 
Duirgapur 

415. SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : 
Will the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
be pleased to state ; 

(a) whether production in the Steel 
Plant at Durgapur was suspended in February 
because of a strike by some workers of the 
Auto Garage Maintenance Unit and Shipping 
Department ; 

(b) If so, the demands of the workers ; 

and 

(c) the steps taken to end the strike and 
the settlement reached with the workers, in 
this regard ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AIMD MINES 
(SHRI SHAH NAWAZ ;^KHAN) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

(b) The demands of workers were as 
follows : 

(1) Increased manning of Auto Garage 

and Loco Repair Shop (Main¬ 
tenance) ; and 

(2) Upgradation of the scale of pay of 

the Riggers in the Shipping 
Department. 

(c) The strike of Auto Garage and Loco 
Repair Shop (Maintenance) was withdrawn 
from 6-00 A. M. of 23-2-1972 after a trip¬ 
artite agreement was reached between the 


management, the Alloy Steels Sramik Union 
(AITUC) and the Hindustan Steel Employees* 
Union'(CITU) which is the recognised union. 
The strike by the Riggers of the Shipping 
Department was called of from 15-2-1972 by 
the Hindustan Steel Employees* Union 
(CITU) after a meeting with the Chairman, 
Hindustan Steel Limited which resulted in a 
memorandum of settlement between the 
management and the recognised union. The 
main features of these Agreements are as 
under: 

Auto Garage and Loco Repair Shop (Maintenance); 

(1) The total uumber of workmen in the 
Auto Garage and Loco Repair Shop of 
Alloy Steel Plant shall be 187 including 
leave reserve and weekly off. * 

(2) The distribution of these 187 workmen 
among different groups and the grade- 
wise composition of this number will be 
as provided for in the agreement. 

Riggers of Shipping Section ; 

(1) Seven posts of Rigger-cum-Checkcr in 
the scale of Rs. 290-410/- would be creat¬ 
ed in the Shipping Section and consequ¬ 
ently the seven existing posts of Riggers 
in the scale of Rs. 225-327/- would be 
abolished. The four seniormost Riggers 
of Shipping Section would be considered 
for appointment to the post of “Rigger. 
cum-Chccker” in the scale of Rs. 290-410. 

(2) Three Slingers of the Stores Sections 
would be transferred to Shipping Section 
and considered as per their seniority for 
appointment as Rigger-cum-Checker in 
the scale of Rs. 290-410/-. 

(3) Three juniormost Riggers of Shipping 
Section would be transferred to the 
Stores Section and they shall do the jobs 
of Slingers of Stores Section. 

(4) The appoinimcnts mantioned under I Sc 
2 and the transfer mentioned under 3 
would take effect from 1.3.1972. 

Ciompensatioii paid to owaers of Coking 
Coal Mines taken over by Government 

416. SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : 
Wm the Minister of STEEL AND MINES 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether compensation has been paid 
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to the owners of coking coal mines whose 
management was taken over by the Centre ; 

(b) wliether valuation has been comple¬ 
ted ; and 

(c) if not, the steps taken to expedite 
the same and to make payment of compen¬ 
sation ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) to (c). 
Under the Coking Coal Mines (Emergency 
Provisions) Act, 1971 (No. 64 of 1971), a 
provision has been made for the payment of 
an amount in cash for the vesting in the 
Central Government of the management of 
the coking coal mines. Steps are being taken 
for the payment of this “management amount” 
on the basis of the formula laid down in the 
Act. Valuation of assets and the payment of 
an amount for their take-over will arise only 
after the mines are nationalised. 

Bokaro Steel Plant 

417. SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK : 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH : 

Will the Minister of STEEL AND 
MINES be pleased to state : 

(a) the progress made by the Bokaro 
Steel Plant ; 

(b) whether the work is progressing ac¬ 
cording to schedule ; and 

(c) if not, the reasons for the delay ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) In 
respect of the First Blast Furnace Complex 
most of the work has been completed. As 
regards Stage I of the Project, 99%of 
earthwork excavation, 86% of concreting and 
RCC, 84% of underground communication, 
100% of controlled earth 611, 58% of the 
building structural erection, 52% of techno¬ 
logical structural erection, 30% of mechani¬ 
cal equipment erection, 28% of electrical 
equipment erection and 22% of refractories 
erection have been completed. 


(b) By and large, the work now is pro¬ 
ceeding according to the schedule. However, 
backlogs have occurred in some areas, parti¬ 
cularly in the Hot Rolling Mills. All-out 
efforts arc being made to make up the shore- 
falls and to complete the project on schedule. 

(c) The main reasons for delays have 
been as follows :

(1) Inadequate resources and manpower of 
the existing contractors in relation to the 
massive requirements of the jobs under¬ 
taken by them. 

(2) Delays in the supplies of fabricated 
structures due, mainly, to shortage of 
industiial gases. 

(3) Unsatisfactory industrial relations bet¬ 
ween some contractors and their workers. 

(4) Withdrawal of work from ccitain con¬ 
tractors due to tffeir persistent failure. 

(5) Delays in receipt of indigenously pro¬ 
duced equipments or components. 

Increase in rate of Interest of £. P. F 

418. SHRI DINEN BHATTAGHARYYA; 
Will the Minister of LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are considering 
to increase the present rate of interest on a 
member’s accumulation in the Employees 
Provident Fund ; and

ed that interest may be paid to the subscri¬ 
bers at the rate of 6 per cent per annum for 
the year 1972-73 as against the rate of 5.8 
per cent per annum for the year 1971-72. 

Malpractices by re-rollers of Steel Scrap 

419. SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA : 
Will the Minister of STEEL ANJ? MINES be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether any enquiry has been held 
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into the various malpractices indulged by the 
re-rollers of steel scrap ; 

(b) if so, the names of the parties involved 
and the outcome of the enquiry ; and 

(c) the preventive measures which Govern¬ 
ment propose to take to put an end to such 
malpractices ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES (SHRI 
SHAH NAWAZ KHAN) : (a) and (b). Some 
reports have been received about allocation 
of raw materials to some scrap Re-rollers who 
are not in existence or not in operation. 
These are being investigated. 

(c) Regional Olliccs of the Iron and 
Steel Controller have been set up in different 
parts of the country afid one of their func¬ 
tions is to check misuse of steel. The Iron 
and Steel (Control) Order was also amended 
last year to provide that utilisation of steel 
for purposes other than those for which steel 
is allocated or applied for is a violation of the 
Ciintrol Order and w'ould attract the penal 
provisions of the Essential Commodities Act. 
In investigating such complaints, the assis¬ 
tance of the Central Bureau of Investigation 
is also being taken where necessary. 

Increase in E. P. F. Arrears 

420. SHRI MOHAMMAD ISMAIL :

Exploration by drilling of elampara magnetic 
iron ore deposit is in progress. 

No limestone deposit of economic impor¬ 
tance has so far been discovered by Geological 
Survey of India in Kozhikode district.

Committee, including the representatives of 
Dasturco. This Committee recommended the 
acceptance of the Report with certain modi¬ 
fications. Subsequently, M/s. Dasturco sugges¬ 
ted that there were possibilities of securing 
substantial cost reduction in the Project. It 
was for this reason that the cost reduction 
study was entrusted to Dasturco to give them 
further opportunity to make their suggestions. 
According to the agreed time schedule, the 
Detailed Project Report had to be accepted 
by Government within two months. This 
period was extended by mutual agreement by 
another month and the Detailed Project 
Rc;jx)rt was approved by the Government on 
the 29th March IS'66. subject to tlie specific 
provision that the Soviet Organisations will 
give due consideration to any concrete tech¬ 
nical suggestions svhich may be made to them 
by the Indian side within three months. It 
was also provided that further possibilities of 
cost reduction will continue to be explored 
during the course of the detailed implemen¬ 
tation of the Project. 

(b) The agreement for the supply of 
equipment, drawings and technical assistance 
from the Soviet Organisations was concluded 
on 3rd May 1966. This did not preclude the 
possibility of such cost reductions as might be 
considered feasible on the basis of the Report 
from M/s. Dasturco. 

(c) Yes, Sir, However, it was possible to 
effect a reduction of only Rs. 9.5 crorcs in 
the cost of the project after detailed discuss¬ 
ions with the Soviet Organisations with the 
participation of M/s. Dasturco.

Labour Policy During Fourth PIsus 

447. SHRI VARKEY GEORGE; WUl

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR AND 
REHABILITATION (SHRI R. K. KAHDIL- 
KAR) : (a) and (b). The Labour Policy 
in the Fourth Plan was to be the continua¬ 
tion of the policy pursued earlier, subject 
however, to the changes that might be made 
on the basis of the recommendations of the 
National Commission on Labour. The Com¬ 
mission’s recommendations have been discus¬ 
sed, at various tripartite meetings and some 
consensus was reached. The views of‘ the 
workers’ representatives on some of the 
major issues were also ascertained at a 
conference of the Trade Unions in May, 
1971 and at an informal meeting convened 
by the Planning Commission in September, 
1971. However, some of the controversial 
issues like the machinery for the settlement of 
disputes and recognition of trade unions are 
at present being discussed by the Indian 
National Trade Union Congress, All India 
Trade Union Congress and Hind Mazdoor 
Sabha, among themselve.s. At a meeting of 
Working Party of Employers and Worker 
held on February 7, 1972 these organisations 
reported some tentative agreement on the 
above issues. They should be sending in 
their agreed conclusions shortly. 


Help from Hungary for setting up Alumi¬ 
nium Plants 

448. SHRI NAGESHWARA RAO:

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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

two Aluminium Projects in the Public Sector, 
one at Korba (Madhya Pradesh) upto alumina 
stage and the other at Ratnagiri (Maharashtra), 
are biding set up by tlie Bharat Aluminium 
Company (a Central Government Company) 
with the technical advice and assistance from 
Hungary. 

Further, with a view to promoting and 
strengthening the cooperation between the pub¬ 
lic sector aluminium industry in India and the 
Hungarian aluminium Industry in respect of 
research, product development and applications 
of aluminiun etc., the Hungarian authorities 
have offered collaboration on a long term 
basis. In the field of research and development, 
Hungary has also offered to enter into a long 
term agreement with Bharat Aluminium Com¬ 
pany for making thrir research experience 
available for the development of aluminium 
industry in India. They have further offered 
to supply equipment and machinery for the 
Ratnagiri Aluminium Project under the frame 
work of Inter-Governmcntal Credit Agreement. 

For the implementation of the .'\lumina 
Plant to be set up in Gujarat, the Hungarian 
Government has offered both financial and te- 
clinical collaboration. 

The extent to which Hungarian assistance 
is necessary and can be utilised in this regard 
is under consideration of the Government.

In the case of Tamil Nadu, the representa¬ 
tives of the sugar industry in that State during 
discussion in my Ministry a few days ago, 
have agreed to pay a minimum price of 
Rs. 8.50 per quintal for sugarcane purchased 
during the entire season. 

2. The Government of India fix only the 
minim um price of sugarcanc payable by va¬ 
cuum pan sugar factories and the actual price 
to be paid is to be settled between the sugar¬ 
cane growers as sellers and sugar factories as 
buyers. The minimum price fixed by Govern¬ 
ment is linked to recovery of sugar from sugar¬ 
canc, but the higher price to be actually paid 
and the question whether it should be linked 
to recovery, are to be settled between the 
buyers and the sellers. 

3. The steep rise in prices of sugar has 


been causing great concern to the Government 
and they took various mcarures to check the 
rise in price such as reducing the period of de¬ 
livery of released sugar, prohibiting factories 
from refusing to sell sugar if unsold sugar is 
available against a valid release order, direc¬ 
ting sugar factories to sell at least 20 percent 
of their monthly released quota each week, res¬ 
tricting the holding of stocks by the tra<^ers, 
and banning inter-State movement of sugar by 
dealers. As stated by me in this House on the 
13th December, 1971, a scheme has been in¬ 
troduced with effect from the 1st January, 
1972, in consultation with the sugar industry, 
both in the Joint Stock and the cooperative 
sectors, under which the sugar industry has 
agreed to make available 60 percent of the 
monthly released quota of sugar at a fixed 
price for distribution to domestic consumers 
through fair price shops. The availability of 
a reasonable portion of< domestic consumer’s 
requirements at a fixed price has thus been 
ensured. 

4. The phenomenon of diiferent prices 
being paid for sugarcane in different States is 
nothing unusual, particularly during times 
when there is no full control of sugar prices. 
The sugar factories have to pay within the 
limits of their own economics the necessary prices 
to obtain the requisite quantity of sugarcane 
in competition with other users of sugarcanc. 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN : I thank 
the hon. Minister for this kind of statement, 
but I have to say that I must only remain 
satisfied or contented with the contents of 
that statement. The situation in Tamil Nadu 
has become very precarious and the cane- 
growers arc on the verge of stopping the cane 
supply to the factories. But it is a regular 
custom to come forward with such statements I 
Of course, sugar is a sweet thing and state¬ 
ments come with sugar-coated words, but they 
cannot satisfy cither the cane-growers or the 
customers. 

My specific point in this call-attention is 
regarding the price fixed for the supply of 
cane by the cane-growers in relation to the 
price of sugar sold in the market or in rela¬ 
tion to the recovery of sugar when the cane 
IS crushed. In the statement givan by the 
hon. Minister, of course, one thing is very 
specific. But let me refer to Tamil Nadu ; 
the mill-owners in Tamil Nsidu are so power- 
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ful and so capable that they can manage 
anything either with the State Government or 
with the Central Government. The price 
fixed for the cane is based on the recovery of 
sugar crushed during the season in the fac¬ 
tory, The recovery process is in charge of a 
chemist in the factory ; he is a simple chemist, 
an ordinary human-being. Every one knows 
about a chemist. He has his own problems- 
family and other things. The chemist who is 
under the mercy of the factory-owner is in 
charge of recording of the percentage of 
recovery of sugar in that factory. The whole 
thing is this. From the statement a number 
of things were read—the price fixed for the 
cane and the recovery being done in every 
State. But I referred to Tamil Nadu because 
the mill-owners in Tamil Nadu are capable of 
doing anything ; they are more powerful than 
even the State Government. .{Interruption) 

AN HON. MEMfeER : Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN : Not 
Central Government. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI (Dhara- 
puram) : On a point of order, Sir. 

The hon. Member stated that the mill- 
owncjs in Tamil Nadu arc capable of doing 
anything with the help of the State Govern¬ 
ment. I want to know one thing. Sir. It 
might happen in the Centre, but not in Tamil 
Nnd\x. .{Interruptions). Can the hon. Member 
give one specific instance ? 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN : I am 
giving it. I am referring particularly to Tamil 
Nadu. I am referring to the mill-owners of 
Tamil Nadu and I say they are more power¬ 
ful than any force. .{Interruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not concerned as 
to who is more powerful. Kindly put your 
question. 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN : Mill- 
owners in Tamil Nadu are so powerful and 
they are capable of doing anything.. {Interrup¬ 
tion) 

MR. SPEAKER : Why don’t you add¬ 
ress me ? 


SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN ; lam 

addressing you. Sir. But, they are interrupt 
ting me.

MR. SPEAKER: What is wrong with 
the hon Member ? Tamil Nadu people are 
not so excitable so soon. 

SHRI S. RADHAKRISHNAN In his 

statement the Minister has said ; 

“In the case of Tamil Nadu, the rep¬ 
resentatives of the sugar industry in that 
State during discussion in my Ministry a 
few days ago, have reported that they 
have agreed to pay a minimum price of 
Rs. 8.30 per quintal..’’ 

The cane-growers and their associations 
have met the State Chief Minister and the 
Agriculture Minister also and they have made 
representations to the mill-owners and the 
mill-owners’ .Association for the past one year 
that the price of sugarcane should be related 
to the price of sugar and they have not given 
even a proper reply. Here, the mill-owners 
have come all the way to Delhi and met the 
Central Minister and here we have the Minis¬ 
ter’s statement. Sir, I am not satisfied with 
the Minister’s statement because it is not very 
specific as to when the mill-owners did come 
and meet the Minister, what did they say to 
the Minister and what is the agreement arri¬ 
ved at and whether the conclusions were 
arrived at officially or not. There is a preca¬ 
rious situation in Tamil Nadu. It is not only 
in Tamil Nadu that the mill-owners are so 
powerful, but elsewhere also they are power¬ 
ful. Will the Government come forward to 
make the process of recovery being supervised 
by the cane growers ? Then, only it will be

possible to check up the recovery of sugar. 
Will the Government take measures to make 
the factories pay the minimum price ? Now, 
in Tamil Nadu, they are paying.. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question has star¬ 
ted, it is not coming to an end.. {Interruptions) 
I Know the question has started four minutes 
earlier. 

SHRI S. R.'\DHAKRISHNAN : The 
price of sugar cane is based on the cost of 
production of sugar and the cost of produc¬ 
tion of sugar is decided in the sugar factories. 
If this cost of production of sugar leads to the 
fixing of the price for cane, so also the catic- 
growers should be allowed to control the cost 
or to maintain the cost of production of sugar. 
Will the Government find out a solution to 
make the cane-growers as partners to decide 
the cost of production of sugar as maintained 
in the factories ? 

SHRI F. A. AHMED : I share the cfjnccrn 
of the hon Member so far as the cane-growers 
of Tamil Nadu arc concerned. But, as the 
House is aware, the Government have fixed 
the minimum price of sugar at Rs. 7.37 per 
quintal. And, it was left to the cane-growers 
and the industry to fix up price according to 
the cost of production.. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMI.NATHAN 
(Madurai) : Is it adequate price ? 

SHRI F. A. AHMED : We have the 
price after taking into consideration all the 
facts. That was minimum price, notional 
price. ITiere is nothing to prevent the sugar¬ 
cane growers to get higher price than what 
was fixed as minimum price by Government. 

I am glad to inform the House that practi¬ 
cally everywhere the price at which sugarcane 
was purchased was much higher than the 
minimum price fixed by the Government. It 
was brought to our notice that in Tamilnadu 
the industry was not paying higher price. So 
the matter was taken up and the President of 
the South Indian Sugarmills Association met 
the Food Secretary on 13th of March and 
indicated that they would also be paying Rs. 
8.50 per quintal for the sugarcane from the 
very beginning. If the State Government 
feels that the price given to sugarcane growers 
is not justified they can bring pressure on the 
industry in order to give higher price to sugar¬ 


cane growers. So far as we are concerned we 
have taken up the matter and it was due to 
our effort that now they have agreed to pay 
Rs. 8 50 per quintal.

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar) : 
It has been stated in the reply that from 1st 
January, 1972 they have introduced the 

scheme. Before that, on 13-12-71 the hon. 

Minister announced that domestic consumers 
in most places will get sugar at about Rs. 2 
per k. g. That was announced on 13-12-71 
and the scheme was introduced on 1st of 
January. Perhaps when that was declared, 
the scheme was on the process of preparation 
and then on 1st of January, 1972 the scheme 
was introduced and after that, from Rs. 1-60 
per kilo, today, in Delhi, in the capital city 
of India, it has gone up to Rs. 3-45 in the 
super market. In Kerala it has gone up to 
within Rs. 4 to Rs. 5 and in Orissa it has 
gone up to Rs. 3-50 and this i»the position 
in Bombay and in all other States. The facts 
are there and already the Minister admitted 
that there is a steep rise in prices of sugar.

its. 1.62 to Rs. 4 or S. Under the pressure 
of the mill owners, when d«:ontrol was eflEbo< 
ted, the Agriculture Ministry was fufly aware 
of the fact that they had ^ven a rebate of 
19 per eent excise duty to the same sug^ar 
mill^owners; they have allowed them also not 
to pay cane arrears for years together. They 
have violated all the laws. They have never 
implemented the 1966 Cane Ck>ntrol Order. 
In spite of sdl these things, they have allowed 
those very sugar magnates like the Birlas, 
Tatas, Nivetias and Modis to reap enormous 
pro6ts. The total production is 30 lakhs ^ 
tonnes, and if the price goes up three times 
you can imagine what the profit would be in 
terms of crores of rupees. Therefore, I put 
this question to the hon. Minister. In view 
of the very statement made by the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to stick to the price of Rs. 2, may I know 
whether any specific \ncasures liavc been 
taken for the purpose after 1st January after 
the introduction of the scheme, because the 
effect of the scheme, is already known, is that 
the price has gone up by two or three times ? 
So, what other specific measures are ftovem- 
ment going to introduce so as to catch those 
sugar magnates who are selling sugar at such 
high prices and who have already harvested 
huge and enormous profits to the tunc of crores 
of rupees ? Even the president of the Natio¬ 
nal Federation of Co-operative Sugar Indus¬ 
tries has demanded the fixation of a statutory 
minimum price at Rs. 10 per quintal. Shri 
P. S. Rajagopala Naidu, the president of this 
federation has appealed to the Agriculture 
Ministry and has also addressed a letter to 
them to the effect that unless the minimum 
price is statutorily fixed at Rs. 100 per tonne 
there will be fall in production of canc, and 
that will ultimately result in the closure of 
the industries also. In*fact, even the president 
of the association of 149 private sugar mill 
owners* associations, one Mr. Lai Bansidhar 
has also said on the 12th September, 1971 that 
it is necessary to increase the price of sugar¬ 
cane to Rs. 9 per quintal, that is, Rs. 90 per 
tonne, in order to increase the acreage under 
to meet the increased requirements 
iff otaxsumption in the, country, which has 
already gone up to 40 per cent.

As for the sick sugar mills. Government 
has been turning a deaf car to the represen¬ 
tation made. Now the entire matter has been 
referred to an enquiry committee. In the 
words of Shri Nahata, Shri Narsingb Pande 
and Shri Lakkappa, in a conspiratorial fash¬ 
ion some lobbying is going on to scuttle the 
move towards nationalisation. So how long will 
this Enquiry Committee take to finalise its 
report ? When no such Committee was app¬ 
ointed before nationalisation of banks or LIG 
where is the necessity to. have an Enquiry 
Committee in regard to sugar mills ? There 
has already been delay. So 1 want to 
ask whether under the Industries (Oeveiop- 
ment and Regulation) Act they are going to 
take over the sick sugar mills and modernise 
them to increase production. 

Then as regards the question of payment 
of arrears to tlie growers, Shri Lai Bansidhar 
has issued a statement saying that Govwn- 
ment should give the sugar mill owners more 
credit at less interest and then they would be 
able to pay the arrears of cane price to the 
growers. This is a shameless thing. 'Fhcy are 
trading their own way and they want to 
gain at the cost of Government. Aware of all 
these things, will the Ministry issue an order 
that if they do not pay the cane growers 
their arrears, within one month they would 
be put behind bars ? ' ' 

SHRI F. A. AHNffiD : So far as the last 
question is con^ned, the hon. member is 
aware that the price cane has to be .paid 
within a fortnight of delivery of cane ; if it is

As to the question of price, what was pro¬ 
mised was that the price of levy sugar, that is 
60 per cent of the sugar which was to be dis¬ 
tributed as levy sugar to domestic consumers 
would be at Rs. 2 per kg except in Delhi 
and Calcutta where the distribution system 
being diSerent, on account of a tax it would 
be 10 P more. 

SHRIS. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
Nobody is getting sugar at this price. 

SHRI F. A. AHMED : No complaint 
has been brought’to my notice.. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : This is a 
very unfair statement. People are complain¬ 
ing daily. 

SHRI F. A. AHMED ; .. that the fair 
price shops in Delhi are charging more than 
Rs. 2.10 a kg. 

So far as the price of free sugar is con¬ 
cerned, 1 czttirely agree that there has been 
a steep rise in it.

(TIndivanam) : Though sugar is sweet, it is 
not sweet to the sugarcane growers, the mill 
workers or the shareholders. It is sweet only 
for a few big business people. In the last 
session of this House, the Minister has made 
a statement that the ' Government of Tmii^ 
fixed only the minimum price of sugarcane 
payable by vacuum pan factories. Ibe 
price to be paid was settled between the 
sugarcane growers as sellers and the sugar 
factories as buyers. 

I would like to ask the Minister how the 
growers are going to get a fair detd frmn the 
sugar factories.

in fact, on 13-1-1972, the Growers* 
Association South Arcot district as well as 
Pondicherry' gave a representation to the 
Tamil Nadu Food Minister. The Food 'Min¬ 
ister then called a conference after a few 
days. We demanded Rs. 90 per tonne, giving 
the facts and figures. In States like Punjab, 
Haryana and some other States also, who 
have a lower recovery and where they crush 
for a lesser number of days than in Tamil 
Nadu, they are paying more than what the 
Madras Government has fixed. That is, in 
Punjab, as per the Minister’s statement, the 
factories have agreed to pay at Rs 90 per 
tonne, that is, Rs. 9 per quintal for a re¬ 
covery of 8.7%. In Haryana, according to 
today’s statement, for a jecovery of 8.67%, it 
is Rs. II per tonne, whereas in Tamil Nadu, 
for a recovery of 8.99% and the crushing 
number of days 192, they have fixed only 
Rs. 80 per tonne. Here, I would like to 
point out that 8.99 recovery is for 192 days 
of crushing ; that is, they are crushing be¬ 
yond the optimum period. That is why this 
recovery is low in Tamil Nadu. If crushing 
was done during the optimum period, the 
recovery will be more than 9.5 per cent. We 
asked the State Minuter on what basis the 
price had been fixed at Rs. 80 but the Minis¬ 
ter replied, “I need not tell you anything ; 
this is the maximum that the factories have 
accepted.” We asked him whether our demand 
for Rs. 90 was unfair, but he refused to 
answer that question. Then we told him 
clearly : “you oan take the entire stock of 
sugar and sell it to the public at the mini¬ 
mum price, that is the government-fixed 
price ; we have no objection to accept a price 
of Rs. 73.70 even. He said ; “nothing doing. 
We have no powers to fix the price or to 
the entire sugar. Only the Centre can 
do that.” Finally the hon. Minister fixed the 
price at Rs. 80. But this is not based on any 
principle. It is only fair that it should be 
to the recovery iii the concerned 
factory. The recovery varies from 8.99 per 
Cent to 10 per cent, yet the price is 
fixed at Ra. 80/- unfortunatly for all ^ the 
filMstoriiaiu - So far toe price was lu|^cr fbr 
Kt^very and ’’some of. the fhito^es 
piaying Ra.

85jpeif‘ 
tonne. I doubt very toudh. TweaUse 'even tor 
paying Rs. 80, they created a lot of problffig^ 
some of toe factories said that toey would pay 
only Rs. 76. Finally they agreed only yriien 
the Minister insisted that they should pay as 
agreed by toe Association President. It is 
only subsequently that toe representatives of 
the mills agreed to Rs. 80 as eariier agreed 
to by the President of the mill-owners* as¬ 
sociation. I think the same thing will happen 
even for Rs. 85. It has no comp^ison to the 
rate of recovery throughout the country ; It 
is not based on any principle. At least in the 
future it should be linked with the recovery 
during the optimum crushing pieriod,* as well 
as with the price of sugar. Otherwise there 
vrill be a lot of disparities. 

MR. SPEAKER : When the call atten¬ 
tion motions are replied to, a Member is en¬ 
titled to ask a question only for clarification 
and not make a long speech. I wonder whet¬ 
her you will come out with any question at 
all. 

SHRI M. R. LAKSHMINARAYANAN : 
Government gives incentives to the factories; 
it does not reach anybody else than the ' in¬ 
dustrialists. Will the hon. Minister see that 
these incentives are passed on the growers as 
well as to the mill workers in the interest of 
sugar industry as well as the growers and toe 
consumers ? Will the Minister evolve a system 
of fair price throughout the country based 
on the average recovery of the factories con¬ 
cerned as well as the price of sugar ? 

SHRI F. A. AHMED : I would again 
repeat that so far as Government is concerned, 
we have fixed the minitaum price on the 
basis of 9.4 per cent recovery, and in the case 
of Tamil Nadu the recovery is less thau 9 l 4 
per cent. Therefore, the price pdid is Rs. 8.50 
for the sugarcane in that area. In the beg¬ 
inning the millowncrs "were not anxious to 
pay a price higher timn the minimum price 
fixed by the Government. It was at our in¬ 
stance that the matter was taken up, and they 
have now agreed to pay Rs. 8.50 from 
toe vdfy beginning.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, day before yesterday I heard 
with rapt attention the speech of the hon. 
Minister, Shri Hanuxnanthaiya, when he pre¬ 
sented the railway budget. During the course 
of his speech he covered many points udiich 
deserve serious consideration. While we agree 
with Shri Hanumanthaiya that he is trying 
his best to uproot corruption, or minimise it, 
with the co-operation of his deputy, Shri 
Shafi Qureshi, unfortunately, those men who 
are really responsibie for cmruption are not 
being seriously dealt with. 

From our own experience in the trade 
union field we have pointed but to the hon. 
Minister and also his deputy many ^arii^ 
cases of favouritimi, nepotism and corruption. 
I have referred to a case in the North Eastern 
Railways which has its headquarters at Gorakh¬ 
pur. I have pointed out how certain oEScers 
have misused their powers and those enqiloyees 
who stood against them and wanted to uproot 
corruption have been severely dealt with. 
Some of these cases are already within the 
knowledge of the hon. Minister and I do not 
wish to name any of the officers. -1 do not 
say for a moment that all officers are bad. 
There are voy good officers, honest officers, 
working in the best inffirests of the country. At 
the same time, there are many offiem in 
both die North Eastern and other railways 
who sue treatmg the worlmts in a very shabby 
manner. They are trying to victimise' the 
trade union workers becapad they are trying

to higMpflh t c*sc» of eorruptioo. I wotiid like 
to infrom the hon. Minister that the federa- 
tiom of U»e various trade unions really Mfant 
to coM^Pcrate with the government in tWs 
matter. But if the government want co-opera¬ 
tion in uprooting oc»Tuption then they will 
have to give some sort of fMTotection to the 
trade union officials of that particular union 
or organisatioa, Otherwise, why should I 
put my job into jeopardy by mentioning a 
particular name when 1 know that 1 wiU not 
be granted any protection. So, while we on 
behalf of trade unions assure the railways the 
fullest co-operation in uprooting corruption, 
or in at least trying to minimise it, we want 
an assurance that the Ministry, the Railway 
Board and the officials who are at the helm 
of affairs will give due protection to those 
trade union workers. 

It has been admitted by Shri Hunuman- 
diaiya himself that corruption has been 
minimised and he has been able to save some 
money on account of this. Whether it is in 
the matter of coal or any other material, he 
has' been able to save money on account r>f 
it. That is why he has left the third class 
passengers this time from further taxation. 

A solemn promise was made by .Shri 
Hunumanthaiya that he would condone the 
break in service of all those workers whose 
services were broken during the strike at 
Barauni and other places. But still the break 
in their services has not been condoned. 
Then, what about suspension cases ? Why has 
the suspension not been removed ? Some 
drivers and some of the clerks, who 
co-operat^ with this Government in every 
matter, arc still being transferred from Kan¬ 
pur, Allahabad etc. to distant places. 

. I- assure you once again that we arc 
prepared to cooperate but at the same time 
harassment of trade union officials and ordi- 
imry. workers who arc members of trade 
iti^otis should stop, and should stop now.

unless some low quotation is given, they arft 
not given the contract. But people want gdod 
food. The first class- and air-conditioned 
class passengers may actually get very good 
food or some good food. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul) : Who 
has told you that ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; If you say 
that you are an MP, you will get it ; I am 
sure. Here also you will get it. The railway 
canteen is far better. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Food here is 
much better. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Because it is 
subsidised. As a Member of Parliament and 
as a first class passenger also you can fight 
with them and get good food. But what happ¬ 
ens to third class passengers ? I would req¬ 
uest the hon. Minister to taste the food or 
the sweetmeats which are sold at railway 
stations. He is a young man ; he is hardly 
35 or 40 ; he looks very young at least, but 
if he puts a laddoo sold at the station in his 
mouth, he will not be able to break it. That 
is the quality of things that are sold there. 

I do not know when it is prepared and for 
how many months it is kept. Whether you 
talk of sweetmeats or paori or sabzi or any¬ 
thing, it is not good and people have to take 
that stuff. We suggested lunch packets for 
third class passengers, but they say that they 
will not be sold. Why will they not be sold ? 
A lunch packet at a reasonable price can be 
given to third class passengers. Third class 
passengers also expect something. But a third 
class passenger is supposed to have nothing ! 
A smoker in third class will have no ash tray 
even. Why do they not provide an ash tray 
in third class ? ^ 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUFTA (AUporc) ; 
The packets will be btui ; they will also be 
very'stale. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE t Let us start 
at least with some basi packets and sot what 
happens. But there are no ‘packetat .Sqnte. 
thing should be dmte for third cl«tt^ paaK^ 
gers. 

About three-tier ale^>erB, if you get the 
‘ iippermoit berth, you cannot get down frpm 
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there unless the coolie helps you. That is the 
condition. A man has to be carried to the 
topmost berth. Sometimes it disturbs the 
sleep of other*. So, let there be sleeping 
arrangements with two-berth or four-berth 
compartments. It can be partitioned. I know, 
it will not cost more. This particular size of 
the three-tier coach was originally meant for 
Nepal. You know, the average height of a 
Nepali is It was actually meant for 

Nepalese ; it was actually meant for expor¬ 
ting to Nepal. But it was given to our jawans 
of Haryana who are 6 ft. They cannot possi¬ 
bly sleep there. I would request you to have 
some mercy on the 3rd Class passengers and 
see that they are given better amenities and 
also a place to sleep.

I am happy that 3rd Glass reservation has 
become very common. The people are reserv¬ 
ing accommodation in time. Both the sitting 
accommodation and sleeping accommodation 
is there. But still more trains arc needed and 
more sleepers are needed with two berths, 
upper berth and lower berth. Let the middle 
berth be abolished. Now, if I do not get 
sleep and I want to read some book and I am on 
the lower berth, I will be forced to sleep beca¬ 
use the other man would put the thing on me 
and I will either get an injury or I will have 
to sleep. Gampulsory sleeping at 9 O Clock is 
there, I would request you to consider this 
matter. 

Once again, I would request the hon. 
Minister to call a meeting of all the trade 
unions irrespective of the fact whether they 
arc recognised or not, registered or not.

Member, Shri S. M. Banerjec tt> help 
the Railways in rooting out corruption from 
the Railways. I would like to assure him that 
no mercy will be shown to any corrupt official 
in the Railways and no victimisation of any 
person who gives any information with regard 
to that will be resorted to. 

It has been our endeavour to root out 
corruption from the Railways. There can be 
corruption at the booking window or at the 
parcel office. There are certain areas where 
corruption can be possible and we have tried 
with the help of the agencies at the disposal of 
the Railways to root out corruption ruthlessly 
from the Railways. It may take some more 
time. As regards getting cooperation not only 
of recognised unions but also un-recognised 
unions, I wish to make it clear before the 
House that so far as the problem.s of the 
Railways arc concerned, we have to deal with 
recognised unions. But we have never refused 
the advice of the unrecognised unions also. 

With regard to the employees who want 
condonation of the break in service at Barauni, 
I have had discussions with the hon. Member 
and witli other Members, Shri Sarjoo Pandey 
and Shri Ram Avtar Shastri. I am sure they 
have left with the feeling that the Railways 
are quite sympathetic with the demand of the 
employees. Looking at the way in which the 
employees have shown themselves during tliis 
war period, certainly, we ivill take this fact 
into consideration. I can assure the hon. 
Member that wc have been watching the trend 
and attitude of these employees. There has 
been considerable improvement. We have got 
all sympathies with them. We have already 
taken a decision with regard to the Int^pal 
Coach Factory employees because a similar 
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[Shri Mohd. Safi Qjircshi] 
case arose there also. The House should know 
that we have condoned their break in service 
and similar action will be taken in this case 
also. We are watching the attitude and beha¬ 
viour of the employees which, as I said earlier, 
has improved considerably. The hon. mem¬ 
bers would bear with me that in a vast 
organisation like the Railways we have to 
maintain discipline, and we cannot sacrifice 
discipline at any cost and to that extent, 
I think, Mr. Baunerjec would appreciate and 
also help us. 

With regard to the amenities to Third 
Class passengers; the hon. Member referred 
to the 3-tier compartments. Normally they 
are meant for sleeping, but they are given to 
passengers who like to travel by night. 

I would look into it if any inconvenience is 
caused to the Third Class passengers. 

With regard to food, I have to inform the 
House that we arc thinking of giving packet 
food, and packet food can be taken fresh from 
various stations. We have already introduced 
this in some railways, and I hope that we wUl 
be in a position to introduce the same in all 
the railways within a short time. 

I do not think there is any other point to 
be replied to. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is : 

“That the Bill to authorise payment 
and appropriation of certain further sums 
from and out of the Consolidated fund of 
India for the services of the financial year 
1971-72 for purposes of Railways, be taken 
into consideration.”

MR. DEPITPY-SPEAKER : The House 
will now resume further discussion on the fo¬ 
llowing Motion on Thanks on the President’s 
Address moved by Shri Alagesan on the 15th 
March, 1972, namely; — 

“That an Address be presented to the 
President in the following terms ;— 

‘That the Members of Lok Sabha 
assembled in this Session are deeply grate¬ 
ful to the President for the Address which 
he has been pleased to deliver to both 
Houses of Parliament assembled together on 
the 13th March, 1972’. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : On a 
point of order. There is no Minister present 
in the House. So, how can we resume discus¬ 
sion ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I shall have it 
conveyed to the Ministers. Now, Shri E. R. 
Krishnan. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I rise on a 
point of order. Without any Minister being 
present in the House, how can he speak ? 
There is no Minister in the House. After all, 
somebody .should take notes. Who should take 
notes? Should I take ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; I shall have 
it conveyed to the Ministers. Meanwhile, the 
hon. Member may begin his speech. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Let some Mini¬ 
ster come. Wc shall wait. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPE.AKER : How can we 
wait ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Let it be 
known that the Ministers have become utterly 
irresponsible. This is the height of irresponsi¬ 
bility. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : We shall give 
them five minutes. Meanwhile, the hon. Mem¬ 
ber may start. Wc cannot just sit in the Hou.se 
not doing anything. 
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SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : (Wandi 
Wash) : But who will hear his speech ? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : You may send 
for the Ministers, 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: You may 
please send for the Ministers, and let them 
come here. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: You should 
send for them and you should pull them up. 
Let it be known to the country that after they 
have secured a huge majority, they have be¬ 
come irresponsible ; after all, they should be¬ 
come more responsible now, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I agree that 
it is most unfortunate that not a single Minis¬ 
ter is present in the House. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It is not unfor¬ 
tunate, but it is deliberate. Let the hon. Mi¬ 
nisters apologise to the House. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Tlie Deputy Minis¬ 
ter of Parliamentary Affairs is here. Sir. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The Deputy 
Chief Whip may convey that at least one of 
the Ministers is present in the Treasury Ben¬ 
ches. There is no Minister present in the 
House.... 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF PARUAMENTARY AFF¬ 
AIRS (SHRI KEDAR NATH SINGH) : I am 
sorry. I am very sorry. 

Mr. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : This is unfor¬ 
tunate. Now, let the hon. Member Shri E. R. 
Krishnan begin his speech. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : No, he 
should not speak now. This is not a joke. It 
is not necessary that he should speak now when 
there is no Minister. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Unless the 
hon. Members want to do business, I shall have 
to adjourn the House. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Then; adjourn 
the House. 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER : If Shri E. R. 


Krishnan does not apeak, I shall call somebody 
else. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I rise on a 
point of order. After the quorum bell rang, 
the minimum quorm came, and the Deputy 
Chief Whip came, but unfortunately, in the 
quorum we did not End any Minister. You 
said. Sir, that it was unfortunate. Is it open 
to the House and is it proper for a Member 
to speak on a particular Demand for Grant or 
any other item where no Minister is present ? I 
want a ruling from you on this point, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I shall give 
my ruling. I am only concerned with whether 
the House has been properly summoned and 
whether it has properly met. I am guided by 
the Rules of the House. Under rule 11 : 

“A sitting of the House is duly consti¬ 
tuted when it is "presided over by the Spea¬ 
ker or any other member competent to pre¬ 
side over a sitting of the House under the 
Constitution or these rules.'* 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Why do you 
get angry with me. Sir? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He wanted 
my ruling and I am giving it. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : You are not 
at fault. Sir. Kindly hear my point of order. 

I have not yet finished it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I have listened 
to the hon. Member. He has made his submi¬ 
ssion. Now, the hon. Member should show me 
the courtesy of listening to me. Under the 
rules, when the requisite number of members 
is present and the person competent to preside 
is in the Chair, the House is properly constitu¬ 
ted and we can transact business, I have said 
it is unfortunate that no Minister is present in 
the Treasury Benches^ but that does not mean 
that we cannot transact business. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: On a point of 
clarification. Is the House properly constituted 
with no member of the Council of Ministers 
present? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Under the 
rules, it can be, although it is unfortunate that 
no Minister is present. 
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SHRI G. . VISWANATHAN : Wc must 
amend the rules. 

MR, DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; I am guided 
by the rules as they are. Shri Krisbnan. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; Is there no other 
provision of the rule ? 

•SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN (Salem) : 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I am grateful to 
you for giving me an opportunity to say a 
few words on the Prisident’s Address on be¬ 
half of Dravida. Munnetra Kazhagam to 
to which I have the honour to belong. 

I'he President in his Address has referred 
to the efforts of his Government in the 
matter of providing protected water supply 
to rural areas dotted with lakhs of villages and 
also in the matter of electrifying almost all 
the village throughout the length and becadth 
of the country. He haj also talked about the 
provision of a sum of Rs. 40 crorcs for the 
purpose of constructing tcr.ements for slum 
dwellers in big urban centres like Calcutta, 
Bombay, etc. 

But, what do we find actuallv ? On 
March 1, 1972, 25 long years after independ¬ 
ence, Shri Uma Shankar Dixit, the Union 
Minister of Health took credit for formulat¬ 
ing a 5-year rural water supply scheme at a 
cost of Rs. 110 crores and referring it to the 
Planning Commission. You will be surprised 
to know. Sir, that 9,20,000 villages in our 
country do not have basic amenities within a 
radius of one mile. 56,000 villages do not 
get protected drinking water. 

In a seminar held in New Delhi on 
February 21, 1972, the State Governments’ 
officials and the Central officials unanimously 
came to the conclusion that the crash pro¬ 
gramme for creating additional rural employ¬ 
ment has thoroughly failed. But, when we 
read what the President has to say in his 
Address about this, we begin to feel whether he 
is indulging in some fancies. This is what he 
says : 

“Special measures for the creation of 

additional employment in rural areas... 

have made some progress." 

'Phe President has referred to the pro¬ 
vision of Rs. 40 crores for slum clearance 
work. But, in Tamil Nadu the Government 
of Tamil Nadu have planned to construct by 


the end of 1972-73 17,000 tenements for the 
slum-dwellers and have allocated a sum of 
Rs. 8 crorcs for this purpose. They have 
also set up separately a Slum Clearance 
Board so that concerted eflTorts can be made 
to achieve this noble objective. When one of 
the Central Ministers recently visited Madras, 
he unreservedly lauded the approach of the 
State Government to this problem and openly 
said that in no other State in the country 
there is such an organisation like the Tamil 
Nadu Slum Clearance Board. When Tamil 
Nadu has done pioneering work, it is reg¬ 
rettable that the President in his speech has 
not referred to it. With a view to giving to 
all the villages in Tamil Nadu protected 
drinking water through covered wells and 
taps, the Tamil Nadu Government have 
formulated schemes costing Rs. 40 crorcs. Wc 
have planned to give electricity to 50,900 
villages in Tamil Nadu by the end of 1972-73. 
We have more or less achieved self-sufficiency 
in foodgrains. To implement such gigantic 
public welfare schemes, naturally the Tamil 
Nadu Government have had to spend more 
money than what has been allocated in the 
Fourth Five Year Plan, the consequence of 
which is that Tamil Nadu’s overdraft account 
with the Reserve Bank has gone upto 
Rs. 66.33 crores. In the year 1971-72, the 
plan allocation was only Rs. 80.20 crores, 
but the Government of Tamil Nadu spent 
Rs. 114.98 crores. In 1970-71 also the Go¬ 
vernment spent Rs. 97.45 crorcs though the 
allocation was only 79.30 crores. The Pre¬ 
sident has suggested that the tendency of the 
States to resort to overdrafts should be 
curbed. But how can a State Govermnent 
implement public welfare schemes without 
adequate resources ? For example, the allo¬ 
cation in the Fourth Five Year Plan for 
Tamil Nadu was 2500 crorcs, but the Central 
Planning Commission reduced it to Rs. 202 
crores. To meet this shortfall of Rs. 48 crorcs, 
the Government of Tamil Nadu are left with 
no alternative except to take overdraft from 
the Reserve Bank of India, which has come 
now to Rs. 66.33 crorcs. You will appreciate 
Sir, that the State Government is the near¬ 
est organisation for the people to realise their 
hopes and aspirations. I would appeal to the 
Central Government that the interest rate on 
the overdraft should be reduced. The repay¬ 
ment schedule should also be modified by in¬ 
creasing the ntimber of instalments within 
which this amount is to be repaid. 


•The original speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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In the Economic Times of July last year, 
it was mentioned that 333 industries, parti¬ 
cularly those producing steel and machinery, 
are working only to 60% of the installed cap¬ 
acity. A decade ago the rate of industrial 
growth was going up by 9%. But during the 
past two years, the growth in industrial pro¬ 
duction has gone down from 6% to 2%. 
Similarly, the wagon manufacturers reached 
their cajjaeity of producing 40,000 wagons a 
year, to meet the increased demands of their 
only consumer, the Railways. But, the Rail¬ 
ways cut down their requirement from 26,000 
wagons to 10,000 wagons. You can well 
imagine the plight of wagon manufacturers. 
In 1965-66, in the national income the capi¬ 
tal formation was of the order of 13.2%. 
But in 1970-71, it has come down to 9.6%. 
The export performance also paints a bleak 
picture. The President himself has said : 
"Slow progress in the industrial sector, how¬ 
ever, has been causing concern.” I would 
like to know what steps have been taken by 
the Government to remedy the situation. 

The Department of Commercial Intellig¬ 
ence and Statistics in Calcutta came out 
with the information that in the years 
1971*72 and in 1970*71 our exports had gone 
up by 8.6% and 8.3% respectively. But the 
Reserve Bank has refuted this and furnished 
a different set of figures. I would like to 
know who is correct and who is wrong, wliich 
figure is correct and which figure is wrong. 

The President has given a clarion rail 
for a moratorium on strikes and lock-outs to 
ensure that industrial unrest does not slow 
down industrial progress. On Deecmber 6 
last year, the Prime Minister, Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi appealed to both the Trade 
Union Leaders and the Industrialists that if 
the country is to become self-reliant and self* 
sufficient in essential commodities industrial 
peace should be ensured for three years and 
there should be no strikes and lock*outs dur¬ 
ing this period. She also appealed to all the 
leaders of different political parties that 
they should extend their helping hands in 
thus gigantic task. The President has reflected 
the same feelings in his speech. But what do 
we find in actual practice ? Three months 
before, in Madras there was a strike in the 
mammoth Simpson organisation employing 
15,000 workers. Bearing in mind the fore¬ 
most importance of maintaining industrial 


peace during this critical period, our Chief 
Minister, Dr. Calaignar Karunanidhi, our 
Industries Minister, Shri Madhavan, our 
Labour Welfare Mim'ster, Shri N. V. Nata- 
rajan were exploring all possibilities to settle 
the disputes amicably. At this crucial stage, 
a responsible Cabinet Minister in the Union 
Government, Shri Mohan Kumaramangalam 
visited Madras. Without even observing the 
elementary courtesy of consulting our Chief 
Minister, our Industries Minister and our 
Labour Minister about the reasons for this 
strike, he addressed a meeting of workers 
numbering 1500 wherein he proclaimed that 
he was not talking in his capacity as a 
Central Minister but only as a labour leader 
who had advocated the cause of labour for 
his life. He stated that there was too much 
interference of the Government of Tamil 
Nadu in this labour dispute. He also said 
that by exerting its gdvcrnmental authority, 
a particular labour leader has been elected 
to some office. I am sure, Sir, you will agree 
with me that there is some inherent cont¬ 
radiction in the approach of high dignitaries 
to the grave problems faced by the country. 

While describing the unsavoury role of a 
Union Minister, I would refer also to the 
constructive approach of another Central 
Minister. Ten days back, the Union Labour 
Minister, Shri Khadilkar, vi.sited Madras. 
Immediately on his arrival, he had a meeting 
with our Chief Minister, the Industries Minis¬ 
ter and ascertained authentically the course 
of events leading to this dispute. After that 
he met the Trade Union Leaders and tried to 
sort out the problem. He rightly felt that only 
after having mutual discussions some soultion 
can be found to this dispute. If Shri Mohan 
Kumaramangalam had adopted this attitude 
of Shri Khadilkar, the situation would not 
have worsened and a soultion to the mutual 
satisfaction of all involved could have been 
found. 

I will narrate another regretful incident. 
There was a sympathetic strike in Avadi Tank 
Factory in relation to Simpson strike. Many 
untoward things happened here. Industrial 
peace was greatly upset and there was no law 
and order at all. Many people were severely 
injured and admitted into the ho||pital. They 
were undergoing treatment there. At th^t 
time Shri K. R. Ganesh, the Uuion Minister 
happened to visit Madras. I need not say 
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here that he is a responsible Minister in 
the Central Government. What did he do at 
Madras ? He went straight to the hospital 
where an accused, who had committed certain 
offences leading to breach of industrial peace, 
was undergoing treatment and met him. Be¬ 
fore he met the accused in the hospital he 
did not inform cither the Chief Minister or 
the Industries Minister or the Labour Wel¬ 
fare Minister of his intentions. I do sub¬ 
scribe to the view that the sense of humanity 
is common to all and nobody can be an 
exception to that. But, is the attitude of a 
Central Minister, is his approach to the 
problem conducive to the smooth working of 
democratic institutions in our country ? Is it 
not highly improper for him to go straight to 
the accused in the hospital ? 

In the year 1968-69, the Tamil Nadu 
Government wanted 1,15,000 tonnes of iron 
and steel for the indtistrics in Tamil Nadu, 
but only 3136 tonnes were allocated. In 
1971-72, only 37,284 tonnes were allocated to 
Tamil Nadu, while the demand was 2,10,000 
tonnes. To the detriment of industrial growth 
in the States, the raw materials are c'-ported. 
Naturally there will be no industrial growth 
in the Slates. 

I would like to take this opportunity to 
say that the work on the Salem Steel Plant 
should be expedited. The President has 
expressed his hope that many steel plants are 
likely to be established in the country. At 
this juncture, it is necessary to point that 
the work already taken up on Salem .Steel 
Plant should be completed quickly. Simi¬ 
larly, the I'amil Nadu Government has rep¬ 
eatedly written to the Centre regarding the 
proposal for establishing a petro-chcmical 
complex in Manali in the joint sector with 
an investment of Rs. 90 crorcs. I would 
request the concerned Minister to initiate the 
process of implementing this proposal. The 
implementation of Second Phase of Neiveli 
Lignite Project has been long delayed. I 
would urge upon the Centre that the work 
on the Second Phase should be started 
immediately. 

In Madras City, a vast area covering 
hundreds of acres, known as the Island 
Grounds, occupies a pride of place, it is 
really the heart of the city of Madras. With 
the increasing air pollution from the Oil 
Refinery, if this open area is also used for 


the construction of a building complex for 
Defence Department then naturally it will be 
affecting the public health. The Madras Go¬ 
vernment of Tamil Nadu as also the Corpora¬ 
tion of Madras have objected to the proposal 
of having buildings in the Island Grounds. 
Many eminent political leaders of Tamil 
Nadu are also strongly of this view. I would 
request the Centre to stop this construction 
activity forthwith if they do not want to 
endanger public health in Madras. 

The Chief Minister of Tamil Nadu, 
Dr. Kalaignar Karunanidhi, has written 
personal letters to the Prime Minister request¬ 
ing her to locate the small car project in 
Tamil Nadu. I would like to stress that 
Tamil Nadu is ideally suited for this project 
and it should be established there. 

While initiating the discussion on the 
President’s Address, Shri O. V. Alagesan 
stated that in the developing situation through¬ 
out the country the regional parties have no 
future at all. He cited, to substantiate his 
theory, Ariankuppam bye-election in which 
the Congress Party won the Assembly seat. I 
would like to remind him of what has hap- 
pended in the recent elections. In Megha¬ 
laya, Manipur and Goa, only the regional 
parties have come to power, and not the 
all-India party, i. e. the Congress Party which 
could not get majority. Just because a re¬ 
gional party contested a seat in a remote cor¬ 
ner of the Union Territory of Pondicherry 
and lost the seat, it does not behove of a 
leader like Shri O. V. .Alagesan to prophesy 
about the dark future of regional parties, 
especially in view of what has happened in 
other Union Territories. 

The Government of India chose for the 
chairmanship of the Fifth Finance Commission 
Shri P. V. Rajamannar, the former diicf 
Justice Madras High Court. He along with 
his two colleagues submitted the Report to 
the Government of India which has accepted 
all the recommendations of the Commission 
unanimously. It was felt that the Report 
especially in regard to devolution of finances 
was objective and fair. The Tamil Nadu 
Government requested him to head a Com¬ 
mittee for the purpose of going into the im¬ 
portant question of Centre-State relations 
agitating the minds of one and all in the 
State. TTie Tamil Nadu Government did not 
want to be carried away by the urgency and 
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the necessity for more powers to the State if 
worthwhile public welfare schemes were to be 
implemented successfully. They wanted an 
impartial body to go into this question. This 
C3ommittec’s report was circulated to all the 
political parties in the country, to rll the lea¬ 
ders of State Governments and it was also sent 
to the Centre. But to our dismay we find that 
the Centre is sitting pretty over it. I begin 
to doubt whether the Central Government has 
lost its faith in Rajamannar whom they 
chose to head the Fifth Finance Commission. 
Do they think that he has become a Member 
of the D. M. K. just because he agreed to 
head Committee to consider the question of 
Centre-State relations ? Has he become a 
suspect in the eyes of Central Government 
just because he expressed his considered 
views that all the powers are ccncentratcd in 
the hands of the Centre and the States are 
deprived of their legitimate powers. Without 
the necessary powers the States arc unable to 
do anything worthwhile for the welfare of 
the people. Mahatama Gandhi used to speak 
quite often about the establishment of Gram 
Raj in the country. The President has also 
referred to this in his speech. How can real 
Gram Raj be established in the country if 
all the powers are concentrated in the hands 
of the Centre. If the villages are to be¬ 
come vital centres of activity, then the Centre 
should divest itself of the oppressive burden 
of all powers. The Slates should get greater 
powers so that the rural areas need not look 
to the far away Delhi for any minor activity 
in the interest of the people. 

Sir, the moment we talk about the auto¬ 
nomy of States, we are branded as secessioni¬ 
sts. But the real position is, the D. M. K. in 
many of its regional conferences has made 
unequivocally clear and also has passed un¬ 
animous resolutions to the effect that it does 
not want secession. It wants a strong and 
unified Centre. The national integration 
should become the inseparable way of life in 
the country. This can be achieved only when 
there is autonomy for the States and the 
States can function effectively for the uplift- 
ment of the people exercising their legitimate 
powers which are now concentrated in the 
hands of the Centre. ITie respected leader of 
the country Shri Jayprakash Narayan has 
demanded greater powers for the States. Shn 
Virendra Patil, the erstwhile Chief Minister 
of Mysore State belonging to Syndicate Con¬ 
gress, wanted greater autonomy for the States. 


The former Chief Minister of Punjab, Sardar 
Gurnam Singh, urged upon the necessity for 
the Centre to shed its powers in favour of the 
States. Shri C. Rajagopalachari, who had held 
the highest positions in the Government of 
India, as Minister and who was the first 
Indian Governor-General of India, repeatedly 
stresses the need of the States for greater 
powers. Shri George Fernandez, the leader of 
the Socialist Party, wants greater powers for 
the States. In the recent elections, almost all 
the political parties in their election manifesto 
demanded greater powers and autonomy for 
the States. Can you in one stroke call all these 
people and the political parties as secessionists? 
I would only say that those who do not want 
greater powers for the States are the seces¬ 
sionists. They do not have the good of the 
country in their hearts. To call the demand 
for autonomy as the demand for secession is 
highly irregular and it*" is certainly a wrong 
propaganda. I want to repeat that the 
D. M. K. stands for a strong centre and it 
has adopted as its cardinal principle national 
integration. But, in order to establish Gram 
Raj in the country, in order to achieve self- 
sufficiency in foodgrains, in order to 

become self-reliant, in order to ensure 
industrial growth, in order to have the Cen¬ 
tral-State relations on a sound footing, the 
powers which are now concentrated in the 
hands of the Centre must be shared with the 
States. The States should be given greater 
autonomy for meaningful and purposeful 

functioning. If democracy has to take deep 
roots in the country, if social justice is to 
become the order of the day, if 55 crorcs of 
people are to march on an even keel of indus¬ 
trial progress, if possibilities for progress are 
to be created throughout the country, then 
the States should have greater powers and 
autonomy. 

Though we have established Monopolies 
Conrunission to curb the growth of monopolies 
in the country, we find that the Tatas, Birlas 
and others of their ilk get maximum number 
of licences leading to further growth of mo- 
no];>olies. I would urge upon the Govern¬ 
ment to arrest this kind of growth in mono¬ 
polies. 

I would also refer to the problem of 
Ceylon refugees. It is regrettali^je that the 
Centre has not come to their help in a big 
way. The Centre should take greater interest 
in the rehabilitation of these refugees. Slowly 
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and steadily the Ceylon Tamils arc losing 
their moorings. Their Tamil culture has been 
corroded sufficiently. They are forgetting 
Tamil language. The Central Government 
should establish contacts with the Ceylon 
Government in the matter of giving protec¬ 
tion to the Tamils settled in Ceylon for cen¬ 
turies. 

There is gradual decrease every year in 
the matter of southern representation in 
Indian Administrative Service. 1 would re¬ 
quest that the Government should go into this 
question throughly and sec that there is pro¬ 
per representation in 1. A. S. from southern 
States. Though the final report of Bhagwati 
Committee on Unemployment has not yet 
been prepared, I would like to know what 
action has been taken on the, interim Report. 
I would like also to know the employment 
opportunitu's generated so far in the Fourth 
Five Year Plan. During ,tthe past couple of 
years, we are all deafened by the Caribi 
Hatao slogan in every nook and corner of the 
country. Even the Prime Minister fiequently 
talks about this Garibi llatao. I want to know 
what constiuctive action has been taken by 
the Centre to duve .away the povcily. Iii.ste.ad 
of getting nan owed, the ga]} between th<‘ 
bases aiul have-notes is widening alaimingly. 
Social justice continuis to be as elusive as it 
was 25 ) cars ago. 

liefor<‘ I conclude, 1 would appeal to the 
Centre which has sei ured the massive majoiity 
and the unanimous verdict of the pcopli- of 
the country that it .should leave its .step- 
itiolheily attitude tovvaids the Sl.ites and 
share its powers with the St.ites so that tlic 
people of the counti-y ran jtrogress. Whatever 
industries are to be establisheil in Tamil 
Nadu, especially those industries which h.ave 
been on the card for long should be set up 
forthwith. The demand for atitonomy of the 
State should not be misconstrued as tin;

PROF. MADIIU DHANDAVATE (Raj- 
pur) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, while parti¬ 
cipating in the debate on the Motion of 
Thanks to the President even in this hour of 
reverses of my party in the elections, I would 
not like to lose the sense of national perspec¬ 
tive in a mood of desperation and frustration 
.... {Interruption) It is not because of you 
hon. Members from the treasury benches. 
But it is because of our convictions. We are 
Socialists who have faith in socialism and 
democracy. That is why we speak that way. 
So, in a mood of frustration and desperation 
I would not like to lose the sense of national 
perspective. 

The President has righlly said, in his 
Address, that two important events of the 
last year were the victory of India in Bangla¬ 
desh and the elections to the State legislature. 
I must admit that one of the greatest events 
in this country during the last year was the 
victoi-y of the Indian armed forces, the 
victory in Bangla Desh, the victory in 
Indo-Pak war. I must admit, on behalf 
of my party, that this victory ha.s not been 
merely a victory on the battle-held but it is a 
victory of ideals. For the first time, the image 
of India in the comity of nations has been 
sharpened, it has been refined and it has be¬ 
come luminous. And even the so-called Great 
Powers w'ill have to take cognizance of the 
fact that India is a force to be reckoned with 
and that is the greatest achievement of the 
country in the course of the last one year. 
And to this the President has rightly 
referred. 
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[Shri Madhu Dhandavatc] 

There is another important event, and 
that is the results of the recent elections. 
These elections and the emerging pattern are 
also important events in our political life. No 
doubt the President has referred to elections 
and said that the elections were most peaceful. 
But, to my mind, the President has miserably 
failed to diaw the attention of the Parlia¬ 
ment and the entire nation to the most tragic 
fact of our political life the imbalance in legis¬ 
latures. Parliamentary democracy consists of 
two major levers : one lover is the treasury 
benches, the ruling patty, and the other equ¬ 
ally significant lever of Parliamentary donto- 
cracy is a viiile, democratic and dynamic 
opposition. Ido not want to give any apology, 
we do ROt want to beg of the treasury benches 
that we want their help to build our opposi¬ 
tion. Far from that. But the President has 
failed to stress the fact that it is the tragedy 
of our Parliamentary life that imbalance has 
been created in the Legislatures and that the 
Parliamentary life has become lopsided. That 
is bad even for the treasury benches. {Interr¬ 
uption') Have a little more patience. You have 
enough of majority ; just tolerate tlie oppo¬ 
sition a little and have a little more accommo¬ 
dation so that you will be able to understand 
the value of democratic life. {Interruptions) 

No doubt the Indo- Pak war has 
brought for^'ard, on the cmc hand, 
the lofty and noble heights to which 
the imitcd endeavour of the nation has b<;en, 
but at the same time, on the other hand, it 
has also brought forward the degrading and 
miserable depths to which the country has 
sunk in utilising the noble and great victory 
of a natiem in war for purposes of paltry 
electoral gains. That is the tragedy of our 
count!-)'. 

I do not want to make unfounded allega¬ 
tions. Here, have with me a copy of the 
Times of India dated 9th March 1972—I am 
referring to the Bombay edition of the Times 
of India. On page 9, here, we have got the 
picture of three Serv’ice Chiefs. It is the 
replica of a postcard that was posted by can¬ 
didates of Congress (R). On the back side 
of the card is the slogan ‘Vote Congress*. 
On one side is the picture of the victors of 
war and on the other side is the slogan ‘Vote 
Congresss*. The slogan on the postcard was 
not that these three Chiefs were responsible 
for making the image of India luminous ; the 


slogan was ‘Vote Congress’. That is how 
they try to utilise the gains of the way for 
paltry electoral gains. No doubt, earlier, in a 
subtle manner they tried to utilise the victory 
by timing the elections in a particular way. 
But the candidates were more crude and they 
perhaps utilised such literature as Service 
Chiefs’ names, portraits and pictures in order 
to gain votes. I’hat was what was happen¬ 
ing. 

I want to say something about the imba¬ 
lance in the legislatures. I would like to make 
it very char that, while pointing out to the 
imbalance cieatcd in tlie Legislatures, the 
socialist party would never beg of the ruling 
[jarty to help us in building the opposition. 
'J’he opposition will be built up on the basis 
of its constiuctive work and combative activi¬ 
ties, and if we failed in that, we might fail to 
gain the strength, ‘"but in times to come we 
will be able to make up the lapses. Unfortu¬ 
nately the treasury benches have engaged 
themselves not only in building up their own 
power but they also want to make a choice 
of their favourite party in the opposition. To 
give a concicte instance, in a province like 
Bihar, knowing full well that it is the socia- 
lits party that is the largest non-Congress 
party—they were frightened at the prospect 
of this parly coming up as the largest opposi¬ 
tion. They had an alliance with the Com¬ 
munist Party of India ; they wanted Her 
Majesty’s opposition and, therefore, had an 
alliance with the Communist Party. Even 
with this alliance Communists were able to 
secure only 35 seats whereas the socialist party 
was able to secure 33 seats. With the help of 
their allies they have propped up an opposition 
party so that in the Legislature there will be 
Queen’s Government the ‘‘Queen’s opposition”. 
That is how they want to be gainers on both 
the sides. 

As far as the recent elections are concerned 
I must candidly admit that it is not merely 
the malpractices that have created the election 
results. In most of the States it is the climate 
generated by the war that is responsible for 
giving the massive and sweeping victory to the 
Congress. We, on the opposition side, must 
sportingly accept this fact that it is the victory 
in the war that has given the massive majority 
to the ruling Party. 

But, at the same time, there have been 
States like Bengal, Bihar and Kashmir 
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where a tut of mal-practices have taken place. 
To make a concrete reference to Bihar, I 
would have very much liked the President also 
to say something about the irregularities in 
elections that have taken place in such States. 
With a full sense of responsibility let me state 
on the floor of the House that I have met 
certain Members of this very House belong¬ 
ing to different Parties—not only the Congress 
Party—they themselves have told me that in 
the past elections as also in the recent elections 
they and their Parly have been responsible for 
the capture of booths. Sir, I would demand 
duiing this debate : let the Klettion Commis¬ 
sion set uj) an impartial machinery to find 
out whether in Bihar the rapture of booths 
has tak< n place. These allegations are theie 
not merely against the i-uling Party. Some 
non-Congress Parties, especially in Bihar, are 
also responsible for the capture of booths. 
They utilised tlic caste ba.sis of various villages 
and that, combined with the capture of booths 
has given a shaiper edge to a political paity 
in a particular constituency. 1 think these 
things must be investigated. 

As far as Bengal is concerned, C'jmrad(' 
Gopalan said a lot about fair and free elections 
and about violence and non-violence. Here, 
I must humbly submit : who aic the people 
who arc responsible for violence thcic ? Many 
on the opposition side sitting over here, havc 
our comrades murdered in Bengal. During 
the CPM regime an atomosphere of violence 
was generated and the same atmosphere of 
violence is recoiling on them also. Therefore 
they cannot also escape the responsibility. 
But, at the same time, let me point out that 
there were adventurist Naxalites who were 
born out of the w'omb of the CPM, but now 
they have been adopted by the Congress 
(R) . . . . 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) ; Ques¬ 
tion. . . . {Interruptions) No. 

PROF. MADHU DHb\NDAVATE : You 
may say, ‘No’. I would demand, let tliere be 
an impartial investigation and let an inquiry 
committee of Parliament be set up to go into 
this question. I am not at all happy to make 
such an allegation. I am not at all happy to 
make such an allegation that booths have been 
tampered with, voters have been attacked and 
booths have been attacked. Wlioever docs it, 

I am very unhappy. I say it, not in anger, 
but in anguish. Even if my party docs it, I 


won’t condone it. I don’t want parliamen¬ 
tary democracy in this country to be destroyed 
But only if people have faith in parliamen¬ 
tary democracy, we can function in the Par¬ 
liament. So, I would demand—appoint an 
investigating machinery. So, Let them go to 
Kashmir, let them go to Bengal, Bihar and let 
them find out whether the people did attack 
the booth.s. 

I don’t say that it has happened ail over. 
In the State of Maharashtra from where I 
come, we never heard of capture of booths 
and I would not level single allegation against 
the ruling Party that any single booth has 
been captuied. But I make these allegations 
in relation to Bihar, in relation Jto Bengal 
and in relation to Kashmir. I do it with a 
full sense of responsibity. In Bihar, it is not 
the Congress Party alone but many other 
Parties have been indulging in this. There¬ 
fore, this has to be stopped. 

In this debate, I would like to make one 
thing very clear, that if the Government 
machinery is not available in the next elec¬ 
tions to protect the booths and to protect 
parliamentary democracy. Parties like the 
.Socialist Party will evolve their own machinery 
to see that the booths are protected and 
ultimately parliamentary democracy is pro¬ 
tected, because if the booths are captured, it 
is not merely the booths that are destroyed, 
but it is parliamentary democracy that is des¬ 
troyed, and if parliamentary democracy in this 
country is affected and people feel that there 
will be no more fair and free elections in such 
a climate, then it is not the democrats like us 
who will flourish but it is those elements who 
have a vested interest in anarchy in the country 
and who are adventurists, it is those who 
have extra-territorial loyalties—it is these 
elements who will gain. Therefore, I 
demand that these anti-social elements will 
have to be curbed and these mal-practiccs 
will have to be put an end to.

There is only a little and a passing refe¬ 
rence to land reforms and other reforms. But, 
what has happened about the implementation of 
GARIBI HATAO programmes? What has ha¬ 
ppened about the programmes for providing 
more job opportunities? Whatever amount was 
sanctioned in the last budget for creating job 
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fShri Madhu Dhandavatc] 
opportunities, for urban employment, etc., out 
of that, a major portion of that particular 
quantum, has remained completely unused. I 
am stating the facts. Before the elections we 
were told that if necessary even an ordinance 
will be promulgated for lowering down of the 
land ceilings and that the legistation will be 
implemented with retrospective effect. VVe 
were told before the election that there will be 
ceiling on urban property. VVe were told be¬ 
fore the election that there would be taxation 
on the rural rich. But all of a sudden, a num¬ 
ber of Chief Ministers came forward with a 
pronouncement that all these reforms have 
been shelved they will be taken up after the 
election, because, obviously, they knew it fully 
well that it is the rural rich and the urban 
rich from whom they had to create their elec¬ 
tion funds. That is why a number of indus¬ 
trial houses have been approached, and I say 
this with a full sense of responsibility after 
contacting the trade unions of the industrial 
concerns and industrial houses. I want to tell 
you that including the Prime Minister may 
have brought pressure on the industrial houses 
to get the donations to the tune of Rs. 20.00 to 
Rs. 25.00 lakhs. Huge amounts were collected 
from the big industrial houses in order to create 
the socalled socialist pattern of society. Let 
there be an inquiry into it. Let there be such 
an inquiry immediately. Let us try to find 
how many industrial houses have given black 
money to the Election fund. Let us know the 
truth.... 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA: It is not a 
fact. Your truth has no legs. 

PROF. MADHU DHANDAVATE : There 
are legs, but you should have the vision to see 
the legs. Unfortunately you lack that vision in 
you. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA: I cannot 
conjure. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : I would 
make another demand. Try to investigate and 
let there be an impartial machinery to find out 
why on the eve of the elections the prices of 
sugar were increased. Let that be done. Why 
were the sugar magnates allowed to increase the 
prices ? It would be really interesting to find 
out why large amounts were actually given by 
the sugar magnates to the ruling party for the 


election funds. All these things must be inves¬ 
tigated .... 

.AN HON. MEMBER : His party has also 

got. 

PROF. MADHU DHANDAVATE : If they 
had given to Socialist party or Communist 
party, let the facts come before the nation*and 
the nation will be able to know about that. 

AN HON. MEMBER : The Jan Sangh 
has also got.

PROF. MADHU DilANDAVATE : I have 
not said that the sugar magnates have given 
money only to the ruling party. Let an inves¬ 
tigating machinery be set up to find out how 
much amount was given to the ruling party, 
how much was given to the Jan Sangh, how 
much to the Swatantra party, how much was 
given to the Socialist party and the Commu¬ 
nist party. That can be investigated and farts 
might be placed before this House.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : It can be han¬ 
ded ov'er to the C. P. I. for investigation. 

PROF. MADHU DHANDAVATE : There 
is one more point to which I would like to 
make a reference. 

So far as the political life of the country is 
concerned, both before the election and also 
after the election, there is a high degree of 
centralisation and monopolisation of power in 
the country in the hands of the ruling party. 
We have two Gandhis we had Mahatma 
Gandhi and today we have Mrs. Indira Gandhi. 
Mahatma Gandhi stressed decentralisation and 
devolution of power and Mrs. Indira Gandhi 
stresses centralisation, concentration, and mo¬ 
nopolisation of power. She cannobjie blamed 
because her weak and submissive supporters 
themselves have decided to surrender their 
authority and initiative. So we find another 
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Gandhi of our time is talking in terms of 
centralisation of power not devolution of 
power, but concentration of power. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA She has 
never talked like that. 

PROF. MADHU DHANDAVATE ; I do 
not blame the Prime Minister. For, what can 
she do, when her supporters themselves have 
decided like that ? She is not required to 
murder their initiative and freedom when her 
supporters themselves meekly and weakly have 
decided to surrender themselves at the altar 
of Delhi’s power. She cannot be blamed for 
it. I would only blame those who are function¬ 
ing at the State level. I have never heard of 
a democratic country where the State Legisla¬ 
tures do not take the decision as to who their 
leader will be, but it is to be decided by the 
Prime Minister. The State Legislatures will not 
decide what the composition of a State Cabi¬ 
net should be, but it will be decided by the 
Prime Minister. It is not the Prime Minister 
who has asked for more power, but it is these 
people who are meekly submitting to the power 
and therefore there is more centralisation. 
{Interruptions). My hon. friends may heckle me, 
but this is the voice of reality. 

AN HON. MEMBER : She is the leader 
of the nation. 

PROF. MADHU DHANDAVATE : I shall 
end my speech with a few remarks. Ne.\t 
year, on the day of Mahatma Gandhi’s death 
anniversary, when the victors of the elections 
go to the Gandhi samadhi, I am sure they 
will instinctively say : “Mahatma Gandhi, the 
vibrant symbol of decentralisation and devolu¬ 
tion of power is dead ; but long live Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi, the living symbol of centralisa¬ 
tion, monopolisation and concentration of 
power.” 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE why has he 
forgotten Shri Ferojc Gandhi ? 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich) : Before 
1 express my views on the Address by the Pre¬ 
sident,! would like to voice my concern over 
the unseemly behaviour of a certain section of 
this House which was staged on that momentous 
day when the President delivered his address to 
the Members of both Houses assembled toge¬ 
ther in a joint session. It was an exercise in 
patience and tolerance on the part of the 


Members of this House that such an unseemly 
conduct was allowed to prevail simultaneo¬ 
usly when the President was addressing the 
Members of the Houses assembled together. 
We arc grateful to Prof. Madhu Dhandavate 
that after he has taken over the reins of the 
Socialist Party, his lieutenant Shri Raj Narain 
and another colleague of his who had indul¬ 
ged in such a behaviour last year were not 
allowed to repeat that scene this year, but 
that role has been taken over by the Marxist 
friends who are the Members of this House. 
I think that expeditious decision should be 
taken in this matter and the Members who 
are responsible for having marred the solem¬ 
nity and dignity of the occasion should not be 
allowed to repeat this hereafter because it is 
quite conceivable that these Mandst friends 
who always believe in the cult of violence 
and who always pin their faith in the Mao 
doctrine that a revolution has to come out of 
the barrel of a gun and not out of the deci¬ 
sions of the ballot-box might repeat that scene 
again and again. 

Last year, when our country was facing 
the twin dangers, the dangers coming from 
Right reaction and the dangers coming from 
Left adventurism, when we went to the polls 
in the 1971 Parliamentary elections, the Right 
reactionaries were routed and the relics of 
feudalism were beaten in their ovm dens, and 
the Marxists were also, if not quite routed, at 
least mauled and mutilated to such an extent 
that they were reduced to the position of a 
very negligible minority and they had only to 
play their noisy role in this House. 

There is no single year in the history of 
any nation in the world, which has been 
packed with such important events, as the year 
197! in our country. In 1971, the country 
gave a massive majority to the Ruling Cong¬ 
ress under the leadership of our present Prime 
Minister. Soon thereafter, when we had 
assembled in this House to chalk out a pro¬ 
gramme for the eradication of poverty and 
for a social transformation where by the poor 
could have their bread, and a firmer roof over 
his head and some insurance against diseases, 
we were overtaken by an unprecedented trag¬ 
edy in the shape of the march of one crore of 
refugees from the neighbouring country which 
is now the fuU-fledgcd Bangla Desh. 

Voices were raised in this House that the 
Prime Minister’s leadership was on trial, the 
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country was on trial. Even the friends of the 
reactionary group in this House, the American 
Government, began to meddle in an undigni¬ 
fied manner in tlie tragedy which was a human 
tragedy on an unprecedented scale. 

Then pressures were brought to bear on 
the Prime Minister anc} her party to accord 
recognition to Bangla Desh very early. But 
she kept quiet. She measured her steps. She 
calculated all pros and cons. Tlie decision to 
recognise Bangla Desh was taken only wlicn 
Bangla Desh became a reality witli the colla¬ 
boration and Co-operation of our armed forces 
with the Mukti Bahini in Bangla Desh. Had 
the decision to recognise Bangla Desh been 
taken at at} earlier stage as demanded by the 
Opposition parties, perhaps wc would not have 
come out so victorious as wc did in Decem¬ 
ber 1971. 

In this very House, Shri A. B. Vajpayee 
said that wc were friendless bec.'tiise wc had 
not entered into military part with any pfjwer 
in the world. This was during I’ne debate on 
foreign affairs in this House. 

The Conclusion of the Inclo-Soviet Treaty 
is another landmark in the history of our 
Country. A friend in need is a friend indeed. 

I regret to say that in the recent elections 
certain parties went out of their way and lt)st 
all sense of national perspcetive when they 
denigrated and defamed the conclusion of the 
Treaty which has gone a long away in making 
us victorious in the recent Indo-Pakistan war. 

We also made certain promises to the 
electorate in the mid-term poll last year. One 
was that poverty would be abolished from the 
country. The opposition parties were comple¬ 
tely routed in the parliamentary elections. 

They had a second inning in the election to 
the State legislatures when they were comple¬ 
tely demolished. 

Now my friend, Prof. Dhandavate, says 
that centrali-sation of power has taken 

place because wc in this part of the House 

have surrendered our democratic rights and 
vigilance and that whatever was conceiv'cd 
and dreamt of by the Father of the Nation has 
been given a go-by by the present Prime 

Ministir. He also said that for this the Prime 
Minister was not to be blamed but that the 
members of her party were. I would ask him : 


has he considered l^htf question of implemen¬ 
tation of land reforms ? In the State l^isla- 
tures the landed aristocracy was strongly in 
entrenched whether in the shajje of the Congress 
Government or Coalition Government. They 
were so firmly entrenched there that no 
progressive land reforms were possible. Now the 
subject is being included in the Cioncurrent 
list because there should be one policy throu¬ 
ghout the country on land reforms, there 
should be one policy about ceiling, land 
distribution and industrialisation. We cannot 
solve the problem of lack of industrialisation, 
rural or urban unemployment by the pursuit 
of different policies in the country in these 
matters. 

PROF. MADHIJ DH.\NDAVATE : One 
question : is the appointment of Chief Mini¬ 
sters also a Central subject? 

C 

SHRI B. R. .SHUKL.A : That is our do¬ 
mestic concern. You arc not to be bothered 
ab.iut it. For instant e, thcr.' are points of di- 
ffcicntcs between you and Mr. Raj Narairf 
which arc purely your ccjoccrn, and wc never 
oaicd to bother about them the elected Ica- 
tlci-, having an overwhleming majority in the 
I-gislaturc want to be guided in the appoint¬ 
ment of .a Chief .Minister, by our Prime Mini¬ 
ster. You do not aeri'pt it and that is your 
allegation. But ewn for the .sake of argument 
that is the state of .affairs, then it is a tribute 
to the le.ideiship of our Prime Minister and 
the f.xith in her le.adeship that h.is been de¬ 
monstrated by (he entire nation. 

The Pi evident, in his Address, has touched 
the point of povety. He has said that the war 
li.as been woii, hut the war on poverty, the war 
on squalor, the war against ignorance has to 
bo fought in the same way. But, as you know, 
the military campaigns arc managed by trained 
army personnel, but the war against poverty 
is to be fought not by disciplined soldiers but 
by persons who have got political affiliations, 
who have their own pulls and pressures, and 
therefore, it is more difficult end more one¬ 
rous to wage a war against poverty. Tiicrefore 
as war against Pakistan was fougiit successfully 
under the leadership of our President who is 
.Supreme Commander of all the armed forces 
of our country, similarly, the war against po¬ 
verty has to be fought under his supreme Co- 
inmandership, and under the IcSdership of 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi, the Prime Minister 
and Leader of this House. (Interruption) 
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. SHRIB. R. SHUKLA. ‘FieW Marshal* 
is a term which is inferior to %hat of Supreme 
Ckxnmander. Therefore, we do not want to 
accept your adjective. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE ; It came 
from the Treasury Benches. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA : What is the dan¬ 
ger which is facing us ? So far as the people 
are concerned, in spite of their illiteracy, in 
spite of their mass poverty, in spite of their 
traditional beliefs and their adherence to old 
faiths, they have shown complete maturity and 
political sense in returning us, for which even 
my hon. friend, in spite of his reverses and 
frustration, has paid an eloquent tribute. 

Now, the masses waift that there should be 
some sense of purpose. They were tired of the 
climate of political uncertainty, political insta¬ 
bility, and they were also tired of coalitions, 
defections and all sorts of undesirable things. 
Therefore, they have given a completr and 
massive verdict to us. And even if there is no 
opposition in this House, I want to submit that 
there arc voices amongst ourselves who are 
conscious of this responsibility : that the coun¬ 
try should reconstituted on socialist lines. I 
invite my socialLst friends to abandon their 
seats there and come and occupy the benches 
here, and their voice, even of dissent, even of 
differences, shall be equally respected, we have 
collaboration; we have alliances, we have sympa¬ 
thies, not with individuals or parties but we 
have sympathies and collaboration with policy 
and the ideology which they adopt and which 
they practise. We extended our help and co¬ 
operation and we made aUianccs at some 
places with the members of the CPI because 
they believe in the same destiny, in the same 
line of thinking in which we believe, you be- 
live, but your Raj Narain makes alliance with 
those who are reactionaries out and out who 
take contributions in the same way, as you 
allege, we take contributions, which fact is 
stoutly refuted by us. Why did you not succeed 
in getting donations ? Because you have lost 
yoUr market value. People know that you-can 
ncA succeed. My DMK friend has juM stood Up ; 
he hes got his own Government and probabLy 
t ftkt Govenment is doing well in Tamil Nadu 
and therefore his market value has not dimini- 
^ed so much as the v^ue of the penprur lyho 
eoidtltujtwl Ac coiBdoh Cto in aa«tr 


and Bengal and other places. We have got a 
Icider, in whom people have got faith. I>emo> 
cracy cannot be run without money. Even in 
bigger democracies like America and England, 
donations are coming forth. We do not beg 
for donations but if people gfive donations they 
arc welcome, Wc did not go with a br^ging 
bowl to the United States for helping the re¬ 
fugees, but if help was coming forth without 
strings, certainly we do not like to spurn it. It 
fs in this context that you should view the con¬ 
tributions or donations, if given at all, to the 
ruling party. 

The President has m his Address spoken 
about the creation of a task force. Certainly 
progressive policies enunciated by the Central 
Government get bogged down at die State 
level and the bureaucratic empires created by 
the erstwhile public servants coming down from 
the British days had not changed ; their out- 
lo<ik is mostly outdated. Therefore, the creation 
of a task force is necessary for the implemen¬ 
tation and enforcement of the socialist policies. 

We are now complete masters in this 
House as well as the State legislatures. Poste¬ 
rity will not excuse us-nor would there be any 
alibi—if we do not swiftly utilise the power 
which people have unmistakably given to us in 
elections, both in 1972 and in 1971. We have 
to bear in mind constantly these ringing words 
of an English poet: “We have promises to 
keep and miles and miles to go before we 
sleep.” We iiavc faith in ourselves and in our 
leadership. If wc give her unstinted support, it 
should not worry you. You should be worried 
only when there is failure on our part to keep 
the promises which wc have made. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR 
(Quilon) : Sir, I have already moved the 
following Amendments :

That at the end of the motion, the follow¬ 
ing be added, namely :— 

“but regret that the fall in the prices 
of coconut, pepfjer and other products of 
Kerala is not countered by effective steps 
by the Central Government.” 

My effort will be to throw light on the 
gpricvances of my State because to indulge in 
mere abstract political discussions is, I think, 
of no value. Let me point out that except for 
a passing reference to Arthik Swaraj, this 
Address as a statement of policy is the baldest 
and the barest made by President before any 
Parliament. There has been so much 
stress and strain in the States that the 
Government could not finalise their time-bound 
jH-ogrammes and policies for the next year. 
1 can under-stand that. If they admit it, I 
can appreciate it. But if they think only 
of their land-slide victories and forget their 
promise to the people of this country, then 
the astounding majority that they have got 
and the astounding support that they have 
got may turn out to be dangerous for them. 

The slogan of garibi hatao, which has been 
picked up by the teeming millions, is not 
being implemented with seriousness. The 
present mass upsurge may take a disastrous 
turn in future if their aspirations are belied. 
If thb Government does not utilise the 23th 
and 26th Amendments of the Constitution 
and does not bring forward progressive legis¬ 
lation to see that tmemployment and poverty 
are, as far as possible, countered, if the 
Government does not give food, work and 
shelter, of some sort, to the teeming millions 
of India, the fhturc of this country will be 
very bleak. 

1 must also add that whoever it^ht have 
btam responsible for it in the beginnii^, 
'goonda raj is not somethiug healthy for a 
den^^atie life, the' gponda Ih West 


Bengal is going o|ioe again to ret^ onits 
patrons. Iherefore, in the interests of demo¬ 
cracy, those who have come out successfid 
in the elections must see that goonda raj is 
put down in West Bengal once and for all. 
If not, they will be digging their own graves. 

Now, I come to local problems, the solution 
of which alone will ultimately solve the 
problems of this country. Kerala is tlfe one 
State which has been discriminated against 
most ever since independence in this country. 
I am listing some of the the discriminations. 

Kerala is the one State in India which 
has no basic or heavy industry either in the 
private or the public sector. 

Kerela is the one State in India where 
there is not a single armament factory or 
ammunition factory or ordnance factory or a 
single unit of defence production. 

Kerala is the one State in India where no 
public sector undertaking worth the name has 
been set up since independence. 

Kerala is the one State in India where 
there is no Central University or no Central 
Technological or Research Institute. 

Kerala is the one State in India where 
the rail routemile per lakh of the population 
is only one-third of the all-India average and 
where is not a single railway product or unit 
or even a single railway workshop, 

Kerala is education and the highest 
percentage of education and the lowest per¬ 
centage of employment. 

Kerala is the one State in India which 
provides the highest percentage of foreign 
exchange and gets bdek the lowest percentage 
in the quota of imports for industrial' 
development. 

Yet, the Government of India lias now 
rejected the claims of Kerala fen- setth^ up the 
Cross-bar Switching Equipment Unit, tbrouf^ 
the technical experto had approved our 
and given it to a Btftte which has 
two tdet^onc units. Ailtt .st^etiag iKetii^ 
for the estaUishment of a E^redsioa Inslm- 
ments Unit, after the State Govei^ntent had 
acquired the land and n^e 'aill die pEdiaiia 
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atuy (uraa^staeatat after the £Qiunda.tion Atone 
iii^ }ii^ hy att ethihenl personality, the unit 
was nncmsionloudy set up in Kotau We 
were pironused a second unit, but we under¬ 
stand that the Kota unit has advance its 
efaim for further develc^ment. They want 
piwiunatioi instruments also to be produced 
there, Hierefore, even if Kerala gets a second 
unit, it will be uneconomic. So, their love 
towards Kerala is quite patent. 

The Geological Survey of India was asked 
to conduct a survey of the iron ore mines of 
Kerala. The survey has been going on for the 
last five years and is not complete. The survey 
of places like Calicut which arc very rich in 
iron ore is not completed because they do not 
want to give Kerala a part-based steel plant. 

As I have pointed out, Kerala is a back¬ 
ward State in industrial development. The 
State has today 52 applications for industrial 
licences from both the private sector and the 
public sector. But they have not been consi¬ 
dered till now. 

The basic industry of Kerala, which is 
almost a cottage industry, which provides for 
lakhs of people is the cashew industry. The 
Central Government stepped in and we wel¬ 
comed it in channelising the import of raw 
nuts. But the Cashew Corporation of India 
has been handed over to a set of bureaucrats 
who do not understand the A, B, C. of the 
industry. Fortunately, because the State 
Government, the workers and everybody 
coop>cratcd with it, the CCI could make its 
first year almost a success. But towards the 
end of the first year, they did not buy sufiicient 
raw nuts from foreign countries at reasonable 
prices and supply it to the proccssers, so that 
ail the industrial units including the State 
Development Corporation had to close down 
for mcMTC than l-J months. Then, the workers 
had to start an agitation. Thousands of 
workers-men and women—had to demonstrate 
before the Kerala Secretariat and the office 
of the CCI at Ernakulam. They had to be 
attested and removed by the Kerala police. 

this happened because the CCI set up by 
the Government of India is not doing its job

experts scrutinised it and at .last iKheme-

But the Government of India . does hot-^y 
what portion of it is prepared to advstnee mnd 
how the finances are to be found* a. 
result, the crisis in die coir industry cohtfoues 
and two lakh families are, starving. Coming, 
to the newly started master-plan for the ' 
development of fisheries in Kerala, Kerala 
went far ahead without any help from the 
Centre. But the Centre steppeddn and started 
giving licences to big people. Birlas, Tatas and 
monopoly vested interests apji^ied and got 
special licences fm' trawlers to be imported, so 
that the small entrepreneurs in Kerala could 
be smothened. 

Kerala, as you know, Sir, is deficit in 
foodgrains. We have 7 irrigation projects and 
every year we are given Rs. I or 2 crores, which 
would not suffice to meet the overall expendi¬ 
ture of the ctsablishmcnt. We have applied 
for more money, but the Centre is not giving 
it. If about Rs. 15 crores are provided through 
institutional finances for the next few years^ 
we can tide over our deficit and become a 
surplus State. But the Centre b not heeding 
to this demand. They talk of socialism ; they 
talk of parity and equality between r^ons 
but in effect, in actual practice, they ignore 
the small fries who have no influence with the 
Centre, who arc far away from the Centre. 

Much has been said in tlie President’s 
Address about land reforms. There b so much 
of talk about the wonderful and model laqd 
reform Icgblation of Kerala. But the Land 
Reform Act of Kerala is being threatcxied in 
the Supreme Court. If this Icgidation is 
smashed by the judiciary, if the Supreme 
Court takes the decision that thb legislation 
is null and voidjjthen one and a half lakhs of 
families would be thrown out. We wanted 
thb Icgblation to be given shelter in' the Pfinth 
Schedule. Though the Government of India 
agreed to it in principle^ they have hot come 
forward to implement it. If tomorrow the 
Supreme Court says that thb Apt is null and 
vo^, then one and a half lakhs families would 
be thrown out. Then it will become a battle 
betwjsen the police and Is^ .owners on one 
ajdft and the landless people on, the other with, 
tlfo GbvetfinSent of Kerala watdhii%:ifae 
thtny as a helpless spectator. > - : - - 
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Then, wc do not have any major aero¬ 
dromes. Even though an aerodrome has been 
promised to us years ago, wc do not have even 
proper scheduled air services now. Then I 
want to another very important point, namely, 
houses for the poor. TTie Central Government 
prepared a scheme and ear-marked a sum of 
Rs. 4 crores for that. Except Kerala no other 
State came forward with a detailed scheme for 
housing the poor. The foundation stone for 
that scheme is being laid on the 1st of May. 
Now the Centre take the stand “you are the 
only State whfch has prepared a scheme; if we 
give you money, then the other States will also 
come forward with schemes and ask for money” 
Does it mean that they want to allow the 
money to lapse, rather giving it to Kerala ? 
Why do they not give this money this year to 
Kerala and next year to another State which 
has prepared a scheme ? The socialist-oriented 
and' socialism-propagating government should 
come forward with money for such schemes. 
Otherwise my friends from Kerala including 
myself and the Congress members who arc 
associated with this scheme wdll not be able 
to move about in Kerala. They will be 
gherraoed by the common people. The com¬ 
mon people will ask what has happened to 
our housing programme. 

I do not want to refer to how the policy 
on coconut, pepper and other cash crops of 
Kerala arc determined by Tatas and other 
big industrial magnates from Bombay. 

Finally, the hon. Prime Minister has 
reached such dizzy heights. If there is any 
fall from that height it would be disastrous, 
therefore, I want the hon. Prime Minister 
and the Government to try to fulfil the 
jHtnniscs they have made frc«n time to time 
and satisfy the aspirations of the common 
people so that dire poverty, unemployment 
and the problem of housing noay, at least to 
a certain extent, be mitigated. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOSWAMI 
(Oauhati) ; Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I take 
stand here to support Motion of Thanks on 
the Prestdent’s Address. We arc about to 
complete <»« year since we met after the last 
mid-term poll and when I look back to this 
year my heart is fiUed with a sense of pride, 
ppde for the achievements of this country 
both in Ae iniernationiri field. No rcforencc 
to the adfiievemfnts of last year can made 


without a reference to Bangladesh and so it is 
in the fitness of things that the address of 
the President starts with a reference , to 
Bangladesh. We are proud not only because 
we have won a war against Pakistan, because 
many a country has won a war in the past 
but we are proud of the fact that we fought 
a war, not for the conventional reasons but 
for reasons which have no parallel jp the 
human history. We fought a war to help the 
people of another country to achieve the 
ideals of democracy and for the defence of 
human freedom, and I do not think there is 
any parallel in human history when a country 
fought war for achiveing democratic ideals 
by the people of another country.

After the war we did not govern the 
country ; we left the Government to its own 
people and we have withdrawn the army 
within the shortest possible time—another 
feature which has no parallel in human 
history. Therefore, when we look back upon 
the last year, wc have got every reasons to 
feel proud about it. 

We are now fighting a war on another 
front—the war against poverty, a war which 
it is much more difficult to win. It is the 
slogan of garibi hatao that has appealed to 
the masses and it is because of the pledge 
that the people in the entire country have 
rallied behind the Prime Minister. We have 
made pledges to the people and we must be 
able to fulfil them ; we must make all efforts 
to fulfil them because if we fail to fulfil them 
we will betray the confidence and trust 
reposed by the people in us. 

In the last year, because of unforeseen 
drcumstances, much development could not 
be made in many fields, yet in the constitu¬ 
tional field we had made to very important 
amendments—the Twenty-fifth and the 
Twenty-Sixth Ckinstitution Amendments. By , 
the Twenty-sixth Amendment we have done 
away with privy purses and by die Twmfyr 
fifth itoiendment the Oovemmeiit has . 
upon itself th« power to take propeffy 
^ the fortbearance of the ;Direetu^ 
laif;! doam m aitide 33 [b) and . 

pays^ of' mari»t_ pticfo m, 
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But if anyone feels tbat these two constituti- 
auu^meots Iby themsdves lead to 
AodjdUsiu and equwty, 1 think, He has 
reasons to fed frustrated. They may lead to 
national eqirality but they will not lead to 
quality unless they are followed up by 
follow-up measures. 

Therefore, it is necessary that we take 
important measures on the economic front. 
One weapon which is essential in that field is 
the weapon of self-reliance. The last war has 
taught us a lesson, the lesson of how danger¬ 
ous it is to rely upon foreign economic aid. 
Therefore, we must cultivate the habit of 
self-reliance and we must make a careful 
husbanding of country’s external accounts. 
It is the leadership of Gandhiji and his 
ideal of swadeshi that gave us political 
freedom; let us hope that it is the leader¬ 
ship of Prime Minister Gandhi and her new 
slogan of swadeshi itl a different context, 
which will help in the achievement of 
economic independence of this country. 

The President has taken satisfactions in 
the fact that there has been improvt:mcnt in 
the agricultural field and there has been a 
rise of production to 108 million tonnes of 
foodgrains. Obviously, there has been 
improvement in this field, but we must take 
note of the fact that the improvement has 
not been uniform throughout the country. 
The improvement has been only in some 
States. I come from the State of Assam 
which has all the potentialities of agricultural 
development, but I feel sorry at the fact that 
there has not been any improvement in the 
agricultural field worth the name in this 
region. The land reforms programmes only 
on paper. There has been no proper 
implementation of them. There has been no 
implementation of the irrigation facilities or 
of rural electrification programmes. I feel 
there diould be unifrom improvement 
in these directimis throughout the country. 
Improvement only in one particular area 
will not help this country in tiding over the 
difficulties hi the economic fidd. 

Thde should also be reappraisal of the 
jwioc prdicy. Undoubtedly, the price jtruc- 
-«;W«‘^vas kept tinder a certain amount of 
cheek, yet w« , found, so far ,att some b^c 
fw fwmn dities were concorned. that there was 
(im nkoormai pride; in tl^ Hoih^ bad

of sugar. I: feej d»e Cfommncaalt 
.immediate stqps to see that'so,'for as 
baric commodlries are ednodrn^ii 
no price rise or, if there is a rise in priceiil 
it can be diecked and there is a cer tain 
balance. 

In the industrial field it is unfinatnhfo 
the development is not at all encQnt%{iii^.. 
The recent Economic Surrey shoWs diat ihC ' 
industrial development has fallen fir<Hn 7.1 < 
per cent in 1969 to 4.8 per cent in 1^1., 
The President has called for a mdmtorium • 
on strikes and lock-outs—undoubt^y, a 
very lofty ideal—^and let me hope that aU' 
parties and labour leaders will try to aritieve 
it. But, at the same time, we must be able 
to generate a climate in the country so that 
the development in the industrial field does 
not help a few monopolists or few indust'* 
rialists but that development goes for the 
benefit of the people of the entire country. 
It is on the generation of tliis climate thm 
we can expect a development in the indust¬ 
rial field ; otherwise, I Teel even a call for 
a moratorium on strikes and lock-outs will 
not be of much help. 

I am grateful to the President for making 
a reference about the north-eastern region. 
You are aware. Sir, the entire nc^th- 
eastem region is very complex and sensitive 
region. 

The region is composed of pepole of diff¬ 
erent races. The people speak different 
dialects and languages. The people are very 
sensitive. It is one of the most backward 
areas. Unfortunately, the development in this 
region has not been to the desired extent. 
We arc grateful to the President for making 
a reference to the north-eastern region a^d 
we are earnestly looking forward to the deve¬ 
lopment works in this region. 

Now, the dptimism that Was generated by 
the President’s Address by his reference to the 
north-easteni region, to a great extent, has 
been diluted by thc^ Railway Budget which 
followed the Addrea. In the Railway Budget, 
we do not find any mention of the north¬ 
eastern r^on. The hon. Railway Mbfimsir 
promised to us the extension of broad-gxogir 
line in this region. But there is no mentfotr 
whatever about it in the Railway 
lot me h(g>e this reference in the l^eridehi^ 
^ritiress about north-eariem ri^on vfiU hot he 
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r^erence but that immediate foUowrUp' 
^ niMEWires will be taken for the improvement 
of this region. After all, the emergence of a 
free fiai^admb has changed the political, 


economic and social complexion of the north* 
<Wtem region. Hierefore, the Government 
should in the fitness of things give adequate 
attention to this region.

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chirayinkl) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am very glad to sup¬ 
port the motion before the House, but I do 
not claim that the Address of ihe President is 
presenting a very bright picture either of the 
past or of the present. But I do feel that the 
President has tried his level best to project 
the problems which we faced last year and 
whatever things we have to do next year. In 
this context, I have to appeal even to those 
including my friend Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu to 
extend all co-operation towards building the 
nation which we arc trying to build after the 
war. 

When I was listening to the speech of 
Mr. Dandavate, I found he was complaining 
againt the majority votes won by the Cong- 
gress in the recent elections to the State 
legislatures. His complaint is that there 
is no oppsition party here or in the State 
legislatures. Where the majority has been 
returned by the Congress. But what 
happened in 1967 ? The people of India 
had given a large number of seats even 
equally if not more than expected, to the 
legislatures in Bihar, Uttar Pradesh, Haryana 
and in many other States, to the other par¬ 
ties. But what happened and what did the 
Opposition do ? With large number of seats 
in the legislatures, tliey started capturing 
the scats from the Congress side and wc 
saw the spectacle of Ayarams and Gayarams 
which, 1 must say, brought ridicule to 
the States and their legislatures in the 
country. So, when the people returned 
them in large numbers to the legislatures, the 
opposition did not play the role of the Oppo¬ 
sition but they tried to play the game of defec¬ 
tion all over the States and tried to keq> to 
power through defections. The people were fed 
up with that kind of Opposition tactics and 
that is why they have been rejected. 

The other thing that the hon. Member 
complained of is that the Ingress party 
obeyed their leader. It is true. We cannot 
afford to be a party with differmt leaders 
going in different directions, t aip g^lad that 
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Mr. Daodavate has no complaint about the 
leader as such, but he stated that his compl¬ 
aint is only against the method of selection. 
But we cannot help it. 

Coming to the next point, I have said 
that we are trying to build up a nation after 
the war. War is not a pleasant thing. It is 
not a war tliat we wanted; it was a war 
which was thrust upon us. The casualties 
were very heavy and the burden on the coun¬ 
try and the people has been very heavy. Last 
year, the President said many things which 
we were not able to fulfil, because we had to 
divert our whole attention to the rehabilita¬ 
tion of millions of refugees consequent on a 
war which was thrust upon us. We had to 
repair everything which we had lost. So, the 
President may not have been able to project 
a bright picture; in fact, he has already said 
in the opening paragraph itself that the libe¬ 
rty of 75 million people were at stake in 
Bangladesh, that ten million refugees had 
come here and that wc went to the aid of 
Bangladesh in defence of human freedom. All 
that has alre.ady been mentioned in the 
first paragraph itself. 1 do regret—I do not 
know how the President could have ni.' .sed it— 
that be did not mention anything about un¬ 
employment in this country. Of course it is 
not a problem peculiar to India alone. It is a 
problem for every country in the world. Mr. 
Bosu is laughing; I have read that in Europe 
and even in America they are faced with un¬ 
employment. But wc must have a phased pro¬ 
gramme to fight unemployment, step by step. 
Unfortunately I do not see any such thing in 
the President’s Address. 

It is a matter of gratification that we have 
achieved food self-sufficiency and we have 
stopped imports, in fact wc are trying to ex¬ 
port now. I compliment the ICAR, the scien¬ 
tists working there and in other institutions 
who did a great deal to achieve self-sufficien¬ 
cy. But what about planning. Yesterday, I 
had a discussion with the Food Minister. 
WhUe there is enough food in the country, 
Kerala did not get rice because there is no 
prosper means of transport. Arrangements for 
transporting foodgrains to parts of the country 
which need it should be plarmcd and rice or 
other commodities should be transported, by 
toad or rail, to the place where it is needed 
from ^ere it is produced. 

Land ceiling is another thing. I claim 
tb*t Kerala has taken the lead in this matter. 


Every tenant, every Kudik«lappukaran has 
got the right. I know that die legislature in 
our States are dominated by rich peasants 
who object to land ceilings. With family as 
the basic unit, the land ceiling must come. 

I believe the President and the Government 
must give a lead to every State. The Presi¬ 
dent has said that every State must press 
forward with these reforms and the poor 
tenant must get the land so that he can cul¬ 
tivate it. Land belongs to the tiller and must 
go to him. I hope Kerala’s lead will be follo¬ 
wed by other States. 

I'he financial institutions, the banking' 
institutions have become institutions of corn* 
uption. In my State I am told that when a 
man who wants to start a small scal«; industry 
goes to the bank to get a loan the bank agent 
and staff ask 5 or 10 per cent commission. 
Nationalised banks arc meant for some pur¬ 
pose and that purpose will not be achieved in 
fact that purpose wiU be spoiled by the 
bureaucracy working there. 

We are lacking a committed civil service. 
We make a programme and it goes to the 
Secretariat and is processed through the ma¬ 
nuals, rules and regulations and ultimately 
gets scattered into pieces. The public servants. 
Secretary, Joint Secretary, Deputy Secretary 
and the Under Secretary—are not computers; 
they are human beings. Their attitude will 
definitely influence their decisions. At present 
their attitude favours the rich and not the 
poor. As I said we do not want computers; 
wc want human beings who can sense the 
feelings of the people. 

The President says that a scheme has been 
approved to provide central assistance for 
providing house .sites for landless rural 
workers. It is a very good idea. My state 
came forward with a big proposal, with peo¬ 
ple’s participation. Two million students 
offered their labour for many months to build 
one lakh houses in my State. It is the biggest 
programme with people’s involvement. In 
every Panchayat we arc building a hundred 
houses. The Kerala Government made a big 
programme and we prepared a project report 
and submitted it to the Centre. C5ovcrnment 
officials and the Minister here have been 
saying that no State is coming forward with 
a big housing progratmme. My State has 
come forward with people’s and students’ 
participation with manual labour. On May 
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■ P*y' ail. the workers of my State, every fac- 

Wofker' and every agricultural worker is 

■ ewtributing his salary to this big scheme, 
Ihere is so much of people’s involvement, but 
the Cejitre is thinking whether it should give 
any money or not to thi? pre^ramme. That 
means that there is something wrong some¬ 
where. It is because there is lack of imagina¬ 
tion on the‘part of some people. This happ¬ 
ens because we do not have a committed 
civil service. 

Many of the officers in the Secretariat 
may not have seen a cocoanut. It is a rare 
commodity, but it is used by a millions of 
people. Arc we expected to help monopolists 
lUte Tata and Lever Brothers, or the 7 >oor 
farmer in the State ? Copra price has fallen 
like any thing and iny Slate is losing every 
year Rs. 90 crorcs. This money is not going 
' to the poor people or the Covermticnt <)f 
India, but into the pockets of Tata, Lev<-r 
Bros. etc. This kind of situation cannot be 
allowed to continue. We made representations 
but it has not been herded. 

There is black money in rubber, in the 
Coir industry and the cashew iitdustry. There 
is complete econotnic depression in my State. 
We are speaking of equality of the States and 
the prosperity of the country, but wiicn 
some States are suffering, the country cannot 
have any prosperity and we cannot acliieve 
anything. Every State has got its own pro¬ 
blem, and they should be seen in their j)ro- 
per perspective, and solved by the action of 
the Government. 

Mr. Bahuguna has visited Kerala, and he 
must know the feelings of the people there. 

I request him to see that the Crossbar Swit¬ 
ching Eiquipment Unit is given to Kerala 
as Shri Srikantan Nair has already stated. The 
decision Instruments Factory has been givc-n 
to Kotah. We have nothing against Kotah, 
but the Managing Director is a demagogue. 
They are making assembling plants, not pro¬ 
duction plants. We demand a production 
plant. They want to sabotage the programme 
in Our State. This should not be allowed. 

We must have a programme with more 
employment and equal treatment of the 
State and also a c.ommittcd judiciary. Then 
only can we implement whatever we want. 

I hope Mr. Bosu’s party will also cooperate. 


1 do agree that violence should not be 
allowed, but they started it and they are 
getting it back. My colleague Shri Rama- 
chanclran, during his election campaign, could 
not go to certain areas. He was pushed back, 
slippers were thrown at him, and he was not 
allowed to speak. Two workers have been mur¬ 
dered, and the GPM M. L. A. is the first 
accused. Tliis should not be allowed. They 
should accept the defeat in a sportsman spirit.

IHE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YICSHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : Sir, I rise to 
ftresent llie Revised Pisiimali-s for tlic current 
year and the; Budget Estimates for 1972-73. 

lltonomk Conditions : 1971-72 

2. In many ways, the year that is now 
lirawing to a close has been the most event¬ 
ful in our recent history. It began in tlic wake 
of a clear expression of the will of our peo¬ 
ple in favour of a bold and radical pro¬ 
gramme to promote growth with social justice. 
This verdict has been reconfirmed decisively 
in the recent Assembly elections. But the 
beginning of the year also witnessed a reign of 
terror and repression in Eiast Bengal. By 
November 1971, some 10 million refugees had 
sought shelter in otir midst ; and be stinted 
no effort or resource in looking after these 
hapless and heroic people. Despite this mas¬ 
sive influx and the cost of a war, which was 
not of our seeking, we decided not 
delay or postpone in any way the equally 
urgent task of development aiid social wel¬ 
fare. Instead, we sought to meet the a<Wt4 
ional burdens by two supplem^tary instal¬ 
ments of fresh taxatitm, by greater mobiti- . 
zation of voluntary savings add by a renewed 
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drive for ec<;»tioinie3 in non-Plan expenditure 
and speedier tax collections. 

3, Above all, we met the challenge by 
drawing on the strength of a united people; and 
it is possible now to look back on the events 
of the pd'st year with a degree of confidence 
in the economic sphere as well. Despite the 
extraordinary stresses and strains which were 
compounded by natural calamities over many 
parts of the country, it should be possible to 
end the current fiscal year with our foreign 
exchange reserves more than intact, Govern¬ 
ment storks of foodgiains of nearly 8 million 
tonnes, the general price level reasonably 
stable and a deficit in the Central Budget 
significantly lower than what one might have 
apprcliended. 

4, To some extent, the events of the 
past year will continue 4o cast their shadow 
over the coming months as well, llonouiable 
Members would appreriate that we have to 
assist the friendly people and Government of 
Bangladesh in their immediate task of recons¬ 
truction and rehabilitations. To the extent that 
we have drawn upon the aceumulati'd stocks 
in the economy and there has been unusual 
weai and tear of our productive assets, these 
will have to be made good. But above all, 
now that the refugees have been able to 
return to their homes, we luavc to redirect 
our energies increasingly to satisfy tht; 
aspiration of our own people. While the 
resilience and strength displayetl by the 
Indian economy can give us confidence, there 
is little room for romplar cncy. 

5, Economic conditions in the recent 
past contain many pointers to the areas 
where further sustained effort is necessary. 
These have been dealt with at some length 
in the Economic Survey. The rate of 
growth of the economy has slackened in 
1971-72. To some extent, this is understand¬ 
able as the high rale of growth in the pro¬ 
duction of major cereals in e.arlier years 
cannot—and indeed need nOt—be continued 
year after year. But this trend should be 
counter—balanced by an increase in the 
growth rate of pulses, commercial crops and 
industry at large. This has not happened so 
far- Many of our basic industries, notably 
steel and fertilizers, are operating well be¬ 
low capacity.' Shortage of ^^riculturkl raw 
mat4tr^8 has affected important consumer 
goods industries such as textiles, sugar and 


vegetable oils. There. ’ ar& 
that many capital goods ind^ifi^ 
producing important, intermcdiAte ...produi^B, 
have their order books fbU and muini- 
taming a satisfactory rate of growth in , pro¬ 
duction. But here a^n,, progress i?^ by no 
means uniformly good. Quite apart 'frOtp 
tackling the immediate, problems of; better,, 
management, greater capacity utiIization> 
improved raw material supply and industrial 
relations and a general environment of , more 
active demand, we iiave . to expedite the 
creation of additional capacity in a number 
of vital areas, including the generation of 
elcciiicity' aud fertilizers and steel where 
better utilization of existing capacity alorte 
will not sustain demands for long.

6. There are also other trends which we 
cannot overlook. Whih; imports, other than 
those of focxlgrains, have increased rapidly, 
this cannot be said of exports. As a result, 
(he trade gap is likely to widen appreciably 
in the current fiscal year. The various pro¬ 
grammes for promoting social welfare which 
have been taken in hand over the past two 
years have yet to gather momentum- Again, 
despite some signs of- improvement, the level 
of savings and investment in both the public 
and the private sectors is inadequate to 
sustain a satisfactory rate of growth. 

7. This situation must be r.-ipidly trans¬ 
formed if the objective of growth with social 
justice and .self-reliance is to be realised soon. 
Nor is a reasonable degree of price stability 
possible without a repaid increase in the pro¬ 
duction of the basic necessities of the people. 
Up to a point, and indectl to a much greater 
extent than is commonly realised, growth, 
.social justice, self-reliance, investment and 
mobilization of resiources are all mutually 
I Enforcing processes. We have, however, also 
to quicken the pace by appropriate changes 
in budgetary and other policies. It is precisely 
in order to bring alrout such* a coordinated 
and concerted approach to our economic 
problems that a Cabinet Committee on Eco¬ 
nomic Policy has been recently set up.

Revised Estimates I971~72 

8. Coming lo budgetary developm'ents 
during the current year, 1971-72, Honourable 
Members would recall that the provision of 
Rs. 60 crores for refugee' relief made in the 
Budget last May had to be increased subse¬ 
quently on two occasions making a total of 
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R». 360 crores for the year as a whole. Agai¬ 
nst this provision, actual expenditure is now 
estimated at Rs. 325 crorcs. At this stage, it 
is difficult to render any precise account of 
the aid pledge from abroad which will ulti¬ 
mately compensate us for the expenditure we 
ourselves have incurred. A significant part 
of the refugee assistance received earlier or 
in the pipeline is already being diverted to 
Bangladesh. But on a rough basis, the budget¬ 
ary outlay of Rs. 325 crores may be offset to 
the extent of Rs. 120 crores by assistance 
received from abroad. 

9. We have already made a sizable be¬ 
ginning with assistance to the Bangladesh Go¬ 
vernment in the current year itself. Inclusive 
of a cash payment of about Rs. 20 crores 
which is being charged to the rehabilitation 
budget, the commitment so far made for 
assistance to Bangladesh amount to roughly 
Rs. 130 crores. It is our intention to provide 
for a total commitment in this regard of 
Rs. 200 crorcs of which Rs. 82 crores might 
be disbursed during 1971-72 and the balance 
during 1972-73. 

10. Defence expenditure for 1971-72 is 
now estimaited at Rs. 1411 crores as against 
the Budget provision of Rs. 1241 crorcs, i, e., 
an increase of Rs. 170 crores. The expendi¬ 
ture on natural calamities relief at Rs. 90 
crorcs would also be higher than the Budget 
estimate of Rs. 50 crores. 

11. The actual trend in expenditure on 
Plan schemes during the current year is a 
mixed one and some shortfall in Plan expen¬ 
diture cannot be ruled out. But there is 
reason to believe that the shortfall would not 
be as great as in the first two years of the 
Flan. The implementation of important pro¬ 
jects in the steel, fertilizer, petrochemicals 
and atomic energy field has picked up 
momentum. This is also true of the pro¬ 
grammes with an accent on social welfare 
which were started in the 1970-71 Budget. 
But the two major programme for employ¬ 
ment in the rural areas and for the educated 
unemployed which were introducted in the 
last Budget could not be given proper shape 
for some time; and actual expenditure is 
likely to fall short of the Budget provision of 
Rs. 75 crorcs. Once again, our experience 
in the current year highlights the fact that 
the momentum of progress cannot.be kept 


up merely by provssion of finance. Timely 
preparation and selection of projects and 
speedy implementation are equally Important. 

12. Receipts under Income and Corpora¬ 
tion tax are now estimated at Rs 83 crores 
more than the Budget Estimate reflecting in 
the main the efforts made towards speedier 
tax collection. Union Excise duties wfli show 
only a moderate increase of Rs. 3l crores. 
On the other hand. Customs t*evcnue will ex¬ 
ceed Budget estimate by Rs. 118 crores reflec¬ 
ting primarily the spurt in imports. 

13. Receipts from market loans also show 
a substantial increase over the Budget Esti¬ 
mate—the actual realisation being Rs. 294 
crores against the expectation of Rs. 168 
crores last May. The nationalised banks have 
continued to make , excellent progress in 
deposit mobilization ; and the Life Insurance 
Corporation and the Provident Funds have 
also been able to mobilise more funds than 
was expected earlier. This has greatly 
facilitated market borrowing by the Centre in 
the current year. Collections under small 
s<-ivings should amount to Rs. 210 crores 
against Rs. IBO crores assumed earlier. 

14. The overall deficit is now expected 
to be restricted to Rs. 385 crores. This 
rejjresents an increase of Rs. 152 crores over 
the Budget Estimate. An increase in deficit 
of this order cannot be contemplated with 
equanimity in a normal year ; and its mone¬ 
tary impact even in the current year was 
held in check by tlie policy of restraint 
followed by the Reserve Bank. But Honour¬ 
able Members would, I am sure, appreciate 
that it has to be judged .against the additional 
liability on account of defence, refugee relief, 
assistance to Bangl.adesh and natural calami¬ 
ties. Expenditure on these four items alone 
is now expected to be 1888 crores as against 
Rs. l35l crorcs envisaged last May. Even 
allowing for additional external assistance 
for refugee relief, this represents an increase 
of Rs. 437 crores over the Budget Estimates. 

Plan Outlay — 1972-73 

15. Sir, I come now to the Budget 
provisions for 1972-73. In kemping with the 
imperative need to accelerate tfie pace of 
growth and social welfare, I proposed to 
increase the budgetary provision fof the 
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Central and centrally-sponsored Plan schemes 
from Ra. H55 crores in 1971-72 to Rs. 1787 
crores in 1972-73. This increase of Rs. 332 
crores or by nearly one-fourth in a single year 
represents the sharpest step-up that we have 
attempted in the Central sphere over the 
past so many years. The increase in Plan 
outlay is spread over virtually all the sectors 
of the economy. Agriculture, Community 
Development and Cooperation account for an 
increase of Rs. 23 crores ; Irrigation and 
Power, Rs. 18crores; Mines and Metals, Rs. 23 
crores ; Industry including Petroleum, Che¬ 
micals, Steel and Heavy Engineering, Rs. 44 
crores; Shipping and 'IVansport, Rs. 56 crores; 
Posts and Telegraphs, Rs. 14 crores ; Rail¬ 
ways, Rs. 8 crores and Atomic Energy, Rs. 30 
crores. 

16. By far the largest increase is being 
made in the provisions^ for those schemes 
which combine an element of social welfare 
with future growth potential. Taking all such 
schemes together, the Budget provision in 
1972-73 would be Rs. 240 crores as compar¬ 
ed to Rs. 130 crores in 1971-72. An impor¬ 
tant innovation relates to a new luinp-surn 
provision of Rs. 125 crores to cover tlie re¬ 
quirements of rural w.itcr supply, rutal home 
sites, slum clearance and iinijrovcment, [iri- 
mary education and schemes for the educated 
unemployed. Since there are wide clifFcrences 
in the requirements of different States of 
these essential amenities, it is felt that a lump¬ 
sum provi.sion of the nature would make it 
easier for us to ni.ake liii imp.act in each 
State in the field where such impact is most 
urgi'iitly needed. 

17. There are large disparities among 
the States in terms of enrolment of children 
in schools in the age group 6-11. Expansion 
of primary (xiucation facilitic-s, particularly in 
the backward areas, will help correct regional 
imbalance and will also provide scope for 
larger employment. Of our 560,000 villages, 
some 130,000—or almost 25 per cent—arc 
cholera-endemic and guinea-worm infected 
areas. By tackling the problems of rural 
water supply in these disadvantaged areas, it 
should be possible to contribute substantially 
to the wcll-b«dng of the rural people. The 
provision for rural home sites should help 
particularly landless labour. In some States 
the need would be to concentrate mainly on 
slum clearance and improvement in congested 
urban areas or on schemes designed primarily 
to provide employment to the educated. 


18. Among other schemes, the budgetary 

provision for the small farmers develc^ment 
agency is being doubled from Rs. 6 crores this 
year to Rs. 12 crores next year and for margi¬ 
nal farmers and agricultural labourers from 
Rs. 3 crores to Rs. 6 crores. Similarly, the 
provision for special nutritional programmes 
for children is being increased from Rs. 11 cro¬ 
res. Programmes for dry farming development, 
rural works in drought-prone areas and the 
crasli programme for rural employment are be¬ 
ing continued with a total provision next year 
of Rs. 72 crores. It is our hope that in the 
light of the experience already gained and the 
assessment recently made in consultation with 
the State Governments, it would be possible 
next year to utilise in full the provision that is 
now being made. * 

19. In addition to the provision made in 
the Budget, resources arc also available for the 
Ontral Plan from the internal surpluses of 
public sector enterprises and by way of contri¬ 
bution from financial institutions. The internal 
resources of pubilc sector enterprises which 
would be available for the Plan are expected 
to increa.se from Rs. 233 crores in 1971-72 
(Budget Estimates) to R.s. 275 crores in 1972-73. 
Otltcr resources av'ailablc for the Central Plan 
including borrowings from financial institutions 
and contributions by the Reserve Bank from 
retained profits etc., are expected to increase 
from Rs. 135 crores in the current year to Rs. 
245 crores in 1972-73. Inclusive of Budgetary 
provision as well as internal resources of pub¬ 
lic enterprises and other extra-budgetary re¬ 
sources, the tot.al Plan outlay on Central Plan 
schemes is tints expected to incr<-ase from Rs. 
1823 rrores in 1971-72 to Rs 2307 crores, i. c. 
by Rs. 484 rrores or by about 27 per cent. 

State Plans 

20. I am liappy to say that there will also 
b(‘ a substantial stepup in the Plan outlay of 
the States. In the light of the discussions that 
the Planning Commission has already had with 
the State Governments, the annual plan out¬ 
lay of the State and Union Territories for 
1972-73 is expected to he Rs. 1666 crores as 
compared to Rs. 1440 crores in 1971-72. This 
includes a provision of Rs. 782 crores by way 
of Plan assistance from the Centre to the States 
and Union Territories. Honourable Members 
would also note that substantial part of the in¬ 
crease in tlic Central Plan outlay is really on 
schemes which arc initiated and executed by 
the State Governments themselves. 
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21. In addition to Plan assistance, the 
scheme of special accommodation by way of 
loans to those States which have substantial 
non«Plan gaps will be continued ; the provision 
under this head for next year is Rs. 130 crores. 
But the State Governments on their own will 
also have to mobilize resources on a substantial 
scale if the Plan outlays now proposed for them 
are to be implemented without recourse to 
overdrafts from the Reserve Bank. As the 
house is aware, the Minister of Planning and I 
have been in close touch with the States in this 
regard. I am well aware that their arc genuine 
difficultjc.s in some States in liquidating past 
overdrafts over a short period. In recognition 
of these difficulties we have arranged, in con¬ 
sultation with the Planning Commission, that 
such States would not be called upon to liqui¬ 
date their existing overdrafts immediately but 
would be asked to repay next year only 15 per 
cent of the estimated overdrafts at the end of 
1971-72. The State Governments have agreed 
to take steps to reduce the overdrafts progres¬ 
sively; and we propose to adopt a new set of 
procedures to ensure that overdrafts are not 
used in future as a continuing mode of finan¬ 
cing State expenditures. 

22. I may also mention in this connection 
that we propose to annouce soon the composi¬ 
tion and terms of the Sixth Finance Commi¬ 
ssion. In our federal system, the evolution of 
satisfactory financial relations between the Cen¬ 
tre and the States has a vital bearing on pro¬ 
gress and harmony in the country at large; 
and the next Finance Commission will have a 
very important role to play in laying the base 
for the Fifth Five Year Plan which will be 
launched two years from now. 

Other Expenditure and Receipts : 1972-73 

23. Outside the Plan, every effort is being 
made to restrict expenditure to the minimum. 
The provision for defence next year is being 
kept at Rs. 1408 crores, i. e., about the same 
as the Revised Estimates for the current year. 
Honourable Members, I am sure, would app¬ 
reciate that apart from providing for normal 
increases in costs, salaries and dearness allo¬ 
wance, we have also to make adequate provision 
for recouping the losses suffered during the 
war and for looking after the families of those 
who have made tlic supreme sacrifice for the 
defence of the motherland. It is our earnest 
hope and endeavour that out of the anguish 
and agony of the recent past will emerge a 


new spirit of peace and harmony in this great 
sul>continent so that all its 700 million inha¬ 
bitants can devote their entire energies against 
their common enemies of hunger, want, disease 
and exploitation of man by man. 

24. I expect the yield from income tax 
and corporation tax to increase from Rs. 985 
crores (Revised Estimates) in the current year 
to Rs. 1060 crores in 1972-73, Revenues from 
Excise duties should increase from Rs. 2103 
crores to Rs. 2330 crores and from Customs 
duties from Rs. 652 crores to Rs. 700 crores. 
The continuance of special levies which, 1 am 
afraid, is unavoidable in the present circums¬ 
tances, would bring in Rs. 70 crores next year 
as against Rs. 20-crores in the current year. 

25. Unfortunately, a significant part of the 
additional revenues V/ill be offset by an increase 
in food subsidy from Rs. 30 crores in the Bud¬ 
get Estimates for the current year to Rs. 100 
crores in the Budget Estimates next year. On 
the basis of present procurement and issue pri¬ 
ces, the burden of food subsidy next year would 
amount in fact to Rs. 120 crores. I have made 
a somewhat lower provision of Rs. 100 crores 
as it is our intention not to let this burden grow 
without appropriate remedial measures to keep 
it in check. 

26. The welcome increase in foodgrain 
production has added to the fiscal burden in 
another way. During 1972-73, the additional 
financial requirements of the Food Corp>oration 
of India for carrying the buffer-stock of food- 
grains are estimated at Rs. 120 crores. I am 
making a budgetary provision in this regard of 
Rs. 25 crores only so that the balance of Ra. 
95 crores will have to be found by the Corpo¬ 
ration by additional borrowing from the bank¬ 
ing system. At the end of February 1972, the 
Corporation’s borrowing &om the banking sys¬ 
tem had already reached the high level of 
Rs. 350 crores. A further addition of Rs, 95 
crores during the coming year will naturally 
strain the resources of the banking system un¬ 
duly unless the demands on it from other sec¬ 
tors sure correspondingly moderated, "niat is 
why net receipts from market loans next year 
are assumed at the level of Rs. 215 crores 
only. Thus, directly or indirectly, the procure¬ 
ment of foodgrains is now haajng a substantial 
repercussibn on the Central Exchequer as aha 
on the distribution of income within the coun-' 
try. 
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27. Net receipts from external loans next 
year are also expected to show a substantial 
decline from Rs. 469 crores this year to Rs. 374 
crores in 1972-73. Recent events have once 
again served as a reminder that even as wc 
strive for greater growth and social welfare, wc 
cannot neglect the urgent need for reducing 
the dependence on external assistance. Out po¬ 
licy to be progressively independent of external 
assistance is not directed at anyone other than 
ourselves. Its thrust is towards invigorating 
our own internal efforts. There are a few ma¬ 
jor areas, such as cotton, oil-seeds, fertilizers, 
steel, petroleum products and spare parts for 
equipment installed in the past where our de¬ 
pendence on imports is still high. Similarly, 
our export earnings can be increased rapidly 
by creating additional facilities for mining, fi¬ 
shing and manufacture of a large variety of 
engineering and consumer goods. We are ma¬ 
king detailed plans in each of these sectors to 
increase production rapidly so that our grow¬ 
ing requirements can be met without undue 
dependence on imports and surpluses created 
for augmenting exports. No effort whether by 
way of provision of finance or otherwise will be 
spared to accelerate this process of self-reliance 
through import substitution and export { iomo- 
tion. 

28. At existing rates of taxation, the over¬ 
all budgetary deficit next year will be Rs. 375 
crores. There will be a surplus on revenue 
account of Rs. 219 crores, but this would be 
more, than offset by the deficit on capital 
account of Rs. 594 crores. 

In Sum 

29. To sum up, the main feature of the 
Budget for 1972-73 which I am now presenting 
is the substantial increase in the outlay on the 
Plan. The budgetary provision for the Central 
Plan proper is being increased by Rs. 332 cro¬ 
res, or nearly 23 per cent. Inclusive of inter¬ 
nal surplus and other extra-budgetary resources, 
the increase in the Central Plan works out to 
Rs. 484 crores, or 27 per cent. Taking the 
Centre, the States and the Union Territories 
together, the total provision for the Plan for 
the next year, as now envisaged, comes to 
Rs. 3973 crores as against Rs. 3263 crores in 
the current year, i. e. an increase of Rs. 710 
crores, or 22 per cent. A substantial increase 
in Plan outlay of this order would be a major 
factor contributing to economic growth over 
the coming months. It has been our expe¬ 
rience that an increase in Plan outlay in the 


public sector is a prerequisite for revival of 
industrial production whether in the public or 
in the private sector. It is our expectation, 
therefore, that the increase in Plan outlay next 
year will serve as a catalyst for the revival of 
growth particularly in the industrial sector 
where recent trends leave much to be desired. 

30. Within the total Budget provision for 
the Plan at the Centre, as much Rs. 240 cro¬ 
res is being earmarked for schemes with an ac¬ 
cent on social justice as well as economic gro¬ 
wth. I am well aware that even this provision 
of Rs. 240 crores is modest as compared to the 
magnitude of the problem. But 1 am sure. 
Honourable Members would agree that it re¬ 
presents a sincere effort towards meeting the 
basic minimum needs of the most disadvanta¬ 
ged sections of our society. 

31. It is a matter of some satisfaction that 
despite the substantial increase in Plan outlay 
and without any credit for mobilization of ad¬ 
ditional resources, the overall deficit in the 
Central Budget for 1972-73 is now expected to 
be limited to Rs. 375 crores. This satisfactory 
outcojne is the result mainly of the fact dur¬ 
ing the past critical year, we were able to in¬ 
troduce what amounts virtually to three diffe¬ 
rent budgets with substantial measures for ad¬ 
ditional resource mobilization. The total re¬ 
ceipts on account of the taxation measures in¬ 
troduced last year will be of the order of Rs. 
500 crores in a full year. 

32. Important as the Central Budget is as 
an instrument for furthering our social and 
economic objectives, it has to be supplemented 
by basic changes in our economic institutions 
and policies. During the last year. Govern¬ 
ment has taken a number of steps in this di¬ 
rection. Tiie taking over of the management 
of general insurance, the guidelines given to 
financial institutions in regard to convertibility 
of loans into equity and participation in the 
management of the enterprises assisted by them, 
continued effort to direct the new vitality of 
the nationalised banking system towards impro¬ 
vement in the economic conditions of the small 
and new entrepreneurs in industry and agricul¬ 
ture and the policy of differential interest ra¬ 
tes—these are all various facts of the same 
thrust forward towards the goal of economic 
progress with social justice. Honourable Meni- 
bers may rest assured that wc shall continue 
our efforts in the same spirit and over a broad 
front over the coming months so that the man- 
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date for creating a socialist society is carried 

out with speed and vigour. 

17 lirs. 

33. Sir, without taxing the patience of 
Honourable Members any further, 1 should 
proceed now to the business of taxation 
proper. Having introduced virtually three 
budgets in the past 12 months, I might well be 
expected to declare a holiday from further 
taxation for at least one year. But I am 
afraid I cannot allow myself such unique dis¬ 
tinction. A deficit of R.s. 375 crorcs cannot 
be left wholly uncovered without dangci to 
price stability. We have also certain com¬ 
mitments to the State Governments to raise 
revenue on their behalf. Fiscal policy must 
serve the larger objectives of self-reliance and 
equity. Nor should I fight shy of making a 
few concessions. The introduction of a new 
Budget is also an opportunity for a certain 
amount of spring cleaning. 

34. The Direct Taxes Enquiry Committee 
under the Chairmanship of Shri K. N. Wan- 
choo, ex-Chief Justice of India, submitted 
their Report last December. It contains a 
number of valuable and far-reaching sugges¬ 
tions to unearthing black-money, preventing 
evasion and avoidance of taxes and reducing 
tax arrears. C’opies of the Report will soon be 
made available to Honourable Members. It 
has often been said in this House that basic 
changes in the tax system should be intro¬ 
duced by mean.s of a Taxation Amendment 
Bill rather than through the annual Finance 
Bill so as to give Honourable Members more 
time for a detailed consideration in the light 
of discussion both within and outside the 
House. Accordingly, I propose to bring forth 
a separate legislation as early as possible to 
give effect to those recommendations of the 
Committee which arc acceptable to the 
Government and which require a major 
change in the present tax laws. 

35. There has been a feeling for some 
time in the country that a family consisting of 
husband, wife and minor children which 
constitutes a common unit of consumption 
and as such a common focal point for the 
incidence of indirect taxation, is also a more 
appropriate and equitable basis for purposes 
of direct taxation subject to certain safeguards 
for wives at work. The present tw treatment 


of Hindu undivided families htis also encoura* 
ged tax avoidance. On these two rdated 
questions, the members of the Wanchoo Com¬ 
mittee have made several alternative sugges¬ 
tions. Government will examine these sugges¬ 
tions carefully and sponsor separate legislation 
in due course for restructuring the Income 
Tax Act and the Wealth Tax Act to the ext¬ 
ent necessary. 

36. In the meanwhile, I propose to intro¬ 
duce through the Finance Bill a few changes 
in the Direct Tax structure which are designed 
either to produc<- some additional revenue in 
a dilficult year or to give effect to such 
recommendations of the Wanchoo Committee 
as can be easily incorporated in the present 
tax laws. 

Direct Taxation 

37. On the assumption that no news b 
good news, I propose to make no change in 
the rates of income tax as also of surcharge 
on income tax in the case of tax-payers other 
than companies. 

38. In order to remove any temptation 
that people may feel for neglecting their regu¬ 
lar duties in favour of any casual or ephemeral 
or even imaginary pij.stime, I propose to witli- 
draw the present exemption in respect of 
casual and non-recurring income when it 
exceeds Rs. 1000 in a year. However, a 
Finance Minister in particular should not 
frown upon those who are specially favoured 
by the goddess of good luck. Accordingly, 
winnings from States or other lotteries will be 
taxed on a concessional basis. Those who win 
a prize in a lottery arc perhaps in the same 
happy position as people who enjoy a capital 
gain when their property appieciatcs in value 
without any effort on their part. On this 
principle, in computing incomes from such 
winnings, a deduction of Rs. 5,000 plus 50 per 
cent of the balance will be allowed. However, 
even those who arc favoured by Fortune 
should make their offering first at the altar of 
the Exchequer. I propose, therefore, to pro¬ 
vide for deduction of tax at source at the rate 
of 34.5 per cent from crossword puzzles and 
lotteries. Casual losses will be allowed to be 

set off only against the same type of income. ’ 

n 

39. I propose to provide for deduction of 
tax at source at the rate of 2 per cent of the 
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payments made to contractors by the Govern¬ 
ment, local authorities, statutory corporations 
and companies. Payments made in turn by 
contractors, otlicr than individuals and Hindu 
undivided families, to sub-contractors will 
attract a deduction at the rate of 1 per cent. 

I hope this alliance between the revenue de¬ 
partment and contractors will lead to promp¬ 
ter payments all round. 

40. With effect from 1st April, 1972 Govern¬ 
ment will pay a rate of interest of 12 per cent 
per annum oil the amount of refund the pay¬ 
ment of which is delayed. Honourable Mem¬ 
bers will recall that at present the rate of inter¬ 
est we pay is only 9 per cent per annum. It is 
only fair that the interest charged when there 
is delay in the payment of direct taxes to the 
Government is also similarly increased from 9 
per cent to 12 per cent per annum. 

41. Capital gains Arising from the transfer 
of jewellery held for personal use arc not so 
for chargeable to the capital gains ta-x. This 
has given rise to fictitious transactions in jewe¬ 
llery in order to regularise incomes which have 
escaped taxation. I propose, therefore, to 
repair this omission. 

42. Oividends received from cooperative 
societies are at present coinpU te.ly exempted 
from income taxation. I sec no justification 
for this exemption and propose to withdr.-iw 
it. Such dividends, however, will be included 
in the categories of income which qualify for 
exemption from income tax upto Rs. a,000 in 
a year. 

43. Tliese measures arc likely to yield 
Rs. 6 crores in a full year and Rs. 3 crores in 
1972-73 of which some Rs. 2 crores will be the 
share of the States. 

44. Coming to corporate taxation, I pro¬ 
pose to do away altogether with the special 
deduction of 5 per cent of profits in the case 
of domestic companies engaged in priority 
industries. This will yield Rs. 6 crores in a 
full year and Rs. 4.5 crores in 1972-73. 

45. Some months ago when we levied 
special surcharges, many Honourable Mem¬ 
bers had asked why the surcharge on company 
taxation was fixed at 2j per cent when a 
surcharge of 5 per cent was levied on many 
other items including railway passenger fares. 
I propose now to remove this discrumnation. 


For the assessment year 1972-73, the surcharge 
will continue to be 2^ per cent of the income 
tax payable by all companies. However, on 
income tax payable in advance during the 
financial year 1972-73, the surcharge would be 
at the rate of 5 per cent. This change will 
yield Rs. 12 crores over a full year and Rs. 9 
crores in 1972-73. 

46. There arc a number of other changes 
that are proposed in the Finance Bill for pre¬ 
venting evasion or avoidance of taxc^ and for 
rationalising the incentives available for pro¬ 
moting saving and investment. A few changes 
are proposed, for example, in relation to 
taxation of charitable and religious trusts in 
the light of recommendations made by the 
Wanchoo Committee. Voluntary. contribu¬ 
tion received by such institutions will qualify 
for exemption from income tax only if these 
are applied to charitable or religious purposes 
or are accumulated for such purposes in the 
specified manner. The other important chan¬ 
ges relate to audit by a Chartered Accountant 
and compulsory registration for a trust to 
qualify for tax exemption, extension of the 
definition of relatives for judging whether the 
income or property of the trust is being used 
in a manner which would constitute disquli- 
ficatioii from tax exemption and making the 
(rust liable to pay wealth tax when any part 
of the corpus or income of the trust is used 
for the benefit of the author of the trust, a 
substantial contribution to the trustees and 
their relatives, etc. 

47. Regarding incentives for investment 
and saving, investment in industrial proprie¬ 
tory concerns or partneiship firms will now be 
included among assets which qualify for 
exemption from wealth tax upto Rs. 1-J lakhs. 
When one category of exempt assets is changed 
to another category of such assets, the require¬ 
ment of minimum bolding for a period of six 
months will be reckoned with reference to the 
period of holding of both the assets. This 
would remove the difficulty that has been 
experienced by many recipient' of accumulated 
Provident Fund contributions. Contributions 
made towards the unit-linked-insurance plan 
of the Unit Trust of India will qualify for 
deduction in computing the taxable income of 
an individual in the same manner as life insu¬ 
rance premia and contributions to Provident 
Funds. 

48. The income of approved Gratuity 
Funds will be exempted from income tax pros- 
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p^rtively from the assessment year 1973-74. 
The amount of gratuity that will be exempt 
from income tax in the case of employees 
other than Government employees and emplo¬ 
yees of local authorities will be subject to a 
uniform ceiling of half a months’ salary for 
each year of completed service or 15 months 
salary or Rs. 24,000—which ever is the least. 

49. I have come to the conclusion that 
the small but select class of income-tax payers 
in the country deserve some special recogni¬ 
tion from the Government. Accordingly 
I propose soon to award to each asscssee a 
distinct and permanent account number of 
his own. I am afraid, there is no mark of 
distinction which does not lead to easy detec¬ 
tion ; and I cannot help it if individual acco¬ 
unt numbers make it difficult to avoid taxes. 

50. Finally, I come to the demand which 
has been made by industry that while the 
development rebate may be withdrawn. 
Government should introduce some other 
fiscal concessions and announce them in ad¬ 
vance so as to impart a continuing momentum 
to industrial growth in the country. Govern¬ 
ment is not averse to the grant of fiscal conce¬ 
ssions. It is, however, felt that fiscal conce¬ 
ssions for promoting industrialisation should 
not be general or across-the-board in character 
but should relate specifically to our social and 
economic objectives. Again, as far as possible, 
it would be desirable to provide incentives 
which encourage the use of those resources, 
such as labour, which are in abundant supply 
rather than of resources, such as capital, which 
will continue to be scarce for a long time to 
come. TTje Wanchoo Committee has made a 
number of recommendations with different 
objectives in view. After examining all these 
suggestions carefully, we propose to c<»me up 
with specific provisions in the Taxation Amend¬ 
ment Bill which is proposed to be introduced 
later in the year. These provisions would be 
designed primarily to promote industrialisation 
in the backward regions of the country. 

51. The total yield of all the changes in 
direct taxation will be Rs. 24 crores in a full 
year and Rs. 16 crores in 1972-73 of which 
the share of the Centre would be approxima¬ 
tely Rs. 14 crores. 1 could also have taken 
credit for improvement in tax-collections as a 
r^ult of the many changes designed to reduce 
tax evauon. But I have decided not to credit 
myself with any such gains in advance. 


52. Sir, may I now turn to what are per¬ 
haps euphemistically called indirect taxes ? 

Customs Duties 

53. I have only one main proposal in 
regard to customs duties. It will be recalled 
that in December last, we had imposed a 
regulatory duty at the rate of 2.5 per cent ad 
valorem on most imported Products tUid a 
higher duty of 10 per cent on a few selected 
items. The need to exercise a general restraint 
on imports remains as great as ever. It is 
also necessary in imposing regulatory duties to 
ensure that the simplification of the import 
tariff which was introduced last year is not 
unduly disturbed. Accordingly, I propose to 
apply the 10 per cent ad valorem rate to all 
items which pay a duty of 100 per cent or 
more as well as to the few selected items 
which were included ,in the 10 per cent list 
last December. A new rate of 5 per cent ad 
valorem will apply to all items on which a 
duty of 60 per cent or more but less than 100 
per cent is payable. The remaining items will 
continue to bear the regulatory duty of 2.5 
per cent. However, those items which were 
totally exempted last December will continue 
to remain so. These changes will result in an 
additional revenue of Rs. 8.60 crores in a 
full year. 

54. I also propose to continue the provi¬ 
sions which enable us to levy a regulatory 
duty of customs. However, in keeping with 
the provi.sons relating to regulatory duty of 
excise, power is being taken to levy regula¬ 
tory duty of customs also upto a rate of 15 per 
cent of the value of the imports. 

Excise Duties 

55. Coming now to Excise Duties, I 
propose to make no addition to the list of 
commodities which can be subject to such 
duties. But Honourable Members would 
appreciate that even without exploring fresh 
fields or pastures new, it is possible to increase 
the yield by more intensive cultivation ; and 
this is a resxjonsibility which I cannot escape. 

56. Pursuant to the decision to continue 
the scheme of levying additional excise duties 
in lieu of sales-tax on sugar, textiles and 
to-bacco, we are committed to raise the 
overall incidence of these addfiiknal excise 
dutit^ tp^ ^0.8 per cent of the value clea¬ 
rances by the end of the Fourth Plan period. . 
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57. To this end, I propose to transfer 
to the States the entire proceeds of the regu¬ 
latory duty of 15 per cent of the effective basic 
duty on unmanufactured tobacco which was 
levied last December by converting it into an 
additional excise duty which is itself being 
rounde4 upwards on different varieties. As a 
result, the States will gain to the extent of 
Rs. 11.56 crores by way of additional duties 
whereas the Centre will lose Rs. 9.70 crores 
by way of regulatory duty. At the same time, 
the basic and special duties on different 
varieties of unmanxifactured tobacco are being 
merged in keeping with a general scheme to 
which I would soon refer. In the process, I 
have also taken the opportunity of rounding 
upwards the rates on different varieties to 
make up, in part, for the loss of revenue to 
the Centre. The yield of the combined duty, 
exclusive of the additional duties for the 

States, will go up by Rs. 9.31 crores. 

• 

58. In the case of cigarettes, a similar 
ratiotialisation and rounding off would result 
in a gain of Rs. 7.63 crores to the State 
Governments by way of additional excise and 
a loss of revenue of Rs. 4.64 crores under 
other duties which would now be combined 
and shared with the States. 

59. In the field of textiles, I propose, 
to raise some additional revenue for the State 
from art silk fabrics. At present, taking all 
the duties into account and depending on the 
price per square metre, there are four diffe¬ 
rent rates that apply to art silk fabrics, 
namely, 3 per cent, 5.7 per cent, 8 per cent 
and 10 per cent. I propose to reduce the 
5.7 per cent rate to 5 per cent and increase 
the rate of 10 per cent which applies to 
fabrics worth more than Rs. 5 per square 
metre to 15 per cent. Of the additional 
reveraie of Rs. 8.59 crores, the share of the 
States by way of additional duties will be 
Rs. 5.80 crores and the rest will accrue to the 
shareable pool between the Centre and the 
States. 

60- In short, the revenue by way of addi¬ 
tional excise duties will increase by Rs. 25 
crores and this entire increase will go to the 
States. Honourable Members would note that 
I have left sugar entirely untouched in this 
exercise. 

61. The Fifth Finance Commisrioh had 
recommended that from 1972-73, the special 


excise duties which have been levied in the 
past exclusively for the benefit of the Centre 
should also be included in the divisible pooL 
In keeping with this principle, I have decided 
to merge the special excise duties with basic 
excise duties and to round off the combined 
rates so as to introduce a certain measure of 
simplicity in the rate structure. As a result, 
with just half a dozen exceptions, all the 
ad valorem rates of excise duties will fall 
under 6 different slabs, namely, 10 per cent, 
15 per cent, 20 per cent, 25 per cent, 30 per 
cent and 50 per cent. To mention a few 
examples, in the case of cement, the basic 
duty of 20 per cent and the special duty of 
4 per cent will now be replaced by a combined 
duty of 25 per cent. Similarly, items which 
carry a basic duty of 15 per qent and a 
special duty of 3 per cent will now have a rate 
of 20 per cent applied to them. There are 
only four items, viz., latex foam sponge, poly¬ 
urethane foam, and articles made from that 
foam, and tyres for motor vehicles where 
there is a basic duty of 40 per cent and a 
special duty of 8 per cent. The new combined 
rate for these items will be 50 per cent. In 
case Honourable Members feel that laws of 
rounding off always favour the Exchequer, I 
hasten to inform them that in the case of cof¬ 
fee, the aggregate rate which works out to 
Rs. 102 per quintal would be rounded down¬ 
wards to Rs. 100 per quintal. In the case of 
vegetable non-essential oils, also, the rate is 
being reduced from Rs. 110.25 per metric 
tonne to Rs. 100 per metric tonne. 

62. In the case wireless receiving sets, the 
present system of taxing certain component 
parts, i. e., transistors and diodes, has given 
an impetus to large-scale smuggling. I pro¬ 
pose, therefore, to lemove the duty on such 
parts and replace it by suitable changes in 
the duty on wireless receiving sets in such a 
way the incidence of duty will increase with 
the price of the set. The present exemption 
from duty for sets of a value not exceeding 
Rs. 165 and manufactured by the small-scale 
sector is being continued. 

63. The combined result of the rationsli- 
sation measures would be a gain in revenue 
of Rs. 19.79 crores 

64. There arc a few items where the opp¬ 
ortunity of merging the special duty with basic 
duty is also being taken to raise additional rev¬ 
enue. In the case of paints and varnishes, the 
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additional revenue will be Rs. 2 crorcs and in 
the case of paper, it will be Rs. 5 crores. The 
higher rates of duty on paper, however, will 
apply only to the more expensive varieties of 
paper and board. Printing and writing paper 
used for exercise note-books and text books will 
not be affected. Newsprint would also con¬ 
tinue to be exempt from duty and there would 
be no change cither in the case of mill-board 
and straw-board where the smaller manufac¬ 
ture is involved. 

65. Similar increases are being made in 
the case of rayon and synthetic fibres and 
yam. The more expensive varieties of arti¬ 
ficial synthetic fibres and yarn such as polyes¬ 
ter fibre and yarn will bear higher duties. 
However, rayon filament yarn which is a com¬ 
paratively cheap item will remain unaffected. 
The additional revenue from these changes is 
expected to be Rs. 6.50 crores. 

66. I now come to a few major proposals 
which are intended to raise revenue for the 
Centre in a manner which serves at the s.ime 
time some of our larger scocial or economic 
objectives. It will be recalled that last Decem¬ 
ber a regulatory duty at 50 per cent of the 
effective basic excise duty was imposed mi 
steel ingots, iron and steel products and tin 
plates so as to bridge the substantial gap bet¬ 
ween the prices of imported and indigenous 
steel. Even after these ('hangers, a considera¬ 
ble gap remains between imjxirted steel and 
indigenous steel prices. It is necessary to eco¬ 
nomise on the use of steel in the country by 
charging for it a price which bears a reason¬ 
able relationship with international prices. 
The basic duty on steel products, therefore, 
is being raised by about 30 per cent and the 
regulatory duty of 50 per cent will apply to 
these liigher basic rates. The total additional 
revenue from steel products is expected to be 
Rs. 36,20 crores of which Rs. 11.80 crores 
would be by way of regulatory duties. 

67. For similar reasons, the regulatory 
duty of 25 per cent on aluminium and its 
products is being raised to per cent of the 
basic duty. This measure will yield Rs. 4.18 
crores. 

68. Honourable Members are also aware 
of our substantial dependence on imports in 
regard to petroleum products. The duty on 


motor spirit has been raised substantially in 
the recent past and this has had the salutary 
effect of curbing the growth of demand. As 
a token of appreciation, I propose, therefore 
to leave the motoring community untouched 
this year. I am afraid, I have, however, to 
make up for the omission last year in the case 
of kerosene where our reliance on imports is 
even greater. In addition, the comparatively 
low rate of duty on kerosene encourages its 
adulteration with other products, particularly 
with high speed diesel oil. I am well aware 
that kerosene is an item of common consum¬ 
ption both in the rural and the urban areas. 
But in view of the circumstances I have men¬ 
tioned, some additional taxation of kerosene 
could not be avoided. I propose, therefore, to 
increase the duty on kerosene by Rs. 59.75 per 
kilo litre or rtjughly by about 6 paise per 
litre. This will result in an additional revenue 
of Rs. 28.80 crores in 'i full year. 

69. In the Budget last May, we had 
introduced a duty on compounded lubricating 
oils and greases. Lubricating oils arc also 
manufactured and marketed to some extent 
by a mere blending t>f two oils without any 
add<'tl ingredient. There is no reason why 
these marketable oils should not be made 
liable to duly. I propose^ therefijre, to amend 
•suitably the definition of the existing tariff 
item which will yield an additional revenue of 
Rs. 5 crorcs. The duties on asphalt and 
bitumen as also on petroleum waxes are also 
being suitably revised to yield an additional 
revenue of Rs. 3.30 crores. 

70. It has often been s.iid that the agri¬ 
cultural sector which has been witnessing 
significant growth in income over recent years 
should also make an appropriate contribution 
to the overall needs of the country. We have 
appointed a Committee under the Chairman¬ 
ship of Professor K. N. Raj to examine the 
whole question of taxation of agricultural 
incomes and wealth steps have also been 
taken to raise additional revenue from this 
sector by levying a duty on tractors arid on 
fertilizers. I propose now to raise the duty 
on fertilizers from 10 per cent to 15 per cent. 
This tvill result in additional revenue of 
Rs. 12. 50 crores. Duty at the rate of 10 per 
cent will also now be levied tjp power-driven 
pumps which arc designed primarily for hand¬ 
ling'This measure is expected to yield 
a revettuc of Rs. 2 crores. 
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71. There are a few other minor items 
such as synthetic organic dyestuf& and optical 
bleaching agents where the rate of duty is 
being changed from 15 per cent to 20 per 
cent with an additional yield of Rs. 2. 63 
crores. The duty on aerated waters with 
blended concentrates is being increased from 
10 per cent to 20 per cent with an additional 
yield of Rs. 1.65 crores. Pistons will now be 
added to the list of motor-vehicle parts 
for the purposes of duty. The revenue yield 
from this would be Rs. 50 lakhs. 

72. The merger of special duty with basic 
duty results in a rate of Rs. 605 per metric 
tonne on hessian and of Rs. 385 per metric 
tonne in the case of other jute products which 
relate mainly to sacking. I propose to round 
off these rates to Rs. 600 and Rs. 400 per 
metric tonne respectively. The regulatory 
duty will remain unchanged at 50 per cent. 
The net gain to the ‘Excliequer would be 
Rs. 1.76 crores of which Rs. 1. 20 crores 
would be by way of regulatory duties. 

73. Throughout ages, our spinners and 
weavers have produced an infinite and ever- 
changing variety of colour, texture ai, 1 design 
to beguile our fancy ; and the Central Board 
of Excise and Customs has had a difficult task 
in evolving a textile tariff which can keep 
pace with all the subtle nuances of our textile 
products. I propose to make one more effort 
and introduce an extensive rationalisation of 
the textile tariff which has been worked out 
after a great deal of detailed examination. 
Honourable Members would, I am sure, be 
happy to note that the overall revenue effect 
of this rationalisation, at any rate, would be 
insignificant. 

74. Finally, I would like to round off by 

a few concessions in excise duties. In the case 
of some items, duty-free clearance upto a 
value of Rs. 50,000 is allowed subject to the 
proviso that the total clearance from the unit 
do not exceed Rs. 2 lakhs in a year. In some 
other cases, clearances upto a value of Rs. 1 
lakh are exempted. I propose now to raise 
the exemption limit in all cases where the 
lower limit of Rs. 50,000 is allowed today to 
Rs. 1 lakh subject to the upper ceiling rem¬ 
aining uncharged at Rs. 2 lakhs. This mea¬ 
sure which is intended to help the smaller 
units will cost the Exchequer Rs. 1.40 crqres 
in a full year. ^ 

75. Some concessions were inti^uced in 


the last Budget to encourage the use of minor 
oils in the manufacture of soap. In view of 
the urgent need to reduce our dependence on 
imports in regard to vegetable oils in general, 
I propose to increase the incentive by reduc¬ 
ing the minimum percentage of use of minor 
oils from 5 per cent to 3 per cent and by 
introducing a rate of rebate of Rs. 4.50 per 
metric tonne on the duty leviable on soap as 
the reduced minimum use of minor oils ob¬ 
tains. This rebate will increase progressively 
by Rs. 1.50 per tonne for every additional 
percentage point increase in the utlization of 
these oils. A similar concession in relation to 
rice bran oils used in the manufacture of soap 
at the rate of Rs. 1.50 per tonne for every 
additional percentage point of use of rice bran 
oil beyond a minimum level of 15 per cent 
will also be given. 

76. To encourage the use of rice bran oil 
in the manufacture of vanaspati, the mini¬ 
mum percentage use of 7 per cent which was 
prescribed last year is being reduced to 1 per 
cent without any change in the rate of rebate 
which would remain Rs. 100 per metric toime 
on the duty payable on vanaspati produced 
from such oil. Similarly, the incentive for 
greater use of cotton-seed oil in the manufac¬ 
ture of vanaspati is also being increased on a 
graded basis. The present general concession 
of Rs. 100 per tonne of vanaspati produced 
from cotton-sced oil will be withdrawn and a 
minimum compulsory usage of 10 per cent 
prescribed. Beyond this percentage, however 
the rebate would be Rs. 200 per metric tonne 
upto 20 per cent of usage, Rs. 250 jjer metric 
tonne from 20 to 30 per cent of usage and 
again Rs. 200 per metric tonne beyond 30 
per cent of usage. These concessions on oils 
would cost the exchequer about Rs. 60 
lakhs. 

77. Honourable Members would be happy 
to know that I have no proposals this year in 
regard to postal and telegraph rates. The 
Finance Bill, however, provides for some 
changes in the sales-tax law applicable to 
Delhi to remove certain lacunae which act to 
the detriment of sales-tax revenue accruing to 
the Delhi Administration. 

78. Taking all the proposals together, the 
total additional revenue from Excise duties 
would be of the order of Rs. 145 crores in 
1972-73 of which Rs. 97 .crores will accrue to 
the Centre and roughly Rs. 48 crores to the 
States. In addition, countervailing import 
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duties which will apply in respect of all 
chan^^ in excise duties other than those 
relating to iron and steel and aluminium are 
expected to yield an additional revenue of 
Rs. 13.41 crores. Other changes in Customs 
duties will yield, as already mentioned, an 
additional revenue of Rs. 8.60 crores for the 
Centre, llie additional yield from direct 
taxes for 1972-73 would be Rs. 14 crores for 
the Centre and Rs. 2 crores for the States. 
All in all, the additional revenue at the cen¬ 
tre next year will be of the order of Rs. 133 
crores and for the States, Rs. 50 crores The 
initial deficit of Rs. 375 crores will thus stand 
reduced to Rs. 242 crores which I think is a 
reasonably safe level.

79. Sir, in conclusion, may I express the 
hope that the Budget proposals I have just 
presented will be judged in their entirely and 
against the background of the formidable 
challenge we continue to face as a nation. 
The level of investment in the economy needs 
to be raised substantially at the present junc¬ 
ture. This is necessary not only in the interest 
of growth, particularly industrial growth, but 
also for makiug a tangible impression on the 
well-being of the most disadvantaged sections 
of society. We have also tf) assist Bangladesh 
in her immediate task of restoring a nieasine 
of stability and viability to the economy. Nor 
can we let down our guard in regard to the 
security and integrity of the nation. At the 
same time, deficit financing must be kept 
within reasonable proportions. 

80. Fortunately, the bulk of the unavoid¬ 
able and indeed necessary increase in outlay 
next year will be financed by the normal 
growth in revenues. If I have not been able 
to avoid additional taxation altogether, I hope 
Honourable Members would remember that 
I have not been unduly cautious either in 
providing a stimulus to growth and social 


welfare by a substantial increase in Plan 
outlay. Some of my tax proposals will also 
serve other objectives such as self-reliance. 
It is in this sense that I spoke at the outset 
of quickening the mutually reinforcing process 
of growth, social justice, self-reliance, invest¬ 
ment and resource mobilization. I can only 
hope that taken in their entirety, the Budget 
proposals will take the economy one stage 
forward in its march towards our eftcrished 
goals.

SHRI K. R. GANESH : As I have men¬ 
tioned in my reply, the Report of the 
Wanchoo Committee is under consideration. 
They have suggested various measures for 
tackling the problem of black money, the 
evasion of taxes and the collection of arrears. 
7 hese recommendations relate to administra¬ 
tive measures, legal measures and the tighten¬ 
ing of the tax-collecting machi'ilery. Some of 
the recommendations of the Committee have 
already been included as part of the Budget 
proposals. After due consideration, these will 
be taken up.

Actually, the 
Committee itself has said that it ts very 
difficult to quantify black money and has 
said that the tax that could have been evaded

SHRI K. R. GANESH : The Wanchoo 
Committee itself has said that it is very 
difficult to quantify the amount of black 
money that is there, and on the basis of 
certain studies that they had made they have 
given this broad estimate.

Passenger Trafflic between Bottibay 
and Cochin 

*64. SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Will the 
Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state : 

(a) the daily average nuntber of passen¬ 
gers, who flew between Bombay and Cochin, 
when there were direct flights between the 
two airports and the average number after 
the suspension of the direct flight; 

(b) the normal flying time between 
Cochin and Bombay, the actual time now 
taken as per the current schedule and the 
reasons for lack of suitable connections to 
enable the passengers to complete the flights 
in the normal flying time; and 

(c) the number of iseats for passengers 
from Cochin to Bombay reserved for book¬ 
ing at Cochin and Bangalore ? 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH) : 
(a) to (c). I lay a statement on the Table of 
the House. 

Statement 

(a) The average number of passengers 
travelling between Bombay and Cochin when 
the direct flights were in operation, was 90 
in each direction. Of these, approximately 
20 were passengers originating from or 
destined to Trivandrum. These figures 
cover the first half of 1970 and include 
passengers between Bombay and Cochin on 
stopping flights. 

In the current schedule the average num¬ 
ber of passengers travelling between Bombay 
and Cochin during January 1972 was 62 
per day in each direction. Trivandrum 
passengers now catch the Boeing service at 
Trivandrum itself. 

(b) The normal flying time for an HS- 
748 aircraft operating a direct flight between 
Cochin and Bombay is 3 hoqr^. In the 
present schedule passengers travelling from 
Bombay to Cochin by the Jewfiight up to 
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Banii»ior« 4i:\d tbe connagting HS- 748 fUght 
to Cochin, take 3 hours 15 minutes. In the 
Cochin-Bombay direction the time taken is 
4 hours 40 minutes, as passengers have to 
wait at Bangalore for the Jet flight to return 
from Trivandrum to Bangalore before pro¬ 
ceeding to Bombay. 

It is not possible to operate a Jet service 
to Cochin due to airfield limitations. 

(c) Cochin, Bangalore and Trivandrum 
hold 65, 13 and 40 seats respectively to 
Bombay. However, the number of passengers 
from Trivandrum to Bombay seldom exceeds 
25 and the additional seats can be made 
available to passengers cither from Cochin 
or Bangalore on their release from 
Trivandrum. These allocations arc reviewed 
periodically. • 

SHRIC. M. STEPHEN: Cochin has 
always been a very important airport station. 
1-ormerly there were three flights from 
Bombay to Cochin in the morning and even¬ 
ing so that passengers travelling either from 
Cochin or from Bombay, whether in the 
morning Or in the evening, could reach their 
destination during the flying time, and so 
was the case from dilfcrent stations all over 
India; Cochin could be reached within the 
minimum time. In that place, the schedule 
has been recast... 

MR. SPEAKER : The hot). Member may 
not make a statement. He may ask his 
question. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : 1 am coming 
to the question. Sir. In the past nine 
months re-schedule has taken place... 

MR. SPEAKER : No introduction 
please. He may please ask the question. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : By re-schedul¬ 
ing it has become difficult for the passengers 
from Trivandrum or Cochin to reach any 
destination anywhere in India except Bombay 
they are spending the whole day either in 
the Airport or in the aeroplane. The Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament from Kerala have been 
representing collectively and individually to 


the Minister about the difficulties involved 
in the whole matter. May I know front the 
hon. Minister whether he is satisfied that 
there is a real grievance for Kerala and for 
the Members from Kerala, and if h4 is so 
satisfied, whether he is prepared to rectify 
this particular aspect, namely, the difficulty 
of passengers from Kerala in reaching any 
station anywhere in India; they have to waste 
the whole day at the airport. 

DR. KARAN SINGH : Wc are awaie 
of the fact that Kerala provides a grrait deal 
of air traffic and being a very far area ftom 
Delhi we have got to give it as good ft 
service as possible. It was for fhis reason 
that we have introduced a Boeing service to 
Trivandrum for the first time on the urging 
of the hon. Members; we have given special 
connections from Bombay to Goa and 
Bombay to Cochin; we have given Bombay- 
Bangalore Jet and from there two planes 
almost immediately connecting Bangalore to 
Cochin; similarly Bombay-Trivandrum; from 
there also connections. I can assure the hon. 
Member that, within the limits of our plane 
availability and the compulsions of re¬ 
scheduling, we will constantly keep in mind 
whatever we can do for Kerala. We have 
already done, I feel, a good deal. 1 am 
sorry if the hon. Member is not satisfied. 
There may be genuine difficulty. I will keep 
the matter under consideration. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN ; In the state¬ 
ment it has been said : 

“It is not possible to operate a Jet ser¬ 
vice to Cochin due to airfield limita¬ 
tions.” 

Now, Cochin being admittedly an air-station 
from where the Indian Airlines have been 
collecting the heaviest revenue and also 
a heavily loaded sector of t!ie Indian Airlines, 
will the Minister be pleased to go into this 
question of constructing an air field near- 
about Cochin ? The place he already knows. 
Meanwhile, is he prepared to sit down with 
the Members of Parliament from Kerala to 
draw up the flight scitedule so that the 
difficulties may be reduced to the minimum 
as also time can be saved for passengers 
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travelling between Kerala and dilTcrcnt 
stations in India ? 

DR. KARAN SINGH : I am always 
delighted to sit with Members from Kerala 
,,Xl»t<i'^ruptions) to study the situation. 


But, ns fur as the Jet service is concerned 
with the present airports in Kerala, it is not 
possible to extend it. Otherwise, the Indian 
Airlines is vary keen to nin a Jet service. It 
is a very high density service but because 
of certain physical limitations like moving 
docks and so on, it is not possible. 


Now, the question of getting an alterna¬ 
tive site and developing a jet airport there is 
a matter which will certainly be considered. 
But, in view of the very heavy expenses that 
arc involved in acquiring land and buildings. 
I do not want to give any assurance that 
this can be done in the near future because 1 
would not like to mislead hon. Members of 
the House. I. would certainly k^ep the 
matter' in mind. I agree that Cochin requires 
a new Jet aerodrome. When that aerodrome 
will be forthcoming is something on which 
1 am not in a position to say anything. 


.SHRl R. BALAKRISHNA PILLAI ; 
If there is a proposal from (he State Govern¬ 
ment that it will bear the entire expenditure 
on acquiring the land for this new airport 
of Kerala, wii! the Central Government be 
prepared to accept that proposal and pro¬ 
ceed with the construction of the airport ? 


DR, KARAN SINGH : As I said, my 
funds for the current Plan are alicady com¬ 
pletely committed. In Kerala itself we are 
putting up a new airport at Calicut which 
by the time we finish is going to cost us a 
crore or a crore and a half of rupees, if not 
more. Therefore, I am afraid, it will not be 
possible for us now to take up another air¬ 
port in Kierala. But, of course, if the State 
Government would like to give me land 
there, I would then be prepared to keep it 
in cold storage until such time I get money 
to build the airport...(/«r<’m/p//pnv).

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

(b> The report is being laid on the 
Tabic of the House today. Chapter 24 of the 
Report contains a summary of the major 
recommendations of the CommLssion, 

(c) The recommendations arc under 
consideration of the Government. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 

I would like to know from the hon. Minister 
one thing. Though (he report is going to 
be laid on the Table of the House, 1 had the 
privilege of seeing it somewliere-elsc. 

About 400 major recommendatioos 
have been made by the Commission. One 
of the most important recommendations 
made by the Commission is that they have 
suggested—they are unanimous on this 
point—that in view of the development of 
banking in this country for the last so many 
years, they have suggested that all the bank¬ 
ing institutions including all the financial 
institutions in the country should be integra¬ 
ted in such a manner that there should be 
no further overlapping of litesc banking or 
financial institutions and there will be 
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rationalisaticiD of finaxiciai assistance to all 
sectors of the economy. Will the Govern¬ 
ment give its serious consideration to these 
major recommendations which are unani¬ 
mous by the Banking Commission ? 

SHRl YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN : 
There are many major recommendations, not 
only on this point, but on other aspects as 
well. Naturally, all the recommendations 
will be very very carefully considered. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHJ : 
1 would like to know thi-s from the hon. 
Minister. The Commission has now said 
that in the unbanked arsas in India like 

Assam, Bihar, Orissa, Uttar Pradesh and 

West Bengal, even after the nationalisation 
of the commercial banks, even to-day, <iuring 
the last tw o years, the opening of branches 
in those areas, has beyn neglected. Is the 
Government going to rectifs it immediately 
instead of waiting for any major considera¬ 
tion of the recommendations ? ... {Interrup¬ 
tion’, ). 

My second point is : whethci the 

Commission has also said that they do not 
want to encourage branch-banking; they 
have suggested that only the co-operative 
banks in the villages should be converted 
into subsidiaries of the nationalised banks. I 
think if that is taken into consideration it 
may hamper the banking operations in othci 
non-bank areas of the State. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
lie IS inclined to agree to certain othei 
recommendations but he is not inclined to 
agree to certain other iccoinmendations. I 
would suggest that it only shows how it is 
very necessary to go into the recommenda¬ 
tions very carefully. Actually I may say tlial 
wc did not wait for the report of the 
Commission. In respect of the eastern 
legion for example, wc had certainly taken 
some steps and during the past 2 yeais wc 
have reduced the unbanked portion of it. 
But 1 know' even then, at the present moment 
certain imbalance still exists. 1 can assure 
the honourable House tliat I am pursuing 
this matter very energetically with the 
different banks and purticulaiiy wiiii the 
Reserve Bank to sec that this imbalance is 
removed gradually.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
The loans are taken for some definite pro¬ 
grammes as a result of which they create 
certain assets also in the States. I shall give 
certain details so tljat hon. Members can 
understand for what purpose the loans arc 
being made use of. The figures are as 
follows : 

Loans for development purposes 

Rs. 127-76 crores 

Block loans for State plan schemes 

Rs. 128 crores 

Relief towards natural calamities 

Rs. 5-26 crores 

Rehabilitation of displaced persons

Sometimes, money is given for certain other 
schemes also under this head. For the last 
so many years, the total under this comes to

certain development programmes and achieve 
certain results and at the same time create 
certain assets. For example, the irrigation 
projects and the electricity projects and 
assets of the State Governments.

I know the total servicing charges for these 
accumulated debts and the amount of Cen¬ 
tral grants to the State of UP ?

and also to give some relief to the teachers 
and Government employees who were agita¬ 
ting for better service conditions and better 
wages and if so, in view of the backwardness 
of UP, and the fact that half of UP practi¬ 
cally is backward, not educationally but 
actually in the matter of industries and other 
things, may I know whether these loans will 
be written off or some financial aid will be 
given to UP for the betterment of the 
people of UP ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
There is no question of writing off of the 
debts. 

SHRI S, M. BANERJEE May I know 
whether aid will be given. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Minister has 
given a categorical answer already. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE : Let him not 
write off the Joans, but at least let him give 
aid to the State. Otherwise, all our plans 
will not succeed, and none of our plans will 
be successful. 

Interest of Nationalised Banka in 
Agricultural and Neglected 
Sectors 

*70. SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO : 
Will the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether interest of Nationalised 
Banks in Agriculture, small-scale industries 
and other hitherto neglected sectors has 
slowed down recently; 

(b) if So, the reasons therefor; arid 

(c) the reaction of Government thereto ? 
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THE MiNISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YKSHWANTR AO CHAVAN) : fa) to fc). 
There lias been some slowinu down in the 
rate of gro.vth of advances lo these sectors 
in the second year after nationalisation. 
There has. however, been no lack of interest 
of the bunks in estending tlK'ir assistance to 
these sectors. 3 he slow down has occurred 
mainly because of organisational eonstrainis 
ou the capacity of the banks to undertake 
linaactQS of these sectt>rs. The position is 
revieu'jed front time to lime and the banks 
have been asked to give continual attention 
to this task. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO : May 
I know .the extent of slow-down and the 
amount of credit made available in the agri¬ 
cultural sector during the current year and 
in the previous year '' 

SHRI ESHWANTRAO CIIAVAN : I 
shall try t© give as' much information as 
possible, but- I tio not know how much 
enlightening that will be for the hon. Mem¬ 
ber. There are two ways of looking at this; 
one i.s from the point of view of the number 
of accounts, and the other is from the point 
of view of the amounts outstanding. These 
are the two ways in which one can sec 
the position. 1 shall first give the position in 
regard to the number of accounts. At the 
end of June. I96D, there were 2,06.777 
accounts, by the end of June, 1970, the 
number of accounts rose to 5,.S3,738. By 
June, 1971, it rose to 8,01,035. There was 
a sharp rise in the first two years. During 
the six rnonths up to December, 1971, the 
number rose from 8,01,035 lo 9.24,138. 
That means tliat there was certainly an in¬ 
crease, but the rate c4' increase is not as high 
as it wsas in the first two years, fherc is a 
gOod reason for this, because in the begin¬ 
ning, particularly, in the neglected sectors, 
there were no accounts, and, therefore, there 
was immediately a spurt in the number of acc¬ 
ounts and a suddenly nigh rate of increase 
but thts rate cannot be maintained at the 
same level for years together. At the same 
time, there were certain organisational diffi¬ 
culties to which I made a reference, because 
it was necessary to open the branches, and it 
was also necessary to have the necessary 
tmined personnel to go into this sort of 


thing. So, there was that constraint on the 
laic of growth. Wc arc pursuing this matter 
further, and I hope that wc shall be able to 
improve the conditions. 

SHRI BIRCNDER SINGH RAO : 1 

would like to kuow whether there has been 
a similar reduction in bank credit to other 
scctois such as the heavy industries of 
medium industries. May 1 also know whether 
in view of the organisational difficulties. 
Government did take adeiiu.atc steps to see 
that the hopes raised amongst the farmers 
during the first year or the second year were 
properly met and preparations were made in 
that legard V 

SHRI V ESHWANTRAO CHAV AN : 1 

do not think that there was any reduction in 
the other sectors. Naturally, when a certain 
amount is availaftle as credit for all the 
sectors, put together, there will have lo be a 
little more emphasis on proper distribution, 
because now wc are trying to emphasise the 
neglected sectors to a greater extent. Possi¬ 
bly, the rate of growth in the other sectors 
may not be the same. Really speaking, that 
was expected. 

SHRI BIRENDER SINGH RAO : May 
I know whether there were definite directions 
issued only about the agricultural sector to 
certain banks ? Is it a fact that credits only 
to the agricultuiai sector were to be reduced 
or curtailed or stopped ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
No, not at all. 

fw«r; 
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SHRT YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
This is the policy of the Government, and 
we ate trying to go in this direction. I, of 
course, appreciate that it is not fast enough 
to meet the expectations of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers. He kno\^s that we have discussed 
these matters also many times. Osji efforts 
arc definitely in this direction. 

SHRl DINESH CHANDRA GOSWA- 
MI : May I know from the hon. Finance 
Minister whether the Government is contem¬ 
plating a reviewing of the procedures for 
granting loans and making it less rigorous 
so far as the neglected sectors are con¬ 
cerned ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : I 
think it is a very legitimate question, because 
I have also found that some of the pro¬ 
cedures were lengthy, and therefore there 
were certain difficulties in the case of grant¬ 
ing loans. Certain steps Itavc been taken 
in this matter. The most important thing 
was that certain State laws stood as obstacles 
in the way of granting loans. So, a Com¬ 
mittee was appointed to make suggestions 
for those laws and some of the States have 
started taking action on that. That will 
possibly solve the question. 

As far as the procedures in the banks 
themselves are concerned, there are some 
bottlenecks which are also being graduallv 
removed. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : May 1 know 
whether the Government has taken a final 
decision in regard to the introduction of 
differential rates of interest for the neglected 
sectors of our country and whether it is not 
a fact that some directors of nationalised 
banks have opposed it and, if so, the 
reaction of the Government thereto ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
Shall 1 answer this question. Sir ? 

MR. SPEAKER : He has gone a little 
off the track, but you may answer as you 
like. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN t 
Sir, I did make a mention in my budget 


speech yesterday, about the differential rates 
of interest, on the details df Which I propose 
to make a statement in the course of the 
next week or so. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : The Minis¬ 
ter said a little while ago that the rate of 
growth in the volume of advances to the 
hitherto neglected sector was incitasing but 
that the rate of growth had slowed down 
somewhat. If I may, with your permission, 
refer to a statement which has been laid to¬ 
day in connection with another question. 
Question No. 73, the figures show that 
whereas for the year ending December, 1970, 
the advance made to agriculture, small scale 
industry, road transport operators, retail 
trade and small business, professional and 
self-employed persons, and education, all 
taken together, was 23'84 per cent of the 
total advances, in the next year, that is 
December, 1971, it has gone down to 23 
per cent. So it is not as though the growth 
is there but that the rate of growth is 
slowing down. There has been an actual 
fall according to these figures in the percent¬ 
age of advances to the neglected sectors as 
a percentage of the total advances. 

1 would, therefore, like to know from 
him whether this is not a disquieting trend, 
because it shows that about 77 per cent of 
the advances arc still apparently going to 
the big business, wholesale trade and to such 
other interests. What will be do to see that 
this trend is reversed as a matter of policy } 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; T 
would like to say that if you look at it only 
in terms of mere percentages, I think that 
will give you a rather misleading picture, 
because in the last two years, the deposit 
mobilisation also was substantial. Therefore, 
is you just take the percentages of the total 
availability, possibly you will not be able to 
understand the real position. But if you sec 
it in terms of actual number of accounts and 
the amounts outstanding fit would be a 
different picture altogether. I would like to 
give you information about those things, I 
give information about the accounts. Now, 
in terms of the amounts outstanding, for 
example, at the end of June. 1969 it was 
Rs. 235‘58 crorcs. For end of December, 
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1971, the ligure is Rs. 596’46 crores. So, 
ther« is a substantial increase. Sometimes, 
it is also veiy difficult for those sectors to 
absorb credit. As I told you, there are 
certain organisational constraints standing in 
the way. I quite agree that one will have to 
be watchful of this trend.

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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN : 
Certainly I am prepared to look into this 
matter. The hon. Member has written to 
me and 1 myself chose to go to the hand- 
loom and powerloom industry centres in the 
Eastern U. P., for example. Wc are taking 
core to see that branches are opened there 
and certain responsibilities arc fixed to sec 
that they go down and keep contact with 
those people in Gorakhpur, Banaras, Mhow, 
Faizabad...(/«rew//»//o/M). Shoulapur, I know 
much better. 

Deployment of IRBMe by China

CHARAN SHUKLA) : (a) to (d). Yes, Sir. 
No authentic information on the reported 
deployment of IRBMs or on their test firing 
is available. The Implications of available 
information on the subject, in terms of 
national security, are periodically assessed and 
taken into account in planning our defence 
measures, 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA : 
Though the Minister has* stated in his reply 
that no authentic information is available, 
his information looks to anthentic and there¬ 
fore I would like to ask the Minister what 
specific steps he has taken or proposes t6 
take to counteract this danger ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA ; It 
is a straight question. If there is threat to 
our national security we do take certain 
measures to counteract and we need not state 
publicly all those secrets. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SHARMA : I 
know the reply of the Minister. May I know 
whether he could give a specific assurance to 
this House that the danger would be effec¬ 
tively met whenever it comes ? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA : 
That is our effort.

(a) Detailed infoitnaticm regaiding sectdi> 
wise distribution of bank credit is available 
only with a time*!^. However a statement 
showing the advances from the public sectm* 
banks to the hitherto neglected sectors as at 
the end of years 1969, 1970 and 1971 is 
laid on the table of the House. 

(b) and (c). There is no evidence to 
suggest that the slow growth of industrial 
production can be attributed to the inade* 
quacy of bank credit. The Reserve Bank of 
India keeps itself in close touch with develop* 
ments in the industrial sector and wherever 
necessary, appropriate measures to stimulate 
the flow of credit to industry are initiated.

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SHRI S. R. DAMANl : ll is evident 
that in the course of tlic year industrial 
growth has not been according to the Plan, 
that it is much less than expected. It is also a 
fact that the advances to industry have been 
reduced from 40 per cent to only 4 6 per 
cent. May I know from the hon. Minister 
whether he has examined whether such a big 
reduction in the advances to industry has 
aifected their growth ? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
No, Sir, because we have taken care to see 
that there should be some sort of credit con¬ 
trol in the case of wholesale trade and 
speculative activities. They might have been 
a^ected, but as far as the production effort 
is concerned, there is no lack of credit to 
industries.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : If 
he secs Serial No. 5 in the statement, lie will 
find that the amount outstanding at the end 


of Dec., 1969 was Rs. 2,69, 00,000 and 
by December 1971 it has gone up to 
Rs. 10,40,00,000. So one cannot say that 
there is no progress. I certainly agree with 
him that this is not enough. We have appoin¬ 
ted a committee and it has made very useful 
lecommendations. If he goes through the 
report of the committee, he will find that we 
have prepared many schemes. Unfortujjately, 
the tendency is to ask for jobs and not to 
show an enterprising spirit and go into pro¬ 
duction activities. For that matter guidance 
is being given and schemes arc being 
prepared. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI ; Is it a 
fact that the Members of the Consultative 
Committee had made some suggestions 
regarding advance to the agricultural sector, 
and if so, witat arc the steps taken by the 
Government in that' connection ? Some 
of the nationalised banks have stopped 
advances to the agrieulfutal sector. 1 can 
give instances, but 1 have no time. May 1 
know whether Government would look into 
matter '! The minister has mentioned the 
increased numbei of accounts. But 25 
per cent of it arc bogus. So many persons 
who are not engaged in agriculture arc also 
getting advances. In Delhi itself, one of the 
relatives of the Custodian of the Syndicate 
Dank, who is not engaged in agriculture, has 
got an advance of Rs. 6 lakhs from that 
bunk. Will Government look into the matter 
and conduct an enquiry

GANESH) (a) and (bp In view of seizures 
made by Customs authoritic's of Indian films, 
attempted to be smuggled out of the country, 
it can l>c said that liiere is illegal export t>f 
Hindi films Aom India to othci countries 
resulting in loss of foictgn c.xchange.

(d) The following measures have been

Systematic collection and follow-up of 
information, keeping a watchful eye on the 
suspected smugglers, and on vulnerable 
sectors along the coast. Some senior ofiiccrs 
of the rank of Collectors of Customs, 
Additional Collectors of Customs and 
Assistant Collectors of Customs have been 
posted in vulnerable areas to look after anti¬ 
smuggling work exclusively. Extra vigilance 
is exercised in examination of suspected 
baggage and parcels sent out of the country. 

Expansion in the Activities of 
UNMOGIP

THE MINISTER OF DEFENCE (SHRI 
JAGJIVAN RAM) (a) and (b). Under the 
Karachi agreement, UNMOGIP had been 
entrusted with the work of supervision of 
the 1949 cease-fire line in Jammu and 
Kashmir. The UNMOGIP has not been 
entrusted with any responsibility in regard 
to the present line of control. Therefore, the 
question of expending its work in Jammu and 
Kashmir does not aries. 

(c) The Government of India are not 
aware whether UNMOGIP has asked any 
third party to help in its work. 


Option from Depatationist for Abaorp* 
tion in Public Undertakings

According to the 
Government orders, deputationists from the 
permanent civil services (other than those 
trom Industrial Management Pool) and from 
the Defence Services (except those employed 
in the Defence Production Undertakings), 
have to exeicisc an option either to be per¬ 
manently absorbed in the enterprises where 
ihey are employed or revert to their pasent 
cadres within stipulated periods varying from 
two to three years from their date of deputa¬ 
tion. According to the further orders of 
Government, certain categories of such 
deputationists who were already in the 
public enterprises at the time of the issue o 
these orders were given time to exercise thef 
option till August .31, 1971; others tir 

exercise their option within the prescribeo 
time-limits. As such, the time-limit for exerd 
cise of option would vary in individual cases- 
and there is no one date for the exercise of 
option by deputationists. According to infor¬ 
mation available, the majority of those who 
had to exercise their option so far have 
decided to permanently serve the public 
enterprises. 

(c) Government’s orders require that the 
persons who. have opted to go “back will, on 
reaching the prescribed timelimit for the 
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exercise of option, be reverted to their parent 
offices. This is being followed. 

Setting up of a Commission for Review¬ 
ing the Working of the Public 
Sector Undertakings 

466. SHR] BIRENDER SINGH RAO :

Member is referring to the High-level 
Action committee recently set up under the 
Chairmanship of Shri M. S. Pathak, Member, 
Planning Commission to review the working 
of existing public sector undertakings with a 
view to making recommendations for im¬ 
proving the operations of these underta¬ 
kings. The Action Committee will devise ways 
and means of improving the performance of 
these undertakings nnd more particularly will 
concentrate on the following aspects : 

(1) Maximisation of production: 

(2) Minimisation of operating costs; 

(3) Good preventive maintenance; 

(4) Good employee/labour relations; and 

(5) Adequate R«SD activities; 

The Committee is likely to complete the 
examination of most of the public sector 
undertakings by June, 1973. The Bureau of 
Public Enterprises will function as Secre¬ 
tariat of the Action Committee. 


There is no proposal under consideration 
of Government to set up any other Commis¬ 
sion to study particularly the criteria adopted 
in choosing location of new units and the 
inter-relationship between the public and 
private sector enterprises. With regard to 
choice of location. Government have 
emphasized the importance of careful scrutiny 
of the techno-cconomic considerations weigh¬ 
ing with the location of industrial units at 
the feasibility report and the detailed project 
report stages. 

Enquiry Into Debt Burden of Sates

These ate 
attempted to be resolved locally. 

There have been light casualties in these 
incidents; no artillery or aircratt was, how¬ 
ever, destroyed as a result. 

(c) Our security forces have instructions 
to take appropriate counter measures to 
meet such violations.

After protracted 
negotiations, an Agreement was reached 
between O. P. E. C. and the oil companies 
whereunder the “posted" prices of crude oil 
have been increased by 8'49%. The oil 
companies have intimated that effective from 
26th January, 1972, their crude oil suppliei^ 
have consequently increased the price of 
crude oils by 11'6 to 11-7 cents per barrel, 
as these amounts represent the actual increases 
in the tax realisations of the oil producing 
countries- The Government have not accept¬ 
ed, this increase. The increased price of 
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crude oil claimed by the 3 oil companies 
will, therefore, not aft'cct product prices. 

(d) The highest importance is being 
att.rehcd to titc intcnsitication of exploration 
and other activities with a view to locating 
new sources of crude and to optimise the 
production from the oil fields already dis¬ 
covered.

(ii) Government have approved the pro¬ 
posal for the setting up of an oil refinery at 
Bongaigaon in Assam with a capacity of 


I million tonnes per anaum. it is expected 
to be commissioned by. wly 197$, 

(iii) Government also propose to set up 
an oil refinery in the North-West region of 
the country with a capacity of about 6 million 
tonnes per annum. No decision in regard to 
its location has yet been taken. This project 
is expected to be commissioned in the ^th 
Plan period. 

(c) Location for new refineries have to 
be governed largely by techno-economic 
considerations.

RJae In Pricea

The 
Wholesale Price Index (1961-62 — 100) for 
the period April 1971—February 1972 has 
risen by an average of 3 8 per cent over the 
corresponding period of the previous year. 
No index of retail prices is constructed, but 
the All-India Industrial Workers’ Consumer 
Price Index ,(1960= 100) shows an average 
increase of 3-2 per cent for the period April 
1971-January 1972 as compared to the 
same period last year. 

(c) Government’s fiscal, monetary and 
administrative policies are aimed at keeping 
inflationary pressures under check. A fairly 
restrictive credit policy is being pursued, and 
speculative activities have also been curbed 
through banning/suspension of forward trad¬ 
ing in a number of commodities. 

Price and distribution controls are being 
continued in respect of a number of com¬ 
modities such as iron and steel and vanas- 
pati; the textile industry’s demand for higher 
prices for controlled cloth has been turned 
down. Shortages of essential raw materials 
such as cotton, oils and oilseeds, and certain 
categories of steel arc being met through 
imports. 


A net-work of ration/fair price shops is 
inexistence; distribution of foodgrains has 
been liberalised and Slate Governments 
instructed to open such shops even in remote 
areas. In recent months, the Food Corpora¬ 
tion has commenced releases of foodgrains 
in the open market. In addition, with effect 
from January 1972, 60 per cent of the sugar 
output is being distributed through ration 
and fair price shops. The question of further 
enlarging the public distribution system in 
order to cover commodities other than food- 
grains and sugar is under examination.

Drill¬ 
ing IS expected to commence towards the 
end of this year using the self-propelled 
Jack-up platform which is under construction 
in Japan and is expected to be delivered to 
ONGC by the end of September. 72. The 
drilling operations will be done initially using 
the services on contract basis of offshore 
drilling experts of the American firm Offshore 
International SA, who arc also the designers 
of the Jack-up platform.

Rs. 37-81 crores (Yen 16 billibn) for pro- 
jectsand Rs. 35-45 crores (Yen 15 bilHon) 
for commodity imports. The project portion 
of the credit will be used for the (i) Cochin 
Shipyard Project, (ii) Tuticorin Fertilizer 
Project, (iii) Kota Fertilizer (Expansion) Pro¬ 
ject, other projects to be agreed upon and 
for import of capital goods. The commodity 
portion will be used for the import of stieel, 
raw materials, component and spare parts 
for industry; and machinery for the National 
Small Industries Corporation. 

(c) Yes, Sir. The Credit Agreement was 
signed on the 1st February, 1972. 

Financial Aid from Britain

The Group lecommcndcd the 
location of a tcrimnal in the Gulf of Kutch.

A 
copy of the Government orders sanctioning 
the liberalised pensionary awards is laid on 
the Table of the Mouse. [Placed in Library. 
.W No. LT—1453/72] The Scheme also 
visualises grant of benefits in other spheres 
such as accommodation, training, employ¬ 
ment assistance, medical facilities and edu¬ 
cation of children. A Central Organisation 
is being set up m the Ministry of Defence to 
arrange for the other benefits proposed to be 
given under the Scheme from various bene¬ 
volent fund not included in the Consolidated 
Fund of India. 

(c) Information regarding the number of 
dependents is not available. The expenditure 
consequent on the liberalisation of the 
pensionary awards is estimated to be of the 
order of Rs. I S crores non-recurring and 
Rs. 1'5 crores recurring per year. 

Strike in Avadi Factory in Madras

During the period 
of the strike of the employees of the Heavy 
Vehicles Factory, Avadi between 24.1.72 
and 7-2-72, there were some demonstrations 
and iathi charge outside the precincts of the 
Factory.

The reports received from the Manage¬ 
ment during the strike period have indicated 
that the strike was illegal as there was no 
advance notice therefor, nor was there any 
pending issue requiring settlement. How¬ 
ever. a list of demands that was submitted 
on behalf of the employees after the com¬ 
mencement of the strike was discussed with 
the emuloyees’ representatives and the strike 
was called off on f.2.72. There has been 
no report on the matter from the State 
Government.

GANESH) : (a) The Government is aware 
that gold and other luxury goods are being 
smuggled into the country from Dubai on a 
large scale; and silver is being smuggled out 
of the country to Dubai. There is, however, 
no such information regarding Kuwait. 

(b) It is not practicable to make an 
estimate of the value of goods smuggled in¬ 
to or out of India during 1971. However, 
goods valued Rs. 2083 lakhs were seized by 
the Customs authorities during the year 
1971, most of which aie likely to have 
emanated from Dubai. 

The measures being adopted by the 
Government Jo check smuggling are as 
follows : 

Systematic collection and follow-up of 
information, keeping a watchful eye on 
the suspected smugglers, rummaging of sus¬ 
pected vessels or aircraft, and checking of 
vulnerable sectors along the coast and the 
land frontiers. Additional launches and 
vehicles are being provided from lime to 
time for eflFeetive interception, prevention 
etc. Some senior officers of the rank of 
Collectors of Customs, Additional Collectors 
of Customs and Assistant Collectors of 
Customs have been posted in vulnerable 
areas to look after anti-smuggling work 
exclusively. Customs Act, 1962 has been 


amended making additional provisions tp 
take special measures for the purpose of 
checking illegal import and export of certain 
commodities and facilitating their deten¬ 
tion. The position is kept under constant 
review.

New Delhi 

, 528. SHRl K. SURYANARAYANA ; 
Will, the Minister of TOURISM AND CIVIL 
AVIATION be pleased to state whether his 
attention has been drawn to the news item 
appearing at page 1 of the “Times of India”, 
New Delhi dated the 20th February, 1972 
captioned ‘Maharaja is rude to his flock’ and 
if so, his reaction thereto ? 

THP MINISTER OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (DR. KARAN SINGH): 
Yes, Sir. Some passengers holding tickets 
iuyed in London with reservations from 
L^ilii to London on the flight of the 19th 
Fet>ruary, operated by Air-India 

Otarters Limited, could not be accommoda¬ 
ted since the flight was already fully booked. 
These passengers had not checked their reser- 
^tions or mtlintained any (Contact with Air- 
India's Delhi office; bM' had reported at the 
dirport' tit the time of the departure of the 
Aight when no ^ats were available for them. 


To avoid the recurrence of such incidents, 
Air-India’s stations have been instructed to 
brief all passengers travelling by Air-India’s 
charter flights to confirm their reservations 
With the concerned Air-India stations suffi¬ 
ciently in advance of the flight. 

Excursion Fares Introduced

While no excur¬ 
sion fare has been established for places in 
Europe, Air-India has introduced a cheap 
Youth Fare for round trips between India 
and France and vice-versa. 

(c) The excursion fares between India 
and U. S. A. and vice versa and the France- 
India Youth Fare do not allow for any stop¬ 
overs. On the India-France round trip Youth 
Fare, however, one stop-over is permitted in 
each direction, but journeys must be perfor¬ 
med on the same carrier. 

(d) Foreign airlines operating on these 
routes may match these fares subject to com¬ 
pliance with the piescribed cqpdifions.

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THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI

States Foreign Aid Appropriation Act, 1972 
does not indicate country-wise details of the 
aid appropriations for the U. S. fiscal year 
July 1971-June 1972. It is not possible to 
say, at this stage, whether or not provision 
has been made for aid to India. 

(b) Every effort would be made to ensure 
that development projects are not affected 
by any reduction/stoppage, of U. S. aid. 

(c) and (d). Government of India’s policy 
in regard to foreign aid form the United 
States, or from any other country is that only 
such aid will be acceptable which has no 
political strings, attached to it. Also, it is our 
policy to reduce our dependence on foreign 
aid, by pursuing increasingly a policy of self- 
reliance, augmenting indigenous production, 
intensifying import substitution and by 
increasing exports. Further, to the extent 
that imports are inescapable alternative 
sources of supply under other credits and 
from rupee payment areas are being located.

Shortage of Small Coins 

546. SHRI G. Y. KRISHNAN ; Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government have asked the 
C«itra] Bureau of Investigation to inquire 
into the current shortage of small coins in 
the country; and 

(b) if so, the findings in this regard and 
the steps Government have taken to ease 
the shortage of small coins ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) No, Sir. 

(b) The steps taken by Government to 
ease the shortage of small coins have been 
indicated in the statement laid on the Table 
of the House. 

Statement 

The shortage of small coins, which was 
acutely felt in the year 1970-71, has con¬ 
siderably eased during 1971-72. The steady 
improvement has been possible due to 
Government Mints having increased the pro¬ 
duction of small coins sizably and the 
Reserve Bank of India rushing additiohal 
supplies to scarcity areas at quick notice. 
The Alipore and Hyderabad Mints have been 
working 60 hours a week since October/ 
November, 1970. The Bombay Mint, was 
put on two shift jworking of 9 hours each 
per day from July, 1970 and is continuing 
to operate on this basis with additional man- 
po^ inducted In the coinage, ,sections from 
Jatihary' 1971. As i result of these' 
sorbs, the average daily ^tput of qoins in 


the Mints which was about 12 lakh pieces a 
day in August. 1970 bad risen to about 65 
lakh pieces per day by December, 1971. The 
tempo of production is being consistently 
maintained. Steps have also been taken to 
reform the coinage alloys in order to 
eliminate the risk of the coins being diverted 
for melting. These include minting of lOp. 
coins in Aluminium-Magnesium instead of in 
Aluminium-Bronze from October, 4971; 
resumption of minting of 25p. coins from 
December, 1971 but in cupro-nickel instead 
of pure nickel; discontinuance of minting of 
20p. coins in Aluminium-Bronze which were 
prone to diversion for melting and minting 
of 5 Op. coins in cupro-nickel instead of 
in pure nickel from January, 1972. The 
Small Coins (Offences) Act, 1971 was 
brought on the statute book on 11th Decem¬ 
ber, 1971 providing for deterrant penal 
action against those who melt small coins or 
hoard them with the intention of melting. 

Proposal to take over Foreign 
Drug Firms

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Control ot> Bank Advancos against 
Sugar, Gur and Rhandsari

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a> and (b). 
No, Sir. Reserve Bank of India takes suitable 
steps from time to time to so regululate the 
credit control to ensure that bank finance is 
utilised for genuine productive and distribu¬ 
tion purposes and that hoarding and specula¬ 
tive practices are kept in check. 

The increase in prices in sugar is not due 
to restriction of credit, but can be attributed 
to many other factors like higher cost of 
production, higher price to cane, shortfall in 
the production of sugarcane etc. 

As to the control by Reserve Bank of 
India, minimum margin in respect of sugar 
dealers has been raised by the Reserve Bank 
of India on December 27, 1971 to 65%. A 
minimum rate of intrerest of 12% also has 
been specified. Banks have also been advised 
not to extend credit facilities for long 
periods to sugar dealers so as to ensure that 
the stocks move at a reasonable pace. 

As regards sugar mills, banks have been 
asked by the Reserve Bank of India to maintain 
the usual margins on stocks. In addition 
banks are also required to charge a minimum 
margin of 40% on adva.nces against lapsed 
quotas of sugar with a permissible shortfall 


upto }<1% of the quantity of s^ar notified 
to be released.* A minimum takr^n of fiS% 
is required to be maintained on advances 
against sugar stocks which have left the 
factory or mill premises and on Which excne 
duty has been paid; these advances will afto- 
attract minimum rate of interest at 12%. 
Reserve Bank has also advised the baifits to 
raise the minimum margin by 5 to 10 per 
cent in the case of advances to sugar mills 
where there is evidence of the lapse of r©* 
leased quota by the sugar mills. 

(c) Government has taken a number of 
steps to ensure equitable distribution of sugar 
throughout the year. To ensure rq^ular 
supply in the market, 3'25 lakh tonnes of 
sugar is released every month. The period 
for which the sugar released could be sold 
has been reduced from 45 days to 30 days. 
Certain restrictions have also been put on 
dealers and they are required to sell at least 
20% of the quota released within each 
week. Quantitative restrictions have been 
imposed on the holding of stocks by sugar 
dealers to check the rise in price. The manu¬ 
facturers have agreed to release 60% of 
the monthly sugar quota for sale at a rate of 
Rs. 150 per quintal, exclusive of excise duty 
for distribution through fair-price shops. 
Movement of sugar by licensed sugar dealers 
form one State to the other has also been 
banned. Restrictions have also been imposed 
on inter-State movement of khandsari, 
bura etc.

Government are fully 
aware of the economic situation in West 
Bengal. As regards the deficit in the State 
budgetary resources in 1971-72, the actuals 
would be known only after the close of the 
financial year. 

The State Government have from time 
to time been requesting for assistance fof 
covering their budgetary deficits.

Government of India are providing 
special accommodation (by way of loans) 
to those States, including West Bengal, 
which may be assessed by tlie Planning 
Commission to have inescapable gaps in 
resources. The quantum of accommodation 
to be given to the State Government each 
year is fixed after taking into account the 
recommendations of the Fifth Finance Com¬ 
mission and the assessment of the Planning 
Commission in regard to unavoidable non- 
plan commitments, the scope of economies 
in non-plan expenditure, the efforts to 
improve the revenues and tax collections and 
mobilisation of other normal budgetary 
resources by the State Government.

The Oil Companies 
have intimated that their crude Oil suppliers 
have consequently increased crude prices by 
11-6 to 11-7 cents per barrel effective from 
26th January, 1972 as these amounts repre¬ 
sent the actual increases in the tax realisa¬ 
tions of the oil producing countries. The 
Government have not accepted this increase, 
and are releasing foreign exchange to the 
three foreign oil companies on the basis of 
the earlier price. However, the oil companies 
are importing lesser quantity of crude by 
charging the higher price. 

(c) This will result in the reduction of 
production of petroleum products which is 
being made good by imports.

Ceiling on the Unsecured Loans 
of Companies

Outstanding in respect of all unsecured loans 
(except such loans from its Directors) 
guaranteed by Directors, Managing Agents or 


Secretaries or Treasurers should not at any 
time exceed twenty-five per cent of the aggre¬ 
gate of the paid-up capital and net free 
reserves of the companies. This ceiling would 
be in addition to a similar ceiling applicable 
in respect of deposits. The companies which 
have accepted unsecured loans as on 1st 
January, 1972 in axcees of the ceiling ment¬ 
ioned above, have been allowed tim(f upto 
31st March, 1975 to adjust such excess in a 
phased manner.

The reasons for non-attainment of rated 
capacities were as follows :

(c) Operational and maintenance prob¬ 
lems and design and equipment deficiency in 
some of the units.

However, 
in cases where two sons/wards are pnder 
training at the same time, the limit of 
income applied is Rs. 400/- per month, but 
only one cadet is entitled to this assistance;

(d) It was not found necessary to revise 
the limit of income.

(c) whether this has necessitated the 
upward fixation of the pay of the senior 
officers so as to be brought at per with that 
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of (Be junior officers in order to remove 
anomaJy ? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) In the Fundamental Rules 
as followed on the Civil side, there is no 
such recognised term as “Duty Allowance”. 
According to the existing orders, an em¬ 
ployee transferred on deputation to an ex- 
cadre post is allowed deputation (duty) allow¬ 
ance. But such deputation (duty) allow¬ 
ance is not taken into account for the pur¬ 
pose of fixation of pay on promotion. Also, 
additional remuneration is sometimes granted 
for holdiqg additional charge of another 
independent post under the provisions of 
F. R. 49. Such additional pay is also not 
taken into account for the puipose of fixation 
of pay on promotion. In some cases, how¬ 
ever, special pay is granted in lieu of a 
separate higher scale of pay. Such kind of 
special pay is treated as part of pay for the 
purpose of fixation of pay on promotion to 
a higher post provided it has been drawn m 
the lower post continuously for a minimum 
period of three years. If the special pay is 
not drawn for 3 years, it is not treated as 
part of basic pay, but the difference between 
the pay fixed under the normal rules and the 
pay plus special pay drawn in the lower post 
is allowed in the form of personal pay to 
be absorbed in future increases of pay. 


(b) It was for the first time that general 
orders treating special pay drawn in the 
lower post as part of pay for the purpose of 
fixation of pay on promotion were issued on 
22.6.6:^. The said orders were subsequently 
modified on 1.6.63, 25.2.65 and 8.1 68. 


(c) Yes, Sir. In cases where fixation of 
pay by taking into account the special pay 
drawn in the lower post results in the senior 
officer getting low’er pay than his junior, the 
pay of the former is stepped upto the level 
of pay of the junior from the date of pro¬ 
motion of the latter, provided the junior 
was not drawing a higher pay than the 
senior from time to time in the lower post.

However, under the Industrial Finance Cor¬ 
poration Act, 1948, only public limited 
companies and cooperative societies are 
eligible for term financial assistance from the 
Industrial Finance Corporation of India and 
these usually establish medium and large 
industrial units. 


(b) and (c). During the financial years 
1969-70, 1970-71 and the current year 
1971-72, no assistance by way of foreign 
currency sub-loans has been sanctioned to 
any small scale unit by the Industrial Finance 
Corporation of India. The information in 
respect of the Industrial Credij^ and Invest¬ 
ment Corporation of India is as follows :

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) The Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee, in their Reports issued during the 
years 1969, 1970 and 1971 have referred 
to certain specific cases of wasteful and 

infructuous expenditure. These Reports have 
been laid on the Table of the House. On 
the basis of information culled out of these 
published reports the total amount of stated 
infructuous and wasteful expenditure referred 
to in the Reports for each of the three 
years viz. 1969 to 1971 is as under :

(b) when the Report is expected to be 
submitted ? 

THE MINISTER OF L.AW AND 
•lUSTICE AND PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHRI H. R. GOKHALE) : 
(a) and (b). The Commission was appointed 
in August 1970. In December 1970 it issued 
notices asking persons having knowledge of 
the facts relevant to its terms of reference, 
to file statements. In response to those not¬ 
ices, 13 parties including the Ministry of 
Petroleum and Chemicals and the Indian Oil 
Corporation have filed their statements. 
Three items were added to the Commission's 
terms of reference in October, 1971. For 
these also the Commission issued notices 
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calling for statements, in response to which 
statements have been filed by all parties 
except Shri A run Roy Chodhury who has 
been allowed by the Commission further 
time. M/S Snam of Italy and M/S Bechtels 
of U. S. A. have also filed statements before 
the Commission. The Commission is now 
considering as to the persons to whom 
notices should issue under Section 8 B of 
the Commissions of Inquiry Act 1952 as 
amended by Act 79 of 1971, j. e. persons 
whose reputation is likely to be prejudicially 
affected by the enquiry. Time for Commi¬ 
ssion to submit its report has now been 
extended to the 31st August 1972.

CALLING ATTENTION TO 
MATTER OF URGENT 
PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Rbpomtbo Anti-India Radi.v 
IN Saioon 

SHRI R. K. SINHA (Faizabad) ; Sir, 1 
call the attention of the Minister of External 
Affairs to the following matter of urgent 
public importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon : 

“The reported anti-India rally in Saigon 
protesting against India's Chairmanship 
of the International Control Commi¬ 
ssion.’’ 

THE DEPUTY MINIS! ER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
(SHRI SURENDRA pal SINGH) : Con¬ 
sequent on the upgradation of our mission in 
Hanoi to Embassy level on January 7,1972, 
on a reciprocal basis, a number of hostile 
demonstrations in front of the ICSC 
Headquarters and our Consulate-General in 
Saigon have taken place. 

Two demonstrations had earlier taken 
place in front of the ICSC Headquarters on 
the lith January, 1972, and 23rd February, 
1972. The latest incident took place on the 
morning of March 14,1972, when South 
Vietnamese local employees of the ICSC 


struck work and displayed slogans on the 
walls of the Indian Delegation building dem¬ 
anding immediate replacement of Indian 
Delegation on the ICSC. 

As repeatedly pointed out earlier, India’s 
decision to raise the level of its mission in 
Hanoi was not in any way directed against 
South Vietnam. It was a recognition of the 
realities of the situation and in exercise of 
our sovereign rights. The ICSC in Vietnam 
is an international body created by the 
nations participating in the Geneva Con¬ 
ference of 1954 and any attempt by any one 
of the parties to unilaterally alter its composi¬ 
tion or prevent its functioning is totally 
unwarranted. 

The Government of India would still 
hope that wiser counsels will prevail and the 
South Vietnamese povernment would take 
effective steps to prevent recurrence of such 
incidents. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA : Is the hon. Minis¬ 
ter aware that Indian Hags were burnt, the 
shops and property of people who had Indian 
citizenship was destroyed and some people 
were injured ? In view of this, will he infrom 
the House whether this was officially inspired 
or done by a non-oHicial agency ? This 
country is a client State of the imperialist 
foreign powers and this is probably being 
done because of the defeat of the American 
imperialism in the Indian sub-continent 
during the last conflict in December. Is it 
because of that ? Is it because of the fact 
that today the CIA comes out with publicity 
that Hindus are ruling Bangla Desh ? Is it 
because of the fact that imperialism has been 
defeated in the Indian sub-continent ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : It is 
true that during the earlier two demonstra¬ 
tions, which took place outside our Con¬ 
sulate General, some ugly incidents did take 
place; for instance, our National Flag was 
torn and even the effigy of our Prime Minis¬ 
ter was burnt outside our Consulate General 
apart from shouting anti-India slogans. 

SOME HON. MEMBER : Shame, 
shame ! 
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SHRl SURENDRA PAL SINGH ; Soon 
after these incidents, we took up the matter 
with the South Vietnamese authorities and 
we told them how unhappy we were and 
how strongly we felt about it all. A little 
time after that, they expressed their regrets, 
apologised for the incident and assured us 
that in future such things would not take 
place. 

As to who was at the back of it all and 
who instigated all these demonstrations, it is 
very dilhcult for us to say. The Government 
or South Vietnam have told us officially that 
they were not at the back of it. They tried to 
prevent all these demonstrations but in view 
of the strong feelings in that country and 
the large numbers of people involved, their 
police authorities were not able to control it. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA : I would like to 
ask the Minister whether he would examine 
,^^(/ntemip/ion) 

MR. SPEAKER ; That is enough. 
Dr. Kami Singh. 

DR. KARNI SINGH (Bikantr) : The 
hon. Minister just now mentioned that the 
upgrading of our embassy in Hanoi was in 
the exercise of our sovereign rights which, of 
course, nobody can dispute. But, as the hon. 
Minister knows, there are certain parts of the 
world where the situations is delicate, like in 
Korea, Vietnam and Germany. In each of 
these places a country like India will have to 
exercise its prudence and judgment to see 
that wc do not alient our friends both in the 
Communist and the non-Communist blocs. 
Even a country like the United States has 
learnt to live with China. I feel that in our 
foreign policy India will also have to learn 
to live with the Communist and the non- 
Communist blocs. Therefore, I would like to 
know whether Government has any proposals 
to avoid in future such complications and 
anger in our friendly countries in both blocs. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : It 
is not Government of India’s policy to 
annoy anybody or to create enemies and 
annoy our friends. Each case is taken on its 
merits and a decision is taken by the 
Government of India keeping in view our 


national interests and good relations ail over 
the world. In this case the reason for taking 
this decision was that we felt that we must 
take stock of the situation as it exists on the 
ground and our relations which were Impro¬ 
ving. It was not because we were under the 
pressure of somebody. We do not listen' to 
anybody or submit to pressure of any coun¬ 
try. It is our sovereign right to decide about 
our representation in any foreign country. 
In this particular case we felt that in North 
Vietnam there was one government, there 
was no dispute of any kind whatsoever and 
our relations were improving. Therefor e, we 
thought it fit and proper that we should raise 
the level of our representation in Hanoi. 

SHRI FATESINGHRAO GAEKWAD 
(Baroda) : In view of the fac! that these 
hostile demonstrations have become a regular 
feature —in fact, almost a regular monthly 
feature —I would like to know (a) whether 
these demonstrations have only been directed 
against the ICSC and our Consulate General 
or have they been directed against Indian 
residents and their properties; (b) whether 
any damage was done to our Consulate 
General and, if so, to what extent; and (c) 
what concrete step.s are proposed to be taken 
to ensure the safety both of lives and of 
properties of Indians there and hns the 
South Vietnamese Government given any 
guarantee or assurance in this respect ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : Of 
the first two demonstrations, one took place 
outside the Consulate General and the other 
outside the headquarters of the ICSC. During 
these demonstrations, as I have said earlier 
on, it has been reported, some Indian 
nationals in Saigon were also involved. Some 
shops were looted and some damage was 
done to their property etc. But the subse¬ 
quent demonstration, which took place outside 
the headquarters of the ICSC in March, was 
not a violent demonstration; it was a peace¬ 
ful demonstration and only the local 
employees of the ICSC struck work. They 
shouted a few slogans and, I think, after a ■. 
day or two they came back to work. 

As regards the assurance of the South 
Vietnamese Government, I have already said 
that they have assured us that the life and 
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IMtjperty of ail Indian nationals in South 
Vietnam will be given full protection. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI (Jalorc) : India 
has been one of the champions of peace¬ 
keeping operations, whether it be Korea or 
West Asia or Congo. The outrageous dem¬ 
onstrations that have been taking place in 
South Vietnam cannot be overlooked. Even 
during Chinese aggression and Pakistani 
aggression, there have been such demonstra¬ 
tions . against Embassies in India also and 
the Government had taken proper care to 
see that their National Flag and their 
National Emblem were not defiled ? In South 
Vietnam, we have seen such outrageous 
behaviour against our National Flag which 
no self respeting country, democratic country, 
would like to tolerate. 

The hon. Minister has said that this has 
been due to the upgrading of the Hanoi 
Embassy by the Indian Government. From 
these demonstrations, one thing is very clear 
that the South Vietnamese Government does 
not want India to be the Chairman of the In¬ 
ternational Control Commission. In view of 
this background, 1 would like to know from 
the hon. Minister whether the South Vietna¬ 
mese Government has taken up the question 
of the Chairmanship of India of the Inter¬ 
national Control Commission with the Geneva 
Conference countries who alone can make 
any change in the set-up. Has the South 
Vietnamese Government taken up the matter 
with the 14-nation Geneva Conference and, 
if so, what is your attitude to it ? 

In view of the present circumstances, 
would you not consider to remove the 
present headquarters of the Commission to 
some other country, say, North Vietnam, 
Combodia or some other place, where the 
International Control Commission can 
operate better ? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH : It 
is a fact that this demonstration took place 
because India raised the level of her Mission 
in Hanoi. It was an experession of dis¬ 
appointment against India. That is why these 
things were staged. As regards the respect 


to be shown to our National Flag, it is their 
responsibility to see to it. They should pro¬ 
tect our property, our members of the diplo¬ 
matic corp and also our National Flag. The 
fact that they were not able to do it was 
pointed out to the South Vietnamese Govern¬ 
ment very strongly and as I said, they 
expressed regret and apologised for thg in¬ 
cident and they also assured us that such 
incidents will not occur again. It is a fact 
that in the subsequent demonstration, there 
was no violence involved. 

As regards the position of India on the 
International Control Commission, it is true 
that the Saigon Government has told us that 
as we have taken the decision to raise the 
level of our Mission in Hanoi, we have lost 
our neutrality, and impartiality, etc. which 
is required for the Cnairmanship of the 
Commission. Our view is that this is purely 
a bilateral matter and that, as far as our 
position on the International Control Com¬ 
mission is concerned, that has not changed. 
We continue to be objective and impartial in 
all matters referred to the Commission. It is 
not upto the South Vietnamese Government 
or any Government to make any suggestion 
as to what should be the composition of the 
Commission. This Commission is a creation 
of the Geneva Conference, an international 
body, and any decision or any question of 
change can only be taken up by another 
Conference of this type and, not by any one 
country unilaterally. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB (Angul) : The 
External Affairs Minister said yesterday in 
the Riiiya Sabha that when India protested 
to the South Vietnamese Government against 
anti-India demonstration, they gave an 
assurance that in future such things will not 
take place. On the other hand, their attitude 
seems to be quite contrary. May I therefore, 
draw the attention of the hon. Minister as to 
what the South Vietnamese Government, 
rather their Foreign Minister, has indicated ? 
He has said that the Saigon Government 
will not accept or recognise India’s role as 
the Chairman of the International Control 
Commission and that they will refuse to 
allow tite head of the Indian Delegation, 
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Mr. L. N. Ray, to enter Saigon. That is one 
thing. Secondly, he says that they will stop 
renewal of resident permits to 30 members 
of the Indian Delegation after the expiry of 
those permits. Further, we find that one of 
the Cabinet Ministers of the South Vietna¬ 
mese Government has demanded the expul¬ 
sion of all Indians from Saigon. 100 Vietna¬ 
mese employees of the Indian Delegation 
have already left their jobs, if 1 am right. 

In view of these facts and the circums¬ 
tances that 1 have stated, may I know from 
the hon. Minister whether our Government 
have discussed this unwarranted situation, as 
was said by the hon. Minister, with the co- 
members of the Commission and if so, what 
has been the outcome of this discussion, 
and secondly, what steps have been taken 
for the protection of the Indian citizens in 
Saigon ? Lastly, how /ar does the Govern¬ 
ment feel confident to discharge international 
obligations and the responsibilities under the 
Geneva Agreement ? 

SHRI SURLNDRA PAL SINGH : The 
hon. Member has spoken about there being 
a contradiction in my statement made in the 
other House yesterday. I do not see any con¬ 
tradiction anywhere whatsoever. I have said 
that we had been assured by the South 
Vietnamese Government that, in future, such 
incidents would not take place—I mean, 
violent incidents. As far as the fulfilment of 
that assurance is concer ned, I think, they 
have fulfilled it because in the subsequent 
demonstration that took place in March, 
theie was no violence, though the demonstra¬ 
tions were not to our liking and they were 
unjustified. 

As regards oui position on the Interna¬ 
tional Control Commission, our position 
remains the same. We do feel that this action 
in raising our representation in Hanoi to the 
Embassy level docs not affect our position 
in the International Control Commission. 
We can function there, and have been func¬ 
tioning there, impartially and with objectivity; 
and we propose to continue that position in 
future also. 

We have consulted the other Members of 
the Commission; a meeting has already taken 


place and there was a unanimom opinion in 
the Commission itself that perhaps, for the 
time being, we should not take any action, 
we should lie low, until the present passions 
die out and things become a little calm, 
and if later on we find that the South Vietna¬ 
mese create conditions which make it difficult 
for the Commission to function properly, we 
may have to bring this matter to the notice 
of the Co-Chairmen.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) ; May I ask on^ question ? What 
is the reason that you want that Martin 
Light Railway should not be taken over ? 
You don’t come from that area. What is 
the reason ? Is it because Railway Minister 
gave you a note like that ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH SOKHI ; Not 
at all. I know it; you do not know; I spoke 
last year also on this very issue. Martin 
Light Railway and Amta Howrah Railway 
is in such a condition that the machinery is 
obsolutcly scrap and there is nothing there, 
except a few of the scrap bogies which are 
lying there. Nothing else. If the machinery 
is old, it will not work. Nobody, and no 
Boiler Inspector, will give them any certificate 
for any scrap locomotive boiler. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
Do you know how many lakhs of people 
depended on this Railway which provides 
the only means of transport ? They have no 
other means of transport. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH SOKHI : 
Their machinery is absolutely scrap, I may 
say this much. 


SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : May I seek 
your permission to explain the position ? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : It is for the 
hon. Minister to repjy. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU The hon. 
Minister might have prepared for that pur¬ 
pose and asked the hon. Member to speak 
like that. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH SOKHI It is 
absolutely wrong to say that. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This light 
railway with a book value of almost next to 
nothing was serving the cause of carrying 
40,000 commuters daily. Now, those 
fellows have been fhrown out. The commu¬ 
ters cannot afford to go by bus because it 
would cost them three times that money. In 
these circumstances, may I know • why it 
should not be taken over ? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH SOKHI : I 
must tell him one thing very clearly. No 
one has given me any note. I spoke on this 
issue last year also. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; That is the 

hon. Member’s point of view. He has

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Kokrajhar) : 
Sir, I welcome the budget presented by the 
Railway Minister. While doing so, I would 
like to make some observations. You know 
very well that unless there is a public 
agitation, nothing is done in Assam to 
redress the genuine grievances. That is 
what we have been seeing here. Assam has 
been receiving a step-motherly treatment at 
the hands of the Railway administration. 
For a long time, we have been requesting. 
the Railway Minister to establish the zonal 
headquarters at Rangia. But in the budget, 
we do not hnd any mention about it. 

We have also requested the Pailway 
Minister to give some more amenities on 
the Assam Mail. You know that Assam 
Mail runs from Delhi to Gauhati. Now 
since the Farakka Barrage has been opened 
we want that the Assam Mail should run via 
Farakka Barrage to Gauhati. That too has 
not been done. In 1962, during the war with 
Chinaj we requested the then Prime Minister, 
Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, to have a BG line 
from Calcutta to Gauhati. The raiway line 
from Bongaigaon to Joggigopa was cons¬ 
tructed only during the war time to meet 
the emergency. But this BG line has not 
been extended from Joggigopa to Gauhati 
via Goalpara. This year also it has not 
found a place in the budget. It is very 
unfair on the part of the Railway Ministry 
not to consider our problems. 

Compared to other States, the amenities 
available in the railways stations in Assam 
are less. Gossaigaon is a commercial centre, 
but the Assam Mail and the Kamrup Mail 
do not stop there. The matter has been 
taken up with the General Manager of the 
NF zone, but still nothing has been done 
about it. So, my request is that these 
amenities should be provided. Novv catering; 


is provided in the Assam Mail, and that too 
from Barauni to Gauhati only. Even though 
the Members of Parliament comiqg from 
that area have been pressing for its extension 
up to Delhi, it has not been done in spite of 
the promises of the Minister. 

1 welcome the new Chairman of the 
Railway Board. He may be new to this 
zone. So, I would request him through the 
Minister to visit this area and see the coni 
ditions for himself. 

Kokrajhar is a big station and also the 
headquarter of a sub-division. We have been 
requesting the Minister for upgrading this 
station but that too has not been done so 
far. 

The broadgauge line from Calcutta to 
Joggigoppa via Bongaigaon is a missing line. 
Why should you allow this missing line 
to continue ? So, it should be extended to 
Gauhati. Otherwise, its purpose will not be 
served. I would, therefore, request the 
Minister to extend the broadgauge line from 
Bongaigaon to Gauhati straight if not via 
Goalpara. 

I had been to NEFA recently. I found 
the NEFA people want the extension of the 
railway line to Mokosela to be extended 
further. But that demand of the people has 
not been conceded. This gives the impression 
that unless there is agitation from the public 
the Government of India will not concede 
the legitimate demands of the people. 

Only the other day the Prime Minister 
laid the foundation stone of the second 
refinery at Bongaigaon. The officers on the 
spot are complaining that there is traffic 
bottleneck and they are not able to get the 
materials and other things required for 
construction of the refinery in time. I hope 
that aspect will also be considered by the 
Railway Minister for speeding up the works. 

With these words, I want to say at the 
end that small requests made by the mem¬ 
bers coming from that area should not be 
ignored by the Minister. He should appre¬ 
ciate the feeling of the members coining 
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1^0111 Assam. 1 hope the Railway Minister 
will take into consideration all these 
aspects. 

SHRl THA KIRUTTINAN (Sivaganja) : 
Sir, first of all I want to congratulate the 
Minister of Railways for his efforts and ability 
and for all pains that he has taken for bring¬ 
ing a so-called surplus budget. It may be a 
novelty of the Railway Ministry after five 
years but not the reality of the railway 
administration. He does not want to make 
a red entry in the book but he is not in a 
position to assure the House that he can 
completely*make it free from red entry. He 
has closed the red flag but not shown the 
green flag to move the train without any 
fear. 

He hss tried his level best to convince 
the House by narrating the unexpected 
incidents of the current year. He has also 
attempted to make us hope for the best in 
the coming year. The current year’s events 
are exemptions. Coming year’s hopes are 
expectations. Exemptions cannot be the 
examples and expectations may not be the 
realities. So, something tangible should be 
done to improve the finances of the railways. 
Manipulations of the accounts and fiscal 
Calulations will not serve the purpose. 

In foreign countries, railways are getting 
subsidy from the Government whereas in 
India the railways are liable to pay dividend 
to the General Revenues and also interest 
on the loan from General Revenues. Only 
because of manipulation of accounts and 
deliberate defective calculations there is a 
fiscal gap of Rs. 16'50 crores. To fill up 
this fiscal gap the Minister has increased 
fares and freight rates. 

The Minister may claim the credit of 
not increasing fares for third class passengers 
but I need not say that they have already 
been taxed by the 5 per cent surcharge in 
the name of Bangla Desh refugee relief. The 
];^>Qr and middle class people in our country 
atft ahready overburdened with direct and 
iirai^t' taxes as well as with ever increased 
^reigiht rates and fares of railways. There¬ 


fore, it is no justification to the Railway 
Minister to propose to Parliament now an 
inciease in passenger fares and freight rates 
to yield Rs. 17'68 crores in the full year 
on top of the imposts of Rs, 35 crores in 
the last year and the levy of a surcharge on 
passenger fares for meeting the exifcnditure 
on refugees, which has not been disconti¬ 
nued. If the levies over the past few years 
are taken together the cumulative effect will 
really be hard on the general public. 

The railway operations have both the 
passenger and the freight side. In both the 
areas, railway users are critical of the opera¬ 
tions and management of the vita] facility. 
On the passenger side, the following may be 
the core of the criticism. Firstly, trains are 
dirty and unpunctual; secondly, fares are 
expensive; thirdly, there is inexplicable 
hanky-panky in reservation; fourthly, service 
frequency is most inconvenient; and, fifthly, 
stations are miles away from where one 
wants to get into. 

The highways have attained a respectable 
popularity. Thousands of miles of high¬ 
ways in Tamil Nadu as well as elsewhere in 
the South give the bus and the truck a 
flexibility of service which the trains could 
not hope to equal. 

In the freight field, the bulk low rated 
commodities furnishing tonnage, with which 
the railways are concerned, continue to come 
to them. But much of the high rated traffic, 
which the railways think they are entitled 
to get, now goes to the road. 

The users complain of qualitative and 
quantitative inadequacies. Often the equip¬ 
ment and plant provided for carriage is said 
to be not in good enough condition. One 
consignor said that the protruding nails and 
bolts damaged his consignment of paper. 
Another alleged transport of his food 
consignment in a wagon contaminated by a 
prior shipment of livestock that imparted an 
tuidesirable odour to the food articles.

corporations, speak of facilities insufficient 
to accommodate ail the tendered volume of 
traffic. If the volume grows, the railway is 
expected to enlarge its capacity without loss 
of time. Even exports suffered on this score. 

Claims are not expeditiously settled. 
There are too many provisions under which 
the railways can take shelter and repudiate 
claims. 

Complaints of overwork are often heard 
among the railway staff. This has also put 
a premium on inefficiency. 

I feel there is no need to impose fresh 
levies of the order of Rs. 17’68 crores. 
With better efficiency, more revenue can 
accrue to the railways. The increase in fares 
and freight rates would drive traffic to the 
road. The rise in upper class fares, already 
high, would result in diversion of traffic to 
road and air. The increase in freight rates 
to the tune of Rs. 12'67 crores by way of 
rationalisation of traffic would only accen¬ 
tuate the price spiral. What is needled is 
rationalisation of supply and movement of 
wagons and not rationalisation of fares and 
freights. By proper and timely supply and 
increased turnround of wagons the Railways 
would attract more traffic and definitely earn 
more revenue. 

In more advanced countries, the Railways 
cannot enhance fares and freights just to fill 
up the fiscal gap. Before they make enhance¬ 
ments, the take into account all the aspects 
including what the public, the customers and 
the common man have got to say whereas 
in India, every year, the Ministers come and 
place the proposals for new fares and 
freights. It appears that according to our 
administrators in the Centre it is no budget 
unless there is some fresh levy. 

During his Speech, the Railway Minister 
was telling that “Men and material make the 
Railway system.” According to my infor¬ 
mation, Indian Railways are run with inade¬ 
quate men and material. A large number of 
vacancies in Class III and Class IV are not 
filled up for years together while the Class I 
and Qass II are over-staffed. So, there is 
no scope for employment and there is stag¬ 


nation in promotions which leads tp frus¬ 
tration among the staff. There is also lack 
of materials in certain cases. Spare-parts 
are not available. In so many workshops 
even bolts and nuts are not available. Con¬ 
demned engines and coaches are being put 
in operation. Adequate wagons for loading 
are not available. There is a lot of hue 
and cry from all sections, even from Qovem- 
ment undertakings. In spite of all these 
inadequacies the trains are running. 

Not only that, the men and material 
should also be looked after properly. 
Grievances of the rajlwaymen should be 
heard and redressed. They should be paid 
considerably. 

The hon. Ministers' commendation to 
the “Devotion to duty displayed by Railway- 
men of all categories during the 14-day war 
with Pakistan” should profitably operate in 
the publication of the pay body award to 
the satisfaction and relief of the community 
of railwaymen. The Railway Territorial 
Army Personnel should be monetarily rewar¬ 
ded for their meritorious service to the 
Motherland during the National crisis by 
way of granting three advance increments 
and bestowing promotions on priority basis. 

As the House is aware, the Pay Com¬ 
mission’s Report is yet to come. Nobody 
knows when this golden fruit will fall in the 
mouth of the Central Government employees. 
My repeated plea is that since the Railway 
is an industry, this should be brought under 
the purview of the Industrial Disputes Act. 
The Railway employees who constitute 50 
per cent of the Central Government em¬ 
ployees and comprise hundreds of categories 
should have a separate wage board so that 
there can be a thorough study of working 
conditions and pay structures of different 
categories. 

I would stress on the necessity of brac¬ 
keting the Railwaj's and the National 
industrial undertakings under the Bonus Act 
thus enabling the Railwaymen for a bonus 
payment under the Act. 

I would also-urge upon the Government 
of India on the necessity of giving an oppo- 
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rtunily to exercise their options for family 
pensions scheme to the Railway employees. 

I further plead for providing statutory 
protection of pay last drawn in respect of 
staff medically decategorised and fitted in 
alternative appointments. 

It is an imperative need of the Railway 
administration to confirm its employees on 
completion of one year of service in the 
substantive/officiating capacities. 

To improve the Railway finance and 
attract the customers, I would like to suggest 
the following : 

In Southern Railway most of the through 
trains run unmanned by Travelling Ticket 
Examiners except for the sleeper coaches. It 
is inferred that the existing TTE’s are de¬ 
ployed for ‘Group Checks’ which are often 
conducted in the sub-urban section. The ad¬ 
ministration is more keen on the income 
derived than providing amenities to the 
travelling public. By booking TTE’s on 
through train’s, the ticketlcss travel by those 
long distance trains can be minimised and 
also they can help the passengers in getting 
conversion of class of travel, extension of 
the place of destination, etc. which in the 
absence of the TTE’s by the train go un¬ 
attended to and the public are put to much 
hardships. I am also told that inexperienced 
and untrained clerks and other outsiders are 
also utilised by the Railway administration 
for ticket checking, and 1 feel that this is 
not a healthy practice. 

Booking of TTEs by all long distance 
trains and for group checks will improve the 
promotional opportunities of the Ticket 
Collectors most of whom are stagnating at 
the maximum of the scale and also create 
more employment opportunities for educated 
unemployed youth. 

Thefts iu major yards, goods sheds, 
workshops and other depots are on the 
increase and the Railway authorities are 
paying heavy claims. 1 do not understand 


how the Railway administration which is 
having a large contingent of protection force 
and police force could not put an end to, 
or at least minimise, thefts. I understand 
that, at present, there is ample access for 
outsiders to enter into workshops, y^ds and 
goods sheds. In this connection, 1 suggest 
the followings : 

Entry of unauthorised persons in the 
above said places should be totally pro¬ 
hibited. To ensure this, Photo Identity 
Breast Badges, similar to the ones issued to 
the ICF employees, should be issued to the 
bonahde employees of those places. 

The responsibility for thefts and pilfer¬ 
ages should be fixed on the incharge officials 
of the RPF of the area of occurrence and 
dealt with deterrently. 

To attract more passenger traffic, it is 
suggested that the number of new train 
services should be progressively increased 
and speeded up. At least the G. T. Express 
should be speeded up to a time of 30 hours. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash) ; That is a must. 

SHRI THA KIRUTTINAN : Enormous 
funds are spent on stores purchase but on 
many occasions the materials are found to 
be of sub-standard qualities. Government 
should see to it that supplies against rate 
contracts, running contracts and accepted 
tenders are fully complied with against their 
orders. Failures should be seriously viewed 
and suppliers should be compelled and 
statutory obligations should be imposed on 
them to execute the government orders on 
stipulated dates. This will avoid numerous 
direct purchases and save infructuous ex¬ 
penditure to the maximum level and also 
reduce malpractices. 

Bulk of the railway employees do not 
subscribe to zonal recognised unions and 
remain outside the aegis of the two All- 
India bodies, namely, A15 f and NFIR, but 
the decisions, mostly partisan, opportunistic 
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and parochial, are yoked on them undenao- 
cratically. As an instance, it may be noted 
that the decision reached between the recog¬ 
nised body on Southern Railway administra¬ 
tion over the merger of Ticket Collectors 
and Travelling Ticket Examiners has resulted 
in the decision being put into action only in 
such divisions wherein the lecognised body’s 
cadre had the fruits of it and has not been 
implemented in a major division, i.e., Madras 
Division. 1 strongly plead with the hon. 
Minister that the views of the non-recognised 
Unions who have sizeable membership and 
following and which are, ironically, more 
than the so-called recognised ones be given 
due consideration before arriving at decisions 
on crucial problems. 

To improve efficiency and execution of 
targeted jobs, speedy movement of materials 
to workspots in all rjjilway workshops, sheds 
and depots has to be through modernised 
media such as Lyster Trucks, etc., doing 
away with conventional means. 

The proposal to build a direct north- 
south broad gauge connection from Kanya- 
kumari to the Himalayas by conversion of 
existing metre gauge tracks and construction 
of new lines to full in missing links like the 
new line from Kanyakumari to Trivandrum 
has to be commended by one and all in this 
House. 

Also it is for the first time in the history 
of Indian Railways that a Railway Minister 
has given thought to the needs of Tamil 
Nadu. Conversion of the metre gauge line 
from Tirunelvcli to Maniachi and to Tutico- 
rin and Madurai, a parallel broad gauge 
line from Madurai to Dindigul, a new broad 
gauge line from Dindigul to Karur, a new 
line from Trivandrum to Kanyakumari via 
Nagarkoil and from there to Tirunelveli the 
people of Tamilnadu have been demanding 
these things for decades. Now those works 
have been included in the Fourth Plan, 
according to our Minister, but still I have 
doubt whether this announcement would 
materialise.

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRl K. HANUMANTHAIYA) : Have 
that doubt all the time. 


SHR] THA KIRUTTINAN : I am sorry. 
The Minister has not informed us by which 
year the work would be commenced. That 
is the point. Mere inclusion of work in the 
Plan does not solve the problem. I woyld 
have been very much happy if these works 
could have been included in the coming 
year’s works programme. So I urge upon the 
Minister to announce the year by which the 
works would be commenced. 

I also feel very sorry that nothing has 
been said about the electrification work in 
the Southern Railway, that is, Madras- 
Arkonam section. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN.: Madras- 
Bangalore. 

SHRl THA KIRUTTINAN : I am cons¬ 
trained to note that for Madras Vijayawada 
Electrification work costing more than 
Rs. 31 crores, only Rs. 45 lakhs have been 
allocated for the year 1972-73. This is only 
an eye-wash. I request the Minister to see 
that this work should be speeded up. Delay 
will cost more. 

In spite of the objections raised inside 
and outside the House, from all sections of 
the people, the Railway Administration insti¬ 
tuted a tapering off of wagon construction 
in the Golden Rock workshop and other 
workshops of the Railways. The arguments 
of the Administration side were that the 
demands for wagons had been met and there 
would be no demand for wagons in this 
country. I strongly protested against this 
argument in the Railway Consultative Com¬ 
mittee and pleaded not to taper off the 
wagon construction in the Golden Rock 
workshop. 

1 am very glad to see what the hon. 
Minister has mentioned in his speech. I 
quote the words of the hon. Minister. He 
said : 

“The roiling stock programme for the 
year 1972-73 envisaged procurement of 
11,000 wagons. But it has now been 
raised to 14,000 involving a total ex¬ 
penditure ofRs. 41 crores during the 
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Tha Kirutinan] 

year. The wagon building industry is 
thereby helped as well as the transport 
potential of the Railways.” 

Here I would stress that "'wagon construction 
should go to the Railway workshops only 
and it should not be diverted to the private 
companies. There should be no tapering off 
at the Golden Rock Workshop in the 
Southern Railway. 

The Diesel Locomotive Work at Varanasi 
is in doldrums. I do not appreciate why 
the Traction Gear Plant should be added to 
this unit. 1 want to know where the wheels 
and axle plant will be located. Thank you.

SHRJ DHAMANfCAR (Bbiwaadi) : Sir. 
I welcome the budget presented to this 
augut House by our worthy Railway Minister. 
He has found out new resources to add to 
the revenue. Low-rated commodities have 
been reclassified and aluminium and plastic 
material will be charged more. He has been 
kind enough to spare the third-class passen- 
while the fare for First and second class has 
been increased. But I fail to understand why 
be has been unking to the season tickethol- 
ders. In Maharashtra, the Western Railway 
and Central Railway carris lakhs of passen¬ 
gers daily from the suburban areas to 
Bombay. They are forced to stay in suburban 
areas not because they like the climatic con¬ 
ditions there but because there is no 
accommodation in the growing city. From 
4 o’c ock in the morning till midnight people 
working in commercial concerns. Govern¬ 
ment offices and other workshops travel by 
these trains. Their plight is very bad. They 
do not get sitting accommodation in the 
local trains. Hardly 25 per cent of the com¬ 
muters get amenities and the rest travel on 
the footboards, gangways, etc., risking their 
lives. To add to their woes, the minister has 
increased the fares of the season tickets. The 
revenue of hardly Rs. 60 lakhs which he 
expects to get by this can be got through 
economic measures and austerities.

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi) : It 
is my fortune to be here in this hon. House 
and get an apportunity to support the Bill 
introduced here by the great patriot. Prof. 
S. L. Saksena. 

We cannot deny that some States are 
doing something to give some relief and 
assistance to freedome fighters, but they are 
doing in different ways. It will be very 
appropriate if the Central Government 
introduces a comprehensive Bill and gives 
uniform assistance and relief to freedom 
fighters who are scattered all over the 
country. 

Maharashtra is doing its best. But there 
is one category which is not taken into 
consideration—the undertrials ard the 
absconders. Those who are convicted get 
certificates with great efforts from the Jail 
Department and they are given Sanman 
Patras. They get facility for the education 
of their children, but those who sufier are 
this category, namely, undertrials and 
absconders. They have to run for their lives 
to different parts of the country and they 
cannot be included ! I have approached 
the Maharashtra Government. In some 
cases I have found that they could not be 
included as they were absconders or under* 
trials. I feel, they have a right and they 
should be considered so. 

I know, Pantji is very keen to do some¬ 
thing for the freedom fighters. I have 
pointed out to him. In one case, one 
Mr. Patwardhan absconded from Maharashtra 
and settled in Indore. He was involved in 
martyr Kotwal’s case. He was in a bad 
plight and in a shottered health. Pantji was 
kind -enough to give him some medical 
relief, but still he is without any monetary 
assistance from the State Government— 
some sort of land or something. I feel that 
if a comprehensive Bill is introduced here, 
we would be doing justice to those who 


have suffered fn the eai»e ofgreat 
country. 

With these words, I support the Bill. ■

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS (SHRI 
K. C. PANT) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am 
very grateful to the various hon. Members 
who have participated in this Debate. 

I think the House will agree that Prof. 
Shibbanlal Saksena,—who is a veteran patriot 
and freedom>fighter, and who has devoted 
long years of his life in the service of the 
people of our country, — has done a signal 
service by drawing the attention of this 
House, and through this House, of the whole 
country, to the need for assisting freedom — 
fighters. I fully share the sentiments which 
have been expressed by all sections of this 
House. I was struck in particular by the 
high emotion with which Shri Anant Prasad 
Dhusia spoke. He recalled the days of his 
arrest, and it seemed to me- that a series 
of pictures came to his mind, and as he 
painted those pictures before the House, he 
practically broke down. I am sure that there 
are many others in this House including you. 
Sir, who would recall similar occasions or 
similar situations and who would recall them 
with a great deal of emotion. 

Sir, I too have been brought up in an 
atmosphere and amongst people who have 
seen the struggle from close quarters and 
participated in it. Therefore, it is natural 
for ‘me to respond to the sentiments that have 
been expressed in this House and the concern 
that has been expressed. It strikes a cord 
in my heart and it is not a matter of speech 
making or a matter of trying to project an 
idea; it is natural, and it comes naturally 
to me, I recall with pride the glorious chap¬ 
ter of Ijidia’s struggle for freedom, and all 


of us still, and I hope will continue to, do 
honour to the freedom-fighters who participa¬ 
ted in that glorious struggle. Some hon. 
friends referred to your part. Sir, in the 
struggle, and if I may say so, we are all 
proud of the glorious part which you took 
in it, and along with so many others in this 
House and outside. 

Having said this, I would like to explain 
what Government’s brosd approach in the 
matter of giving assistance to freedom- 
lighters has been. It is an approach that 
has undergone certain changes with the 
passage of time, and all the changes have 
been by way of the Central Government 
extending some more assistance that it used 
to, in favour of freedom-fighters. Basically 
the responsibility for extending assistance to 
freedom-fighters is that of the State Govern¬ 
ments, and the State Governments have 
formulated their own schemes in this matter. 
Several Members who spoke referred to 
schemes in their own States. Shri Barbara 
Singh was referring to certain schemes which 
were drawn up by the Punjab Government 
when he was there. Other Members also 
briefly referred to the schemes in Maharashtra 
and U.P. I do not want to go into the 
details of the schemes that have been drawn 
up by the various State Governments. But 
I do recall that once, when there was a 
discussion in this House sometime back, 
various Members expressed the view that the 
quantum of assistance which was being 
granted by the State Governments to free¬ 
dom-fighters was generally very low, and 
they felt that the Central Government should 
take at least so much interest in the matter 
as to remind the State Governments that 
these amount are low and request them to 
increase these amounts. 

I would like to inform the hon. Mem¬ 
bers that as per the assurance I have given 
in the House, the Government has impressed 
upon the State Governments the need to 
increase the amount of assistance that they 
are giving so as to take care of the needs of 
those freedom-fighters under present-day 
conditions. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY40opa!ganj> : But 
it is very, very few. 
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SHRI K..C. PANT : I cannot say about 
each State Government. Some of the State 
Governments like Uttar Pradesh, for instance, 
are giving to a very large or to a fairly 
large number. But I cannot off-hand give 
either the number nor can 1 assert that it is 
enough or adequate, because it has been 
left to the States. 

I might tell my hon. friend Mr. Tiwary 
that we have been writing to the State 
Governments to let us know how many 
freedom-fighters they -are giving assistance 
to, and we have collected some figures also, 
because we propose to use those figures also 
to facilitate the implementation of the 
scheme we have drawn up ourselves. So, we 
can go into those figures also sometime. But 
it has been left to the State Governments to 
implement their own schemes. 

When this matter first came up before 
Parliament in 1950, then the leader of our 
freedom struggle and our late Prime Minister 
Shri Jawaharlal Nehru, spoke, and in the 
course of his speech, he laid down the 
policy which has been guiding the Govern¬ 
ment in this matter ever since. T will just 
quote a few passages from his speech. He 
said : 

“Now, it seems to me that while, on 
the one hand, it is perfectly right that 
these people who may be destitute, who 
may be suffering, should be helped to 
the best of our capacity, it seems to me 
as something very, very wrong to ask 
Government, to ask even a private 
organisation, to open, if I may use the 
words, some kind of destitute poor- 
houses for those people who suffered 
in the struggle or their families, etc., 
or, as one hon. Member said, have 
a committee to find out who are desti¬ 
tute people, or who are the families or 
whose fathers or whose brothers or 
cousins did it and have a list of the 
destitute poor who suffered in all this 
process. I think it is unbecoming; it is 
an anti-climax to our struggle which 
does not appeal to me in the slightest. 

There are other considerations too, 
and that is, how far it is right or proper 


for us, any of us havii^ ourselves parti¬ 
cipated in this struggle, to come to the 
Government or to use Government of 
which we are members for this particular 
purpose. It seems to me that that will 
not be a very good example to set." 

And then, he want on to say : 

“Therefore, for these and like reasons. 
I would submit to the House that this 
question is far better dealt with as far 
as possible on a non-official level... 

I do not wish to exclude the official 
level, and therefore, I should think if 
provincial governments have done so, 
they have done a good thing. I would 
like' to have it. The Central dovernment 
may also do so, in the case of specially 
hard cases that are brought to its 
notice.” 

So, these were the broad guide-lines which 
Pandit Nehru laid down, and these guide 
lines in brief were, that the State Govern¬ 
ments may extend assistance to freedom- 
fighters in the normal course. In exceptional 
circumstances the Central Government may 
also extend assistance. As per these guide¬ 
lines the Central Government does give 
lumpsum grants to freedom fighters and 
it has been one of my most satisfying duties 
to extend such assistance. In the last so 
many months, hardly any section of this 
House is excluded, which has not brough to 
my notice some case of difficulties being 
experienced by some freedom fighters. 
Members from all the sections of the House 
have written to me and as I said it has 
given me great satisfaction to be able to 
extend on behalf of the Government himp- 
sum assistance, not large sums but small 
sums, still something to tide over their 
immediate difficulties. That is one scheme 
which has been under operation. 

Under another scheme freedom fighters 
who were deported to the Andaman central 
jail and jails outside the country have been 
granted assistance or pension by the Central 
Government. If I remember right, previously 
those pensions were meant only for those 
who had suffered imprisonment for at least 
five years in Andamans. Later on that 
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scheme was modified to a total imprisonment 
of five years or above partly spent in the 
Andamans and subsequently it was further 
modified to say that if anyone has undergone 
imprisonment in the Andamans at all, he 
will be considered for pension. The number 
of such applications is very small. Out of 
275 cases of Andaman prisoners, the num¬ 
ber of pensions sanctioned is 258. The 
maximum pension granted is Rs. 350. For 
the freedom-fighters of Goa, the number 
sanctioned is six; the maximum pension 
is Rs. 500. Total expenditure in 1971-72 
W 9 S Rs. 7'33 lakhs. 

DR. Kailas ; What about the remain¬ 
ing applications ? What arc the difficulties 
about the remaining 24-25 applications ? 

SHRl K. C. PANT : I should like to 
thank you in particular for the assistance 
you have given usln dealing with these cases 
because under the scheme we have to apply 
the means test and in some cases because 
of the means test we could not extend 
assistance to ex Andaman prisoners. That 
is the reason why some cases have not been 
dealt with. But I have not turned them 
down. I have held them over so that we 
can consider their cases at the end.

I cannot 
individually and singly take up a particular 
attitude when the scheme has been drawn 
up in a particular way.

There was some reference to verification 
and some hon. friends felt what that this 
would cause a lot of harassment. May I tell 
him that in the case of ex-Andaman prisoners 


in the bulk of the cases it was not necessary 
to make the verification from the State 
Government ? We accepted evidence rf 
published material. Regarding financial con¬ 
dition, we accepted affidavit. Therrfore, 
we are ourselves conscious of the fact that 
as far as possible no freedom fighter ^should 
be subjected to any kind of harassment at 
all. But because we deal with public money, 
because this is the tax payer’s money from 
which these payments are made, a certain 
amount of verification does become 
necessary. It is far from our mind 
to humiliate anyone who has participated 
in the struggle for the country’s freedom. He 
has to be honoured, and there is no question 
of humiliating him, but because public 
funds are involved, a certain minimum 
amount of verification becomes neces¬ 
sary. That is the attitude which informs 
our approach in the matter. 

We have very often accepted an M. P’s 
verification. Many of the members who have 
written to me know this but there must be 
some verification which can be counted 
upon and which can satisfy anybody who 
goes into those accounts and so on. If there 
are any further ideas, I would be prepared 
to consider them. I would consider any 
suggestion in regard to this matter with the 
utmost sympathy. 

The point made by Sardar Barbara Singh 
that many of the freedom fighters who part¬ 
icipated in the freedom fight are getting on 
in years is quite valid, because the last Satya- 
graha was in 1940-42 and sinee 1942, 30 
years have passed, and those who participa¬ 
ted in the struggle are mostly above 50 
now. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur) : What about the 1965 Goa struggle ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT The Goa Satya- 
graha is there, but I am talking about the 
main stream. 

So, many of them are today in difficult 
circumstances with growll-up children. 
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family commitments and so on. Therefore, 
the Government has considered tiiis matter 
of extending a scheme of pension for their 
bene It also. 

As I said in the beginning, till now . the 
approach was that pension should be granted 
only by the State Governments, and the pre¬ 
sent scheme is a modification bacause it is 
a departure from that basic position. 

There are certain other matters in which 
the Central Government has extended assis¬ 
tance. For instance, Mr. Vika] mentioned the 
1857 revolution. The descendants of the 
1857 freedom fighters are also being given 
pension since 1957. The number of benefi¬ 
ciaries is small, as only the descendants of 
prominent personalities are selected for 
assistance by the Centre. So, this too is 
being done. 

A reference was made by Dr. Kailas to 
assisting freedom fighters in the matter of 
education. In the matter of education and 
health, the Ministry of Health and the Minis¬ 
try of Education also offered certain facilities 
and concessions to freedom fighters in regard 
to the education of the children of the 
freedom fighters and to their medical treat¬ 
ment. 

DR. KAILAS : I was talking about 
admission to medical colleges, engineering 
colleges, business administration college, etc. 
That can be examined. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I can take it up 
With the Education Ministry. It will have to 
be examined by them. 

A reference was made to the need to 
write a history of freedom fighters. I fully 
appreciate the sentiments expressed by Shri 
Darbara Singh and others that it is necessary 
to preserve the memory of those who have 
fought for the country’s freedom and to have 
some permanent reminders of their sacrifice 
and partcipation in that great struggle, 
which brought freedom to this country. I 
fully appreciate that sentiment. A suggestion 
was m^e that there could be some kind of 
tamra Pafra or what have you. Along with 
fhatp whatever other idega hps. 


might have in this regard, I hope fiiey will 
send them to me and I will put them before 
the committee which is drawing, up the prog¬ 
ramme for the celebration of the. 25 th 
anniversary of our freedom. 

The Education Ministry is inCharge of 
the compilation of the Who's Who of Indian 
Martyrs. Thers is no question of forgetting 
them or negelecting them or allowing them 
to be forgotten. If it is possible and if the 
State Governments agree to include some 
reference to the freedom struggle in the 
text books so that the children may be remi¬ 
nded of the freedom struggle and of those 
great personalities, it would be a step in the 
right direction.

Volume I of the Who's Who dealing 
with the freedom fighters of the former British 
India has already been published. Volume 
II dealing with the former Princely States 
and foreign pos.sessions is under print. Vo¬ 
lume III will deal with the 1857 movement. 
The Ministry of Education is already super¬ 
vising the work of the Who's Who of the 
freedom fighters. The work has been entrus¬ 
ted to the States, We understand Gujarat, 
Punjab, Tripura and Pondicherry have 
already brought out some publications.

SHRI K. C. PANT : Before I come to 
the scheme, may I say, Shri Daga asked 
whether any State Government has given 
any land to freedom fighters. In U. P. in the 
Terai area, many freedom fighters have been 
given land by the Government. Perhaps they 
have been given land in some other States 
also. Naturally not all of them have got land. 

I do not have the figures with me, but I do 
know that some Spates have given land to 
freedom fighters. He also asked, if a State 
Government is giving an honorarium to a 
freedom fighter, will that bar him from 
getting assistance from the Centre ? It will

A Suggestion was made that we should 
not call this ‘'pension” but “honorarium”. 
I have no strong feelings in the matter. Par- 
haps, certain legal meaning is attached to 
this term. Pension is a well-understood term; 
it means regular payment, whereas honora¬ 
rium may be construed to mean an ad hoc 
payment. These are technical matters which 
can be considered. I quite appreciate the 
sentiments. I think you will all agree that 
we should see to it that the objective is 
achieved. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVAHE : There 
is a number of decisions by the courts to 
the effect that honorarium is of ad hoc 
nature. 

AN HON. MEMBER; It would be better 
if it is called honorarium and not pension. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Perhaps the main 
burden of what I have said has escaped the 
attention of my hon. friend. I am saying 
that we should ensure that they get a regular 
payment during their life time and their 
dependents, if they are no longer alive. If 
honorarium means payment of an ad hoc 
nature and the use of the term “honorarium” 
may stand in . the way of making regular 


payments, then we may not insist on that 
term, but we will insist on regular paymens. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : The term 
“honorarium” can be clarified so that it will 
stand legal scrutiny. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I think we are 
going from legal to verbal complications. I 
said that 1 will examine it. 

I may add that Swamiji made a few 
disparaging remarks about Ministers. But 
before he went out he assured me that he 
was not referring to me. I would like that 
to go on record. 

If you will permit me, I would like to 
refer to the scheme which the Central Gover¬ 
nment has drawn up, to which reference 
has been made by many hon. friends. 1 
would remind the House that this is over and 
above what the States are doing. Because 
the hon. Members are interested, I would 
like to read it : 


“The Government of India will imple¬ 
ment from 15th August, 1972 a scheme 
for the grant of pension in deserving 
cases to those freedom fighters who have 
suffered imprisonment in the mainland 
jail for a period of not less than six 
months before independence and also 
to their families where the freedom- 
fighters are no longer alive. The families 
of martyrs who gave their lives for the 
freedem of the country will also be 
eligible for grant of pension. The pen¬ 
sion, which will normally be for the life¬ 
time of the recipient, will be sanctioned 
after taking into consideration the finan¬ 
cial condition of the freedom-fighter, 
martyr and/or families and the pensions/ 
monthly allowances being received by 
them from any State GovmmenI or 
Union Territory administration. The 
total amount of pension sanctioned to 
a freedom fighter will not be less than 
Rs. 200 per month and in the case of 
families it will vary from Rs. 100 to 
Rs. 200. Only one of the 
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family of the freedom flghter or martyr 
will be eligible for pension. ‘Family’ 
includes widow, unmarried daughters and 
mother of the freedom fighter and sons 
in exceptional cases where they were 
unable to establish themselves in life on 
account of the imprisonment or martyr¬ 
dom of their father. All the persons 
eligible for the pensions under this scheme 
should apply in duplicate in the pres¬ 
cribed pro forma, which may be obtained 
from the Chief Secretary to the State 
Government/Union territory administra¬ 
tion where the applicant is ordinarlily 
resident.”

“Applications received after August 15, 
1972 will be considered only for pension 
from the date of sanction. Freedom 
fighters, who cannot be granted pension 
on the ground of their financial status, 
will be considered for the award of a 
certificate commending their services in 
the attainment of the freedom of the 
country.” 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) ; 
What is the meaing of this ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It has not been 
worked out in detail but it may be a tamra 
patra, as has been suggested just now. 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; What is the 
meaning of “whose financial condition may 
not make them eligible for this”? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : Do you mean to 
ask whether a certain income etc. would be 
specified ? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : If it is in 
the nature of a pecuniary relief—some dole 
or something— then I can understand it, but 
if it is meant to be something which is sup¬ 
posed to be a mark of appreciation of their 
services, you should not make any condition 
Leave it to them. If somebody is so well off 
today that he does not need these Rs. 200, 
leave it to his good sense and to his sense 
of patriotism. He himself will say that he 
does not require it. Why do you put it in ? 

SHRI K. C. PANT : It seems to me 
that people who have the means will proba¬ 
bly not apply themselves. Therefore, there is 
no harm in having this provision.

SHRI K. C. PANT: Actually, even now, 
I am subject to correction, it is not Rs. 200 
a month but, I think, about Rs. 5,000 a 
year. If the income is Rs. 5,000 a year, 
we are not considering them for these pen¬ 
sions. It is something like that; it is not a 
very small sum.

SHRI K. C. PANT : I catch the point 
that the hon. Member is making and I must 
say that it presents a difficulty. We would 
like to help these people. But in a scheme 
there has to be something very specific and 
definite. There has to be some verification. 
We can consider this aspect. In fact, we 
have been considering as to what to do with 
this category. The other category which is 
presenting some difficulty is that of persons 
who were under trial for a long period but 
were not actually convicted. They were 
not convicted. But they spent time in jail. 
There is no proof of conviction. In fact, 
they had under-gone some imprisonment. 
There are these marginal cases which are 
presenting some difficulty. We are examining 
them. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE ; Jail-going should not be a test 
at all. These persons sacrificed everything. 
They left schools and colleges and their 
whole career for the freedom of the mother¬ 
land. They became poor. That should be 
the real test. 


SHRI K. C. PANT : Sir, a suggestion 
was made that some Bill should be brought 
forward incorporating various elements of a 
comprehensive scheme. My submission to 
the House would be that instead of bringing 
forward a Bill, we might try out the scheme, 
The reason for that is that implementing a 
scheme of this kind gives us a far more 
flexibility. Once you have a”'statute, you 
have the rules and regulations that go with 
a statute and you must have a stricter form 
of verification. Necessarily, all kinds of 
technicalities, audit, etc. come in. ,There¬ 
fore, if my hon. friends would like it to be 
implemented in a somewhat flexible manner 
and not call for too many technicalities, etc., 
it may be better to leave it as a scheme of 
the kind which I have just mentioned. If 
we find that the scheme requires modification 
or if we feel or the House feels, at any stage, 
that it might be made a statute, that can be 
considered at that stage. I think, there is 
some advantage in having a scheme in the 
present form. 

% 

This is the intention of the Government. 
The intention of my hon. friend, the mover 
of the Bill, is also appreciated. He may 
want it in a little more elaborate form. He 
may want to cover more areas. But the 
number of freedom fighters that he has given 
seems to me to be a gross under-estimate. 
There are many more freedom fighters in the 
country. The number that we have received 
already is larger than what he has given. 
Since his figure is not accurate, the financial 
implication of his proposals is really not 
accurate and the actual expenditure that is 
likely to be incurred is much larger than 
what his scheme suggests. 

While appreciating the sentiments and 
the spirit which has impelled him to bring 
forward this Bill and sharing them-^I share 
them; the Government shares them—I would 
request him in view of what I have said to 
withdraw bis Bill and to give us a chance to 
pursue the scheme with vigour and with 
sincerity. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; I have a certain 
clarification to ask. The scheme that has 
been drafted will exclude no^,only hundreds 
but thousands of freedom fighters. As you 
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know, it does not mention those freedom 
fighters v/ho had not been in jail for six 
months and outside the mainland of India. 
There have been a number of freedom 
fighters who have not been in jail. They have 
been excluded. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You were not here. 
All these points were raised by various hon. 
Members and he has replied to them. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I was sitting 
here ail along. I also participated in the 
debate. I think, you will appreciate my 
point. We have all been revolutionaries. I 
want to draw your attention to what happen¬ 
ed during the First World War. Take the 
case of leaders like M. N. Roy and Jatin 
Mukherjee and those who were involved in 
the Indo-German conspiracy case. Those 
revolutionaries who escaped to European 
countries did not undergo imprisonment. 
Their families are still suffering. I have also 
cited the cases of Birendranath Chattopadhya, 
Abani Mukherjee and Obeidullah Sindh. 
Many more cases can be cited. These per¬ 
sons have been excluded. In thi. First 
World War and also afterwards, a number 
of freedom fighters were deported and were 
not allowed to come back to the country 
even after freedom was achieved. Take the 
case of insurrection under the leadership of 
Jatin Mukherjee and Rash Bihari Bose. 
There was an uprising and for three days 
the whole of Singapore was under the cont¬ 
rol of revolutionaries. A number of revolu¬ 
tionaries were deported to different jails. 
What will happen to those families ? What 
will happen to revolutionaries blonging to 
Gadar Party and of the Kamagatamaru 
episode ? 

The most important case is that of INA 
fighters. They did not undergo imprisonment. 
26,000 INA people sacrified their lives in 
the freedom struggle. 26,000 INA people 
sacrified their lives for the freedom of India. 
It was on the ashes of those that we had 
built the edifice of our freedom. What about 
the families of those revolutionaries ? They 
tvere not in the Jail. The definition given 
here is that they should have been in jail for 
six months. And that too in the mainland. 
What about those who suffered in the 
Chittagong armoury raid case in East 


Bengal ? Take also the instance of Lahore 
conspiracy case. What about the cases in 
Sind ? The definition of ‘mainland* should 
be that before the partition of India. If 
those areas are excluded, what will happen 
to the families of those thousands of fre^oin 
fighters and martyrs 7 As I have already 
mentioned, 26.000 INA people sacrified 
their lives. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : How many times is 
the hon. Member going to mention this ? 
He should not make a speech now. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Sir, you have 
been a revolutionary... 

MR. CHAIRMAN : That is’all right. 
But now I am performing another duty 
here.. Xi^terruptions). 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I also want to 
draw attention to the certificate or affidavit 
by the District Magistrates. It should be 
categorically mentioned that only Members 
of Parliament and MLAs should verify the 
correctness and recommend the names and 
not District Magistrates as is done in 
different States. It could also be verified 
by old revolutionaries. 

Lastly I would like to suggest to the 
Government that there should be a small 
committee of Members of Parliament. All 
the applications are now processed through 
bureaucratic channels. I would recommend 
that some kind of an advisory committee of 
Members of Parliament be constituted to 
advise the Committee on how the appli¬ 
cations should be processed and how the 
pension should be granted. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, I think, the 
hon. Minister has noted all these points. 
We cannot have another round of debate. 1 
am asking Shri Saksena to reply. You can 
go and meet the Minister and talk to him. 

SHRr SAMAR GUHA : What I have 
raised is a very important point. So many 
freedom fighters and martyrs have been 
excluded. I want to know from the Minister. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He has noted. 
Whatever you have said already has gone 
on record. You can go and talk to him. He 
will reply to you. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I have raised 
a very important point. Thousands of 
martyrs and freedom-fighters are going to be 
excluded. Let the Minister say. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : No. That will be¬ 
come another round. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : I don't want to 
enter into a discussion. I only want to know 
whether these freedom-fighters and these 
martyrs will be included in this scheme. 

AN HON. MEMBER The Minister is 
already thinking about it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : Let the Minis¬ 
ter say this. Why are the freedom-fighters 
excluded ? Why should the INA people be 
excluded ? (Interruption) * 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Nothing will go 
on record. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : * 


MR. CHAIRMAN : This discussion has 
been going on for such a long time. You did 
not send any chit, you did not ask for 
permission, you did not stand. When it has 
started concluding, after even the Minister 
has given the reply, you are starting another 
round of debate. That I connot allow;accord» 
ing to the rules. I am asking Mr. Saksena to 
reply. (Interruption) Whatever the hon. 
Member has said about those who were 
in the foreign countries, those who were 
under detention, in the I. N. A. etc. has 
gone on record. He can meet the Minister 
if he wants and discuss with him. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA ; rose (Interrup¬ 
tions) * 

MR. CHAIRMAN : This will not go 
on record. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA* : 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Now, Prof. S. L. 

Saksena. 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : I am very 
grateful to the hon. Minister for the 
elaborate... 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : With¬ 
out defying your authority, if you would 
permit me for a second, with your pennis- 
sion, I want to make a submission. In this 
House, on a number of occasions, this issue 
of the INA has been raised by a number 
of Members, irrespective of their political 
affiliations. Though I do not want to obst¬ 
ruct the proceedings of this House, and I am 
the last man to do so, I would only request 
that even if the hon. Minister merjely says 
that since the consensus of this House was 
already expressed long back, they would 
take this point into account, that would 
satisfy all sections of the House. So, without 
defying your authority, I would beg of you 
to let the hon. Minister say just one word 
about it. Let him not prolong the dabate but 
let him just say one word about it, and then

MR. CHAIRMAN : About the IN A 
also, I may say that I myself have got every 
respect for every martyr and for every 
freedom-fighter. The procedure to be 
followed here is this. When the hon. 
Minister has replied, it would have been 
proper for him to put this question. 
But the hon. Member has started a debate 
and he has spoken for so long. If a young 
man like him takes this attitude, then I do 
not know what will happen. He is the leader 
of his party also. How nicely Prof. Madhu 
Dandavatc has put the same thing : 
Shri Samar Guha may learn something from 
his friend. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA : You need not 
give me any lessons. I know where to hit and 
where not to hit. I know the sacredness of 
the debate and also the responsibility that 
this House owes to the INA people. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY After the hon. 
Minister’s speech, some queries were made 
by several Members and clarifications were 
given by the hon. Minister. So, if Shri Samar 
Guha wants clarification on certain points, 
that clarification should be permitted. He is 
not making a speech, but he only wants 
some clarification. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; He had raised so 
many questions. But I shall request the hon. 
Minister to say something, if he wants to do 
so, only about the INA. 

SHRI K. C. PANT : I have already read 
out in detail the press note and exactly what 
will make any person eligible for the grant of 
this pension. If you like, I can read it out 
again, but I think it is not necessary .since 
hon. Members have heard me already reading 
it out. If they come within this eligibility 
then they will be considered; whoever comes 
within this eligibility... 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA But six months’ 
jail term is there, 


SHRI K. C. PANT ; But there is also 
the category of martyrs. There are‘ two 
criteria. One is that he should have been to 
jail for six months on the main land. Those 
who have been to jail outside are already 
covered under the other scheme. For instance, 
the Goan nationals who were in Portugal are 
already covered by the other scheme. In 
addition to that there are martyrs. It will 
have to be established that they are martyrs. 
If they come within the definition which I 
have read out, they should become eligible. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : If 
this could have been said earlier, we would 
have been satisfied. 

PROF S. L. SAKSENA (Maharajganj) : 

I am thankful to the hon. Minister for the 
elaborate speech which he has made. I want 
to quote a passage from the speech that 
the Prime Minister delivered in this House 
during the last session of Parliament. She 
said : 

“The lives of martyrs cannot be valued 
in terms of money. Their sacrifice is 
beyond recompense, but a grateful nation 
remembers its debts and its obligations 
to them, to mitigate the sufferings 
of their wives and children. Govern¬ 
ment have now decided to rectify in 
so far as possible, the deficiencies in our 
programme for the war-disabled and the 
families of those who have died fighting.” 

Sir, I am sure our Prime Minister res¬ 
pects the freedom-fighters just as much as 
she respects the soldiers who have just now 
fought our war with Pakistan. I only wish 
that those sentiments of the Prime Minister 
should inspire the Home Minister in inter¬ 
preting the statement which he has made. 

Sir, when I moved my Bill, I was really 
shocked by the method which was used by 
the State Governments to grant pensions. 
First of all, the freedom fighters had to 
produce the certificate from the jail. In most 
cases, they were not available because the 
records have been destroyed. And then, a 
certificate from the thanas was asked. There 
too, they were not given. Then, after that. 
District Magistrates treated them 8p 
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badly that many people gave up the attempt. 
So, 1 felt that the condition that the District 
Magistrates who had sometimes fired upon 
the freedom fighters, etc., should be the 
judge for deciding the pension is something 
which is not worth-while. So, f said that 
the nation should not humiliate the freedom- 
fighters. What we want, as the Prime 
Minister has said, is to realize that it is a 
debt which the nation owes to them. If is 
for the nation to find out who were the 
people who foughtfor freedom and to find 
their names and to give them the awards 
according to their merits and needs. In fact, 
this is what should be done. 

% 

Then, they have mentioned the words 
"in deserving cases.” I think these words 
should go. It is for everybody who fought 
for freedom that a appreciation should be 
given. They have got the right to get it. In 
fact, in the Soviet Union, I found that 
workers who have worked up to 55 years 
of age get a pension for the rest of life; they 
are entitled to work even after 55 years if 
they are fit. But even if they work they got 
the wages as well as the pension all right 
because they have earned it. I want that the 
freedom-fighters should get the pension, or 
whatever you call it, because they have 
fought for freedom and that will be a 
matter of honour to them. They may reject 
it or give it away, give the money back to 
the Government. So, the words “deserving 
cases” are something which are very, very 
awkward to me. I think somebody will 
judge them, but to say that the District 
^ Magistrate will judge them is very humiliat¬ 
ing. What I want is, the debt which we owe 
to the martyrs should be discharged. 

In my Bill, I have said that those who 
are martyrs or who had suffered in prison 
for five years and so on, should be specially 
honoured. But your statement markes on 
distinction. There is one word, in the state¬ 
ment “it will not be less than Rs. 200.” 
That will give room to the Minister to give 
a higher pension to those who suffered or to 
the dependants of those who died according 
to their needs and circumstances. So, what 
the Government has said in their statement 
should be made quite clear. 


The word “family” here is also not well- 
defined. It says that the sons will not be 
included unless they were some how pre¬ 
vented from becoming self-reliant etc. it will, 
be difficult to prove all these things. So, they 
must be included in the family and they 
must be entitled to the pension wlych their 
fathers were getting. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : Even if they arc 
educated and arc in service and earning ? 

PROF. S. L. SAKSENA : Yes, I have 
said already that this is a reward earned by 
the family. If the mother wants it, she can 
have it; if the son is there, he might have it. 
It is all for the family who suffered. 

Then, about the definition, “freedom 
struggle.” My friend was worried about the 
INA. I have put in my amendment to the 
Bill, in list No. 2, the categories whom I 
want to include. First freedom struggle 
of Goa freedom fighters. Then, freedom 
struggle of persons in areas now forming 
part of Pakistan. Then, the INA struggle 
and then the freedom struggle of the people 
of Indian Slates, etc. So, I think the word 
should de interpreted in a broad sense. 

I have also suggested that besides pension 
they should also be given some other con¬ 
cessions. Many lost their property, their 
lands in the freedom movement. These must 
be restored to them. Similarly, many persons 
have daughters to marry; they must be given 
money and help to marry their daughters. 
They must also be given facilities for the 
education of their children. I have given all 
these on page 3 of my amendment and I 
hope the hon. Minister will go through them. 

I had discussed this matter with Pondit 
Jawaharlal Ji in 1948. He used to say that 
the freedom fighter should not ask for 
recompense for ihe services rendered. True, 
it is a high motive. That is what impelled 
him to make the statment that he did. He 
was however not averse to give help to those 
persons who are in distress^ 1 feet that the 
high motive which he put forth is quite 
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correct, I feel that they should not come and 
ask for it. But it is the debt of the nation; 
the nation has to discharge its debt to them. 
In China I found that they opened a uni¬ 
versity for ail those people who fought for 
freedom. Smalt peasants and others who did 
not know anything got education and training 
for some years and got employment. Every 
country has helped its freedom fighters in 
some former other. Here also you must help 
them because it is a debt you owe them. 
They have done a sacrifice and they should 
not demand any recompense for it. But the 
Government should not just ignore what 
they have done. To obtain certificates they 
have to go to the District Magistrates or 
SDO. They face a lot of difficulties. 

The hon. Minister himself comes from a 
family of patriots and freedom fighters. His 
father was my leader. When the Simon Com¬ 
mission visited Lucknow his back bone was 
injured by police lathi charge and all his 
life thereafter he was an invalid. He spent a 
large number of years in prison. So, he has 
got full sympathy with the sentiments with 
which I have moved this Bill and I am sure 
he will interpret the provisions of my Bill 
and my amendments in the light in which 
they had been given. The statement which 
the Government has given is too bald. It 
should be improved and the scheme should 
be implemented. 

For all these reasons I have no reason 
to press my Bill to a vote and so I am with¬ 
drawing it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Shri Daga has 
moved an amendment for circulation of the 
Bill for eliciting public opinion by 1st March, 
1972. He is not here now. That date is 
already over and we may extend this date to 
1st July, 1972. 1 hope the House agrees 
with it. So, I shall put this amendment to 
vote : The question is : 

“That the Bill be circulated for the 
purpose of eliciting public opinion the¬ 
reon by the 1st July, 1972.” 

The motion was negatived.

CONSTITUTION (AMEND¬ 
MENT) BILL 

(Amknoment op Akticee 141 and Ins- 
EKTioN OP New Aniici-E 143A etc, 

BY Shbi C, M- Stephen 

SHRI C. M, STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha) 
1 beg to move : 

“That the Bill further to amend the 
Constitution of India be taken into ensi- 
deration.” 

I submitted the draft of this Bill on the 
23rd June, 1971, and it was introduced on 
the 5lh August, 1971. Subsequent to the 
introduction of this Bill, the Twentyfourth 
Constitution Amendment Bill came in, ahd 
this House in a historic act accepted that 
Bill, and that has now become part of the 
Constitution of India. Part of the purpose 
of my Bill was to undo the mischief that was 
done by the judgement in the Golaknath 
case, and to invest in parliament its inherent 
authority to amend the Constitution of India, 
including fundamental rights, but that is not 
the sole purpose and intendment of my Bill. 
Clause 6 of the Bill is covered by the Twe¬ 
ntyfourth Amendment Bill, but the other 
provisions of my Bill are not covered. 

Under the Constitution, there are three 
authorities which are given the obligation 
and the right to Safeguard the Constitution 
and to implement the provisions of the Con¬ 
stitution. One is the legislature which has 
got to enact laws in accordance with the 
provisions of the Constitution; the other is 
the judiciary which has to interpret the laws 
in the light of the provisions of the Constit- 
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ution, ahd those decuiohs have to be' impl¬ 
emented; and the third is the President oflndia 
who is invested with the authority to guard 
and defend the Constitution of India. The 
legislature in enacting laws is guided by two 
considerations. One is article 3 7 which says 
that it should be guided by the Directive 
Principles enumerated in Chapter IV and the 
other is that it shall not pass any law under 
article 13 which is in contravention of the 
provisions ’of the fundamental rights. When¬ 
ever Parliament or a Legislature passes a law, 
it has to be assumed that it does so in full 
awareness of the obligations cast on the 
legislature. ‘That is to say, when Parliament 
Passes a lavv, it in effect does and act of 
intepretation also. That is to say, it takes 
cognizance of the question whether in framing 
a particular law and in passing a particular 
law, it Is or it is not contravening article 13 
of the Constitution. Having been satisfied 
that it does not contravene article 13, it 
passes a law. In that act, an act of inter¬ 
pretation is involved. So, in the exercise of 
the constitutional right vested in the Parlia¬ 
ment or State legislatures by the Constitution, 
it interprets a particular provision of a Bill 
and satisfies itself that it does not contravene 
the provisions of the Constitution and passes 
it. That law comes to the Supreme Court. 
The Supreme Court in effect sits in judgment 
on the interpretation of a particular law by 
the Parliament or legislature. Both the 
constituent authorities are exercising functins 
lawfully vested in them and in exercising 
that authority, they come to a conflict. What 
exactly should be done in that case is the 
question to which we should address uruse- 
Ives. 


The. questio of constitutional law is a 
class different 'from the other laws. Our 
Constitutibn itself treats the question of 
constitutional law , differently. For exa¬ 
mple,' it is speciflcally spelt out in the 
Constitution that when the. question of 
interpretation of the Constitution comes 
up, the Supreme Court shall constitute 
a Bench of five judges or more. That is to 
say, the Constitution takes the constitutional 
law as a class apart and. takes sufficient 
caution by providing that the interpretatioa 
of constitutional law and its .enunciation is 
made by a Bench larger than the ordinary. 
When a series of precedents are laid out, so 
far as the Constitutional law is concerned, 
the Supreme Court has got the jurisdiction 
to lay out the law from time to time unenc- 
uiimbered by whatever a previous Bench has 
said. They have got complete freedom even 
otherwise. They say, article 141 does not 
apply to the Supreme Court. In the matter 
of constitutional law, both the Indian laW as 
well as the Ameiican law take the position 
that constitutional law is fundamental and 
any interpretation of the constitutional law 
shall not be fastened on the nation by the 
rule of precedents.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : May I bring a very important 
matter to the notice of the House ? 

MR. SPEAKER : I have no notice of it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU I got 
the telegrame just now. 

MR. SPEAKER : You may get the tele¬ 
gram. But you should follow the procedure. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; It is a 
matter involving a Member of this House. 


MR. SPEAKER Don’t interrupt the 
proceedings abruptly, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This is a 
very important matter. I got the telegram 
just now You have got the discretion. You 
should feel sorry that a Member’s ^house has 
been attacked. Also, the house of another 
Member, Shrl Shashank Shekhar Sanyal, of 
Rajya Sabha has been attacked. 

MR. SPEAKER : I am not permitting 
unless I have notice of it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It was not 
possible to give notice because 1 got the tele¬ 
gram just now. There was no lime for me 
to send you the notice before the House sat. 
Therefore, I am making a mention of it. The 
house of Mrs Goswami was attacked by some 
hooligans with bombs, etc. and also the house 
of Shri Shashank Shekhar Sanyal, a Member 
of the Rajya Sabha, was attacked with bombs, 
etc. Let the House make a note of it. 

MR SPEAKER ; There is now a regular 
Government there. There is no Central rule 
there that you can get up any time and bring 
any matter before the House. The President’s 
Rule is over now. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : This House 
is not controlled by the Central Government. 
This is controlled by the Members of the 
House, through you . 

MR. SPEAKER ; I am very sorry if any 
MP's house has been burgled. You cannot 
raise that matter here unless there is a breach 
of privilege involved. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU It is an 
organised attack with bombs. 

MR. SPEAKER : I think, the story of 
bombs should be over now.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1972-73-GENERAL 
DISCUSSION— 

MR. SPEAKER : The House will now 
take up further general discussion on the 
Budget (Railways) for 1972-73. 
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Shri Dhamankar to continue his speech. 


Secondly, it is unkind to take these people 
who have to go to Bombay far their employ¬ 
ment and have to stay 30-40 miles far away 
in small suburban towns and villages. The 
passengers from these suburban towns and 
villages start going to Bombay at 4 O’clock 
in the morning till 11 O'clock in the night. 
There is a local train from Kalyan to Karzat 
and Kasara in which there are only six bogies. 
The number of workmen is very large and 
they have to be pushed in that train. I feci 
the number of bogies should be increased. 
At least nine bogies should be there. 

1 again request the hon. Railway Mini¬ 
ster to drop the idea of increase in season 
tickets. The deficit will be hardly Rs. 46 
lakhs which can be compensated by measures 
of economy and eradication of corruption in 
the railways. 

A new track is proposed to be laid bet¬ 
ween Bassein and Diva joining the 
Western Railway to the Central 
Railway. I welcome this proposal. There 
are two big creeks on this line. Bridges have 
been allowed to be erected on these two creeks. 
At the time of erecting these bridges, I would 
request the Railways, to have some additional 
space which can be used as foot-path by the 
villagers, because for years together these 
villagers have been crossing these creeks by 
ferries and other small boats If, along with 
the railway bridge, a foot-bridge is also erected 


with a bigger span, I think it will ..serve the 
purpose and the Railways will be doing a good 
thing to the villagers. This railway line will 
be giving an opening to the villages between 
Bassein and Diva and subsequently from Dfva 
to Bombay. A local suburban train can be 
started from Bassein to Diva and from Diva 
to Bombay. That will also help relieve 
congestion. 

I would like to say something about allot- , 
ment of wagons, I have some experience 
about allotment of these wagons, especially in 
farther area where grass is grown and is 
marketed to Bombay. Wagon allotment is 
done in consultation with the association of 
merchants. There is one Krishik Bazaar 
Utpanna Samiti, a cooperative Organisation, 
which has been requesting the Railways to 
give them recognition and do the allotment of 
wagons in consultation with the cooperative 
body. They are an apex marketing society 
of Maharashtra. The Maharashtra Marketing 
Society has requested the Railway authorities, 
but 1 find that they arc not in a mood to 
accept the request. The Association of 
Merchants can adopt malpractices to get more, 
wagons for their purpose while cooperative 
societies have to adhere to rules strictly and 
there is very little scope for them for mal- 
prac ices. I would, therefore, request the 
hon. Railway Minister to adopt a new 
method and recognise the cooperative societies 
which are doing the work of marketing and . 
allot wagons in consultation with them. 

During the last Budget I had raised the 
question of giving hill station allowance for' 
the staff at Matheran Hill Station. I have 
received a reply from the Railways that the 
attitude of the Matheran Hill Station is not' 
so much as to make tlie staff working there 
eligible for hill station allowance. I feel that 
altitude should not be the main point to be' 
taken into consideration. It is the living' 
condition that should be taken into account.'' 
In the case of Matheran, all the requirements 
of life are to be carried on head-Io^d. So, 
things are very costly. - Under the circum-*- 
stances, the condition of altitude should not 
stand in the way and the railway staff at' 
Matheran should be given hill station allow¬ 
ance : that will minimise their difficulties. 

The rates on Matheran railway, even4hifd; 
class, are comparatively high. The. 
and engine are not in a fit condition to -fiift. 
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smoothly and efficienily. They are the ones 
which have been in use for years together. 
This results in constant breakdowns. There 
is, therefore, need to improve the rates as 
well as the bogies. This will help the 
passengers from Bombay who want to go to 
the hill station. The Government of Maha¬ 
rashtra is encouraging expansion of this hill 
station. I would, therefore, request the 
Railway authorities to give better facilities 
on this railway line. 

With these words, I support the Budget 
presented by the Railway iVlinister. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY (Kendra- 
para); The hon. Railway Minister rightly 
deserves congratulations for having presented 
a surplus budget though the surplus is a 
nominal one, merely half a crorc This 
creates on illusion of well-being about Railways. 
Butit does not require a prophet to forecast 
that this meagre surplus will result, in a large 
defkit. The hon. Minister has been able to 
achieve this surplus by two hypothetical 
methods. He takes credit for passenger 
earnings to increase by Rs. 10.50 crorcs, 
quietly ignoring the fact that the loss on 
account of passenger earnings due to ticket¬ 
less travel is somewhere between Rs. 20 and 25 
crores. For compensating what he is throwing 
away to the ticketless travellers, there is no 
sense, no justification in picking the pockets 
of the passengers by way of increased passen¬ 
ger fares. He takes credit that from the 
goods traflScc he will earn Rs. 39 crores more 
than the revised estimates completely ignoring 
that the quantum of compensation for thefts 
and pilferage of goods is on the increase and is 
on the rampage. The House may be interes¬ 
ted to get the figures of compensation that 
the Railways have been paying. In 1968 69 
the question of Compansation was Rs. 10.30 
crores. In 1969-70 it was enhanced to Rs. 
11.81 crores and in 1970-71 it stood at Rs. 
13wll crores. In 1971-72 it is Rs. 13.26 
crores. It,is an improvement indeed! While 
the Minister takes credit that he would earn 
from the good traffic Rs. 39 crores mofe, 
notwithstanding the spirally increasing 
amount of compensation, my only humble 
submission is this : if only these pilferages 
could be checked—I know the hon. Minister 
is capable and I think the Department is 
competent enough to stop ti^e pilferages—if 
this ticketiess travel could be elimihated, there 


would be no need for raising the passenger 
fares and the goods freights. 

The hon. Minister abo takes credit that 
the accelerated industrial growth will enable 
the Railways to carry an additional 9 S million 
tonnes of revenue-earning traffic. There are 
some people who learn from their own experi¬ 
ence and there are others who learn from 
others’ experience. I find that the hon. Rail¬ 
way Minister belongs to neither category. 
Neither he learns from his own experience 
nor does he try to learn from others’ experi¬ 
ence because as you know ; last year he had 
promised also that an additional traffic of 
9 million tonnes would be generated He 
also had taken credit that there would be 
increased fregiht earnings. Now, the hon. 
Minister had to admit ruefully that there has 
been an increase in traffic of only two million 
tonnes. So, in all fairness, the surplus he 
hopes to achieve during the ensuing financial 
year i.s based on illusory notions which will 
never stand a moment of scrutiny in the light 
of the past experience. On top of it, the 
railways’ working expenses is over on the 
rampage, is ever on the rise. It now goes up 
to Rs. 809. 14 crores, i.e. Rs. 24 crores 

more than the revised estimates In ihe light 
of all these facts, I beg to submit that the 
surplus that the Minister has presented is an 
illusory one and is meant to mislead the 
House from the real state of affairs obtaining 
in the Indian Railways. 

The hon Minister has made also certain 
proposals for arriving at this surplus. His 
proposals relate to reclassification of commo¬ 
dities other than coal, foodgrains and pulses. 
This will result in a rise of freight rates by 
8. 5%, T hese proposals have been clothed 
in such esoteric code words that to examine 
these, in some detail and depth will be an 
exercise In futility The hon. Minister should 
have given the break-up commoditywise ^as to 
the rate of proposed increase so tha the 
FIousc could Judge for itself whether these 
enhanced freights were going to shoot up or 
not the cost of living index which is on the 
rise. In the absence of it to clothe such an 
iinpor ant proposal in such esoteric words 
which, I am sure, the hon Minister is not even 
able to understand, and to ask the House to 
give sanction to these proposatj^ I think, will 
be little short of an enormity. 

Then, Sir, about rise in passenger fares. 
The hon Minister has been saying that those 
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suburban passen^rs have been paying much 
less fate and thht too not on a uniform basis. 
Even for third class suburban amenities, if 
t hey paid a little more, it would mean no 
greater burden The first class and the air- 
conditioned passengers are of course the 
ubiquitous scapegoats. But, Sir, I ask the 
hon. Minister whether he can give a categori¬ 
cal reply to the House that the rise in passen¬ 
ger fares is justified. He argues that passen¬ 
ger fares and freight rates charged by Indian 
railways are among the lowest in the world. 
I am sure he would take shelter under the 
plea that the Indian Railway fares and freights 
are among the lowest in the world. But the 
passenger fares and freight rales in India are 
also quite high compared with the per capita 
income vis-a-vis other coun'ries. In India, 
per passenger kilometre the fare is 1.52 per 
cent of the per capi a daily income and for 
freight, per kilometre, it is 3 19 per cent of 
the daily income per capita whereas in U. K. 
it is 0 3 per cent for passengers and 0 46 per 
cent for freight. USA figures arc 0 l8 per 
cent for passengers and 0.05 for goods. In 
France, it is 0 31 per cent for passengers and 
for freight it is 0.29 per cent. In Canada it 
is 0 35 per cent for passengers and for freight, 
1.16 per cent. From these figures it will be 
seen that in India as compared with the per 
capi a daily income the passenger rates and the 
freight rates are the highest. The hon Minister 
may say in a developing country in a deve¬ 
loping economy it is bound to be higher 
because the cost of inputs is higher. I would 
not like him to compare India with countries 
like Iraq or Afganistan and quote that figures 
arc higher in Iraq or Afghanistan etc. The 
Prime Minister is comparing India with super¬ 
powers and I am sure the hon Minister will 
not step down and compare India with the 
countries of the Middle East. We must be 
at par with the international powers whom 
we are confronting on the international front. 

SHRI O. VISHWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash) : Not in Railways, 


SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY ; Why 
not ? The Railways are 100 years old. We 
can do it if we can bring down the operational 
cost, ifwe can bring about operational effi¬ 
ciency and if we remove the illusion of 
overcapitalisation. I am sure if these are 
done the Minister will not pick the pockets 
of the poor passengers. 


I come to another aspect which is really 
a matter of great concern to us, so far as we 
in Orissa are concerned. The bon. Minister’s 
name implies that he is a devotee of Lord 
Ramachandra who is the symbol of truth. I 
had expected that the plighted words of the 
hon. Minister would have the sanctity of a 
pledge. But to my regret. Sir, 1 find that 
his plighted words have been blighted. Last, 
year he made three promises so far as Orissa 
was concerned. On 31-5-71 he said that the 
Railway link between Cuttack and Paradeep 
extending over 86 K.M. would be completed 
by the end of 1972. He knows very well 
that this is not going to be completed even 
by the end of 1973. The hon Minister can 
turn the table and say, the Chief Minister of 
Orissa had advised him not to extend the 
pace of the construction work* due to the 
agricultural operations in the Cyclone devasted 
areas through a portion of which Cutlack- 
Paradip Railway is being constructed 

But what about the ra-lway yard in 
Paradip ? I am sure the Chief Minister of 
Orissa has never advised the Railway Minis¬ 
ter not to accelerate the progress of work of 
the yard at Paradip port ? Though he had 
promised that the yard would be completed 
by 1972, it is yet to begin. 

Another promi.<e which he had made last 
year was to the effect that the development 
facilities in regard to the Jakhpura-Banspain 
railway link would be taken in hand if only 
the Orissa Mining Corporation gave assisted 
siding in Jakhpura. But when the Orissa 
Mining Corporation came to offer 
assistance, the Railway Ministry took the 
plea that unsess the Malangtoli depoiis were 
developed and a report was received, nothing 
could be done in the matter. In all humility, 

I would ask the hon. Pvailway Minister for 
whom I have the highest regard whether it is 
fair for a State which is considered on all 
hands to be most undeveloped, and especially 
when the Railway Minister himself admits 
that the railway is one of the most important 
infrastructures which should be developed for 
removing regional imbalances and regional 
inequalities. 

There is another aspect which has been 
agitating us, and I want to invite the sympa¬ 
thetic attention of the hon. Minister as also 
of this House to that aspect. The hon. 
Minister lamed the gratitude of the peopla 
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of Orissa last year when he had indicated, 
though obliquely to the Chief Minister, that 
^ the head quarters of the South-Eastern Railway 
would be shifted from Calcutta to Orissa. 
For enabling hon Members to understand 
the background of this proposal, I beg to 
mention here the route length of the South- 
ii Eastern Railway as it passes through six 
States of the Indian Union State-wise. In 
West Bengal, the South-Eastern Railway has 
a route length of 599.18 km. In Bihar, it 
runs for a length of 834.050 k.m. In Andhra 
Pradesh, it is laid across a length of 496.21 
k.m. In Madhya Pradesh, it runs for 
i 1322 00 k.m. ; in Maharashtra, the length is 
242.88 k.m In Orissa, its routeage is the 
highest, 1729.15 k.m. From these hgures, it 
will be seen 'that the route kilometrage in 
Orissa is the highest, which deserves in itself 
I the location of the South-Eastern Railway 
headquarters in Orissa. 

Calcutta has got the headquarters of three 
' railways, namely the South-Eastern Railway, 
'' and the Eastern Railway and it is going to 
L be the headquarters of the proposed tube 
I railway as well In Calcutta is located the 
headquarters of the South-Eastern Railway, 
though it is situated outside the jurisdiction 
of the South-Eastern Railway. It was no 
f. less a person than Shri Hanumanthaiya him- 
f self who had conceded that the headquarters 
I of the ^outh-Eastern Railway should be 
located in Orissa and that the shifting would 
I take place in phases. He had already promi- 
I sed last year to the Chief Minister of Orissa 
I that the office of the Chief Commercial Superin- 
I tendent and the office of the Railway Public 
[ Service Commission should be shifted to 

t ' Orissa in no time. But may 1 tell you. 
Sir,—you may kindly forgive me if some 
heat and some anger is brought into my sub- 
I missions, when I say this that a leader like 

i Shri Siddhartha Shankar Ray who issued a 
statement... 

I MR. SPEAKER : Let him conclude his 
I submissions in a minute or two. His time 
is already up. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHYNTY ; It is 
a matter of deep regret to us that a socialist 
I leader like Shri Sidhartha Shankar Ray issued 
I a statement threatening the Railway Minister 
I that Bengal would be ablaze if the headquar- 
I tct$p[ the South-Eastern Railway was shifted 


from Calcutta to Orissa. Is this the way 
how. the Railway Minister is going to bs 
bamboozed and blackmailed ? I want to want to 
warn the Railway Minister that if Calcutta was 
on fiti, at least the CRP force could put down 
the flames but if Orissa was once ablaze, it 
would be very difficult for all the combined 
might of the CRP to put it down, because 
the people were not going to take down lying 
low not only this kind of insult whicR is 
being heaped on them but also this kind of 
enormity and injustice which was being 
clamped down upon a State which has been 
much neglected. 

Therefore, in all humility, I would beg of 
the hon Minister—he is a very strong man 
whose probity and integrity arc well known 
in this country—to put his foot down firmly 
and see'lhat some justice was done to a State 
which was considered under-developed and 
the regional imbalance from which it suifered 
required to be removed by the improvement 
of an important infrastructure like the 
railways. 

I will conclude by putting a question not 
so much to the House as to the conscience 
of the hon. Railway Minister. The DBK 
Railway passes through Koraput district of 
Orissa and the neighbourning districts of 
Andhra Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. The 
districts through which it passes are most 
underdeveloped which have been identified as 
such. The OBK Railway has not yet been 
opened for goods or passenger traffic for these 
underdeveloped areas. Perhaps the hon. 
Railway Minister thinks the iron ore of Baila- 
dilla is more important than the citizens who 
inhabit these districts in Orissa, Andhra 
Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. But I take 
this opportunity to make a submission to the 
Railway Minister that he may see that this 
kind of prejudice is removed and the DBK 
Railway is opened to goods and passenger 
traffic for Koraput in Orissa as also in the 
districts of Andhra Pradesh and Madhya 
Pradesh. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY (Gopalgaqj) : 
Although the Railway Budget is not so bad, 
the opening speech of the Minister was not in 
very good taste. He has in his first line 
said : ** 

»• 

“Responsibility to Parliament enunciated 

by the Constitution makes it my duty to 
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place before the hon. House for conside* 

ration the annual financial statement of 

the railways.’* 

As if he has not otherwise to do it ; he is 
compelled to do it and therefore he is doing 
it. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
K HANUMANTHAIYA) : This is what is 
called perversity of interpretation. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY : He may say 
what he likes as he is in a place of position. 
But what we understand should be his concern, 
not what he thinks should be his concern. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA I am 
also a member of the House 

SHRI D. N TIWARY : He is a Minister 
laying down policies and principles. 

The speech is full of rhetoric, platitudes 
and homour. It has concealed bitter pills in 
sugar coats. In paragraph 7 of his speech, he 
has eulogised the services of railwaymen who 
lost their lives in the recent Indo-Pak war. 
But may I ask what has been done to them ? 
Giving some money is not enough. Their kith 
and kin are there. Has anything been done 
for them ? It is not mentioned here. I have 
seen the dependents of such employees who 
lost their lives while on duty running from 
pillar to post for a pitty job, but it was de¬ 
nied to them. Ail their efforls were of no 
avail. If these martyrs arc treated in this 
way and only a paltry sum is given to them 
for the maintenance of the widows and so on, 
this is not the way a nation should pay homage 
to its martyrs. 

Coming to the budget proposals, there is 
some misunderstanding among my hon. friends 
who have criticised the Budget in a way which 
they should not have. They have gone against 
the facts. Shri Mohammed Ismail while 
speaking said that the Central Government 
are taking too much from the Railways It 
is • Committee of Parliament which has re¬ 
commended a dividend to be paid to the general 
revenues. It is not the railway which is offer¬ 
ing it, but Parliament in its wisdom has de- 
cidad to do it and, therefore, that dividend is 
being paid. 

So also, Shri Sarjoo Pandey said that 
punctuality is not observed in the railways. 


We must pay compliment which even a devil 
deserves. The railway.*! no doubt since the 
coming of Shri Hanumanthaiya, have improved 
their punctualitv, but that is only on the main 
lines and tnat too expecially on the express or 
mail trains. If you go to the branch lines, 
they seem to be without any Ma Bap, No¬ 
body is there to fake care of those lines. The 
trains run late, not five, 10 or 20 minutes late- 
but for hours. The passengers on these 
branch lines always miss their connection with 
the main line and they have to spend the whole 
day sitting at the railway station, and nobody 
takes care of this aspect of the matter. If 
piinctualiiy is to be maintained, it should be 
maintained throughout and not only on im¬ 
portant trains or trains which are well known 
or are travelled in by big people or big busi¬ 
nessmen. You must lake care of those tra¬ 
vellers on the branch lines also, who are un¬ 
known, who cannot cry or agitate. If this 
view is taken, your punctuality is not so good 
as you claim to be. 

Now about the railway income. One pro¬ 
posal of the Minister is about the settlement of 
the railway lands. If all the lands are settled, 
they can bring large revenues to the railways, 
but there too, the railway lands should be 
settled not with those who have got lands but 
should be settled with the landless. What we 
see is that some big men come and they get 
the lands. Often the land is transferred to the 
revenue departments of the State Governments, 
and they settle this. When these lands are 
with the railways, the railways should settle 
them by themselves. Why give it to the reve¬ 
nue departments of the State Governments ? 
You own the lands. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Or give directions. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY : Who is going to 
accept the directions. ? I do not know. 

Then I come to track utilisation. We find 
goods trains standing at one station for hours 
and there the thieves and pilferers get their 
chance. The goods trains do not move ; we 
do not know why. There is no prudent 
management of the truck lines. Even where 
there are double lines and the traidS can pa.^ 
easily, both up and dow^, such detention 
occurs. What happens is that the goods of the 
merchants or the people who book their goods 
reach their destination late, and the mer¬ 
chants try to take recourse to other mcafls df 
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transport. Thus the railway loses its revenue. 
There was a scheme for home delivery of goods, 
what has become of that ? If speedy delivery 
of goods is ensured, I am sure that the Railway 
Minister would not have to come here and 
tax the passengers for want of money. It has 
become a habit these days to tax the people if 
there is a deficit. There is no attempt at 
prudent management or economise or for any 
arrangements to find some way of improving 
their working. It is thought easy to tax the 
people, You have taxed them for a certain 
amount. You lose by way of pilf;ragc and 
compensation is paid for the loss of goods to 
the extent of Rs. 13 crores. There are other 
losses like the loss of railway property ; that 
also comes to two or three crores of rupees. 
On one item, coal, you lose lakhs. I have 
seen drivers throwing away the coal near the 
station or on the way also. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA Not 
lakhs but crores. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY : Yes ; when you 
are conscious of that, I do not know why the 
loss is not being avoided. That is the irony 
of the whole thing. You have found it easy 
to tax us but you are not finding any way to 
prevent this. Why ? Yesterday, Mr. Sarjoo 
Pandey in his speech quoted the examples of 
big officials getting things for their own use 
from local shops. Has any person been dealt 
with for that ? High officials who do so go 
scolfree while small fry like a chowkidar is 
punished if some little things are found in his 
possession, intentionally or unintentionally. 
The example should be set by the higher-ups ; 
you should not expect the lower category of 
people to set the example. 

I next come to the concentration of offices. 
Sometime back the Government of India 
wanted to move some offices from Delhi to 
lesson congestion here. But what is the 
Railway Administration doing ? The head¬ 
quarters of two or more railways are often 
located in one place, such as Bombay or 
Calcutta. Why ? There is great paucity of 
accommodation in those cities Why not dis¬ 
tribute these offices ? My friend Patnaik argued 
abot(t Orissa. May be it can go to Gujarat 
or Bihar. I do not mention any particular 
place. You have to move away these liead- 
quarters of railways from Bombay and Calcutta 
so that some accommodation could be released. 


Surely the General Manager’s office and other 
offices need a lot of space and they should be 
snifred to Orissa, Gujarat, or Bihar or any¬ 
where. I do not mind, but you must do it. If 
you do so people will not point an accusing 
finger at you and say that you are partial to 
one place. 

. Thr hon. Railway Minister was pleased to 
say that the Barabanki Samastipur lipe via 
Mu/zafarnagar is going to be converted into 
broadgauge. That way it touches Sonepur. 
Sonepur to Teghra is forty miles It is in the 
Barauni line. Upto to Teghra the broad-gauge 
line comes. If you cover that distance, then 
yon will have the missing link covered and 
there could be more goods traffic in that area. 

About the unfortunate lot of my region, I 
want to say something. This question has 
come here times wichout number. In the last 
session when I put this question here, the 
Railway Minister told me that he would talk 
to me after getting the necessary materials and 
papers. I reminded him twice or thrice about 
this, but the call never came and I could not 
discuss the matter. The people are suffering 
there. Before the introduction of the DS 
system in NE Railway, Sonepur was an im¬ 
portant place, and there was a DFS office. In 
all other States there are three or four DS 
offices, but in Bihar we have got only one DS 
at Samastipur. with the result that often we 
people who live on this side of Samastipur— 
Sonepur, Chhapra etc.—do not know when a 
train is running, whnhcr it is late or not. 
whenever we ask, we are told that the control 
is not functioning well, and. therefore, they 
cannot say. 

Moreover, the hon. Minister has been 
good enough to appoint an Area Officer at 
Sonepur, but what does he do ? He does not 
do anything, he is superflous. Whether you 
remove him or keep him is not going to make 
any difference. Give us at least a Deputy 
DS, so that there may be proper management 
of the area. You have got the buildings there, 
they are being rented out to other departments. 
Hundreds of quarters are there, all vacant, all 
being rented out to villagers or others. So. 
why not give a Deputy DS at Sonepur so that 
nranagement of this side of thcj^uhvay may be 
done property ? ^ 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Barm?r) : A 
feeling has grown in large, sections .of this 
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House that the railway administration has 
become impervious to and has immunised it* 
self against all criticism from this House. There 
is a feeling on a part of a large number of hon. 
Members of this House that when they write 
letters to the Railway Minister, they never get 
satisfactory replies. I do not know whether 
this feeling is right or wrong, but it is there, 
and I would urge upon the hon. Minister to 
allay such fears and to see to it that they do 
not act merely like a postman, but they really 
intervene in the matter. 1 know from my own 
experience that when I write a letter to the 
Railway Minister, I get a reply with a “no” 
from some officer. The Minister just attaches 
his signature. In-the note we get a lot of in¬ 
formation, but we never get a satisfactory 
reply. 

I have a feeling that since independence 
it has never been clearly spelled out as to what 
policy the railways arc supposed to pursue and 
what specific role the railways have to play in 
this country. Before independence we know 
that the railways performed a function. They 
were inslrucments of colonial exploitation in 
this country, but at the same time, tl.-..y uni¬ 
fied the country, and contributed towards the 
growth of national consciousness. I was telling 
the Railway Minister only yesterday that when 
the first railway locomotile moved to the soil 
of India and when the British newspapers 
flashed ii in headlines in England, the next 
day Karl Marx wrote prophetically that the 
first grave of British imperialism had been dug 
in India. But that phase is over. What are 
the railways supposed to do in free India ? It 
has been considered to be a public utility or a 
public service This is a gross under-estimate 
of the role that railways must perform in our 
country. Railways arc national investment, 
and they are supposed to lay the infra-structure 
for a balanced regional development i,n this 
country. I am afraid during all these years the 
railways have contributed most to the growth 
of regional imbalances in this country. Instead . 
of being the harbinger of development and 
opening up of new areas, they have fullowcd 
development. When a particular area develops 
the railways enter there. This is not the role 
supposed to be performed by them. It seems 
the railway administration is drifting without 
direction or destination ; at times, it seems it 
is not moving at all I It has grown into a 
closed empire. 

I once visited the residence of the Diviso- 
nal Superintendent I would not mention the 


division’s name. When I entered the residence, 
which is called Rail Bhavan, I was wonder- 
struck. I thought 1 had entered into an 
Arabian Night’s dream, so fabulous and fan¬ 
tastic I If a mere Divisional Superintendent 
maintains such living standatds. I just do not 
know what kind of living standard is maintai¬ 
ned by the higher-ups in the Railway Board. 
This Parliament has never been convinced 
about the reason or rationale of the existence 
of the Railway Board. The whole adminis¬ 
tration is oriented towards big officers. 

There is a train which runs from Delhi to 
Jodhpur— Jodhpur Mail, It is an eighteen- 
hour journey and the train reaches Jodhpur, 
the terminal, at 5 minutes past 12. Everybody 
who travels by it knows that it can reach there 
much earlier. I would request the mmister to 
reduce the journey time by 15 minutes Let it 
reach Jodhpur at 5 or 10 minutes before 12. 
It will not happen because if it reaches after 
12, the officers travelling by that train get 75 
per cent extra DA. But if it reaches before 
12, they get only 50 per cent. Just because 
the officers must get 75 per cent extra DA, the 
train must reach 5 minutes after 12. This is 
the consideration ! 

Regarding the altitude of the railways to¬ 
wards the public at large, the same altitude is 
discernible. It is obsessed with prestigious 
projects like air-conditioned trains, Taj Express, 
another Rajdhani Express, etc. The railways 
arc not meant for the affluent upper middle- 
class people. It is the third class passengers 
who give 75 per cent of the revenue but no 
concern is shown for them. Let the affluent 
travel by plane or their own cars or other 
modes of transport. The railways must pri¬ 
marily concentrate on the convenience of the 
poor people, millions of whom have not seen a 
railway engine till this day. 

When we approach the Minister with a 
new proposal, they say, “a survey is being con¬ 
ducted.” Who conducts the survey ? What are 
his qualifications ? Does he take into account 
the aconomic potentialities of the region ? We 
do not know all these things. We are just 
told, “a survey has bwn conducted and it 
seems this proposal is not economic.’’ Even if 
a new proposal is not directly profitable, do 
take into consideration the indirect contribu¬ 
tion which that railway line would make to 
the economic development of that particular 
region ? They do not, A new line was laid 
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from Pokaran to Jaisalmcr—I am talking of an 
undeveloped region—on defence considerations. 
Today this line is giving rich profits. The 
railway authorities did not know that there 
were gypsum mines in this region. Today 
they are giving the railways huge profits. The 
Governor is Rasjathan wrote to the Railway 
Ministry that a similar line must be laid from 
Jaisalmer to Barmer, as it will strengthen the 
security of our country. When I wrote to the 
railways in the matter they said that the survey 
shows that it is not going to be a profitable 
proposition. On what considerations did 
they arrive at this conclusion ? Do they not 
know that there is rock phosphate there ? Do 
they not know that there is gas in Jaisalmer ? 
Do they not know that at present thousands 
of goats are transported in trucks right up to 
Bombay ? Either they do not know these 
things, or they do not take these things into 
consideration. Yet they say that this is not 
going to be a profitable proposition. Even if 
it is not going to be a profitable proposition, 
is it not the duty of the Railway Ministry to 
explore and open up new areas where people 
have not seen a railway train ? So, the whole 
attitude and approach of the Railway adminis¬ 
tration must change. The railways arc pri¬ 
marily meant for the poor people of our coun¬ 
try, for the most backward regions of our 
country, for the correction of regional imba¬ 
lances in our system.

Now there is a craze for dieselisation The 
administration is obsessed with speed. On the 
one hand, people move in bullockcarts. While 
in other countries of the world railway train 
is an out-moded mode of transport, in this 
country it will continue to be the principal 
mode of transport for the poorer sections of 
our people. But our administration is obses¬ 
sed with speed, with more and more dieseli¬ 
sation. Japan import coal from India and 
with that coal they produce electricity which is 
cheaper than electricity in our country. For 
our dieselisation we have to import a lot of 
diesel and manufacture a lot of diesel locomo¬ 
tives. Then what will happen to coal-based 
locomotives ? 

Let them not be obsessed with ultra-modern 
prestigious projects for speed, sophisticated 
mail and express trains ; let them take more 
care of the existing ramshackle railway engines. 


Let them run those trains in the backward 
regions for the poorer sections of the people 
The obsession with modernity must go, whether 
in the Rail Bhavan, Baroda House or the 
house of a Divisional Superintendent as if 
India is on the anvil of reaching the moon. 
Trains have not reached thousands of villages 
in our country. So, these distortions in the 
attitude towards the people of India must 
change and the railways must cater * primarily 
to the backward regions and the poorer sec¬ 
tions of the society. 

Coming to concrete instances, in Assam, 
Bihar and UP the common salt, which is a 
prime necessity, is being sold at Rs. l.SO or 
Rs. 2 per kilo. At the same time, crores of 
rupees worth of salt is laying stored and stac¬ 
ked in Pallod, Sambhar. Gandhidam and other 
places They are not able to transport them 
for want of wagons. At the same time railways 
are suffering losses for want of traffic. Is this 
not a paradoxical situation ? While there is 
no salt in some places, in some other . areas 
it is lying unsold because wagons are not avai¬ 
lable. At the same time, the railways suffer 
losses for want of traffic. Though salt is a 
prime necessity it is given a very low priority 
in the matter of categorisation by the railways ; 
it is given the lowest category, namely, E. So, 
a wagon will be available for the transport of 
salt only when that wagon is not required for 
the transport of any other commodities. But 
suppose a wagon is required for the transport 
of copper or aluminium They will rush the 
wagon. They will even lay a new railway line 
if it is required for a Birla factory. But 
when it is a question of salt, which is required 
by the common man, they will not care for 
it. 

I will give another example. Much is 
talked about ticketless travel and so much loss 
being suffered by the railways. But nobody 
has ever heard of ticketless travel in aeroplanes 
or even in buses. There are as many buses in 
our country as there are passenger coaches on 
the railways. I am sure, if someBody were 
to compare the total number of buses that ply 
in our country with the total number of coa¬ 
ches that ply on the railways, they will be al¬ 
most equal. How is it that there is no ticket¬ 
less travel in buses and thgre is so much 
ticketless travel in trains 7 Has anybody exer- 
,cised any imagination or taken any initiative ? 
Somebody must walk off the beaten track. For 
example—I am just throwing out a suggestion : 
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(he details can be worked out—instead of 
having this system of selling tickets at a every 
railway station, why can they not put a con¬ 
ductor in every coach who will sell tickets 
in the coach itself ? Something can be done 
Something new and imaginative can be worked 
out. A bold initiative must be taken. No¬ 
body ever dreams of ticketless travel in a bus 
or an aeroplane. Why do people think of 
ticketless travel in railway trains ? What is 
wrong ? Some new climate has to be created 
and some new mechanism has to be provided 
for against it. If only ticketless travel is done 
away with, I think, the railways would come 
out of the red and go to the green or black or 
whatever it is 

Coming to thefts and pilferages, I think, 
the top administration, the responsible officers 
in the railways, the station makers are a 
party to theft and pilferage. 1 am consciously 
using these words. It is no use blaming the 
workers or the trade unions. I can assure 
you, if active cooperation is sought from the 
workmen and the trade unions and if a climate 
of confidence, participation and involvement 
is generated, this broblem can be solved. The 
fault and the blame lies somewhere at the top 
and not at the bottom. 

Now I will take up one are two concrete 
cases concerning my own region. I have not 
been able to understand the geography or the 
compass of the railways. Barmer, which is at 
the extreme western border of our country, is 
in the Northern Railway and Allahabad is also 
in the Northern Railway ! I cannot under¬ 
stand the geography of it. The service com¬ 
mission for the Northern Railway is situated 
somewhere in Allahabad. My people in Jodh¬ 
pur, Barmer, Jaisalmer and Bikaner have al¬ 
ways come complaining to me that they can 
never dream of finding employment in the 
railways. All the people w' o come (here are 
either from UP or from Punjab A Rajasthani, 
particularly a Western Rajasthani, has not been 
given employment all these years. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Give 
him a job. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA ; Give them a 
job. I am not jobless, thanks. 

Let us have a new railway service com¬ 
mission, if the Allahabad office cannot be 
shifted. I do not know what are the techni¬ 


calities, but I want that justice and fairplay 
must be meted out to the people of different 
regions. 

A genuine demand, that has been put for¬ 
ward by the Rajasthan Government and by The 
variout MPs, has been to have a separate 
zone for the metre gauge. The Western Rail¬ 
way passes through Rajasthan and the Nor¬ 
thern Railway also passes through Rajasthan. 
It is neither in the north nor in the west. 
Where is nobody knows. Let there be a sepa¬ 
rate zone for the metre gauge so (hat justice is 
done and craploym nt opportunities are crea¬ 
ted in the western part of the country which 
is economically backward and which needs 
wider facilities of transport. 

There was a highly developed railway work¬ 
shop at Jodhpur. At one stage 3,0(Jo work¬ 
men were working (here ; today the strength 
has gone down to 1,200. Instead of provid¬ 
ing more opportunities, the employment oppor¬ 
tunities are shrinking. That workshop is lying 
idle and its capacity is not being utilised. At 
a certain stage even aeroplanes were being 
repaired in that workshop. Highiy sophistica¬ 
ted instruments were manufactured there and 
railway wagons and coaches were manufactured 
and repaiied there. Now there is no work in 
that workshop, because it lies in one remote, 
neglected corner of the country. So, my re¬ 
quest to the Minister would be to look after 
the backward, undeveloped and underdeveloped 
regions and the poorer sections of the people 
in this country. 

MR. SPEAKER : I do not want to inter¬ 
rupt you. You are making a very construc¬ 
tive speech. But I leave it to you. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA I will take 
only two minutes more. 

The small traders who consign, say. salt 
or stone or such articles which have less value 
and great bulk are facing a difficulty. Till now 
these consignments were sent and marked 
•‘To Pay” and when they reached the destina¬ 
tion, the consignee used to pay the freight and 
take the delivery. Now the Railways have 
changed the system into •‘Pre-payment’'. This 
will mean that rich traders will be benefited 
because they can pay freight which is some¬ 
times double the value of the articles. Qf 
course, it is a known fact that the Station 
Masters at such place where stone or salt is 
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exported mint money. I once gave an ins¬ 
tance of ihc Station Master whose remunera¬ 
tion, the economic benefit, that he derived was 
more than three times that of the hon. Rail¬ 
way Minister. But nothing is done. It is a 
common kno\sledge that Station Masters at 
such places arc minting money. 

Apart from that, the system of “Pre¬ 
payment” means that rich traders will aflFord 
pre-payment and they will be able to send 
their goods. But the poor small traders will 
not be able to pre-pay. If the Railway ad¬ 
ministration finds that in the past there have 
been no cases of default, that the con.signess 
have always paid Ihc freight so that they do 
not have to auction the consignment and ic- 
cover the cost which is less than the freight, 
if they find such cases are not there, let them 
have some deposit from them which can be 
kept as a deposit with the Railway adminis¬ 
tration and let the old system of “To Pay” to 
continue. If there is a particular default, the 
amount can be adjusted from that deposit. 
This is a very constructive suggestion that I 
make to the Railway administration. 

Lastly, there is the Travelling Ticket Exa¬ 
miners. I do not .see any rationale for this 
creature in the railway administration. He 
travels ; he takes risks and sometimes he is 
beaten and even murdered, This creature 
has been demanding a running allowance that 
is given to drivers, Khalasis, guards and even 
those men who open and lock the brakes. 
But the Travelling Ticket Examiner is not 
given a running allowance on a technical reason 
that he docs not come in the technical running 
of the train. That is true. But the poor 
fcllc'v does run all the time and he is moving 
all the time. He used to get allowance before 
the integration and before the zonal reorgani¬ 
sation. The name may bo changed. Let liitn 
be given some hard work allowance or risk 
allowance. He does take risks. There is a 
discrimination between the Travelling Ticket 
Examiners and other employees who run the 
trains. I request the Railway Minister to 
consider this case sympathetically. I expect 
the Railway Minister to show sympathy for 
these Travelling Ticket Examiners who are 
supposed to help him in recovering the reve¬ 
nues for the railways. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka) : Mr. 
Speakers, Sir, I find it very refreshing to here 


speakers from all sides of the House criticising 
the Railway Ministry. The Railway Minister 
must be wondering whether he is listening to 
the Opposition or to his supporters. But this 
is as it should be... 

MR. SPEAKER : Refreshing to him 
also. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : It ought to be 
refieshing to him also. But it is certainly 
refreshing to here speakers from all sides and, 

I hope, the Members on the other side of the 
House will continue this practice of being cri¬ 
tical of Railway administration in a frank 
manner. 

The previous speaker wondered whether 
the Railway Ministry had any policy at all or 
whetherit functioned in a planned manner. The 
Bailway Ministry says that the Railways have 
been drawing up and executing their five year 
plans of development in keeping with the 
national Five Year F'lans. 

d'hey go on to say that the Railways’ 
First Five-Year Plan concci ned mainly on the 
rehabilitation of depleted assets. That is to 
say, till then, they had not looked after their 
a.ssets. Then it is said : 

“During the Second Plan, development was 
accelerated but at times demand still out¬ 
stripped rail transport capacity. The 
objective of the Third Plan was to develop 
sufficient capacity so that rail transport 
did not become a bottlenebk in industrial 
development of the country. This conti¬ 
nued lo be the objective during the Annual 
Plan Years 1966-67, 1967-68 and 

1968-69.” 

Thereafter they saw no necessity to continue to 
have that as their objective—the most impor¬ 
tant objective of developing sufficient capacity 
so that rail transport does not become a bottle¬ 
neck in industrial development of the country. 

In the Fourth Plan they have this as their ob¬ 
jective ; they say : 

“to provide capacity for freight and coach¬ 
ing traffic anticipated during the Plan 
perid ; and to modernise thq^equipment...” 

I suggest to the Railway Minister that he 
might still retain the objective that the Rail- 
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ways had adopted for the Third Plan. Failure 
to do so results in a great many difficulties for 
the country and the country’s economy. In 
his speech—frank as he has been his frankness 
is somewhat deceptive —he has not referred to 
the complaints that he must have certainly 
recci\ed from different parts of the country 
because of the failure to pay heed to this ob¬ 
jective. In Gujarat he must have known how 
the textile industry in Ahmedabad, the small 
scale Industries— both in Ahmedabad and other 
parts of the Stale—came close to closure for 
want of coal. Why should this be ? Why 
should such a failure occur of wagon supply ? 
The Railway Ministry must be aware of the 
demands for wagons from different parts of the 
country, the development of the industries, the 
requirements of the industries in different parts 
of the country, and could surely plan before¬ 
hand so that at no time is any industry com¬ 
pelled to face such a situation. 

In his speech the Railway Minister refer¬ 
red to floods that occuircd and variods other 
difficulties which were a strain on the Railways 
in the running of the railways. But this is 
not something new. livery ye.ii we have 
floods ; every year we have various kinds of 
calamities in this country, and it should surely 
be posMbIc to plan beforehand, anticipating 
such emergencies, to plan to face these emer¬ 
gencies. But the main objective must still 
remain, how to ensure that the country's 
economy is not held up for want of service 
the people must expect railways to provide. 

Another thing which seemed to me to be 
strangely missing in the Railway Mini.ster’s 
speech was any reference to roads and the road 
tran.sport and the effect the road transport 
must have on Railways. When they talk 
about providing sufficient capacity for freight 
and everything as anticipated, did they go into 
the question of the extent to which road trans¬ 
port was encroaching upon the railways, and 
if so, what were the conclusions which they 
arrived at ? In fact, there ought to be much 
closer coordinrtion between road transport and 
rail transport and there ought to be common 
policies, common policy approach, to organis¬ 
ing the two ; one should not be hostile to the 
other. If many persons have been using road 
transport in preference to railways, to move 
about themselves or to move their goods, it is 
because road transport is very much more 
convenient from so many points.and. therefore, 
whatever the Railways may do, the road 


transport will flourish and will develop. 
Therefore, the Railways for that very reason 
must plan either to provide service of equal 
quality or to find other ways of ensuring 
their own prosperity. In this country, as the 
previous speaker pointed out, the ordinary 
man is going to continue to travel by Railways 
because from many points of view it is the 
cheapest mode of transport. Also many types 
of goods will have to be moved by Railway 
and, therefore, the Railways ought to specialise 
in the transport of these commodities and all 
these commodities should be moved in the 
most eflicient manner possible. Do they do 
that ? I think the Railway Minister should 
explain to us precisely what in the eyes of the 
Railway Ministry is the role of the railways 
and in what way they expect to meet this 
competition so that their earnings, instead of 
being affected adversely, are not so affected. 

This biings me anothei important matter. 
The Railway Minister somewhat proudly 
referred to a long-held dream of his which he. 
was about to fulfil and that was the dream of 
conversion of certain metre gauge lines into 
broad gauge. Here again, I would like to ask 
as to what is the policy of the Government in 
tegard to the conversion of metre gauge to 
broad gauge. At what rate do they propose 
to convert these railways ? What arc the 
criteria for converting these railways and is it 
the intention to have eventually only one 
gauge in this country ? If so, by what stages 
is it proposed to achieve that goal ? If that is 
not the goal, then what precisely is the rate 
at which and the manner in which they 
propose to proceed with conversion of whichever 
stretch of railways they select for conversion, 
what are the reasons for selection ? Personally, 
I would say that it would be a wise thing for 
the Government to have only one gauge in 
the country and that would be the broad 
gauge and, therefore, the process should be 
planned in such a way that within a reasonable 
period of time, that goal could be achieved. 
But, if that is not the goal which the Railways 
wish to adopt, then, wha* is the goal they 
would like to adopt ? Certainly, it is most 
desirable that there should be a clear long¬ 
term planning in this regard. 

There was a reference by the previous 
speaker to what he called ‘love of speed’, 
which was held in special favour, and the 
Railway Ministry’s fondness for dieselisation, 
I don’t think that he was right in considering 
this liking of the Railway Minister as miscon* 
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ceived. But what is perhaps misconceived is 
the bias against steam. What is the rate at 
which they propose to change over and in 
what circumstances do they propose to change 
over from steam to diesel or from steam or 
diesel to electricity ? Thcrs must be laid down 
ciear*cut criteria for it. They must have laid 
down, only they have not published them. 
But, 1 think it should be possible for them to 
explain the criteria. A reference was made to 
th fact that as we have plenty of coal there is 
no reason why we should change over to 
dieselisution. Perhaps the reason for the 
change is the quantum of freight that could 
be carried by one diesel engine as against one 
steam engine. But, whatever that be, I think 
a clear-cut enunciation of policy is desirable. 

I have one other suggestion to make and 
that is with regard to the Accounts. I must 
say that the Railway Accounts are presented 
in a form and in a manner which is scarcely 
intelligible to most persons without the assis¬ 
tance of a number of small booklets which 
Railways bring out a* the time of the Badgct, 
for instance, the Indian Railways and the 
Indian Railways, Central Facts and Major 
Problems and the Railway Board’s Report. If 
these small booklets can be made intelligible, 
why cannot he consider changing the form of 
the accounts so that they too can be just as 
intelligible to ordinary persons as are the 
ordinary accounts. I will give you one instance. 
At least I find it difficult to discover exactly 
how the industrial units of the Railways are 
functioning. One doss not know much about 
their actual functioning, whether they arc 
functioning efficiently or not, until one sees 
certian figures in these small booklets. So, 
I would suggest that the Railway Minister 
may consider this most seriouaiy. 

I do not think I should take more lime of 
the House, but I think there is some justi¬ 
fication for the complaint that the Railway 
Administration has got bogged down. I found 
this interesting coiifradictory reference in the 
Railway Board’s report. It says : 

“Administrative Reforms Commission’s 
Report on Railways The Bureau —the 
reference is curiously enough to Efficiency 
Bureau—was processing the recommen¬ 
dations contained in the reports of the 
Administrative Reforms Commission and 
their Study Team on Railways. The 


Recommendations are of a far-reaching 
nature and cover all the important facets 
of Railway activities. The Commission 
emphasised that the Railways owned by 
the Nation as its largest public sector 
undertaking should be enabled to function 
on sound business and commercial princi-^ 
pies within the framework of the policy 
laid down by the Parliament. Government 
attach great importance to these recommen¬ 
dations.” * 

—Now let us see exactly how Government 
carries out its attachment to these important 
recommendatios It says : 

“ 6 out of 49 recommendations contained 
in the Administrative Reforms Gommis- 
sion’s report and 34 out of 309 
recommendations contained in their Study 
Team on Railways were finalised up o 
31st March 1971 Other recommendations 
were under various stages of examination,” 

Will the Railway Minister be good enough 
to tell us by what date and by which year 
these recommendations will be finalised, 
implemented, considered or rejected, or will 
he wait till the recommendations have so 
changed that those recommendations would 
be no longer operative ? In fact, there is some 
justification for appointment of some kind of 
Efficiency Commission which would go into 
the working of the Railway Board. I for one 
do not consider as was suggested by someone— 
that the Railway Board is not a useful organ 
in that system. But, certainly, it is necessary 
to see why the Railways cannot function 
more efficiently, why an emergency is needed 
for the Railways to function as efficiently as 
they did in the 14 day war with Pakistan ? 
The Railway Minister paid a well-deserved 
tribute, and he ended his speech by saying as 
follows : 

“The performance of railwaymen in the 
matter of punctuality and defence efforts 
impels me to believe that they are doing 
so,” 

That is, they are performing their duties. And 
then he says : 

'*1 hope we will all pass the test and 
present the House a better picture of our 
finances and performance tn the next 
Budget.’’ 
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There is an implied assumption ; the 
implication is that the performance of the 
railways is not as nearly satisfactory as it 
might be. But what I am concerned with is 
merely this. If the railway staff and adminis¬ 
tration could function really efficiently and 
show such fine results during an emergency, 
why can they not do so in normal times ? In 
normal times too, which, again as the Rail¬ 
way Minister points out, should now be 
devoted to waging another war. that is, the 
war agent poverty ? There should be some 
change and they should be persuaded to 
function equally efficiently and achieve 
success, in this war againit poverty. 

MR. SPEAKER : The hon. Member 
should now conclude. He has already taken 
double the quota of time allotted to his party. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : On that, l would 
certainly not like to disobey you, but I would 
urge thi.s... 

MR. SPEAKER : It is not a question of 
disobeying. The time allotted to his parly 
was only eight minutes, but he has gone on 
for almost double that time. 

SHRI H M. PATEL : I am urging this 
point that in this debate my 
time is bound to be small by the 
normal procedure, but I would urge that 
though because of the circumstances my time 
is bound to be small, the point of view 
which the Opposition has to present 
should be allowed to be presented in as 
reasonable a time as possible ; of course, it 
is always subject to the limitation of reason¬ 
able time. 

MR. SPEAKER : But he is not the only 
Member sitting in the Opposition. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : I was only 
referring to the basis on which time had been 
allotted. That was what I was urging. 
However, if it is your wish that I should 
conclude, 1 shall not continue. 

MR. SPEAKER : The quota of time 
allotted to him was only 8 minutes. But he 
has gone oil for double the time. He started 
at 12.13 p.m , anxl he has Onished his speech 
at 12.32 p.m. Still, he is not satisded. 

SHRI H. M, PATEL : It is ndt a question 
of satisfaction, but it is a question of being 


able to have time enough to develop points 
and to present them satisfactorily, 

MR. SPEAKER : That can be done in 
five minutes.

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA 

(Cachar): Before initiating my observations 
on the Railway Budget, I seek your 
indulgence to express my sincerest thanks to 
the Prime Minister for her handling the aifairs 
in East Bengal which has novy taken birth as 
a free, liberated, secular, democratic and 
socialist Bangla Desh. I convey my 

hearty thanks to the members of the Armed 
Forces in the land, air and the navy whose 
gallantry is the pride of us. I also extend my 
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thanks to the Defence Minister and other 
Ministers of the Cabinet who have contri¬ 
buted to the great cause. I express my 
condolences for those who have laid down 
their lives and my sympathies are with those 
who have been wounded or disabled in helping 
the liberation of Bangla Dcsh. 

I come from a district which has a 
common boundary with Bangla Desh, and 
which has experienced subversive activi ies 
mostly in railway track. I have a feeling 
that this district has to be combed out in 
search of unauthorised arms, infiltraters—Pak 
agents, if any. 

The District of Cachar is isolated from 
the rest of India though it is a part of 
Assam. It is surrounded by the Mizo Union 
territory, Tripura, Manipur, Khasi and Jaintia 
Hills, North Cachar Hills and Bangla Desh. 
The rail link with the plains of the Brahma¬ 
putra valley is through the North Cachar Hills, 
and the road link is via the Khasi and Jaintia 
Hills. The only rail link through the hill 
section has two passenger train services, one 
from Silchar and the other from Dharmanagar 
in Tripura via Karimganj and Badarpur, 
which was suspended for a few months when 
subversive activities were going on by Pak 
agents last year. 

So, practically the communication with 
the rest of India is causing great hardship to 
the people of the District of Cachar whose 
present population is about 18 lakhs. More- 
ever, Tripura, Mizo and a part of Manipur 
are dependent on this line of communication, 

The House will recall that I have raised 
the question of increasing the number of 
passenger trains on many occasions, but this 
had been negatived due to the danger of 
Naga trouble. The Naga situation is now 
preceptibiy better, and I see no reason why 
the night plying of trains cannot be resumed 
through the Hill section of the N.F. Railway. 
If the hon. Minister visits that area, he can 
see the plight of the passengers who go by 
that line. Moreover, the bogies which run 
in this line are of Victorian age. Maintenance 
is also not satisfactory. Usually the trains 
fun late. The passengers who want to go to 
upper Assam do not get immediate connec¬ 
tion, but have to spend the night at Lumding 
where the waiting room is not only insufficient, 
but the toilet is such that the less said about, 
the better. It seems they are not human 
beings. 


Lumding has been made a Division, but 
so far no significant development has been 
made in that area. The employees have to 
use the community toilet. The houses are 
unhygeinic, without proper ventilation. The 
newly constructed houses are of the same type. 

I would request the Minister to change the 
old policies introduced by the Britishers and 
modernise them as far as practicable. 

The hon Railway Minister has given 
much attention to conversion to uni-gauge, 
which is a good idea. In his Budget speech, 
he has mentioned joining the north and the 
south by broad gauge connection. But he 
has not cared to mention any thing about 
joining east and west by broad gauge or metre 
gauge line. He has totally denied the demand 
of the people of the North-eastern Region, 
though v\e people of Assam, since long, have 
been demanding extension of the broad gauge 
line from fiongaigaon to Gauhati, if not to 
Tinsukia. Do the Government feel that simply 
by granting Statehood or Union Territories 
to some people of the North-eastern Region, 
they will develop without proper transport 
and communication facilities ? Some of these 
States and Union Territories have natural 
resources which were never exploited all 
these days. 

The House will recall that for the last 
ten years, I was trying to impress upon the 
Government to take up with the Planning 
Commission for survey work in the plan 
programme for extension of railway lines upto 
the foothills of the Mizo district and Manipur 
via Silchar. With regret, I have to admit 
that no consideration or attention has been 
paid in this regard as yet. 

The hon. Minister has stated that the 
Metropolitan Transport Project, Calcutta, i.e. 
an electric underground Railway from Tollygunj 
to Dum Dum covering a distance of 16.43 
KM with 16 stations, is before the Govern¬ 
ment for sanction. But he has not given any 
indication when it will be sanctioned and 
when work will begin. I hope he will kindly 
expedite the matter to give relief to the people 
of Calcutta. 

I am happy to find that imported require¬ 
ments have gone down from around 30 per 
cent-to less than 9 per cent. 

Freight has gone up by this budget. 1 am 
afraid as to how Railways will compete with 
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road transport traffic, which is quick and 
perhaps less costly. Increase of freight will 
hit the common people of the country. So, 
I request the minister to give a second thought 
to it. 

As I travel over our Railways, I notice that 
nowhere are there any trees on the land that 
belong to the railways on either side of the 
tracks. Such land extends to several metres 
on each side and the total length of the 
railways in our country is 60,000 KM, 
if 1 am not wrong. I wonder why 
we cannot have trees on this vast 
stretch of open land available. This land 
should be the right spot for Vana Mahotsava 
each year. We would need more good timber 
in the years to come. If a number of saplings 
of the right type of trees be planted every 
year near each station of the railways, we 
shall have a rich source of timber soon. If 
every station master is asked to plant and 
look after saplings over a s'retch of one KM 
from his station on either side of the track 
in the first year and if another KM is added 
every year, the additional burden of work on 
the staff will be negligible. The problem of 
afforestation is a serious one and I felt that 
the railway administration could play a signi¬ 
ficant part. 

May I suggest that low-lying areas on 
both sides of the railway track can be given 
on lease for paddy-growing ? 

AN HON. MEMBER The minister 
himself has mentioned it. 

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA ; I 
hope he will implement it. It the budget an 
amount has been set apart as Welfare Fund. 
I think this is meant for the welfare of the 
employees and I hope it is properly used. 

Before I conclude, I feel it is a part of my 
duty to express our hearty thanks to the 
railway employees of all categories who had 
worked so hard for the liberation of Bangla 
Desh. 

With these observations, I support the 
budget.

SHRI S. A. KADER (Bombay-Central 
South) ; Mr. Deputy'Speaker, it is with mixed 
feelings that I rise to speak on the Railway 
Budget, mixed because the Railway Minister 
has not spared the citj 2 ens of Bombay and 
Calcutta in his proposal. The day before 
yesterday after his announcement, I received 
a telegram from Bombay asking me too see 
that this enhancement of rates or rationali¬ 
sation, as the Minister calls tt, is abolished 
or else face the commuters, 

Now, Sir, you can understand the feelings 
of people in the ciiy of Bombay regarding this 
enhancement of lates in the season tickets. 
His predecessor had once gone there and seen 
things for himself the conditions under which 
the commuters, specially the third class 
commuters in Bombay, were travelling day in 
and day out. Even after seeing for himself 
all these conditions two or three years before 
there is not only no improvement but the 
conditions have worsened. 

Now you talk of subsidisation. You say 
that the suburban trains are being subsidised. 

I am prepared to assure the Railway Minister, 
give proper facilities to the commuters of the 
city and we shall be with you if there is an 
increase in the rales. But without giving 
any f.icilities, without listening to their troubles 
they are undergoing day in and day out, you 
are talking of rationalisation of rates, because 
you want some more money. 

Sir, I would strongly appeal to the Rail¬ 
way Minister to reconsider this aspect in the 
light of what 1 have said. He should be 
prepared to give moic facilities where the 
people travel under human conditions. But 
they do not travel under human conditions 
now ; they are like sheep, and those who are 
travelling in the third class compartments arc 
doing so at the risk of their lives. 1 would, 
therefore, appeal to the Railway Minister to 
reconsider this, and after giving facilities, 
they may think of enhancing the charges on 
the suburban trains. 

The railway has to be looked at from the 
national point of view. It is one of the 
unifying factors of our country. The railway 
lines run from Pathankot right down to 
Trivandrum and from Calcutta to Kandia, and 
so the railway is a unifying institution. It is 
such a vast network of organisation that we 
have to judge its performance from that 
point of view. 
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Sir, about 60,000 k.m. of railways lines 
are there. About 10,800 trains run per day, 
out of which 5,200 are passenger trains. It is 
a huge thing ; there is no doubt about it The 
number of passengers is 6.08 million, out of 
which 50 per cent are suburban passengers. 
Electric locomotives and steam locomotives 
are about 13,300 in number ; it is quite a big 
one, but not in comparison with other 
countries. The department has provided us 
with sufficient literature, and we can see the 
comparison between other countries and 
India. But they do not give comparisons 
which are adverse to us. In the United 
States of America, for instance, the loco¬ 
motives on the rails is about 36,000 a day, 
while we. have got only 12,000 or so here. 
For all the other countries I have not got the 
figures, but these are the figures that I came 
across. So, when comparisons are made, it 
is better that both good and bad comparisons 
are given. Not only good comparison which 
suits us but other comparisons also should be 
given. I will come to that later on. 

Having said that, I would now point out 
that we employ 1.7 million people including 
casual labour throughout the organisation in 
the railways. It is a vast network no doubt, 
and they serve the whole country from the 
commercial and the passenger traffic point of 
view. The performance to that axtent and 
with such a network, under the conditions as 
at pre sent, should not be considered absolutely 
unsatisfactory. I would not say it is satis¬ 
factory, but it should not be considered 
absolutely unsatisfactory. To that extent, 
I am going to concede. But, at the same 
time, there are so many defects which we have 
to consider. 

The Minister said that he wants to 
rationalise the fare structure. Before ratio¬ 
nalising the fares, let him rationalise the 
service itself. The service or the administ¬ 
ration, I think, is a topheavy administration. 
For example, 60 per cent of the administrative 
expenditure is spent on pay alone ; now, in a 
private firm or in an industrial undertaking 
or even in any other undertaking, the amount 
of wages should not exceed 30 to 35 per cent 
of the total income. 

SHKI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It all 
depends ; if it is a labour-intensive industry, 
it is different. 


SHRI S. A. KADER ; 1 am coming to 
that. Here, a labour man has spoken. 1 
say you must judge it from the national point 
of view. It is not a question of labour ; it 
is a question of the country's asset. Where 
over Rs. 3,000 crores have been invested, it 
has to be properly utilised. Labour should 
be paid in full, but it should not be extrava¬ 
gantly paid. That is what I am submitting. 
There should be rationalisation. I amr quite 
sure that as far as staff is concerned, the 
railway staff is overstaffed. Otherwise, 60 
per cent of the administrative expenditure 
will not go into it. 


SHRI JROTIRMOY BOSU : With casual 
labour, it is otherwise. There is a population 
of five lakhs of casual labour. (Interruption) 


SHRI S. A. KADER : Not five lakhs. 
You Just read your figures. These interrup¬ 
tions should not be counted in my time. 
Now there is the Railway Board. The Rail¬ 
way Board, I am told, has asked for a large 
amount. The amount that is asked for is 
about Rs. 1,60,00,000 for the Railway Board 
itself. We do not understand what is exactly 
the function of the Railway Board. Are the 
zonal managers there only to carry out what 
the Railway Board says ? All these things 
should be gone into. Last time I said that 
the necessity for the Railway Board should 
be thoroughly examined. I feel that it is 
like a lump on a body ; when there is a lump 
it receives from the body ; it does 

not give anything to the body. 

(An Hon. Member : Cancerous tumour) 
The Railway Minister would be well-advised 
to give consideration to this aspect and 
satisfy himself as well as this House if it is 
absolutely necessary, and if it is not, let it 
go lock, stock and barrel and let us have some 
other decentralised arrangement. At present 
it is too much of a centralised agency. The 
zorial managers have no powers. If any 
parity wants a wagon or a compartment at 
concessional rates, the Railway Board has to 
approve of it before the General Manager of 
the concerned railway could give it. Why 
should it be so ? Let them prepare a list of 
youth organisations and other organisations 
which are entitled for such concessions and 
authorise the General Manager t9 issue orders 
on the spot. Qf course marriage parties are 
given certain facilities. There should be 
complete decentralisation in respect of all 
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subjects, except a few like planning, extra* 
finance, etc. 

I come now to ticketless travel, My 
experience—possibly the experience of other 
Members too—is this. When you leave the 
train and teach the gate to go out the gentle* 
man standing there who is supposed to collect 
the ticke's does not ask for it. A number 
of times I have found that my tickets were 
with me—not after becoming a Member of 
Parliament, but before that. Nobody cared 
to ask for it. This . laxity in supervision 
causes tickeiless travel. If at the checking 
point tickets are not checked, people arc 
induced to travel without tickets, because 
only once in a blue moon they will be caught, 
otherwise they will go scotfree. The hon. 
Minister and this Parliament are keen that 
things should improve. Is the Administration 
equally keen ? If not, what is the idea in 
saying that it must be done ? This raises 
a more fundamental issue The Administra¬ 
tion is so well piotccted that whatever they 
do by way of laxity or corruption, nobody is 
there to question and if any action is taken 
it becomes justiciable. Time has com'' when 
this House should consider whether depart¬ 
mental action should be made non-justiciable 
by amending the Constitution. That alone 
will improve the elficiency of the Adminis¬ 
tration. With all the interest that the hon. 
Minister takes, he will not be able to root 
out all these things unless the dcpartm.'nt has 
got full power. The immediate superior 
should have full power to take disciplinary 
action ; then alone Administration will 
improve. Othcrewise, it will not improve in the 
foreseeable future. 

The Western Railway in Maharashtra is 
about 140 k.m. long, but the Western Railway 
head office is in Bombay, at the tail end. I 
wonder why there should be some offices in 
Bombay, Delhi etc. These offices should be 
removed to some other places. If the Govern¬ 
ment does that, there will be no financial loss, 
possitjty there will be financial gain, because 
the price of land in the city of Bombay is 
so high that the Government will not be put 
to any loss. At the same time better 
amenities can be provided by the Municipal 
Corporation or the Government by utilising 
those lands. Even the factories which are 
there should be removed. 

Last time also I raised the question of 
the rationalisation of the running time of 


trains. A train starting from point “A” has 
to reach point “B ’ in a certain time at the 
given speed, if everything is all right. But 
generally an hour or hours extra is 

allotted, but this means a good deal of wastage 
of public money. We are running 5,200 
trains a day. If one hour can cost Rs. 1,0C0 
by way of this extra time, we can calculate 
what a huge amount is being wasted. I 
would like the hon. Minister to give serious 
thought to this, that a large chunk of finance 
can be saved if trains are made to run to 
schedule by curtailing this extra lime. Last 
time when I came by the Frontier Mail, I 
found it was before time at every station, and 
even at Mathura it was before time by 15 to 
20 minutes, but then it was slowed down so 
that it could reach Delhi on time, 
and not earlier. So, the exchequer is 
losing because of this extra time, and it must 
be investigated and put right. 

In the Marathwada region there is a 
proposal to have a broad gauge line between 
Man mad and Kachiguda. It has already 
been surveyed. I think it should be taken 
up immediately and completed as quickly as 
possible. A survey of Aurangabad-Sholapur 
line has also been undertaken, and that line 
also should be laid soon. 

We find from the Budget that there are 
so many schemes of expension of major 
railway yards. When we arc talking of 
converting metre gauge into broad gauge, why 
should there be unnecessary expansion on the 
metre gauge lines. This matter should be 
taken into consideration. 

All honour to the railwayraen who fell in 
Bangla Desh struggle, we are proud of them, 
but at the same time, let us see that their 
families are given equal treatment and com¬ 
pensation to which the armed forces are 
entitled. There shoud not be any difference 
between the two. We should see that those 
who have suffered on that account are properly 
looked after by the railway administration. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) : Sir, l 
supported the budget proposals last year be¬ 
cause it was according to me based on serious 
business propositions. Railways are a 
commercial undertaking and at the same time 
they are a public utility service. From the 
commercial point of view, it must run on 
business lines. In spite of the fact that last 
year it was displeasing to certain sections of 
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the people, I supported it because the Railway 
Minister came out with a bold proposal to 
increase the fares and freights. From the 
very beginning, 1 have been saying that if he 
wants a surplus budget, there is no other 
alternative and 1 am glad he has stood by it. 
This year I liave a greater reason for stippor- 
ting the budget because he has gone from good 
to better and said that he will not go in for 
borrowing. It is quite justified that he has 
come out with proposals for rationalisaiion 
of fares on local passenger trains and heights. 

Having said this, I would also like to point 
out certain shortcomings in the budget. I 
am aggrieved that for a number of years, as 
labour representatives on the Railways, we 
have to keep on repealing the same story 
every year at the time of the budget. Wo 
liave been talking about woikcrs’ participation 
in management This is consiJeicd to be 
new in this country. The President of India 
mentioned i in his Address to Parliament 
last year and we were hoping that w'.thin this 
year, this scheme will find a concrete shape 
especially in an undertaking like the railways. 
But I am sorry to say that nothing has been 
done so far, in spite of the assurance given by 
the minister last year on the floor of this 
House while replying to the budget discussion. 
It seems even today consultation with labour 
is considered to be a great favour. 1 may 
say boldly here that this is an otit-dated 
notion. Consultation was considered to be a 
great thing in the past, but now the woikcrs 
are not satisfied with consultation ; they want 
actual participation. This is the usual practice 
in most of the adv'anccd countries. When we 
arc following a socialist policy, 1 do not know 
why this should not find a place in the budget 
speech. 

Much smaller undertakings thari railways 
have gone far ahead in this regard. They 
have started participation of workers in 
management right from the plant level upto 
the top management level and quite a few 
Directors have been appointed in those under¬ 
takings, 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : So far 
as the participation of the workers is concer¬ 
ned, would the hon. Member be satisfied if 
some Directors are appointed from among 
the workers 7 


SHRI A. P, SHARMA : That is one of 
the steps. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : So far as 
I know, in the Railway Board the policy is 
not formulated by (he directors, unlike the 
Board of Directors in a limited company whore 
the directors are the supreme policy-making 
body. In the railways the set set up is quite 
different. So, what does the Railway Minis¬ 
ter c.xactly mean when he says that# he is 
willing to appoint them as directors ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
asking the hon. Member whether he will be 
satisfied with that. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : It is not a 
question of appointing a few directors here 
and there. The full scliemc has to be woiked 
and implemented light from the plant level 
up to the top management. That is what I 
meant by workers’ participation in the 
management. 

Then, 1 totally disagree with the hon. 
Membci v.ho preceded me when he says that 
the railways aic ovcr-stalfcd. According to 
us it is undcr-stalfed. As a matter of fact, 
the responsibility of the Indian Railways has 
incieascd tremendously. So, we from the 
labour side have peen complaining that the 
workers arc over-worked and we have been 
saying that the railways ate not over-staffed. 
In order to appreciate the whole position we 
have to understand the whole expenditure 
pattern of the railways and what is the pro- 
poition on account of salaries and allowances 
to ofiiecrs and men. 

DR. SARADISII ROY ; Sir, there is no 
quorum in the Hou.se. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The hon. 
Member may resume his scat. The bell is

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : Then the pre¬ 
vious speaker said that the officers should be 
given more power. I do not think they 
should be given more powers because they 
have already enough powers. The power 
that is necessary to deal with the people and 
catry on the work is already with them. 
Therefore, I do not agree with htm when he 
says that more power should be given to 
them.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU How de¬ 
mocratic ? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : Rcgaiding the 
performance of the railways, I hope, the whole 
House will agree and the country knows that 
during the last Pakistani attack what a cliflr- 
cult job the railway workers in this country 
had performed. They had not lagged behind 
any person in this country. But in return, 
what is the recognition for their hard work ? 

When I was going Ihroirgh the speech of 
the Railway Minister, specially the chapter 
that is devoted to labour relatn ns, I found 
that the Railway Minister had been good 
enough to appreciate the work of the railway 
employees and also the labour relations. But 
I do not find anything new. There is no new 
approach. 

Ill the last paragraph of his speech he 
says :— 

“Men and materials make the railway 
system.” 

1 am quoting from the speech of the Railway 
Minister— 

“Materials have to be renewed and moder¬ 
nised. Men have to renew and remvigo- 
rate their spirit of service.” 

What is there for the railway employee ? 
What is the new proposal that the railway 
administration has come out with to reinvigo¬ 
rate a new spirit of service among railway 
employees ? The whole old system of person¬ 
nel management, labour relations and every¬ 
thing is being continued, repeated and carried 
on again and again. If at all the railway em¬ 
ployees arc doing their duty loyally and faith¬ 
fully in normal days and also in difficult days, 
in the days of emergency when the country is 
engaged in war with another country, it is 
only out of sheer patriotic fervour that they 
are carrying out their duties under difficult cir- 


DR. SARADISH ROY : There is no 
quorum. Sir. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : How are they 
going to feel that they arc also partners in 
that great undertaking 7 

MR, DEPUfY-SPEAKER : I have to 
interrupt you again. Let the qurom bell be 
rung 

Now there is quorum. 

Within half an hour, we have had to call 
for quorum three times. I do not know whe¬ 
ther the Members arc really .serious about 
transacting the business today. The Deputy 
Chief Whip who was here is also not here. I 
would like to know from the Government 
whether they would like to carry on with this 
debate or not because I do not sec any serious¬ 
ness about it. The debate has been interrup¬ 
ted three times within half an hour. I would 
like the Government to indicate to me whether 
they can ensure quorum so that we can trans¬ 
act the business and, if not, then wc have to 
do something about it. 

Sliri A. P. Sharma to continu; his speech. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA : What I was 
suggesting was that if a vas' number of rail¬ 
way employees in this country c.xceedinj 15 
lakh people employed on the railway are made 
to feel that they are equal partners in the 
running of the railways and also the owners 
of the railways, as citizens of the country, the 
workers’ participation in the management 
scheme has to be implemented by the Railway 
Ministry. 

Then, I would like to mention one or two 
subjects which, as I said, we • have been men¬ 
tioning again and again every year. There is 
the personnel management department In the 
Railways. I have been saying again and again 
that there is practically no personnel manage¬ 
ment in the Railways. Anybody can be put 
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in the personnel deparlment and carry on the 
work. It has been surprising to us and it will 
be surprising to the House that the officers who 
are considered surplus in their own depart¬ 
ments are put in the personnel department. 
Sometimes, when they are not considered sui¬ 
table in their own departments, they are put 
in the peisonncl dcpaitmcnt. There i* no 
training scheme. Anybody can be a personnel 
manager in the Indian Railways. Such a big 
industry like the Railways managed by the 
Government of India .should at least look at 
the other industries, if not, the public sector 
industries, at the private sector industries as to 
what an efficient and suitable personnel mana¬ 
gement department they have. 

It has,, also been suggested by labour again 
and again and I am suggesting at the ti.mo of 
this Railway Budget that there is the necessity 
of creating a separate cadre of personnel 
management in the Indian railways right from 
the divisional level upto the Railway Board 
level. Unless and until this is done, the 
workers’ grievances will never be redressed in 
time. They are not only delayed but some¬ 
times due to lack of understanding of the 
actual problems, difficu.ties are created. There¬ 
fore, I hope, while replying to this debate, the 
Railway Minister will at least this year con¬ 
cede some of the points. Otherwise, of course, 
we have no other alternative but to continue 
to repeating these things here and on different 
platforms in different forms 

Again, from the interest of my own State 
and also from the interest to two adjacent 
States, we have been demanding a separate 
Railway Service Commission to be located 
somewhere in Bihar, either in Patna or in 
Danapur I remember, when Mr S K. 
Patil was the Minister for Railways, practi¬ 
cally, he considered this point and, as a result 
of that, a small office had been opened, with an 
Assistant Secretary in charge of that office at 
Danapur in the Eastern Railway. I have been 
suggesting that, even if there is any hnanciai 
difficulty, this can be at least a one-man com¬ 
mission. People from the adjacent areas iike 
Bihar, U. P. and other areas have to travel a 
long way to Calcutta because it is an All- 
India service. They should be saved from 
this trouble. This has not been done so far. 

I do not know what is the difficulty. If the 
Ministry or the Minister finds some difficulty, 
then we should be told what is that difficuly- 


West Bengal has got a Service Commission 
in Calcutta ; it is a full-fledged Commission 
with three members. Bombay has got a Ser¬ 
vice Commission. Madras has got a service 
Commission. 1 am convinced that, on the 
basis of the mileage of the railways running 
in that area, we should have a service com¬ 
mission there. I do not know why it is not 
considered feasible. We must know what is 
the reason, whether there is any financial 
difficulty, whether you do not get suitSb.'e men 
to man the service commission. (Interruptions) 
The one that is there is like a post box for 
receiving applications ; there is an Assistant 
Secretary to collect the applications ; nothing 
more. I would request the hon. Railway 
Minister to consider this with all seriousness 
and let us know why it is not possible. At 
least we should be satisfied so that either wc 
drop this point or we have it. 

In the Railways the workers are very poor¬ 
ly housed. There are a large number of 
workers who have not been housed so far. I 
made a suggestion to Shri G. L. Nanda when 
he was the Railway Minister that the Railway 
Ministry should prepare a housing scheme 
under which Railwavs were not required to 
spend anything. It is the workers who would 
either borrow money fiom their Provident 
Fund or take housing loans which are given to 
government servan's and will build their own 
hoiLses. But the Railways have to acquire 
the land for the housing scheme and there 
should be housing colonies. If any difficulty 
arises in managing this scheme, I have also 
suggested how this could be overcome. I have 
suggested that also I would request the hon. 
Minister to consider this point. There arc 
certain difficulties if a railway employee con¬ 
structs his own house ; he has to face a lot of 
difficulties, face a vigilance inquiry, CBl inquiry 
and so on Under this scheme no difficulty 
will be faced by the employees. They will 
have the loans or land from the scheme and 
will construct their own houses. Later on, 
after retirement, if Railways want, they can 
purchase those house or take them on hire and 
utilise them for serving railway employees. I 
want the hon. Railway Minister to re-exa¬ 
mine this <cheme and try to see that a housing 
scheme is introduced under which most of the 
railway employees are able to own their houses 
before their retirement, 

• 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; Now this 
should be his last-point. He shbuIdF conclude; 
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SHRI A. P. SHARMA : This is my last 
point. Sir. If the Railway Minister wants to 
inspire the railway workers with new ideas, if 
he wants them to come forward with a new 
spirit and work, he must give them the faci¬ 
lities. Here many items of expenditure are 
mentioned^. If the expenditure of the working 
of the railways has increased, it cannot be 
helped. Payments have got to be made to 
the railway employees. If the cost of living 
index has risen and the others have been paid, 
why shou'd the railway employees not be 
paid ? The cooperation of the railway em- 
loyees has been sought. We have given co¬ 
operation in respect of eliminating the damages, 
thefts and claims in the railways. Recently, 
we have reached an agreement. Committee 
have been formed. We are at an experimen¬ 
tal stage. We have to see how far we could 
do It, but, for the best co-operatian the Rail¬ 
way Minister wants to seek from the railway 
workers, he has to come out with some of 
these new ideas like labour participation in 
the management. Then only. Sir, I think 
we will be able to do something. Otherwise, 
oft-repeated assurances and praising us for our 
good labour relationship and otherlhins will 
have no effect. 

With these few observations, as I said ear¬ 
lier, this year I support the Budget proposals 
of the Railway Minister because, in my opinion 
they represent a better business proposition 
than the previous year’s.

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT 
(Kolaba) : I thank the Railway Minister for 
presenting a more or less non-controversial 
budget. But a non-controversial budget is 
very often a non-progressive budget. I am 
afraid that there is very little dynamic about 
the budget. It is more or less a conventional 
budget, but nevertheless, a very well-intentioned 
budget. 

Right from the beginning the railways have 
been looked upon as a commercial concern. 
Even after nationalisation, they have not lost 
this commercial character. It was expected 
that after nationalisation, the railways would 
look more to the national needs, will give more 
efficient service and will cater to the needs of 
backward regions. But the outcome is rather 
disappoint! g. The bad features of a com¬ 
mercial enterprise and a bureaucratic adminis¬ 
tration have combind in the present adminis¬ 
tration and have caused stagnation and in 
cases even frustration. Otherwise, there is no 
reson why a simple demand like the one for 
better canteen arrangements or speedier survey 
of rail lines in backward and unexplored 
regions should be so completely neglected. 

The Railway Minister has complained of 
ticketless travelling and has implored the State 
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Government to lend a helping hand to check 
that menace. But actually, the most effective 
remedy is in the hands of the Railway Ad¬ 
ministration itself.

Tickelless tiavelling is on a very wide scale 
in local trains in cities like Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras etc. This is mainly due to the fact, 
that the trains are overcrowded and no check¬ 
ing has become possible. The best way will 
be to increase the number of local trains, but 
that is exactly what the railways are avoiding 
to do. 

I would, therefore, like to request the 
Railway Minister to increase the number of 
local trains in big cities immediately. 

As regards unexplored regions which are 
perpetually neglected, I may point to the west 
coast region. We have a railway on the eas¬ 
tern coast right from Calcutta to Kanyakuniari, 
but in spite of repeated requests the survey 
work on the Bombay-Mangalorc line is being 
delayed year after year. This is particularly 
distressing in view of the fact that the main 
hinterland of Bombay is the Konkan region. 
The hinterlands of all big cities ought to be 
well linked. 

DR. SARADISH ROY : There is no 
quorum. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The bell is being 
rung—Now there is quorum.

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE (Bombay Cen- 
tral) ; Whoever challenges quorum must be 
present in the House at the time of counting.

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI Also 
he is on the panel of Chairmen. 

MR. CHAIRMAN He is not bound to 
be present. 


SHRIR. D. BHANDARE Not bound 
to but he ought to be. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: The 
need for the Bombay-Kpnkanr-Goa-Maagalorc 
rail link was conceded in theory, but in 
practice nothing is done. We were told that 
the survey work on the Apta-Goa-Mangalore 
route would be completed before the end of 
1971, but there is no mention of the west 
coast railway in the budget speech of the hon. 
Minister, which means that he is totally 
oblivious to the needs of that region. Are we 
to believe that redfapisni has infected an 
essentially commercial administration like the 
railways ? 

I would like to reque,st the hon. Minister 
to give us a clear picture of the west coast 
railway from Apta to Mangalore, when it 
will be taken up and when it w'ill be completed. 

I would also request him to stick to the 
schedule which he might lay down. This is 
the crying need of the coastal people of 
Maharashtra and Mysore and there is 
absolutely no reason why this crying need of 
the people should be so compitely neglected 
by the authorities. 

I am afraid that the work of conversion 
to broad gauge and the work of electrification 
of the railway lines are proceeding very 
tardily. Communication is iht sine qua non of 
all development, and unless we modernise and 
improve our railway communications our 
plans will come to grief, and that is the leason 
why I request the Railway Minister to give 
up redtapism and bureaucratic delays and 
.stimulate the working of the railway adminLst- 
ration mainly on commercial lines so that 
things can be done more speedily. . 

I should then like to refer to a couple of 
useful suggestions before I close. Shirdy and 
Pandharpur in Maharashtra are places of 
pilgrimage. Apart from seasonal fairs which 
are heavily attended, the flow of pilgrims is 
almost continuous throughout the year. The 
S. T. is not able to cope with this traffic. Will 
the railways run more frequent and more 
convenient trains to these two places through¬ 
out the year ? It will ensure better earning 
for the railways and offer more convenience 
to the travelling public. 

There is a small hill station railway known 
as the Matheran railway, in my district, that 
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is, Kolaba* At present, this is the only 
communication line for the hill station with 
the plains below. And still the fares are high 
and the running of the train is irregular. 
Possibly this is not a remunerative line, but 
that is no reason why the railway adminis¬ 
tration should neglect it. 

It Is indeed heartening to note that the 
railway administration has decided to work 
for self-sufficiency. In fact this should have 
been done long ago. All I would say is that 
self-sufficiency should be linked with planned 
expansion to give the backward regions like 
Konkan and Goi a chance to be in line with 
the rest of India. The idea that our region 
alone is neglected for decades for no fault of 
its own must be removed by the railway ad¬ 
ministration both in the interest of national 
harmony and in the interest of justice and 
fairplay. 

The railways have a considerable cultural 
part to play. They are the harbinger of 
modernism. They not only revolutionise the 
economy of the region but they ini' xluce new 
ideas and new values of life. 

DR. SARADISH ROY Sir, there is no 
quorum. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : You should not 
raise the question of quorum and then go 
out. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT : It is 
for this reason that at least those that talk of 


ushering in a social and socialistic revolution 
should not be guilty of cutting oft a whole 
region from the rest of India. 

With these words, I support the railway 
budget. 

DR. SARADISH ROY : There is no 
quorum. 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Shri Dhandapani. 

SHRIC. T. DHANDAPANI (Dharapu- 
ram) Mr. Chairman, Sir, 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; I would like to give 
one chance more. If there is no quorum after 
this, I will adjourn the House.

DER : 

SHRI P. GANGADEB : 

Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
be pleased to state : 

(a) whether Qovernment had asked the 
State Governments to open fair price 
shops for distributing food grains at cont¬ 
rolled prices through a circular recently; 

(b) if so, the main feature thereof; and 

(c) the reaction of the State Govern¬ 
ments thereto ? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) and (b). 
During the past few months several circu¬ 
lars wcie sent to State Governments advis¬ 
ing them to strengthen and enlarge fair 
price distribution of Government food- 
grains at fixed price and to open more 
fair price shops where necessary. 

(c) The State Governments have’repor- 
ted to have taken necessary action. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER : I would like to know from the 
Minister whether, after the opening of the 
fair price shops, the price rise has been 
checked or not. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
Marginally the price rise has been checked, 
not only because of the opening of fair 
price shops, but because of a number of 
other measures taken by the Government 
of India. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; In view of 
the new distribution policy and in the 
context of the parodoxical situation of 
plenty with the rising cost of living, may 
I know whether a reasonable relief will be 
given to the consumer by further reducing 
the controlled price of foodgrains distri¬ 
buted through the fair price shops ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE ; 
This matter is usually considered at the 
Chief Ministers’ conferences. We are go¬ 
ing to have such a conference for consider¬ 
ing the problems relating to the price 
policy on rabl cereals on 8th April next 
and perhaps this matter also would be 
considered in that oonfetence. Hon. mem- 
bas will appredate that this year on acco¬ 
unt of several reasons—flood, dislocation of 
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transport, large-scale influx of refugees, 
etc.-—there has been some price rise in cer¬ 
tain parts of the country, despite a very 
comfortable food position.

SHRI ANNASAHEB 1». SHINDE ; 
I appreciate that the public distribution 
system in the rural areas is not as strong 
as we desire it to be. Therefore, wo have 
written to the State Governments from 
time to time to try and strengthen the pub¬ 
lic distribution system in the rural areas. 
But the impression of the hon. member 
that the fair price shops are mainly located 
in urban areas and not in rural areas is not 
quite correct. Out of the total number of 
1.22 lakh fair price shops in the country, 
2i times are in the rural areas compared 
to urban areas. 

DR. RANEN SEN : Besides rise in 
prices of the foodgrains distributed by the 
fair price shops, is it a fact that the quality 
of foodgrains is also deteriorating evety 
year and there are complaints about it 
from almost all parts of the country, inclu¬ 
ding towns, cities and villages ? If so, 
may I know what steps Government ate 
taking to improve the quality of rice 
supplied ? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDB : 
There is some truth in the complaint made 
by the hon. member. Our attention has 
been drawn to it and my ministry is seized 
of the matter. Last year large quantities 
of wheat were damaged by rain and in 
order to help the prodtKers we have to 
purchase the rain-damaged wheat. There¬ 
fore, there are some genuine complaints 


about it. Regarding rice ultimately it is 
only the public procurement agencies which 
procure it and on the basis of our past 
experience, we are trying to improve the 
system as a whole. 

MR. SPEAKER : Next question. 

SHRI S. M, BANERJEE : He 1|^ not 
touched on sugar, which is also distributed 
through fair price shops. It is also a food- 
grain.

price. 

(b) So far, the quantity sold is 1,10,463 
tonnes. The average price realized has 
been slightly above Rs. 82 per quintal as 
against the issue price of Rs. 78 per quintal 
fixed by Oovernmmt for issue through tha 
public distribution system. The extra 
amoont realized by open maiket sales as 
against the issue price of Rs. 78 is yet to 
be worked out. 
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(c) Opm market sales of wheat imp* 
roved market availability of wheat consid¬ 
erably and was instrumental in bringing 
down open market prices of wheat to some 
extent. The wholesale price index for 
wheat prior to the implementation of the 
scheme was 220.4 points and after the 
scheme was put into operation the price 
index has come down to 217.9 points. 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA : 
Due to the change in the policy will there 
be any reduction in the price of wheat in 
the country 7 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : 
This was sold in the open market where 
the prices were going up. This has nothing 
to do with the fair price shops or ration 
shops where the price is controlled.

MR. SPEAKER : This question is about 
the conference of Directors. 

SHRl UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
1 have not got the figures for 1970-71 ; I 
have got them only up to the end of 1969 
and I can give those figures. 

MR. SPEAKER : This question did not 
arise here, but if you have got the infor¬ 
mation, it is all right; I do not object. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT ; 
I can give the figures for the last five years. 
In 1965, the number of samples examined 
was 1,66,900-and-odd, the number of 
samples found adulterated was 61,900 and 
the percentage of samples found adulterated 
was 31 per cent; in 1966, the number of 
samples examined was 1,74,000, more than 
the previous year, the number of samples 
found adulterated was 44,500, that is, 
25 per cent only; in 1967, the parcen- 
tage was 25.2 per cent; in 1968, it was 
24.3 per cent and in 1969, it was 22 per 
cent. There were 30.250 convictions under 
the Act in 1965, 23,282 in 1966, 20,000 in 
1967. 17,800 in 1968 and 15,700 in 1969. 
This shows the trend. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORB SINHA: 
The hon. Minister has told us that he has 
brought certain changes in the laws since 
1965. Will he condescend to tell us whether 
the amendments in the laws have brought 
about some improvement in the situation 
since 1965 and whether he is satisfied with 
it? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 

I am not satisfied, but I have Just now been 
t^ing precisely that there has been sprae 
small improveawnt. 
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SHRI GT. DHANDAPANI: The 
Minister says that the State Governments 
are not properly talcing action to check 
adulteration of food. At the same time, 
the State Governments are complaining 
that they are not getting proper instructions 
from the Central Government. I would 
like to ask the Minister whether the 
Government is considering to entrust the 
whole work to the State Governments. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
It is already in the hands of the State 
Governments. It will be an interference 
if the Central Government went on giving 
them instructions as to how to carry on 
their work, It is a State subject. 

SHRI H.K.L. BHAGAT ; The enforce¬ 
ment of this Act is with State Governments 
while in the case of Delhi it is with the 
Delhi Municipal Corporation. May I know 
whether the Government of India have 
reviewed the working of this Act, the 
enforcement of this Act, by the Delhi 
Municipal Corporation and it has been 
found to be highly unsatisfactory and, if 
so, will the Government of India consider 
the question of giving the enforcement of 
this Act to the Delhi Administration 
instead of to the Delhi Municipal Corpora¬ 
tion ? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT; 

I went into these figures this morning. I 
find that the number of samples drawn 
in Delhi is less, about half the number 
during the last two years. 1 will consider 
the suggestion given by the hon. Member. 

MR. SPEAKER : A slip on my part 
has drifted us away from the main 
Question. I just agreed that let the Minis¬ 
ter give figures because there was the young 
Member who asked for them. Now, it has 
gone to the Delhi Municipal Corporation. 
The Question was simpiOas to whether any 
Conferrooe is being hold or not. It would 
have been sufficient to say, yes or np. Ypu 
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are now going to other Municipal Corpora¬ 
tions also. Next Question.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) and (b) 
The Government’s view, which has been in¬ 
dicated on previous occasions is that the 
Master Plan provides a useful framework 
with reference to which detailed planning 
can be taken up. It has been pointed out 
that as the public and co-operative sectors 
are also involved in addition to the Govern¬ 
ment sector, detailed plans should be corre¬ 
lated with an assessment of resources avail¬ 
able in the various sectors. There has been 
no change in this approach. 

SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN: May I know 
from the hon. Minister the broad outline of 
the State Plan? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The State Master Plan broadly envisages an 
investment to the tune of Rs.30S crores over 
a period of 20 years. That is broadly the 
framework of this Master Plan. 

AN HON. MEMBER : To do what? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : For 
Ssheries development. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; I cannot undn- 
stand how Rs. 305 crores can represent a 
Plan. ‘Plan’ means plan for action and not 
plim for speiidlag. 


MR. SPEAKER : It is better he replies 
rather than the Minister. {Tmerruptian) 

SHRI M. K. KRISHNAN ; The Master 
Plan envisages a foreign exchange earning 
ofRs. 170 crores per annum instead of 
Rs. 20 crores at present. Will the Oovem' 
ment take an early decision to approve the 
Plan? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE ; The 
State Government addressed a letter to the 
hon. Minister of Food and Agriculture, 
Shri F. A, Ahmed, as well as to the Prime 
Minister. We have amply clarified our 
position to the State Government. The 
Master Plan that has been formulated is in 
broad and general terms and for a .period 
of 20 years. First of all, our planning is 
over a period of five years. Apart from 
that, take the case of Cochin; here the Ran 
which has been formulated only suggests 
that a harbour may be located at Cochin. 
“Investigation is in progress. An amount 
of Rs. 100 lakhs is to be provided for this.” 
I am quoting from the Master Plan. As the 
hon. Member may be aware. Cochin har¬ 
bour was sanctioned by the Government of 
India and our detailed investigation indi¬ 
cated that not Rs. 1 crore but Rs. 2^ crores 
would be required. Government of India 
have sanctioned Rs. 2i crores for this. 
Therefore, our suggestion to Kerala Gov¬ 
ernment is to speed up the details of the 
Plan so that efforts can be made to tie up 
the various elements involved .and specify 
the Government’s policy in each item. 

SHRI JYOnRMOY BASU : May I 
know from the hon. Minister whether, in 
this region of the cotmtry, a number of 
foreign-controlled monopoly business 
houses are coming into operation in the 
matter of fishing and if so, why Govern¬ 
ment have allowed theM people to come 
there? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE ; I 
can reply to this very forCefhlly, Sir, but is 
it a relevant question? This is Master Plan 
«r Kerala. has nothing 

but only that sub/ect in his mind. 
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SHRI VARKEY GEORGE : I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther Government has any plan to allow 
foreign collaboration in implementing the 
Master Plan in Kerala and if so, the name 
of the foreign country. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE : The 
genera] policy on foreign collaboration is 
under active consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. We wish to spell out, in the 
near future, the Government’s policy, and 
in the light of the Government’s decision, 
perhaps it should be possible even to go into 
the proposal of collaboration formulated 
by the Government of Kerala or by the 
parties. ' 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Was that 
question quite relevant. Sir? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : It was. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; We learn, 
Sir. If a question embarrasses the Govern¬ 
ment and if that is ruled out, keeping that 
in mind, we can only express our regrot. 

SHRI R. D. BHANDARE : That posi- 
tion is not correct.

This resulted in a 
clash between Harijans and Swarna Gwalas 
and five persons belonging to both the sides 
were injured.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE.

SHER SINGH): (a) and (b) The proposal 
to appoint a high-powered commission for 
looking into Community Development and 
Panchayati Raj is under the active consi¬ 
deration of the Government. It was first 
mooted by the Consultative Committee of 
Parliammit for the Department in 1969 and 
has since been reiterated by the Cohsutca- 
tive Councils attached to the Ministry.

PROP. SHER SINOH : The high- 
power commission has not yet been set up. 
It is yet to be set up. 

SHRI PRABHUDAS PATEL : A 
decision to that eficct has already been 
taken by the Community Development 
Council. When will that decision be 
implemented by the Ministry ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The MinistW says 
(hat it has not yet been set up. 

PROF. SHER SINGH : The high-power 
commission is yet to be set up. 

MR. SPEAKER : It will be set up. He 
is asking about implementation. 

SHRI PRABHUDAS PATEL ; There 
seems to be some difference in the efficiency 
of the implementation of the community 
development programmes from State to 
State. 


PROF. SHER SINGH : The perfor¬ 
mance of the Community Development and 
Panchayati Raj programmes is not uniform 
in all the States. It differs from State to 
State. In some States, it is very well and 
in some other States, it has not been so 
well. That is also one of the terms of the 
proposed Commission. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : It appears from 
the reply given by the Minister that the 
proposal is receiving the Government’s 
active consideration since 1969, but no 
action has been taken so far. It means 
that the Government have ignored the 
advice of the Consultative Committee as 
well as the need for an integtated approach 
to the problem. Keeping this in view, 
may I know whether the Oovernmeot are 
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avnure of the fact that there is an over> 
lapping of the functions under the different 
centra Uy>spoasored schemes ? 

If so, wifi the Government propose to 
have planning for integrated approach 
during the pendency of the appointment of 
the high power commission ? 


PROF. SUER SINGH : The delay 
was because the terms of reference were 
modified. The Ministry suggested soms 
names; those names were not acceptable. 
We are now actively considering the 
appointment of this commission very soon 
and this question will of course be one of 
the terms of reference of the Commission 
itself and we want that there should be no 
overlapping. That is the attitude w; are 
taking now. 


SHRI P. M. MEHfA : Are they 
prepared to take action ? That is what I 
want to know. 


PROF. SHER SINGH : Certainly we 
are taking action, as I said. In the recent 
meeting of the Council also this question 
came up that there should not be over¬ 
lapping. We want to sje that there is no 
overlapping. 


SHRE S. M. BANERJEE : It is a fact 
and I hope the Minister knows that the 
functioning of community development in 
various States is far from satisfactory. 
Before any Commission is appointed within 
2 years or 3 years, I would like to know 
from the Minister, whether any effort has 
been made or not to assess which has deve¬ 
loped, whether the community or the 
department. Because, it apprars, it is only 
^Department which has developed and 
not the community. So I want to know 
whether any assessment has been made in 


the Dspartment itself about the failuteof 
the community development programmes. 

PROF. SHBR SIRGH : We are miking 
assejsmint and we wint thit this Commu¬ 
nity Devetopmint Progrimui bjcotijs the 
champio.t of the weaker sections of our 
population. The Community Development 
Department is doing very useful wi.'k, this 
carers to rural employment, taking interest 
in promjting sraill farmers, development 
agancies of farming, etc.

giving the information required i:. laid on 
the table of the Sabha. 

Statkment 

The State Road Transport Under¬ 
takings in Assam, Himachal Pradesh, 
Jammu & Kashmir, Manipur, Tripura and 
West Bengal (North Bengal State Road 
Transport Corporation) are operating 
goods services, to a limited extent, besides 
passenger services. The Central Govern¬ 
ment have established the Central Road 
Transport Corporation Ltd. which operates 
goods services between Calcutta and the 
northern parts of West Bengal and Assam. 
In some other States, nationalised passenger 
services also carry goods on a restricted 
scale as unaccompanied parcels. 

2. In view of the constraint on 
resources, the emphasis is on consolidating 
and Improving the passenger road transport 
services in the public sector. This aspect is 
particularly emphasised during the discus¬ 
sions with the State Governments in the 
Planning Commission on their Amnual 
Plan proposals relating to road transpor. 
The caceemive responsibility in respect of 


road transport vests in the State Govern- 
ments; information regarding their idansor 
proposals to enter the field of goods 
transport in the future is not available- 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : I want to 
know whether the Central Road Transport 
Corporation which operates between 
Calcutta and Assam through North Bengal 
was created for some other reasons 7 
What are the reasons for such formation of 
Central Road Transport Corporation' for 
West Bengal and Assam only. 

SHRI OM MEHTA; There was some 
difficulty about transport of goods Jo these 
areas. So this corporation was formed, 
keeping this in view so that goods to Assam 
and other inaccessible areas could move 
more easily. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA : Is it mana¬ 
ged by Centre or by States ? In the state¬ 
ment it is staled that executive responsi¬ 
bility rests with State Governments. 

SHRI OM MEHTA : State Govern¬ 
ment has nothing to do with it; it is 
a corporation under Central Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI : In view of 
the fact that Bangla Desh has been establi¬ 
shed, may I know whether the Government 
of India are thinking of reviving the shipp¬ 
ing transport to Assam from Calcutta ? 
All the material of the Jayanti Shipping 
Company taken over by the Government 
have been destroyed. So, I want to know 
whether the shipping arrangement will be 
revived from Bengal to Assam now ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The main question 
relates to nationalisation of road trans¬ 
port. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI : The Jaya¬ 
nti Shipping Company Is also a national¬ 
ised corporation now. 
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SHRt S. M, BANfiRJBB: The Iwra. 
Member wants the natiomdisatioo of 
Seventh Fleet. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARl : All the 
miterial has baon dsitroyed. The hon. 
Minister knows it very well. I want to 
know whether the service is going to be 
revived now 7 

MR. SPEAK.ER: I am sorry that this 
does not arise out of the main question. 
He may table another question some time 
on this. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY ; With regard to 
the proposal to nationalise goods traffic by 
road, may I know whether this matter was 
referred to the Planning Commission, and 
if so, the suggestion by the Planning 
Commission to the States in this regard 7 

SHRI OM MEHTA : This matter was 
referred to the Planning Commission and 
the Planning Commission has said that at 
present in view of the severe financial 
stress and strain, the States can ill-afford 
to find resources required for nationalisa¬ 
tion of goods traflfic which would involve 
very substantial outlay, and the present 
emphasis is, therefore, on completing the 
nationalisation of passenger transport 
services and consolidating and improving 
these services.

Statement 

There are two schemes of Nutrition 
which are being implemented by the Depa¬ 
rtment of Social Welfare at present : 

(i) Special Nutrition Programme for 
Children of 0-6 year and Pregnant 
Women and Nursing Mothers in 
tribal areas and slum areas of the 
country which was started as a non- 
Plan scheme in the year 1970-71. 

(ii) Nutrition Programme through Bal¬ 
wadis in Day-care Centres for Pre¬ 
school Children in the age-group 
3-3 years of low income families' 
which was introduced as a Plan 
Programme in the year 1970-71 . 

Information regarding the two sche¬ 
mes are as follows : 

(i) Special Nutrition Programme 

The Special Nutrition Programme for 
Children of 0.6 years and Pregnant 
Wom;n and Nursing Mothers is implemen¬ 
ted by the Department in the tribal areas 
and urban slum areas of the country 
through all the State Governments and 
Union Territory Administrations except 
Meghalaya, Arunachal, Laccadiv, Minicoy 
& Amindive Islands. The expenditure 
incurred on the scheme during 1970-71 
and 1971-72 is as follows :

This programme was included in the 
Fourth Five Year Plan. This programme 
was initiated in the year 19:^-71. The 
expediture on the scheme is as follows ;

This scheme is biing impleminted in 
20 States and 6 Union Territories with 
the help of four national-level social wel¬ 
fare organisations, namely, the Central 
Social Welfare Board, Indian Council for 
Child Welfare, Bharatiya Adim Jati Sevak 
Sangh and Harijan Sevak Sangh. Out of 
5400 Balwadis through which the progra¬ 
mme is being implcmsnted 362 are located 
in tribal areas. 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : ** May I 
knovr from the hon.

Minister comes from Tamil 
Nadu and he knows Tamil, and so, I 
want to put the question in Tamil.

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU •* The traitsia- 
tion is there. So, all the Members can 
show interest while I speak in my mother- 
tongue. Kindly ask the other Members to 
hear what kind of question I am going to 
put. This is the first tims that I am 
making such a request. 

** In reply to the main question, the 
hon. Minister has laid a statement on the 
Table of the House. The statement refers 
to two schemes. The first reads as 
follows : 

“Special Nutrition Programme 
for Children of 0-6 years and preg¬ 
nant women and nursing mothers in 
tribal areas and slum areas of the 
country which was started as a non- 
Plan scheme in the year I 970-71,“. 

May I know the kind of nutritions food¬ 
stuffs supplied under these programmes, 
the categories of people to whom they 
were supplied and the basis on which 
their eligibility was determined ? If the 
basis was income, then, may I know which 
authority determined the income ? 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : The 
Special nutrition programme was started 
as a non-Pian scheme . . . 

SHRI C. CHI rnsVBU : lam sorry 
the hon. Minister is replying in English. 
He knows Tamil. So. let him explain to 
nw in Tamil. I am'sure all the Members 
wilt agree. If we both talk in Tamil, they 
will hear the translation from Tamil into 
English, As a special case, I am requesting 
the ho.i. Minister to explain it to me in 


English ftmnslatiott of question asked in Taipil 
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Tamil, because be is a Tamil Nadu Minis¬ 
ter. 

DR. KAILAS : If I want to ask a supp¬ 
lementary question, how am I to under¬ 
stand the answer ? 

MR. SPEAKER ;'Tbe practice that has 
been followed so far it diffo’ent. If a new 
practice is going to start now, then we 
Punjabis will talk to each other in Punjabi 
and those from Tamil Nadu will talk in 
Tamil.... 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI ; Let 
there be arrangement for translation from 
other larguages also. Hen. Members from 
other States are also agitated o^er this 
question. 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : Oecc for all, 
Tamil Nadu has ictilcd the language pro¬ 
blem. We are not wonied about that. 
But be belongs to Tamil Nadu and 1 am 
asking him to reply in Tamil. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Order, order. What 
is this Tamil and Tamil Nadu all the time? 
We do not hear any other word, 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : I request the 
other members also to hear the reply in 
Tunil. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI: The 
feelings of Tamil Nadu have to be proper¬ 
ly understood by the Indian leaders. That 
is why we are talking about Tamil Nadu. 

MR. SPEAKER : I do not think this 
is the appropriate time for that. Let him 
wait for some other time. 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY: Tbis 
special Nutrition Programme was started 
as long ago-.as 19^71. It has been made a 
Han Khcme for 1971-72. This scheme is 
confided to children in the tribal areas, 
children in slums in towns and big cities 


having a population of one lakh or more. 
The Nutritton food costs about ISP... 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : May I requ¬ 
est the hon. Minister to answer the point 
raised in my question ? My question is : 
what type of nutrition they are giving ? 
I do not want to know wheth^ it* costs 
18P or I6P or Rs. 19 lakhs. 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY ; For chil¬ 
dren upto 1 year, milk and food of semi¬ 
solid consistency giving 200 calories and 12 
grams of protein; for children from ]—6 
years, processed/prepared food giving 300 
calories and 12 grams of protein; for expec¬ 
tant mothers, processed/prepa«-ed food 
giving 5P0 calories and 20—25 grams of 
protein and in addition, folic acid and 
iron daily and multi-vitamin tablets on 
alternate days and; for nursing mothers, 
prccesscd/prepared food giving 500 calo¬ 
ries and 20-25 gicms of protein and MV 
tablets on alternate days. 

MR. SPAEKER : The question simply 
was about the amount spent. 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : We have 
upto now spent a little more than Rs. lo 
crores benefiting more than 20 lakh child¬ 
ren. 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : What is the 
period during which they have spent this 
amount ? 

My second question is this. They are 
providing money to all State Governments 
and Union Territories adminstrations exce¬ 
pt Meghalaya. Arunachal, Laccadiv, Mini- 
coy and Amindive Islands. They are giv¬ 
ing this only to big States, not to poor 
people in small territories and islands like 
Laccadives. Also why should not tbia 
amount be paid direct to State Oovtfb- 
ments instead of channelling through 
jffivate organisations like the Central 
Social Welfare Board, the Indian Council 
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for CThild Wdrare. Bbaratiya Adim Jati 
Sevak Sangh and the Harijan Sevak Sangh, 
and why should not Government direct 
the State Governments to do it themselves? 
I accu^ these organisations as being 
bogus sanghs. 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : Govern¬ 
ment are concerned with giving food to 
the children ... 

SHRIMATI V. JEYALAKSHMI: They 
arc all very good organisations. 

MR. SPEAKER; What has gone wrong 
with the hon. member? 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU ; I am all right. 
1 know what is this Balwadi. Day before 
yesterday, I had seen a Balwadi organisa¬ 
tion . . . 

MR. SPEAKER : Order, order. Kindly 
be patient. Do not speak at the top of 
your voice. Put the question rather a 
little softly. Do not be veiy aggressive. I 
never found you like this except after you 
have grown the beard. 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : This 
special nutrition programme is being imp¬ 
lemented through the State machinery. 
We give the amount and it is being admi- 
nistexd by the State authorities. It is 
being done througli the municipalities and 
local bodies, volunary agencies, etc. 

Regarding the Balwadies, this is a cen¬ 
trally sponsored scheme. Balwadies are 
run by the voluntary agencies: the Indian 
Council for Child Welfare, Bharatiya Adim 
Jati Sevak Sangh and the Harijan Sevak 
Sangh. These are voluntary agencies and 
they are doing it. 

SHRI C. CHITTIBABU ; These volun - 
taty agencies can be bogus. I have got 
authority which I shali produce before 
this Parliament. Instead of work being 


done, political influeaoe is comity tfttere 
and is being injected by the political 
people. This organisation should be— 
(Interruption) 

MR. SPEAKER : Are you going to sit 
down or not? 

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJI : i 
oppose what the hon. Member has said. 
The Central Social Welfare Board, the 
ICCR who are dealing in this matter, are 
doing very good work in the field. It is a 
well known fact, 

MR. SPEAKER ; I advise you not to 
clash with him on this issue. (Interruption) 
Order please. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE 
DEPARTMENT OF CULTURE (PROF. 
S. NURUL HASAN) : I would like 
to make it clear ehat the Government 
deeply value the offer which is made by 
various voluntary organisations and the 
Government hope that in all the activities 
of social welfare, the voluntary organisa¬ 
tions will play an increasingly important 
part. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am not going to 
allow any more question. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI: Why 
have the Government chosen only these 
four organisations?

National Housing Policy 

•95. SHRI ARJUN SETHI: Will the 
Minister of WORKS AND HOUSING be 
pleased to state : 

(a) whether Government are contem¬ 
plating to evolve a National Housing 

Policy; and 

(b) if so, the time by wWch the Policy 
will materialiset 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUS¬ 
ING (SHRI I. K, GUJRAL) : (a) A ntim- 
ber of social housing schemes, aimed pri- 
noarily at ameliorating the living conditions 
of the lower income brackets, have been in 
operation from 1952 onwards. However, 
studies are now under-way to evolvtf an 
overall National Housing Policy, based on 
physical, economic and fiscal considera¬ 
tions. For this purpose, a seminar is also 
scheduled at New Delhi the next month, 
where experts of various disciplines, both 
from the public and private sectors, will 
have a comprehensive exchange of views. 

(b) Obviously, no realistic time limit 
can be prescribed for such exercises. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI; In view of the 
urgency of the programme, may I know 
whether the Minister has fixed any priority 
for evolving a scheme immediately? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL ; The hon. Mem¬ 
ber must have seen that the Rashtrapati, in 
his Address, and the Finance Minister, in 
his budget speech, have laid emphasis on 
this, but I must confess that merely an al¬ 
location of priority docs not solve the pro¬ 
blem. The shortage is so acute and the 
backlog keeps on increasing at such a speed 
that the problem is really overwhelming us, 
and I think we have to do a lot of thinking 
on this to evolve any quick policy to meet 
the problem. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Has the Gov¬ 
ernment chalked out any scheme to have 
two roomed tenements for class III and IV 
employees in Delhi because the backlog is 
more than 65,000. What amount has been 
sanctioned during the Fourth Plan speci¬ 
fically for class III and IV employees? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL ; So far as 
constrwjtion for Government em|»loyees in 
Delhi is concerned, in the Plan we have an 


•• Not recorded. 
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allocation of Rs. 24 crores for Delhi and 
elsewhere but mostly it will be in Delhi. 
Most of this money is spent on lower cate* 
gories because we are not building any 
houses in higher categories. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARI : Every year some 
allotment'is made to the State Government 
for housing in rural and urban areas. The 
rural areas have been neglected. On the 
one hand there is shortage of accommoda¬ 
tion in rural as well as urban areas. But 
the State Governments are not able to 
spend money allotted to them and most of 
it lapses. What steps have the Govern¬ 
ment taken to see that the allotment made 
for housing is spent in full. Have any 
studies been made to find out how far 
these steps have improved the housing 
problem? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL : The Fo .rth Plan 
allocations are made on the basis of block 
grants and block loans and therefore it is 
not earmarked. Of course studies are un¬ 
dertaken by the working groups as to how 
much should go to housing but my regret is 
that ever since the idea of block grants and 
block loans has come in, money spent by 
the State Governments on housing is fall¬ 
ing short of our target, both rural and 
urban, and the situation is getting out of 
hand; it is worse and it has not improved. 

Outside the Plan we have taken two 
schemes in the Centre; one giving a provi¬ 
sion of 100 per cent grant for house sites in 
rural areas.

Child Welfare Projects that exist in the 
country at present is 240. Of these 49 exist 
in the backward areas; 

(b) the amount spent so far on the 
projects in the backward areas is Rs. 
61,53,620. 

(c) The two schemes are being merged, 
in respect of the nutrition part. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN : Sir, the hon. 
Minister in his reply has stated that there 
are 240 family and child welfare projects 
throughout the country and that 49 of them 
are located in backward areas. Sir, 90% of 
the population of our country live in back¬ 
ward areas of our country but it is, indeed, 
surprising that only 49 projects are located 
in the backward areas. Not only that, 
hon. Minister has also stated that a sum of 
Rs. 61,53,620 has been spent so far on tliMe 
projects. Does the tion. Minister, consider 
whether the amount spent is adequate for 
the purpose? 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : We have 
started this scheme and out of 240 projects 
that exist, in the country,. 49 are located in 
the backward areas. It is our intention to 
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expand the scheme if finance permits. It is 
not that we want to start centres only in 
forward areas. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN** ; Sir, Shri 
Siddhartha Shanker Ray, on an earlier 
occasion had stated shat this nutrition 
programme was going to be formulated on 
a five-year basis. In reply to part (c) of my 
question, it has been stated that the nutri¬ 
tion scheme and the family and child wel¬ 
fare project are being merged. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther the merger was thought of only on 
seeing my question or the matter was pro¬ 
cessed earlier? 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : It Is a 
five-year programme. 

SHRI K. NARAYANA RAO : What 
precisely is the nature of the activities that 
have been contemplated under the family 
and child welfare schemes? 

SHRI K. S. RAMASWAMY : Let me 
explain the objectives of the scheme. 

They are: 

(1) Provision of integrated social 
welfare services to children in the 
villages, specially to pre-school 
education; 

(2) Provision of basic training to 
women and girls in home craft, 
mother-craft, health, education, 
nutrition and child care and of 
the essential health and maternity 
services for women;

A state¬ 
ment showing wholesale prices of sugar in 
the open market at important consuming 
centres in various States during the last 
three months as on 7th January, 1972, 4th 
February, 1972 and 3rd March, 1972 is laid 
on the Table of the House [Placed in 
Library. See No. LT-1468/72] 

(c) The main reasons for the rise in 
the prices are :— 

(i) expectation of a substantial fall 
in the production of sugar, as a 
result of a fail in the area under 
sugar-cane, and the damage to 
the standing crop by excessive 
rains and floods in the north 
and drought in some areas in 
south;

(d) The following steps have been 
taken to check the rise in price of sugar 
during 1971-72 

(i) The quantity of sugar for sale 
by sugar ; factories is being 
regulated by monthly releases. 

(ii) The period of delivery of sugar 
by factories against the release 
orders has been reduced from 
45 to 30 days. 

(iii) Sugar factories have been pro¬ 
hibited from refusing to deliver 
sugar if undespatched sugar is 
available with them against a 
valid release order. 

(iv) Sugar factories have been pro¬ 
hibited from despatching to any 
one dealer more than 2,200 
quintals of sugar per week. 

(v) Sugar factories are required to 
drapatch or deliver at least 20 
per cent of the released quota 
of sugar, every week. 

(vi) Quantitative restrictions have 
been imposed on holding of 


stocks by dealers;the quantitative 
limits being 250 quintals in the 
case of dealers in towns having 
population of less than 1 lakh, 
500 quintals in the case of cities 
with' a population between 1 
lakh and 5 lakhs, and 1,000 
quintals in case of cities with a 
population of over 5 lakhs, 
except that in the case of imptfr- 
ters in Calcutta the limit is 
7,500 quintals. 

(vii) While the sugar factories are 
free to sell sugar in any States, 
inter-state movement of sugar 
by dealers has been banned. 

(viii) Bank advances to sugar dealers 
against sugar stocks have been 
restricted and bank margins 
thereon have been increased 
from 45 to 65 per cent. 

(ix) In consultation with the sugar 
industry, a scheme was intro¬ 
duced with effect from 1st 
January, 1972, under which the 
sugar industry makes available 
60 per cent of the released quota 
of sugar every month at a fixed 
price for distribution mainly to 
domestic consumers through 
fair price shops and the same is 
being allotted to State Govern¬ 
ments for arranging such distri¬ 
bution. 

(e) Yes Sir, to some extent in areas 
where the dealers could not lift appreciable 
part of the quota from factories due to 
transport difficulty or other causes.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) The 
Central Tuber Crops Research Institute of 
the Indian Council of Agricultural Research 
was established at Trivandrum in July. 
1963. The Government of Kerala provided 
32 acres of undulating land which after 
terracing, levelling and bunding is being 
utilised as the experimental farm. The 
aims and objectives of Central Tuber Crops 
Research Institute are to evolve improved 
varieties of tuber crops like tapioca, sweet 
potato, yam etc. and formulate practical 
measures for increasing the yield and 
quality of tuber crops. 

In order to strengthen the research 
activities of the Institute, additional staff 
has been provided under the Fourth Five 
Year Plan Scheme. Laboratory building 
and glass house are being constructed. 

(b) The Achievement Audit Commit¬ 
tee of the Central Tuber Crops Research 
Institute which visited the Institute in 
April, 1971 have made the following impor¬ 
tant recommendations :— 

(i) To fill up the vacant posts 
sanctioned under the expansion 
plan of the Institute. (The Direc¬ 
tor, Central Tuber Crops 
Research Institute has been 
asked to fill up all the vacant 
posts, urgently). 

(ii) The necessity for early construc¬ 
tion of the buildings of the 
Institute. (Construction work 
has been started by the Central 
Public Works Department).

They have also paid the 
cost of deficiencies in respect of Water 
supply and sewer lines directly to the water 
Supply and Sewage Disposal Undertaking 
in accordance with the resolution passed by 
the Water Supply Committee on the 14th 
October, 1971, which is yet to be ratified 
by the Standing Committee of the Munici¬ 
pal Corporation of Delhi. The General 
Wing of the Corporation and the Water 
Supply and Sewage Disposal Undertaking 
would now complete the deficiencies in 
services.

Stalls of the Delhi Milk Scheme are Non¬ 
industrial Class III Government employees. 
They are governed in respect of the general 
conditions of service such as working 
hours, overtime allowance and other 
amenities by the rules and orders of the 
Government of India in force from time 
to time as applicable to appropriate 
categories of employees in the Delhi Milk 
Scheme. They are not governed by the 
Factory Act for purposes of working hours, 
overtime allowance and other amenities. 

(b) The information is being collected 
and will be laid on the Table of the House. 
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Working Hours of the Staff ofD.M.S. 

Booth in Various Departments/Ministries 

647. SHRI K. SURVANARAYANA ;

With effect 
from 1st March, 1972, the working hours 
of the staff employed at the D.M.S. Stalls 
in the various Ministries and Offices of 
the Governmrnt are from 9.30 A.M. to 
6,45 P.M. with a lunch break between 
12.30 P.M. and 1 P.M. 

(b) The closure time of the Ministries 
is 6,30 P.M. The revised closing times of 
the Stalls is 5.46 P.M. The stalls remain 
open for fifteen minutes extra to enable 
the staff to close the daily accounts after 
the sales are over.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF WORKS AND HOUS¬ 
ING (SHRI I. K. GUJRAL) : (a) The 
scale of pay of Junior Engineers is Rs. 
180-10-290-EB 15—380. The pay of a 
Graduate who joins as a Junior Engineer 
is fixed at Rs. 240 and the pay of a Diploma 
holder Junior Engineer who acquires 
Degree or AMIE qualification while in 
service is fixed at Rs. 240 in the scale with 
effect from the date of the announcement 
of the result of the examination so passed, 
if his pay is less than Rs. 240 on that 
date. The maximum of six increments 
are given to Diploma holders as an incen¬ 
tive for acquiring the Degree/AMIB 
qualification quickly. The C.P.W.D. had 
recommended that six advance increments 
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should be given to such personnel regard¬ 
less of the stage at which they are drawing 
their pay in the prescribed scale. As the 
Third Pay Commission is seized with the 
problem of pay scales, it has been decided 
to wait for their recommendations. 

(b) Yes, Sir, In view of the availabi¬ 
lity of a very large number of Graduate 
Engineers including 1st Class Graduate 
Engineers for consideration for selection as 
Junior Engineers, Engineer-in-Chief had 
issued instructions for recruitment of 1st 
Class Graduate Engineers failing which 
other Graduate Engineers, in the Grade 
of Junior Engineers. As there is no quota 
fixed for Graduate Engineers and Diploma 
holders for recruitment to the post of Junior 
Engineers, the question of imbalance in 
the cadre does not arise. 

(c) The Recruitment Rules for appoint¬ 
ment to the grade of Assistant Engineers 
have been notified. The quota for appoint¬ 
ment by different methods which were 
adopted in consultation with the U.P.S C. 
had not, however, been notified. In accor¬ 
dance with the adopted quota, parity was 
maintained in regard to the promotion of 
Graduate Junior Engineers and non-Gra- 
duate Junior Engineers. Tiie Delhi High 
Court has recently held in a Writ Petition 
filed by some of the Assistant Engineers 
in the C. P, W. D. that the quota for appo¬ 
intment to the grade of Assistant Engineers 
have not been correctly determined. In 
the light of this judgment, promotion to 
the grade of Assistant Engineer will be 
made hereafter, from a common list of eli¬ 
gible ofBcers consisting of both Graduate 
and non.Graduates on the basis of merit- 
cum-seniority.

Excavations in Purana Qila in New Delhi 

652. SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; Will 
the Minister of EDUCATION AND SO¬ 
CIAL WELFARE be pleased to state the 
latest progress report regarding excavation 
in the Purana Qila site. New Delhi? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND IN THE DE¬ 
PARTMENT OF CULTURE (PROF. 
S. NURUL HASAN) : The excavations at 
Purana Qila were resumed for the 
third season on the 3 rd December, 


1971, with two fold purposes : {IJ 
to ascertain the nature of structures of 
the Mughal Period between Sher Mandal 
and Qila-i-Kuhna mosque and (ii) to 
probe into the periods prior to circa 
5th century B. C. 

As a result of these excavations, two 
structural phases of the Mughal Period 
were brought to light. Belonging to the 
lower phase are the remains of a stone- 
fiagged court and a massive brick wall 
with associated floors. The structures of 
the upper phase are mainly represented by 
a Hammam-complex and a house with a 
square cistern inside. Notable antiquities of 
the period consist of fragment*of coloured 
tiles, terracotta finials with numerous des¬ 
igns on the exterior, sherds of glazed ware, 
Chinese porcelain and a paper-thin deluxe 
ware, pieces of glass bottles, and terracotta 
lamp-stands and figurines. 

In lower levels the remains of ordinary 
houses of rubble, mud-brick and brick¬ 
bats were also brought to light. These 
belonged to the Sultanate Period, as indi¬ 
cated by the associated coins. 

Deep digging at a few places confirmed 
the sequence already determined during 
the last two seasons. However, in one of 
the trenches, below the levels associated 
with the Northern Black Polished Ware, 
a cultural horizon represented by a fine 
and thin grey ware closely affiliated to the 
Painted Grey Ware has now been located. 


Shipyard Project at Cochin

Since then a for¬ 
mal decision to form a company has also 
been taken and the company is expected 
to bo registered shortly.

This 
proposal has been approved by the Plann¬ 
ing Commission and is now to be cleared 
by the Ministry of Finance. 

(b) The main features of the scheme 
are the intensification of the current prog- 
Tamrae of research of the institute and 
provision of adequate facilities for expand¬ 
ed programme of research activities. It 
is also proposed to start investigations on 
oil palm, and varieties of Spices under the 
above Institute. 


Report of Enquiry Committee on the 

Working of Lifts In Government 
Buildings

The Government had appoin¬ 
ted a Committee under the chairmanship 
of the Chief Engineer (Electrical), Central 
Public Works Department, with represen¬ 
tatives of the Central Public Works 
Department, Ministry of Works and 
Housing and the Diroctorafe General of 
Supplies and Disposals as member, in 
August, 1968 and the Committee submitted 
its report in May, 1969. 

(b) The recommendations of the 
Committee were duly communicated to the 
concerned authorities for implementation. 
However, following a fatal accident that 
took place despite the above action, a 
further Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Fngineer-in Chief, Central Public Works 
Department, with the Chief Engineer (Ele¬ 
ctrical Central Public Works Department 
and representatives of the Directorate 
General of Supplies and Disposals, Direc¬ 
torate General of Technical Development, 
Central Water and Power Commission, 
as members, has been appointed to 
go into this question again. The Commit¬ 
tee will report, inter-alia OT whether 
the recommendations of the previous 
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committee have been implemented prop* 
erly and what further steps are required to 
be taken and by whom. The Committee 
will also make further recommendations 
with a view to ensure that the lift services 
in Government buildings operate with 
maximum of safety and efficiency.

Reclamation of Water Logged Areas of 
Cliambal Project Command with Asrist- 
ance of United Nations Development 
Programme 

658. SHRI N. K. SANGHI: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
to state ; 

(a) whether as a result of pilot project 
carried out with the assistantance of the 
United Nations Development Programme, 
about 20 per cent of the waterlogged areas 
of the Chainbal Project command area is 
rcclaimablc for cultivation by consolidation 
of holdings, terracing and reshapping and 
that the farmers in this process,are fully 
co-operative; 

(b) whether the Government of Raja¬ 
sthan have formulated a scheme for deve¬ 
lopment of 45,000 acres out of five lac 
acres and have sought Central assistance 
for this purpose; and 

(c) if so, whether Government have 
considered the matter and the decision 
taken in this regard ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (PROF. 
SHER SINGH) (a) to (c): A Land and 
Water Use and Management Project in the 
Chambal Irrigated Area, Rajasthan, was 
started with the United Nations Develop¬ 
ment Programme (Special Fund) assis¬ 
tance in March, 1968. As a result of the 
work done by this project, a system of soil 
and water management has been develop¬ 
ed, which promises to provide a remedy to 
the ills of this area. The system has been 
tried over a pilot area of about 150 acres. 
It has proved to be very popular with the 
farmers, so much so that other farmers in 
the vicinity are applying to the Project 
authorities that similar improvements may 
be carried out on their lands on cost basis, 
the cost to be repaid over a period of 10 
years. 

Briefly the new approach involves a 
detailed study of the soils, topography and 
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layout of the area commanded by each 
distributory or minor and the levelling of 
land in terraces along the contours. 
Lined water cources are provided along nat¬ 
ural ridges so as to irrigate strips lying along 
either side of them while drains to take¬ 
away excess water are provided along the 
natural depressions. To be successful it 
requires a complete redrawing of individ¬ 
ual field boundaries, the removal of bunds 
between old fields and the reallocation of 
land to farmers in the contour terraces. 
It has been possible to achieve all this in 
this pilot area and in the process to also 
carry out a voluntary consolidation of 
holdings and to save about 20% of the 
total area fwhich was previously under 
unnecessarily long and wide water resour¬ 
ces, field bunds, etc. and to a certain extent 
permanently water logged), for redistribu¬ 
tion among land owners. 

The Rajasthan Government liave form¬ 
ulated a scheme for the development of 
45,000 acres during 1971-76. The agri¬ 
cultural Refinance Corporation and the 
Agricultural Finance Corporation have 
agreed in principle to advance long-term 
loans to finance it. The Rajasthan 
Government have also sanctioned the nece¬ 
ssary staff for the execution of the scheme. 

While the State Government would 
provide the necessary funds, apart from the 
loan assistance to be made available to the 
cultivators by the A. R. C. and A. F. C., 
the Government of India have agreed to 
finance on a 100% basts the present pilot 
project for Land and water-use and Man¬ 
agement, with U. N. D.P. assistance, 
which was hitherto being financed by the 
State Government. Under this pilot pro¬ 
ject, apart from other activities, demonst¬ 
rations will be laid on the fields of cultiv¬ 
ators in such areas as are taken up for land 
development under the ARC. and A.F.C. 
schemes. 

It may also be mentioned that it has 
been decided to include the Chambal Irri¬ 
gation Command in Rajasthan in the 


Central Sector Area Development Prog¬ 
ramme under which Central assistance to 
the extent of Rs. 1 crore would be available 
to the State Government during the remain¬ 
ing period of the Fourth Plan for streng¬ 
thening of infrastructure facilities with 
regard to communications and marketing 
centres, subject to the State agreeing to meet 
the other services and facilities nectary 
for an integrated developmental approach. 


Decline in Growth of Tobacco

The maximum retail prices of the 
fertilisers mentioned above are statutorily 
fixed, for both the imported and indi¬ 
genously produced fertilisers. Regarding 
the other fertilisers, both imported and 


indigenously manufactured, like Am¬ 
monium Phosphate, Ammonium Nitro 
Phosphate, Super Phosphate NPK 
complex fertilisers etc., there is no 
statutory price control; but their prices 
prevail more or Jess at the levels of 
prices of nitrogen, phosphate and potash 
nutrients of fertilisers imported by 
Government. 

# 

(b) and (c) The prices of fertilisers 
prevailing in various countries vis-a-vis 
India as available in the latest available 
F.A.O. publications are shown in the 
attached statement. It will be seen 
therefrom that the prices of fertilisers in 
Intlia are relatively high. But it is also 
to be noted that the prices of agricultural 
produce in India are comparatively 
more remunerative than m several other 
countries. Scientific use of fertilisers, 
despite their relatively high price, brings 
in reasonable profits for the farmers. 

The price of imported fertilisers 
depend upon the cost of procurement 
from abroad. Every effort is made by 
Government to import fertilisers at the 
lowest possible cost. Government conti¬ 
nuously review the prices of these fertilisers 
and reduce the prices whenever possible. 
In fact, the prices of certain varieties of 
Ammonium Sulphate were reduced by 
Rs. 100 per tonne in 1969-70 and Urea 
by Rs. 20 per tonne in March, 1971,

(iii) the index numbers of wholesale prices 
of cereals, pulses, and industrial raw 
materials which are mostly of agricultural 
origin. It will be seen that between 1954 
and 1971, the price of a pair of bullocks 
has increased by 100 to 186 per cent in the 
different centres. The prices of selected 
inputs, as measured by their index num¬ 
bers, went up by 48 to 88 per cent over 
this period. As against these trends *in the 
prices of bullocks and other agricultural 
inputs, the prices of agricultural products, 
such as cereals, pulses and industrial raw 
materials, have shown a rise of between 
161 and 415 per cent.

No study has been made in respect of 
Bhagalpur and Ranchi Universities which 
would indicate whether standards are 
falling in Bhagalpur and Ranchi Universi¬ 
ties. 

(b) The University Grants Commission, 
within the limited resources available with 
it has been making earnest efforts to 
improve the quality and content of higher 
education in accordant^ with its statutory 
responsibility.

The Government have also prepared a 
Master Plan for expansion of Health, 
Medical and Family Planning Services in 
rural areas. 

The Master Plan includes the foliowiing 
schemes: 

(i> Revised pattern of Mh-ceotres 
attached to Primary Health Con- 
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trcs—Provision of ANMs and Basic 
Health Workers ; 

(ii) Establishment of Primary Health 
Centres in Blocks which are with* 
out them and addition of Family 
Planning Wings to each of the 
Primary Health Centres—comple¬ 
tion of buildings of Primary Health 
centres and staff quarters—Aug¬ 
mentation of staff and provision of 
drugs and equipment; 

(ili) Development of Referral Services— 
Upgradation of Primary Health 
Ceiltres/Dispensaries to 25 bed 
* Hospitals ; 

(iv) Mobile Training-cum service 
Hospitals and Dispensaries on 
contribution basis; 

(v) Involvement of Hnspitals and Dis - 
pensaries in preventive and promo¬ 
tional care; 

(vi) Role of Voluntary Organisations 
in running Medical Institutions; 

(vit) Special camps; and 
(viii) Village Sanitation. 

Action for implementation of these 
schemes has already been initiated and 
the present position is given in the state- 
ment-II laid on the Table of the 
House.

were without any health centres as on 
30-9-1971. 

(b)and(c). Tiis nejessary particulars 
are given in the attached statement. 

It was originally planned that all the 
Community Development Blocks in the 
country would be provided with at least 
one primary health centre by the end of 
Third Five Year Plan. This, however, 
could not be achieved. The scheme of esta-* 
blishment of primary health centres has been 
a Centrally aided program ne from the first 
plan upto 1968-69. During the Fourth Five 
Year Plan the establishment of new pri- 
miry health ce.ntres, co.istruotio.i of buil¬ 
dings for the existing primary health cen¬ 
tres, and staff quarters and augmentation 
of staff, equipment, drugs, maintenance of 
vehicles etc. are included in the State 
sector for which the State Governments 
are responsible. The State Governments 
arc, hovever, being given bloc grants for 
the State Plan daring the Fourth Five 
Year Plan. 

It is proposed to complete the establish¬ 
ment of Primary Health Ciatros in all the 
remaining Com nunity Development 
blocks during the Fourth Plan period 
priority being given to Blocks which have 
entered into malaria maintenance 
phase. 

Central assistance is bsing prqvided to 
the State Qoveraments for streagthenlng 
the basic health service staff%t the prt- 
tmry health centres,.

National 
Institute of Communicable Diseases to a 
Conference in August 1971. it was 
estimated that SO to 60 per cent of the 
morbidity and 30 to 40 per cent deaths in 
India were due to communicable diseases 
and the major part was attributed to water¬ 
borne diseases due to organic contami¬ 
nation. 

(c) Upto 31st March 1971, out of 2,462 
towns in the country, 1,281 towns have 
been provided with piped water supply 
while in the rural areas about 20,000 
villages have been provided with piped 
water supply. It is expected that the State 
Governments will take up schemes relating 
to water supply on a priority basis in areas 
having public health problems. These 
m«tsures are intended to eliminate, to some 
extent, water-borne diseases in the country.

The 
State Governments are free to utilise the 
block Central assistance under various 
schemes and projects included in their 
Plan on the basis of their own requirements 
and priorities.

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN¬ 
TARY AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 
(a) to (d). A number of steps have been 
taken since 3rd November, 1971, when the 
Delhi Transport Corporation was formed, 
to streamline the working of the city 
transport service. Some of the important 
steps are as under :— 

(1) The average daily number of buses 
on road rose from 1089 in 
September 1971 to 1237 in January 
1972. 

(2) Schedules have been readjusted to 
extract increased kilometrage from 
the existing fleet. The total kilo¬ 
metrage operated was 73.01 lakhs 
in January 1972 as against 58.95 
lakhs in September 1971. 

(3) The number of missing trips has 
been reduced from 34.7% in 
September 1971 to 19% currently. 

(4) Twentynine buses liave been hired 
from the U.P, Government 
Roadways. 

(5) Orders have already been placed 
for 294 additional buses (including 
30 mini buses) which will start 
coming by May 1972. 

(6) Special squads have been formed to 
detect cases of ticktless travel and 
other irrqpilarlties. 

(7) Strict measures have been adopted 
to ensure stopping of buses at 
regular bus stops. 
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(8) Special arrangements have been 
made to clean buses at important 
termini/changeover points. 

(9) A Public Relations Officer has been 
appointed for handling public 
complaints expeditiously. 

(10) Proper display of destinations in 
front of the buses and route 
numbers on the sides has been 
arranged. 

As a result, considerable improvement 
has been achieved. The present fleet of 
buses is not adequate to meet the require¬ 
ments "fully but with the availability of 
buses already ordered and as a result of the 
measures mentioned above, the service is 
expected to improve further.

Criterion for Defrayal of cost by Govern¬ 
ment for National Highways 

756. SHRI C. M. STEPHEN : Will

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN- 
TARY AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 
(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) National Highway Links 

In terms of the National Highways Act, 
1956, such parts of National Highways as 
are situated within any municipal area, 
which under that Act means an area with a 
population of 20,000 or more, the control 
or management of which is entrusted to a 
Municipal Committee, a Town Area Com¬ 
mittee, a Town Committee or any autho¬ 
rity, are not regarded as National High¬ 
ways. However, in terms of Section 8 of 
the N. H. Act, 1956,’ the Government of 
India can provide for the develofHnent and 
maintenance of portions passing throi«h 
suc^ municipal areas also after entm'ing into 
An agreement with the State Government 
>^concetned. The Qovtvnc^t of Indhi 
Josr themlft^a mentioned Mow In reft^ird 
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to the development and maintenance of 
these portions or for constructing alterna¬ 
tive links for taking through traffic on 
National Highways : 

(i) If the portions within the muni¬ 
cipal area have a minimum road land width 
of not less than 100 ft. (50 ft. for National 
Highway and 25 ft. on either side of the 
National Highway link for service roads) 
and are also free from encroachments or 
leased structures, such links could be deve¬ 
loped as permanent National Highway 
links with Central Government meeting the 
full cost including the cost of provision of 
service roads but excluding the cost of acqu¬ 
isition of any built up property. In regard 
to subsequent maintenance, the Central 
Government's share will be limited to the 
National Highway link portion only and 
that too upto a sum calculated at the rate 
of Rs. 5,000 per mile or the actual expendi¬ 
ture incurred, whichever is loss. The main¬ 
tenance of the service roads on either side 
of the National Highway link will be the 
responsibility of the concerned Slate Gov¬ 
ernment. 

(ii) in the case of portions of the high¬ 
ways within the municipal areas nut sui¬ 
table for development as permanent Natio¬ 
nal Highway links, the Central Government 
will undertake to cunstiuct and maintain 
the byepass at their cost. Until such a bye- 
pass IS consuucted, the Central Government 
Will also be prepared to defray the main¬ 
tenance expenditure ol the portions of the 
road within the municipal area, subject to 
a limit of Rs. 5,00U per mile or the actual 
expenditure, whichever is less. 

The reason for adopting the aforesaid 
criteria for National Highway links passing 
through municipal areas having a popula¬ 
tion of 20,000 or more was mainly that the 
Government of India’s policy has been to 
byepass such municipal limits and to pro¬ 
vide uninterrupted and congestion-free 
facilities for cfarougA traffic which would 
not be possible normally through a moni- 
cipal area. However, with a view to utilise 
existing links which are either suitable or 


rendered so by the State Government at Its 
coat to enable segr^ation of local traSic for 
facilitating uninturrupted flow of through 
traffic by constructing parallel service roads, 
financial assistance for the development of 
the link is available as indicated above. 

National Highway byepasses. 

In the case of a National HigHWay 
byepass, the State Government is requi¬ 
red to construct parallel service roads at 
its cost before permitting building activities 
alongside that byepass. However, if the 
byepass lies wiiliin the municipal limits 
for any reason, the State Government is 
required io addition, to bear the cost of 
acquisition of at least 35 ft. of land on 
either side at the time the land is being 
acquired for the byepass itself. 

The reason for adopting these differing 
criteria is that the construction of byepg- 
sses within municipal limits leads to app¬ 
reciation of land prices, considerable 
building activities and other developments 
necessitating immediate construction of 
service roads for free and uninterrupted 
flow of traffic. It is, therefore, considered 
appropriate that the State Government at 
least meets in addition the cost of the land 
required for the service roads in the case 
of such byepasse.

over the caves was not desirable, a view 
also held by the Survey. It was also bro¬ 
ught to the notice of the experts that the 
Survay had succeeded in substantially 
stopping the leakage of water in the 
Caves. 

The temples at Konarak and Mahaba¬ 
iipuram, being situated on the sea-shore, 
were naturally exposed to the action of 
salt-iaden sea-breezes. However, they are 
regularly treated by application of preser¬ 
vatives to minimise the effect of salt action 
on the age-old fabric of the moniunent. 
The Survey is alive to the problem of con¬ 
servation and there are adequate arrange¬ 
ments at each of these places to tackle 
with the peculiar problems of each place.

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The Unit is mainly concerned with the 
ftinctions prescribed in Rule 9 of the Pre¬ 
vention of Food Adulteration Rules in 
respect of Inter-State offences and helps 
in giving technical guidance to State 
Governments. 

A new Food Research and Standardi¬ 
sation Laboratory is being established 
in Ghaziabad. 

The training of Food Analysis has been 
started at the Central Food Laboratory, 
Calcutta. The Food Inspectors are being 
trained at the Directorates of Health 
Services in the respective States. 

Establishment of Zonal Offices and 
development of Food Analysis Labo¬ 
ratories are under contemplation.

formance under the Family Planning 
Programme has heen uneven in various 
States and Union Territoiies of the 
country mainly due to differences in infra¬ 
structure, communication, educational and 
socio economic charactetisiics of popula¬ 
tion and local leadership. The achieve¬ 
ments of the intensified programme since 
1965 in creating wide-spread awareness, 
actual acceptance and setting up of machi¬ 
nery for continuing motivation and provi¬ 
sion supplies and .services have been 
considerable. Already as a result of the 
work done under the programme till 1970- 
71, 74 lakh births are estimated to have 
been prevented and it is estimated that 
eventually as a result thereof 2t0 lakh 
births will be prevented. The economic 
value thereof would be much more than the 
expenditure incurred on the programme. 

(b) and fc). The various measures 

taken in this direction include the folio.v- 
ing 

(i) Efforts are being made to put thn 
infra-structure approved under the 
programme, in position quickly, 

(ii) Special programme like the Post¬ 
partum Programme and Intensive 
District Programme are being given 
high priority. The methods which 
are showing increasing degree of 
acceptance like Tubectomy and 
Nirodh are being given all out 
support. 

(iii) Integration of Maternal and Child 
Health, Family Planning and 
Health Programmes is being done 
at all levels. Schemes of immunisa¬ 
tion and prophylaxis and nutrition 
are being strengthened further with 
a view to providing better health 
for children. 

(iv) A new motivational strategy includ¬ 
ing new slogans has been evolved 
which has as its approach the 


health of the mother and welfare 
of the child and is being directed 
more and more to individuals and 
special groups. 

(v) Greater stress is being laid on evol¬ 
ving improved contraceptive techno¬ 
logy including the use of indigen¬ 
ously evolved methods and devices. 

(vi) Special attention is being paid to 
family planning work in States like 
Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, Rajasthan, 
J&K and Madhya Pradesh where 
progress has been slower. 

(vii) I.U.C.D. and Sterilization services 
are being improved by better selec¬ 
tion, improved after-care and 
allaying the public fears and appre¬ 
hensions about these methods. 

(viii) Intensive approach through large 
scale camps for mass acceptance- of 
Vasectomy is being tried out. 

(ix) Efforts arc, for some time, being 
concentrated on those couples who 
approve of family planning methods 
but have not adopted them.

Statement 

(i) DPAP : A Central Sector ’scheme 
of Drought Prone Area Programme 
tformerly known as Rural Works Pro¬ 
gramme) for the chronically drought affec¬ 
ted areas of the country was started 
in the financial year 1970-71, with a 
total outlay of Rs. 100 crores during the 
Fourth Plan period. Under this programme 
54 districts have been selected for taking up 
labour-intensive and production-oriented 
schemes like medium/minor irrigation, soil 
conservation, afforestation and rural roads 
etc. Each district is expected to get a total 
assistance of Rs. 2 crores for the approved 
schemes during the Fourth Plan period. 
Although the exact employment potential 
of the scheme cannot be stated at this stage 
but it is likely that a total expenditure of 
Rs. 1 crore would generate employment for 
25,000 to 30,000 persons in the relevant 
working season. 

(ii) SFDA : The scheme for setting up 
of SFDA is primarily designed to provide 
benefit to the potentially viable small far¬ 
mers having holdings generally between 2.5 
to 5.0 acres. Each Agency is expected to 
get a total assistance of Rs. 1,50 crores for 
strengthening co-operative and other infra¬ 
structure and also to provide subsidy to the 
beneficiaries to meet the gap in security to 
obtain adequate term loans for animal hus¬ 
bandry, minor irrigation and poultry etc. 
It is likely that each Agency would provide 
benefit to 50,000 such farmers, 

(iii) CRASH PROGRAMME: This 
scheme has the basic objectives of provi¬ 
ding direct generation of employmeut in all 
the rural districts of the country through 
the execution of labour-intensive projects 
and to create assets of durable nature in 
consonance with the local development 
plans. This scheme made a beginning in the 
current financial ytut ttdtii a total outlay of 


Rs. 50 crores per annum 75% of the total 
financial resources are provided for payment 
of wages and the remaining 30% for the 
materials and equipments for the execution 
of the project. This would also provide emp¬ 
loyment on an average to 1000 persons be¬ 
longing to the more needy families in every 
district for verying periods in a year, the 
maximum being 10 months

In allocat¬ 
ing development grams to Universities, the 
Commission takes into account such 
factors as (i) standing the University (ii) 
stage of its development (iii) student 
enrolment (iv) development needs (v) 
plans drawn for its development and 
(vi) funds available with the Commission. 

The Commission also provides 
assistance to Universities for sponsored 
development programmes like scholarships 
and fellowships, summer institutes, 
seminars and conferences, programmes of 
student welfare like student-aid-fund, 
student study homes and improvement of 
physical facilities; etc.

It later on arrived at 
Calicut on the 21st February, 1972. All 
the 12 members of the crew on board 
were found safe.

The 
closing stocks of sugar at the end of 
the sugar year 1970-71 (ending 30-9-1971) 
was less than that of 1969-70 by about 
6.8 lakh tonnes as the production du¬ 
ring 1970-71 was than that of the 
record production of the previous yetur 
by about S.2 lakh tonnes and consump¬ 
tion bad also increased. 
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The Government have taken the follow¬ 
ing Steps to maximise production of 
sugar during 1971-72 ; 

(1) Sugar industry was asked to pay 
higher price for sugarcane so 
as not Only to attract larger 
supplies of sugarcane during the 
current crushing season, but also 
to encourage sugarcane growers 
to bring larger area under sugar¬ 
cane during the next season.

A proposal has been received 
from the State Government that the minor 
port of Alleppey may b© developed as a 
subsidiary port of Cochin whereby it would 
be possible to divert traffic to AHeppey 
whenever there is congestion at Cochin 
during the fair weather season. However, 
there is at present no congestion at Cochin 
Port during the fair weather season. It is 
entirely open to the traders to use either 
Cochin or Alleppey. The Central Govern¬ 
ment or the Cochin Port Trust cannot com¬ 
pel any trader to use Alleppey. It may also 
be noted that Cochin Port provides employ¬ 
ment to a very large number of workers 
and a large amount of capital has been in¬ 
vested in developing Cochin Port.

Suitable grants under the Scheme of 
Grants in-aid to Voluntary, T. B., Cancer 
and other medical institutions are given for 
non-recurring expenditure for the following 
purposes :- 

(A) for the purchase of essential hos¬ 
pital equipment for the treatment of ail¬ 
ments. (but excluding fixtures, furnitures 
and consumable stores) eg.. X-ray plant, 
sterilizer, operation theatre equipment, hos¬ 
pital cots, bedside lockers, ambulances, 
surgical instruments, and laboratory equip¬ 
ment. provided this does not involve any 
foreign exchange expenditure—103 X> 

(B) for additional construction for ex¬ 
pansion of hospital facilities for the indi¬ 
gent, construction of operation theatre. 
X-ray and or Laboratory Blocks and Wards 
for the poor—50% of the estimated cost. 

(ii) Financial assistance is also given 
to voluntary institutions in Union Territo¬ 
ries towards 50% of the deficit in recurring 
expenditure of non-administrative nature. 

(ili) Payment of recurring and non¬ 
recurring grants to voluntary institutions/ 
organisations for undertaking survey and 
domiciliary treatment of leprosy patients in 
and around their Institutions on prescribed 
terms and conditions. 


(c) A scheme for grant-in-aid to volun- 
taiy iastitutions/organisations for setting up 
new hospitals in remote or rural areas on 
l/3rd basis is being finalised.

Use of Nuclear Technology to evolve 
A Mutant of Cotton 

836. SHRl VARKEY GEORGE ; Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Scientists at the Indian 
Agricultural Research Institute have 
successfully used nuclear technology to 
evolve a mutant of Cotton that could end 
the present cotton crisis in the country; 

(b) whether the evolution of this 
mutant would help the country to reduce 
its dependence on the import of long 
staple cotton; and 

(c) if so, to what extent ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE) : (a) It is 
true that the scientists at l.A.R.I. have 
successfully used nuclear technology for 
evolving a mutant of line quality cotton. 
Improvement in cotton production however 
is needed in the short and medium staple 
categories as well as in the long staple 
types. 

(b) If the mutant becomes suitable for 
release, it would make a contribution 
towards import substitution. 7.14 lakh 
bales are being imported annually at 
present in the long staple category (3.21 
lakh bales of extra-long staple 1-3/16 inch 
staple length and above) and 3.93 lakh 
bales of superior long (34-37/32') and long 
(31*33/32') staple lengths. A variety 
known as MCU-5 evolved by the Tamil 
Nadu Agricultural University, Coimbatore 
has long staple length and good spinning 
quality. However, the variety can be 
grbwh only ih the South, since it needs a 
long photo period for maturing. Hence it 
is Unsuitable for cultivation in the cotton 
tracts of the North. To overcome this 


difficutty, scientists at the l.A.R.I. irradicated 
the seeds of MCU-S and evolved a mutant, 
which posscjis the long staple length of the 
parent (MCU-5) but is capable of flowering 
in 45-50 days and maturing in 150 days. 
The seeds of the mutant are being 
multiplied for testing. 

(c) It will be premature to venture a 
guess. 


Self-Sufficiency in Insecticides 

837. SHRI NAGESHWARA RAO : 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
be pleased to state; 

(a) the Slates and the Union Terri¬ 
tories which are self-sufficient in respect of 
insecticides used for agriculture and 
horticulture; and 

(b) the steps taken by Government to 
make all States and Union Territories 
self-sufficient ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE); (a) The States 
and Union Territories keep sufficient 
stocks of insecticides for their plant 
protection programme and replenish them 
frequently. The supply of pesticides to the 
farmer is either done directly by the State 
agencies or through the cooperatives and 
private trade channels. Excepting Tamil 
Nadu where over 90 per cent of the trading 
in pesticides is in the State sector, in other 
States and Union Territories all the three 
agencies aie in operation. During the 
year 1971-72, the availability and supply 
position of pesticides throughout the 
country remained satisfactory barring 
occasional shortages, of a few selected 
imported pesticides like endrio, csrbaryl 
and endoisulfan. 

(b) Manufacturing and formulating 
units are located in diflerent States. All 
that is required to be ensured is that 
pnticides are available in sufficirat 
qtrahtities and to time in Statc^Union 
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Torritory. The State Ooveraments usually 
estimate their requirements in advance and 
arrange supplies through various agencies 
including private trade. The insecticides 
have been considered as essential inputs 
for increasing the agricultural and horti* 
cultwal production and the industry 
engaged in the production of insecticides 
of which currently 38 different kinds are 
being produced has been considered as a 
priority and key industry and all Govern¬ 
ment support and encouragement is being 
given to increase production so that 
adequate supply of pesticides is maintained 
in the country. The pesticides which arc 
not yet manufactured in the country, are 
being imported in sufficient quantities. 

Pulses Development Council

MR. SPEAKER : You must be aware 
that the Ministries have now started 
functionipg in the States.

I quite ^ee 
that it is very grqesome tr3^y. tmt the 
proper forum for raising this'nwtter ii^the 
St^te Assembly. In future when yeju 
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raise such mattars, you should consult the 
rul«s> They are your own rules, framed 
by the House it self. When the Speaker 
does not allow, do not get up in spite of 
that. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA (Hapur) ; It is 
not an ordinary murder. It is a political 
murder. It should be given proper 
importance. 

SHRI INDR A JIT GUPTA (Aliporc) : 
You are perfectly right that this matter 
comes within the purview of the State 
Assembly, but when an elected legislator is 
killed in broad daylight on the morrow of 
the election, we felt that it was an extra¬ 
ordinary matter and that the Minister must 
acquaint himself with the details of the 
i ncident and let us have the facts. 

MR. SPEAKER : Whatever be the 
reasons, questions of law and order of the 
State should be raised there. There is no 
President’s rule there now. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE ; I seek your 
guidance. Our request is that the Central 
agency must investigate the matter, because 
in our opinion it is a political murder. 
We may be wrong. Shri Jyoti Basu was 
hit by a bullet and there was a Central 
investigation. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : That also 
happened in Patna. He was only wounded 
this man has been killed.

railway budget 1972-73 GENERAL 
rilSCUSSION- Contd. 

MR. SPEAKER i We shall now resume 
the genera! discussion on the railway 
budget. An my apprehensions about 


Saturday evening proved to be true. The 
House had to be adjourned for lack of 
quorum and we had lost so many hours. 
What to do now and how to make up that 
time ? Do you want to sit on another 
Saturday also, if there will be no quorum ? 

We fixed sittings on Saturdays because 
we were short of lime. But those hon. 
Members who had given their names just 
left on Saturday evening, there was no 
quorum in the House and the House had 
to be adjourned by the Chairman. The 
next Saturday would be the last day by 
which we have to conclude the discussion 
and voting on the Vote on Account because 
after that there are a few holidays and only 
two days arc left for Rajya Sabha to dis¬ 
cuss them. We have to make up for the lost 
time either by sitting late in the night or 
by sitting on Saturday. I would request 
hon. Members not to allow a recurrence 
of what happened last Saturday. Beca'use, 
when it comes out in the newspapers that 
the Lok Sabha had to adjourn for want 
of quorum, that does not look nice. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
The making up for lost time should not be 
at the expense of Private Members’ Busi¬ 
ness on Friday. Shri Raj Bahadur and 
his friends have to see to it that on Satur¬ 
day there will be quorum. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIAMEN- 
TARY AFFAIRS AND SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ BAHADUR) : 
Sir, you are aware of the circumstances in 
which I had to be assent on Saturday. 
I am sorry for the lack of quorum on that 
day. I have already written to my friends 
in my party to make it a point to ensure 
quorum. I hope my friends opposite will 
also co-operate. 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI 
(Patna): Ensuring quorum {s your respoo- 
sibiiity. 

SHRI RAJ BAHAOU^ : 1 do not 
deny it. I am only reqjuMiing for tbeir co- 
c^jeratkm because they raised the tBiestion 
of quorum. 
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MR. SPEAKER; Should I take away 
the time lost for want of quorum from the 
time allotted for this discussion ? 

SOME HON. MEMBERS : No, no. 

MR. SPEAKER: At least those hon. 
Members who gave their names on that 
day and were absent do not deserve any 
time now. 

SHRI B. K. DAS CHOWDHURY 
(Cooch-Behar) : Those who were 

present on that day should get more time. 

MR. SPEAKER : Those hon. Members 
who were absent preferred week-.end enjoy¬ 
ment to the session. Anyway, let us make 
up for it. We will have another half an 
hour sitting. 

Shri C. T. Dhandapani was on his legs. 
He is absent. 

SHRI J. B. PATNAIK (Cuttack) ; Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, the hon. Railway Mini¬ 
ster, while presenting a dificit budget 
last year, more than compensated it by 
giving a rosy picture of the vast possibili¬ 
ties of employment in Indian Railways 
and the steps which he had taken in that 
direction. This year he has not only 
presented a surplus budget but has held out 
the possibility of much bigger surplus for 
the coming year. Whether this was possi¬ 
ble because of windfall or window dressing 
is altogether a different matter. Even for a 
windfall one has to assiduously work and 
pray, and the Railway Minister was never 
lacking in his effort. The Railway Conven¬ 
tion Committee has justiv rewarded him 
for his effort. 

However, he would have presented a 
still better and a much more convincing 
financial picture had he taken into account 
the corruption and crimes and the operar 
tional defects of the Indian Railways. On 
his own admission, the railways are losing 
Rs. 7icrores annually on these accounts. 
Jlcketlcss travel accounts for Rs. 25 crores 
to Rs. 30 crores and the loss due to pilfe¬ 


rage comes to Rs. 14 crores and it is in¬ 
creasing every year, whereas there is a 
railway protection force, the cost of which 
is also increasing every year. In the last 
five years the loss on account of pilferage 
has doubled but the cost on account of 
the protection force has increased sixs 
times. One is tempted to say that crimes 
and corruption, on the one hand, and 
protection measures, on the other, are 
running on parallel lines. 

Then, there are, according to an esti¬ 
mate, 77 uneconomic lines which cost the 
railways Rs. 40 crores annually. Should 
not the Railway Minister do something 
drastic about them ? This largest commer¬ 
cial undertaking should set an example in' 
economy and efficiency. Its administra» 
tion is getting more top-heavy. During 
the last decade the number of Class I and 
Class 11 officers has increased by 266 per 
cent whereas the number of Class III and 
Class IV employees has only increased by 
25 per cent. The disproportionate super*- 
visory staff is not a help but a hindrance 
to the lunctioning of the railways and the 
railways could afford it only to their own 
detriment. 

Having made these observations, I now 
come to the disappointing picture this 
Budget presents in regard to the policies 
and the broad perspectives of this country. 
The Government is committed to social* 
(Stic po licies which in broad terms mean 
full employment, removal of vast disparity 
of incomes and reduction of regional 
disparity. While these are to be reflected 
more in the General Budget, the Railway 
Budget cannot just be a traditional 
mathemetical formula, ignoring the aspira¬ 
tions of the people of this country. 

The railways are the biggest commercial 
and industrial undertaking in this country. 

It is Asia’s largest and the world’s fourth 
largest railway system. In terms of pass¬ 
enger traffic, it is the world’s third largest 
next only to the USSR and Japan. It has 

a. capital investment of Rs. 4,000 crores. 
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[Shri J.B. Patnaik] 

But what does its record show regarding 
the employment facilities which it has 
offered during the last decade ? The figures 
show tnat it offers employment possi¬ 
bilities only to 3.000 people a year. This 
is certainly a very discouraging and dismal 
picture. When the Railway Minister last 
year held out vast employment possibilities 
there was a hope of change. But this 
year in his Budget speech he keeps mum 
over this matter and over the performance 
of the current year in this respect. 

Last year the Railway Minister legiti¬ 
mately complained about the reduction of 
Rs. 250 crores in the Plan outlay. This 
year is happy that a sum of Rs. 150 crores 
has been restored and in view of the rail¬ 
ways* role in the country’s development, 
the other half would, no doubt, be restored 
to him. So, there is no complaint of 
money now. The Railway Convention 
Committee and the Planning Commission 
have been helpful all along. The Railway 
Minister has also been able to fleece 
further his customers in passenger and 
goods traffics. So, he should have been 
able to present a broad picture of the 
railways’ role in the country’s 
development. 

In a developing country’s economy 
the railways are not to reap a profit, they 
should be looked upon as an instrument 
and tool of economic progress. Unfortu¬ 
nately the bureaucracy in the railways has 
not recovered from the hang-over of the 
colonial days. Nor the dynamic Railway 
Minister has been able to project a new 
image. 

Some of the areas did not figure in 
the railway map of colonial India and 
Orissa was one of them. A railway line 
passed through the State only to connect 
Calcutta with Madras. 1 would like to give 
some figures. In the British regime. 
Orissa had one mile of railway per 32 sq. 
miles of territory whereas the average 
railway mileage in the country was 1 to 
16 sq, miles. Now, after 25 years of in¬ 
dependence, the same ratio remaina. 


Orissa has 1 km. of railway per 96 sq. 
km. of territory whereas the country has 
1 km. of railway per 55 sq, km. of 
territory. 

I have been following the last two 
Budget speeches of the hon. Railway 
Minister to And out if the has got some 
scheme for Orissa. But unfortunately I 
have been disappointed, not only last- 
year but this year also. He is after conn¬ 
ecting Cape Comorin to Delhi by the 
shores! route. He is certainly inspired 
by a scheme of another Ministry to bring 
the Ganges water to the Kaveri. This is 
certainly inspiring. But while vast tracts 
of land are waiting for a railway line, let 
him be a Bhagirath bringing a railway 
line to them while this luxury could wait 
for another day. 

In respect of construction of new lines, 
renewal of tracks and conversion of metre 
gauge into broad-gauge, Orissa has been 
completely neglected. So far as this Budget 
is concerned, it has got only two overbri¬ 
dges. one at Cuttack and another at Bhograi. 
The over-bridge proposed at Cuttack Is a 
wrong site and it will not solve the problem 
at all. All the southern States and many 
northern States figure in his scheme but 
not Orissa. 

I am reminded here of a Sanskrit say¬ 
ing about the grammarian Panini. It runs 
as follows : 

If an ignorant person puts on the same 
thread the glass, the gold and the pearl 
to make a garland of them, he is not to 
blame. But if a specialist like Panini has 
brought under one formula the dog, the 
youth a,nd ’ Indira, he auiilot be spared. 
The hon. Railway Minister applies the 
sane yardstick I do not kndw if he has 
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any ynrdstiok at all top-the developed, 
developing and under<deveioped areas. 

Ab far as Orissa is concerned, there had 
already bfeen proposals for two railway 
lines, one from Jakhpura to Banspani and 
another from Talchar to Bimlagrah. These 
two railway lines connect the rich mineral 
areas of Malantoli, Rourkela and the port 
at Paradip. One of the two railways 
lines will open the richest iron ore bearing 
areas of India in Cuttack. Konjhar and 
Sundergarh districts of Orissa. An official 
mineral survey of the area arrives at the 
Bgure of 8000 million tonnes of iron ore 
deposits. This area, if properly developed 
would not only feed several new steel plant 
but will also boost the country’s export 
trade. We have a big potential customer 
in Japan. If we could meet 20-30 per cent 
of their requirements, our annual earning 
in this respect would be Rs. 550 crores. 
This is not my figure. This is the outcome 
of the study of a study-group of the 
Planning Commission. I plead with all 
the emphasis at my command that the hon. 
Minister should give it the top priority 
it deserves and I woiild request him to say 
something in this regard in his reply. 


Then, there are two narrow-gauge 
railway lines, one Rupsa - Talbund and 
another Nuapara-Gunupur. A traffic 
survey team of the Railways has reco- 
mended that Rupsa - Talbund line should 
be converted into broad-gauge line and 
Nuapara-Gunupur line to be immediately 
rehabilitated. And these reports are still 
in the archives of the Railway Ministry. 
Besides the D.V.K. Railways, this 
railway line is covering three States-Orissa, 
Andhra Pradesh and Madhya Pradesh. 
Except for movement of iron ores, this 
railway line is not yet open to passenger 
traffic. A few months back, the hon. 
Railway Minister promised that it would 
be open for passenger traffic, but I have 
Just got a reply a few days ago that opening 
of this railway line to pas^ger traffic 
would not be possible this year. 


THE MINISTER OF RAItWAYS 
(SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIVA) i This 
year, 

SHKIJ. B. PATNAIK : I do not know 
if it would be possible next year, because in 
regard to Paradoep, the Railway Minister 
said that the railway line connecting 
Paradeep to Cuttack would be opened by 
1971, and it could not be done at that 
time. Then a promise was made that it 
would be completed by 1972. It could not 
be done in 1972 also. And this year a 
promise has again been made that it would 
he completed by 1973. I hope, the hon. 
Railway Minister would look into the 
particular problems of Orissa. It is‘not 
that I am saying this from provincial 
angle. This country would not develop 
if the under-developed regions are not 
given top priority in the map of this 
country's development. 

With these words, I support the Budget 
presented by the hon. Railway Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER : How much time 
would the Minister take for his reply? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : If 
you so kindly agree, the Deputy Minister 
may also be given a chance to speak for 
about half an hour I will take between 
half an hour and one hour. I say this be* 
cause so many points have been made and 
1 do not want to be misunderstood for not 
replying to them properly. So far as the 
Ministers are concerned, we would take 
about li hours. 

MR. SPEAKER : We shall try to finish 
the speaches by the Members by 4.30 p. m.

STATEMENT RE TREATY OF 
FRIENDSHIP, CO-OPERATION 
AND PEACE WITH BANOLA- 
DESK AND JOINT DECLARA¬ 
TION OF THE PRIME MINIS¬ 
TERS OF INDIA AND 
BANGLADESH 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER 
OF ATOMIC ENERGY. MINISTER OF 
ELECTRONICS. MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS AND MINISTER OF INFOR¬ 
MATION AND BROADCASTING 
(SHRIMATI INDIRA GANDHI): I 
have the honour to lay on the Table 
of the House texts of the Treaty of Friend¬ 
ship, Cooperation and Peace and of the 
joint Declaration which Sheikh Mujibur 
Rahman, Prime Minister of the People’s 
Republic of Bangladesh and I signed at 
Dacca on March l9, 1972. 

I should like to emphasise that the Tre¬ 
aty embodies the will of the two Govern¬ 
ments to pursue common policies in matters 
of interest to both countries and solemnises 
the close ties friendship between our two 
countries and peoples cemented through 
blood and sacrifice. The Treaty and the 
Declaration will guide us on our journey into 
the future in quest of peace, good neigh¬ 
bourliness and the wellbeing of our two 
peoples. 

The Joint Declaration emphasises the 
importance of close coordination and co- 
operatirm between the two countries in 
trade and payments, economic development 
and transit. I should like to invite the 
attention of Honourable Members to that 
portion of the Declaration which deals with 
the exciting prospect of harnessing the 
waters of Brahmaputra Meghna and Oanga 
to the benefit of the two peoples. 

It is our earnest hope that the Treaty 
which affirms our common goals and ideals 
and reiterates our firm adherence to ihe 
policy of non-alignment and peaceful co¬ 
existence, will lead to lasting peace' and co- 
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operation not only between India apd Bang¬ 
ladesh but in the sub-continent and the 
region as a whole.

Determined to maintain fraternal and 
good neighbourly relations and transform 
their border into a border of eternal peace 
and friendship. 

Adhering firmly to the basic tenets of 
non-alignment, peaceful co-existence, mu¬ 
tual cooperation, non-interference in inter¬ 
nal affairs and respect for territorial integ¬ 
rity and sovereignty, 

Determined to safeguard peace, stability 
and security and to promote progress of 
their respective countries through all possi¬ 
ble avenues of mutual cooperation. 

Determined further to expand and stren¬ 
gthen the existing relations of friendship 
between them, convinced that the further 
development of friendship and ^operation 
meets the national interests of both States 
as well as the interests of lasting peace in 
Asia and the world. 

Resolved to contribute to stnngthening 
world peace and security and to n»ke 
efforts to bring about a relaxation of inter¬ 
national tension and the final elimination 
of vestiges of colonialism, racialism and 
imperialism. 

Convinced that in the presgnt-day world 
intematidhal problems can be solved oiily 
throwh cooperation and boH throi^ con¬ 
flict or confrontation. 
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Reaffifming their determination to 
follow the aims and principles of the United 
Nations Charter, the Republic of India, on 
(he one hand, and the People’s Republic of 
Bangladesh, on the other, have decided to 
conclude the present Treaty. 

Article 1 

The high contracting parties, inspired by 
the ideals for which their respective peoples 
struggled and made sacrifices together, sol¬ 
emnly declare that there shall be lasting 
peace and friendship between their two 
countries and their peoples, each side shall 
respect the independence, sovereignty and 
territorial integrity of the other and refrain 
from interfering in the internal'affairs of 
the other side. 

The high contracting parties shall 
further develop and strengthen the relations 
of friendship, good-neighbourliness and all¬ 
round cooperation existing between them, 
on the basis of the above-mentit^ led 
principles as well as the principles of 
equality and mutual benefit. 

Article 2 

Being guided by their devotion to the 
principles of equality of all peoples and 
states, irrespective of race or creed, the 
high contracting parties condemn 
colonialism and racialism in all forms and 
manifestations and are determined to strive 
for their final and complete elimination. 

The high contracting parties shall 
cooperate with other states in achieving 
these aims and support the just aspirations 
of peoples in their struggle against 
colonialism and racial discrimination and 
for their national liberation. 

Article J 

The high contracting parties reafllrcn 
their faith In the policy of non-alignmen t 
and peaceful co-existence as important 
factors for easing tension in the world, 
maintaining international peace and secu¬ 
rity, and strengthening national sovereignty 
and independence. 


Article 4 

The high contracting parties shall 
maintain regular contacts with each other 
on major international problems affecting 
the interests of both States, through 
meetings and exchanges of views at ail 
levels. 

Article 5 

The high contracting parties shall 
continue to strengthen and widen their 
mutually advantageous and all-round 
coopertaion in the economic, scientific and 
technical fields. The two countries shall 
develop mutual cooperation in the fields 
of trade, transport and communications 
between them on the basis of the principles 
of equality, mutual benefit and the most- 
favoured nation principle. 

Article 6 

The high contracting parties further 
agree to make joint studies and take joint 
action in the field of flood control, river 
basin development and the development 
of hydro-electric power and irrigation. 

Article 7 

The high contracting parties shall 
promote relstions in the fields of art, litera¬ 
ture, education, culture, sports and h^lth . 

Article 8 

In accordance with the ties of friendship 
existing between the two countries each 
of the high contracting parties solemnly 
declares that it shall not enter into or 
participate in any militray alliance directed 
against the other party. 

Each of the high contracting parties 
shall refrain from any aggression against 
the other party and shall not allow the 
use of its territory for Committing any act 
that may cause military damage to or 
constitute a threat to the security of the 
other liigh contrecting party. 

Article 9 

Each of the high contracting parties 
shall refrain from giving any assistance 
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to any third party taking part in an 
armed conflict against the other party. 
In case either party is attacked or threa¬ 
tened with attack, the high contracting 
parties shall immediately enter into 
mutual consultations in order to take 
appropriate effective measures to elimi¬ 
nate the threat and thus ensure the peace 
and security of their countries. 

Article 10 

Each of the high contracting parties 
solemnly declares that it shall not 
undertake any commitmen't, secret or 
open, toward one or more States which 
may be' incompatible with the present 
Treaty. 

Article 11 

The present Treaty is signed for a 
term of twenty-five years and shall be 
subject to renewal by mutual agreement 
of the high contracting parties. 

The Treaty shall come into force 
with immediate effect from the date of 
its signature. 

Article 12 

Any differences in interpreting any 
article or articles of the present Treaty 
that may arise between the high cont¬ 
racting parties shall be settled on a 
bilateral basis by peaceful means in a 
spirit of mutual respect and understand¬ 
ing.

At the invitation of his Excellency the 
Prjme Minister of Bangladesh, 
Bangabandhu Sheikh Mujibur Rahman, 
the Prime Minister of India, S])rimati 
Indira Gandhi, visited Dacca from the 17th 
to I9th March, 1972. The Indian Prime 
Minister was accompanied by the Foreign 
Minister, Sardar Swaran Singh, Professor 
S. Chakravarty, Member of the Planning 
Commission, Mr. P. N. Haksar, Principal 
Secretary to the Prime Minister, Mr. T. N. 
Kaul. Foreign Secretary, Mr. P. N. Dhar, 
Secretary to Prime Minister and other 
officials. During her stay in Dacca 
the Prime Minister addressed a 
mammoth public meeting and was accorded 
a Civic Reception. The affection and 
warmth shown by the people of Bangla¬ 
desh on these occasions towards the Indian 
Prime Minister were symbolic of the close 
friendship and fraternal feelings that 
characterise the relations between the 
peoples of India and Bangladesh. 

The two Prime Ministers discussed 
matters of mutual interest at length on 
several occasions during this visit. The 
Indian Foreign Minister, Sardar Swaran 
Singh, also held separate talks with the 
Foreign Minister of Bangladesh, Mr. 
Abdus Samad Azad, on bilateral relations 
and on the international situation. 

The opportunity of this visit was utili¬ 
sed to have substantive discussions at the 
officials, level on all aspects of relations 
between the two countries and also to 
review the international situation with 
special reference to the problems that 
Bangifldesh and India face in the context 
of recent developments in Asia. On the 
ofilcial level talks on political matters the 
Bangladesh side was represented by Mr. 
Ruhul Quddus, Principal Secretary to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. S. A. Harhn. Foreign 
secretary, Mr, S. A M. S. Kibria,^ 
Secretary, Ministry of Foteign Affidra* 
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Bangladesh Ambassador to India, Dr. A.R. 
Mallick. Mr. Justice Munim, Law Secre¬ 
tary, and Nurul Islam of the Home 
Ministry. 

At live talks on economic matters the 
Bangladesh side was represented by Dr. 
Nurul Islam, Deputy Chairman of the 
Planning Commission, Dr. Musharraf 
Husain, Member, Planning Commission, 
Professor Rehman Sobhan, Member, Plann¬ 
ing Commission, Mr. Matiul Islam, 
Finance Secretary, Mr. B. M. Abbas, 
Adviser to the Prime Minister on Irrigation 
and Flood Control, Mr. Nur Mohammad, 
Commerce Secretary, Mr. A. Samad, 
Transport Secretary, Mr. Al-.Hussainy, 
Secretary, Power and Irrigation and other 
ofiiciHls. 

The Prime Minister of Bangladesh 
expressed admiration for the valiant armed 
forces of India who mads supreme sacri¬ 
fices in fighting shoulder to shoulder with 
all sections of the brave Mukti Bahini to 
end the tyrannical colonial rule of Pakistan 
in the sacred soil of Bangladesh. He 
mentioned with appreciation the impecc¬ 
able behaviour of the Indian troops during 
their brief stay in Bangladesh. Having 
accomplished their mission, the last units of 
the Indian armed forces had withdrawn 
earlier than the deadline agreed upon. 

Reviewing the international situation 
with particular reference to recent develop¬ 
ments in Asia, the two Prime Ministers 
took note of the forces threatening the 
security, stability and territorial integrity 
of countries of the region. They affirm 
their. solidarity in resisting these forces. 
Both the Prime Ministers express the 
confidence that the close and firm bonds 
of friendship between the peoples of India 
and Bangladesh would effectively counter 
efforts by interested countries to reverse 
the course of history. 

In this context the two Prime Ministers 
declare their determination to continue to 
adhere to the policy of non-aiignment 


which has played a positive and construc¬ 
tive role in strengthening national sovereig-. 
nty and independence and the forces of 
peace, stability and prosperity in. interna¬ 
tional relations. 

To give concrete expression to the 
similarity of views, ideals and interests 
between India and Bangladesh, the two 
Prime Ministers decided to sign a treaty 
of friendship and cooperation and peace. 

The two Prime Ministers further 
decided that in order to strengthen coop¬ 
eration between the two countries regular 
consultations shall be held between the 
officials of the Ministries of Farejgh 
Affairs, Defence, Planning Commissions 
and the Ministries and Departments 
dealing with economic, commercial, cult¬ 
ural and technical affairs of the two Gov¬ 
ernments. Such consultations will take 
place periodically, at least once every six 
months. 

The Prime Minister of Bangladesh 
drew the attention of the Prime Minister 
of India to the plight of the Bengalee 
population in Pakistan and emphasized the 
imperative need for their early repatriation. 
The Prime Minister of India assures the 
Government of Bangladesh of all assistanoe 
facilitating the process particularly in 
giving transist in facilities for such 
repatriation. 

The Prime Minister of Bangladesh 
apprised the Prime Minister of India of 
the steps taken by the Government of 
Bangladesh to expedite the trials of mem¬ 
bers of Pakistani armed forces and civil 
servants who are guilty of committing war 
crimes, genocide and crimes against huma¬ 
nity in Bangladesh, in accordance with 
international law. Both the Prime Ministers 
express the hope that these trials will 
bring the guilty persons to justice and 
also bring home to the world at large the 
enormity of the sufferings of the people of 
Bangladesh. The Prime Minister of India, 
assures the Prime Minister of Bangladesh 
that the Government of India will fully 
cooperate with the Government of Bangla- 
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desh in bringing those guilty persons to 
justice who are responsible for the worst 
genocide in recent times. 

At the same time the two Prime Mini¬ 
sters agree that seriously sick and wounded 
prisoners of war, who are not guilty of war 
crimes, will be repatriated to Pakistan as 
a matter of priority by mutual consent. 

In the context of the declared adherence 
of the Government and the people of 
Bangladesh to the ideals and objectives of 
the United Nations Charter, the Prime 
Minister of India assures the Government 
of Bangladesh of the Government of 
India's full support and cooperation for 
the admission of Bangladesh to the United 
Nations and other U. N. agencies. Both 
the Prime Ministers agree that the Bangla¬ 
desh’s joining the U. N. would be a signi¬ 
ficant step forward in promoting world 
peace and ensuring stability in South Asia. 

The two Prime Ministers declare that 
the Indian Ocean area should be kept free 
of great power rivalries and military 
Competitions. They express their opposi¬ 
tion to the creation of land, air and naval 
bases in the area. It is their conviction 
that this is the only way of ensuring the 
freedom of navigation and safety of the 
sea-lanes in the Indian ocean for trade and 
commer ce which is vital to the develop¬ 
ment and stability of the littoral States. 
The two Prime Ministers further express 
their determination to endeavour to mov.. 
the Indian Ocean area a nuclear free “zone. 

Consistent with the decisions taken at 
the meetings of the Foreign Ministers of 
Bangladesh and India in January, 1972, 
and of the Prime Ministers early in 
February, 1972, to strengthen economic 
and developmental cooperation, the two 
Prime Ministers decide: 

(a) To establish a Joint Rivers Commis¬ 
sion comprising of experts of both count¬ 
ries on a pmnanent basis to carry out a 
comineheaiive survey of the river systrats 
shared by the two ommtrks, formulate 
projecu concerning both the countries in 


the fields of flood control and to implement 
them. 

Experts of the two countries are 
directed to formulate detailed proposals 
on advance flood warnings, flood forecast¬ 
ing, study of flood control and irrigation 
projects on the major river systems and 
examine the feasibility of linking the power 
grids of Bangladesh with the adjoining 
areas of India, so that the water resources 
of the region can be utilised on an equit¬ 
able basis for the mutual benefit of the 
peoples of the two countries. 

(b) The Prime Minister of Bangladesh 
expressed his gratitude to the Prime Mini¬ 
ster of India for the economic assistance 
extended so far and for assurance of future 
assistance according to the requirement of 
Bangladesh. The two Prime Ministers 
reviewed the progress of deliveries of supp¬ 
lies of foodgrain and other commodities 
under the economic assistance programme 
and recognised the need to accelerate deli¬ 
veries under this programme in view of 
the urgent economic need of the rehabili¬ 
tation programme in Bangladesh. 

(c) Both the Prime Ministers approved 
the principles of the revival of transit trade 
and the agreement on border trade. 

They directed that these agreements as 
well as the general trade and payments 
agreements should be signed by the 
end of March, 1972. 

Keeping in view the important role that 
science and technology plays in accelerating 
economic and social development, the two 
Prime Ministers direct that expeitts and 
officials of thb Governments of Bangladesh 
and India shall have consultations and 
exchange information on : 

(I) Peaceful uses of nuclear enogy, 

(11) Technological aod adentiflc 
research for industrial develop* 
meot. w 

(lip Utilisktion of ftiture space les^frA 
fen: commuPicaiibti purposes. 
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Conscious of the close historical and 
cultural affinities between the peoples of 
India and Bangladesh, the two Prime 
Ministers decide that concrete steps should 
be taken by the appropriate agencies of 
the two Govenments to strengthen cultural 
relations between the two countries. The 
two Prime Ministers direct that the concer- 
nejd authorities of the two Govetnments 
should undertake immediate discussions 
for the signing of a bilateral agreement 
on cultural, scientific and technological 
cooperation. 

The two Prime Ministers are fully 
satisfied at the progress made and the 
concrete results achieved during their talks 
at Dacca and express the hope that these 
understandings and agreements would 
constitute a sound and durable basis for 
cooperation between India Bangladesh for 
the mutual benefit and prosperity of the 
two countries. 

The Prime Minister of India thanks the 
Minister of Bangladesh for the hospitality, 
affection and kindness shown to her and 
h er colleagues by the Prime Minister and 
Begum Mujibor Rahman, the Government 
and the people of Bangladesh during her 
visit to Dacca. The Prime Minister of 
Bangladesh expressed satisfaction that the 
Prime Minister of India found time in 
spite of her many preoccupations to visit 
Bangladesh. 

The two Prime Ministers express the 
conviction that the bonds of fraternity and 
friendship forged during the freedom 
struggle of Bangladesh and cemented by 
the sacrifices made by the peoples of both 
the countries, shall continue to grow and 
become a vital factor in strengthening the 
forces of peace and progress in Asia and 
the world.

RAILWAY BUDGET, 1972-73—GENERAL 
DISCUSSION—Contd. 

SHRI K. RAMAKRISHNA REDDY 
(Nalgonda) : At the outset, I heartily 
congratulate Shri Hanumantbaiya, the 
Railway Minister, on presenting us a 
surplus budget this year, and I expect thm 
in future he will be able to achieve a profit 
also. I also congratulate the railwaymeo 
and the officers who have worked hard 
and whose performance in the recent Indo- 
Pak war was~exceiient. But for their hard 
work and sacrifices; we could not come out 
so victorious. 

At regards punctuality, the railways 
have worked vefy bard and have gh^mt a 
good account of them^ves for whjph also 
they deserve die congratidations; pf tlje 
House. 
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The Railway Administration is now 
divided into nine zones. Central, Eastern, 
Southern, Western, South Central, North- 
Eastern, North-Frontier, Northern and 
South-Eastern. The budget proposals 
presented by the Hon. Minister clearly 
state that major importance has been given 
to the conversion of metre-gauge into 
broad gauges rather than to opening new 
lines. Years ago. the Mackay Committee 
had recommended nearly a thousand 
miles new lines a year. But since 25 years 
ago not a single inch has been laid in the 
unfortunate Andhra Pradesh. There has 
been a^big demand for laying a line from 
Nadikudi to Secunderabad. A survey 
had been ordered long ago. The report 
has been received in the Railway Board. It 
is the cheapest line, but still it has not been 
implemented. It connects the headquarters 
of the district of Nalgonda and the mighty 
Project of Nagarjunasagar which after 
completion help in producing more 
than Rs 100 crores worth of rice and sugar 
which will have to be marketed. 
But no transport facilities arc provided 
for the project. Ten years back some 
metre gauge railways were opened, and now 
you want to convert them into broad gauge 
It is, 1 think, a criminal waste at this 
juncture. The first preference should be 
given to the opening of new lines where the 
people are demanding a new line and where 
there is no line at all. Without giving 
preference to this, where there is already 
a line you want to convert and standardise 
it into broad gauge. I think it would be 
proper that the hon. Minister should con¬ 
sider this issue very carefully and modi fy 
the programme in his budget by providing 
for new lines rather than for conversion of 
old lines. 

About the Rajdhani Express. Only air 
conditioned coaches are attached, and there 
is no provisioh for ordinary 11J class 
coaches. I am told that if more coaches are 
attached, the speed of 120 km. per hour 
will have to be shortened. By this only 
rich people are getting these facilitks, and 
you are thinking that for every State 
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capital, one more Rajdhani Express should 
be introduced. When there is no provi¬ 
sion for the poor and the needy, I do not 
think importance need be given to the Raj¬ 
dhani Expresses. If by reducing the speed 
by 10 km. per hour, nine more coaches 
could be attached, it would be better, and 
so special attention should be given to this 
aspect of the matter. 

I find that in long-distance express 
trains, there are as many as 14 coaches 
consisting of air conditioned I Class,AC-III 
Chair Cars, I class, II class. III class (Three 
tier) and III Class ( II tier ), etc. But all 
the person who travel in the night from 9 
p.m. to 6 am. should be automatically 
provided with sleeper coaches. Instead of 
providing large funds for air-conditioned 
I Class and AC Chair Cars, in Rajdhani 
Express, preference should be given for 
third class passengers who travel in tljc 
night by providing every one of them with 
sleeper accommodation. I hope the hon. 
Minister will consider this issue very care¬ 
fully and provide for it in this budget, even 
by cutting the high speed of the express 
trains. 

One more thing. That is about misman¬ 
agement. The Kottavalasa-Kirandul line 
was completed four years back. But 
within four years, it has become unservice¬ 
able and the hon. Minister has asked for 
a renewal of the track to the extent of Rs. 
4 crores or so. The average age of a railway 
line is about 30 to 35 years. While that is 
so, is this not mismanagement ? Who is 
rcponsible for the situation where within 
a period of four years, the sleepers have 
gone bad. and what action have you taken 
against the persons concerned? Who is 
responsible for this? Again you have come 
before the House for a grant. If the hon. 
Minister wants to take up a line, he imme¬ 
diately, straightway, orders one, and if he 
does not want a line, it just lies there. 
Surveys have been made for hundreds of 
new lines and yet no action ha^been taken 
and they are gathering dust. Why should 
the engineering section in the railways 
continue if you hav6 not taken up any 
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-work at all on the report of new surveys ? 
The Minister should think about it very 
carefully. 

Then, there is so much of duplication 
in the railway organisation. There is lot 
of propaganda done about family planning, 
publicity work and other things which are 
being undertaken in the Northern Railway 
headquarters at Delhi. The same thing is 
being done in other railways also. When 
it is done in the Ministry or at the head¬ 
quarters of other railways, there is no 
reason, why it should be duplicated in the 
Ministry or in other departments of the 
railways. 

In the same way, I am told that for 
supplying the materials, there are organisa¬ 
tions in the United Kingdom, the USA, 
Germany and Japan. But when the materials 
are not coming at all, where is the question 
of retaining such organisations and incurr¬ 
ing a burden of expenditure on t.iem T 
The hon. Minister has taken up the 
Bangalore-Guntakal line; I do not think it 
is viable, and to make it viable he has 
enhanced the rates and fares. 

But 1 want to know on what date the 
approval of this august House has been 
taken. If it has not been taken, are you 
competent to do it ? I think the hon. Mini¬ 
ster should clearly mention in his reply the 
date on which the House approved Gunta- 
kal-Bangalore enhansed freight and fairs 
proposal. If it has not been taken, why ? 
1 want to point out that not a single 
inch—I am not saying, not a mile, but not 
an inch—of new railway line had been laid 
in Andhra Pradesh in 25 years of Indepen¬ 
dence. In the recent zonal committee meet¬ 
ing in Parliament House Members from 
Andhra Pradesh requested him to give 
some new lines and to give first preference 
to Nadikudy Bibinagar line. The hon. 
Minister was kind enough to say that after 
the Batata Desh issue was solved he would 
look into it. But in this budget also wo 
are not goin g to get this new tine. 


In the matter of electrification also, the 
Central Railway gets km. Eastern gets 
1208 km. Western 60 km. Northern 352 
but South Central gets nil. There is also 
no dieselisation in South Central. Only 
Dakshin Express is there. In Mysore, 
Brindavan and some others are given diesel. 
When he came to Hyderabad he promised 
to do something but when we see the 
budget we are surprised that not a Single 
Inch has been provided for in Andhra. 
You are not looking after a person who 
has not one meal a day but you arc looking 
after persons who live luxuriously; similarly 
you are not thinking of new lines but of 
conversion of metre-gauge to broad-gauge. 
Babu Jagjivan Ram is here. This line was 
promised, when he wac the Railway Minis* 
ter. When he came to Tipparthi of Nal- 
gonda district, he said he would order a 
survey. But Hanumanthaiyaji has not done 
anything with regard to the above line. 
This project has not even been approved. 
He should stop the conversion from metre- 
gauge to broad-gauge and use those funds 
for new lines as per the unanimous opinion 
of the Informal Zonal Committee of the 
South Central Railway. 1 hope and trust 
the hon. Minister will pay special atten¬ 
tion towards the points that 1 have raised 
and will not give any opportunity to comp¬ 
lain in future.

SHRI fi. K. DASCHOWDHURY 
(Ceoeh-Bdiar): Sir. while the country ia 
agog with horror about the apirailing of 
prices of almost all the essential commo¬ 
dities, the Railway Minister seems to be 
very much complacent and satisfied with 
the presentation of the Railway Budget 
with a tinge of increase of fares in some 
places and freights in almost all sections, 
except foodstuffs and ores for export. 
This year’s surplus budget is for a 
little over a sum of Rs. 2 crore. Whether 
it is actually a surplus budget is a thing 
that should be considered by all of us first 
of all. We have to go into the details of 
the Railway Budget. Sir. I remember, last 
time, when the hon. Railway Minister 
presented the Railway Budget, there was 
an uncovered gap of Rs. 7 crores and he 
gave an assurance to the House that he 
would see that efficient is increased, to cut 
down the administrative cost in the Rail¬ 
ways. In the 1972-73 budget we see that 
there has been improvement in some cases 
in respect of the railway movement, in 
spite of heavy pressures impiosed on us, due 
to the 14 day war with Pakistan and the 
movement of Bangla Desh Evacuees. 

Secondly I must thank the Railway 
employees who have done so much, who 
have worked so hard, for the overall de¬ 
fence strstent of the country. 

Thirdly, any inereaM in the fireight rate 
structure It bound toineieaaa a spitalling 
rtee in the prices of csseatiid 410 mmoditiet. 
Sir, if we find the position fipcun the year 
1959*60 to 1969-70. we Will find flint 
over the period, upto the year 1970, the 
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freight charges have gcmc up upto 23 per 
oen tfor every SOO k.m. per coal. The freight 
charges for cement which is nowadays con¬ 
sidered one of the essential commodites for 
construction of houses, etc. have gone up 
during thh period of 1970 upto 30 percent 
for every 580 k. m. and in respect of iron 
and steel, per kilometre tonnage has gone 
up by Rs. 3.40 paisa, a little less than Rs. 
3.50 for 500 k. m. The hon. Minister has 
proposed further increase on freight charges 
What will be the impact. Sir ? The impact 
will be the coal prices will go up; the co¬ 
king coal prices will go up; iron and steel 
prices will go up; cement prices will go up. 
In this way, it will lead to another spirall¬ 
ing of the prices of essential commodities 
because, as 'you know. Sir, one is related 
to to the other. The only method taken 
up by the Railway Minister to incease 
the Railway’s finances is to increase the 
fares and freights and not resorting to in¬ 
crease in the volume of trade and traffic 
and also cutting down the adn'inis- 
trative costs. If you go through the zonal 
systems’ working in the Railways, you 
will find that the administrative cost in 
some of the Railway systems is 140%. Sti 
to 90 per cent is the lowest and highest 
is 140 per cent. Is it not possible for the 
Railwas Minister to see that this high 
administrative cost is brought down, and to 
that extent, to see that it is not run on a 
deficiency basis ? I think. Sir, that is quite 
possible. But I don’t see such serious 
thinking in the minds of the Railway 
Ministry official. 1 do not know wether the 
Railway officers have that from of mind 
not even of the Railwway Minister. 1 don’t 
find this. 

We have seen from the Budget of the 
hon. Minister that he proposes to link up 
Kanyakumari witih Kashmir: he has 
totally n^cctcd the eastern India. Sir, it is 
said that the N. Railway cost is too much 
about 137%. So it is In read for some 
ymn. Thera are various reasons. But, 
has he eonsidered the proper utIUsatloo of 
the railway tracks, those that are there in 
theNF rellsrayf How tneny railway 
trains are moving the railway track ? Is 


it not possible to increase this rail move¬ 
ment either in respect of goods or of 
passengers or both in this region fourfold 7 
This is possible. Most of the railway 
track running from Oauhatt to Upper 
Assam remains unutilised to a great extent. 
There are hardly one or two trains or three 
trains running for the whole day. That 
being the case, if we look into the 
economies of railway, we find tint 
the tracks have not been fully tmd 
properly utilised in order to give proper 
finances to the railways, not withstand¬ 
ing the fact that there is a heavy rush of 
passengers in both directions in the eastern 
sector. Yet, the hon. Minister has not 
considered the question of improving tbc 
service here. It has been said in the Lok- 
S'lbha many times before that the eantire 
track from new Bongaigaon to Dibrugarh 
Via Gauhati should be converted into a 
Broad gauge line. But no such scheme is 
to be seen in the budget in this regard. 
On the other hand, we find that the 
fabulous and fantastic scheme of linking 
up Kenya kumari with Kashmir is going 
to be taken up. T appreciate the idea that 
Kaiiya Kumari should be I'nked np with 
Kashmir. But what is wrong with 
Eastern India? Eastern India is giving 
about .18 per cent of the total exports of 
the country. If we include Bihar, Orissa, 
West Bengal. Assarri and other small 
States on the border, the area which is 
growing and developing fast, we find that 
this area is rich in tea, jute and large 
deposits of iron ore, coal etc., and this area 
gives about 62.7 per rent or about 63 per 
cent of the total wealth generated in the 
country. And yet, the hon. Minister hat 
not considered the question of improving 
the functioning of the railways in the 
eastern part of India. 

What win be the "ultimate result of 
this ? The result will be that the area 
from which we get about 63 per cent of the 
total wealth generated in the whole of 
Ind is would be neglected, and the move* 
ment of traffic will be ue^^ed, and 
tberefore, this ai«a will not find adequate 
traffic potential and obviously, it will not 
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make the railways profitable in this 
region. 

As a matter of fact, in the five year plan, 
as the hon. Minister has said, more than a 
thousand crores of rupees are to be invested 
on the railways. I appreciate it, but I find, 
that most of these amounts art going to be 
invested on the development of the south¬ 
ern railways. 1 appreciate this attempt, 
too. But I feel that the southern region 
must not be developed at the cost of the 
railways in Eastern India, which has 
been totally neglected in this budget as 
well as in the last year’s budget. So far 
as Calcutta is concerned, we have only been 
hearing for the last few years about the 
suburban railway, dispersal line and so on, 
but nothing has materialised so far. 

As regards the zonal railways, during the 
great October floods in 1968, two bianches 
of the NF Railway, namely the Haldibari- 
Jalpaiguri section, which is a distance of 
about IS to 16 miles, and the Latuguri* 
Changrabandha section, were totally 
damaged and devastated. In 1969, I 
pressed the then hon. Minister of Railways 
to see that these branches were restored 
to operation once again. The hon. Minister 
and the railways agreed that this should be 
done. Subsequently, they said that certain 
techno*economic feasibility studies would 
be nedeed to give strength to the railway 
lines because they were susceptible to devas¬ 
tation by floods which were of a recurring 
nature. The feasibility report was there, 
and after that, they sent a note to the zonal 
manager asking him to send the estimate 
of the amounts that wolud be needed, and 
the zonal manager has sent all that infor¬ 
mation. From 1969 up 1971, I have been 
trying and arguing with the Railway 
Minlstw. and every time I have only' got 
the answw that it would be done. In may, 
1971, when 1 put a question about the 
risttwation of these branch lines, the hon. 
hlMluster replied very promptly that he had 
necetved th® techno-economlc feasibility 
report ai^ all the reports needed from 
the technical experts, and he had said 


that final., decisinn. would •, be taken, 
within a month. I had written a letter 
to him and he has also written to me, 
and I would like to quote from his letter * . 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; If the hon. 
Minister has written to the hon. Member, 
then he knows about it already. Therefore, 
he need not quote from it. He should try 
to conclude now. 

SHRl B. K. DASCHOWDHARY; In 
his letter dated the 5th June, i971 in the 
matter of the restoration of the Jalpaiguri- 
Haldibari ond Latuguri-Changrabandha 
branch line of the NF Railway, the hon. 
Minister has written. 

“On receipt of your letter dated 25.8,71, 

I have had the matter examined. 
The question of restoration of these 
two branch lines is complicated on 
account of important techno-economic 
censiderations. I fiend that necessary 
investigations have been completed to 
arrive at a decision on this suject, and I 
expect a decision will be taken within 
a month. Necessary work would be 
taken up next cold weather, that is, 
from November, 1971.” 

He said in November last that necessary 
work would be taken up. Now November 
is gone. We have crossed the cold weather 
and are now having summer. Then there 
will be the ramy season. Again there will 
be cold weather How many cold weathers 
have we to pass before the hon. Minister 
comes to a final decision to restore to 
normal condition the goods and passenger 
traffic in those flood-damaged railway lines? 

Also in the NF Railway Administration, 
there are irregularities committed. I men¬ 
tioned this matter in 1970 when Shri Nanda 
was the Railway Minister. This matter is 
very serious. There was one candidate 
from my constituency. I do not wish to; 
mention the same. r , - ■ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; There are 
small details. Why should time of the, 
House be taken pn these fHe has already.

referred to the matter. Why not 
remind tlw hon. Minister by another letter? 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: I 
would just give the reference number. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: These are 
small details. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: It is 
very interesting. She was selected for 
recruitment. The necessary l«tfer was issued. 
When she approached the concerned 
railway officials, they said ‘Do not join 
duty.’ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The House 
is not the forum to go into such individual 
grievances. He should discuss issues and 
policies. 

SHRI B.K. DASCHOWDHURY:When 
she went for joining duty, they said no. 
The appointment was cancelled. I referred: 
the entire matcer to the hon. Minister. 

There are many such serious allegations 
against the NF Railway administration. 

I would also request the hon. Minister to 
see to the adequate representation in 
services of Schedulee Casts and Scheduled 
Tribes in the railways. The figures tell a 
sorry talc. To ensure adequate repesen- 
tation, I would suggest to the Minister that 
they make ad hoc appointments for Schedul¬ 
ed Cast and Scheduled Tribes in all the 
zonal railways. 

SHRI TARUN GOGOI (Jorhat) : I 
offer hearty congratulations to the hon. 
Railway Minister on presenting us with a 
surplus Budget. I also congratulate the 
railways on the great service they rendered 
during and after the Indo-Pakistan war 
after the emergence of Bangla E>esh for 
restoring disrupted Communications. During 
the war, nearly 2000 special trains had to be 
run to transport troops and equipment. 
80 0 special trains were run to transport re- 
Aigees back to Bangla Deah. The railway 
employees did yeoman service in rising to 


the occasion and coping with this problem. 
They have earned the appreciation of the 
people of India in discharging their duties. 
In the course of their duties, many railway' 
employees had to sacrifice their lives. Let 
us all pray and pay homage to those patri¬ 
ots. I hope the Minister will see that due 
compensation is paid to the members of 
their bereaved families. 

The railways are a public utility under¬ 
taking. They are not a profit making 
organisation. The railways are one of the 
biggest and oldest undertakings in India. 
Though quite a lung time has passed the 
railways have not been able to develop 
as much as they should. They have not 
been able to provide the requisite facilities 
and conveniences to the travelling public. 
The railways are the principal means of 
communication for the poor people. 
Freights and fares have been enhanced 
from tinre to time but the facilities afforded 
have not improved. This is specially so in 
the case of people travelling in third class. 
Very often trains carrying overcrowded 
passengers appear like trains carrying 
animals, not human beings. 

Another feature of our railways is the 
existence of the multi-gauge system. The 
Railway Minister has referred to it as a 
legacy of the British rule. To introduce 
uniformity of gauge, he has put forward 
certain proposals. There are three 
conversion projects covering over a 
thousand kilometres. Then there is the 
proposal to convert the metre-gauge line 
from Barabanki to Samastipur, a big 
project covering 572 km. and costing Rs. 
46.80 crores. There is also a proposal for 
linking Defhi with Kanyakumari by broad 
gauge. 

But it is a matter of great resentment 
that the railway administration has 
completely ignored the pressing and urgent 
needs of the whole eastern region compris¬ 
ing Assam, Nagaland, M^halaya, Mizo 
Hiil8,and Manipur, Tripura, and Arunadtal. 
We do not find any proposal in r^rd lo 
the east and north-eastern regions. There 
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is no proposal even for an inch of railway 
for conversion from metre gauge to broad- 
gauge. Nor is there a proposal even for an 
inch of new railway to be constructed. 
Nothing Is being done. 

The whole area, both east and the north 
cast, has been neglected during the 
British time. It was neglected even after 
Independence. Even today, the Minister 
has not taken it seriously, as a result of 
which the area is lagging far, far behind. 
One of the objectives of the Government 
is to remove the disparity, and is in the 
way jthe Government of India or the 
Railway Minister is going to remove the 
disparity? Instead of removing disparity, 
it will widen the gulf of disparity between 
the developed and the under developed 
areas. 

For example, in Assam, during the 
British regime, during the British rule, 
something had been done in the tea areas to 
cater to the needs of the British business, 
the British planters. Most of those areas 
in Assam are not linked up by any railway, 
and we have been demanding for a long 
time that there should be another railway 
line linking all the towns to cater to the 
needs of the passenger and the movement 
of goods also. 

Then we find always in Assam and gene¬ 
rally in the eastern region there is shortage 
of wagons, as a result of which we are being 
put to a lot of difficulties. We arc paying 
the maximum price for the essentials of 
daily life. The other day, one of the hon. 
Members referred to the price of salt. You 
cannot imagine that we have been paying 
Rs. 2 per kilo of salt. We are paying very 
high rates for all the essentials of daily life. 
So is the case with cement. The other day, 
the Minister of Industrial Development 
told us there has been an allotment made 
for eetnent, but that there is a shortage of 
si«(p)ns. Why is it always so in the case, 
Assam and in the eastern wing 7 It is an 
.#rea which is rich in material, mineral 


resources, and which is rich in natural 
resources. We produce most of the tea 
and oil in the whole country, and these are 
foreign exchange earners. In spite of all 
these things, we have not been receiving 
due attention from the Government, as a 
result of which the area is lagging far, far 
behind, and the lack of attention stands in 
the way of our industrial development also. 

Then, there are schools run by the rail¬ 
way department, but there is not a single 
school where the medium of instruction is 
Assamese. Where there are Bengali 
schools, in those schools also there is no 
instruction given through the medium of 
Assamese. I request the hon. Minister of 
Railways to look into it, so that the As.sam- 
ese speaking people will not be deprived of 
getting education through their mother- 
tongue. 

Besides, there is lack of employment; 
the local people have been deprived of 
getting due employment in our area, which 
causes resentment among the youth also. 
That is why there has been a lot of agita¬ 
tion in Assam. The Government of India 
has also realised this, and that is why the 
wht)le area has been reorganised. But 
mere reorganisation, the mere setting up a 
North-Eastern Council, will not satisfy us. 
All the time, we have been given assurances 
that there will be a broad gauge line from 
Bongaigaon to Tinsukia. How long shall 
we have to wait ? Why does the Minister 
give us assurances ? He should tell 
us frankly that they are not going to do it. 
When the {.ssurance has been given, how 
long are we to wait ? I hope the hon. 
Minister will look into this matter also. 
Otherwise, the eastern area will continue 
to remain backward. 

With these few words, 1 hope the 
hon. Minister will take note of what 
1 have said. 

*SHR1 C. T. DHANDAPANI 

(Dharapuram): Mr. Deputy-Speaker. Sir, 

1 am 'wry, happy to point ouf*at the outset 
that for the first time a Railway Minister 


^The original speech was delivered in Tamil. 
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of the Gnioa Government has paid atten¬ 
tion to the problems and requirements of 
the people of South so far as railway lines 
are concerned. I would unhesitatingly 
commend these proposals to the acceptance 
of the Kpuse and would like to say a few 
words on the Railway Budget. 

During the past six years, 1512.84 kms 
of railway line lias been laid throughout 
the country. If you look at the length of 
the railway lines laid during this period in 
southern India, you will find that only 
147.90 kms. of railway line has been 
put there. You will surely appreciate the 
fact that all these years the interests of the 
South have been neglected and there has 
been no railway development at all in 
South India during the past six years. In 
these circumstancos, if the Kailway 
Minister comes forward with proposals for 
having railway line in two particular areas 
in Tamil Nadu, naturally we are duty 
bound to welcome those proposals and 
wc wholeheartedly welcome the initiative 
taken by the Railway Minister in the 
matter of rail development in Tamil Nadu. 

1 would take this opportunity to remind 
him that there are many more lines which 
are urgently needed by the people in South 
India. For examples a survey of Tirupur 
to Palani via Dharapuram rail link was 
carried out during British regime. We 
havt not heard anything about this rail 
link so far even after 25 years of indepen¬ 
dence. It is regiettable that no active 
step l^s been takon by the Railway 
Ministry to start construction of this rail 
link. Similarly, if Ootacamund is 
connected by rail with Mysore via 
Gudalore, the income from the tourist 
traffic alone will be substantial. The 
Railway Minister will not, I hope, find it 
difficult to have a survey done of this 
Ootacamund-Oudalur-Mysore rail link. 
For decades we have been hearing about 
Sa tyamangalam -Chamara janaga ram rai 1 
link. But nothing tangible has so far been 
done about this rail link. I wbuld request 


the hon. Railway Minister to start action 
on the survey of this rail link which had 
been completed so many years before. 

For the purpose of con.structing tube 
railways in the metropolitan cities like 
Madras, Bombay, and Calcutta, the 
Railway Minister has proposed a study of 
mass transit in these cities. I request him 
to expedite this survey so that the much- 
talked about tube railways can become a 
reality. 

It is seen in the Railway Budget papers 
that under the head “Open Line Works”, 
the Railways have elfectcd a saving of Rs. 
2 crores. I would like (o know whether 
any works undertaken have not been 
Completed resulting in this saving or 
wliether there is something wrong in the 
alloctions made under this head. 1 request 
the lion. Railway Minister to clarify this 
point. 

The railway employees throughout the 
country are facing the problem of housing. 
For example, in Delhi, even after 20, 25 
years of service, a railway employee is not 
getting Government accommundation. Wo 
find that in this budget a paltry sum of 
Rs. 44,98 lakhs has been provided for 
housing for the railway employees. This 
is absolutely insufficient for meeting the 
housing needs of- Railway employees. In 
addition to this, they do not get even the 
house rent allowance though the Railway 
Board has passed specific orders regarding 
this. In Pondanur, Palani, Tambaram. 
Villupuram, Udumulapettai, Pollachi and 
in so many other places in Tamil Nadu, 
the railway employees do not get the house 
lent allowance. The State Government 
is giving house rent allowance and the city 
compensatory allowance to its employees, 
but the Railways do not do that. 

The Railway Board’s letter No. PC-65/ 
HRA/t/3 dated 22.7,765 stipulates that the 
Railway servants working within a distance 
of 8 kms. from the municipal limits of a 
qualified city should be allowed House Rent 
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allowance and city compensatory allowance 
at the rates admissible at that city even 
though they may not be residing within 
those Municipal limits provided that there 
is no other suburban municipality within 
the 8 kms. and that it is certified by the 
Collector having jurisdiction over the area 
that the place is generally dependent 
for its essential supplies, e.g. foodgrains, 
milk, vegetables, fuel etc. on the qualihed 
city. I n the case of Podanur, the nearest 
qualified city is Coimbatore and Sin- 
ganallur Municipalities which is classified 
as B.2 and Podanur is within 8 KMs from 
Coimbatore. Tho Collector has recommen¬ 
ded that the railway employees in Podanur 
and Singanallur ghould be given the City 
Compensatory Allowance and the House 
Rent allowance. I appeal to the hon. 
Railway Minister that he should bear in 
mind the hardships of these employees and 
expedite the payment of C.C.A and H.R.A 
to them. The Railway Board has already 
passed the order and it is only a question 
of expeditious implementation. 

Last year on the Railway Budget, when 
you were in the Chair, I pointed out the 
water problem in Podanur area. I would 
like to quote here what the hon. Railway 
Minister said in his reply to the dabate : 

“The same hon. Member—this is 
me. Sir— 

mentioned that in the absence of 
water supply arrangements at Podanur 
and Coimbatore, water tank specials 
should be run from Mettuapalayam daily 
even at a high cost. He suggested that a 
water supply works would be set up 
there. This proposal is under considera¬ 
tion of the Railways already. It is 
proposed to obtain water from the river 
Bhavani at Mettupalayam and pump 
it to Coimbatore, Directions have been 
issued by the Railways as to scope and 
details of the scheme. The work will 
betaken up for implementation after 
detailed scheme hgs been drawn up.** 


But, so far no action has been taken on 
this proposal and the water continues to be 
in scarcity in this area. I would appeal 
to the hon. Minister that he should use 
his good offices for implementing this 
scheme by which the water problem will be 
solved once and for all in this area. 

1 would like to point out here* that 
though the wagon manufacturers were 
asked to go up to 40,000 wagons per 
annum, the Railways—I do not underand 
this spectacle—have cut down their 
requirement of 26,000 wagons to 10,000 
wagons. What is going to happen to the 
wagons manufactured by the wagon manu¬ 
facturers ? Is there no need for wagons ? 
In Coimbatore, on account of non¬ 
availability of wagons, the potatoes are 
getting damaged and their is no quick 
transportation of potatoes from Coim¬ 
batore. In the Punjab, the shortage of 
wagons has affected the movement of food- 
grains to different corners in the country. 
The producers are greatly handicapped for 
want of wagons in time. When this is the 
position, I am unable to appreciate the 
reduction of wagon requirements by the 
Railways. 

In this Budget, the Railway Minister 
has shown a surplus of half a crore 
of rupees with a total revenue of 
Rs. 34.68 crores anticipated from the 
new proposals in this Budget. While tho 
Railways in general have been losing every 
year, the Southern Railways have been 
showing profit and in this year the 
Southern Railways have shown an improve¬ 
ment of Rs.2.27 crores. In fact, the 
Southern Railways would show greater 
profit if it could avoid the transportation 
cearges .of coal from North to South to 
the extent of Rs. 6 crores. Every year the 
Southern Railways are to meet this amount 
of Rs. 6 crores on transportation of coal. 
I would appeal to the hon. Reilway 
Minister tn arrange for the supply of co^ 
to Southern Railways at a (yiteapor rate 
which will help the Southern Railways to 
swell their profit. Varanasi WoHcs 
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alone should be made the centre of pro- 
ductioii of diesel engines to meet the 
entire requirement of diesel engines in the 
country. A diesel engine manufacturing 
unit shoidd be set up in an industrial 
I ocailty like Coimbatore in the South, so 
that diesel engines can replace the engines 
driven on coal which costs so much to 
Southern Railways. 


Before, I conclude, I would only 
refer to this. Out of total amount of 
Rs. 95.11 lakhs worth goods stolen 
on the Railways, the Railways could recover 
only goods worth Rs. 40,000/. This paints 
a bleak picture of the efforts of the 
Railways. Some more energetic measures 
are immediately called for. Similarly, 
there is not adequate representation of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
on the Railways. Out of 2474 people 
recruited, about 1370 people belonging to 
S. C. and S. T. were taken under Class IV 
category as if they are fit only to be the 
meanials. In the Gazetted ranks 12 
belonging to S. C. and 5 belonging to S.T, 
were selected during 1970-71. I would plead 
with the hon. Minister that there should 
be greater rppresentation of S. C, and S.T. 
candidates on the mammoth railway 

organisation which has its tentacles through¬ 
out the length and breadth of the country. 
With these words, I conclude.

Speaker, Sir, I rise to support the Raflway 
Budget. The Ministry of Railways has

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been neglecting Keiala for a long time. 
For India’s progress in industry and 
agriculture the railways play a very 
important part. Under the policy followed 
by the Central Government with regard to 
railways Kerala has been neglected for a 
long time. 

For a long time. Sir, there has been a 
demand for conversion of the metre-gauge 
line from Frnakulam to Trivandrum into 
broad-gauge. It is shameful that only a 
very small amount has been set apart in 
this Budget for this purpose. That is only 
a paltry sum of Rs. 8 lakhs. 

• 

At present there is no Third Class 
Sleeper reservation between Mangalore and 
Delhi. Malayalees from Delhi do not get 
reservation in the Delhi-Mangalore train. 
I have brought this to the notice of the 
hon. Minister many times but nothing has 
been done in this direction. It is an 
urgent necessity. 

China clay is produced in Pazhayangadi 
and Niles house and hard board, plywood 
and Copra items for export from Canannorc 
District. But the people are finding it 
difficult to export these items for want of 
wagons. This has affected the trade in 
Kerala. To remedy this situation I w'ould 
request the hon. Minister to increase the 
supply of wagons. 

Diesel engines have been introduced on 
many lines. The line from Mangalore to 
Shorannur has not been dieselised so far. 
I would request the Government to take up 
this work and complete it. Even though 
the number of coaches in Express Trains 
has been increased the platforms have not 
been lengthened with the result the 
passengers face many difficulties. This 
work should receive immediate attention. 

In this Budget, Sir, the third-class 
passengers have not been asked to pay any 
thing more for their travel. It is a good 
thing. I welcome this. I again stress that 
in the matter of elTecting improvement to 
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our railways the Railway Ministry should 
not neglect Kerala. Cochin is the most 
important trade centre in Kerala. This 
should be connected to Shornur by a 
double railway line. The Minister said that 
a survey would be undertaken. It is very 
necessary that it should be completed early. 

We have drawn the attention of many 
officers and Ministers to the importance of 
railways in the matter of trade and indus¬ 
trial growth. The Tellicherry-Mysore 
Railway is very important. I request that 
fins work should be undertaken early. 

Kerala is backward in many respects. 
Kerala has a long coast line. The people 
of Kerala have been putting forvard the 
demand for a coast line railway. If there 
is such a railway line fish can be exported 
from Kerala. I request the Minister to 
take up this work immediately and have 
a coast line lailway in Kerala 

Malayalees staying in outside cities 
find it very difficult to get their reserva¬ 
tions. There are different private agencies 
which do this reservation work in Delh i 
and other important cities. I request that 
reservation facilities should be increased 
in all the cities like Bombay, Calcutta, 
Ranchi, Bhopal, Hyderabad etc, 

.Some time back the Ministry had pro¬ 
mised to construct more overbridges in 
Kerala but I find that in this Budget only 
four have been approved. There are many 
level-crossings which are not provided with 
chowkidars. Recently two accidents took 
place near Cannanore where railway trains 
dashed against other vehicles at- level 
crossing. Overbridges should be provided 
at these level crossings. 

Before concluding I would like to once 
again stress that wagon supply should be 
increased so that raw materials which are 
necessary for the manufacture of dofence 
equipmepts could be traifiported from 
Kerala. If the people are to have a fbeHng 
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of security the Railways have to play a 
very Important role. Kerala must be all- 
owd to make progress in industry, agricul¬ 
ture and trade. The Railway Ministry 
must give priority to Kerala and supply 
more wagons and must give more help for 
improvement of railway stations and cons¬ 
truction of new tins. 

With these words. Sir, I support the 
Railway Budget.

OR. KAILAS (Bombay South): Sir, 
while supporting the railway budget, I 
wish to draw pointed attention of the 
Railway Minister to a few issu^. The Rail¬ 
way Minister in his last year’s budget had 
given an assurance that attempts will be 
made for the removal of regional imba¬ 
lances. I think he had started the bail 
rolling. He had announced in this budget 
some very important measures in this 
connection like connecting Kanyakumari 
with the Himalayas and conversion of 
metre-gauge lines into broad-gauge lines 
and some other measures. 

But when he announced that season- 
ticket-holders of first-class and third-class 
will be upgraded because he wanted 
tp rationalise the fare structure, . I tbink 
that in the name of rationalisation he baa 
done nn 'injustice to those pei^ons who 
sthy away in suburbs and who stay in 
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Poona and travel by Deccan Queen or' stay 
at Surat and travel by Flying Rani, who arc 
serving either in Sachivalaya or Bombay 
Municipal Corporation or one of the 
scheduled and nationalised banks and such 
public institutions. So, 1 would request 
the hon. Minister not to increase the fares 
of. the season ticket-holders, specially of 
those who are travelling by either Flying 
Rani or Deccan Queen. 

I can understand a rise in fares. But, 
at the same time, he should also take care 
of the transport system and see that it is 
improved. For the last so many years we 
have *been pressing for an undergrejund 
railway system in Bombay. But that 
demand has not been conceded so far.

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Member 
may resume his seat. The quorum is being 

challenged. The bill is being rung. 

Now there is quorum. He may continue 
his speech. 

DR. KAILAS : Sir, I was talking 
about the arrangement of underground 
railways for easing the difficulties of our 
travelling public. 1 think, the Railway 
Minister will be kind enough to start the 
process of shaping how the underground 
railway system is going to run. 

I received a telegram from my cons¬ 
tituency which I quote here so that the 
Minister may consider this issuer 

“Fare rise in first and third class season 
tickets is strongly condemned. Must be 
withdrawn forthwith otherwise face 
commuters of your constituency. B.V. 
Joshi, S.B. Sheodore and other members 
of struggle. Western Railway, Bombay.” 

AN HON. MEMBER : Face. 

DR. KAILAS: I want to draw the 
attention of the Railway Minisltt to a 


matter about which I had written to hM 
some few months ago. There used to be^a 
concession for the Matheran hill station 
for students, specially high school and 
college students. This concession has been 
withdrawn. The Minister kindly wrote 
back to me saying that this is not a profi¬ 
table line and hence it will not be possible 
to give back this conce.ssion. 1 want to 
understand from him whether we are run¬ 
ning the railways for the good of the people 
or whether he is running the railways only 
for the sake of earning or whether the faci¬ 
lity should be extended to our student 
population, specially of the poorer sections 
of society so that they can also enjoy the 
hill station season. 

Another very important feature which I 
want to bring to his notice is that the 
Frontier Mail is the lifeline of Rajasthan, 
connecting Rajasthan with Bombay. .We 
see that when the metre gauge train from 
Jhunjhunu to Sawat Madhopur does not 
reach in time, the Frontier Mail leaver for 
Bombay or fer Delhi. The difference in 
the time of arrival of the metre gauge train 
and the Frontier Mail is only 20 minutes. 

I request tne Railway Minister to consider 
and examine whether this difference bet¬ 
ween the arrival time of both these trains 
can be increased to 4S minutes or the metre 
gauge train could be treated as an express 
or mail train so that it may not stop at two 
or three stations and may connect with the 
Frontier Mail. 

Then, the land belonging to the rail¬ 
ways in Bombay is lying idle. Large num¬ 
ber of hutments had come on those vacant 
areas. On 2nd October last year, it was 
very unfortunate that police help was 
sought and those huts were uprooted. 
There was a hue and cry in the constituen¬ 
cy, but we could not help it. But even till 
today after removing those hutments, no 
construction has been'’done. I tfCduest that 
two-room or three-room tenements for 
rallwaymcn, who are tiving dbtside and are 
paying extra rent, may be cotwtnicted ,on 
this piece, of land. ' . 
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I speak with great emphasis at my 
command foe the Travelling Ticket Collec* 
tors, about whom Shri Kachwai also men¬ 
tioned. I had the occasion to preside 
over their function at Bombay. The Tra¬ 
velling Ticket Collectors are not treated as 
“running staff.” They are not given the 
same facilities as other running staff are 
given. Not only that, they have no space 
to sit during the day or to sleep during the 
night. Such facilities should be given to 
them. This whole question is pending for 
the last so many years. But no decision 
has been mode. 

The Railway Minister had said last year 
about regional imbalance. Though he has 
set the ball rolling, in the area of Ratnagiri, 
which is so rich in minerals and offers pro¬ 
spects for different businesses there, the 
railway line has not been laid. The 
survey has been done and survey plan is 
ready but no mention is made of it in this 
Budget. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA ; If 
Ratnagiri produces , Ratna I will construct 
the line there. 

DR. KAILAS : He says, if Ratnagiri 
produces Ratna, he wilt construct the line. 
Ratnagiri has produced men like Ratna, 
Tilak comes from there; Gokhale comes 
from there; Ranade comes from there. So, 
Ratnagiri has produced man like Ratnas. 

Sir, with these words, I have done, 
except, (hat I want to repeat that if at all 
he cannot connect the metre-gauge with 
broad-gauge to catch Frontier Mail in time, 
all facilities should be provided at Sawai 
Madhopur station for I Class, II Class 
III Class passengers where they can take 
rest for eight hours to catch the next train. 
At present, there are no facilities available. 

I would request the hon. Minister to con¬ 
sider it. 

SHRI 3YOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) ; Mr. Chairman, Sir. during my 
last ym's speech on Railway Budget 1 had 


put ail the emphasis at my command in 
saying that what drowns the Indian 
railways today is over-capitalisation. Along 
with that, had mentioned that 17 lakh 
I employees who work for the Indian rail¬ 
ways, including casual labour, to get their 
heart and not the physique alone, should 
be given the necessary security. For that, as 
Shri A.P. Sharma said, there has (>o be staff 
participation at every level. I had also 
talked about it. You cannot get the best 
out of a man if you do not give him the 
security that he requires, the social security, 
the security to live, the security for Ms 
family and all that. 

Also, I had pointed out that the 
Railways through mismanagement and 
utter inefficiency has lost the high-freighted 
traffic during the last 15-20 years and are 
now saddled with the low-freighted traffic. 
To give an example, you carry a sackful 
of limestone and for a measure of 2 cubic 
ft., you get Rs 4 to 5 over a distance of 500 
miles whereas for the high-freighted box of 
Bata shoes, for a 1/4 cubic ft., over that 
distance, you get Rs 20. You have lost 
the high freighted, traffic. The freight is 
your main source of income, not the 
passenger traffic. You nave lost the high- 
freighted traffic due to your mismanaging 
the whole thing. You are now saddled 
with the low-freighted traffic. You have 
done nothing to get out of the evil. You 
have done some superficial work. That 
has yielded you very little results. Your 
Budget analysis is nothing but an effort to 
hoodwink us. Your actual loss is much 
more than what you can show in your 
books of accounts. 

Then, I had also talked about revenue 
and utility-oriented expenditure. But I 
am horrified to see that the old method of 
expenditure which neither brings utility 
nor brings revenue is still going on un¬ 
abated. 

I had talked about the De-scheduling 
of specifications where the safety marking 
is much more than what you require. 
You have done nothing about iu 
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About the material comfort for HI 
Class passengere who contribute the bulk 
of your revenue, even a drinking water 
tank in each compartment or a coir 
cushion is not provided. All that I have 
got is a letter from Mr. R.K. Sinha, Chair¬ 
man of the Railway Convention Com¬ 
mittee who has asked me to draft a 
memorandum, as if I have been provided 
the big secretariat of the Railway Ministry 
and, to give him all the details. For 
the last one year, I have found that 
deterioration remains unarrested. 

Now, I go to certain other small things. 
About the Martin Light Railways, I have 
repeatedly complained. In the Railways, 
you do not have any Transport Economist 
although the railways involve more thx t 
3000 crores of rupees. You do not have a 
man who has the basic study of transport 
economics. I come to the Martin Light 
Railways. That is a very old institution. 
The value of assets is almost next to noth¬ 
ing. With a zero capital, you have been ren¬ 
dering service of carrying 35,000 to 40.000 
passengers a day. The moment you ask him 
to switch over to roadways, a person who 
had been paying Rs. 17 for a monthly 
ticket, for 60 journeys ^at least a month, 
will be forced to pay Rs. 45. You are 
adding fuel to the fire of over-capitali¬ 
sation. With a zero capital, you are render¬ 
ing a wonderful service. You want to 
scrap it and force these people to switch 
over to another set-up which is highly 
over-capitalised, leaving aside the fact 
that he cannot afford to pay; he has to go 
and crowd the slums of Calcutta and 
Howrah leave aside that many of them will 
go out of business altogether, I am talking 
about the economics of Har.umanthaiya, 
if there is anybody to understand this. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : What about 
tunning expenditure T 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I am 
told that the lots would not exceed aboutfi 
Rs. 8 lakhs a year. That is nothing com¬ 
pared to the tservice [that the Railways 
would have givbn. 


Then I come to your running. I might 
sound not very Marxist here. Mr. Hanu- 
manthaiya, you are a monopolist; the 
country has given you a monopoly right 
to run the railways; there are no competi¬ 
tors; nobody else has been given the right 
of running the railways; you have 
been given the monopoly right. You know 
full well that the railway service fn Seal- 
dah, specially South Seaidah Division is 
out of existence; it is not functioning; it 
runs for one day and stops for two days; 
it runs just for half a day and docs not 
run the next day. What are you doing 
about that ? Mr. Deputy Minister, we 
had a very good lunch; and that was about 
all. People are rotting in the platform 
with their families accosted by goondas 
at 10.30 and 11.00 p. m. What are you 
doing about that ? We are not placing 
much confidence on your assurances here. 

I hear another dreadful thing. Is it 
true—I hope it is not true—that you are 
going to hand o\er the dining cars to 
pi ivate contractors ? If that is so, 1 can 
tell you that your 'SamgJvafUi' would 
require another colour for its quoting. 

Then, why have you withdrawn the 
concession given to the poor nurses ? As 
it is, the nurses in this country are very 
poorly paid compared to the payments 
that other countries make to nurses. Also, 
look at the burden of duty; the patient- 
nurse ratio is very very high here. The 
small concession that they had been getting 
for the last 30 or 40 years, you have been 
kind enough to withdraw. Would you 
kindly consider giving back this concession 
to them ? 

Then I [come to suburban monthly 
tickets. 1 want to ask you one question. 
Your expenses might have gone up. You 
have raised the value of monthly tickets. 
But can you tell me, at a member of the 
Cabinet, wherefrom is the man foint .to ' 
find the mopey 7 The flnaq^al condition 
of the common mau Ins gono. dbwte oonsi- 
derabfy. Bid' ybu, for g moment^ tliJAk 
over thil; when you Ri42.«xtt« 
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from monthly-ticket holder, where is he 
going to find the money from ? He has 
no money. You would compel him either 
to travel without ticket or not to travel at 
all. Therefore, please consider this issue 
also. 

My last point is about the freight ano- 
moly. I have not studied it in detail; I 
did not have the time. Take the things 
that go out of West Bengal—for example, 
coal, part of an industrial raw material- 
to the various regions. They aie tire ones 
who are required to pay more money. 
The industrial complex in West Bengal 
will be importing different other items 
from States far away from West Bengal. 
They will be required to pay more freight. 
Therefore, the cost structure of the indu¬ 
stry, the industrial product, in West Bengal 
will be greatly affected. I would like 
you to look into this matter also. 

THE MINISTER OF RATLW/YS 
(SHRI K, HANUMANTHAIYA) : The 
Budget that has been presented to the 
House, I am happy to state, has received 
much welcome. It is not merely the 
opinion expressed in the House that I am 
taking into account; I am also taking into 
account the opinion expressed outside the 
House and the opinion expressed in the 
Pre.ss. 1 scrutinised almost every editorial 
of leading newspapers in India; the head¬ 
ing given is either the Railways are out 
of the red or the Railways are back on the 
track. 

I have hardly noticed one editorial . . - 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You have 
a very resourceful PIB. - we know. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
myself resourceful. I don’t depend on PIB. 

I am most grateful to this right as¬ 
sessment made by the Members of this 
House as well as the Press. I know the 
- editorials have also pointed, out certain 
deficiencies and defects. I need not re¬ 


peat again and again that it is the cons¬ 
tant endeavour of the railway adminis¬ 
tration to see that the defects are 
remedied and improvements effected 
wherever Ihere i.s room for improvement. 

Hon. Members have sj'ioken about the 
tax proposals. So far as the suburban 
rate structure rationalisation is concer¬ 
ned, I did not notice anybody speaking 
about it except hon. Members hailing 
from Bombay. I have given reasons in 
detail for this rationalisation. The most 
important point is to treat these great 
cities—Calcutta, Madras and Bombay 
alike. How can there be social justice 
if injustice and defferentiations arc 
perpetuated? After all, every one of you 
knows that for people who live in the 
city and especially those who are work¬ 
ing, the small increases proposed are 
nothing these days. I cart understand 
the plight of the rural people whose 
income is the lowest in the country. 
So far as the industrial workers and 
executives in these two great cities are 
concerned, I am sure they will not mind 
this paltry sum ranging from 5 paise to 
Rs. 2.15 per month to be paid to the 
railways in order to help its finances us 
well as to restore equality and justice 
and to imprrve service . .. .(Interruptions) 
I can understand the awareness of the hon. 
Members of Bombay to public opiniort. 
Dr. Kailas for whom I have got great 
icspcct for his age an<l experience has pro¬ 
duced a telegram, but 1 have not 
received any telegram from the Chambers 
of Commerce and various other institu¬ 
tions ir. these great cities. It is only a 
few people under the self-styled name of 
some association who have sent the 
telegram and I am sure, public opinion, 
if properly cultivated by the hon Mem¬ 
bers, will see the Justice of these ^rqtes 
being raised. I want them to be more 
conscious of their constituencies but I 
also want them to be more conscious of 
the interests of the country as a whole. 
There Is a famous saying in Shakespeare s 
drama that somebody said : ‘I love Caesar 
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[Shri K. Hanumanthaiya] 
but I love Rome more. I love Rome 
more’. By all means love your constituency, 
but love the country more. By all means, 
safeguard the interests of a particular cons¬ 
tituency of the State, but be a real guardian 
for justice and equality in the country. 

Many hon. Members who are otherwise 
very good in their approach to problems 
relating to Railways were somewhat upset 
by what is called some line being given 
there and some line not being given in some 
other place. I would beg of these members 
to see the railway map of India before they 
speak. What are the reasons? Some area 
have got less railway lines and some other 
areas have more railway lines. No other 
reason is necessary except the very sight of 
the map. I am just trying to set right that 
imbalance. In the meanwhile, 1 am not 
holding up the progress of any particular 
region. I am trying to do, within the 
resources available, to give a line or a con¬ 
version project to each State. 1 want every 
State to feel that justice has been done. If 
they speak merely with a view to rouse what 
is called the State consciousness or the con¬ 
stituency consciousness, I am helpless. 

SHRI RAM DHAN : May I request the 
Minister to appoint an Inquiry Committee 
to go into the matters to see whether con¬ 
version in the South is justified or not? 
{interruption). 

SHRI K.. HANUMANIHAIYA : The 
hon. Member needs no Committee. He has 
only to take the Railway map of India, 
calculate per capita railway mileage for 
each part of the country. No Committee 
is necessary for these. Sincere as he is, I 
am sure, he will come to the right conclu¬ 
sion, 

I now come to the other tax proposals 
regarding the rationalisation of the fare 
structure. It is of great comfort to me to 
know that the tax proposals in the form of 
rationalisation that have been proposed 
command the acceptance of the House. 

In fact. Sir, I feel that the House has given 


approval, silent though it may be—in its 
own way, to all my pn^sals. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : It is a 
convenient way of assessment, Mr. 
Hanumanthaiya. You are really clever ! 

SHRI K, HANUMANTHAIYA : This 
Parliament is the guardian of not merely 
the Railway Administration. It is a watch¬ 
ful guardian not merely of railway admini¬ 
stration but of the entire Governmental 
edifice. Whenever anything is quiet, the 
watchful guardian also sits quietly; he does 
not be.stir himself. It is only when there is 
trespass or trouble that he rises up with 
knives and cudgels. If there is no quorum 
in the House, it shows that Members are 
quite satisfied with Railwav Administra¬ 
tion and they do not feel worried about it. 
(Interruption) 

1 would beg of the hon. Members who 
talk about rise in freight and fares, to think 
about this in a balanced manner. The 
prices of materials have gone up every day 
and every year. The statistics show what 
is the extent to which the annual rise in 
prices is. Hon. Members are very sympa¬ 
thetic to labour; I am also one of them. 
They will see that for the last 10 years the 
wages have gone np enormously, twofold 
or thieefold in many sectors. 

SHRI JYOriRMOY BOSU : And also 
cost of living. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA ; You 
don’t object to this wage rise. If you 
object to what is called the fare rise and 
the freight rise, which communist would be 
able to balance the budget? My hon. friend 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu made a reference to 
a r (.coDomist. I would welcome him. Let 
him come. I would welcome him to tlie 
Railway Board. Let him be an honoraiy 
member, and if Iw advises same, I will do it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU Quim 
willingly. 
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SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : Will 
h« say that no rise is necessary in the rates 
and the freights, even though the wa^ bill 
may go up because of the Pay Commission 
recommendations and other things? Even 
though he may be in the opposition, I am 
prepared to surrender my portfolio to him. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Just 
for a clarification. Sir. {Interruption) 

Why don't you increase the total 
volume. {Interruptions). 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I am 
not yielding. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He is not yielding. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Just 
for a clarification, Sir. 

MR. CHAIRMAN The Minister is 
not yielding. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Nor 
am I yielding. There is no progress made 
in the Railways. {Interruption) 

MR. CHAIRMAN : The hon. Minister 
is not yielding; I can’t help it. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA ; 1 

want hon. Members to consider not only 
the expenditure but also the income to be 
their special charge. They have to see that 
one meets the other on an equitable basis. 
Otherwise, no family can be managed pro¬ 
perly, much less a big administration like 
the railways. 

The hon. Member from the C. P. I. (M) 
to begin with, made reference to the capital 
at-charge, loans, Indian and foreign and so 
on. He also questioned the propriety of 
paying 6 per cent dividend. T am happy to 
note that there are some hon. Members 
who take interest in financial matters which 
to many of us are very complex ones. The 
hon. Member has, however, all this infor¬ 
mation, already in his possession, and he 
need not havc^asked for it. He has only 
to look at pages 6<5 And 67 of the publica¬ 


tion Indian Railway.<t 1970-71 supplied to 
him. The investments on all the heads 
which he has mentioned are stated therein 
and the figures are follows: The investments 
on 31 March, 1971 financed from various 
SOUICC.S aic as follows : 

Loan capital advanced 
by general revenues Rs 3330.78 crores 

Depreciation Fund Rs. 223.22 crores 

Development Fund Rs. .365.14 crores 

Revenue Rs. 176.22 crores 

Machinery and equip¬ 
ment received free of 
cost Rs. 4.43 crorc 

This makes a total of Rs. 4,099.79 crores 
or roughly Rs. 4100 crores. 

So far as the question ol over-capitali¬ 
sation and payment cf dividend thereon is 
concerned. Parliament scrutinises it perio¬ 
dically through its Railway Convention 
Committee. This question has been dis¬ 
cussed in the Convention Committee, and 
the recommendations of the Committee 
which have been accepted by the House, 
exempt the Railways from paying dividend 
on this account of over-capitalization. 1 
have already explained this in para 15 of 
my Budget speech. 

The hon. Member from the DMK, Shri 
Tha Kiruttinan made several points. I am 
not able to answer all of them because of 
the limited time at my disposal. I shall, 
however, reply to one or two points. I 
want to assure Shri Tha Kiruttinan that 
there is no manipulation of accounts, 1 do 
not think that such a word can be used at 
all for the purpose of a dignified debate, be¬ 
cause the Government of India is not run 
on the basts of manipulation. The consti¬ 
tutional authorities like the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General and (he Financial Commi¬ 
ssioner etc. will not allow any such thing. 
To make an allegation of this kind merely 
shows some kind of over-enthusiasm in 
speech-making. It may be that professional 
critics not finding tangible points to 
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imagined criticism and this manipulation of 
accounts is one such. 

It is true that many high rated commo¬ 
dities go by road and not by rail. Road 
traffic has certain advantages over the rail¬ 
ways. We are trying to attract high-rated 
commodities to the railways by ensuring 
safe and prompt transport. I'o some extent 
thefts, damages and delays are responsible 
for diversion of this high-rated traffic to 
road. We have launched a campaign, as I 
have indicated in my budget speech, to 
eradicate these evils. Joint committees of 
officers of States and the Railway Adminis¬ 
tration and the labour unions have been 
formed. The committees have begun to 
work with enthusiasm and I have every 
confidence that their joint efforts would 
improve matters. I have also indicated to 
several commercial and business organisa- 
t’ons and interested individuals that they 
may own their containers. If it is taken 
up seriously by them, I am prepared to 
give encouragement in several ways. This 
will also ensure minimisation of thefts and 
damages. 

Shri Nathu Ram Ahirwar has made a 
correct assessment of the Budget. Punctu¬ 
ality as also sacrifices made by railwaymen. 
I think a correct assessment of performance 
will be an incentive to improve rather than 
making criticism as a matter of course as 
was done by the member from Gujarat 
belonging to the Swatanlra Party who is 
not here. 

t assure the hon. member that the inter¬ 
rats of the Scheduled Castes are safe in my 
hands. They are getting their due. I 
might say that I have appointed a 
Scheduled Caste gentleman as Chairman 
of the Railway Services Commission at 
Nagpur. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY : Not 
in all service commissions. There should 
be one sudi member in all service commis¬ 
sions. 

SHRI K HANUMANTHAIYA : I 
have no objection. I welcome it. 


Only emnpetent persons must be found. 

SHRI SHAMBU NATH (Saidpur): This 
is highly objectionable. Let him not talk of 
competency. There are so many compe¬ 
tent persons. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : He 
is one of those members who misunder¬ 
stand and get angry unnecessarily. * 

SHRI SHAMBU NATH: Under the 
garb of lack of competency, nobody is 
recruited. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; This 
is an indirect insinuation on the entire 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
communities. This implies that they arc 
not available. Competence is not the 
monopoly of any particular person. He 
must not say such things. 

MR. CHAIRMAN : He is getting 
agitated. The hon. Minister has not said 
that there are no competent persons. He 
has said that the case of competent per¬ 
sons will be considered. That does not 
mean that there are no competent per¬ 
sons. 

I I sriT | ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA; Even 
in regard to various appointments in open 
competition, we use the phraseology that 
competent persons have to be appointed. 
These people unnecessarily get angry and 
harm their own cause. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWpHURY : It, is 
befitting on the part of the hon. Minister 
to say this? He must not make searching 
allegations like this. This is lyhat happened 
in the Ganguli affair. I want your 
ruling. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTH4]IYA ; The 
honi member, Shri, Ahirjvar, ^ ^longing to 
Madhya Pradesh made poiaf, . He 
m^de the poirit that this is the most negled- 
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ted part of the country so far as the railway 
administration is concerned. I was parti¬ 
cularly interested in listoiing to my hon. 
friend Sliri R. S. Pandey. I wish to assure 
the hon. Members that it is not my intent 
tion, nor' is it the policy of the railway 
administration, to look at Madhya Pradesh 
with scant courtesy. Madhya Pradesh. I am 
ready to concede, deserved more lines than 
it has got, either by way of new lines or 
conversion. The hon. Member should note 
that very recently. I inaugurated a new 
broad gauge line in Madhya Pradesh from 
Singrauli to Katni. It is 234.26 km long, 
and costs more than Rs. 20 crores. There¬ 
fore, he should have taken the new line 
opened only last month into considera¬ 
tion. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Now, I congra¬ 
tulate you. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I wUI 
make the Members from Madhya Pradesh 
more happy. You know that before a line 
is taken up for construction, surveys have 
to be made. I have ordered several surveys 
in Madhya Pradesh. I hope after the survey 
reports are received, I will be able to give 
more lines so far as Madhya Pradesh is 
concerned. 1 do not want to give a list of 
them because— 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Please give, as 
far as possible. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : I 
have already ordered a survey in the follow¬ 
ing areas of Madhya Pradesh t First, 
Daltirajhara to Jagdalpur or Dantewara 
line which would be about 220 km long 
and will cost about Rs. 25 crores. This 
will lead to the development of the Bastar 
area. 

Second, another survey is in progress 
for this conversion of the narrow gauge line 
in the northern Satpura region of Madhya 
Prtdcsh, of which Oondia-Jabalpur forms 
the major link. Third, recently I have 


ordered a survey for a railway Uiie along 
Satna-Rewa-Beohari which would be 120 
km long and will cost aptnoximately 
Rs. 10 crores. 

Also, the hon. Member should note 
that the Guna-Maksi railway linO costing 
nearly Rs. 10 crores is in progress and is 
expected to be completed by the end of 
July, 1973. 

The hon. Member Shri Nahata-- 4 nay be 
he is not here—made some suggMtkmi. To 
serve the copper complex and the fertiUstf 
plant at Singhana, the construction of a 
railway link, 33 km long, from Dabla has 
been sanctioned at cost of about Rs. 2.8 
crores. This line ' is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by December, 1973. A survey is 
already in progess for the convttsion at 
the Delhi-Ahmedabad metre gauge line 
(via Jaipur) to broad gauge. Bssed on the 
survey reports I will be taking a decision 
on some of these lines. 

Shri Basumatari, Shri Patnaik and many 
other hon. Members were sore that their 
States have not received equal attention. If 
they had looked into the budget and the 
figures, I am sure they would not have fell 
so sore. 

So far as Assam is concerned, there is 
every consideration given to Assam. It is 
only a question of a little re-examination. 
Before Bangla Desh became free, Assam 
was cut off from Bangla Desh in the nuMter 
of waterways and railways. Now that we 
have connected the railway system of Baiigia 
Desh with India and the waterways are 
also opened up as in the old days betweas 
Calcutta and other areas of Assam, we have 
to re-examine what new ..lines are required 
for the eastern r^ion and what conver¬ 
sions are needed. That examination became 
necessary only a few weeks ago. With a 
little patience on the part of Assam Mem¬ 
bers, I assure them that whatever imbalance 
thereis in the matter of Railway lines in 
Assam will be rectified. 
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• 9HRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : How soon 
you wfll be having through-trains to Assam 
through Baogla Desh ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : 1 

shall reply to any interruption only at the 
end of the speech; I do not want to encour¬ 
age some thing which is like the alarm 
chain pulling in the railways. 

Shri Shrikisban Modi made a good 
point. He wanted inflation fares should 
be removed so far as Fatehpur-Chru- 
seeflon was conceriied. 1 want to take the 
House into confidence , in enunciating a 
slightly new policy.' Jhflation in fares is 
meaiK to be a cushibn between the demand 
for a new railway line and its remunera¬ 
tiveness. It is a healthy device for a service 
rendered must be paid in full If it could be* 
helped. For this the in^ation-fare system 
will have tO: be further extended all over 
India. Several hon. Members of the House 
demand new lines and they say that it 
must be done without regard to its finances 
and maintenance costs. Now we have to 
choose between anew line and the bottom¬ 
less pit of deficit finance if every demand 
has to be met. I think the inflation-fares 
may enable md to doncede as many new 
lines as are necessary and at the same time 
avoid those lines from falling into the 
bottomless pit of deficit financing. There¬ 
fore if at all, the policy of inflation-fares 
will have to be further applied instead of 
being reduced, otherwise, there is no way 
of making Members happy who ask for a 
new line or who ask for conversion. I 
place the same proposition before my hon. 
friend Mr. Vikal because we cannot be 
indiferent to the loss or profitability of a 
line. We shall carry on our discussions 
and we have to find a different system 
whereby investment rnay be made but at 
least we have to meet the running cost.

[Mk. Speaker in the Chair} 

Shri Dhamankar made several points. 
He is also not here. Therefore, I only say 
that the bt idges he is speaking of will be 


looked into to meet the demand he has 
made of a footpath. He suggested that the 
two bridges which will span the two creeks 
in the new railway that I am building must 
have footpaths also for the villages to pass 
through. That fseem to be a reasonable 
demand; I propose to concede it. 

I am thankful to Shri Amrit Nahata 
for bringing to my notice the fact that 
officers get higher D.A, because the Jodh¬ 
pur Mail leaves five minutes after 12. I 
did not know this- I now propose to put 
an end to this practice. The Jodhpur Mail 
will run faster end eliminate this five 
minutes cushion which makes the officers 
enjoy more D. A. in an unreasonable 
manner. This will be done from 1-6-1972. 

Almost all hon. Members are very 
sympathetic to casual labour. Not that I 
am less sympathetic, but there are . what 
are called considerations of the economy 
of the railway. administration. On the 
railways there are always jobs of a casual 
and seasonal nature which crop up from 
lime to time on the open lines. Besides, 
survey and construction work materialises 
in different areas at different points from 
time to time. For obvious reasons, regular 
staff cannot be kept on the roils for meeting 
these requirements. At present approxi¬ 
mately two lakhs of labour is engaged on 
odd jobs in the open lines and about llj 
lakhs in surveys and construction. 
Their interests are ever given the maxi¬ 
mum consideration. Casual labour on 
the open lines with a continuous 
service of six months are brought 
on to regular scales of pay. 
We have also laid down that recruit-, 
ment for the appointment of regular posts 
as vacancies arise should be confined to 
this casual labour alone. In other words, 
every year a large number of casual labour 
are being absorded in regular railway 
employment. It is needless, however, to 
say that while construction of new lines, 
doubling etc., require a huge labour force, 
only a fraction can be ^sorbed at a time 
in regular maintenance/jobs. I might assure 
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the HotKW that everything that is possible is 
being done to protect the interests of casual 
labour, it is irapofaibTe on the fhce of it. 
as the hon. Members know, to ‘ make 
every casual labour a permanent employee, 
involving pension payment, allowances 
and various other things. Then the Rail- , 
way Budget will be upset. 

My hon. friend Shri Pande said some¬ 
thing about manufacturing sophisticated 
signalling equipment in the Railways’ 
Signal Workshops at Podanur and Gorakh¬ 
pur. We have taken a decision to manu-, 
future indigenously sophisticated signalling 
equipment in the Railways’ Signal Work¬ 
shops at Podanur and Gorakhpur in order 
to accelerate the programme of moderni¬ 
sation of Signalling on the Indian Rail¬ 
ways and at the same time reduce depend¬ 
ence on foreign imports for such equipment. 
In pursuance of this policy, we have placed 
orders on the two workshops for manu- 
future of sophisticated signalling equip¬ 
ment to the value of Rs. 1.50 crores during 
1970 and 1971. The two workshops have 
already manufactured a number of token¬ 
less block instruments for use on single, 
line sections for increasing capacity,, sig¬ 
nalling relays, electric point machines and 
signal panels for use in large busy stations 
and suburban sections, all of which were 
being imported up till now. We have 
been able to save foreign exchange to the 
extent of Rs. 25 lakhs as a result this year. 
Further, we propose to create additional 
facilities by way of machine structures etc., 
in the two workshops at a cost of about 
Rs. 45 lakhs, so that with the implement¬ 
ation of this programme in the next two 
years, they can meet the railway’s require¬ 
ments and attain selfsufficiency.

^ thins h&adambratAS and the railways and 
GoVerament have done nPthing in th# 
matter of coordination. For achieving 
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{Shri K. Hanumanthaiya] 
coordination in the fWd of paasenger 
services, the railways are participating 
financially in the State Road Tranipwt 
Corporations set up by various State 
Governments. Such corporations have been 
established in most of the States and the 
investment made by the railways in the 
State Road Transport Corporations as on 
1st March, 1971 is Rs. 26.27 crores. In 
the Board of Directors of each State Road 
Transport Corporation, two senior 
railway oflioers are nominated to 
represent the railways. The main 
functions of these representatives asc 
to see that the Corporations worh 
effectively, the objectives of rail-road 
competition are achieved and the activities 
conform to the general policy in force. The 
need for achieving coordination between 
the different modes of transport has been 
accepted by the government in the light of 
the various recommendations made by the 
Committee on Transport Policy and 
Production. Whenever the State Govern¬ 
ments propose to issue additional permits 
for haulage of goods by road, the railways 
file their objections with the regional 
transport authorities in cases the permits 
so contemplated are found to result in 
uneconomical competition. At govern¬ 
mental level coordination between road 
and rail transport can best be ensured by 
coordinated investment policies and 
decisions. The Planning Commission have 
been entrusted with this task. They will 
coordinate not only between railways and 
the roads but also coastal shipping and 
inland waterways. 

There is much leeway to be made in 
effecting the maximum co-operation bet¬ 
ween road and rail transport. Both of 
them are owned by the Government, the 
roads by the State Government and the 
railways by the Centre. So, I do not want 
any unhealthy rivalry between these two 
systems of public undertakings. 

Hon. Members have not paid much 
attention to the use of land on either aide 
of the track for agricultural and other use* 


ful purposes. May be, by their silence they 
aMeove of it and they only want proper 
imptenentation. Happily, the Ministry of 
^rioultnre it devising a scheme, I am told, 
to grow sun-flowers. Their seed is of great 
sl^niflcanee to our economy in producing oil. 
^milarly, castor oil seeds also grow with¬ 
out much expense. I propose to instruct the 
concerned officers at the appropriate level 
to take UP these schemes with the help and 
co-opfration of the State Governments 
which run agricultural departments and 
resegreh stations. 

I am, quite clear that I do not want to 
incur extra expenditure for the scheme. It 
is smiwtimes the habit of governmental 
systems to think of provision of, expendi¬ 
ture for any scheme in advance, and that 
is the way to make it costly as well as the 
butt end of ridicule by the House. I do 
not propose to spend evert one rupee on 
this scheme I do not want to entrust it to 
officers also, because they cannot be asked 
to go and grow agricultural crops of do any 
agricultural operations. What I propose 
to do is to contact the headmen of every 
gang just on the railway track. They are 
always on the track. I want to give appro¬ 
priate bits of land to the gangmen for this 
purpose. I do not mind if they supple¬ 
ment their income thereby. I know that 
a uniform crop is an impossibility in the 
conditions that prevail in India from Cape 
Comorin to Bengal or Gujarat. The head¬ 
men of the gang have to find out for them¬ 
selves what can be grown in a particular 
piece of land. I propose to give the 
discretion to them. In places like Kerala 
and Bengal, where there is water-logging, 

I hope the State Fisheries Department will 
help the luilway administration in pisci¬ 
culture to grow fish in appropriate places. 

1 only beg of bon. Members to take 
interest in this scheme and to see that at 
least in their constituencies these schenws 
go through. They are in a position to 
bring about coordination in mis matter 
liMween theraflway administration and the 
State Agricitltiire or PiseicoHure Depart- 
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ment, as the case may be . If in every 
constituency, hon. Members take interest 
and pressurise the concerned officers or 
gangmen and the State officers concerned 
to implement the scheme, 1 think, they will 
have helped the economy of the country to 
a d^ree which we cannot even envisage. 
We can grow either sunflower or oilseeds to 
the extent of even Rs. 10 orores. It is such a 
costly agricultural produce, oilseeds. Whe¬ 
ther the income goes to the railways or to 
any other department or to the individual, 
is a small matter. I want that these 
serveral lakh acres—I have given the figure 
in the Budget speech—are utilised for some 
purpose or the other. It is here that I 
want the cooperation and blessings of hon. 
Members. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDKURY : Will 
the land be given to outsiders, the landless 
labourers or only to gangmen ? What is 
the policy ? 

DR. H. P. SHARMA ( Alwar ) : Would 
you consider only Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes for this 7 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA ; Many 
hon. Members wanted to know what finan¬ 
cial and other help we are giving to those 
who were killed or wounded during the 14 
days war- As I said, about 13 persons were 
killed. From various funds, including the 
Railway Minister’s Discretionary Fund,we 
have given to each family which has lost a 
member, Rs. 11,000 including ex-gratia 
payment. It is such a generous payment 
that you will not find a precedent for it in 
the railway administration. Family 
pension is also being given varying from 
Rs. 60—some people get Rs. 40—according 
to the pay they were drawing. Bonus also is 
being given. Therefore the families of 
people who have lost their lives are being 
treated very generously. In addition, I 
have also passed orders to give ernployniem 
to the membears of the family who need it. 

The wounded also have been giveh 
amounts varying frmn Rs. SOO to Rs. 600 


and even Rs. 1,000 according to the serious 
nature of the wound sustained. The 
House can really rest assured that these 
employees who have stood by the country 
and suflfered will be properly protected in 
every possible manner. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAIN 
PANDEY (Gorakhpur) ; What about 
saloons ? 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : My 
hon. friend asks about saloons. I know the 
opinion of the House. It is not that I am 
unaware of it. Even if I abolish the saloon 
straightaway, they will approve of it. But 
if I ask the officers not to make use of 
them, what am I to do with them, is the 
question. Morely stopping the use of it 
does not bring any income to the railways. 
It will be a dead stock, lying unused some¬ 
where. 1 have seen that these saloons are 
being used not for the purpose of making 
a holiday. I have my.sclf seen and satisfied 
that many of the railway officers who 
work, when they go on inspection, when 
they want to carry on discussions with 
different railways, they use saloons. What 
I propose to do is this. I have already 
given instructions to make a list of saloons 
available. In the first instance, I propose 
to cut down their number. Let us sec what 
is to be done next. 

I am very grateful to the hon. Member. 
Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu, for making sugges- 
•"tions regarding modernisation and eco¬ 
nomic expiertise. I am taking the same line. 
In fact, the steps are being taken to 
introduce the latest managerial techniques 
in the railways. I have also been trying 
to bring up-to-date the computers there. 

Some hon. Members made a suggestion 
that in order to co^ with the modern 
management techniques, there must be a 
separate cadre for personnel management. 
My hon. friend, the labour leader, Shri 
A. P. Sharma, made that point. I propose 
to concede that point tind b^in the 
implementation of the idea he has spon¬ 
sored. It might be of interest to the House 
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LShri K. Hanumanthaiya] 
to know that the Chairman of the Admi¬ 
nistrative Reforms Commission made this 
very recommendation and the Government 
of India accepted it and they have placed 
the Personnel Department, re-organised 
anew, under the Cabinet Secretariat 
instead of under the Home Ministry. 1 
made that suggestion and they accepted 
it. So, my hon. friend, Shri A. P. Sharma, 
who is very much concerned with promo¬ 
tional and other prospects of labour be 
rest assured that I am also of the same 
view. I have made a study and 1 want 
to implement it so that the railway admi¬ 
nistration can improve. 

Several hon. Members made a leference 
to the recmmendations of the Administra¬ 
tive Reforms Commission, the Study 
Teams, and asked me what happened to 
these recommendations. Some of you 
have said about me. 1 am not a person 
who will wait for the things to be proce¬ 
ssed. 1 am already implementing them. 
All the recommendations of the Commi¬ 
ssion were processed at a general meeting 
of the Minister for Railways, the Deputy 
Minister for Railways and the Members 
of the Board, including the Chairman. All 
of us agreed on all the recommendations, 
more or less, unanimously. I am imple¬ 
menting them. There are one or two re¬ 
commendations which require the appro¬ 
val of the Cabinet. I am awaiting their 
approval. 

I would like to give you only one 
instance. The Administrative Reforms 
Commission recommended that Addition¬ 
al Members are not necessary. I have kept 
these posts vacant. 1 have not filled them. 
I propose to pursue the implementation 
of these recommendations. It cannot be 
done in a day. It takes time. As we proceed 
with the implementation of these reforms, 
I am sure, the railway administration 
will also improve. 

1 want to make one thing clear. Many 
hon. Members are under the impn^sion 


that if the administrative costs at the top 
are cut down, there will much saving. It is 
not so. The bulk of employees are the 
lower category employees who are about 
13 lakhs. Even if I reduce the officers 
category to their bone. I will not be able 
to save more than half a crore of rupees 
or so. That is not of much signi^cence 
so far as finances are concerned. Other¬ 
wise, it is welcome in order to streamline 
the administration. 1 am having almost 
daily talk on the subject with the concer¬ 
ned Members of Board and the Chairman, 
and I might say that all the Members of 
the Board, including the Chairman, are 
very helpful. They are as reform-minded 
as any of us is, and it is no use blaming 
them all the time for this deficiency or 
that deficiency which is more imagined 
than real. With my personal experience, 
I may say- I have nothing to hide, nor do 
1 gain anything by speaking in a pusil¬ 
lanimous manner—that no Member of the 
Board has been recalcitrant, no Member 
of the Board has been disobedient. They 
are all cooperating to such a degree that 
their atm is to see that one day Parlia¬ 
ment approves of the ways they work in 
the Railways instead of being subjected 
to all kinds of undignified remarks. Hon. 
Member, Mr. Kachwai, called them 
Raakshasas. This is exuberence which does 
not decorate even the hon. Member. If 
the members have any confidence in me, 
please leave it to me. The Members of the 
Board will work in the very spirit in which 
this House wants them to work, and in 
times to come, maybe by the time we 
reach the stage of next Budget, I am 
certain that even the critic will ai^laud 
the performance of the Railway Board. 
(Interruption) 

My hon. friend, Mr. Sharma, the labour 
leader, and several other labour leaders also 
raised the question of participation of 
labour in management. Aristotle, in his 
dialogues, and also Plato to say, 

‘Before you carry on the discussion, define 
your terms*: if the terms are not defined 
and jf every one understands the meaning 
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of the term in his own way, the dialogue 
cannot be carried on in a scientific way or 
no right conclusions can be arrived at. 
What is participation must be defined 
first. I have stated in the House—it is my 
personal opinion ; I am not sponsoring 
official opinion; but 1 am doing so with a 
purpose to make the members think—that 
he who asks for participation must come 
convinced with the idea of giving up the 
strike call. The right to strike and the right 
to manage do not go together; one is 
contradictory to the other. 


SHRl A. P. SHARMA (Buxar) : I am 
very much happy that the hon. Minister 
has yielded ; but this idea of participation, 
as 1 have already said, is not a new thing; 
it is going on all over the country. There 
are several study reports; schemes are there; 
I have requested that one of these schemes 
or study reports should be implemented. 
They arc available with the Railways. 


SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA ; What 
he says, I do not contradict. The founda¬ 
tion of the proposal is that, if you want to 
ask for real, effective management parti¬ 
cipation, the question of strike should 
be given up once and for all. 
Subject to this condition, whatever scheme 
my hon. members, the labour leaders, 
propose, 1 am prepared to accept, and 
I know that proposal also to some extent. 
If they want merely a Directorship here or 
a membership there, I am prepared to 
concede without any hesitation, but I want 
effective participation in the sense that, as 
the General Manager or the Chairman of 
the Railway Board feels a sense of res¬ 
ponsibility in management, I want the 
participating labour leader and the labour 
representative to rise to that level of res¬ 
ponsibility. It is only that I call effective 
participation; otherwise, it will be a 
notional participation. If they want just 
a membership here or a membership there, 
I have no objection ; I can give straight¬ 
way- 


SHRI A. P. SHARMA ; I do not like 
to argue this point with the hon. Minister. 
As a matter of fact, the right to strike ■ has 
got no connection with participation 
scheme. Whereas the right to strike can be 
retained at the same time participation in 
management can be had. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 

I want that strike should be made 
superfluous by creating favourable 
conditions by which there i': no need for 
strikes. But we arc against banning of 
strikes. Regarding labour participation. 
Mr. A. P. Sharama may be the non-official 
Chairman but he has no official position 
in the Board. In the Hoard itself some¬ 
body should be there. 

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA: In 
any case the hon. Members know that we 
are not coming to conclusion on this issue 
just now. I have merely opened the topic 
for a serious discussion. That is all that 
1 have done. All of you can think together 
and prepare a scheme and 1 am piepared to 
discuss With you. Even if it takes time, 

1 am prepared to sit with all the labour 
leaders concerned and come to a settlement 
on the issue . (luterrupiiom)

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[Shri K. Hanumanthaiya] 
points, I will require a whole day, about 
8-9 hours. I don't propose to treat the 
suggestions made as if they are not made 
and I am not a person who would like to 
ignore them. I will instruct the Board or 
the concerned Directors in the Board to 
scrutinise every po'nt and suggestion that 
has been made by the hon Members and 
their replies will be sent. Only this much. 

Several hon. Members complained to 
me that the replies sent by me are a little 
routine and many a time, negative. The 
hoD. House has to kindly sympathise with 
me. The Railways aie such a big system. 
Suddenly a Member asks, ‘What about 
some station ?’ I don’t think even a man 
with a hundred heads will be able to 
remember all the lines. Therefore, I have 
necessarily to depend upon reports sent to 
me. Therefore, I have taken the precaution. 
I don’t send the replies immediately. 1 send 
a note and if the note prepared by the 
officer is wrong or inaccurate, the hon Mem¬ 
ber is welcome to discuss the problem with 
me, and if it is such a serious case, I will 
accompany the Member to the spot and 
settle the problem.

SHRI K. HANUMANTHAIYA : So 
far as corruption and other matters are 
concerned, I have already dealt with it in 
the Budget speech and I hope the hon. 
Members know the procedure I am follow¬ 
ing and the seriousness with which I am 
pursuing it. ...

GENERAL BUDGET, 1972-73—GENE¬ 
RAL DISCUSSION 

MR. SPEAKER : The House will now 
taka up the general discussion of the 
General Budget. Shri Samar Mukherjce. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah) ; I would like to have half an 
hour. I would like to know how much 
time is allotted to my Parly. 

MR. SPEAKER : Of course, he will get 
half an hour today before we adjourn. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : There 
will be two Members speaking from our 
party. That was why I wanted to know. 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon. member 
will have half an hour. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : The 
Budget placed before us here after the 
general elections and the slogan of the war 
against poverty or garibi hatai and dj-na - 
cratic socialism, however, reveals that it 
hM no relation with the slogans and the 
tHOmises made. It reveals just a contin¬ 
uation of the same old poIiQ' of building 
capitalism and strengthening the hands of 
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the monopolists. So it is not a budget 
for garibi hatao, it is a budget for garibi 
badhao. (An Hon. Member ; Amiri badhao.} 
Or the counterpart of it is amiri badhao. 

Last time when he placed his Budget 
before us, he said that there would be a 
general revival in the economy. But in 
this budget speech, he has observed * 

“The rate of growth has slackened 
in 1971-72. There are also other trends 
which we can not overlook. While 
imports other than those of foodgrains 
have increased rapidly, this cannot be 
said of exports. As a result, the trade 
gap is likely to widen appreciably fin 
the fiscal year. The various programmes 
for promoting social welfare which have 
been taken in hand over the past two 
years have yet to gather momentum”. 

This is also a review of the economic 
policies enunciated in the last budget, the 
prcgiarrires taken up and how they are 
implemented. So from the results, it is 
seen that the economy has started 
slackening. 

Sluggishness of the economy is not an 
isolated thing. It is the inherent weakness 
of the capitalist system when it is faced 
with crisis. Capitalist economy is not 
free from crisis. Sometimes the economy 
will pick up; but again crisis will appear, 
'in one sector, there will be some growth 
and development; in others there will be 
decline. This is the feature of capitalism. 
Our country will not come cut of the crisis 
unless the whole basis of the economy is 
thoroughly, fundamentally and basically 
changed. This budget is a budget to 
build capitalism and help growth of 
monopoly. That was why just after the 
presentation of the Budget vesawinthe 
Bombay Stock Market and in Lyons Range 
in Calcutta considerable jubilation. Because 
there is no extra burden of taxation on 
them. In this Budget the old policy is 
being continued, the policyaor iaipoafUg 
greater burdras and taxes on the common 
masses through indiiwt laxatioti. The 
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direct taxes portion is very negligible. 
Only Rs. 24 crores by way of direct taxes 
are envisaged throughout the year; out of 
that, during this budget period, only Rs. 16 
crores have been imposed on them. The 
rest is entirely indirect taxation. The tax 
on Kerosene is a bit on the common 
people; so are other taxes like those on 
aluminiun, steel, rayon, art silk, tobacco 
and others. Ultimately, the impost falls on 
the common consumers. So they suffer. 

Everybody knows that when taxation it 
increased, it has its effect on prices. In the 
background of rising prices, another big 
doze of taxation has been administered on 
the common masses. 

Not only that. A big amount has been 
set apart for deficit financing. Last time it 
was Rs. 220 crores; this time it is Rs. 242 
crores. Last time we had also warned that 
deGcit financing would not remain limited 
to that amount. It has further increased; 
and this time also, this Rs. 242 crores of 
deficit financing will not be sufficient. 
The Government will further extend the 
amount through inflationary methods or 
various other methods for deficit financ¬ 
ing. The logical result is that there will 
be a further rise in prices. 

Moreover, the increase in the railway 
freight also helps the rise in the prices of 
commodities. So, the total effect is not 
curbing down of the price-rise, not the 
stability of prices, but further rise in 
prices. So, it amounts to a further erosion 
of the income of the common masses, 
and the result is that poverty will further 
increase and;the disparity among the people 
is bound to grow further. 

What do we see ? We see that this 
budget has been depicted as a basis for 
advancing towards socialism. The Finance 
Minister, in the last sentence of the first 
part of the budget, has said ; 

"Hon. Members may rest assured that 

we shall continue our efforts in the 

same spirit and over a broad front 
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over the coming months W that the 
. mandate for creating a socialist society 

is carried out with speed and vigour.” 

If the Finance Minister thinks that 
this is a socialist society which he is going 
to build, then, he is befooling himself. 

Now, the world has seen socialist socie¬ 
ties. You have got a great friend, the 
Soviet Union, a socialist country. At 
least you must try to learn how socialism 
was built up in that country. That was 
the first country which has inspired the 
world to the path of socialism 

AN HON. MEMBER : Revoliftion. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE : Soci¬ 
alism is a world process, and the whole 
world is bound to take to the path. Socia¬ 
lism, means a basic, fundamental change, 
which is opposite to capitalism. There 
may be various forms of socialism, 
but the essence of socialism is the rule 
of the proletariat. There may be various 
forms of capitalism, but the essence of 
capitalism is the rule of the bourgeoisie. 
These are so very fundamental that you 
cannot ignore this and call your society, a 
capitalist society, as a socialist society. 
By this jugglery of words, you can only ’ 
deceive the people, confuse them, and try 
to save capitalism under the cover of 
socialist jargon. 

What is your budget ? The budget is 
an instrument of your economic policy. 
Through the Five Year Plans and budgets 
for several years what ultimately happened 
in India is the concentration of capital 
in the hands of a few. 75 monopoly 
families have become the major owners 
of assets of private corporate sector 
excluding banking. It was when the Mono¬ 
polies Commission prepared the report 
that they stated that 75 business houses 
led by Tatas and Birlas control 1,936com¬ 
panies and 46.9 per cent of the assets 
of the private corporate sector excluding 
banking, which the Commission placed at 
Rs. 5,552 crores- 
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Since then, has there been a weakening 
of the monopolies due to planning ? They 
claim that these plans are oriented towards 
socialism. No. According to the latest 
survey of the Research and statistical 
Division of the Company Affairs Depart¬ 
ment published in July 1970, the assets of 
the entire private corporate sector exclud¬ 
ing banking companies increased to Rs. 
7500 crores 1967-68 and the share of the 
monopoly houses was 5 3.8 per cent in 
1967-68 compared to 46-9 per cent in 
1963-64. This shows how the concentration 
has actually increased. 

Tile Five Year Plans are actually con¬ 
tributing towards the process of concentra 
tion of economic power in the hands of 
monopolies. India is heading towards 
monopoly capitalism, not socialism. They 
talk of socialism more and more because 
they sec in people’s eyes that capitalism 
is rejeclcd and exposed. That is why while 
actually defending capitalism, they cover 
themselves up in the guise of socialism. 
Otherwise captalism cannot be maintained. 

Last time also T referred to this matter. 
Between 1963-64 and 1967-68, Birlas record¬ 
ed an increase in assets of Rs. 28 3 crores, 
Tatas Rs. 176 crores, Mafatlal Rs. 90 
crores, .Surajmal Nagarmal Rs. 50 crores 
and so on. They have started the slogan 
of Garibi Hatao Is the Government 
really interested in removing poverty t No, 
After the dissolution of the last Lok 
Sabha, between 15 August 1970 and 30 
April 1971, 97 fresh licences were issued to 
monopolists. They include 7 for Tatas, 

8 for Birla’s, 4 for Sriram, 3 for Sahu, 
Jain, 6 for Singhania. 2 for ACC and 3 for 
Dalmia. Is this also Garibi Hatao? After 
the 1971 elections, in the calendar year 
1971,113 licences had been issued to big 
businessmen. This is how the Government 
is building up the economy in the country, 
by helping in all possible ways the mono- 
pi ists. 

The Incidence of tax on the common 
masses due to indirect taxation is 
evidence of the continuaficn of the 
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same policy. Last time I read out the 
percentages; starting from 1950-51 the 
ratio of direct, tax has gradually lessened 
and that of indirect taxation has increased. 
The Government’s claim that taxes are 
spread equitably has no basis because larger 
amounts are collected from the common 
people. Since 1963-64 the taxes on income 
and property have increased from Rs. 
554.52 crores to Rs. 1122.37 crores, that is a 
raise of about Rs. 567.85 crores, about 100 
percent. Other taxes on commodities 
increased from Rs. 1,079.30 crores to Rs. 
3,106.13 crores during the same time, a rise 
of 300 per cent. This is how the common 
man is served to fatten the profits of the 
big monopolists. So, the claim of socialism 
is nothing but a deception for vote-catching. 

In the Budget they have claimed that the 
price level is reasonably stable. This claim 
is not justified by actual reality because in 
one year the rise of price of daily necessities 
has been nearly 30 per cent. According to 
the National Commission on Labour, the 
same amount of consumer goods and 
services that Rs. 100 could buy In 1969 
required Rs. 228 in 1970. In 1970-71 prices 
have registered an increase of 16.2 per 
cent according to a survey made by the 
Hindustan Times on January 4, 1972. 
This prise rise directly hits the common 
man, particularly the employees and 
workerr. They have cited some items 
Meat has gone up from Rs. 5.3 to 6 a kilo, 
now Rs. 6.5; rice from Rs. 1.7 to Rs. 2; 
Desi Wheat from 90 Pise to Rs. 1.10 a kilo. 
Sugar has increased phenomenally, it has 
gone up, according to that calculation from 
Rs. 3.05 in the first week of March to Rs. 
3.4(1 witihn a fortnight. The price of a 
popular brand of tea has gone up by S to ^ 
Paise per packet during the same ^period. 
This is a very serious thing. This addi¬ 
tional taxation and deficit financing will 
help further enormous rise of prices which 
will affect the whole economy and daily 
life of the common masses.

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : I thinlf, there 
is some slight confusion in the question 
put by the hon. Member. Actually, we are 
importing 4.95 lakh bales of cotton, that is, 
3.2 lakh bales from Sudan and 1.75 lakh 
bales from Egypt. Out of this, 3.08 lakh 
bales will be imported by the C.C.l. and- 
1.87 lakh bales will be imported by the 
private traders. It is not eating into the 
C.C.l. quota. It is a separate quota. 

SHRI MOHAMMAD ISMAIL : Why 
is more quota being given to the private 
traders ? What is the reason for it ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The C.C.l. 
entered into cotton imports in September, 
1970. Even at that time, it was made clear 
that the C.C.l., even while canalising the 
import of cotton, will seek the expertise and 
better knowiegde of the private traders for 
sometime to come. In 19 0-71, the import 
by the C.C.l. was 2.26,000 bales and by 
the private traders, it was 7,72,650 bales. 
So, the proportion was 70:30 —70 per cent 
with the private traders and 30 per cent 
with the C.C.l. It is progressively being 
reduced and this year it will be 70 p..T cent 
by the C.C.l. and 30 per cent by the 
private traders.

?^cocy is the C.C.l. I rnay,, at thisjun- 
cture, add that within <me year th<? C.C.l. 
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was able to move up^o 70 per cent, and 
from 70 per cent the private trade has come 
down to 30 per cent. This year we had a 
super bumper crop in indigenous cotton. 
Naturally,, the prices started falling down, 
and the C.C.l. to help the small growers 
in India, had to move in their machinery for 
purchase in side India. Because of these 
factors we, naturally, could not obtain what 
we wanted. As I said, it was only 30 per 
cent and now the C.C.l. is having a share 
of 70 per cent. Over and above that, in 
1971 cotton season, they purchased only 
10,000 tonnes of indigenous cotton, and this 
year they were able to purchase 40,000 
tonnes of indigenous cotton. The machi¬ 
nery had to be moved for amaliorating the 
condition of the local farmers also.

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : May 
I know if there is any Justification for 
concentration of railway headquarters of 
more than one railway anywhere in India ?

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Our total 
export of jute last year vras Rs. 189 crores. 


This year we expect to reach a figure of Rv 
302 crorcs. Even in the case of the L’nitrd 
States. In 1970-71 there was a slight 
downward trend, but >ven so, during tlte 
period April-December, that is, for nine 
months in 1971-72 it has reached one of the 
highest figures, namejy 2,60,000 tonnes. The 
trend is that it is still going up. So, there 
is no particular need to give further 
incentives. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY : Mav I know 
whether the hon. Minister has got any 
information with regard to the qu'*stioi of 
jute, namely whether the American Govern¬ 
ment have invented somethin ■ like synthetic 
jute which i< going to replace our jute wh'ch 
IS imported by Amer ica ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Tie synthe¬ 
tics are putting up a comietit-on to our 
jute exports, but the recent observations are 
there that the synthetics will never replace 
the jute and our export is still going up even 
in the United States. 

SHRI B K. DASCHOWDHURY ; The 
s'atomcnl lists three reasons for the un¬ 
favourable balance of trade in jute and jute 
p oducts with the U.S.A : (I) keen comoeti- 
tion from Rangla Dcsit and synthetics ; (?) 
the economic recession in the USA and (3) 
strike by bargemen and by jute industry 
workers in India I think two of them can 
be controlled by Government. 
Will Government consider having a 
sort of jxioj arrangement with Bang!a 
Oesh so tl.af our exports are not 
hampered, ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : This is a 
matter of policy concerning another govern¬ 
ment also. We will only be too glad to 
co-opprate with Bangia Desh in cconomc 
matters. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY ; Let 
him think about this. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : In his 
statement, he has said ; ^All possible steps 
includirg diversification of production have 
been taken to step up exports of jute’. What 
are the possible steps proposed to be 
taken 7 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; In the 
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international market, there are certain 
synthetic iun-.s which are putting up com¬ 
petition to our export of jute goods. We 
are t^^irg to identify the fields in which 
syrithetics have an edge over us and arc 
adopting modern product diversification and 
modern techniques so that synthetics will 
not 1 tve an edge over us. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Arising 
out of what he stated, are Government 
trying to implement the recommendations of 
the Deadham Textile Laboratoiy in pro¬ 
cessing and bleaching jute ? 

SHRI A C. GEORGE : We arc trying 
to take sUps. 

DR. RANEN SEN ; Is it a fact that 
even after modernisation of jutc mills with 
the help of finances from Government, 
sufficient reserach has not been done by the 
IJMA so as to diversify the products from 
jute in West Bengal ? If so, have Govern¬ 
ment taken any serious step to see that 
research for diversification is done ? If so, 
what are the steps ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Since jute is 
one of our important items of exports, in 
.hiTact contributing the largest quantum, wc 
^ w'ill be only too glad to implement sugges¬ 
tions given by hon. members. The IJMA is 
doing a little bit of reseirch. We are not 
satisfied with it. Government are thinking 
of placing more funds at their disposal. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU What a 
miserable government ! 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Was the 
increased cost of export one of the 
contributory factors leading to decline in 
export of jute in 1969, 1970 and 1971 ? 
After April 1971, because of the trouble in 
Bangla Desh, exports loie and thereafter we 
got jute at lesser price. Will Government 
ensure adequate supply of raw jute to the 
industry so that at a cheaper rate we can 
export ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The STC is 
taking all steps to stabilise the price of raw 
jute. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA What 
was the cause of the decline ? 


SHRI A. C. GEORGE : It has not 
declined ; the figures are going up. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Because of 
stoppage from Bangla Desh, it is going up, 
not because of this Government’s action. 
Next year it will come down.

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : If the hon.

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH : May 
1 know if the Minister is in a position to 
state what are the concessions he has secured 
regarding cotton ? 

SHRI A.C. GEORGE : Regarding cotton, 
we have come to an understanding that 220 
million sq. yds. of cotton textiles can be 
imported into the United Kingdom. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN : In view of 
the fact that Britain' happens to be one of 
our major customers, what action is the 
Government going to take after the entry of 
Britain into the EEC ? 1 particularly want 
to know whether we are negotiating somtf 
sort of associate membership in the EEC to 
keep up our exports.

Has the Govern¬ 
ment of India entered into an agreement 
with those industrialists to purchase some 
old junk of machinery and bring it to India 
so that their products could be resold to 
them through the Ministry of Foreign Trade 
and, if that is so, why are old junks 
purchased ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : We have not 
come to any agreement to put chase old 
junk. 

MR. SPEAKER : The question is simple : 
whether a UK trade team visited India and 
whether any agreement has been signed. 

DR. RANEN SEN : The point it that 
thee factories are being lran.-,ferred to India 
50 that their Products could be sold outside 
India. 

MR. SPEAKER : The main question is 
in general terms whereas this question is 
specific. Anyway, he has replied : no. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Is it not a 
fact that the UK team suggested shifiing/to 
the oil of India certain industiies which are 
labour-intensive because they wanted the 
cheap labour of India and, if so, what pro 
ducts do they propose to produce ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The proposals 
ftre still under consideration of the 
Government. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : What arc 
the i‘ems 7 They nay be rejected or accepted. 
I do not want that. What are the items 
wh ch the UK industrialists feel could be 
produced in India by cheap Indian labour 
for which they are bringing their old plants 
to the soil of India ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : If the hon. 
Member is interested in detailed items, they 
could be furnished subsequently. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE : Among the Items of textiles which 
the UK has agreed to import from India, 
which is the most prominent, which type of 
textile-—whether it is superfine, or medium 
or coarse ? 


SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Predominantly 
coarse and grey. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA : Was there 
an offer by the Indian side to the British 
side that whole industries, including those 
Industries whose parts could be locally 
manufactured in India, would be brought 
into India to the detriment of our national 
industry ? On Page 3 of the joint commu¬ 
nique it is stated that the British side drew 
attention to the ‘stringent export require¬ 
ments’ laid down by the Indian Government 
where a company wanted to expand its 
activities. The British side felt that these 
requirements were likely to discourage 
companies from expanding and thereby 
increasing exports. The Indian side agreed 
to consider these views further. Which are 
tho.se stringent measures which the Govern¬ 
ment of India wants to consider only for 
the British companies ?

1972, the British Government have imposed 
a new customs tariff on colton textiles 
imported from Ind a and other Common¬ 
wealth countries. In respect of Indian hand- 
loom cotton goods and handloom silk goods 
the British Government have, however, of¬ 
fered duty free entry subject to ceilings of 
I million squa e yards and 40,000 sq. yards 
respectively for 1972. Under their proposal 
the duty free entry is dependent on the con¬ 
clusion of an agreement between the 
Government of India and the British 
Government. 

The duty free quotas offered are, 
however, exiremely low as compared to our 
actual exports in the past and the coverage 
is not also free from doubt. Our efforts to 
persuade the British Government to allow 
unreistricted duty free entry for all our hand- 
loom goods, have not succeeded so far. 

The Government of India are, however, 
«cntinuih| their efforts to reach a mutually 


acceptable solution with the British 
Government. 

No precise estimate of the trade affected 
by the measures taken by the British 
Government can be given. 

Freight charges to be paid at 
loading point

It has been decided to extend the condition 
of compulsory pre-payment of freight to 
additional 26 low valued commodities with 
effect from ist April, 1972. 

The reasons for extending 
the condition of compulsory pre-payment of 
freight to additional 26 ‘low value' commo¬ 
dities, and the main advantages which will 
accrue to the Railway by this decision 
arc — 

(1) Pre-payment of freight at the time 
of booking would reduce the 
outstanding freight on Railways. 
Public Accounts Committee (Fifth 
Lok Sabha) have, vide recommen¬ 
dation No. 15 of their llth Report, 
specifically stated as under :— 

“The Copunittee note 
that Railways are already in-^ 
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stating on pre-payment of 
freight on ccitain categoric* 
of consignments. The Commi¬ 
ttee would like the Railway 
Board to consider the 
feasibility of extending this 
practice to cover more 
commodities, as par prac¬ 
tice obtaining in other 
countries”. 

(2) The delivery of the consignment 
is sometimes delayed by the 
consignee. Meanwhile, the con¬ 
signment incurs wharfage and 
demurrage chirges. Because of 
very low value of goods, the 

‘ Railway is not in a position to 
recover these charges which have 
to be wholly or partly waived. 

(3) When the consignee doss not 
take delivery of goods, the santc 
are disposed of by public auction. 
Because of the low value of snoJs 
and also deterioration which fakes 
place during the time tiie goods 
remain on hand for giving notice 
to the consignor/consignec for 
taking delivery and for notifying 
the auction sale, at times tlie 
Railway cannot even realise the 
freight from sale-proceeds, not to 
•ay of wharfage and demurrage 
charges. 

(4) When the freight has been pre-paid, 
the consignee would be more 
interested in effecting delivery 
without delay and this would 
result in quicker release of 
wagons.

(CCA) in the States of Bihar, West Bengal 
and Assam, Hydro-power generation to the 
extent of 64 MW (firm power) was also to 
be developed at power houses located at 
the priciple falls along the main canals. As 
the estimated cost of the scheme was of 
the order of Rs. 357 crores, it was pro¬ 
posed to implement in suitable phases, 
with the irrigation aspect as a first 
priority. 

The Government of We.st Bengal condu¬ 
cted further investigations in regard to the 
irrigation aspect of the project and submitted 
a project report on the “Tista Barrage 
Project” (phase I). The first phase is esti¬ 
mated to cost Rs. 44.6 crores and will 
include a barrage across the river Tista at 
Gajaldoba with a link canal to the Maha- 
nanda river and a second barrage across 
the Mahananda at sonapurhat with a canal 
system to irrigagte 7.5 lakh acres (CCA). 

The report has been technically exa¬ 
mined by the Central Water and Power 
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Commission who have sent their comments 
to the Government of West Bengal. The 
reply of the State Government on these* 
comments is awaited.

Overhauling of Licensing Procedures 
for encouraging Exports

GEORGF.) ; (a) The licensing and 
other procedures have been further stream¬ 
lined, and a statement is placed on the Table 
of the House indicating the main features. 

(b) Export performance is influenced by 
a large number of factors. It is, therefore, 
not possible to assess the quantitive increase 
in exports resulting from overhauling of 
licensing procedures during the past 18 
months. 

Statement 

The licensing procedures for import '^f 
capital goods and raw materials, components 
and spares have bCCn further .streamlined so 
as to cut down de}ay.s and also to enable 
manofacturer-expoftCl^ to obtain their 
import reiuirements according to the export 
needs. The following are the main features 
introduced : 

(i) In respect of capital goods imports, 
the clearance given by the DOTi> from 
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Indigenous angle is valid for a period of 12 
months from ihe date on which the case is 
cUared by thcC.G./C.G, Ad-hoc Comnvittec, 
and not f om Ihe earlier date on which the 
rX.ID l.ad scriitmisrd the import appli- 
ciiuon. 

(ii) Where the value of capital goods to 
be importi-d IS more than Rs. 7.5 lakhs, the 
applicant has to advertise his requirements 
in order to give an opportunity to the indi- 
g'* lO IS m oiLifacturers if they are in a posi¬ 
tion to supply the goods. It has been decided 
that in cases where final disposal of an 
appi cstir'n for import of capital goods takes 
time and the validity of the indigenous 
cleara- ce expires in tJie meanwhile, the 
applicant will not be icquired to go in for a 
second ad eriisement. In such cases’ it will 
be enough to obtain fresh indigenous clear¬ 
ance from the DGTD. 

(iii) A facility has been provided where¬ 
by a manufacturer can automatically import 
against the value of his replenishment 
licence the items of raw materials appearing 
in his Actual User licence, without obtaining 
an endorsement to this effect from the 
1 censing authority, subject to the prescribed 
conditions. This proceduie enables a manu¬ 
facturer to import goods according to the 
needs of pi eduction and exports without 
hiving to undergo licensing formalities. 

(iv) Powers have been delegated to the 
regional licensing author tics to issue Advance 
Ijk^nccs to registered exporters for a value 
not exceeding Rs. 5 lakhs, so that the ex¬ 
porter is able to obtain the raw material 
r.quirements in time for executing the 
export order. 

(v) In the priority sec'or, actual users 
can apply for import of spare parts on repeat 
basis without having to obtain a recommen¬ 
dation o.f the sponsoring authority and with¬ 
out furnishing the particulars of machinery 
for the maintenance of which the spare parts 
are sought to be imported. 

(vi) As in the small scale sector, the 
Industrial units in the large scale sector and 
engaged in non-priority industries have also 
been allowed to obtain their import require¬ 
ment of raw materials on an annual basis, 
so that thty can i^an their production 
better. 


(vii) A procedure has been introduced 
which enables the manufacturers engaged in 
engineering industry to obtain their require¬ 
ments of s.eel for export-oriented production 
on a priority basis. 

(viii) Time limit for submission of appli¬ 
cations for import replenishment licences by 
registered exporters has been extended from 
2 to 3 months and the system of imposing 
cuts on belated or incomplete applications 
has been substantially liberalised. 

(ix) The scheme for the grant of import 
fuCi ities to eligible Export Houses has been 
further expanded so that the Export Houses 
a'e in a position to develop exports on a 
more diversified scale. 

(x) Like other exporters, the exporters 
of gem and jewellery can also apply for 
import replenishment licences direct to the 
licensing authoiities and not through the 
Export Promotion Council. 

(xi) The validity period of import 
licences for raw materials, components and 
spares issued against General currency Area 
or Rupee Payment Area has been extended 
from 12 to 18 months. 

(xii) Instructions have been issued to the 
licensing authorities to grant import licences 
in anticipation of the production of IVC 
number for a period of one year, as an 
interim relief, without entering into any 
correspondence with the a|;q>Iicants on this 
account.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

fur export is sold in open auctions. Any 
person or firm desirous of participating in 
exporting auctions can register their names 
with Coffee Board and obtain a permit after 
fulfilling certain pre-requisites regarding 
security deposits and Bank guarantees. 

(b) At present there arc 20 registered 
exporters who are free to participate in 
auctions and purchase quantity required 
for export and undertake export trade. A 
list is laid on the Table of the House [Placed 
in library See No. LT—1511/72]. 

(c) It will be seen from the list of 
registered exporters that State Trading 
Corporation of India is also a registered 
exporter. 

Accumulation of Coffees.

to the requirements of the public service, 
and not the career prospects of public 
servants.” 

All the same, the position is reviewed 
from time to time. In 1969 as many as 
269 Gazetted posts were upgraded to pro¬ 
vide ample promotional opportunities -to 
the Gazetted Staff. Following this, 
Government also decided that class III and 
class IV Railway employees stagnating at 
the maximum of their grade for two years 
or more should be granted personal pay 
equivalent to the rate of increment last 
drawn. Thnse in scales Rs. 450-575 and 
435-575 (now 270-575) were, however, 
granted a fixed personal pay of Rs. 30 per 
month, and this decision is effective from 
1.3.70,

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aad Peru. These negoliations which were 
open to all developing countries, members 
and non-members of GATT, were carried 
on a product-by-product basis, and coverd 
exchange of concessions on customs tariflTs 
on preferential basis. In respect of the 
agreements signed with eight countries, 
India had offered tariff concessions on 28 
tariff headings and received tariff concessions 
on 33 tariff headings. In the period 1969-70 
and 1970-71, India’s imports from and 
exports to the eight countries of the products 
on which she had offered and received 
tariff concessions averaged Rs. 28.7 lakhs 
and Rs. 45.1 lakhs respectively. The reduc¬ 
tions in customs tariff secured by India 
during these negotiations would assist 
India's dxport promotion efforts during the 
ensuing years to the countries concerned.

GENERAL BUDGET-GENERAL 
DISCUSSION—Cowr/. 

MR. SPEAKER : We resume the dis¬ 
cussion on the General Budget. Shri 
Samar Mukherjee to continue. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah) : 1 am coming to the two major 

problems of mass poverty and mass un¬ 
employment. Last time in his Budget 
speech the Finance Minister admitted that 
this twin problem of mass poverty and 
mass unemployment remained as acute as 


But as in the last budget, so in the 
present budget also, we do not see any 
seriousness to tackle these serious problem 
in the manner they deserve attention. 
Poverty cannot be removed unless the social 
system is basically changed, unless the old 
feudal land relations are changed, fedda- 
iism is completely eliminated and progres¬ 
sive and radical land distribution is 
complete. In these respects, this budget 
has completely failed. Even in imposing 
burdens of taxation on the rural rich, that 
has not yet been done. The Government 
has simply escaped the responsibility by 
setting up one committee to go into this 
question, so that they, are not faced with 
any opposition from those sections potti'- 
outerly at State IcvHs, where even nnmy 
Congress ministers are linked up tfRh 
interests and many are represeatatiues

of the rural rich. Many MPs are also 
connected with it. 

Unemployment is a very serious prob¬ 
lem faced by the entire country. Now a 
tendency is evident inside the ruling party 
to under-estimate the gravity and magni¬ 
tude of the problem. Yesterday, in the 
course of her reply to the discussion on the 
President’s Address in the other House the 
Prime Minister has said that now in India 
poverty is not in such a degrading stage 
as it was previous to independence. She is 
not prepared to accept the results of the 
National Sample Survey where it has been 
clearly stated that the percentage of people 
whose standard of living is going ; below 
the poverty level is day by day increas¬ 
ing. 

Similarly, take the question of un¬ 
employment. In the past, hgures were 
published regarding the backlogs after the 
completion of each five year plan. At the 
beginning of the first plan, it stood at 
3.3 million. At the end it increased to 
5;3 million. The second plan started with 
a backlog of 5.3 million and ended with 
7.1 million. The third plan started with 
7.1 million and ended with 9.6 million. 

After the third plan, there were annual 
plans from 1966 to 19 i9. The annual 
plans started with a backlog of 9.6 million 
and in three years, it roac to 12.6 million 
IJius it is seen that from 1966 to 1969, the 
figure of unemplo 3 nnent has been rising at 
the rate of 1 million per year. After 1969, 
Government has stopped the publication 
of these figures, because it has risen so 
much that if correct figures are given, it 
will expose the hollowness of the claims of 
Government that they are leading the 
country to advancement and growth.

In the absence of correct figures on the 
part of the government we cannot say in 
concrete terms how far unemployment has 
increased. Of course, some unofficial 
figures are available. According to BUtz 
the present figure of unemployment is five 
crores and partial employment \1 crores. 

If we look at the figures in the live register 
we will realise the gravity of the problem.

It will be seen that in one year it has 
men by 10 lakhs. Between 1968 and 1970 
the number of applicants on the live register 
has increased by 33 per cent and within 
one year it has increased by 10 lakhs. 
Since all unemployed people do not register 
their names in the live register, the prob¬ 
lem is far more serious than is reflected by 
these figures. 

Coming to the question of educated 
unemployed, the figures are rising. From 
13,90,000 in 1958 it has risen to 15,26,000 
in 1959. Between 1957 and 1959 the number 
of educated unemployed has increased by 
50 per cent, by half a million, and it is 
going on increasing. Unfortunately, I do 
not have concrete figures to quote for all 
the States. 

In Kerala unemployment has increased 
on a large scale. In cashew industry, coir 
industry, beedi and many other industries 
it has greatly increased. In August 1970 
in West Bengal the number of persons in 
the live register crossed the half million 
mark and reached 5,45,970. By June 1971 
the figure rose to 7,45,852, a big rise of 
two lakhs within a year, 37 per cent in¬ 
crease, which forms 20 per cent of the 
total registered unemployed in India. 

How are the government tackling (his 
problem ? They announced a crash 
programme in last year’s budget,. The 
result of that crash programme is very 
meagre. The Economic Survey and the 
budget Speech of the Finance Minister 
indicate that this programme is yet to gain 
momentum. Out of a snin of Rs. 75 
crores only crores have been spent 

The proj^amme b to prpyfdia employment 
for i»0Q0 pe<){^^ ifl .a panic^ter'. 
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ten month? in a year. Now the fijure has 
bem brjusht down to man-days in order to 
hiJe the to:al failure of the crash prog¬ 
ramme. Whet th sis the performance of 
t'le program Tie undertaken in the budget 
how ean we bel.eve that the Government 
are serious in solving the problem of 
unemployment ? 

This pro .hra is bound to grow up and 
cannot be solved within the framework of 
a capitalist system. The solving of this 
problem requires a thorough oveihaul and 
fundamental changes in the entire social 
system The problem of unenployment 
cannot be solved without socialism No 
serious efforts have been mide by the 
government to solve this probem. Let 
us see how the socialist countries have 
solved this problem. In their constitutions 
they have given the right to work to eveiy 
citizen. But we are far from that. 

In India this problem is assuming very 
menacing proportions. That is why tliis 
requires serious tackling. But in this 
Budget provision only of Rs. 125 crores has 
been made, which covers rural water supply 
and various o'her aspects along with some 
provision for jobs or employment. 

As for the performance of the last crash 
programme, there is no hope or future of 
soriously tackling the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment by the Governm.'nt. Their claim of 
social j.istice with growth, where by they 
expect to solve the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment at least partially, will not materialise. 
This Budg t has provided some big amount 
of money as Plan outlay with the hope that 
production will pick up and there will be 
some scope for employramt. But simply 
by increasing production, the scope for em¬ 
ployment cannot be created, because when 
capitalism,has reached f-e stage of monopoly 
capitalism, as is the law of capitalism, more 
and more sophisticated machinery is used 
by the big capitalists. Bec3u.se the mail 
motive force of produc'ion in capitalism is 
profit and for increaging production by the 
use of automation or more modernised 
machinery they want to eliminate more 
hand from the fsc ories. We have to oppose 
automation because in a capitalist society, 
introductfon of automattati means retren¬ 
chment of a large number of workers and 
rnnployees. 


Yesterday the Railway Minister told us 
that he was going to intereduce computers 
and automation in the railways. The rail¬ 
way employees are agitati'ng for a long time 
b::cause if au omatioo i s introduced in the 
railways, lakhs anJ likhs of railway workers 
and employe :s w II b: J id are! surplus and 
they will lose tliei' Jobs. 

Therefor, production dojs not mean in- 
creise in employ.neit. T.sat is proved even 
by the greei revolution technique applied 
in the case of prod iction of food. In the 
Economx S irvey on page 21 it is stated :—- 

“No less important than the per¬ 
formance of production is the plight 
of the rural unde. pnvileged. The excur¬ 
sions into the new technology, it is now 
fairly well recognised, have left virtu¬ 
ally un o.iched ii la-go parts of the 
country the sma'l farmirs and the vast 
army of landless lobourers. Rising 
savings in the upper echelons of the 
agricultural community have, in isolated 
areas, tended to stimulate the urge for 
labour-saving adaptations, thus making 
tlve position of the small farmers and 
labourers even more uncertain.” 

This is the law of capitalism. They are 
more and more interested in introducing 
labour-saving devices by the prefection of 
technology. So, more and more people are 
getting out of employment in the villages 
and the disparity is increasing. It is a seri¬ 
ous thing. 

Why is this happening ? It is because 
over the present feudal production relation 
capitalism is being superimposed in the 
rural sector. You are introducing capita¬ 
lism in agriculture, thereby you are not 
solving the problem of unemployment in 
the villages but are creating further prob¬ 
lems of losing more jobs, a few getting 
more rich anp powerful and money being 
concentrated in the hands of the few. This 
is the process which is taking pkee in the 
villages because of the method you are ad¬ 
opting in the villages. This has to be seri- 
eusly thought over. 

So, in the matter of providing job*, to 
the unemployed, the patli have you taki^ti 
and the measures you have suggested, vrjU 
fail to provide sufficient jobs. That is w!^ 
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a thorough change of the entire social 
system and the social structure has become 
very urgent. It is coming from all aspects 
and it has to be thought over seriously. 

Now, I come to the other point, the 
question of growth with social justice. You 
have said in your Budget Speech that vou 
have introduced some institutional basic 
changes. On p. II of part A of the 
Finance Minister’s Speech, it is stated ; 

“Important as the Central Budget 
is as an instrument for furthering our 
social and economic objectives, it has 
to be supplemented by basic changes in 
our economic institutions and policies’” 

Whai we think about basic changes are 
not the institutional changes The basic 
changes necessary are the complete elimin- 
nalion of feudal system and the end of 
capitalistic exploitation. Your thinking is 
that simply by introducing institutional 
changes in the econom c, you will proceed 
towards socialism by nationalising some 
banks, by taking over the management of 
some insurance companies, the coking coal, 
mines and some other things. You think 
thit by doing this, you will proceed to¬ 
wards socialism. That will never materia¬ 
lise because nationalisation under conditions 
of capitalism does not strenethen socialism. 
Nationalisation is not a socialistic measure. 
It helps the capitalist class to strengthen its 
position in cases of crisis. This is proved 
by the fact that money given as Joans to 
smaller sections by the nationalised Banks 
constituts only a small part. 

The other day, in the course of his re¬ 
plies during the Question-Hour, the Finance 
Minister said that only 23 per cent of the 
bank money is being given as loans to 
smaller sections. 77 per cent of the money 
is being utilised to further the interests of 
bigger sections. So, these nationalised banks 
also are being used as an instrument to 
strengthen big capitalist section in the 
country. 

Similarly, other institutional changes 
will not weaken capitalism. That is why 
your butlook is out and out a capitalist 
dutloolc and there is nothing of socialism in 

It. 


Coming to the slogan of self relince, 
Arthik Swaraj how you conceive the slogan 
of self reliance is written in your Economic 
Survey. It says : 

“The external assistance provides 
suppo t to the balance of payment as 
well as resources for investment. IDoing 
without aid can simply mean doing 
without certain volume of investfhent 
and scaling down the capital formation 
activities in the economy.” 

This is certainly not what is implied by 
greater self-reliance. Tliat means you are 
not completely getting yourself free fiom 
foreign dependence. Your performance anl 
your slogan are self-contradictory. 

Just now, during the question Hour, it 
was replied that some deal is goi.ig on 
between U.K. industrialists and the Govern¬ 
ment of India. During this period, you 
have disposed of and given licences to a 
number of foreign private capitalists. Jn 
1969, the licences were given to 214 foreign 
private companies and, in 1970, the number 
of licences was 380. The number of appli¬ 
cations for foreign investments is in¬ 
creasing. 

Then, it is stated in the Times of India 
that it is clear from the Indo-British 
Technological Group which ended on 
Saturday that the Government of India 
has begun to adopt a more pragma'ic 
approach to foreign investments in this 
country and the decision to waive all requir- 
ments including payment of duty on import 
of machinery by companies that wish to 
manufacture components for export is a 
case in point. That means, you are encour¬ 
aging private foreign capital to exploit the 
Indian economy, and the nunvber of 
collaborations that have been approved are 
in 1968-69 -158 in 1969-70—-129 and in 
1970-71—221. 

Thus it is proved that the slogan of 
self-sufficiency is a hoax and you are more 
and more dependent on foreign collabo¬ 
ration. 

Moreover, this Budget ia based on oW 
outlook. We want that tlftre should be 
.greater resources from rmney- itax 

evasion md greuter imixHitidn of t^xes 
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the bigger sections; you can get resources 
from there. But that policy, yba are not 
pursuing. That is why, this Budget will 
not help solve any problems; it will further 
increase poverty and disparity. 

SHft.1 CHINTAMANl PANIGR\HI 
(Bhubaneswar) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, in the 
year 1972 the great people of India had 
entered the second year of the decade of 
victory which marked its beginning last 
year, in 1971. Our country and our people 
have acquired ever new g'ories and new 
victories, and we have uplifted ourselves to 
new heights as a great and bigger nat’on 
after the great victory of the people of 
fiangla Desh. 

Viewed in this context, the. Budget that 
has been placed bef re us this year by the 
Finance Minister, the Finance Ministry and 
the Government of India is a Budget of 
confidence as the nation has acquired self- 
confidence, The feudal, capitalists, the left- 
adventurists, the divisive and separatist 
forces in this coun ry, the communal fo;ces 
and the forces of right reaction kave ail 
suffered new defeats, defeats after defeats 
at home and a littile beyond in the great 
immortal and golden land of Bangla Desh. 
Even the international reaction and the 
national reaction, combined together, have 
suffered the worst defeat that they could 
think of. The fascist forces had suffered 
their rout in the victory of the people of 
Bangla Desh. 

The year 1971 was a historic year of 
break-through on all fronts and the begin¬ 
ning of 1972 has seen new successes and 
democratic upheavals of our masses. 

The Budget which is before us, I must 
say, is bold and imaginative and has tried 
to accept many of the new challenges that 
India and its people are facing today after 
the great upheaval in Bangla Desh and the 
resulting reactions of the different forces all 
over the country and also in our frontiers. 
There is a little orientation. We have this 
great slogan of r moving poverty and 
ignorance; these will not go merely by 
shopting slogans. Achievement on this front 
cai|( come only through growth and growth 
widi soetai justice. This Budget today is 
(ryfn-g to release the productive forces in 
tti4 country, tp that at least in the coming 


year our economy will be a little growth- 
oriented and we can achieve the biggest 
battle that we are going to fight after the 
battles that are over on the political and 
diplomatic fronts; I mean, the battle to 
achieve selfrcliance, the battle Of winning 
economic independence of the masses of 
this country, the mirians and millions of 
people who are fig'iting a’l these years for 
Arthik Swaraj to which the President has 
referred. 

An important feature in the Plan is the 
sharp step-up«Pian outlay, amouting to more 
than Rs. 703 crores. I do not know-to what 
percentage it works out; may be, to 22 per 
cent. This is the biggest challenge that we 
have to face. Once you do not invfcst any¬ 
thing in planning, it never generates any 
further invesfmint in the private sector. 
Therefore, the biggest challenge that 
we have taken up to-day is the decision to 
invest another more than Rs. 700 crores 
in the Plan outlay in ona single year. This 
in one of the biggest achievements. I rea ise 
that there arc m ny ‘ifs' taki ig into consi¬ 
deration the performance of tl.e last year 
wh<n the Plan provision was there but the 
shortfall amounted to m-sre thin Rs. 103 
crores in various es ential secto-s which 
are aimed at social welfare of this coun'ry 
I hope the Finance M nistry in its different 
Departments benefited by past experience 
will try to see that the Plan provision of 
more than Rs. 700 cro es this year will be 
fully utilised; if nccjssary, they may exceed 
the target but there shoul 1 not be any short¬ 
fall. 

Another achievement of the Budget is 
the various social welfare programm s it has 
outlined viz. , rural water supply, rural 
home sites for those people who have no 
homes, slum-clearance programmes and the 
milk supply schemes for the poor children. 
These are the many redeeming features in 
this year’s budget. Taking into consideration 
the national ca'amities for which we have 
provided Rs, 94 crores and taking into consi¬ 
deration the extra Rs. 300 crores for Bangla 
Desh, if we. are able to provide Rs. 200 cro¬ 
res for social w-lfarc m-sasures, it shows , 
there is a little.,i«E»g|nation and an awrre- 
ness of the coun‘i7%it4«8ds and not of the 
leftist type but of a balancing one. 

1 jttust say ihjt tbe finaa;U* miliiUfes 
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that we had adopted, that is, had it not 
been preceded by the two budgets in 19’1, 
to-day perhaps the financial burdens that 
would have arisen would ha\e co/np'etcly 
put everything out of gear and the F.nance 
Minister would have fount him seif in a 
more difficult position. Therefore, I admire 
tJie ingenuity of the Ministry and the Goverr- 
mcnl that in the last two previous Budgets 
there was a little resource mobilisation 
done which started in 1971. Now, ‘IicrtTore 
it has been possible for us at least to t di 
over the deficit or at least has been bro'i’ht 
to the level of Rs. 233 crores. Therefo e, 
this is a m<inrgeable proportion that we 
have beert able to achieve. 

But; here, I must like to bring to the 
notice of the lion. Finance Minister that as 
a Party man 1 have my lit'lc rc.sponsib liiy 
to bring it to the not ce of the ho.n.Min.ster 
and 1 hope he will consider it because he 
always considers, that is the impost, the 
levy on kero.sene. I think there is scope 
for reconsideration of tJiis matter because 
for people in this country, kerosene is a 
commodity of common consumption and 
we hope. Sir, the hon. Finance Minister 
would take into consideratson the view of 
the people. I don’t want to make it as if 
it is all kerosene and nothing e!se m this 
budget. It is just a matter of reconsidera'ion 
of the entire thing. This appeal I would 
like to make to the hon Minister. 

I must try to put forward a few sugges¬ 
tions for consideration of the hon. Finn ce 
Minister. There is nothing destructive in 
these suggestions. They are all constructive, 
made after yeas of experience and a little 
study of economics. Now, a major p-oblern 
before this country is the question of 
resource mobilisation. 1 would like fo just 
place before the hon. Finance Minister that 
a person wedded to tradition ii economic 
concepts would look with horror at the 
prospect of deficit financing. But in this 
country itself the traditional economics 
theory approach i^i changing. The trad i )nal 
economic theory of the need to bridge the 
gap between the revenue and expenditure 
is changing. Here, two things have to be 
taken into consideration. One is deficit 
financing and the other is the line of least 
resistance'taxation. Sometimes, traditional 
way of thinking Still persists. So far as the 
scope of deficit financing is concerned, I 


will never agiee with some people who say 
that the moment there is dificit financing 
the whole country is going to collapse. Ours 
is a develop’ng economy where there is 
enough scope for deficit financing. I must 
say ih It this aspect of the deficit financing 
the Fininc: Ministry should keep in mind. 
They have acted with a little discretion. 
Tint point has to be taken into Consi¬ 
deration, for mobilising the resources of the 
nation. 

Various surveys have been carried out 
by the Reserve Bank. They have carried 
out surveys in respect of more than 1000 
private limited companies. These comprise 
of not only private limited companies but 
the pub'ic sector companies also. The total 
amount invested in inventories comes to 
no less than Rs. 4,000 crores. This is the 
position. There is one thing which I would 
like to bring to the notice of the hon. 
Finance Minister. Let us not follow the 
line of least resistence. In U.SA, in Ger- 
miny and in other countries you never come 
across this situation. You never find their 
inventories so big, becau e, there is no 
space available. There is no sp.ice available 
even to park the cars. There is no space to 
keep huie things. No factory in any 
modern developed country will be able to 
I'.llow so much of dead capital to be in¬ 
vested in the^e inventories which comes 
to Rs. 4 000 crores both in the public sector 
and in the private sectors of our country. 
They think, tomorrow the price will rise, 
day-after-tomorrow the price will rise; like 
ihat they create hoarding and thereby dead 
capital is in'-ested in this kind of thing. I 
hope this point will be taken up seriously 
by the hon. Finance Minister and the 
Government as a whole, with the coope¬ 
ration of ail the Ministries, Government 
hais set up the Cabinet Economic Sub- 
Committee which is going to be a most 
powerful committee; I am sure they will 
coordinate all these things so that we may 
make progress in this respect. 

The hon. Minister has $tressed on 
economic independence and self-reliance and 
our Prime Minister dealt with this problem 
yesterday in the Rajya Sabha also. What is 
the position if we see the bud|eu from 1956 
to ifSB ? The total payn^nts towat;^ 
amortisation and debt s^ieing paymeatji 
on foreign loans that they i^tve inairred 
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comes to the order of Rs. 1845 crorcs. Bet* 
ween the years I968-f9. 1969-70 ard 1970-71 
we have paid another Rs. 1443.2 ctOtcs. If 
we add up all the payments upto 1974-75 
we would be paying an amount totalling Rs. 
7012.1,4 crores. That is only on official 
accouut, towards the debt servicing, repay 
ments and amortisation charges. And, when 
you come to 1974-75 you will find, the total 
loan is Rs. 9902 crores. What a terrific 
strain is there by this kind of aid ? This 
can be easily imagined. So, this is the first 
thing that Government should take up and 
they should stop this kind of aid in the 
coming few years. We should see that we 
reach the stage of self-reliance in our 
economy. There are some of our friends 
who look to some other frontiers for help. 
But they don’t realise what a tremendous 
program.me wc have taken up in this c :)untry 
for self-reliance within the next 4 or 5 years. 
This is the biggest challenge that we have 
accepted, and this is a thing which mast be 
done with the cooperation of all. 

Take the provision of drinking water 
facilities in villages for instance. Members 
may go round,select the constituencies where 
this facility should be provided, etc. There 
should be a sense of involvement on the 
part of everybody and only then can this 
problem be tackled. Nearly 42 per cent of 
export earnings go to debt servicing charges 
and repayments, and by 1977, even if we 
increase exports upto 100 per cent, we will 
not be able to attain the stage of self- 
reliance. Various studies have shown that 
the aid from the developed countries minus 
the debt servicing came to about 6.3 billion 
dollars for all the undeveloped and deve¬ 
loped countries in 1968 But those very same 
developed countries could afford to spend 35 
billion dollars on liquor and 15 billion 
dollars on cigarettes in the year 1968. 
Therefore, if they think that they are giving 
any charity to this country or to our people, 

I think they are mistaken. How much do 
they consume by way of liquor aud cigarettes, 
and what is the aid that they are giving 
to us ? 

Again, Our people will be happy to know 
that it is not as if foreign aid is building up 
our economy. Foreign aid is not building 
up our economy. 85 per cent of the rssources 
employed in India’s economic development 
tod^y comes froni our own people and from 


our own resources. It is only 15 per cent for 
which wc have been dying all these years, 
and yet wc are paying no much for this 15 
per cent aid by way of inteiest and loan 
repayments. Just as we took a pledge last 
year in regard to Bangla Desh, likewise, I 
feel that the time has come now when we 
must take a pledge, when the whole country 
should take a pledge that at least during the 
coming three years, we shall get rid of this 
foreign aid to the extent of 15 pCr cent. 
But what do we find ? Under the 13th loan 
agreement for non-project aid wh'ch has 
been signed with the USA in 1971, the total 
components of machinery that we are going 
to import comis to about Rs, 1500 crores in 
value. In the face of th's, what is the mean¬ 
ing of our slogan of import substitution ? 

I feel that this question should be taken up 
more seriously, and there should be a coor¬ 
dinated effort to get rij of these imbalance 
in our economy. Recently, the president of 
the World Bank had visited India, and he 
was told that India was anxious to reduce 
her dependence on any kind of foreign aid 
and that she was taking steps to reduce the 
need for imports. But if we have a look at 
the recent projects and Plan programmes 
and undertake self-analysis of what we are 
doing, wc shall be surprised to find that 
perhaps we are prove to be a little more 
dependent on foreign aid than be^’ore. I 
believe that there is a lurking desire, may 
be somewhere in some agency in some Mini¬ 
stry which has some kind of relations with 
foreign interests, wh’ch may be trying again 
to sabotage all the bjid ventures that we are 
adopting now. I hope the hon. M nister will 
be aware of this and Government shall take 
care of these elements. 

MR. SPEAKER ; The hon. Member has 
taken a lot of time already. He should con¬ 
clude now. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 
Kindly give me three or four more minutes. 

MR SPEAKER^: But he should not take 
it at the cost of the other Members. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI : 

I have not taken sufficient time. I shall take 
just three or four more minutes only. 

I would like lo b'ing it to the notice of 
the hon. Minister that the only panacea Cpr 
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achieving our sociali»t goats is to increase 
production. But what is the picture that we 
see in regard to production ? The steel pro¬ 
duction was to be 10.3 million tonnes in 
1973-74, and it has come done now to 8 
million tonnes. Similarly, there is going to 
be a shortfali in the target for fertiliser pro¬ 
duction also. The s 'mc is the pwition in 
regard to cof^r, zinc and o her non-ferrous 
metals. 

The reserve Bank of India has poin'ed 
out that 35 per.>eit of the installeJ capicity 
in the industrial sector in this cou.Ury 
remains unutilised lU general. If only we 
could utilise this 35 p;r cent u ttuili ei 
capacity and increase production by 35 per 
cent, we shall not have to go a y.vhe.e 
abeggii.g, and we shall no h v, o depend 
only on tax resources but we could also tap 
the non-tax resources which could provide 
finances to our country. 

Theieforc, my plea with Government is 
this. When we are in search of capital, and 
when we are going in for mobilisation of 
resources, and when we find that at least, 
about Rs. 3000 to 6000 crores of capital is 
in bondage, why, should we not make an 
attempt to free this capital in bondage ? 
We could help in freeing 75 Million people 
of Bangla Desh last year. When we could 
do so, why sheuld we not free this capital 
in b )ndage ? Again, there is the question of 
unearthing of black money, the estimate of 
which the Wanchoo committee puts at about 
Rs 7000 crores in 1968 by way of turnover. 
Why should we not take a bold step to free 
this capital whch is in bondage 7 Even if 
we could free it to the extent of Rs. 5030 
crores, we can add to our econom'c strength 
without depending on more taxes or deficit 
financing or foreign aid. 

In conclusion, I would like to quote 
what Mahatma Gandhi had said. He said : 

“The future beckons to us. Whither 
shall we go and what shall be our 
endeavour ? To bring freedom and oppor¬ 
tunity to the common man, to the pea¬ 
sants and workers of India, to fight and 
to ehd poverty and ignorance and 
to buHd up a prosperous, derao- 
cfMle and progressive nation and to 
creatie'/speiak economic and political - 
institutioftii whxh will ensure justice and 
fuIneiM of life to every man and woman.*' 


We are now going to fulfil that wish of 
Mahatma Gandhi. In this year, we shall 
again try and move forward for new th'ngs 
so tliat we can achieve the desired goal 
which the people have given us the mandate 
to do boldly and imaginatively. 

In conclusion, i emphasise the need for 
goi ig a'v: .d wiih the second steel plant tor 
Orissa wh;ch has gone by default so far 
and to undertake various flood-control and 
irrigation schemes in Orissa. The process 
has started, but sonwjtJiing must be done to 
speed it up. For its development plan, 
O. issa should receive higher priority because 
it is in the backwaid sector. Ooverrunent 
should pay special attention to Orissa .so 
that we can benefit by their gu'da icc and 
help in its onward march of development. 

1 support the Budget. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN (Madras 
North) : Mr. Speaker, the Budget’pre¬ 
sented by the Finance M nister is insipid, 
unscrup.iious, untrustworthy, unkind and 
also unwanted and unwarranted. The rising 
expectation of the people of this country is 
very excellently belied through this Budget. 

The Budget can at best be considered as 
an instrument for transforming the phase of 
socio-economi: aspects in the country. But 
particularly for a party which is wedded to 
socialism indulging m the process of levelling 
up and levelling down, 1 am sure this 
Budget is self-defeating. Probably Sh-i 
Chavan has his own reason to say why it is 
self-defeating. Probably his attention may 
not have been there enough because of his 
preoccupation with the election business, 
and h's d-rection or stamp may not be in 
the budget. So I can call it a bureaucratic 
budget also. 

But while he himself claims it as a socia¬ 
list budget, I never expected a tax would 
fall on kerosene which is a common man's 
commodity. He knows that. Perhaps after 
the discussion is over, he would come out 
and say *1 withdraw the tax on kerosenek 
Thereby he might lay claim to being socia¬ 
list. There is that possibility «1sO' 

In the midrterm poll in 1971—that is fhe 
background jn- which Shri Chavan ajtould 
ap{Mx>ach this issue—the clgrlon call of the 
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Prime Minister to the country was the 
po.itical survival of a party, that is, Indira 
Congress with the possibility of implementa¬ 
tion of soci ilistic programmes and policies. 
If the Indira Congress were routed in the 
eIcctior.S, the achievement of socialism 
would have been buried fathoms deep. 
Realising this, the people voted for that 
party and gave it massive support. As a 
result, the politics of survival was taken 
care of. 

Tl'.cn came the State elections all over 
the country. There of course, her clarion 
call to the people ‘stability today’. Realising 
the importance of stability and also reco¬ 
gnising the importance of unity, not uni¬ 
formity, the people voted for the Indira 
Corgress. As a re.^ult in so many States, 
srecially Gujarat where my friend Shri 
Shyamnardan Mishra claimed that he would 
get it and in Madhya Pradesh where Shri 
Vajpayee claimed that he would take it over 
all the other parties were virtually finished. 

Now, democracy is in danger i: a way, 
because in democracy, Opposition is a 
sme qua non for the successful implementa¬ 
tion of the programmes and the lubrication 
oil in the wheels of the democratic machine. 
Jf the Opposition is v.riually wiped out, 
what would be a monolithc order will 
emerge; a Leviathan may be on the top; 
no f.ee’om of expression; nothing; the 
Constilution would become a scrap of 
paper, and nothing would follow. So, my 
humble submission is this. The politics of 
survival is to be replaced by the politics of 
stability. After having achieved stability, 
it IS the duty of the Government to see what 
a'C the promises. Promises are not like 
piecrusts meant to be broken; promises are 
to be perfoimed. The bona fides of the 
Government is to be established, and they 
should come out with the socialist pro- 
gran|mes, not through sermonising the 
people that, we are going to do (his. we are 
going to d^ that. The proof of the pudding 
is In the eating. If anybody analyses this 
budget, nobtKiy would be convinced that 
this budget is attempting to establish a 
socialist speiety even though Mr. CjKayan 
himself, is. a fuUfledged, excellent, volteface 
socialist* I have ..no objection so far as 
Mr. Chavtui's convictioo is cdncernedl. but 
URfor^m^tely hit Ini^sct. exposes hinj terribly 
and fine entire cptmtiiy is disappofitited now. 


The last two budgets—^one in October 
and the other in the month of December— 
were able to achieve for the Government 
Rs. 500 crores. So, the back of the common 
people has been broken enough* They 
could have avoided this time certain 
imposts on kerosene, aluminium, fertilisers, 
power pump and all these items. Because, 
on the one side we are talking 
about the green revolution and on 
another side we are talking that we are 
going to ta' fertilisers. On the one side, 
we are kissing and on another side we are 
kicking It is a sadist job. Mr. Chavan. 
should not adopt that job in his political 
life. So, my humble request is that these 
imposts should withJrawn; all these imposts 
would bring a very, very meagre amount. 
But on the contrary you may say that it is 
only an increase of six paise on Kerosene, 
but it would cost considerably to the 
common people of the country. 

I had occasion to read a book, the life- 
sketch of Mr. Chavan written by one T. V. 
Kunjukrishnan or somebody, {interruption) 
Afier having read that book, I developed a 
fascination for Mr. Chavan, because Mr. 
Chavan can afford to be a real socialist 
in his party; the next socialist is our Prime 
Minister. She should prove ihat she is a 
real socialist. Before I finish this part of 
my budget speech, I request Mr. Chavan, 
please witharaw the tax on kerosene, which 
you are going to do. {Interruption) 
And you should withdraw the tax on 
fertilisers and aluminium at least. 
{Interruption) You would not do u ? 
That is all right. In that case, you are 
exposed. My sympathies to you. 

The second aspect is Centre-State fiscal 
relation which I want to stress. I am very 
happy thas I am in the midst of the allies 
here, sitting and listening to my speech. 
The object of my coming here and speaking 
to you now is to dispel an erroneous im¬ 
pression that is sohght to be created by 
certain sections in the party which is ruling 
this country. The two charity boys belong¬ 
ing to the Central Cabinet,—one ii Mr. 
Subramaniam and the other is Mr. Mohan 
Kumaramangalam—these^two people came to 
Madras and addressed the people of Tamil 
Nadu at a meeting, sayins—Z think I can 
quote from thdr speeches and then cmly you 
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can understand and appreciate the joke of 
these stalwart speakers. 

It appeared in today’s Patriot : “DMK 
Government asked to clarify stand on 
Centre-State ties”. The Union Planning 
Minister Mr. C. Subramaniam yesterday 
asked the DMK Government to state 
clearly whether it stood for a policy of co¬ 
operation with the Cer.tre or confrontation 
tn the guise of State autonomy. I want to 
know who are all these people, arrogating 
to themselves the level of the Prime 
Minister, demanding clarification from a 
State Government elected by the people of 
the country with a massive mandate. These 
peopifi have the audacity to talk like that 
I cannot understand. He says that the 
Tamil Nadu Chief Minister’s statement that 
the State Government would co-operate 
with the Centre though his party’s alliance 
with the Congress had ended was welcome 
but the speeches and the writings of the 
leaders and their party papers made one 
wonder whether they were sincere in their 
professions. 

My humble reply to Mr. Subramaniam 
and Mr. Mohan Kumaiamangalam leading 
international legal constitutional light is 
this : Physician, heal thyself. On the 5th 
of March, I had occasion to address the 
people of Madurai where I explained what 
I wanted and that was reported in a paper 
called Hindu which is noted for it reac¬ 
tionary policies. I could have understood 
if my speech had been reported through a 
news agency like the PTI or UNI, but its 
special correspondent reported and he says: 
“Mr. Manoharan in the course of his. 
speech stated that if the State autonomy 
demand is not conceded, we would revive 
our philosophy of separation. ’ This is an 
absolute fabrication and a tissue of lies with 
the clear intention of diverting the attention 
of the people. 

I want to quote what the Madras Mail, 
an evening newspaper from Madras, has to 
say on what the Chief Minister spoke. 
It says : “The Chief Minister of Tamil 
Nadu has had occasion in recent months to 
dispel any misunderstanding about the 
State’s demand and put the issue of auto¬ 
nomy in-perspective. There cannot be any 
excuse for misunderstanding after his 
categorical statement on Tuesday that the 


country’s unity came first and State auto¬ 
nomy only next.” It says further “The 
note of robust patriotism was urunistakabie.” 
In a moving speech he made to the Genera! 
Council meeting of his party, he declared 
that if there was the slightest rift between 
the Centre and the State, the enemies of 
the country would exploit it. That was the 
speech of the Chief Minister and^ then the 
Mail paper comments on that. The demand 
for autonomy, he pointed out. should be 
distinguished from the dcm.nd for self- 
determination. I also want to stress this 
distinction before the House. The need 
to make such a distinction is all the greater 
today when India has emerged as a strong 
country which will grow stronger and stronger 
in the years to come and has to find its 
rightful place in the comity of nations. I 
wish you to listen to the last para of the 
Mail's editorial. The demand for State 
autonomy cannot be conceded, according to 
me, at the expense of national strength and 
unit and this is the crux of the Tamil Nadu 
Chief Minister’s address. That is the Verdict 
of Mail also. Finally, it says that it should 
also be conceded, it is for the consideration 
of the Prime Minister and her bandwagon, 
that the Centre cannot be strong unless the 
States a e also strong. 

So, what we have been pleading for is 
nothing but S ale autonomy in the field of 
what is called economy, in the field of 
finance, and policy to a certain extent. 
Federalism should be perfected. Today 
our Federation is unitary in spirit, federal 
in garb. So many people have said so. 
We felt the pinch of it, we thought we 
could appoint a committee wh'ch could go 
into it fully. And that committee’s report 
was released. It is only recommendatory, 
not mandatory, because we cannot impose 
our will on the entire people of this country. 
But I want to draw the attention of the 
House to certain basic principles of 
federalism. 

SHRI VIKRAM MAHAJAN (Kangra) : 
What is so sacrosanct about federalism ? 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : The fede¬ 
ral principle requires that the Central and 
the regional Governmqgits should be 
independent each of the other in its sphere. 
If this principle is to operate nb’e only as 
a matter of strict law, also in practice 
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it follows that both the Central and regional 
Governments must each have in its own 
independent control resources sufficient to 
reform its exclusive function. This is the 
view of an authority on federalism, Mr. 
K. C. WCir. The majority of the Members 
might have read his book. This is the 
definition of federalism. 

The crux of our demand is this. We 
do not want dependance ; on the con'rary 
we are not for independence. Please be 
cle.\r about my point. We do not want 
dependence, at the very same time we do 
not want independence ; but, on the con- 
iiary, what we want is inter-depende'Ce 
between the Centre and the States. That 
a-,pect must be understood by the people 
who are accusing the DMK.. A systematic 
campaign of vilification and vituperation 
IS po ng on in the country, .saying that the 
DMK Govern-nent is reviving its old 
dc.mand of Dravidanad for Dravidians. 
Categorically, on the floor of the House, 
believing in niy con-,cience, 1 declare that 
the DMK Party has buried deep a.-'-d un¬ 
fa thomably the philosophy of separation. 
Ii would never levive again this demand in 
the politics of this conn ry. {Interruptions) 
You are saying “oh” here, but you tell 
Mr. Kumaramangalam and Mr. Subra- 
maniam. wl o ought to have tolerance, but 
without understanding anything, are talking 
in the streets that the DMK has revived its 
old demand. I am the spokesman of the 
DMK party in Parliament. Do not 
belittle the importance of my position as 
the leader of the party in Parliament. 
And my Chief Minister Mr. Karunanidhi 
has categorically declared that we will 
never revive our demand. On the contrary 
we want State autonomy. 

What is State autonomy ? Before 
cnteiing into that, what are the reactions 
of so many people regarding State auto¬ 
nomy ? Here is one. 

“The Indian Constitution is 

federal, but it is heavily weighted in 
favour of the Centre”. 

This o[:»nion is expressed by Sardar 
Paniklcar in his book The Foundations of New 
India. 

Here is apoflter. When the Communist 


Party was one family, when Shri Indfajit 
Gupta and Shri P. Ramamurti were to¬ 
gether, in 1962 this is what their election 
manifesto said : 

“The Communist Party firmly 
stands for wider powers and authority, 
particularly in financial and economic 
matters being given to the States of the 
Indian Union. The Seventh Schedule 
of the Constitution must be revised 
and amended so as to enlarge the power 
of the States and to abridge those of 
the Central Government.” 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
It is there still. . 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I am very 
happy that Sliri Indrajit Gupta is endorsing 
It, saying that it is still there. But un¬ 
fortunately, I cannot understand A.K. 
Gopalan, a good friend of mine a bit senile. 
While he was talking... 

SHRI FRANK ANTHONY (Nomi- 
natcd-Anglo-lndians) ; Don’t use such 
words. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Out of 
affection I can say anything. It is our 
undeistanding, pure and simple. You are 
an outsider, do not interfere between me 
and A. K. Gopalan. All right ; I withdraw 
{Interruptions). After all, I can also be¬ 
come senile ; anybody can become senile. 
The facts are to be faced. Mr. Gopalan 
said in a meeting, “We are not going to 
accept the State autonomy of the DMK.” 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE That is 
not our stand. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN ; On the 
contrary, Mr. Namboodiripad, ex-Chief 
Minister of Kerala was telling, “We arc 
for State autonomy.” 

Now, I want to dfaw the attention of 
the House to the relevant portion of the 
report of the Third Finance Commission : 

“A more important and disturbing 
feature is that States are becoming 
dependent on Central assistance an 
ever-increasing scale. This arises 
partly out of th« fact that the financial 
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control of the federal unit is with the 
Centre and for other reasons State are 
left with meagre and inelastic sources 
of revenue. Even with the consider¬ 
able increase in the rates of taxes in 
the State List, the additional revenue 
will be negligible. 

This increasing dependence on Centre 
is diluting on one hand the accountability 
of the State Cabinets to their legislatures 
and on the other hand, it is coming in the 
way of the development of a greater sense 
of responsibility in their administration.” 

I am quoting this tc prove that what we 
want is State autonomy, not self-determi¬ 
nation nor separation. 

I will now quote the relevant portion 
from the book Federalism in India written 
by Bombwall : 

“Our federal system will be suc¬ 
cessful in the measure in which it is 
able to harmonise the centripetal and 
centrifugal forces which are inextricably 
woven into the texcure of our multi¬ 
religious, multi-recial and multi-lingual 
country Political Monolithism is alien 
to the genius of India. It is not unnatu¬ 
ral, therefore, to forecast that in the 
coming years, the States will strive for 
greater initiative and seek an equation 
of fruitful partnership than of mere 
subordination without carrying their 
assertiveness to the point of wrecking 
the unity of India or weakening her 
strength as a nation.” 

This is his view. 

There is a book called Planning and the 
Problem of Administration and in an article 
which appeared in the Indian Journal of 
Political Science this is what Shri K. V. Rao 
an eminent economist says ; 

“The Centre plans the centre decides, the 
Centre directs and the States are unable 
to do anything positive except waiting at 
the door of the Planning Commission 
for doles.”

Shri K, V. Rao is not a member of the 
DMR nor a member of the CPI nor a 


member of the Indra Congress. He is an 
economist. 

Let me quote from the Times of India 
this will appeal to my friend, Shri S. N. 
Mishra : 

“State autonomy in education has 
found a somewhat unexpected champion 
in Morarji Desai, who has maintained 
in a memorandum to the Education 
Commission-..” 

This is what Shri Morarji Desai has 

said 

“If India has to live according to 
the accepted principle of unity in 
diversity we should not expect the. 
States to surrender their rights in matters 
like education and culture. Any 
attempt to change these p.ovisions would 
be to vitiate the very basis of the 
Constitution.” 

MR. SPEAKER; He may continue his 
speech after lunch.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1972-73— 
GENERAL DISCUSSION—eo/trr/. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN: Mr, Deputy- 
Speaker, I was speaking about Centre-State 
relations and had given some quotations 
from some eminent scholars. I think,I must 
add one more to them. That would explain 
the stand of the DMK Party. This is by 
Shri B. V. Krishnamurthy : 

“The past twen y years have wit¬ 
nessed a self-propelled expansion of 
economic power of the Central Govern¬ 
ment whose dimensions are progressi¬ 
vely surpassing the eombined economic 
power of all State Governments put. to¬ 
gether., Leaving gsirde the .resources 
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exclusively available to the Centre from 
banks, insurance, foreign trade and 
assistance, post office deposits and the 
other sources of non*tax revenue, even 
the fisical system is so built that its 
functioning can only lead the centre to 
obtain control over larger and larger re¬ 
sources vis-a-vis the States. A striking 
index of this is provided by the fact 
that the current revenue (gross) of the 
Centre has risen from Rs. 554.73 crores 
in 1955-56 toRs. 4,500 crores in 1971-72. 
And, on the other hand, the current 
revenue of the States (excluding transfers 
from the Centre) has risen from 
R?. 427.58 crores in 1955-56 to 

Rs. 1,600 crores (approximately) in 
1971-72. 

‘‘Viewed from the relative strength 
of the resource-raising power to the 
Centre on the one side and all the 
States put together on the other it 
would be noticed that the relative pover 
of the Centre was 1.25 in 1955-56, by 
1971-72, it had practically doubled.” 

This explains that the Central Govt rn- 
ment has got the authority over all the fin¬ 
ancial institutions of the country ; the 
elastic taxes are all enjoyed by the Central 
Government and inelastic taxes are left to 
the States. While we say State autonomy, 
the basic fact that we want to project is that 
States should be given more powers to 
augment their resources and, thereby, each 
and every State can stand on its own legs. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Pratapgarh) : 
Power has to be taken, not given. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Don’t pro¬ 
voke me. 

The States should be given more powers 
to augment their resources so that each and 
every State can stand on its legs without 
impairing the constitutional framwork But 
with mutatis mutandis. This is the crux of 
the whole of the D.M.K. demand for State 
autonomy. Here, I want to draw the atten¬ 
tion of the House to one thing. The Govern¬ 
ment of Tamil Nadu appointed a 3-tnan 
Committee headed by Mr, Rajamannar, ex- 
Chief Justiee of the Madras High Court 
Dr. Lakshmanaswami Mudaliar, an eminent 
educationist and Mr, Chandra Reddy, re¬ 


tired learned judge. These men have no¬ 
thing to do with the D.M.K.. Government 
nor with the philosophy of the D.M.K. 
party. 

Now, the moment the Report was re¬ 
leased, much has been said about the Report. 
Even in the Central Hall, all the party 
leaders came to m; ml told me, “We want 
the Report to be stud ed. We want to know 
something about it because now cich and 
every State starts asserting itself. So, in 
case the Rajamannar Report should provoke 
a dialogue in the en"-re nation, that will be 
for a federal structure.” Actually, some 
people thought and openly spoke also that 
the Rajamannar Report was going to wreck 
the Constitution. In order to replv to these 
critics, Mr. Rajamannar .said this : 

“Mr. Rajamannar today refuted 
the criticism that the reco nmendations 
of the 3-man Committee headed by him 
on Centre-State relations were an attempt 
to wreck the Constitution or introduce 
revolutionary changes in it.” 

About the purpose of the Committee and 
the purpose of its probe into the Constitution 
he said as follows : 

“The purpose of the Committee 
was to augment resources of the States 
and enable them to get more powers 
within the framework of the Constitu¬ 
tion. He, hewever, admitted that eve* 
under the present Constitution, the 
States enj >y a certain amount of auto¬ 
nomy but that was a question of degree. 
An attempt was made by the Committee 
to get some of the powers to the States 
to enable them to find more resources...” 

This is what he says. 

Finally, he explained one funda¬ 
mental fact vvhich must be taken note of by 
the Government of the day. He says : 

“In a federal set-up if the Centre 
issued a direction asking one of the 
States to implement its direction failing 
which the Presidential ru'e would be 
imposed, it could be possible if one 
party ruled the entire country. Sup¬ 
posing one party gofverped the Centre 
and another party ruled a State and 
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both differed radically, what would 
happen, if the Centre issued a similar 
direction, knowing full well that the 
direction could not be carried out. An 
Ideal federal set up or structure would 
provide that the Centre and the States 
were supreme in their own sphere and 
one was not subordinate to the other.” 

Another fact that I want to point out is 
this. State autonomy, according to DMK, 
according to us, means this. Wc want a 
strong Centre no doubt, but unless the States 
arc strong, the Centre cannot be strong. 
Because, according to us, State.s are the 
infra-structures and the Centre is the super¬ 
structure! If the infra-structures are weak, 
naturally the super-structu e will be weak. 
So, we want to impress upon the Govern¬ 
ment of India this fact through providing 
this note, the recommendations of Raja- 
mannar; let us plea.se discuss it; let us have 
a dialogue about it. In clear terms let me 
tell you, we did not spell out even now what 
we wanted, what are the powers we wanted. 
On the contrary, we felt something. A simple 
thing would appeal to you how politically 
our State is being crippled, how the auto¬ 
nomy is being crippl d by the Centre. A 
small incident would rcseal how arrogant 
the Central Government has been, how 
arrogant the Central Government is and 
how arrogant, after these elections, the 
Central Government would be 

The Chief Minister of Tamil Nadu has 
corresponded with the Central Government 
to install a statue of Raja Raja Chola in 
the Brihadeeswarar Temple. The temple is 
in Thanj.avur; the temple was built by Raja 
Raja Chola, and his statue, we wish, must 
find a place inside the temple. It is a simple 
issue: it is a simp'e request; it is a simple 
problem, for which the letter my Chief 
Miitister has received from the Central 
Government is this. The headline is ‘Turned 
down’. 

“Mr. Karunanidhi informed the 
House that the Centre has turned down 
the State Government’s plea for the 
installation of the statue of Raja Raja 
Chola within the precincts of the firi- 
hadeeswarar temple in Thanjavur.” 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Why ? 


SHRI K. MANOHARAN : The funny 
and fantastic reason is coming. 

“The Chief Minister said it was 
‘very painful’ for him to state that the 
Slate Government did not have the 
right to act in deference to the wishes of 
the people even in small matters like 
this. He said the rejection of the* State’s 
plea was on the ground that the installa¬ 
tion of the statue would mar the archi¬ 
tectural beauty of the ancient temple.’’ 

People who are sitting in the ivory tower in 
Delhi which is the grave-yard of so many 
empires think that the people of Tamil 
Nadu are suffering from want of aesthetic 
sense ! This is a small matter. So many 
small matters, of course, heap into a big 
one. We said that this sort of humiliation 
we could not tolerate and that States should 
not be reduced to dole-getting corporations 
in the federal set-up of this country. We 
quoted, with a view to establishing’ our 
claim. Sheikh Mujibur Rahman. Then sud¬ 
denly the Congress people started saying, 
‘Karunanidhi is becon n:i a Mujibur Rahman 
of Tamil Nadu; Karunanidlii is demanding 
a separate State’, this and that. I think, 
this is nothing short of non-sensabsurdity 
to the core, and stupidity to the extent 
possible, Mujib’s six-points have been highly 
appreciated by the Indira Congress; I do 
not know about Congress (O), of course. I 
do not know whether, knowing full well 
what are the six points, they have appre¬ 
ciated Mujibur Rahman’s six points or not. 
These were in Mujibur Rahman’s election 
manifesto. 1 want to tell the House that, in 
the name of State autonomy, Mujibur 
Rahman contested the elections, and 
as all the members know, his Party 

won a thumping majority. After 
that the military junta of Islamabad 
could not appreciate the feelings of the 
people of East Pakistan, to-day Bangla Desb 
and so many military crackdowns and so 
many things happened. The net result was 
that East Pakistan emerged as a separate 
sovereign independent Republic. But, what 
are his six points 7 

MR., deputy-speaker t Thase ata 
old political ques^ns, not Budget ques? 
tions. ! 
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SHRIK. MANOHARAN; My Prime 
Minister has recently gone to Bangia Desh 
to have a political and economic settlement 
So, it Is highly relevent that I speak some¬ 
thing on Mujib’s country. 

The six-point programme is this—all in 
the name of State autonomy. Please listen 
with rapt attention. What are the demands 
of Mujibur Rehman in the name of State 
autonomy ? 

(1) The Constitution should provide for 
a Federation of Pakistan on the basis of 
Lahore Resolution and for a parliamentary 
form of Government based on the supremacy 
of a directly elected legislature on the bas's 
of universal adult franchise. This is No. 1. 
The Lahore Resolution is that both wings 
should be autonomous. The Eastern Wing 
and the Western Wing should be autonom¬ 
ous. That is the quintessence of the Lahore 
Resolution moved by Fazlul Haque in the 
year 1940. 

(2) The Federal Government should deal 
with (This is the most important point) only 
two subjects—Defence and Foreign Affairs, 
(All the rest with the Stales) with the resi¬ 
duary subjects vested in the federating 
States. 

(3) There should be either two separate 
freely convertible currencies for the two 
wings or one currency for the two with two 
separate Reserve Banks to prevent inter- 
wing iliglit of capital. 

The majority Indira Gandhi people may 
not know these six points, therefore, 1 am 
quoting them to them. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER : The six 
points are all dead and buried. 

THE MINISTER OF PARLIA¬ 
MENTARY AFFAIRS, AND SHIPPING 
AND TRANSPORT (SHRI RAJ 
BAHADUR) : Hear, hear. Thank you 
very much. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I am quoting 
the six poiitts as, then only, you will appre¬ 
ciate It. 

The fourth point is that the power of 
taxation and revenite collection shall be 
vested Ip the liberating units; the federal 


government (This is the important sentence), 
that is, the Government sitting here, accor¬ 
ding to Mujibur Rehman, will receive a 
share to meet its ffnancial obligations. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA (Hapur) : Do 
you know when this suggestion arose ? What 
is the sense in quoting ail these things now ? 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : First you 

must hear me fully. {Interruptions) 1 know 

you are a New Congressman with a new 
mission and new outlook. 

Then, the economic disparities between 
the two wings shall disappear through a 
series of economic, fiscal and legal*reforms. 

The ni 'st dangerous sixth point is that 
a militia or a para-military force must be 
created in East Pakistan which at piesent 
has no defence of its own. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (BetuI) : Do you 
want this in Tamil Nadu ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : He does not 
want. (Interruptions) 

SHRI K. MANOHAR.\N : So far as 
the geography of East Pakistan is concerned 
so far as the histoiy of East Pakistan is 
concerned, the six points can be conven¬ 
iently considered as points for State auto¬ 
nomy. I agree. But, so far as this country 
is concerned, we have been enjoying a parti¬ 
cular philosophy—unity in diversity, a cou¬ 
ntry with a multi-racia', mu'ti-lingULl soc e‘y, 
a society plural and culture composite in 
this country. We will never tolerate a per i- 
cular unit demanding. ‘We Want a para¬ 
military force and we want an army of oiir 
own to protect our interests.’ This wilt 
never find a place in the list of points for 
State autonomy so far as this country is 
concerned. Very belatedly only my friend. 
Mr. Salve, understood me. (Interruptions) 

So, I am coming to the point. The point 
is this ; these six points have been accepted-.- 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : By whom ? 

SHRI K. MANC^ARAN ; By the 
people of East Pakistan......(/nlerrup/fci/M) 

I did not say it had been accepted the 
hoft. Member. (Interruption) Then what 
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happened ? The crux of the issue is this. 
The a'vtenlic n of the povvers-that-be is drawn 
to this part cuiar issue. If the power, that 
be, bccc'mcs indiffi rent and callous, tJicn 
wliai happens ? These 6 points were reduced 
into one, and that is, complete independ¬ 
ence. Sir, so far as this country is ccnce- 
inid, on behalf of the DMK I can tell you 
this : Distances are slu inking ; the inter¬ 
national obligations of India are becoming 
gieater and greater. V,'e arc becoming 
cnc of the best dimoctacjcs in the who’e 
of South-east Asia and v/e are pre^ving that 
we are one of the migli y nations of the 
world and our ccur try cannot atfoid to have 
any furiJicr division. I say, I e: tirely agree 
with you. But yon must also see iJiat the 
State also must be helped by ycu for which 
we must have a dialogue. Sit around the 
tabic and discuss. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : What is the 
reference to the 6 points ? 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Sit around 
the table and discuss this matter. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : I only say that 
these 6 points need not have been referred 
to in the context for making out the point 
that you arc making. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I have great 
regard for your intelligence wh'ch is supreme 
and superb. What I say is this : Is it wrong 
to quote history ? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : There should 
be relevance. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : It is to be 
decided by the House, not by you and me. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; I am con¬ 
cerned with relevance. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : In this case 
you are with me, I hope. Sir. Our Chief 
Minister wrote to the Prime Minister that 
this may be discussed. The Chief Minister 
recceived a reply, stating, along with the 
inter-state relations, Rajamannar report can 
be considered. But, on the floor of the 
Rajya Sabha, when spme^dy drew her 
attention about it, she said tips. It was a 
Committee which was set up by a duly 
elected Governmeat of Tamilnadu., 


SHRI N. K. P, SALVE : This is cir¬ 
cumlocution. Sir, (his circumlocution is 
baihing. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : My Chief 
Minister w'as assured that it will be dis¬ 
cussed, and we can find out an am'cablc 
solution, • 

SHRI PI LOO MODY (Godhra) : That 
was before the election. 

SHRl K. MANOHARAN That was 
before tlie election. 

SHRI PILOO MODY ; If you succumbed 
to it, it is not our fault, 

SHRI N. K. P, SALVE : Shall I ask 
(he hon. Member a very straight question ? 
Do you want a weak Centre or do you want 
a strong Centre ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY Irrelevant It 
should be ruled out. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : You draw 
your own conclusion. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I am sorry, 
the hon. Member is suffering from a serious 
disease of forgetfulness. 1 have already said 
that \vc are not for separation. Anybody 
who talks about separation in our country 
must be treated as a traitor. That also I 
told you. Unless States are strong, the 
Centre can never be strong. That also I told 
you, 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : That is cir¬ 
cumlocution. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : What can I 
do. If you refuse to understand ? I am 
coming to the main point. My Chief Mini¬ 
ster in his budget speech has drawn the 
attention of the country to this. While he 
was presenting the budget, he said : 

*Tn this prelude to the Budget I 
would like to express a few thoughts 
about the future of our vast fodian 
nation. We are keen '•to strengthen 
further the feeUng of opity exhiirited 
by the people of this ^tihtiy ip vap- 
qulshipg enemy. At the same time, 
no one should lose sl^t of fonda' 
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mental fact that the strength qf Indian 
democracy lies in its unity amidst diver¬ 
sity. Unity does not mean uniformity. If 
democracy is to flourish, there should 
be Adequate freedom for contending 
thoughts and diverge ideologies. While 
the country has wholeheartedly accepted 
the goals of socialism and democracy, 
there will be ditferences of opinion on 
the manner in whn.h different regions of 
this country should attain these goals. 
The insistence that all the States of the 
Indian Union should go along one single 
path and to create difficulties in their 
pursuit of different lawful and peaceful 
policies to achieve these noble bjectives 
will strike a discordant note, in ensuring 
the harmony and the unity of the 
country. ” 

This is the crux of my Chief Minister's 
speech. 

Now, I come to the last point of my 
speocli and it is this. After thc.se e' :ctions, 
tl'.c Prime Minister of this country is being 
ciilogsed and he is being showered with 
encomiums and praises. 

AN HON. MEMBER ; Not ‘he’ but 

‘she 

SHRl K. MANOHAR.AN : The zanies 
and zeroes and ciphers and sycophants are 
sitting arround and saying so many things. 
To them, I want to say this. The Prime 
Minister deserves congratulations no doubt, 
but I am afraid that certain people are 
sitting arround her and tliey may spoil her... 

AN HON. MEMBER : She can look 
after hereself. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : I know that 
she cannot be spoilt by this sort of group, 
because she is a very shrewed politician. 
Even then, I want to submit humbly for 
her consideration the following self-intro¬ 
spection ; 

"Whither is this (Adulation and flattery) 
going to lead him and the country ?...” 

SOME HON.. MEMBERS : ‘Not him’ 
but ‘her’. 

^Rt K. MANOHARAN : I am quoting. 


I am giving a quotation. 

It further reads thus : 

"What is he aiming at with all his 
apparent want of aim ? What lies behind 
that mask of his, what desires, what will 
to power, what insatiate longings ? 

These questions have a vital signi¬ 
ficance for us, for he is bound up with 
the present in India, and probably the 
future, and he has the power in him to 
do great gooj to India or great injury... 

In normal times he would not be 
an efficient and successful executive, but 
in this revolutionary epoch ceaserisin is 
always at the door, and is it not pos¬ 
sible that Jawaharlal might fancy him¬ 
self a Caesar ? Therein lies danger for 
Jawaharlal and for India. 

We have a right to expect good 
work from him in the future. Let us 
not spoil and spoil him by too much 
adulation and praise. His conceit, if 
any, is already formidable. It must be 
checked." 

This was written by no other person 
than Shri Jawaharlal Nehru himself. This 
was his self-introspection. He with his 
scalpel operated upon himself and reveal¬ 
ed this. This is my humble submission to 
the Prime Minister. Thereby, she can save 
herself. 

After the recent elections, after the sta¬ 
bility of-the Government, after the establish¬ 
ment of or the attempt at the estblish- 
ment of socialistic society, I say very hum¬ 
bly that we must focus our attention and 
concentrate our energy on the real building 
up of socialism in this country and let us 
not stop where we are. Thus far and no 
farther is not a question which can arise 
here. We have got enough responsibili¬ 
ties to the people to discharge. 

I conclude my speech by repeating a 
stanza written in hand by the late Prime 
Minister Nehru and placed on his table, a 
stanza written by Robert Frost : 

"The woods are lovely, dark and deep 
But! have promises to keep 
And miles to go before 1 sleep 

And miles to go before 1 ifleep" 
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The rising expectation of this country is 
going to see this and we cannot shut our 
eyes to reality. Indira Oandhi is welcome 
so far as Tamil Nadu is concerned, but let 
me declare here : Indira Gandhi is wel¬ 
come to Tamil Nadu but not her waves. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (BetuI) ; Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, the fiscal year which ends 
on 31st Match, 1972 is going to be an 
extraordinary year in the two and a half 
decades of post-independent India. It has 
undoubtedly been a very momentous year 
or in this year we once again ushered an era 

of political stability. 

« 

I would not have taken note of the 
criticism which I am dealing at the outset, 
while speaking on the budget. But I have 
heard this criticism a dozen times in this 
House and Shri Manoharan has reiterated 
the same. He said parliamentaiy democracy 
is in serious danger and jeopardy because a 
whole lot of opposition members are losing 
at the ballot one after another. He expres¬ 
sed considerable indignation at the opposi¬ 
tion members losing the elections. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Reasonable. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : I am surprised 
at this criticism. All the opposition mem¬ 
bers are finding fault with us for their losses. 
Whom have they to thank ? Are the budget 
proposals responsible for their debacle in 
the mid-term poll ? Is Shri Chavan res¬ 
ponsible for the large-scale failure of 
opposition parties in Madhya Pradesh, 
Gujarat and elsewhere in assembly elections? 
Why are they blaming us ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Yes. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Shri Piloo 
Mody is incorrigible. His education has 
been slightly neglected. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH ; Not in the 
early years. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : The years 
relevant for training in parliamentary proce¬ 
dures have been terribly hojxtless. He says 
we are responsible for his party’s defeat. 

SHRI PILOO MODY t Yes. He asks 
a rhetoricB question and he must get a 


reply. The fact is yes. If the Chair gives 
me time, I will explain. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : This is the 
precise reason why the Opposition is becom¬ 
ing microscopic every successive election. 
The diflicully is that they do not look at 
themselves. Have they forgottei^what hap¬ 
pened in 1967 ? After 1967 elections if 
the opposition were to look at their perfor¬ 
mance. 

SHRI PILOO MODY Better than 
yours. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : If after that, 
the voters conclude that you arc only a 
conglomeration of an unprincipled block, 
and do not Tru.st you any more do you not 
have to thank yourself for the same ? 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Nonsense. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Let Shri 
Manoharan look to liis immediate right, left 
and back. Is not the opposition a small 
minority to day ? In spite of all this, 
does he expect that we are going to help 
him in the elections ? Therefore, I only 
hope that, if nothing else, they will not go 
to the point of absurdity in blaming us for 
their losses. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Yes. 

SHRI K. MANOHARN : You are 
incorrigible. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) ; Come to the budget. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : I know he is 
touchy on this point. But let him be a 
good loser, for a change. I know it is not 
easy to. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Get murdered. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : One has to be 
trained in democratic traditions to be able 
to lake defeats at the polls. We have taken 
our defeat in that spirit in the past and; we 
brought about .the changes vidiich ,''wre 
necessary in our attitude and apiwpach to 
reacquire the confidence of the eIectotu.te>., 
That is the reason why we again gdi ah 
overv^helmiAg mandate; , It i 5 i;tto us^bJax^- 
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ing us. We did not.biame opposition when 
we lost despite the fact that there were 
disruptionist forces which were resorting to 
violence, terrorising people and were taking 
resort to methods which were positively 
anti-democratic. Still we continued our 
struggle in the democratic traditions and 
today we are proud of having taken a 
stride towards establishing a stable and a 
matured parliamentary democracy in the 
country. 

SHRl PILOO MODY : Nonsense, 

SHRl N, K. P SALVE : My friend 
Shri Piloo Mody suffers from an extremely 
superior variety of infcriocity complex to 
say like that. Having lost miserably in 
elections his party has almost vanished but 
he still continues to shout. Some one else 
would have thought of ways and methods 
needed to be adopted to help his party 
revive itself. Instead of that, he goes 
about with these cheap jibes here. That 
will not help him to revive his party. It is 
a friendly advice I am giving to him across 
the table. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Free of cost. 

SHKI N. K. P. SALVE : The events 
and achievements, which were a crowning 
glory to the nation, was the heroic struggle 
and the sacrifice of the people of this coun¬ 
try under the inspiring leadership of our 
revered and beloved Prime Minister in the 
liberation of Bangla Desh. Certainly, the 
liberation of Bangla Desh is a matter of 
historical achievement to all of us, and the 
freedom-loving people everywhere. (Interrup¬ 
tion) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : At this rate, 
you will never come to the budget. 

SHRl N. K. P. SALVE : However, 
while we accept and we are only far too 
willing to own this glory of the contribution 
and sacrifice which we have made in the 
liberation of Bangla Desh and help the 75 
million people realise their aspirptions and 
ambitions, realise their cherished dreams of 
freedom of several years, bringing to an 
end thctinprecedentcd butchery and gen^ide 
which was unparallel both as to its heinou- 
sess and Its magnitude, we ere unwilling to 
fully realise what ft costs vs in terms of 


men and material. What it costs us in 
terms of men is something which we may 
discuss when the Demands for Grants of 
the Defence Ministry come up. But cer¬ 
tainly, when we have to mike an evaluation 
of our sacrifice in terms of material losses, 
the budget proposals certainty acquire very 
great relevance. 

It is easy to criticise the Finance Minis¬ 
ter as was done here and as I heard over 
the radio. The very ruthless and merciless 
criticisms of the budget proposals have been 
made for his massive mobilisation of the 
resources, and the odditional taxation which 
he had levied levied last year in the three 
budgets that he brought about. During the 
whole year, their impact was less, but 
these very additional taxes that he levied in 
1971-72 are going to yield this year Rs. 500 
crores. In addition to that, he has levied 
an additional tax of Rs. 183 crores. So, 
in reality, if one were to compare the 
taxes between 1970-71 and 1972-73, the 
additional taxation aggregates to Rs. 683 
crores. It is undoubtedly massive. 

Let us analyse (he criticism which has 
been levelled against the Finance Minister. 
The rightists have said that this is a merci¬ 
less budget and this sort of massive resource 
mobilisation is going to cast a very heavy 
burden on us, uhreashing an untrammelled 
inflation which will crush the poor. In 
these comments over the radio, it was also 
said that this is going to leave no incentive 
to saving, growth or investment. In other 
words, the entire budget proposals were 
rejected lock, stock and barrel since they 
were highly drastic and mercilessly socialistic 
and therefore they hit at the root of private 
saving, growth and investment. 

Our leftist friends will not lag behind 
when it comes to criticising us for no rhyme 
or reason and they have said that there is 
going to be growth but that would be only 
of the monopolies and oliogopolice. That 
is what Mr. Manoharan said. I am sorry 
he has gone away. {Interruption) Mr. 
Manoharan used very strong abjectives 
against Mr. Chavan. and he said that this 
is a die hard reactiorary*s budget and not a 
socialists budget. And ultimately for wdiat 7 
For levying tax on kerosene, for levyinj^ tax 
on fertilisers, and for* levying a tax on 
AKtminium, 1 entirely agree with him that 
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they should not be taxed, but purely for 
that, was it Jostihable to have levelled such 
Vituperative attack that he made on the 
Finance Minister, But these two criticisms 
at two ends, from our rightist reactionaries 
and from our leftist friends, not merely 
cancel each other bus they expose the gross 
prejudice and utter irrelevance of the criti¬ 
cism to the present-day socio econom'c 
realities of the nation. 

If however one were to objectively 
evaluate the fiscal measures of the Finance 
Minister in the context of the hard realities 
of the situation, cne will congratulate him 
for efficiently managing the economy of 
the country as a result of which we could 
succeusfully meet the challenge of more and 
more resources for our defence needs, re¬ 
fugee relief, keeping a reasonable control on 
our price line and also maintaining a reaso¬ 
nable check on our balance of payments 
position. 

We are certainly now in a situation where 
we have realised the inparative necessity of 
self-reliance. Foreign aid had been cut at 
a time when we needed it the most. In a 
sense I am extremely grateful to Mr. Nixon 
for his strongly unprincipled and treacherous 
policy of stopping such assistance. It has 
given us two very distinct benafites. It will 
take us forcibly to the path of self-reliance 
which is necessary and essential for building 
up the strong infra-structure of economy 
in any developing country. More than any¬ 
thing else, even if we were to live in pover¬ 
ty, it has taught people to live with dignity 
and with self-respect, for this type of 
forign aid is not aid, it is an an absolute 
misnomer. It is consideration for buying 
self-respect and sovereignty of the deve¬ 
loping country. And therefore the rebuff 
of Mrs. Gandhi to Mr. Nixon, which was 
sent in a letter couched in one of the most 
courteous languages ever known to the Eng¬ 
lish literature, will go down in history as a 
remarkable example of protest by a deve¬ 
loping nation to uphold Its dignity and 
honour against tl« bullying tactics of an 
unprincipled super-power. 

However, all this is going to cost us 
mOne-y and so taxes are inevitable and they 
are going to be levied. In fact Mr. Chavan 
deserves my very special congratulations 
beeause this time be seems to have realised 


Rs. 683 crorcs throi«h a process of painiess 
operation. The buoyancy in the markets 
continues. The ordinary share index of 
the Economic Time whidi was showing a 
decline at the time of the ^dget h going 
up and there is buoyancy in tlie share 
market. I heard a houvcwife sjjeaking on 
the radio, while giving her reaction to the 
budget proposals, to say : “thank God. 
Mr. Chavan has not levied any tgx,” while 
he has actually levied Rs 6.^3 crores. He is 
one man who has performed the impossible. 
He seems to have levied taxes and pleased 
people. Edmund Burke said that “to tax 
and to plese, no more than to love and to 
be wise is not given to man.” For obvious 
reasons, Edmund Burke could not have 
met Mr. Chavan nor could he Iiave seen 
his performance. If he had seen Mr. 
Chavan’s performance, he would be satisfied 
that he was wrong on both counts, Mr. 
Chavan has levied taxation and he is also 
capable of showing wisdom. 

But I have realised the secret of Mr. 
Cisavan’s art of levying so much taxes and 
still remain popular. His secret art is the 
art of not how much you exsract but how 
painlessly you extort taxation from fetlow 
citizens. That is the key to his entire 
success. I shall now come immediately ro 
the most disconcerting feature of our 
economy. It is, the tremendous recession in 
the growth of the industrial sector. The 
growth rate in 1970-71 has declined to 3.7 
per cent as against 6.8 per cent in 1969-70 
and In fact the figures reveal that in the 
earlier months of 1970 it was less than 
three per cent. Undoubtedly it is a very 
disconcerting picture. This unhappy po ition 
has got to be fought on absolutely war 
footing and condition® have to be esta¬ 
blished. Not only the large unutilised 
capacities of industries have to be utilised 
fully, we have also to work hard to maxi¬ 
mise effidency in productivity, so that we 
optimise the out put in terms of n>en,material 
and mangement. However, if one were to 
read the Economic Survey, a document 
published on behalf of the Government, 
and the various comments in different 
economic papers, there appear to be certait* 
basic diflScuIties which are responsible fer 
this type of recession,, Iwt undoubtedly it, 
also appears in degree to bp»ii hangover of' 
the recession, (rf the earlier years, but 
there is no rensoft why we ahoaltl odt Ibe. 
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able to pull the country out of it. 

There are two or three very salient 
difficulties to which I wish draw the Govern- 
ament’s attention. The first and fore most 
which is fl'eely accepted and well known is 
tlie perennial shortage of industrial raw 
materials. This perennial shortage is related 
to very faulty internal movement. The 
Railway Minister is not here, but I hope 
somthing will be done drastically, so that 
priorities are given for movement of raw 
materials on a rational basis. Imports al.so 
need to be properly liberalised, so that our 
industries do not starve. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU Not 
worng planning ? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Planning is 
so utterly wrong, I admit with Mr. Jyoti- 
rmoy Bosu, that there is high concentration 
of economic power, and that is one of the 
reasons why there is this recession, but 
it cannot be rectified overnight. We must 
work for it. Ours is a democratic process, 
and it is going to take some time but you 
may take it that if there is any one who is 
going to achieve it, it is this Prime Minister 
who is going to achieve it. 

SHRI PILOO MODI : Nonsense. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : My learned 
friend is in the habit of regaling the House 
with his jokes and funs, but his talents are 
hepetessly misplaced. His colleagues are 
doing much better in the ring. He would 
be doing much better there. There ought 
to be some modicum of decor. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : You talk 
of democracy and you also talk about an 
individual achieving things. We do not 
understand. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : It is difficult 
for him to understand. He has grown in 
the marxistion tradition whose interpreta¬ 
tions of democracy and the democratic 
tradition are different. At any rate, what 
I meant was that she and the party under 
her would achieve it. I hape he under¬ 
stand. 

Hie j^ond point i$ that there is diffi¬ 
culty of credit f^lities available to the 


the industry. There are yeoman, difficulties 
being created about credit being made 
available to industry. We nationalised tlie 
banks in the hope that the small farmers,, 
the rikshaw-wallas, tonga-wallas, the small 
shopekeepers etc., would benefit. We thought 
that our industries would get quick and 
proper credit facilities on an appropriate 
To our regret we find that our banking 
institutions, which had grovm up in a cer¬ 
tain tradition, have been polluted by the 
bureaucrats terribly. Our banks today are 
in a hopeless mess. If we want to improve 
our economy and implement our plans, we 
must work honestly and sincerely. 1 know 
that there is difficulty involved in credit 
facilities being given to the small weaver, 
to the small farmer. In my .state of M&dhya 
Pradesh, the state is willing to guarantee 
loans to the small farmers who do not have 
sufficient security, but even then, loans are 
not given. 

SHRI K. MANOHAR4N : You are a 
renegade to your party, because yoU speak 
the truth. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : It is my duty 
to be objective and point out the root cause 
of the evil, because I am really interested 
in taking the growth of the economy out 
of its present recession, especially in the 
industrial sector. Every effort must be 
made to take it out. 

Finally, I come to delays in the pro¬ 
cedure for industrial licensing. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Don’t 
get away by blaming the buieaucrats. I 
am talking about the policy of liberalisa¬ 
tion of credit to the tycoons in sugar, 
textiles, fertilisers, etc. Those policy 
decisions are not taken by the bureaucrats, 
but in South Block. 

SHRI N K. P. SALVE : The diffl- 
cnity with my friends is, they will always 
see the negative aspect. I was poin'ing out 
certain difficulties because of the recession. 
There may be something in what he says 
but that is not the be-all and end-all of 
everything. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU What 
about sugar 7 
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SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : 1 was one of 
those who attacked advances to sugar 
vehemently. This type of advances to the 
sugar industry against sugar stocks has 
been an ad^ance for speculative activities. 
No advance of that kind should have been 
made to the sugar industry. But what 
about those export-or ented industries which 
are starved for finance ? I knew an industry 
which applied fer a small working loan 
against firm' expoit orders and that is 
pending for six m nths with the bank. I 
can give the name of the bank and also of 
the party. It is that type of advance I am 
referring to. So far as the tycoons of the 
other types are concerned, however much 
we may try, they have such a pernicious 
grip at this juncture that we will have to 
change the whole bureaucratic .set up before 
w'C can expect some improvement. 

The third paramount difficulty is about 
the procedure involved in licensing delays. 
That has reached such a menacing d'mension 
that one' must look at it as a matter wh'ch 
requires immediate redress. This is what a 
member of the Monopolies C m nission 
says, while expressing his views whether the 
Monopolies Act helps or hi.idcrs the growth : 

“It is true that in spite of all the pious 
wishes and good intentions of var ous 
bodies which have examined the worki ’g 
of the Industrie.? Development ml 
Regulations Act, industrial licensing 
continues to be a major delaying factor. 
The same is true of the procedure for 
various other approvals and p "missions. 
It is, not, therefore, surprising thit the 
entrepreneur con inues to feci p;eved 
at this further load on his back." 

We need to have a dynam’c minister in 
the Industrial Development Ministry, who 
should be ready and willing any momeit, 
day or night, to help the ente preneur. 

AN. HON. MEMBER : You have 
to get him elected to this House first. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : If at 30’ clock 
in the night, someone were to ring up 
the Minister saying, “I want a I'cence for 
a certain industry", the minister should 
say, “You arc most welcome. Where were 
you all this while ? Come at 11 o’clock 
and collect the licence." 


SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; That will 
be real socialism. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : If the 
minister were to sleep over th: applications 
for hciirs, days, we^ks and months, we are 
certainly not going to get out of this 
difficulty. 

0 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Are you 
satisfied with your present minister ? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : I am not 
making any personal comment. I am 
talkin- of the system. I have no person in 
view. 

The remedies which are contained in the 
budget proposals to take the economy out 
of this recession are indeed extremely 
co.nmendable. 

The Plan outlay of the Centre, 
States and the Union Territories aggregate 
to a neat fi ure of Rs. 3,972 crores as 
against Rs. 3,262 crores last year. There is 
thus an increase in tlte Plan ontlay by Rs. 
710 crores and at the current price level 
increase is 22 per cent. In real terms it is, 
of course, less than 22 per cent and as 
compared lo the 1950-61 price level it is 
going to be very much less. 

While 1 congratulate the Finance 
Minister for taking this step.s of augmenting 
substantially rlie expendi ure for the projects 
under the Plan I must submit that it is 
not at ah sufficient. One of the sources 
from which he c >uld have drawn, and 
drtwn more heavily, is the f ee market 
lo -ns for which he has taken cred t 
for Rs. 515 crores. He can realise much 
more. 

He can never achieve faster industria¬ 
lisation and augment production by depend¬ 
ing on industrialists alone. They will 
never come to his reason. He must go in a 
big way with public expenditure on various 
project in the plans. And unless there is 
substantial expenditure by government in 
the industrial sector I think we are never 
going to solve this proble.n of recession, 
enduringly. ^ 

^ In order to maiot&in the and 

also to ensure that the economy of sbottei^s 
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is not perpatuated the government has to 
decide to go in a very big way with the 
manufacture of consumer goods. The 
Finance Minister himself has conceded that 
growth, social justice, savings, and invest¬ 
ment are,-all mutally reinforcing processes. 
It is, therefore, essential that any step wh'ch 
he takes has got to be one in wh’ch all 
these processes are not made mutually 
exclusive and a very significant manner in 
which they can be made mutually co-exten- 
sive is by government acquiring a large 
share in the industrial sector. 

Today we have only three million 
assessees of Income-tax. A pittance 1.5 
per cent assessees in 550 million people. 
You may double it, treble it or you may 
make it 20 times. That will never solve 
your problem. How is the government 
going to meet the difficult econom-c situa¬ 
tion because of this terrible concentration 
of economic power ? After all, the res¬ 
ponsibility is cast on the government to 
cater to the welfare of 550 million people. 
That responsibility cannot be discharged 
unless the Government itself comes in a 
massive way and takes up the rc'jpo isibility 
of running the industrial sector, Oth,'r- 
wise, there will always have appeared the 
Tatas, the Birlas, and Shri Pilloo 
Mody will always grin Complecently while 
nothing will come out of it. 

There is no wonder that all our 
efforts to revive the economy is meeting 
with resistance form the industria¬ 
lists. They are asking for more and 
more facil ties. The profiteerin’ nature 
rules supreme. Th: latest of the facilities 
to be given to b g business are now men¬ 
tioned in the Wanchoo Commission Report, 
I was aghast to read the recommendations 
of the Wanchoo Commission Report and I 
was wondering whether the Swatantra 
Party had appointed that Commission to 
sabotage our pledges and programme. I 
am surprised that our Finance Minister 
has said that he is going to implement those 
recommendations. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : He skid 
^*soraff of the recommendations”. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : In that 
Repbrt for black money, for tax evasion for 
d^onesty of the tax payers the entire fault 


has been laid squarely at ths doors of the 
government. The reasons give by *he 
Commission for, the tax‘evas on arc high 
rates of d'rect taxation, economy of short* 
ages and cinsequent controls and licences, 
donations to political parties, corrupt 
business practices, ceilings and disallowmce 
of bjsiness expenses. The/ want re'ief to 
be given to the bosinessmei because there 
are ceilings and restrictions under the 
Income-tax law. For example, en'ertain- 
ment expenses which were being incurred on 
a lavish scale arc totally disallowed and 
they are no longer regarded as business 
exncnscs. The expense account which was 
curtailed by Parliament, (he Commission 
says is one of the reasons for taa evasion. 

15 hrs. 

The other reasons wh’ch have been given 
arc high rates of sales tax and other levies 
ineffective enforcement of tax laws and 
deterioration in meral standards. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : Shri Raj 
Bahadur has selected a wrong person. He 
speaks the truth. 

SHRI R\J BAHADUR : We are a 
democratic party. We do not stifle voices 
and opinions. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : You are now 
admitting your mistake. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR : No. He is 
the most right choice. He reads more than 
you do. 

SHRI N. K. P, SALVE : It is a volu¬ 
minous document and I have not had the 
time to go through it fully. But whatever 
excerpts I have gone through, I really 
sympathise with their exercise. If it is not 
insincere, it is highly comical. They sav, 
every tax-evader must be socially boycotted 
and administrative directions must be given 
that ministers, officers etc must socially 
boycott tax evaders. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I am socially 
boycotting them. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : According 
to the recommendations of the Wanchoo 
Commission, there has to be administrative 
and statutory injunction of^ social boycott 
of a tax-evader. I do not know under 
wWch vaccum the commission has bwn 
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working. Whether they were aware of the 
realities of massive all round corruption 
of which tax evasion is a fact and whether 
this type of a recommendation could ever 
be implemented. And who is to boycott 
and who is to be boycotted ? Why have 
they not suggested a law ? They could as 
well suggest a law that every tax-evader’s 
son or daughter will be married only to 
a son or a daughter of a tax-evader, thus 
making sure that this disease does not 
spread further ! These types of things are 
not possible. The entire app-oach is so 
unpragmatic. 

SHRI K. MANOHARAN : One of 
the recommendations of the Wanchoo Com¬ 
mission is demonetisation. Do you agree 
with that ? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : I have not 
gone through it very carefully yet. 

Another recommendation of the Com¬ 
mission is the revision of rates of direct 
taxes. If one were to see the revised rates 
of personal taxation they have suggested, 
one would find that the real real relief is to 
be available to persons earning above Rs. 
75,000. From Rs. 5,000 to Rs. 75,000 the 
relief suggested is negligible but above 
Rs. 75,000 there is substantial relief. I 
only hope Shri Chavan who is not here at 
the moment will not hasten to formulate 
any legislation based on this type of a 
document unless they have given very care¬ 
ful thought to it. 

They ha'C indulged in all sorts of 
speculation. One member says that the 
black money circulating is so many crorcs 
of rupees and the evaded income is so 
many crores of rupees. These surmises 
and speculations were hardly necessary for 
a Report which should have b;en brief and 
factual. In fact, they have rushed to 
conclusions in matters where angles would 
fear to tread. I only hope, and in fact 
request the Governm'jnt that it will care¬ 
fully consider the report of this Comrais- 
isfon before formulating any legislation on 
Uhe basis of the third-rate document. 

Lastly, I vvant to make my submission 
about indirect taxes. While I agree that 
Rs. 683 crores of tax is levied Shri 
Chavan is fully justified by circumstances 


there are alternative methods of levying 
taxes. Take, for example, the tax that he 
has increased on kerosene. This must be 
dropped. The difficulty is, when I was 
bestowing encomiums on him. he was absent; 
now when I have-come to my criticism, 
Shri Chavan Itas come in. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH : ^ou can 
send him the earlier part of your speech. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : Shri Chavan’s 
argument for levying the duty on kerosene 
oil is thi,'?. He is a lawyer and I do not 
want to go into the details about it, but if 
ever this is a good argument, then only the 
tax may be levied. The reason he has 
given for levying the duty on kerosene 
is this ;— 

“the comparatively low rate of 
duty on kerosene encourages its adulter¬ 
ation with other products, particularly 
with high speed diesel oil. I am well 
aware that kerosene is an item* of 
common consumption both in the rural 
and the urban areas But in view of 
the circumstances I have mentioned, 
some additional taxation of kerosene 
could not be avoided.” 

This argument is just untenab'e. 

Does it, therefore not mean that because 
the anti-social elements arc using kerosene 
for adulteration and because the Govern¬ 
ment is inefficient in checking this mal¬ 
practice, it is the poor who must pay the 
aditional tax ? This is the argument givea 
At least, a better argument should have 
been given. I implore you not to increase 
tax on kerosene, fertiliser and also pump 
sets. 

Lastly. I say, we are pledged to "growth 
with social justice.” But there his also to 
be economic justice. It will be a great 
violation of Canons of social and economic 
justice if there is an enhancement of 6 p. 
litre of kerosene oil. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Aliporc) ; 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker. Sir, the battle of 
Bangladesh is over; the battle of fhe hus¬ 
tings is also-over. The people were expecting 
that now a new round of battle would 
b^ln and that is the battle i^ainst po verty 
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and concentration of econontic wealth and 
also the battle for self-reliance. But the 
Finance Minister’s Budget which was sup¬ 
posed to be the first shot in this battle has 
turned out to be like the Paki>tani Air 
Force’saso-called pre-emptive strike nn the 
3rd of December, 1971—misdhected, fable 
and aimless. Really speaking, as he knows 
very well, we are now fightin-j a battle for 
resources. That is what it comes down to. 
In so far as Budget proposals should have 
been a conscious instrument of policy which 
according to the Government, in terms of 
the slogan they have coined, is the policy 
of "Oaribi Hatao”, all the main targets 
of his attack have been deliberately and 
in a planned way missed and bombs have 
fallen once again on the heads of the 
common man. 

Mr. Salve was pleased to say that the 
share markets arc still buoyant after 
heading the Budget proposals. With all 
repcct to Mr. Salve who is a very good 
friend of mine, 1 may say that 1 have 
never heard such a bundle of contradictions 
as I did from him today. Also, he gave the 
Finance Minister more credit than he him¬ 
self claims. The Finance Minister has said 
quite deary while summing up his Speech 
as follows; 

“All in all, the additional revenue at 
the Centre next year will be of the 
order Rs. 133 crores and for the States, 
Rs. 50 crores. The initial deficit of Rs. 
375 crores will thus stand reduced to 
Rs. 242 crores which I think is a reason¬ 
ably safe level.’’ 

Of course, the Planning Commission 
does not think so. They have told us that 
anything over Rs. 200 crores, in their 
opinion, is not a safe le\'el, I leave that 
point there for the time being. I do not 
know how Mr. Salve has magically found 
out Rs. 683 crores. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE : I explained to 
you. That is on the basts of additipnal 
taxes which were levied during the last 
year which did not have the effect for the 
whole year. {Interruption) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA ; You are 
including those special imposts w^ich wire 
imposed lut year. 


SHRI N. K. P. SALVE ; If you read the 
whole thing carefully, you will jenow, 
{Intrruptton) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Why the 
share markets, as Mr. Salve said, have 
reacted so buoyantly and with so much 
joyful surprise, because they were expecting 
something much worse, is quite clear. You 
have only to read all the economic journals, 
all the articles of the financial and commer¬ 
cial correspondents of the daily newspapers 
during last 4 or 5 days. I do not want to 
quote him many thingi.s For example, in 
today’s Calcutta statesman, the Financial 
Correspondent has written a piece the head¬ 
ing of which is, “Corporate sectoi unhurt 
by Budget.” Naturally they are buoyant. The 
Economic Times has written that “there is 
an obvious air of satisfaction albeit negative 
that taxation has not been heavy and harsh, 
this negative relief has been made possible 
by the calculated choice of Status quo on the 
one hand and by an uncovered deficit of 
Rs 375 crores.” I think he is referring to 
direct taxes. Naturally, they are happy 
about it. 

Another commercial editor has written 
that only three groups of people are appar¬ 
ently elated by the budget proposals for 
1972-73 and these are stock-brokers, black- 
marketers and tax evaders. 

SHRI PILOO MODI Smugglers and 
boot-leggers also. 

INDRAJIT GUPTA : Naturally these 
groups of people are happy because they 
were expecting something in the background 
of the talk of socialism, Garibi Hatao, 
and the terrific majority with which it is 
now possible to make a purposeful forward 
thrust and so on; some of them were a bit 
nervous; and naturally their surprise is all 
the greater, their delight is all the greater 
now, and this is shared, to some extent, 
by my hon. friend, Mr. Salve. 

•w> 

I am not going to spend much time on 
the specific proposals in this Budget 
and their various implications. 1 would 
leave that to my colleagve who will speak 
later on. I am concerned more, at the 
moment, not with the'Budget proposals 
themselves so much as with the ii^Iosophy 
bdiind the Budget because the Cotmtry Is 
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now discussing and debating the philosophy, 
elections are fought on philosophy, and at 
least philosophy translated into some 
slogans has got a lot of votes. 

It is necessary to remember at this time 
that philosophy which is revealed in this 
Budget, if I may say so, is once again our 
and out a basically capitalist philosophy. 
Of course, 1 would like to invite the 
Finance Minister, when he replies at the 
end, to tell us—it is high time, the election 
and everything is over now; the way is clear 
for them both at the Centre and in the 
States to go ahead with all the programmes 
they want to, to try to spell out what 
exrctly iie means, what is his definition 
of bringing about socialist transformation of 
our present society in this country. I know 
you think that all Marxist theorie.s arc out 
of date; you told that so many times here, 
all the theories which we have got are out 
of date and so on. All right; 1 accept if 
for argument’s sake. But you please tell 
us what is the Congress Party’s philosophy. 
What is your pl ilosophy, how you are going 
to br ng about transformation. 1 do not say 
that it shuold be done in 24 hours. But there 
must be v..sible signs must be palpably feit 
in the lives of the common people. Other¬ 
wise, how long are you going to resort to 
only slogans, I do not know. I am warning 
the Finance Minister and the Go\ernment, 
if the present trend continues - I hope it 
will not; in fact, I have some amount of 
confidence that their Parly itself will not 
allow them to go ahead on that discredited 
psiXh" {Interruption)..., if they insist on do¬ 
ing that, then the same tide or wave or 
whatever fashionable expression the likes 
to uje which has been in their favour so 
long, will certainly turn against them and 
they will not get cooperation but oppossion 
from everybody. Why do I say ‘Capitalist 
philosophy’ ?The basic idea running through 
the whole Budget is that burden; must not 
be placed on the big producers because if 
you place big burdens on them, they would 
lose the incentive for investment. The 
whole capitalist theory is that, if you want 
socialism, first you must have wealth to 
disteibute; if you want wealth to distribute, 
you must create that wealth; in order to 
create wealth, you rhust increasi: production, 
and in order to increase prr d c ion-who are 
the producers apart from the pub’J:. ^tor ? 


Everything is in' the hands of the private 
sector. Therefore, in order to produce more, 
that private sector must be appeased and 
such burdens must not be placed on it 
which would scare it away or annoy it or 
act as disincentives. This is the running 
Thread of philosophy which runs behind 
the whole thing. 

If you go along with this path, we are 
not proceeding towards socialism ; we will 
proceed towards something else. 

I find now, for example, yesterday’s 
STATESMAN has given a summary only— 
that is enough for my purpose—of the study 
of the finances of 290 large public limited 
companies during 1970-71 which is published 
in the latest Reserve Bank Bulletin. I do 
not know whether Mr. Chavan has had 
time to go through that study. 

“The value of production and 
sales and total income of these 290 large 
public limited companies increased by 
over 14% in 1970-71.’’ 

Then he described that they are impor¬ 
tant industries-engineering, capital goods 
basic metals, tobacco, silk, rayon, textiles 
mineral oils, cement, etc. 

“It is noted that the profit margin 
on sales and the return on total capital 
employed by these companies has also 
shown further improvement in 1970-71. 
The rate of growth of profits before tax 
was lower at 21.1% than at 26.5% in 
the previous year, but the actual increase 
in profits before tax was almost the 
same, that is, round about Rs. 64 crores 
in both ihe years.” 

This is the position of the sector, 
which this Government thinks must be 
pampered and appeased if production and 
wealth and so on are to increase in this 
country before we can start distributing in 
a socialistic or a democratic way. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : This is 
before taxation. After taxation what 
remains, is to be seen. 

SHRI INDRAjrr GUPSfA : The 
statesman itself came out with an 
arlide a few days befot« the Budg^;- called 
‘Outlook for the Budget' in they 
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have correctly pointed out this : 

“There is also no crisis in invest¬ 
ment according to the Government. In 
support of this contention it points out 
that "the number of industrial licences 
and letters of intent issued in 1971 was 
the highest since 1964 and nearly treble 
that issued in 1968-69. As against 
2939 applications received in 1971, 611 
licences and 1 09 letters of intent were 
issued and in this even the so-called 
big business houses fared well. Of the 
611 licence issued, the latter, (i. e, the 
big business houses) received as many 
as 113 licences and it appears offers of 
foreign collaboration have also been 
increasing. 245 proposals- of foreign 
collaboration for technical and finan¬ 
cial assistance are said to have been 
approved by the Government in 1971, 
which is the largest number to be 
approved in any single year since 1965.” 

So, all I am trying to point out is this. 
Here is an idea which is being spread not 
only by the Finance Minister, by Mr. Salve 
by implication in his speech and others 
who are more outspoken and by Mr. Piloo 
Mody who may later on speak, Mr. 
Paikhiwala said yesterday somewhere—he 
is incorrigible in this rcsp)ect—anything, 
even the slightest 2% or 1% increase in the 
tax on the corporate sector means such a 
disincentive that their growth will be ab 
solutriy paralysed. I suggest that the 
figures and facts do not point to that at 
all. There is a clear case for a much 
heavier corporate tax—I am not talking 
about personal income tax a heavier cor¬ 
porate tax on Indian and foreign com¬ 
panies’ profits on their sales and on their 
incomes and I think this time, at least I 
think the Finance Minister has said it, they 
have been let off. They have been let off 
almost scotfree. 

Therefore, this is the first main target 
which has been missed, missed in the battle 
for resources. I don’t know wherefrom the 
resources are going to be found if all the 
targets are going to be left out. He should 
blease tell us in the end. 

We have got a fad for an outmoded 
theory, gecording to him and we stick to 
that Outmoded theoty that until the power 


of these big monopoly houses is curbed and 
broken, there is no way by which ypu can 
change this economy and restructure It and 
lead it in the direction in which you want to 
go or in which you profess you want 
to go. It is an absolutely lop-sided 
structure in which the rc>ources and the 
assets and the economic power are ail 
concentrated in the hands of these 75 houses 
and, therefore, if this is allowed to conti¬ 
nue in this way, there can be no going for¬ 
ward whatever your slogans and whatever 
your protestations. 

Another thing is this. This is another 
part of this capitalistic philosophy. The 
public is deliberately misled by the* propa¬ 
ganda that pii;es will go down only if 
production goes up and if the produttlon 
is to go up, then industry and trade must 
not be discouraged by imposing so many 
burdens on them. The same idea. This 
is the logic of this pernicious mixed econo¬ 
my in which we live. 

Here, as we know, so many strategic 
positions arc held by the private sector. 
Part ciilarly, take the case of distribution. 
The distributive trade is almost entirely in 
the h inds of the private sector and there 
fore whenever we go on miking ca'cuhtions 
here that the extent of a particular duty ex¬ 
cise duty or impost, will not be more than 
half a paise or two price or something like 
that, we are bargaining without the host. 
When e er we propose price controls on 
paper we are bargaining without the host be 
cause the commodity which you are seek n? 
to control i-, not in your hands, that commo¬ 
dity is moving in a distributive channel 
which is completely o vned by somebody 
else who is out to wreck anytJiing which 
goes in the direction of anti-monopoly 
moves. Therefore it all comes to naught. 
For example, 1971 has been described both 
in this Budget as well as in the Economic 
Survey, as the year of relative stability of 
prices. I don’t accept this p'ea. The 
extent of rise tn 1971 may not be as big 
as in previous years bit that is small com¬ 
fort for the people whose living standards 
continue to be eroded. Besides the whole 
sale price index on which these conclusions 
are based do not actusdly, as we know, 
reflect the actual rise in the common man’s 
cost of living. For example, if I may give 
one or two examples, in 1971 it is said that 
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the average price over the whole 12 months 
for wheat in the Hapur market is Rs. 96.50 
per quintal. But we find that in December 
the actual price which was ruling in the 
Hapur market was Rs. 110, This is con¬ 
cealed by the fact that an average is taken 
and wc are told that prices have remained 
stable. The average price of rice in 
Calcutta over the 12 months is given as 
Rs. 180 per quintal. Actually at the end 
of December 1, in Calcutta, rice was sold at 
Rs. 208.50 per quintal. 

Sugar went up to in 1971 by 21.5 per 
cent. Fish egges and ment went up by 
10.4 per'cent. Textiles went up by 12.9 
percent. These are articles by which he 
have to determine what is the fate of the 
consumer, the common man. 

The arngement has been made that rise 
in production costs makes price rise inevi¬ 
table sometimes, that is labour cost, raw 
material cost etc The Finance Minister 
again repeated his old adage that in a deve¬ 
loping economic some amount price rise is 
inevitable This we have heard year after year. 
And you find this. 1 am quoting the Govern¬ 
ment figures. In 1970 the index of the 
prices of industrial raw materials was 
203.8 and in 1971 it came down to 177. 
That is the position in resp ct of index 
prices of industrial raw materials. But the 
index price of manufactured goods went up 
in the same period 158.7 to 167.6. What 
does this show ? This blows up the theory 
that with every cheapening of the raw 
material, price also will come down, it 
cann )t. Because, your economy is being 
distroted by the fact that a few people are 
controlling it in such a way where if neces¬ 
sary curtailment in production or restriction 
in pfoduction helps them. They don’t want 
production to increase. They want to 
make much higher profits on a restricted 
output. This insutiable great for profits 
what is behind the actual rise in price, no¬ 
thing alse. 

Regarding cotton cloth, so many hon. 
Members have referred to it. As you know, 
even the controlled variety, the coarse 
variety, of cloth which is supposed to be 
controlled and sold at stamped price is now¬ 
here available at stamixxl price. There is 
a ffourishicig black market. The ihilis are 
interest^ in restricting production and 


during the last year there has been no 
increase in labour costs, taking the big 
mills in Bombay, Ahmedabad and so on. 
In this period there has been no increase in 
wages or dearness allowance of the workers, 
and he raw cotton crop in 1971 amounted to 
61 lakh bales whereas the actual amount re¬ 
quired for consumption is 55 lakh bales. In 
spite of all this this cloth is selliij^ at a 
rise in premium value of 10 per cent on tn 
30 per cent on an avarage, according to a 
prominent dealer ... I am quoting the Econo¬ 
mic Times... it commands premium of 30 
per cent over the stampted rate. 

How is the hon. Minister going to deal 
with ihis problem ? 

The same thing is happing in regard to 
sugar also. First, there was some partial 
control, and there was soon a big hullabal¬ 
loo by the sugar mill owners, and then the 
controls were removed. Then, the prices 
shot up, and the stocks disappeared, and 
then a gain partial control was restored from 
1st January, but this time, the new control 
price was fixed at Rs. 2 whereas the earlier 
controlled price had been Rs. 1.85. If you 
go to the fair price shops or ration shops 
selling sugar, you will find tnat they have a 
notice put up to the effect that there are 
no supplies and no stocks available and 
therefore, one has to go to the open market 
where it sells at any price between Rs. 3 
and Rs. 4. 

Another example that I could give is 
that of viscose staple fibre, because the 
hon. Minister has put some duty on art 
silk this time. As he knows very well, 
rayon pulp is a monopoly of the Birlas 
practically and the spining industry is also 
controlled by a handful of industrial houies. 
The production has gone up and touches a 
record, and the fibre prices have also gone up 
and touched a record, and the result is this 
that the art silk industry is facing a serious 
crisis of closures, unemployment and so on, 
particularly in the Amritsar area. What I 
mean to say is that this is an artificial cirsis 
by the capitalists, and it has nothing to do 
with the normal law of supple and demand 
which we are always told about. .;The 
Oovernmeot lack the will to ac^and to bring 
down the prices because thu^, them selves 
believe in or' are -a bif.this pecdlltar 

Oipitallst {^osophy eff si^pj^ 
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and demand etc. etc. Stern action against 
these prices would itself be a big blow 
against the concentrated power of monopoly, 
but Government are not talcing such stern 
action. 

As for the indirect taxes, I shall leave 
it to my colleague to deal with them I 
would only support all the other Member 
who have spoken strongly about things like 
kerosene, aluminium etc. the duties on 
which arc pernicious and which will hit the 
common man. I do not know for how long 
we are to go on indefinitely with the.sc 
special imposts. We have not been told 
anything about this. These special imposts 
were imposed in the name of refugee relief 
specifically, and solemn assurance was given 
on the floor of this House that as soon as 
the refugees go back, those postal taxes, and 
railway taxes and newspaper tax'*s and so 
on would be withdrawn. Of coorsc, they 
can say that the refugees have not comple¬ 
tely gone back yet, and still about 1/2 lakhs 
refugees or so are remaining. In that case, 
let the hon. Minister tell us whether in the 
next two months or three months these 
special imposts will be withdrawn. How 
muen time docs he want for this purpo^e ? 
But I find that there is a creciping sort of 
insidious thing being brought in whereby 
ultimately they will become a peimanent 
part of the fiscal arrangement. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
No, no. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : ... and 
they are not going to be with drawn, if 
the answer is ‘No’ let him please tell us 
for how long they will continue. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; I 
have said already that these will continue 
for the financial year. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : Among tite 
main targets in the battle for resources, 
one is the capitalist sector which has been 
left untouched, and hence the buoyancy in 
Shri N. K. P. Salve’s mind which 
reflects the share market. Then my hon. 
friend referred to black money. The 
Wanchoo Committee’s report was submitted 
on' the 24th December last. I know that 
when such reports ate studied in the corri¬ 
dors and labyrinths, of the bureaucracy, 
they might take a very long time. But, 


still, in view of the very urgent and press¬ 
ing problems with which we are faced, and 
particularly since he knew that he was going 
to come before Parliament on the morrow 
of such a historic election,a gigantic election, 
that the people were expecting something, 
we had expected that he would have come 
forward with sonu deinite action. But I 
am sorry that the whole th ng is again being 
relegated for a further study after which 
only they will consid .T what ih^y will accept 
and what they will not aec.'pt and then only 
they will bring it before us. 

However, I would only like to say that 
tax evasion is no* the o ily aspect of black 
money. Of course, that is one aspect^ which 
he has mentioned nanielv that blick money 
is evading payment of trxe aid it must be 
checked. But it is not such a simile ma’ter. 
Now, it has become an institutional part 
of our whole economy. It is a huge institu¬ 
tional sec’or of our economy, which is some- 
tinics described as a paraJl.l economy 
which is functioning. Therefore, it is not 
only a question of tax evasion. I would like 
to draw the attention of the hon. M nister 
to what Shri Rangn kar has to say in his 
min.ite of di>sent appended to the Wanchoo 
Committee’s retiort. 

“Apart from the wide ramifications of 
the parallel economy, one might also 
be alive to the fact that black incomes 
are accentuating the inequalities of 
income and wealth and breed ng a new 
class of b'ack rich in a society which 
is already harsh y stratified. The 
inequalities arc no longer below the 
surface. The conspicuous consumption of 
the new black rich, their vulgar displays 
of pomp and opulence, their unli¬ 
mited accessibility to finance, their 
nest-eggs in variou'. places aud countries, 
their influence in important places, all 
these arc now common knowledge....In 
a sense, the taxpaying public is really 
paying higher and higher ta^es because 
a section of the phbhc is paying none 
or none on an ever-increasing proportion 
of the growing income. So while the 
taxpaying pub'ic finds its ovirn incomes 
falling, the non-taxpaying public , is 
having a free run of ^welling concealed 
incomes, thereby adding a new dimen- 
tion to the problem of inequality 
inconte and wealth.*’ 
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So the whole social and economic 
implications of this black money have to 
be properly undcis'cod if a really big offen¬ 
sive Is to be launched against them. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE Does he agree 
with the reasons ? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I will 
discuss it with him outside as I have not 
the time to do so now. I do not think it is 
a very satisfactory report. 

There is nothing in the budget proposals, 
as for as I have understood them, which 
will have any really substantial cflTcct in 
curbing the operations of fal. ck money. 
Even the question of a ceilirg on urban 
property is being shelved from month to 
month, year to year. Some directive, guide¬ 
line or model law or something of that sort 
is being prepared. Then the States will look 
into it etc. etc. There is no urgency about 
anything. We all knew how black money is 
going into urban property also. 

A third objective—also an old one. I am 
not mentioning anything new—is this ques¬ 
tion which has been pend ng for a long time 
taxing the affluent section of rural society. 
Th's also has been referred to a Committee, 
the K. N. Raj Commttce, which is not 
expected to submit Its report before Sep¬ 
tember or October this year, wh ch means 
for this fical year, at any rate, the rural 
rich escape the net. They >hould must have 
been brought within the net already. There 
is no reason why the rich firmer should 
not pay tax on agricultural income and 
wealth at the same rates at which urb;n 
income and wealth are .taxed. Of e urse, 
there is a reason which I Kroir : the poli¬ 
tical reason. 1 am afraid one day when 
Shri Chavan or, miy be, his successor 
sometime in future, has the cou rag*r to take 
this step—she will have to take it, o herwise 
he will lose the battle cf resources— there 
will danger of some turmoil or re- 

the Congress Party, particularly 
level. We all know that. 

member : Here also. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : You have 
up to face that. Large-scale investments in 
agriculture, orchards, dairy, poultary far- 
ming etc. have become a camouflage for 


black money. Government are well aware 
of it, yet nothing is being done. Again this 
year the rich farmers are being left out. f 
vould just like to ask him whether he does 
not agree that the huge mounting figure of 
ove drafiS of State Governments, standing 
now at over Rs. 400 crores, is due substan¬ 
tially, though not wholly, to this. There 
are some States which have had particular 
difficulties, crises, natural calamifies and 
so on. But by and large, is not this huge 
amount, the bulk of it, basically due to the 
fact that the State Governments are not 
finding now non-rural sources of resources, 
and at the same time they are 
reluctant and unwilling to tap the 
rural sector ? Where are they to 
go in the absence of that ? They come to 
you for overdrafle. They are being encoura¬ 
ged in this by the fact that on this question 
the Central Government policy remains 
weak and vacillating and Congress parties 
in the States, relatively much more domina¬ 
ted by the rich farmer’s lobby, who have 
been subsidised by the entire taxphying 
public all these years, are hesitating to take 
this step for fear of internal turmoil, perhaps 
even another split. 

SHRI PILOO MODI : Purge. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : If a split 
comes because of that, it should be wel¬ 
comed, not regretted. Such people who want 
to go out of their party because the rural 
r'ch are brought into the taxation ne wo k 
should notbe hugged to the bosom in the 
name of socialism. Why do they want to 
keep them ? Let them go. There are other 
parties to which they can go. 

Finr.lly, there is the question of foreign 
aid debts outstanding, 1 believe, now of 
the order of Rs. 8,200 crores, which means 
that 30 per cent of our annual export earn¬ 
ings will have to be diverted just for ser- 
vicirg these debt obligations incurred in the 
past. 

And, as you know, more and more, 
bigger proportion of this will have to be 
paid in foreign exehange unlike the aid we 
get from socialist countries. Last time, when 
we raised this question about considering a 
moratorium, the Finance Miptister was 
rather annoyed and he said that we have 
got a reputation in the world as being good 
borrowers, and debtors, aud.. therefore we 
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do not want to do something which wilt 
harm this reputation, but I want to know 
when certain countries, or let us say, e^/en 
oi e country which is one of our major 
creditors^ does not hesitate to aggravate 
India’s difficulties by resorting to economic 
and military blackmail at the time of eme¬ 
rgency and crisis, is it not time for the 
Goverement not to stand on a false sence 
of prestige but to consider at least wl ether 
a moratorium on repayment for sometime 
is advisable or not and the prohibition on 
the transfer or partial prohibition on the 
transfer of profits of companies with foreign 
investment in India, If these things are not 
done, then there is going to be no augmen¬ 
tation on resources on the scale on which 
it is r.cw required. 


Discontinuance of aid may take place 
if we start declaring a moratorium. Thiy is 
the fear, the spectre, which is raised before 
us, but discontinuance of aid does not and 
should not mean snapping of tics with the 
outside world. That is not how things 
happen nowadays. If only means that we 
will have to carry out a much more inten¬ 
sive and a much more extensive search for 
alternate sources of supply of goods and 
services which we need, plus a maximum 
utilisation of internal resources, of all type- 
physical, industrial, economic, managerial, 
technical and scientific. I do not think that 
kind of national effort on a countrywide 
scale has even been planned or thought out. 
I do not know whether this Government is 
capable of it even But we are talking of 
self-reliance. E\en that—as he pointed out 
correctly—n'g?a diy amount wh ch was allo¬ 
tted last year ft r schemes on employment 
in the rural sector—^Rs. 50 crores or some- 
th'nj—could not be spent, because the 
Government has yet to make up its mind 
Is it going to get this plan implemented by 
this bureaucracy which i s;lf is not commi¬ 
tted to any idea of socialiim and it does 
not believe in planning or anything, and 
you are depending completely on them to 
implement them, to carry them out ? Even 
at this time, the higher outlays which he 
has quite rightly prescribed—the Plan outlays 
has iucreased by Rs. 700 crores—and as he 
correctly pointed out, the mere alloment of 
money is no i^arantee of its implementation 
at ati. Where is the mftchtnary of imple¬ 
mentation ? 


So. as it is, this budget is, in our 
opinion, a big flop, a big flop ail round ; it 
has produced no kind of rippie or any kind 
of effect in the country. There is only the 
old, cut-and-ried humdrum methed of doing 
it : putting the main burden on indirect 
taxtion, ana then finding that there is so 
much of deficit and trying to cover a part of 
it by deficit financing, and leaving it at 
that. We do not find anything new in this. 
It is the maintenance of the old rotten 
status quo coupled with some burdens on 
the people. And all this talk about a thrust 
forward towards a new policy, institutional 
changes and so on so far is just noth'ng 
blit talk, and this is a ve y ominous sign, 
I would say, on the morrow of this great 
electoral victory. 

So, I would ask the Finance Minister, 
when he replies, to tell us something about 
his philosophy also : not only the budget 
proposals but the philosophy behind the 
budget, because this is what is on trial now, 
a d this IS what the people are going to 
become more conscious about. So, 1 would 
say that in this first test, on that score, 
the Government have failed and failed 
miserably. I hope that they will not continue 
on this same path, because, if they do, I 
would like to give them a friendly waroing 
about the future.

SHRI VIRENDRA AGARWAL 
(Moiadabad) ; Mr. Chairman, probably 
Shri Y. B. Chavan is the first Finance 
Minister in the history of free India who 
has acquired the unique distinctiction of 
producing a sensible, sober and balanced 
yet the biggest ever Rs. 6,800-crore Budget. 
This Budget has managed to meet the 

additional burden of defence and assistance 
to Bangla Dc.sh without sacrificing the 
developmental goals. The Government’s 
revenues are buoyant; its foreign exchange 
resources are at a comfortable level ; the 
State’s food granaries arc bulging and the 
bank deposits have scaled a new peak. 
No economist in the country can afford to 
deny that this Budget is largely growth 
oriented and will ensure economic 
stability. 

The first and forniost charge on the 
exchequer must be to ensure national 
security and sovereignty of our motherland. 
Stjll there are countries interested to reverse 
tlw course" of history. The Chou-Nix6n 
Communique has convinced me of another 
Indo-Pak oonfrontation. I take this opport¬ 
unity of paying my tribute to the jawans 


and for the excellent coordination of the 
three wings of our Defence forces and we 
must do everything possible which helps the 
jawans to defend our frontiers. 

We spent on Defence in 1970-71, Rs. 1408 
crores. That the budgetary provisions would 
now be kept at the same level has been 
widely appreciated. The Bangladesh assis¬ 
tance amounting to Rs. 200 crores has also 
been welcomed in the countary. 

At the moment, 1 would also urge upon 
the Finance Minister to make all necessary 
financial allocations for manufacturing an 
atom bomb so that we, as a nation, are 
not required to fall under one or the other 
nuclear umberella in the world. 

Secondly, the budgetary provisions for 
development are now raised from Rs. 1455 
crores to Rs. 1787 crores. that is, by Rs. 
332 crores or 1/4th of the total plan. That 
is to be appreciated because this is the one 
thing which will take the country forward. 

At the moment, both defence and deve¬ 
lopment arc equally vital if we are keen to 
free our people from threat of external 
aggression and also to free our people from 
the bondage of poverty and unemployment. 
During the last three years, the Finance 
Minister made an allocation of Rs. 1190 
crores on social welfare. But it is rather sur¬ 
prising that only Rs. 180 crores have been 
utilited during the last three year. It is 
neither mob lisation nor allocation of re¬ 
sources but it is the utilisation of resources 
which can make the country move forward 
Therefore, the first and foremost emphasis 
we need to lay is on utilisation, a judicial 
utilisation of our resources. 

Thirdly, I welcome the Budget largely 
for the reason that personal and corporate 
incomes have remained untouched. It is 
equally true that in the fourth plan, the 
tax limit has been placed at Rs. 2^00 crores 
for the whole S-year period. But during the 
first three years of the plan, the Government 
had raised more than Rs. 230(1 crores. 
During the last one year, the Finance 
Minister presented three Budgets and thus 
raised more then Rs. 50i^ Crores. The 
Finance Minister has aheady acquired a 
dubious distinction of being., the bigg^t 
fundraiser among India’s Fihahce Minisfbra 
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while he has raised Rs. (83 crores in this 
Budget. I feel, if we see the tax yield during 
the last one year, the whole nat on had 
reasonably expected him to declare a tax- 
holiday at last for tl is year so that from 
the burden^ which had been placed on the 
common man during the last three years, 
could promise the common m: n a little sigh 
of relief. 

I am sure, the Finance Minister could 
have raised ample resources by raising 
adequate return from the public sector or 
by reducing the non-plan expenditure or by 
speedier tax collection. But I am rather 
surprised to know that the Finance Minist.:r 
has not yet applied his mind to these prob¬ 
lems by which he can raise ample resources. 

It is equally true that in the Budget, 
the corporate sector would be providing 
Rs. 4 0 crores. It is almost certain that 
during the next one year, the corporate 
sector would itself give at least Rs. 550 
crores, that is, an addition of Rs. 70 crores. 

1 am certain that if he had not b.-rught 
these additional taxation prop isals, he 
could have produced Rs. 183 cro:es by these 
measures. I would plead with the Finance 
Minister thit we have reached a p )int when 
we must abolish refugee surcharge which he 
had placed last year with a understanding 
that this surcharge would be withdrawn the 
mo.nent the refugees went back. We would 
like to have a categorical assurance from 
the Finance Minister that the refugee 
surcharge would be withdrawn in a period 
of two or three months I would also plead 
with him that while government revenues 
are in such a comfortable position they 
would have much more than what he has 
mentioned in the Budget- the surcharge on 
personal and corporal incomes should also 
be withdrawn. 

The Finance Minister has talked a great 
deal in terms of radical and bold programme 
for growth and social justice. But it is 
rather unfortunate that the present Govern¬ 
ment has been following no economic 
policy whatsoever for the last 25 years, and 
if there is any policy, it is negative in 
character which has produced nothing but 
perpetuation of poverty, rising prices, large 
unemployment, much dependened on foreign 
aid and. above all, corruption. This is 
stagnation, rath^ thim g^wth, whioh is the 


key-word of the government's economic 
thinking. 

We have also ttaked a great deal of self- 
reliance. It is true that the recent evetns 
have brought urgency th.rt we must reduce 
our dependence on foreign aid. Economic - 
growth cannot be bought on a platter by 
the miracle of foreign aid. It implies death- 
knell of local initiative -and enterprise. 
Prof. Peter Bauer, a Londan economist, 
who had visited India recently, said that 
“ foreign aid is not a social condition of 
development and is unlikely to promote it 
substantially”. There is a lot t)f humbug 
and hypocrisy in foreign aid. We have found 
that fareign aid is always with strings 
attached, no foreign aid can ever be witliout 
strings. If it is so, than we have got no 
other choice but to depend on our own 
resources. Today India, as a nation, is 
better equipped than ever before to be 
economically self-reliant. But there are 
several pre-conditions to it if we are really 
keen to move forward towards building a 
self-reliant economy In this country. First 
and foremost, we must have a sound and 
vigorous economy; secondly, efficient 
utilisation of resources; thirdly, a reasonably 
high level of savings and investmen’; 
fourthly, a responsible administration and 
efficient management to ensure international 
campetitiveness, and finally, above all, a 
degree of discipline and hard work. 

In the Budget, the Finance Minister has 
included foreign aid as a very important 
item, that we would receive Rs, 383 crores 
during the next year, which includes Rs. 
137 crores from the Un’ted States, 1 would 
request the Government not to accept any 
aid from any country, particularly from 
the United States in view of the new poli¬ 
tical situation and the ePmate prevailing 
in the world. Therefore, we should do 
everything possible to build a self-reliant 
economy. How can we do that ? 

The Finance Minister, it seems to me, 
has almost forgottrn about exports. Export 
industries today need all possible fiscal 
incentivi» so that we promote our exports. 
He has talked a great deal about import 
substitution but, in fact, has done noth¬ 
ing in respect of export promotion or import 
substhutioA. If he wants the industrial 
growth to reach 8 or 10 per cent growth 
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target—it is the target mentioned in the fourth 
Plan—then, during the next year, we have to 
import goods worth more than 2500 million 
dollars and export goods worth 220.^ million 
dollars and the deficit of 300 million dollars 
is to be met. How are we going to meet this 
deficit ? Therefore, I suggest this. We have 
got foreign ^change reserves which 
are rather in a most comfortable position. 
They are meant to be utilised in critical 
times, and I see no reason why those 
reserves should not be utilised at a time 
when we find that the economy needs imports 
very badly. 

Furthermore, if we really want to reduce 
or stop our imports in jespect of fertilisers 
and all those items on which the Finance 
Minister has placed heavy duties, then 
there is no other choice but that steel and 
fertiliser plants must raise their utilisation 
capacity. At the moment, only 35 per cent 
of the capacity is being utilised. If wc are 
not in a mood or are not in a position to 
raise the utilisation capacity from 35 to 85 
per cent in the next year, than I am afraid 
we cannot meet the trade gap, and that 
means that we would still need foreign aid. 

At the moment, 1 know, the Government 
is having a new thinking on the question 
of attracting fore gn capital which is another 
way of meeting the trade gap. But, aie we 
really keen ? Are we clear in our minds 
that these foreign investors who want to 
come to India are really welcome ? My 
own impression is that the Government 
have given an impression that the foreign 
investors from all parts of the world arc 
not really welcome. This policy of foreign 
collaboration, of foreign investment is to 
be changed if wc really want this trade gap 
to be reduced and if we want to rely on 
our own resources. 

At the moment, this country has acqui¬ 
red a self-confidence, a sence of aggressive 
nationlism. This spirit of Swadeshi should 
be inculcated ammg the people of country 
and I really do not see any reason why we 
can’t be really self-reliant so far as the 
economic structure of this country is con¬ 
cerned. But the people are expecting the 
Qovernmept to come forward with certain/ 
rbposals. The people are really in a mood to 


come forward to see that the imports into this 
country are reduced as much as possible. 

The Finance Minister and the politicians 
in this country, irrespective of political 
effi iations, are talking a great deal in terms 
of social justice. But we really do not know 
what is the yardstick to measure whather 
economic disparities are growing or are 
being reduced. How just is the justice ? 
That is the question which is being asked 
by the common man, Wc know that at times 
it is stated that social justice essentially 
implies a large number of social welfare 
schemes or legislation, price stability and 
large employment potential. It is true that 
the common man in this country hardly needs 
doles to be distributed He wants emloyment. 
He want work to be given to him so that he 
can purchase the essential items of consum¬ 
ption at re.-sonablc prices. But, unfortuna¬ 
tely, this Government, while it is committed 
to price stability, is pursuing a policy 
which aims at increasing priecs. Steadfastly 
during the Iasi 26 years, this Government 
has followed an inflationary policy which 
has resulted in rising prices all through. 
All the assurances which have been given by 
the Ministers year after year or by the 
officials after presentation of the budget 
arc all I unbug and in fact, the comn.on man 
in this country refuses to remain in a fool’s 
paradise that any increa.se in excise duties 
on steel or on fertilisers or on kerosene 
will not help in rising priccs. Therefore, 
all the talk of holding the priee-line in this 
country is almost a myth. So long as we do 
not pay the required attention to the wage¬ 
line, to the profit-line and to the tax-line, 
we are self-defeating on all these points. 
It is very good to talk like this, bat, in fact, 
we, parliamentarians, we, as representatives 
of the people, are betraying the whole 
nation on the question of rising prices. 

We are told that during the last one 
year, the prices have gone up only by 4.9%. 

1 do not trust this figure offered by the 
Government of India. I feel some mischief 
is being done at some level. It cannot be 
that the prices have gone up only by 4.9 
points. We know that the price increase, 
according to the Government figures, have 
gone up to 230 at 1951 priies, and deficit 
financing has gone to Rs. 3581 crores; in a 
period of 20 years., The whole process of 
cost-push in^atiojk wMi nattirnil)^ r^it io 
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rising prices by at least 10% during the 
next one year. That is very simple to under¬ 
stands, I am sure that no economist in this 
country can afford to differ on this point 
that the Budget is entirely inflationery in 
character. On the other hand, we talk so 
much of a large employment potential and 
of cradjcating poverty. But, actually, what 
have we done ? In the last Budget, the 
Finance Minister had provided Rs. 50 
crores for creating rural jobs. But, whit has 
actually happened to these Rs. 50 crores ? 

The schemes for rural employment, 
amounting Rs. 46 crores were approved 
while only Rs. 3 crores have been utij^gpd. 
If you go into this matter of rural employ¬ 
ment you will find hardly anything has been 
done to improve the situation. We find 
exactly the same situation in rural area on 
which existed in this country 26 years ago. 

It has been described as anti-kisan 
budget, largely for the reason that the 
fertilizer duty has been increased from 10 
to 15 per cent and a duty at the ra.'e of 
10 per cent has been levied on power driven 
pumps. It is a tax on scientific farming. 
On the one hand, it is urged that we should 
have scientific farming so that we may be self- 
reliant in farm output. On the other hand, we 
are taxing scientific farming. We will not be 
surprised if the industrial scene is repeated 
in the agricultural sector also, and it may 
be that during the next few years we will be 
faced with the situation of agricultural 
stagnation. What we talk of green revolu¬ 
tion may in fact turn out to be a red 
revolution. The Finance Minister claims 
himself to be redical and progressive but 
he relishes the idea of hitting the common 
man. The additional duty of Rs. 59.75 
per kilo-litre on kerosene would really be 
a great hardship to the poor and I demand 
that this duty must be withdrawn, if they 
really want to claim that they are really 
socialists. Otherwise the people of the 
whole country will come ^ to know that this 
Government only talks of socialism but 
does nothing, to relieve the burden of the 
weaker sections of the community. 

Sir, I have been repeatedly urging that 
the exemption limit on the lowest income 
groups must be raised. We have been 
uigiug. that this limit must be raiied to 
Rs. 7500. I sincerely. hoped that the 


Finance Minister would have included this 
to help the poorer sections of our commu¬ 
nity, but it is surprising that we have found 
nothing like that in his Budget. 

Sir, self-reliance and social justice are 
very vital for any econ«.mic system and the 
key to both lies in a higher growth rate. 
We should see what h is happened to our 
concept of self-reliance and social justice 
and to what extent we have been able to 
provide relief to the common man of the 
country. 

We are sorry to find that the Finance 
Ministet has not made any alternative fiscal 
concession which is very necessary, for 
industrial revival. When he withdrew the 
development rebate. Tne corporate sur¬ 
charge, on the other hand has been raised 
by 5 per cent wh'ch is l.kely to yield Rs. 
30 crores in a year, though this is place at 
Rs. 9 crores in the Budget. S >, I feel that 
the Fi lancc Minister should better consider 
the grant of certain fiscal incentives if he 
is really keen on industrial revival. This 
budget has provided an opportunity for 
enunciating a dynamic policy, but surpris¬ 
ingly and unfortunately he has missed the bus 
while presenting this Budget. This Budget 
really lacks a distinct sens’ of direction 
and reveals no particular strategy for growth 
and social justice. There is no significant 
spur in savings or investment. In the 
Fourth Plan it is very clearly indicated 
that the rate of inv.stment expressed as 
percentage of net domistic product should 
increase by abaut one-third and the rate of 
domestic .saving by no less than half, bet¬ 
ween 1968-69 and 1473-74 There has been no 
perceptible increase i i the rate of either of 
the two and the rate of investment is still 
no more than abeut 9.5 per cent of NDP. 
Tne projected rate of savings in 1973-74 is 
likely to remrin at the same level as at the 
beginning of the fourth plan period. 

Sir, savings and investment is the crux 
of the whole economic "development which 
really shows th»t at present we have a dis¬ 
mal picture and the budget, I may say. 
really does nothing to halt and reverse the 
recent slippage in the tone of the entire 
economy. 

The Finance Minister has preferred to 
reiy entirety on larger Plan outlays on the 
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expansion of the public sector as a cata¬ 
lyst of industrial activitv. But he has for¬ 
gotten to appreciate that this sector un¬ 
fortunately has failed to utilise the installed 
capacity or to generate the surpluses. I 
wish that his pious ho^es that this sector 
as catalyst of industrial activity would be 
realised. 

It is also to be mentioned that the net 
savings in the public sector have declined 
sharply from over 2.7 per cent of the net 
domestic product in 1965-66 to a little over 
one per cent in 1970-71. Marginal rate of 
savings in the public sector was almost 
negative during the last four years. This 
must strike to any one as an extravagant 
flight to fancy even in normal ci cumstances. 
At the moment, it is equally t ue that the 
Government had issued such a large num¬ 
ber of licences to the industry and the 
industrialists must share the responsibility 
to meet the challerge for reviving the whole 
industrial activity. 

We have heard the speeches today about 
the Wanchoo Cemmittee's report, it is 
really unfortunate that aspersions have been 
cast on a man like Mr. justice Wa c'loo who 
is really a very distinguished jurist of our 
country. He has p e ented a very useful 
document, and it is for Government to 
consider this way or fiat way. Black 
monev, as the committe: has mj.itione'*, 
must be unearthed. It is almost tainted 
money and it has really put a pr^m um on 
vulgar and osten'atious display of wealth. 
We must do e^ eryih'ng posible t) unearth 
black money in this ci>untry and the 
Wanchoo Committee ha. reco.mmanded four 
meirsures which I w.juld also lice to 
mention for the consideration of the Finance 
Minister. The first is a change in the 
litxisting admin strative arrangements on 
searches and seizures and plugging loopholes 
in the existing laws. The second is t le 
appointment of an expert group to enquire 
into the utility of the existing controls and 
licence-permit system and the elimination of 
those tltat are no longer considered essen¬ 
tial. The third is a through overhaul and 
streamlining of the intelligence wing of the 
Income-tax Department, and finally, the 
committee has said that it is neither the" 
^emooetisetion of hundred rupiee notes nor 


the nationalisation of the import-export 
trade but it is the reduction in tax rates 
w'hich can help in unearthing black money 
in this country. We must understand this 
very clearly, because a large number of 
efforts have been made during the last so 
many years in this regard, and yet black 
money has been growing every day. 

During my recent visit to the^European 
countries, I was rather amazed to find a 
high growth rate in West Germany ard 
Sweden. How have they achieved this high 
growth rate ? It it due to nothing but the 
fact that (hey have allowed free and full 
e xpre ssion to the creative energies of the 
pc^e. There is hardly in those countries 
whom you would find on the roads. No¬ 
body is unemployed, and everybody has an 
income of more than Rs. 1800 a month. 
This is the type of society which they have 
created. 

In our country, the Congre.ss Party has 
received a massive mandate to redeem the 
pledges to hasten social and economic 
reforms and to create a situation in which 
they would be eble to create a large employ¬ 
ment potential, in any case, not less than 
5 million jobs a yeir. I know that this 
task is stupendous and it is a very difficult 
task, but I am sure that if the present 
administrative machinery is overhauled, our 
economy can certainly surge foiward and 
we can make efforts to bring down the cost 
per unit which is the crux of the entire 
prob'em, and I hope that they will do this 
and thereby do a little justice to the 
Daridranarayan. 

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI 
(Lakh'mpur) : The Budget presented by the 
hon. Financ: Minister is, in a sense, a 
hangover of the budget presented last year. 
The b diet proposals have been framed 
mainly to fill up the gaps created in our 
e;onomv by the happenings in Bangla Desh. 
Our help and assistance rendered to the 
cause of Bangla Desh have borne fruit. In 
the last general elect on, our party received 
a massive mandate. Our party had given 
promises to the masses and the budget pro¬ 
posals should be in tune with the promises 
given and the mandate received. 

w 

It is heartening to note that in spitet of 
heavy exptfidiluire on refugees amt for ^ 
defenett of our tpiot^iand, our develop* 
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mental activities have not been abandoned. 
It goes to the credit of the masses that the 
price line remains somehow stable. As the 
Finance Minister has rightly pointed out, 
the effects of the Past few months will still 
contini|e and we should examine the budget 
in that context. 

The task of a Finance Minister is not a 
pleasant one. He has to open the purses 
of unwilling owners to mobilise resources, 
resources for growth and development. 
There are various ways for resource mobili¬ 
sation. 1 would like to name only a few : 
first savings, second loans, third taxation. 
I think there is sufficient inducement for 
savings. Our savings target is achieved. 

1 do not like to speak about loans. My 
friend, Shri Panigrahi, has dealt with the 
snbject. We are now in a sense able to do 
without foreign loans. Therefore, I want 
to term the budget as one with a promise of 
economic self-reliance. 

Taxation is a necessity for mobilisation 
of resources. It is also an instrument to 
bring about economic and social justice. 
To achieve this end, there should be orien¬ 
tation of policies. This can be seen since 
1970, As the Banking Commission says : 

“Commercial banks have been mainly 

concerned with certain, and to some 

extent, mid-term financing of non- 

agricultural activities.” 

After nitionalisation, more attention is 
paid to the priority sector, agriculture, 
hitherto neglected. 

This is orientation of policy in a sense. 
The figure of credit in agriculture has risen 
from Rs. 184 crores in 1969 to Rs. 387.5 
crores in 1971. 

The scope of direct taxation has been 
narrowed down. Only the small urban 
sector has been taxed. The vast rural sector 
is left out. I am not pleading for taxing 
the rural sector. What { want to say that 
.the condition of the rural sector is ^uch that 
it cannot be taxed. Therefore, more 
attention should be, paid to the rural sector. 
It has to be nurtured so that resource 
,tnobili$ation.frain the. rural sector in future 
is,po|^ible. 


The growth in the economy in certain 
sector has been slackening in last year. 
This has been admitted by the Finance 
Minister. He wants to counterbalance it, 
but does not say how far it is counterbaiaSr 
ced. In his budget speech, he has said : 

“Many of our basic industries, notably 

steel, fertilisers are operating below 

capacity.” 

This admission is surely iamentable. 
These are the industries reserved and allot-^ 
ted to the public sector. What is wtotltf 
there ? What is the deficiency there 7 To 
me, as I see it, nobody is accountable 
for the failure of the public sector. Unless 
the accountability is fixed, the public sector 
cannot function properly. Therefore, it 
would be the first and foremost duty of the 
Government to fix the accountability. 

As taxation is an instrument of bringing 
about economic justice, the growth has to 
be accompanied with social justice also. 
It is heartening to know that the budget 
provides for bringing about social justice. 
The lump sum provision of Rs. 125 crores 
to cover the requirment of rural water 
supply, rural home sites, slum clearance 
and imp ovement, primary education and 
schemes for the educated unemployed is a 
good one If this scheme is properly imple¬ 
mented, I think we shall see a new face 
of society. 

Expansion of primary education not only 
removes illiteracy, but it will also provide 
employment to thousands of educated youttg 
men and women. 

Then, I would just like to refer to the 
levy on kerosene. Last year, during the 
discussion of the budget proposals, one hon. 
Member stated that kerosene as a petroleum 
product has been taxed, and the hon. 
Finance Minister was prompt enough to 
correct that “kerosene has not been taxed.-” 
We presumed that he is eager to leavo 
kerosene alone, but it is surprising that six 
paise is the levy on a litre of kerosene now. 
Kerose.ie is used as a fuel and used. fp 
.machinery in urban areas. But kerosene is 
the only means of illumination in the coun¬ 
tryside, particularly fa States like Assam. 
Orissa, etc., where there is no ruriU.electrj- 
ficstion.at all. 
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The housewife in the countryside burns a 
small kerosene lamp to illuminate her small 
cottage, and the men after their day’s hard 
labour and the childern after their play sit 
around it and carry on their work-the men 
with their small handicraft and the childern 
with their studies. The kerosene lamp burn¬ 
ing dimly helps them. We are going to 
provide compulsory primary education up 
to the age age group of 11 by 1975. Should 
the Government deprive the rural childern 
from learning the three R’s, that is, reading, 
writing and arithmetic by loving tax on the 
only means of illumination the kerosene ? 
Should the Government push the childern of 
the rural .reas from light to darkness, wliere- 
as we recite Tamaso Ma Jyotirgamaya ? We 
want to lead us from darkness upto light. 

In this context, I would like to mention 
the price of kerosene in Assam. Assam 
produces crude oil and supplies about 20 
per cent of the total petroleum consumption 
in the country. The price of kerosene is 
the highest in Assam, and the price of petro¬ 
leum is also the highest in Assam. What is 
the logic and the reason behind it, I fail to 
understand. I hope the Government and the 
Finance Minister will give serious attention 
to this aspect. 

Sir, it is stated that a good amount 
remains as tax arrears, and that there is 
tax evasion also. There should be a vigor¬ 
ous policy to hunt but the black money. 
In under-invoicing and over-invoicing, black 
money plays a prominent part, and in this 
way black money increases day by day. It 
is a vicious circle. If there is one crore 
of rupees of black money today, it will in¬ 
crease to Rs. 2 crores tomorrow. Therefore 
Government should devise new methods to 
detect the operation of black money ; 

One of the reasons, as I see it, for 
hiding income is the basic fear in human 
mind that they shall have to part with their 
entire income. They earn money by putt¬ 
ing in hard labour and if they are to pay a 
major amount as tax, there will be nothing 
for them. Th.s fear has to be removed. 
Unless this fear is removed, there will be a 
tendency on the part of some human beings 
to^hide their income and thereby deceive the 
G^ernment. Therefore, the income tax 


department should act as an adviser and 
educator, and not as policeman. 

I shall now refer to Assam. Social 
justice means reducing economic gaps that 
exist between man and man. Similarly it 
also means bringing different regions of the 
country almost to an equal level of econo¬ 
mic or industrial development. If certain 
regions lag behind in economic or industrial 
development, it will serve only as a backlog 
to the country’s progress. This aspect has 
to be looked into in the interest of the 
entire country, and not of particular Stale. 

It is in this context that I refer to thj 
eastern region, where industrial development 
is lagging behind though it has vast 
potential and resources. The potential 
is not developed and the resources can¬ 
not play their full part ; they are not 
mobilised or ploughed back for the benefit 
of the people of that region. 

It has been stated on many occasion 
that the development of the eastern region 
depends entirely on the transport system, 
that is, the railways. My friends from 
Assam have dealt with the subject on the 
Railway Budget and therefore, I do not 
want to go into it. I simply want to give 
one instance. While people in other parts 
of the country pay 30 or 35 paise for a killo 
of salt a commodity, which is an essential 
item for even the poorest of the poor, it is 
sold at 80 or 100 paise per kilo in Assam, 
because of transport difficulty. Assam pro. 
duces tea and jute which earn a lot of 
foreign exchange but the growers do not 
get remunerative prices. The Finance 
Minister has in his Budget speech slated 
that the specialexcise duly will be merged 
with basic excise duty. It is a good pro¬ 
posals. The States will get a share of it. 
In this connection, I want to point out that 
the central excise duty on tea levied on 
tea grown in upper Assam is 3 or 4 times 
more than the excise duty levied on tea 
grown in other parts of the country. This 
discrimination should be removed. 

Assam is an agricultural State ; its 
economic depends upon cultivation. But 
Assam is a perennial victim of ^oods. ITte 
Brahmapurtra Commission has been consti¬ 
tuted but not adequate funds have been 
given for its ft|i»;tioaing. If the 
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Finance Minister wants to save Assam from 
the ravages of flood, he must Provide 
adequate funds for the Brahmaputra Flood 
Control Commission.

ISHRIMATI SHIELA KAUL in the Chair] 

There has been no appreciable change 
in the employment position in the past 
twenty years in Assam. 

During the period 1951-61,ten years, the 
percentage of employment was 63.8 culti¬ 
vators, 3.6 per cent agricultural lobourers 
and 32.6 per cent engaged otherwise. The 
corresponding figure far the subsequent ten 
years, I961-7i are 56.4, 9.4 aiid 30.2. There 
has been no change in the pattern during 
these two decades. There is great pressure 
on land ; the number of landless people has 
increased. 

That is why the percentage of agricul¬ 
tural labour rose from 3.6 to 9.4 per cent, 
almost treble. The economy of Assam has 
not progressed or developed. If economic 
development cannot be diversified, there 
cannot be empi-.yirient avenues. Therefore, I 
would like to suggest that the Finance 
Minister should take this aspect into consi¬ 
deration. 

In this connection, banking facilities 
should be mentioned. Commercial Banks 
in Assam and Meghalaya have only 136 
officers, that is 1.1 per cent of the total 
banking officers in the country. They serve 
and everage of 1,71,000 people. The figure 
is the highest so far as the number of people 
is concerned, and the lowest so far as the 
number of offices is conceined. This snail’s 
rate of progress in the opening of branches 
of Banks in rural areas in the Eastern 
region Iiampers economic growth. Only if 
there is a scheme for opening more branches 
and providing more facilities to the agri¬ 
culturists and industrialists, will Assam and 
the Eastern region prosper, and only in that 
case will India prosper, 

Wifh these words, I support the Budget 
proposals.

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PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARASHAR 
(Itamii'pur) : It vbuld rather be a colour¬ 
less attempt to 'speak after such a scinti¬ 
llating speech by Swami Brahntanand which 
symbolises the quintessence of socialism. 
I hope his points do not fall on deaf 
ears and they will ring the right chord in 
the hearts of the Finance Minister as well 
as in the heart of everybody else who is 
concerned with the implementation of the 
programme. 

So far as the Budget is concerned, I am 
happy that the fears of the public have been 
allayed that a large number of taxes would 
be levied as soon as Congress Party will 
be able to have a sufheient majority in the 
States. For all that we have been able 
to come out with the true colour witn which 
we fought the elections. We do not want 
to crush the common man nor do we want 
to enchance prices. Rather this is the one 
Budget the effect of which has not been 
in the shape of rise in prices. This is a 
Budget which is specifically Plan-oriented, 
and growth-oriented. 

When I was listening to Mr. K. 
Manoharan of the DMK making out a 
quotation from the Third Finance Commi¬ 
ssion, I was rather wondering whether he 
had read the speach by our hon. Finance 
Minister. He was saying that the Third 
Finance Commission had said that the 
resources to the States are—being dried out 
and the Centre is devouring a large portion 
of the cake. May I invite his attention to 
an item in the speach of our Finance 
Minister. Item No. 61 at page 8. The 
Fifth Finarice Commission has recommended 
that from 1972-73, the special excise duties 
which have been levied in the past esclu- 
sively for the benefit of the Centre are also 
to be included in the divisible pool. So, 
here is our Finance Minister agreeing to 
implement a proposal of the Fifth Finance 
Commission which gives a part of the levies 
to the States also. 

I hope when we are ' discussing the 
Budget, we should not discuss ft bnly in the 
partisan spirit but also look at what has 
-been said in the proposals and what ia'be'hg 
'^ne. ^^So, here is a reply tO the.quotation 
'oflbr^ by Mr. ^ K. Manoharan' froth the 
Third: PthancOXTommissjon'a report. Here 
is the Fifth Finance Commission’s report 


which has been presented to you and the 
Tevies are'put in iHe divisiMe pool. ‘It 
means that how onMmrds they will be shared 
by the States and the Centre together. 

Similarly, he was pleading for a long 
rope for the State autonomy. He was for¬ 
getting that on occasions we have criticised 
the States for not implementing -the pro¬ 
grammes which the Centre wants in the 
States. So, we should be very careful In 
this res|)ect. The question of autonomy to 
the States will have to be carefully cchisi- 
dered at every time because there are 
already a large number of spheres where 
the Centre cannot intervene, and If ohr 
programmes go faulty, they cannot be 
implemented because we complain that the 
Centre has certain spheres and the States 
have other spheres. So, we have to be very 
chary and. when the people are saying that 
they want a strong Centre, somebody 
questioned whether he wants a strong 
Centre or a weak Centre. Whether he 
wants a strong Centre or a weak Centre, 
that does not matter. He wants no Centre. 
He wants only the circum‘'erence. We have 
to look at things from the whole country’s 
point of view. After all, when programmes 
in Tamil Nadu are to be implemmted, we, 
in Himachal Pradesh, are happy and simi¬ 
larly, when UP gives a good performance, 
the people of Bombay will feel happy. We 
have to view the Budget in this light. We 
have to view the States-Centre relations in 
this lightFinance Comm-ssions are instituted 
every five years for this specific purpose. 
The proper forum for pleading for State’s 
autonomy in fiscal sphere is the Finance 
Commission. Simi’arly, there are the Law 
Commissions and other Co nmissions. We 
can put these ideas before them whereas 
when we come to the Budget, we have to 
talk of the measures Which are presented 
according to the econ'mic theory and not 
according tb one’s Party or another. 

or course, I have one complaint with 
Mr. Chavan- Th^t is this. Our electorate, 
the vast majority Of our people, have 
extinguished the Jan Sangh lamp ; but he 
wants to extinguish the’ Kbrosene lamp. 
That is not fair. Because, Sir. thb kerosene 
lamp burns in thr'^hearth And'home-Of evi^y- 
body ; It bums in the villages wdiere the 
power lines of Mr. K- L. - Rao ^have-bbt 
reached so far. The programme ctf rural

electrification has not been pushed through 
to such an extent that electric lamp is 
scintillating in every village. Therefore, I 
would plead wiih him and say that 6 paise 
per litre is ultimately going to hit the poor 
and the common man. The reason advanced 
by the hon. Minister is that he has le ied 
this in order to check adulteration. Ihis 
argument would fall through in the ultimate 
analysis, because, the fellow who is bent 
upon adulteration would go on commiting 
this mischief even if you raise the rate by 
ten paise or twenty paise. The proper 
thing for this would have been to check 
adulteration and not to increase the levy. 
This is where the shoe pinches. 

Now, the budget has done another trick 
which I would like to bring to the notice 
of the hon. Minister. It has increased the 
cost of paper. We are holding an inter¬ 
national book fair in this capital city of 
ours. Here is a budget that is raising the 
cost of the paper on which we are to print 
these books. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
Not of text-books. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARASHAR: 
Not text-books. Sir. But there are maga¬ 
zines. If your magazines have to compete 
with foreign magazines, if your books have 
compete with foreign books, you have 
to give some kind of encouragement to the 
paper which is used for such printing. So, 
this is one point which I wanted to bring to 
the notice of the hon. Minister. 

There is one thing to which Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta was referring to. I must also refer 
to that, I feel this pinch every day. 
Bangladesh refugees are going away ,* 
Bangla Desh stamps are still to be removed. 
We have to come back to a level to which 
we were used to earlier. Only then we 
would think we have solved the Bangladesh 
problem permanently. Then only we 
would have the relief. 

The Budget is not without its highlights 
There are many good things. For the first 
time Mr. Chavan has taxed the gambling 
instinct. He has put tax on the lotteries, 
the crossword puzzles and all that- So far. 


this has gone on unchecked and we have 
seen the strange spectacle of people growing 
rich overnight just because they were able 
to invest one rupee in one lottery ticket and 
got the money without having to pay any 
taxes on that. It is a good thing that taxes 
have been levied now on these people and 
they will be able to pay something of their 
new-earned money for the development of 
the country. ^ 

Similarly, there are a few other items, 
such as increase on fertilisers and increase 
on pumpsets. I thought it would have been 
better to await the report of K. N. Raj 
Committee on agricultural incomes and 
taxation. When we are looking what is to 
be done in the entire sphere of taxation in 
respect of agricultural income, it would 
have been better to await that report because 
we must know their point of view also, to 
have an integrated approach. 

There is also some sort of duty on what 
we call companies engaged in priority indus¬ 
tries. Now. the Finance Minister ratidna- 
lised the proposals. Wonderfully enough, 
his rationalisation has gone up from 2.5 to 
5 per cent. Of course there was one case 
and in his speech he also referred to lower¬ 
ing down of one item, that is, in the case 
of coffee from Rs. 102 to Rs. 100 per 
quintal. But people might ask : When we 
are entering into the age of industrialisation 
and when we are asking everybody to 
give incentive to industrialisation, what are 
the incentives for industrialisation 
in this budget ? Unfortunately, they are 
lacking. In his speech Mr, Chavan was 
referring to Wanchoo Committee report on 
taxation. He said that ultimately the 
income that could be generated could be 
used for industrialisation in backward 
States. I hope this promise would be kept 
up because our experience in this House 
has been that industrially advanced States 
go on eating the bigger portion of the new 
industrial share and the industrially back¬ 
ward States remain industrially backward. 

All the States which are industrially 
backward remain backward in many other 
spheres. When we present a demand for 
railway lines, we are told that there is no 
industry, and when we ask tl^ Ministry of 
Industrial Development to :start. industries, 
iwe are told that th^ are no railway tines. 
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This kind of vicious circle is going on. But 
I am happy that this promise has been 
made, and we shall be happy if that promise 
is ful^led. Those States where there is no in¬ 
dustry are looking forward to the rest of the 
country and they arc looking to the kindness 
of the Finance Minister and the kindness of 
the Minister of Industrial Development and 
other people so that they can also be co¬ 
sharers in development in this new age of 
industries. 

Himachal Pradesh, the State from which 
I come, is sadly lacking in Industries, and 
it requires the notice of the Finance 
Minister as well as of the Minister of 
Industrial Development. It-is sad that we 
have only to listen to big promises of indus¬ 
trialisation. Many industrial fairs are held 
but none is held in our State, and our 
people have to come here or go quite far 
away to cities like Bombay, Kanpur, 
Ahmedabad etc. for sharing the benefits 
of industrialisation, and the share that our 
people get is only earning of the daily 
wages. 

We have also been able to see in this 
budget sume of the novel lijs which the hon. 
Finance Minister has promised for the first 
time. 

For income-taxpayers in this country 
for the first time in the history of our 
country, there is going to be introduction 
of an account number permanently. I thing, 
this would be a good thing, because with 
the account number, we would be able to 
get the things done easily, and at the other 
end also, the officers will be helped to a 
similar extent, provided that this policy is 
enforced rather rigorously, and black money 
is also brought within the purview of 
taxation. 

The Wanchoo Committee’s report which 
has been referred to by other Members 
earlier has been published just in a summary 
form in the press today. That report gives 
an indication of the extent of black money 
that is outside the purview of taxation 
at present. If we are able to bring that 
also into the taxable pool, then we 
would be able to do a lot for the country. 

The press criticism on the part of the 
Indian press regarding this budget has been 


rather on a very low key. One of the 
newspapers has called it a non-event. What 
is a non-event ? I do not agree to it. 
Perhaps, they had expected certain big 
reactions and certain sharp increase in 
prices because of some big increase in taxes, 
and this they would have called an event. 
But whether event or non-event, this budget 
for the first time has increased the size of 
the Plan for the States as well as for the 
Centre to a very high level, namely Rs. 710 
crores. This is the amount of increase 
that has been promised, and if this is 
implemented sincerly and surely, then there 
is every hope that we would be able to 
have new job opportunities and.new occa¬ 
sions for the people to enjoy the advantages 
of a correct and balanced budgetary 
financing. 

My hon. friends from the Opposition 
Benches were referring to certain kinds of 
theories and the philosophy of. budgeting 
which they were thinking of. They think 
that a rise in production will not neces¬ 
sarily lead to a decline in prices. 1 ask 
them why not. Is there any country in the 
world where reduction in production has 
led to .stabilisation of prices ? Of course 
it is bad economy which they were preach 
out of political partisanship. If we are 
able to increase production and production 
improves, ultimately it will cheapen the 
rates of things, and the prices would go 
down, and we shall be able to bring com¬ 
fort to every home and life to every hearth. 

Of course, there is the hope that the 
Bangla Desh problem will be solved perma¬ 
nently in the sense that the money that we 
have promised for helping them would be 
spent adequately there and some sort of 
aid would also be coming. But as hon. 
Members were told earlier also, our ultimate 
aim should not be to assume that aid would 
be coming, but that we should be able to 
stand on our own feet. All these sources of 
taxation and all the revenues that we can 
bring in should be ultimately harnessed for 
the economy of the country, because 
nothing is more important than a ractcal 
revolution in the economic sphere. The 
people have given a massive mandate both 
at the Centre and in the States, and they 
A'C very eager to know and see what we 
are able to do with this massive mandate. 
Jf we are unable to translate this massive 
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dpire for a radical revolution into a sort of 
economic dose for the welfare of our people 
of the common man who lives in the street, 
then we may npt be able tp sepure the same 
mi^ssive mandate the next time. Of coprse 
whether we like politics or not, sound 
economics and sound budgeting requires 
that every poor man’s budget also should 
be such that it is able to provide him with 
two square meals a day and enable him to 
sned his children to the school and also 
give clothing and shelter to him and the 
members of his family. 

These are some of the things that the 
Finance Minister has been able to promise 
us. 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Has he 
been able to give two square meals a day ? 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR ; We will try. We will not kill. 
You want to kill the person before he can 
get two square meals. We want to give 
him two square meals. 

SHYI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: That is why 
your central police budget has shot up from 
Rs. 101 crores to Rs. 195 crorcs or so. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR : That does not matter. 

People listen more to the ballot than to 
the bullet. We are fortunate that they 
listened to the ballot in West Bengal and 
rejected the bullet. 

I am happy that this Budget is being 
proposed as a sort of stabilisation budget 
and 1 support it.

SHRt ANNASAHEB GOTKFlINDE 
(Sangii) : Madan Chairman. I rise to 
congratulate the Finance Minister on per¬ 
forming the //erculean task of presenting 
in this current financial year virtuliy the 
fourth budget, a carefully framed budget 
full of hopes, representing a bold attempt 
to deal with the troubled and complex 
s>tnation. As has been rightly pointed out 
by the Kon Finance Minister in his budget 
speech, the budget pro|:osals must be judged 
in their entirety against the background of 
the formidable challenge which the countary 
faced and overcome As we know, the year 
1971-72 was one of the most ditlTci;lt years 
since independence. 

The people of India have responded to 
to responded to the demands made on 
them in the year coming lo a close with a 
magnificent sense of patriotism. The total 
taxes amounting to more than Re. 500 
crores which they have paid is a sacrifice of 
heroic proportion, befitting a new nation, 
pursuing the path of growth with social 
justice and self-reliance, Therefore, it seems 
that the Finance Minister, while farming new 
tax proposals, has dexterously searched and 
picked up his path, hoping that he will not 
hurt too many helpless people. 

The question that comes before us is, 
how much was the scope for taxation ? 
The Economic Survey suggests that there is 
a limit to the revenue from direct taxes 
either in rural or urban sectors. The scope 
for indirect taxes is also declining. More¬ 
over, the indirect taxes press more heavily 
On the poor than on the rich. Accordingly, 
the Finance Minister has rightly -decided, to 


shift the thrust of Government’s economic 
policy from resource mobilisation to better 
utilisation of available funds. 

The Plan outlays in the public sector, 
for the Centre, States and Union Territories 
wh'ch for 1971-72 were Rs. 3263 crores 
have been raised for 1972 73 to Rs. 39/3 
crores, i e. an increase of Rs. 710 Prores, 
representing about 22 per cent. This Increase 
in the plan outlays is a pre-requisite for the 
much-needed industrial growth. But here 
lies the real test of the governmcmel 
machinary. 

Let me give some instances. The Fourth 
Plan envisages the setting up of development 
agencies such as Small Farmers Develop¬ 
ment Agency and the Schame for Marginal 
Farmers aud Agricultural Labourers so as to 
reduce the income dispcrities. The progress 
of both the schemes has unfortunately been 
slow. May I quote some figures ? Under the 
Marginal Farnrers and Agricultural Labourers 
Scheme the amount which has been utilized 
up till now was not more than 12 per cent 
of the amount sanctioned. Under the small 
Farmers Development Agency the amount 
utilized has been up to 25 per cent of the 
amount sanctioned. This is a pointer to the 
question whether the governmental machi- 
nciy will be geared up to utilize the addi¬ 
tional outleys of Rs, 710 crores. The schemes 
for jobless engineers and the rural poor are 
suffering for want of efficiency and coordi¬ 
nation in governmemal mach'nery. May I 
remind the Finance Minister that a thorugh 
oveihaul of the administrative imchinety 
is necessary to enable the economy to march 
forward ? The Cabinet Committee on 
Economic policy should see to it that the 
administrative machinery is so.galvanised as 
to convert the budgetary provision into 
actual expenditure. 

It has been rightly pointrd out by the 
Finance Minister that the international 
monetary and political developments have 
awakened us to the neecsstty of a sppedy 
realisation of the goel of self-reliance. The 
economy has shown responsiveness in meet¬ 
ing the challenges such as drou^t, flqods;. 
refugee relief and war. The^^n. Finance 
Minister in hjs speech refeired. to, thi^ 
achievements also. Me was right in saying 
at page I of the .budget speech t ■ ’ 
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“Despite the extraordinary stresses 
and strains which were compounded by 
natural calamities over many parts of 
the country, it should be possible to 
end thb current fiscal year with our 
foreign exchange reserves more than 
intact, Government stocks of foodgrains 
of nearly 8 million tonnes, the general 
price level reasonably stable and a deficit 
in the Central Budget significantly lower 
than what one might have apprehended.” 

SHRl JYOTIRMOY BqSU : That was 
a laughing gas. 

SHrI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN : 
You seem to be getting convinced. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Dazed. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB GOTKLHINDE : 
He has described some of the corrective 
measures taken during the last year, like 
the banning of forward trading on several 
sensitive commodities and the remo^’al of 
the lacuna in the Forword Contracts (Regu¬ 
lation) Act to prevent forward trading under 
the guise of ready transaction. 

The pertinent point remains that in 
spite of these coorective measures there is 
prise rise. The average rise in general whole- 
sele prise index during 1970-71 was 5.5 per 
cent. The first two months of this year 
showed a reasonable price stability. But 
since January, 1972 the general wholesale 
price index was 4.1 per cent higher than 
what it was a year age. Government must 
make every effort to hold the price line. 
It has been stated and admitted that the 
speculators can scarcely resist the temptation 
to exploit a situation of excess demand. 
May I know from the government what 
effective steps they have taken to check 
speculative pressures, besides the restrictive 
credit policy which was in operation ? 

As far as the price rise in the case of 
sugar Is coucerned, it is a sad story. In 
December, 1971 the Government assured 
that the sugar price would not be allowed 
to rise above sis. 2 a kilo. But we know 
how the sugar ^ices have risen nowadays. 
People feel that there is something basically 
wrong with the governmental machinery 
which has failed to curb effectively the rise 
in sugar prices. 


18 hrs. 

It has been stated that the sugar position 
requires discipline in pricing and distribu¬ 
tion of the commodity. There is need to 
operat the stock policy for sugar in ituch 
a way that it imparts a greater degree of 
stability to prices and availability. 

May I ask, if a wholly unjustified 
price ris: in this case has proved uncontro¬ 
llable, will the Government's determination 
to hold other prices in check meet with 
success ? 

Now I would come to the question of 
levy of duties. There is 30 per cent * duty 
levied on steel. A higher price for steel 
will have a widespread effect on a number 
of engineering products. Costlier kerosene 
and fertilisers will hurt two classes of 
people-the small farmer trying to grow more 
food and the common man in the rural and 
urban areas who use kerosene for a variety 
of domestic purposes. May I point out that 
the duty on kerosene will virtually amount 
to an assault on the common man ? I 
earnestly request the Finance Minister to 
reconsider the levy. 

The rigour of the new imposts on ferti¬ 
lisers and power .driven pumps will be 
felt by the more well to-do farmers who, 
due to high procurement prices, 

can bear the burden though unwill¬ 
ingly; but care must be taken that these 
imposts do not adversely affect the small 
farmer and ultimately the green revolution. 

It is said that the budgetary exercise 
manages to meet the additional burdens of 
defence and assistante to Bangla Desh with 
out sacrificing the country’s developmental 
goals. As far as defence is cont^rned, in the 
year 1971-72 the budgeted amount was Rs. 
1,241 crores and the estimated expenditure 
will be about Rs. 1,411 crores. Provision 
for the next year is made to the tune of 
Rs. 1,408 crores-and naturally so-for provi¬ 
ding for normal increases in costs, salaries, 
dearness allowance and, more important, 
for making adequate provision for recoup¬ 
ing the losses suffered during the war. 

The Finance Minister has hoped for 
the emergence of a new spirit of peace and 
harmony in this great subcontinent as far as 
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Pakistan is concerned, so that the 700 
million inhabitants can devote their ener¬ 
gies against their common enemies of hun¬ 
ger, want, disease and exploitation of man 
by man. 

I am not for reducing the defence 
expenditure so as to jeopardise our national 
security and solidarity.'But at the time of 
emergence of the new State of Bangla Desh 
wc were given the hope that in Bangla Desh 
our countiy would be having a friendly 
nation in the eastern region and the defence 
expendtture that our country used to make 
in defending the 1,500-mile long Bangla 
bordbr would be considerably curtailed in 
future. May I know from the hon. Finance 
Minister whether he ha.s taken this factor 
into consideration while making provision 
for Rs. 1,408 crores for defence purposes ? 

Lastly, before concluding, 1 have one 
suggestion, to make for the consideration of 
the Finance Minister. The Direct Taxes 
Inquiry Committee under the chairmanship 
of Shri Wanchoo has revealed that black 
money is used in smuggling gold. It is 
common knowledge that in spite of the 


Gold Control Order, gold is being smuggled 
in large quantities in the country. We'have 
not been able to curb the desire of 
the people to purchase the yellow 
metal. Under these circumstances, the 
Government should embark upon State 
trading in gold, if neeessary. even by pur¬ 
chasing gold at places from where it is 
smuggled to India and afterwards selling 
here. That will at least minimise the evil of 
gold smuggling, eliminate the undedrable 
elements engaged in this trade, help the 
people in purchasing gold at comparatively 
cheaper rate and accrue huge amounts to 
the exchequer. 

With these remarks, I agree that the 
Budget proposals will ta ke the economy one 
stage forward in the march towards our 
cherished gocl.

No letter of intent has recently been issued 
to any private party for setting up a scooter 
project near Hyderabad. However, letters of 
intent were issued in October, 1970 valid for a 
period of one year to two parlies, namely. The 
Andhra Pradesh Stale Industrial I^evelopment 
Corporation Ltd., and Shri P. V. Rarnaniah, 
Madras for the establishment of scooter manu¬ 
facturing units in Andhra Pradesh for an 
animal capacity of 24,000 Nos. each. The 
locations proposed by these tvvo parties are 
Hyderabad and Vijayawada respectively. On 
an application submitted by the Andhra 
Piadosh Slate Industrial Development Corpo¬ 
ration, ihe validity of their letter of intent has 
been extended upto 6/10/1972. The letter of 
intent granted to Shri P. V. Rarnaniah lapsed 
on 6 10 1971, as he neither fulfilled the con¬ 
ditions of the letter of intent nor applied for 
its extension It is not p.ossible to indicate 
at this stage the lime In- which the unit to be 
set up by the Aiidliia Pradesh S industrial 
Development Corporation will gt. '' pro¬ 
duction.

Certain improve¬ 
ments to (he equipment and the process have 
been undeitaken to better the performance. 
There is also a rejection of 10% due to edge 
trimmings which is not a manufacturing defect 
and which is also not avoidable. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI : May I know 
whether ihc percentage of rejection last year 
was 40 ? Actually, in the medical world today, 
in fact, in this year's convention held in the 
month of January, a bitter complaint has been 
made against the quality of X-ray film manu¬ 
factured in India and it has been said that the 
quality has considerably gone down ? Am I to 
understand that (he examination of the film 
in the factory is now leniently done with the 
result that the rejection is only 10 to 20 per 
cent, and more sub-standard quality of X-ray 
film is now sold in the market ? 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : We 
have seen the reports and also their comments, 
and after that, we have taken certain steps to 


improve the quality in the Hindustan Photo 
Films. 

SHRI N. K SANGHI : May I know 
whether with a view' to improving the quality 
of the X-ray films. Government are getting 
any technical know-how or any expert commit¬ 
tee from any foreign country who can look 
into the quality of the X-ray film produced in 
India or the factory will continue to function 
in the manner in which it is doing at present ? 
They have not been able to fill up important 
posts in the factoiy. After Shii Hariharan, 
the Chief Production Manager's post has not

Statement 

The NCAER study, while it has made 
some useful contribution, has not. fully taken 
into consideration the diverse reasons affecting 
the growth rates of different industries of 
which shortage of imported raw materials is 
one. Government arc endeavouring to 
maximise indurtrial production by taking 
various measures including the provisions of 
foreign exchange for essential imports. In 
tin's context, however, the need for increased 
self-reliance and for greater indigenous produc¬ 
tion of items hitherto imported has to be kept 
in mind. Consistent with the above objective, 
which liberalisation of import policy can be 
considered selectively in the interest of increa¬ 
sed industrial and economic activity. Govern¬ 
ment do not favour a sharp dec'inc in foreign 
exchange reserves following an indiscriminate 
liberalisation of imports that cannot be sus¬ 
tained over a period of time and cannot con¬ 
tribute to continuous and self-sustaining growth 
based on self-reliance 

SHRI RAJDEO SINGH : From the 
statement I find : 

“The NCAER study, while it has made 
some useful contribution, has not fully 
taken into consideration the diverse reasons 
affecting the growth rates of different in¬ 
dustries of which shortage of imported raw 
material.s is one.” 

In this context, may I know whether the 
Government will ask the NCAER again to go 
into the details and produce an exhaustive 
report ?

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINI.STRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING (SHRIMATI NANDINI 
SATPATHY) : The transmi.ter and studio 
equipment have been installed and the station 
will be commissioned within the first quarter 
of 1972-73. To begin with, it will have limi¬ 
ted facilities. These will be expanded during 
the next two years and the project completed 
in all respects before the end of the I'ourth 
Plan. 

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA : What 
will be the power of the transmittcr’and what 
will be the area of coverage ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : 
This is a 10 kw medium wave transmitter and 
will cover Silchar and a little beyond. 

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA How 
many miles Ijcyond Silchar ? 

SHRIMATI NANDINI SATPATHY : It 
is not possible to say exactly how many miles, 
but it will cover the entire Silchar and a little 
beyond. 

SHRIMATI JYOTSNA CHANDA : Will 
it cover the whole district of Cachar and any 
other area ? 

MR. SPEAKER ; 1 did not want to 
come in between tw'o hon. lady members. But 
a third question is not allowed. 

P&T Department Medical Reimbursement 
Claims 

*130. SHRI V. M AY A VAN : Vt ill the 
Minister of COMMUNICATIONS be pleased 
to state : 

(a) the progress of implementation of the 
recommendations by the Efficiency Bureau of 
the P & T Board for reducing the incidence of 
medical raimbursement claims ; 

(b) whether the incidence of medical 
reimbursement claims has been reduced as a 
result to this ; and 

(c) the number of claims for medical 
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reimbursement after the recommendations have 
been implemented and how they compare with 
the claims before the recommendations ? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) : (a) 
Action on most of the accepted recommenda¬ 
tions of the Efficiency Bureau in respect of 
medical reimbursement can be taken only with 
the concurrence of Ministry of Health as 
amendments or modifications of the existing 
orders issued by them are involved. The 
recommendations, therefore, have been referred 
to the Ministry of Health for their considera¬ 
tion. Action on such of the accepted recom¬ 
mendations which was within the competence 
of the P & T Board has been taken. 

(b) and (c). The Efficiency Bureau had 
suggested measures for the prevention of sub¬ 
mission of irregular medical claims by the 
P & T staff and the detection of such claims. 
The recommendations would not have a direct 
bearing on the total number of medical claims. 
It is too early to say whether the number of 
irregular medical claims has come down, be¬ 
cause most of the recommendations of the 
Efficiency Bureau are still under the considera¬ 
tion of Ministry of Health. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN ; May I know 
from the hon. Minister of Communications 
when the Efficiency Bureau subm'tted the 
report, when the recommendations were sent 
to the Health Ministry for its concurrence, 
and when the Health Ministry is likely to give 
its concurrence ? 

SHRI II. N. BAHUGUNA : The 
Bureau submitted its recommendations some¬ 
time in 1969. The recommendations were 
considered by the P & T Board and the matter 
has been under consideration in the Ministry 
of Health since March, 1970. 

SHRI V. MAYAVAN : May 1 know 
whether the recommendations have been 
within the competence of the P & T Board, and 
also what is the nature of action taken by the 
P & T Board on such recommendations ? 
Please state in brief the measures suggested by 
the Efficiency Bureau for the prevention of 
submission of irregular medical claims by the 
P & T staff. How is it argued here that the 
recommendations would not have a bearing 
on the total number of medical claims ? As 
and when the number of irregular claims 
are checked and brought under control, 


naturally the riumber of claims would get 
minimised 

MR. SPEAKER : The question and a 
suggestion are coming together. 

SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA : A part of 
the question is a suggestion for action. But 
the only question that calls for answer is, 
which is the recommendation that we have 
accepted. It is about maintaining a register 
about the suspect claims, or the people making 
suspect claims : those against chemists who 
were suspected of making false bills or those 
medical attendants who were suspected to be 
not playing fair. If the department have 
some such suspicion, a separate register is 
maintained for them. That is all we have 
done. 

So far as the other suggestions are con¬ 
cerned, as I have said earlier, it docs not 
relate only to t lie P & T employees. The 
entire Government of India employees arc 
covered by certain medical rules. We cannot 
on our side change the rules for one set of 
employees of the Government of India.

A statement is laid on the 
Tabic of the House. 

Siatement 

Complaints nboqt deterioration in the 
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quality of Ambassador and other makes of 
cars manufactured in the country continue to 
be received by Government. In Jujy, 1967, 
Government had appointed an Expert 
Committee, named the Motor Car Quality 
Enquiry Committee, to investigate into the 
causes of the deterioration in the quality of 
cars and to suggest remedial measures. The 
Committee made a number of recommenda¬ 
tions for improving the quality of cars. 
These were communicated to the car 
manufacturers for compliance. In order to 
ensure compliance, statutory directions under 
Section 16 of the Industries (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 19S1 were also issued to the 
car manufacturers in respect of the more 
important of these recommendations. In 
pursuance of one of the recommendations of 
the Committee, a directive was issued to the 
car manufacturers and the Association of 
Automobile and Ancillary Industries to obtain 
their bought out items from companies who 
have ISI Certification Mark. Despite these 
steps, there was no appreciable improvement in 
the quality of cars though the number of 
complaints received has registered a marginal 
decline. The reason primarily is absence of 
quality consciousness among the car manu¬ 
facturers as they function in a sheltered and 
sellers’ market. 

In November, 1971, a Committee of 
Technical Experts was appointed by Govern¬ 
ment to visit the plants of the car manu¬ 
facturers to assess the extent of implemen¬ 
tation of the directives issued by Government. 
The Committee has already visited the three 
car plants and their report pertaining to 
Messrs. Hindustan Motors Limited, has been 
received. The various suggestions/recom¬ 
mendations made in the report concerning 
the manufacturers have been brought to their 
notice for compliance. The reports relating 
to M/s. Premier Automobiles Limited and 
M/s. Standard Motors Products of India 
Limited, are expected to be submitted by the 
Committee shortly. 

One of the effective ways of improving the 
quality of indigenous cars is to bring about 
better balance between supply and demand 
and to create healthy competition. With this 
end in view. Government have decided, in 
principle, to set up a project in the public 
sector for the manufacture of passenger cars 
of a proven foreign design. In addition, 
letters of intent have been granted to five 
parties for ioduatrial licence ^nd to three 


parties for registration for manufacture of 
passenger cars in the private sector, based on 
indigenous know-how and machinery. 
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SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNSI : 
The policy of the Government is said to be 
to curb monopolies, and Birlas are using the 
monopoly of Hindustan Motors. Day by day 
the quality of their car is deteriorating, and 
the Minister says that a p?bbe will be made. 
I want to know categorically how long he will 
continue to deceive the common man in the 
name of continuation of a probe etc,, while 
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continuing the monopoly of Hindustan 
Motors. 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : On 
this issue the policy of the Government has 
been made clear in this House from time to 
time, and the House is fully aware of it. As 
far as nationalisation of the car industry is 
concerned. Government is thinking of setting 
up its own car factory.

They say that the 
Ministry is sleeping over their application for 
foreign exchange Is it true that they have ap¬ 
plied for foreign exchange to replace the die and 
that it is not being given ? Secondly, is it also 
true that (hey have suggested the scrapping of 
this model and going in for some other model? 
If it is so, what is the Government’s reaction ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOUDHU- 
RY : Biilas have asked for foreign exchange 
for changing the die for a new car called Opel. 
They have been advised that they should 
change the die and castings of this car and 
not go in for a new one, because if they go 
in for a new car, the users of the thousands 
of Ambassador cars on the road may be in 
great difficulty. Hence, Government have 
not agreed to the now model. .So far as this 
car is concerned, if they want to improve it 
by changing the die and for that if they want 
foreign exchange. Government is fully pre¬ 
pared to look into it. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOSWAMI : 
Sir, by the 25th Amendment of the Consti¬ 
tution, Government has taken over the power 
to acquire property without payment of com¬ 
pensation for furtherance of the Directive 
Principles contained in article 39 (a), (b) and 
(c). Does not the Government feel that for 
the furtherance of these Directive Principles, 
these concerns should be nationalised and 
does not the Government feel that failure to 
nationalise them is a breach of the promise 
made to the people by this Government ? 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOUDHU- 
RY : Government does not feel ,so. So far 
as nationalisation is concerned, it has also to 
be looked into whether nationalisation 
would give benefit to the public. 
If it costs the exchequer, that concern 
should not be taken over. I had given ela- 
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borate reasons as to why we would not like to 
take over this concern in this House in reply 
to a call attention motion.

Statement 

(a) The number of foreign collaboration 
proposals approved during the first half of 
1971 was 166 as compared to 82 and 94 for 
the corresponding half-year periods during the 
years 1969 and 1970 respectively. 

(b) A number of facilities and incentives 
are already available to foreign investors for 
investing in India within the broad framework 
of Government’s policy on foreign investment. 
This policy is, however, kept under constant 
review. 

SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI ; May I 
know how many foreign collaborations pro¬ 
posals have been approved and how many 
of them relate to private companies and how 
many to public sector companies ? 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : I 
have already said in the statement that the 
number of foreign collaboration proposals 
approved during the first half of 1971 was 
166 as compared to 82 and 94 for the 
corresponding half-year periods during 1969 
and 1970 respectively. 


SHRI C. T. DHANDAPANI : May I 
know whether Government have decided that 
industrial development of the country could 
not be achieved without the foreign collabo¬ 
rations and technical know-how ? 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : 
Where there is a technical gap. Government 
approves of foreign collaboration. Otherwise, 
we give all encouragement to ^indigenous 
know-how and indigenous technical develop¬ 
ment. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA . 
The Minister has said in the Statement laid 
on the Table of the House “within the broad 
frame-work of Government’s policy on foreign 
investment’’. May I know the salient 
features of Government’s policy on foreign 
investment ? 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : The 
broad features of the policy are : Majority 
foreign capital participation is normally not 
allowed. Foreign capital participation is 
usually considered upto 40 per cent. Tech¬ 
nical collaboration agreements are now 
usually approved for a five-year period only 
both so as to ensure the absorption of such 
know-how by Indian units as early as possible 
and also to encourage the establishment of 
adequate R & D facilities by Indian manu¬ 
facturing units. 

Foreign collaboration is not allowed where 
indigenons know-how capable of commercial 
exploitation is either available immediately or 
is likely to be made available in a reasonably 
short time. Foreign collaboration in luxury 
items and non-essential items is normally not 
permitted, exceptions being made only in 
substantially export-oriented schemes. 

With a view to avoiding repetitive import 
of technology for the manufacture of same or 
similar products, efforts are made to conduct 
coordinated negotiations when a number of 
units are proposed to be set up for the 
manufacture of the same items about the 
same time. 

AN HON. MEMBER : It is a thesis ! 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : 
May be, but that is what the hon. member 
asked for.

(b) Import .suKstitution is a continuous 
exercise in order to achieve the objective of 
self-reliance and has been pursued in a variety 
of ways including substitution of imported raw 
mateiials, components etc , through incre.ised 
production and by reduction in the consump¬ 
tion of imported raw materials and compo¬ 
nents per unit of production, through accele¬ 
ration of phased manufacturing programmes 

(c) According to a preliminary estimate 
based on the raw material requirements of 
101 chemical industries and 224 engineering 
industries, in 1972, imports worth approxi¬ 
mately Rs. 30 crores is likely to be substituted 
while imports worth about Rs. 25 crores 
might be diverted to Rupee Payment Area 
countries. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : After listening 
to the reply, I think I know less about the 
subject than when we started. I do not 
understand what is the difficulty in giving me 
a simple answer as to what is the extent of 
the materials imported which would have been 
locally available. This is the first part of 


my question. The supplementary is this. 
What is the extent of foreign exchange that 
we have spent during the years 1969-70 and 
1970-71 in importing materials which actually 
were available locally. 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : For 
the selected industries, for which studies were 
made by the Director-General of Technical 
Development the foreign exchange component 
in production were as follows : 1969—8.3 

per cent ; 1970—8 2 per cent ; 1971—7 43 per 
cent. The savings in foreign exchange arc 
as follows ; 1969—Rs. 10,40,01970 ; 1970— 

Rs. 12,30,00,000 and 1971 —Rs. 24.20 crores. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I am .sorry that 
tiie Minister hits not understood my question 
I will re-phrase it for him. ’Government 
grant import licence for raw materials whith 
are very often available in this country. I 
want to know whether the government has 
undertaken any study to show that in the last 
so many years wc have imported so much of 
raw materials which we could have procured 
indigenously and, if .so, whether there is a 
special department of the government looking 
into this matter and, if so, what is the extent 
of foreign exchange wc have wasted in this 
fashion. 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : No 
foreign exchange is allowed for the import of 
such raw materials which arc available here. 
If the hon. Member was careful enough to 
hear what I had said earlier, I had said that 
import substitution is a continuous exercise 
and, therefore, the Director-General of 
Technical Development is continuously doing 
this work. 

SHRI VIKRAM CHAND MAHAJAN : 
What are the incentives that are being given 
to encourage import substitution ? 

SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD : 
There is an advisory council. If there is any 
import substitution which is worth the name,” 
or of a sufficiently high order, the person 
concerned is rewarded.

An announcement for the 
grant of similar awards to the members of the 
para-military and police forces like the Border 
Security Force, Central Reserve Police Force 
etc. is being made shortly. 

As Home Guards arc not Central Govern¬ 
ment employees, orders regarding pensionary 
awards to Central Government employees 
including the para-military forces will not be 
applicable to them. Therefore, the Govern¬ 
ment of India have issued orders for the 
grant of the following cash awards to the 
families of the Home Guards killed or injured 
during the recent Indo-Pak conflict ; — 


(a) Rs, 2000/- to the dependants of each 
Home Guard killed ; 

(b) Rs. 500/- each to those injured ; 

(c) Rs. 120/- per month for six months 
to the families of each Home Guard 
reported missing. 

These cash awards will be disbursed by 
the State Governments concerned and later 
claimed from the Government of India in full. 

2. The Government of India have 
prepared a scheme for granting the /oliowing 
concessions to the children of the personnel of 
the armed forces and the para-military forces

(i) Complete exemption from tuition and 
other fees levied by the educational 
institutions concerned ;

Low Pace of Industrial Development of 
Rajasthan

While in 
comparison with other States, Rajasthan has 
been identified as relatively backward by the 
Working Group on Identification of Backward 
Aieas, set up by the Planning Comm ssion, the 
industrial activity in the State itself has not 
shown a declining trend. The tempo of indus¬ 
trial activity has picked up as would be seen 
from the contribution to the total Slate income 
of the industrial sector which was Rs, 65.22 
ciores in 1954-55 and ro>e to Rs. 169.77 crorcs 
in 1968-69. During (he year 1971, 16 indus¬ 
trial licences including 5 for new units and 31 
letters of intent were issued as against 7 indus¬ 
trial licences and 8 letters of intent in the 
year 1970. 

Out of the 26 districts in the State, 16 
have been selected for concessional finance 
from Central financial institutions and 2 dis¬ 
tricts, namely, Alwar and Jodhpur, have been 
selected for the grant of 10% Central Govern¬ 
ment Subsidy. 


Infrastructure facilities in the State are 
being upgraded. Among the letters of intent 
issued recently 2 are for scooters, 2 for trac¬ 
tors ; other licences were issued for the manu¬ 
facture of bandsaws, plastic machines and semi¬ 
conductor devices. A team drawn from the 
Central financial institutions has carried out 
an industrial survey of Rajasthan and has 
submitted its report to the State Government 
indicating the lines in which industrial activity 
can be stepped up. Certain specific areas 
where industries may be developed have been 
indicated by the team. It is expected that 
the State Government will take up earnestly 
the implementation of this report

LT—1520/72J industrial undertakings, whether 
in the public or private sector, other than those 
belonging to the Larger Industrial Houses and 
foreign companies which were licensed/regis- 
tered on single or double shift basis will be 
allowed to increase their production on the 
basis of maximum utilisation of .such capacity 
and in other cases they would be permitted to 
expand their production upto 100^4 (>vcr and 
above their licensed/registered capacity provided 
certain conditions arc satisfied. For under¬ 
takings belonging to Larger Industrial Houses 
and foreign companies, this facility will not be 
available as a matter of course. They will 
have to apply specifically to Government and 
their applications will be considered by a Task 
Force constituted for this purpose. These 
concessions will not be available to industrial 
undertakings engaged in industries reserved 
for the small scale sector.

(b) Postal facilities : Most of the 
hilly areas in the country and also those 
on the borders of Pakistan and China have 
been declared as “very backward” for the 
purpose of extension of postal facilities. A 
list of such areas is given in the statement laid 
on the Table of the House. {Placed in library. 
See No. LT—1521-1972] . In such areas. Post 
Oflices can be opened at an enhanced limit of 
loss upto Rs. 1000/- per post oftice per annum 
at Postmaster General level in some excep¬ 
tional cases and also at a further enhanced 
limit of loss upto Rs. 2500/- per post office 
per annum at Director General’s level as 
against the limits of loss of Rs. 500/- or 
Rs 750/- applicable to normal rural areas. 

The following table will indicate tlic num¬ 
ber of Post Offices opened in such “Very 
backward” areas during the third plan, period 
and also during the years thereafter.

Since 1*4*70, one of the conditions for 
opening Post Offices in rural areas including 
border, hilly and other “very backward areas” 
was that every such post office should have 
the capacity to earn a revenue of at least 25% 
of its cost at the time of opening. Since this 
condition viz. minimum guaranteed income 


was found to be a hindrance in opening adc* 
quate number of Post Offices in the areas 
scheduled as “very backward” especially in the 
border and hilly districts, it ftas been decided 
on 17*11*71 that 

(a) Post Offices can be opened to meet 
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Defence requirements in the border areas even 
at a loss upto Rs. 2500/- per post office per 
annum without insisting on minimum guaran¬ 
teed income. 

(b) In hilly areas, Post Office can be 
opened with only a minimum income of 10% 
of the estimated cost of the office at the 
time of opening, 

(c) In other areas scheduled as “very 
backward” the minimum income te be insisted 
at the time of opening a Post Office should 
be 15% of the estimated cost of the office. 

While the opening of Post OHices under 
(a) above will depend on the specific request 
fiom the Defence or State Government autho¬ 
rities the demarcation of hilly and other 
‘ very backward” areas as at (b) and (c) above 
bhould invariably be made in consultation 
with the Sta'c Governments concerned and 
with the approval of the Director General, 
Posts and Telegraphs. 

It is expected that with the lib^ndisations 
mcntioi.ed above, adequate number of Post 
Offices would be opened in the bolder, hilly 
and •‘other very backward” areas of the 
country.

capacity, the Commission should not invite 
any representative of the Ministry/Department

issued instructions removing certain lacunae 
in the existing practice of participation of 
representatives of Ministries/Oepartments in 
the proceedings of the Interview Boards consti¬ 
tuted by the Union Public Service Commission. 
Also, as advised by the Commission, the views 
of the various Ministries/Departments were 
invited on the recommendation of the Esti¬ 
mates Committee and these views were com¬ 
municated to the Commission. The Union 
Public Service Commission intimated that in 
the light of the views expressed by various 
Ministries/Departments, they (the Commission) 
did not propose for the time being to dis-conti- 
nue the existing practice of associating depart¬ 
mental representatives in Interview Boards set 
up by them. At the same time, they stated 
that they would be reviewing the position in 
the light of their experience over the next 
year or so, particularly in the context of the 
instructions issued by the Government. 

3. Subsequently in their 100th Report, 
the Estimates Committee again observed that 
m their view the presence of representatives of

MENT (SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD) : 
The maximum and minimum prices of Co¬ 
conut Oil at Allepey, a representative market, 
during the year November, 1970 to October, 
1971, were Rs. 805 (as on 13-11-70) and Rs. 
525 (as on 6-7-71) per quintal, respectively. 
The prevailing price of Coconut Oil is Rs.480 
per quintal as on 18-3-72. 

(b) The effect of suspension of forward 
trading in Coconut Oil since 13th October, 
1971 is decline in its ready price by about 16%. 

Central Assistance for Employment Schemes 
in Kerala 

1001. SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : Will 
the Minister of PLANNING be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether Government have received 


any proposal from the Kerala Government 
asking for providing Central Assistance for the 
employment schemes proposed to be imple¬

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRI MOHAN 
DHARIA) : (a) and (b). The Kerala Govern¬ 
ment had prepared employment oriented sche¬ 
mes involving a total outlay of Rs. 186 crores 
on the basii of suggestions made by the Com¬ 
mittee on Unemployment in Kerala set up by 
the State Government in 1970. These were 
received in the Planning Commission in Feb. 
1971 and a Central Team constituted by the 
Planning Commission visited the State in May 
1971. On receipt of their report, the schemes 
were considered by the Planning Commission 
and the views of the Planning Commission 
conveyed to the State Government. Later, at 
the time of submission of the State Govern¬ 
ment’s proposals, for the Annual Plan 1972-73, 
the Slate Government, along with their propo¬ 
sals, submitted an additive plan on employ¬ 
ment schemes Involving an investment of Rs. 
44 crores during 1972-73 on the basis that the 
State Government will provide Rs. 5.13 crores, 
the balance being found by the Centre to the 
extent of Rs. 15.80 crores and institutional 
finance to the extent of Rs. 23.07 crores. Due 
to hnancial constraints these schemes could not 
be included in the annual plan for 72-73. 
These schemes arc, however, under examina¬ 
tion along with similar schemes submitted by 
other State Governments.

Bureaux. These estimates are not strictly 
comparable among the States, owing to differ¬ 
ences in concepts, source materials and metho¬ 
dology. However, the figure for Punjab in 
this statement is higher than that for any other 
State, except the Union Territory of Delhi.

THE MINISTER OF PLANNING AND 
MINISTER OF DEPARTNENT OF 
SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY (.SHRI C. 
SL'BRAMANIAM) : (a> Many Indian 

Scientists and Engineers abroad have expressed 
their desire to come back to India. 

(b) Some of the measures taken to 
facilitate the return of Scientific and Technical 
Personnel to India are given in the Statement 
attached. These efforts will be continued. 

(c) No assessment has been made by the 
Council of Scientific and Industrial Research 
(CSIR) of the total number of Indian 
Engineers abroad who are eager to come back. 
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However, according to the information 
available in the National Register in which 
Registration is voluctary, 74 Engineers 
returned to India during 1971. 

Statement 

The following steps have been taken to 
facilitate return of scientific and technical 
personnel to India : 

(i) Creation of a Scientists’ Pool to 
provide for temporary placement of 
well-qualified Indian scientists and 
technologists returning from abroad. 

(ii) Creation of supernumerary posts in 
approved scientific institutions to 
which temporary appointments can be 
made quickly from among the 
scientists working and studying 
abroad. 

(iii) The Union Public Service Commission 
and most of the State Public Service 
Commissions have agreed to treat 
Indian scientists and Uchnologists 
whose particulars appear in National 
Register as ‘Personal Contact* 
candidates for all posts advertised by 
them. The Union Public Service 
Commission have also made 
arrangements for interviewing Indian 
scientists and technologists abroad 
for posts in India. 

(iv) Maintenance of a Special Section of 
the National Register of Scientific 
and Technical Personnel for enrol¬ 
ment of Indian scientists and 
technologists abroad and for the 
circulation of their names to all 
Ministries, Departments of the 
Government of India, State Govern¬ 
ments, Union and State Public 
Service Commissions, Universites, 
Public Sector Industries and large 
private sector establishments. The 
names of such personnel arc published 
in the monthly Technical Manpower 
Bulletin (CSIR) which is distributed 
free to about 3000 organisations all 
over India. 

(v) Provision for payment of travel grant 
to scientists, who, on their selection 
for appointment in research institu¬ 
tions in India, undertake to serve 


those institutions for a minimum 
period of three years. 

Non-availability of Tennis Balls 

1010. SHRI C. JANARDHANAN ; Will

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(a) to (c). Representations had been received 
about the non-availability of the tournament 
quality tennis balls. The shortage had arisen 
due to substantial decrease in production in 
one of the two existing m.anufitcturing units. 
To meet the immedia'e shortage import of 
6000 dozen tennis balls has been permitted 
recently. 

Demand for increase in retenti.jn price 
of cement 

1012. .SHRI P. K. DEO : 

SHRI MUKHTIAR SINGH 
MALIK : 

Will the Minister of INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT be pleased to st.atc ; 

(a) whether the cement manufacturers in 
the country have demanded an increase in the 
retention prices of cement, and, if so the 
reaction of Government thereto ; and 

(b) whether Government propose to 
refer the case of the cement industry to the 
Tariff Commission for a detailed study of the 
cost structure and if so, the terms of 
reference ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP- 
MENT (SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD) ; 
(a) and (b). Yes, Sir. The terms of 
reference are in the attached statement. 
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Statement 

1. The Government have come to the 
view that a comprehensive review of the 
industry is called for with a view to evolving 
policies that could assist in the more efScient 
and progressive growth of the industry. The 
basic objective is to ensure the development 
of the cement industry in a measure and in a 
manner that would enable the requirements 
(including exports) to be met adequately at a 
minimum cost to the economy, and would 
lead in the forseeable future, to the creation 
of conditions conducive to the decontrol of the 
industry. At the same time, consistent with 
the Government policy, the diversification of 
ownership in the industry has also to be 
secured. 

2. The industry has come up for an 
upward revision of their ex-works prices on 
the ground of increase in the cost of 
production. 

3. In undertaking the comprehensive 
review of the cement industry and in re¬ 
commending fair ex-works prices payable to 
the producers, the Tariff Commission may 
take into account inter-alia the following 
considerations : 

(a) the price structure is such as would 
encourage the growth of the industry 
in accordance with the rise in 
demand ; 

(b) at the same time, it is such as 
would exercise greater pressure 
towards efficiencies and economies 
in the cost of production ; 

(c) in view of the regional imbalances in 
the supply and demand, it is neces¬ 
sary that additional capacity comes 
up in the deficit areas or as near 
deficit areas as possible. The 
question as to whether for this 
purpose suitable incentives or suitable 
structure of prices, regional or 
otherwise, may be necessary may be 
examined. However, any such 
arrangement should not result in 
units comparably situated getting 
different prices ; 

(d) at present raw materials like slag and 
poztaianic materials are not being 


used adequately. It is necessary to 
consider measures as would lead to 
fuller utilisation of such materials. 

4. Arrangements in regard to present 
freight pooling may be reviewed carefully so 
as to minimise the burden of transport costs 
to the consumer consistapt with adequate 
availability. The view has been expressed 
that the freight pooling arrangements which 
have been in vogue for some time now have 
been directly responsible for the regional 
imbalances in the development of the 
industry ; for the increasing burden of freight 
on the average consumer ; and entailing a 
heavy draft on the limited wagon facilities 
available with the Railways. On the other 
hand, the opposite view in favour of main¬ 
taining the present freight pooling arrange¬ 
ments with a view to safeguarding the availa¬ 
bility of c-’ment throughout the country at a 
reasonable price has also been advanced. 
Since the freight cost also is a cost to the 
economy and to the consumer, the relevant 
consideration is to minimise the total co'st 
including the production cost and the freight 
cost. 

5. Having regard to the location of raw 
materials sources and centres of demand and 
the transport difilculties, the advantages of 
split location and the policy to be adopted in 
such cases may be examined. 

6. Representations have been received 
from producers pressing for immediate increase 
in prices. The Tariff Commisson may also 
recommend whether any interim relief to the 
industry is necessary pending the submission 
of its final report. 

Use of Official Telephones by P&T Officers 

1013. SHRI S. N. MISRA : Will the 
Minister of COMMUNICATIONS be pleased 
to state : 

(a) whether there is no restriction on the 
number of local calls made by an Officer of 
P&T Department from his residential 
telephone ; 

(b) whether in case of P&T,^^ Department 
only book adjustment la made and no cash 
payments are made ; and 

(c) in view of the rapid increase of 
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Stations being connected with Direct Dialling, 
the measures taken by Government to prevent 
the misuse of official telephones by the P&T 
Officers ? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) : (a) 

A ceiling of 1500 calis (excluding free 
allowance of 250 calls per quarter given for 
every telephone) has been imposed on the 
number of local calls to be made by an officer 
of the P&T Department from a residential 
service telephone. This is in conformity with 
the instructions issued by the Ministry of 
Finance and made applicable to all the 
Central Government Offices. 

(b) No bills for payment arc issued for 
the permissible local calls made from residen¬ 
tial service connections. 

(c) In order to avoid misuse of STD 
facility, instructions have recently been issued 
for withdrawing this facility normally from— 

(i) all office connections provided 
for officers below the rank of Divi¬ 
sional Engineer Telegraphs/Senior 
.Superintendent of Post Offices or 
equivalent ; 

(ii) from all the telephones provide,.! at 
the residences of officers below the 
gazetted rank. 

Measures of Economics in Calls of P&T 
.Service Telephones 

1014. SHRI S. N. MISRA : Will the 
Minister of COMMUNICATION.S be pleased 
to state the measures taken by the P&T 
Department to effect economies in the use of 
telephones—both loctil and trunks -and where 
S T.D. facilities are available—provided at 
offices and residence of the officers of P&T 
Department in all the circles and Telephone 
Districts, in the context of the present drive 
to cut down expenditure on account of the 
financial strain ? 

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI H. N. BaHUGUNA ) : 
(i) The extent of provision of service 
telephone connections at the residences of 
officers of tlw P&T Department in Circles 
and Telephone Districts was reviewed in 1968 
as a result of which a considerable reduction 
of such telephones was effected, The position 


has again been reviewed recently and it has 
been decided to impose an ad hoc cut of 10% 
in such residential telephones working at 
present. Instructions have also been issued 
to all Heads of Circles/Telephone Districts to 
keep in view the present financial stringency 
while sanctioning any new residential service 
connection. 

(ii) Instructions have also been issued to 
all Circles/Telephone Districts to withdraw the 
STD facility— 

(a) on all office service connections pro¬ 
vided to officers below the rank of 
Divisional Engineer Telcgraphs/Senior 
Superintendent of Post Offices or 
cquivtalcnt ; and 

(b) on all residential connections provid¬ 
ed for officers below the gazetted 
rank. 

Collection of Information regarding 
Dcveb'pinent of Various Districts 

10,5. SHRI DASARATHA DEB : Will 
the Minister of PLANNING be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether the Planning Commission 
has initiated action for the collection 
and analysis of infounation regarding 
the level, trends and |x>tential of 
development of various Di.slricts ; and 

(b) if so, when it is likely to be complet¬ 
ed ? 

THE MINISTER OF .ST.\TE IN THE 
MINI.STRY OF PLANNING (SHRI MOHAN 
DHARIA) : (a) and (b) : In pursuance of Its 
suggestion th.it State Governments should for¬ 
mulate distiict plans, in September 1969 the 
Planning Commission issued guidelines to the 
State Governments in that behalf which indi¬ 
cated, inter alia, the lines on which 
information regarding the level, trends and 
potential of development of various districts 
should bt collected and- analysed, 

No time-limit has been laid down for the 
completion of this work. The work is essen¬ 
tially that of the State Governments which 
will be guided in this behalf by their own 
judgment. However, it will be the endeavour 
of the Planning Commission to get the same 
expedited. The Planning Commission has 
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offered all possible assistance to the States 
in preparing the district plans and establishing 
the required information system.

(a) the total number of applications for 
industrial licences to set up industries in 
Kerala, submitted during the period from 
November, 1971 to-date ; 

(b) the industries proposed to be set up 
by the prospective investors ; 

(c) the number of applications cleared 
by his Ministry till date ; and 


(d) whether the progress of industrial 
licensing in this State is slow and if so, the 
reasons therefor ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (SIIRl SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD) : 
(a) Six applications for Industrial Licences 
for the establishment of new undertaking in 
Kerala have been received during the period 
from November, 1971 to-date, 

(b) These applications are mainly for the 
manufacture of oxygen and acetylene gas, 
PVC containers. Conveyor and other indus¬ 
trial belts, wheat products and H. D. Polythe- 
lenc sacks. 

(c) Out of these six applications, one has 
been disposed of and the remaining five are 
under consideration of the Government. 

(d) No, Sir. In practice, however, the 
consideration of industrial licence applications 
necessitates fairly detailed examination of 
various aspects of the proposals and the dis¬ 
posal of particular application is often delayed 
due to various factors. In some of these 
cases the applications did not provide all 
necessary particulars and additional infor¬ 
mation had to be obtained. In certain other 
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cases policy decision on the industry as a 
whole had to be arrived at. It is difficult to 
indicate precisely the time by which the 
pending applications will be disposed of. 
However, Government arc conscious of the 
need for expeditiuus disposal of all licence 
applications and it is being sought to ensure 
that, as far as possible, decisions on licence 
applications are taken within 3 months of 
receipt of application or receipt of full in¬ 
formation from the applicant party, whichever 
is later. 

Missing Trainees from Postal Training 
Classes, Mysore

THE MINISTER OF COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS ( SHRI H. N. BAHUGUNA) : 

(a) Yes. A report was received in res¬ 
pect of one Shri G. Varghese. 

(b) to (d). On enquiries made by the Centre 
authorities, it came to light that the said trainee 
was last seen going out of Training Centre 
Campus at about 6 P.M. on lC-S-71 and that 
he did not turn up thereafter. When all 
efforts to trace him did not give any clue 
the case was reported to the local police on 
11.8.71. According to the police, the official 
committed suicide on 13.8.71 by throwing him¬ 
self before a moving Goods train.

(a) A proposal for setting up of a new 
factoiy for manufacture of telephone switching 
equipment is under Government’s considera¬ 
tion. 

(b) and (c). The Government of Kerala 
have approached the Central Government for 
location of this factory in their State. The 
question of the location of the factory is 
currently under consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment of India.

Pak Spies Arrested in Hyderabad

(c) whether in view of large number of 
Pak spies in India Government are consider¬ 
ing to round up all such gangs and whether 
these spies have been found in doing regular 
business in the country ? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS AND IN 
THE DEPARTMENT OF PERSONNAL 
(SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA) : (a) One 
person suspected to be a Pak spy was 
arrested in Hyderabad on 29th January, 
1972. As the case is under investigation 


it would not be in the public interest to dis¬ 
close further details at this stage. 

(b) No Sir. However 14 Pak nationals 
were arrested at Asansol on the 22nd Decem¬ 
ber, 1971 but they were not found to be of 
security risk. 

(c) Adequate arrangements exist for 
detecting and dealing with espionage. Utmost 
vigilance is being maintained in this regard, 
by the Government. 

Pact Between India and France on 
Space Technology

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINISTER OF

BROADCASTING (SHRIMATI INDIRA 
GANDHI): (a) to (d). India has collaborative 
agreements with France in Space Science and 
has also an agreement for the manufacture 
of French designed Centaure rockets in India. 

No formal agreement has been concluded 
between India and France relating to collabo¬ 
ration in space technology although there have 
been several discussions and exchanges of visits 
between representatives of the Indian Space 
Research Organisation and the French Space 
Agency (Centre National Des etu des Spatiales) 

Setting up of Watch Factory in Uttar Pradesh

Approval has been accorded 
to a private party for setting up a watch 
factory at Ghaziabad in Uttar Pradesh in 
collaboration with a Swiss manufacturer. 
The proposed investment in fixed assets is 
about Rs. 1.6 crores. 

Migration ef Indian Engineers Abroad

THE MINISTER OF PLANNING AND 
MINISTER OF DEPARTMENT OF SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY (SHRIC. SUBRAMA- 
NIAM): (a) No precise information is available. 
Not all Indian Engineers who migrate abroad 
may be going for emmploynient. Many go 
for advanced study, training or acquiring 
wider experience. 

(b) The National Committee on Science 
and Technology has set up a Panel on Emp¬ 
loyment of Scientific und Technical Manpower 
which is expected to formulate concrete pro¬ 
posals in consultation with the Planning 
Commission. The Government of India have 
also a proposal for creation of supernumerary 
posts for absorption of outstanding Engineers, 
Scientists etc. in India so that they may not 
have to go abioad for lack of employment 
opportunities. The Scientists’ Pool of the 
CSIR offer temporary placement to well quali¬ 
fied unemployed Engineers in India, including 


those returning from abroad without assured 
employment. 

Some of the measures already taken to 
improve employment opportunities are given 
in the Statement laid on the Table of the 
House. [Placed in Libraty, See. No. LT- 
1527-72 ]. 

(c) No definite information is available. 
However, 55 Engineers who had never been 
out of india were selected to the Scientists’ 
Pool as on 31st December, 1971, 
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Depot Holders Scheme in Post Offices for 
Distribution of Contraceptives

1063. SHRI C. CHITTIBABU : 

SHRI D, P. JADEJA : 

Will the Minister of INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT be pleased to state : 

(a) the names of 20 larger industrial 
houses to whom licences were issued in 1970 : 

(b) the names of 113 larger industrial 
houses to whom licences were issued in 1971 ; 

(c) the total value of such licences issued 
to larger industrial houses in the respective 
years ; and 

(d) whether any effort has been made to 
find out whether these larger industrial houses 
have set up industries for which licences have 
been issued ? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN • THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOP¬ 
MENT (SHRI SIDDHESHWAR PRASAD) : 
(a) and (b). During the year 1970, 20 Indus¬ 
trial Licences were issued to concerns belonging 
to or controlled by 20 larger houses. Similarly 
during 1971, 114 licences were issued to con¬ 
cerns belonging to or controlled by 20 larger 
houses. Two statements showing House-wise 
and type-wise distribution of these licences, arc 
laid on the Table of the House. [Placed in 
Library. See No. LT—1528/72]. 

(c) Industrial licences arc usually issued 
for specific capacities in respect of approved 
items of manufacture and not for specific 
values. 

(d) Ordinarily it takes two to three years 
for a new industrial undertaking to commence 
production. The licences issued are, therefore, 
at various stages of implementation. A watch 
is kept over the progress of implementation 
of licences by the administrative Ministries 
and technical authorities concerned through 
scrutiny of periodical returns submitted by the 
parties. In respect of important industries, 
review meetings are arranged with holders of 
licences/letters of intent in order to speed up 
implementation.

Integrated Programme to provide Jobs to 
Unemployed 

1064. SHRI PAMPAN GOWDA : Will 
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the Minister of PLANNING be pleased to 
state : 

(a) whether the National Council of 
Applied Economic Research have suggested 
Rs. 106 crore integrated programme to provide 
jobs to unemployed persons ; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Government 
thereto ? _ 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PLANNING (SHRI MOHAN 
DHARIA : (a) and (b). The National Coun¬ 
cil of Applied Economic Research has sugges¬ 
ted an integrated programme for the generation 
of additional cmplo 3 'ment opportunities through 
undertaking rural public works programme 
and through providing employment to the 
educated and trained people for a period in 
jobs which would strengthen the rural public 
works programme directly and generally rai>e 
the productive capacity of the rural community. 
The proposal envisages providing of employ¬ 
ment to educated unemployed under well 
turned-out schemes for mapping out the coun¬ 
try in terms of worthwhile public works 
projects. The scheme would provide employ¬ 
ment to graduate engineers and diploma 
holders, who will do the initial surveys for 
road works, irrigation works, soil conservation 
etc. The proposal also envisages offering 
employment to one lakh of educated persons 
with general education such as graduates, 
intermediates and matriculates, mainly as 
teachers in village schools The total financial 
requirements for the project arc Rs. 31 crores 
for employment to educated unemployed and 
Rs. 75 crores for the rural works project. 

The order suggestions made are : that these 
programmes should be integrated info the Plan 
and the cost of it met partly by economy in 
expenditure and partly by raising fresh reasour- 
ccs. Restrictive practices inhibiting production 
should be removed. Adequate supply of raw 
materials should be as.^ured. 


Development Schemes (Rs. IS crores). In 
addition, the Crash Scheme for Rural Employ¬ 
ment, which has been taken up during the 
current year, is expected to provide employ¬ 
ment for 1000 persons on an average in each 
District. A provision of Rs. 50 crores each 
has been made in the budget for 1971-72 and 

1972- 73 for this programme. 

A special provision has also been made in 
the Central budget for 1971-72 for scheme 
especially designed to suit the educated unem¬ 
ployed, including engineers and technicians. 
While examining these schemes, the Planning 
Commission came to the view that the pro¬ 
gramme should not be of an ad hoc nature but 
on a continuing basis for the years 1972-73 
and 73-74. Accordingly, the Planning Com¬ 
mission recommended various schemes Invol¬ 
ving an outlay of about Rs. 13 crores for 1971- 
72 and Rs. 25 crores each during 1972-73 and 

1973- 74 for the continuation of these schemes. 
Some of the schemes are of a nature which 
would be implemented by ihe State Govern¬ 
ments on the basis of the expenditure being 
met by the Centre while some others would be 
directly administered by the Central Minis¬ 
tries. The main programmes approved relate 
to : employment of teacheis in the primary 
schools, rural engineering surveys, setting up 
of agro-service centres, extending assistance to 
entrepieneurs for setting up small scale indus¬ 
tries, investigation of road works to be under¬ 
taken in the Fifth Plan, building up of design 
unit.s for rural water supply and providing 
assistance to entrepreneurs for setting up of 
petrol dealerships. These programmes are 
expected to provide employment to a large 
number of teachers, engineers, diploma holders, 
draftsmen, graduates and matriculates besides 
semi-skilled and un-skilled workers. 

In the 1972-73 Central Budget, a lump 
sum provision of Rs. 125 crores has also been 
provided to cover the requirements of rural 
water supply, rural home sites, slum clearance 
and improvement, primary education and 
schemes for Educated Unemployed.

Thereafter the annual expendi¬ 
ture will depend on the duration of the service, 
the number of channels and the proportion 
between originated and canned programmes. 
On the assumprion that a TV station will 
operate on one channel and will broadcast a 
service of about eight hours’ duration 
(including school programmes) and the whole 
of the school programmes and about 50% of 
the general programmes would be locally 
originated, the annual expenditure, both 
recurring and non-recurring, of one station 
would be of the order of Rs, 80 lakhs.

demands have been put forward from time 
to time. 

(b) There docs not exist any • law 
empowering the Government to ban communal 
organisations. The Criminal Law (Second 
Amendment) Bill, 1970, containing provisions 
inter alia to deal with the activities of 
communal organisations, had to be withdrawn 
at the introduction stage in September, 1970 
in view of the objcctisons raised by opposition 
parties in the fourth Lok Sabha. Keeping in 
view the objections then raised. Government 
are considering the lines on which legislation 
on the subject should be undertaken.

etc., in the police. The Bureau is in cons¬ 
tant touch with the Stale Governments and 
their Inspectors General of Police so that the 
results of studies conducted by the. Bureau 
are available to the State police forces as 
quickly as possible. Towards this end the 
projects have been divided into those which 
have immediate application and those which 
arc of a long-term nature. Priority has been 
given for the former category of projects. 

(b) All the States have access to the 
results of research and development work done 
by the Bureau. To faciliate the police forces 
in the country being modernised and the 
suggestions of the various project studies 
made by the Bureau duly implemented, a loan- 
cum-grant assistance is also being given to the 
State Governments so that the police forces 
become and remain modern, cflicient and 
capable of handling their responsibilities 
effectively.

Help rendered to Jawans of B.S.F. killed 
injured during the Indo-Pak War ' 

1090. SHRI NARENDRA SINGH : Will 
the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be pleased 
to state : 

(a) the help rendered by Government to 
the dependents of Jawans of B.S.F. who died 
or were injured during the recent war with

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

F. H MOHSIN) : (a) The families of B.S.F. 
Jawans who died or were injured during the 
recent war were given help i^i the following 
manner ;— 

(i) Pension for a period of 7 years at the 
rate of 2/Jrds of the basic pay last 
drawn by the deceased ; thereafter 
pension at the rate of IJ times of the 
existing entitlemmt, subject to the 
maximum of 2/3rds of the basic pay 
last drawn by the deceased. In the 
case of motherless children, pension 
is allowed at the rate of 1.J times the 
existing entitlements .subject to the 
maximum of 2/3rds of the basic pay 
last drawn. Regarding disabled 
B.S F. jawans, pension is admissible 
at the rate of the Sty'/o over the exis¬ 
ting entitlement (i.e. 50% over the 
injury pension and invalid pension, 
if any), subject to a maximum of 
2/3rds of the basic pay last drawn. 
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(ii) Families of the B.S.F. jawans killed 
are also entitled to a gratuity equal to 
8 months pay, in addition to the 
death-cum-retirement gratuity, as 
admissible under the normal rules. 

(iii) Besides, from the B.SF. Benevolent 
Fund raised from contributions from 
Government, members of the force 
etc. and administered by the Force 
themselves, a lump-sum grant of 
Rs. 5,000/ — and special family allow¬ 
ance at the rate of Rs. 150/— per 
month for a period of ten years, is 
allowed to the families of the B.S.F. 
jawans killed in action. 

(iv) B.S F. jawans injured arc given free 
medical facilities and the period of 
hospitalisation is treated as duty for 
which full pay and allowances are 
drawn during that period. 

(b) On the anology of the orders issued 
by the Ministry of Defence, regarding libera¬ 
lised pensionary awards for war widows and 
war disabled servicemen, the question of 
grant of similar awards in the case of civi¬ 
lian government servants including the B.S.F. 
personnel who were killed or disabled by 
enemy action is under the active consideration 
of the Govern- ment of India. 

Government have also decided that two 
members each of the family of the B.S F. 
personnel killed in action may be appointed, 
without registration at the Employment Ex¬ 
change, to class III/IV posts filled by direct 
recruitment. For the purpose of this conces¬ 
sion. the members of the families of such 
deceased B.S.F. personnel, would include, be¬ 
sides his widow, his sons/daughters/near rela¬ 
tions who agree to support his (the deceased’s) 
family. 

As regards facilities for the education of 
the B.S.F. personnel killed or disabled/injured, 
the Government have already prepared a 
scheme for granting the following concessions 
to the children of the armed forces personnel 
and para-military forces, killed or disabled in 
the recent hostilities : — 

(i) complete exemption from tuition and 
other fees levied by the educational 
institutions concerned ; 

(ii) Grant (o meet hostel charges in full 


for those studying in boarding schools, 
and colleges ; 

(iii) Full cost of books and stationery ; 
and 

(iv) Full cost of uniform, where this is 
necessary. 

# 

The above concessions would be available 
up to and inclusive of the first degree course. 
However, if any entitled children are already 
studing in a post-graduate course, the conces¬ 
sions would be admissible in respect of post¬ 
graduate courses also.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

F. H. MOHSIN) : (a) Yes. 

(b) and (c). From time to lime it has been 
suggested to the Government that the Union 
Territory of Delhi should be made a State. 
Delhi had been specially carved out from the 
adjoining provinces into a separate adminis¬ 
trative unit under the direct Central adminis¬ 
tration to serve as the capital of the country.

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CALLING ATTENTION TO MATTER 
OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPORTANCE 

Situation arising out op lack of sale 

OF COTTON in GuJARAT AND SOME 
OTHER States due to imposition 
OF CERTAIN CONTROLS 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA (Bhavnagar) : Sir, 
1 call the attention of the Minister of Foreign 
Trade to the following mattei of urgent public 
importance and request that he may make a 
statement thereon :— 

‘The situation arising out of the reported 
lacK of sale of cotton in Gujarat and some 
other States due to the imposition of stock 
credit and contract controls.’ 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
The Minister's attention has been called, but 
where is the Minister ? 

MR. SPEAKER : The time for taking 
up the calling-attention motion is 12 O’clock, 
but because we have finished the questions a 
little earlier. {Interruption) 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : You 
must adjourn the House. 

AN HON. MEMBER The hon. 
Minister is here. 

MR. SPEAKER : He is very much 
there. 

SHRI PILOO MODY He is physically 
here, not very much there. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FOREIGN TRADE (SHRI 
A. C. GEORGE) : Mr. Speaker, Sir, cotton 
prices reached their peak levels in January, 
1971 as result of a short crop of 53 lakh bales. 
Due to the acute shortage of cotton the 
annual production of both cloth and yarn 
was the lowest in 20 years. Our exports 
were adversely affected. Government took 
certain measures to arrest the rising trends, 
The high price level was maintained till 
September, 1971. Hoo’ble Members will 
appreciate that this position could not be 
allowed to continue. Our initial estimate 


of the current year 1971-72 crop was 55 lakh 
bales. As a result of favourable weather 
conditions in most of the cotton growing 
areas excluding Maharashtra the production 
will be around 59 lakh bales. It cannot, 
therefore, be expected that the unprecedented 
levels which prevailed during the last season 
can be sustained during the current season. 
The prices have been declining since the last 
two months with the increased arrivals of 
cotton from Gujrat, Mysore and Punjab. 
The present prices compare well with the 
prices ruling in 1969/70 which was a normal 
year. 

Some adjustments in the credit curbs 
were made before the bulk arrival of new 
crop. Due to increased arrivals in the 
market, these adjustments have proved to be 
inadequate. Consequently the volume of 
purchases could not be increased to levels 
which can produce a stabilizing effect. 

The Government has been watching closely 
the situation The programme of import of 
foreign cotton has been curtailed by about 
2.5 lakh bales. 

In this context, I am happy to announce 
that the present stock limits have been uni- 
foimally increased by one month in respect of 
all the mills in the country. It can be 
normally presumed that this will work out to 
additional purchase possibilities of nearly five 
lakh bales. This, I am sure, the House will 
agree, will go a long way in stabilizing the 
prices. 

The Cotton Corporation has already 
opened a large number of purchase Centres in 
various States and have already purchased 
more than 40,000 bales. Purchases in larger 
volume are continuing. 

In order that the growers may be given 
higher prices to act as incentive to grow more 
cotton next year, the Government has further 
under consideration several measures, some of 
which are :— 

(a) Securing suitable relaxation in credit 
restriction ; 

m 

(b) extending period of delivery in res¬ 
pect of non-transferable specific 
delivery contracts. 
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I assure the House that the Government 
is constantly keeping a watch on the situation 
and proper remedial steps will be taken 
shortly to protect the interest of the growers. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : Sir. I carefully 
heard the statement made by the hon. 
Minister. But 1 do not find adequate 
measures taken by the Government which 
will tide over the serious economic crisis that 
is being faced by thousands of cotton growers 
in tlie country, specially, in the States of 
Gujarat, Maharashtra and Punjab. This 
House should take note that our agriculturists, 
tillers and growers have made ceaseless effort 
to take this country to self-sufficiency in the 
matter of foodgrains and cash crops. Un¬ 
fortunately, for want of timely action on the 
part of the Government, the farmers and 
peasants who take the country towards self- 
reliance have to face great hardships and a 
serious economic crisis. This has happened 
with the growers of cotton and a serious 
situation has arisen particularly in the States 
of Maharashtra, Gujarat and Punjab. 

The cotton production of last yci.r, 1971, 
was of the order of 53 lakh bales while this 
time, it has gone uplo the order of 66 lakh 
bales. It is very surprising that the price of 
cotton has gone down and in the last few 
months it has shown a steep fall in the cotton 
price. This has resulted in huge accumulation 
of stocks with cotton growers. The price 
has gone down by nearly Rs. 800 to Rs. ICOO 
per khandi, i.e., 10 pakka maund.s, in the 
State of Gujarat ; elsewheie also the position 
is th.e same. This has affected our cotton 
growers and their economy very adversely. 

I would request the Government to take note 
of this situation.

There is ample stock with the growers in 
Gujarat, Maharashtra and Punjab, but there 
are no buyers for this cotton. In Gujarat 
the crop this year is estimated to be of the 
order of 24 lakhs of bales. Out of this, 
15 lakhs of bales have already come into 
ginneries. But the total sale upto now is 
only of the order of 9 lakh bales. Six lakhs 
of bales of growers are lying with the gin¬ 
neries. It means that nearly nine lakhs of 
bales are yet to come into the market. It 
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means that a total of IS lakhs of bales are 
likely to remain unsold. I can well under¬ 
stand why this situab'on has arisen. It seems 
to me that it is only because of stringent 
restrictions on stock and credit facilities. . 

At present there are restrictions on stock. 
I do not know how the Minister has announ¬ 
ced that they are liberalising the restrictions 
on stock. You should lift all the restric¬ 
tions ; otherwise, there will no buyers for 
cotton. 

In the same way, there are restriction on 
credit facilities. The commeicial banks and 
cooperative banks ask for a margin of 50 per 
cent for the first quarter of the year, i e., 
fiom January to April, and 70 per .cent for 
the second quarter. This has made it im¬ 
possible for the cooperative societies and trade 
channels to buy the cotton. There is also 
control over forward sales. 

I can well understand that, in the case of 
acute shortage of cotton in the country, 
checks and counter-chcck measures are neces¬ 
sary because these measures will help the 
general economy... . 

MR. SPEAKER ; The hon Member 
may please ask his question. 

SHRI P M. MEHTA : Yes, Sir ; I am 
coming to that. 

But when there is ample production and 
stock in th*; market, these restrictions should 
be removed. 

With your permission Sir, I would point 
out one more thing and then ask my question. 

Yesterday, my hon. friend, Shri Indrajit 
Gupta, has stated during the course of his 
speech on general debate on the Budget that 
the consumer in this country pays 30 per cent 
high on the stamped rates. So, neither the 
growers are benefited, nor the consumers are 
benefited. I do not know who is benefiled 
by the present policy of the Government. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Ministers. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : The Cotton Cor- 
poration of India is constituted to come into 
the market at the appropriate time, but the 
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Cotton Corporation of India has failed to 
do so ; it is hesitating and is shy to enter into 
the market. It has purchased hardly 1000 
bales of cotton in the State of Gujarat. If 
the buffer stock is not lifted this time, it is 
very likely that the cotton growers will switch 
over to other crops which will ultimately result 
in shortage in the production of cotton next 
year. When will the Government take 
concrete steps to protect the interests of the 
cotton-growers ? When will the Government 
notify the supporting prices, and do the 
Government have any long-term and short¬ 
term schemes to stabilise the cotton prices as 
well as the cloth prices in the interests of the 
growers and the consumers ? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The hon. Member 
has raised many points which are quite 
relevant to the situation prevailing and he has 
made one or two questions also. 

I would like to answer him from the last 
point which he raised, namely, about the 
situation prevailing in Gujarat He has a 
feeling that the Cotton Corporation which is 
ultimately meant to benefit the small growers 
in our country h.as not acted promfiy, quickly 
or in an cITicient manner. I may humbly 
submit that his figures are not uptodate. The 
Cotton Corporation has already purchased 
from Gujarat alone 3900 bales upto yesterday 
and immediately we arc purchasing 20,000 
bales more from Gujarat alone. So far the 
Cotton Corporation operating on the 
indigenous cotton, has invested more 
than Rs. 4.82 crores at the market 
prices As a commercial carporation, 
you can imagine it is too much of a risk . If 
prices fall, the Colton Corporation, being a 
commercial corporation, will be faced with a 
situation of facing a huge loss. So, I may 
differ with the hon. Member when he makes a 
statement that the Cotton Corporation has 
not moved in or is not efficient. It may be 
made out that its operations are not upto the 
mark or it may not be efficient but I may 
inform the hon. Member that as early as 
December itself, the Cotton Corporation 
stepped into the market and has made large 
purchases. Further, I would like to point out at 
this juncture, and I thought that the hon. 
Member was listening carefully to the statement 
made that we have already announced that 
stock restrictions are being relaxed and by 
relaxation of the stock restriction by one 
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month—the average consumption in our mills 
all over the country is near about 5 lakhs 
bales—naturally, there will be an immediate 
buoyancy in the market to the tune of 5 lakh 
bales. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Not necessarily. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Not necessarily, 
if you are not availing of the credit facilities. 
We are definitely taking note of that situation. 
We are taking up with the commercial banks 
to move in quickly so that this relaxation will 
be synchronised with the credit facilities also. 

Then the Member was making a point 
that the prices have crashed. 1 will definitely 
agree with him that the prices arc lower than 
last year. But last year was an unusual year. 
It is true our farmers got a high price during 
last year, but I made out in the statement 
itself that the prevailing price is well compared 
with the normal year. I will read out : 

In 1969-70 which wc can consider to be a 
normal year, the price of Digvijay was Rs, 
2069 per candy. L-147—Rs.l900, Kalyan — 
Rs 1830, Khandesh—Rs. 1734 and Bengal 
Deshi- Rs. 1221. The prices as on I5th March 
1972 for the same items are ; Digvijay — 
Rs. 2396, that is, at least Rs. 300 more than 
1969-70. For L-147—Rs. 2175, which is at 
least Rs. 175 more than in 1969-70. Then, for 
Kalyan—Rs. 1700, That also compares well. 
For Khandesh, it is at least Rs. 13 more 
since the prevailing price is Rs. 1750 In 
Bengal Deshi it was Rs. 1243, at least Rs. 22 
more than the price of \9&)-10..\Interrup~ 
tions) But, even then, I do concede that these 
prices arc lower than last year’s. But last year 
was an unusual year and the price which we 
can normally compare is of 1969-70. I am not 
sure whether the Member is correctly informed 
when he was putting up an estimate of 66 
lakh bales. Even the most optimistic estimate 
of this year’s indigenous production is only 
62 lakh bales and we presume that it may be 
59.5 or 60 lakh bales. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : This will 
include the carry-over. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : I am prepared to 
give you that figure also. ^ 

The carry-over figure from last year was 
11.56 lakh bales. 
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SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : You add 
that to the production. 

SHRI A.C. GEORGE : Let me continue. 
Foreign cotton was 4.25 lakh bales and the 
total we had was 15.81 lakh bales. This is 
what happens in every industry which is 
running on such a big scale, and this cannot 
be stopped. This is bound to be there. Next 
year we will have a carry-over to the tunc of 
19 lakh bales. This is a normal industrial 
operation and there is nothing alarming 
about it. 

Before I conclude, I would like to take up 
the question raised by the hon. Member, 
and here and now I want to congratulate our 
farmers who accepted the challenge of the 
nation. They listened to the clarion call for 
more production and they definitely reached 
self-sufficiency level, but this is something 
which can happen when the production is 
going up. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : He has conveniently 
forgotten the high cost of production. 

MR. SPEAKER ; Mr. Piloo MoJy, your 
Call Attention Notice came after the time 
fixed. But I allowed it as an exception because 
there were not many names. Kindly don’t do 
it in future. It must come in time whenever 
you send it. 

SHRI PILOO MODY t On behalf of the 
messenger who carried it to you I apologise to 
the House. 

MR. SPEAKER ; I beg your pardon. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : I said, on behalf 
of the messenger who errried it to your office, 
1 apologise to the House, and I would take 
this opportunity of thanking you for having 
allowed me to have my say on this important 
subject. Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER In future you kindly 
stick to the time. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : This particular 
C’all Attention, I don’t think, fulf-justicc to the 
problem of cotton. It is very necessary that 
in a very staple fibre, a staple commodity like 
cotton, stable price should prevail from year to 
year bearing in mind the fluctuations due to 
increase or decrease in crop. Credit facilities 


available through trade channels have been 
clamped down in such a fashion that a situa¬ 
tion developed and the Government rushed 
in, imposing certain controls of credit such as 
they did last year, which was necessary last 
year, in view of the crop and the high prices 
prevailing. But the Government has known 
for some time now. Sir, that the production 
of cotton this year is going to be abundant 
and therefore early steps should have been 
taken to relieve the credit control so that 
normal market operations could have taken 
place. When one secs the statement presented 
by the Minister, one would say, sitting in 
Delhi, yes, everything is fine with regard to 
cotton. It is such a reasonable statement 
except for point No. 5, which is somewhat 
deceptive. One would im.iginc tli^t things 
were going on very well. But when you go 
down into the cotton growing areas and talk 
to the farmers, you realise what a monumental 
problem has been created. Take point No. 5 
to begin with. To begin with, it says, “The 
Cotton Corporation has already opened large 
number of purchase centres." One would ima¬ 
gine that the Government officials of the Cotton 
Corporation go to every field and purchase 
cotton. The fact of the matter is that since 
the 6th of December, since these 4 months, 
they have purchased 40,000 bales. 40,000 
bales arc purchased on the telephone from a 
khokha in Parliament .Street and he talks 
about large number of centres having been 
opened, which is only to misguide us because 
40,000 bales is nothing. If he h-ad held some¬ 
thing like 5 lakh or 10 lakh bales I would have 
understood his concern about credit facilities. 
When a trader complains about credit facili¬ 
ties, Government turn a deaf car to him, be¬ 
cause of Shri Indrajit Gupta and the criticism 
that he makes. But the Government them¬ 
selves are now feeling the pinch of credit 
facilities and find that without credit facilities 
they cannot buy the cotton. The statement 
says that, 

“We have advanced Rs. 4 crores to the 
Cotton Corporation.” 

But what good is Rs 4 crores ? If only they 
would have advanced Rs 4 crores to the trade, 
they would have been able to purchase Rs. 12 
lakhs worth of cotton. .So, they have this 
sort of rigmarole going on. 

Further, the hon. Minister says in th? 
Statement ; 
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“In this context, I am happy to announce 

that the present stock limits have been 

uniformly increased by one month.” 

But why now ? Why not when it was neces¬ 
sary a couple of months ago ? 

Then, Government talk of floor prices. 
The floor prices that have been fixed by 
Government have been about half the prevailing 
market prices, what is the earthly meaning 
of floor prices then ? The floor price is suppos¬ 
ed to be a subsistence return on the invest¬ 
ment made. But subsistence return is no 
substitute for an economic or remunerative 
return. 

The hon. Minister talks of prices and 
compares them with the prices in March and 
the present prevailing prices. Apart from 
the fact that his figures, for a change, were 
correct, why does he not compare the figures 
in January, 1971 with the figures that are pre¬ 
valent today ? If he does so, he would find that 
all the figures are about 50 per cent or 60 per 
cent or 70 per cent of the prices that prevailed 
in January, 1971. Government must realise in 
other words that it was the prices prevalent in 
January, 1971 whicli made it so profitable for 
(he growers to grow this cotton that he has 
today been presented with a bumper crop. 

As I said on an earlier occasion, this 
Government is incapable of a mentality of 
abundance. As soon as there is abundance 
of any commodity, they lose nerve, they dither 
and they never want to enjoy it; on the other 
hand, they want to have shortages only be¬ 
cause then they can twist and turn and screw 
the citizen in a manner in which they can make 
the maximum money out of it. Here, you 
have an abundant crop of cotton, and it has 
become a problem for them. 

Who are the people whom I want to help ? 

I want to help primarily the grower and 
ultimately the consumer. Everybody in between 
is irrelevant. For helping the grower and 
ultimately the consumer, Government have to 
frame a policy based on stable prices. There¬ 
fore, I recommend to Government if they 
want to do anything, that they should imme¬ 
diately bring relief to these people. The first 
jhing that they have to do is to make the 
Cotton Corporation buy on a massive scale, 


not 40,000 bales, but S lakhs bales or 10 lakh 
bales. It is quite obvious that neither the 
Government are enquipped nor does the Cotton 
Corporation have the expertise ; if I were to 
sell them wool instead of cotton, they would 
buy that wool also ; as a matter of fact, it is 
not difficult to pull wool over their eyes. This 
is the condition of the Cotton Corporation. 
Therefore, I suggest that Government should 
make use of whichever traders are available, 
particularly the large and reputable traders and 
appoint them as their agents to purchase 
cotton on their behalf so that they will make 
a good deal out of it and supply it to the con¬ 
sumers al.so. 

Since I have to end by asking a question — 
actually I have been giving advice to them so 
far—I would like to ask whether they are going 
to do what I have advised them to do. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The hon. Mem¬ 
ber has presented a picture of gloom and the 
impression was created that while 60 lakh 
bales of cotton were available in the country 
as indigenous production, it was only the 
Cotton Corporation which was in the market 
to buy that cotton. That is a fundamental 
fallacy. The Cotton Corporation as a com¬ 
mercial corporation in the public sector 
stepped into the field only for stabilising the 
prices. It is a question of simple arithmetic. 

1 do concede that when 60 lakh bales of cotton 
are available, it is not enough if a commercial 
corporation purchases only 40,000 bales. But 
you must remember that the normal trading 
operation is also there. The public sector is 
moving in only to boost it and stabilise it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : With that small quantity of pur¬ 
chase. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : We have only 
started. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : The remedy for 
pneumonia is a pill, asprin ! 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : An agricultural 
crop estimate was made in the early part of 
the year. Subsequently, depending on so 
many factors like climatic conditions, monsoon, 
etc. the crop slituation improved. I made out 
in the beginning itself that we were expecting 
only a production of 55 lakh bales. Subse- 
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quently, weather conditions which are normally Again I assure you that we are quite aware 
beyond our control were more favourable... of the prevailing situation and every measure 

will be taken to see that the dilCculties of the 
SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI (Shaja- farmers are overcome to a great extent, 
pur) : That is a good thing, of course. _ 


SHRI PILOO MODY : He is complaining 
now that the weather was favourable to us ! 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : Not that. I 
am happy about it. The only thing was that 
we did not know that it would be so good as 
the elections. Now we are estimating the 
crop which is much better than what we 
thought of earlier. Assuming a crop of 55 
lakhs, we asked the Cotton Corporation to 
move in. Of course, if the situation so war¬ 
rants, we can move in in a massive way. 
Nobody prevents that. When the hon, mem¬ 
ber was referring to 40.000 bales, he said it 
was a paltry thing. In the beginning itself, I 
told the House that we have already invested 
Rs. 4.92 crores. So you can imagine how 
much money will have to be shelled out if a 
public sector corporation like the CCI is to 
purchase a lakh of bales. 

SHRI PILOO MODY Twenty times 
what you have already spent. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE : The hon. mem¬ 
ber was again referring to the price of January 
1971. At the beginning itself, I said that the 
1971 January price was high. The normal 
comparable prices arc those prevailing in 
1969-70, Those were the figures which I 
quoted. There was no confusion there. The 
price of 1970-71 was extraordinarily high. This 
cannot be compared with the price of a normal 
year. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA : He forgets that 
the cost of production has also gone high. 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE ; Government are 
aware of the situation. As was explained 
earlier, we have already relaxed the stock 
limits. We will give more credit facilities. 
More purchase points will be opened. Already 
there are more than 41 of them. In an ope¬ 
ration of this type, I do not think that even 
the hon. member expects that we will be open¬ 
ing a purchase centre in every field. We are 
putting up centres in market places, wherever 
it is considered vital from the commercial 
point of view.

GENERAL BUDGET 1972-73— 
GENERAL DISCUSSION 
Contd, 

MR. SPEAKER : We will resume the 
general discussion on the general budget. 
Nobody on his legs—well, Shrimati Sheila 

Kaul. 

SHRIMATI SHEILA KAUL (Lucknow) : 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, the budget presented by the 
hon. Finance Minister has generally been 
welcomed by all sections of the house. Under 
the circumstances through which the country 
had to pass, I do not think we could have got 
a more balanced budget than what has been 
presented. 

True, the present budget was not the first 
which came after the last annual budget. The 
House had to consider the sanctioning of a 
stiff dose of taxes in the supplementary budget 
that was presented in the mid-year in the 
wake of the economic difficulties which came 
about due to the influx of the refugees from 
our neighbouring country of Bangla Desh. 

The bon. Finance Minister had stated in 
ii^house while presenting the budget that he 
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did not foresee any appreciable increase in the 
prices. In fact, if I am not wrong, he did 
not foresee any increase, as according to him, 
the new taxation proposed was not likely to 
affect the general price index. 

I would not like to dwell too much on 
many of the taxed commodities. I would 
only take up three items—steel, aluminium 
and lottery tickets. Steel and aluminium are 
basic materials for the economic development 
in our country. Even a marginal increase in 
the steel price has a reverberating effect on all 
aspects of the industry. In foreign countries, 
raw iron and steel arc taxed only after great 
consideration, and I hope when the hon. 
Finance Minister considered this proposal, he 
must have given his full attention before 
announcing it in the House. 

The House has already learnt that the 
railway budget will be showing a marginal 
surplus. I am afraid this may not be the 
ultimate position because of the proposed tax 
on steel. The railways are the main consu¬ 
mers of steel produced in the country and they 
will be affected directly due to the present tax 
proposed. The marginal surplus shown in 
their budget would be of no comfort to the 
railways in the very near future, and I feel 
that ultimately the railway will continue to 
show financially itself in the red. What we 
can expect again in the next annual budget 
is another tax from the railway to offset this 
deficit which would come around on the 
railway users and especially on the passengers. 

Steel is now coming more into use in the 
building activities that are flourishing in the 
country. The Government on the one hand 
has been seeking schemes for lowcost housing 
projects, and at the same time, developing a 
system which will make low cost housing 
nearly impossible. The tax on steel is going 
to rebound on the ordinary man who has been 
dreaming of building a small house for him¬ 
self. I feel some sort of safeguard must 
come around for the small builder who is not 
out to make profit but simply wants to build 
his house to live in. Even those who con¬ 
template sharing their houses must also con¬ 
template now on increasing the rents. Rents 
of all houses are directly based on the expen¬ 
diture involved in building the premises. The 
house holder will now seek an upward revision 
of rents which will adversely affect those who 
do not have a proper roof of their own. The 
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salaried servant in places like Delhi will be 
the ultimate sufferer, who has not been provi¬ 
ded with adequate relief by way of house-rent 
from Government. In fact I feel that the 
time has come when the ordinary Government 
servant’s fate due to the effect of taxation 
policy rc(|uircs a study. There ought to be 
compensatory relief in house rent for Govern¬ 
ment servants to offset the effect when there 
is an upward revision noticed in the house 
rent market. 

The tax on steel products will effect gene¬ 
rally all electrical goods using steel compo¬ 
nents I also foresee not in the distant 
future, once again prices of indigenously pro¬ 
duced motor vehicles shooting up. The small 
car project may ultimately become too expen¬ 
sive for a common man who has been seeing 
this exercise being repeatedly under study 
for the last fificen years and every time a new 
cost and a higher one at that, is being made 
known for single units of the proposed small 
car The tax on aluminium will likewise 
hit in some places where it is least expected 
to. Copper has already been replaced by alu¬ 
minium in the Indian house-holds and the 
ordinary housewife will certainly not have 
many pleasing things to say for the hon 
Finance Minister. 

But what may also be noticed is perhaps 
the increase in the price of medicines which 
are packed in aluminium foil. As I can recall 
aluminium foil packings are now being con¬ 
sidered the safest and the surest way of 
ensuring the quality of the medicines. Pro¬ 
gressive pharmaceutical firms in the country 
have switched aver to packing their medicines 
in aluminium foil containers. Unless the 
Government insists that the pharmaceutical 
firms using aluminium foils for the package 
for their products and not increase the price 
of their products, it can be expected that some 
of the popular medicines which may other¬ 
wise be removing headache but packed 
in aluminium foil may become the source of 
headache when the common man realises that 
he has to pay more for them in the market. 

I hope that some thought would be given to 
this aspect also. 

The budget has proposed a tax on prizes 
and lotteries. The Wanchoo committee has 
also recommended the same and I welcome 
the suggestion. From knowledgeable sources, 

1 gather that most of the winners of the 


lottery tickets and especially the first prize 
winners have been poor people. It is not so 
in the case of cross-word puzzels where it has 
come to light that this game has become a 
source of corruption and a venue for surfacing 
black money. The lottery has yet proved 
to be beyond the influence of black money. 
I, therefore, suggest that when we agree to 
tax the winning by 30 per cent in the case 
of cross-world puzzels, a lower slab of tax of, 
say, about 15 per cent, may be considered for 
wins on lottery tickets. 

The tax on kerosene oil will extinguish the 
light of the poor man's huts in the villages 
which have hardly any amenities. Kerosene 
should be left alone. There are schemes to 
provide Harijans with lands but defective 
rules come in the way of their implementation. 
Funds for nutrition schemes have been raised 
and this is a step forward. The Opposition 
were expecting a budget that would fall heavy 
on the common people but it has been care¬ 
fully steered for which the Finance Minister 
should be congratulated. 

SHRI SURFNDRA MOHANTY 
(Kendrapara) : Rising to speak on this 
chauvinistie budget, I cannot help avoid a 
reaction, that it is full of sound and fury 
which unfortunately signify nothing. Yester¬ 
day an hon. Member characterised the budget 
as a budget of confidence I wish it were so. 
But scanning through the budget proposals and 
the budget speech, it appears to me as a 
budget of betrayal, of blighted hopes and 
a budget of broken assurancce.s. Only in a 
euphoric mood we can equate betrayal with 
success. 1 have no quarrel with them. But 
my submission to the hon. Finance Minister 
is to remind him of his earlier assurances in 
the budget speech last year and to compare 
his performance as indicated in the budget 
presented this year. He will conclude for 
himself that the budget which he has presented 
docs not hold any enduring assurance of 
growth and progress which are the iine quanon 
for garibi hatao and Socialism, it is a budget 
of stagnation and decadence. * 

AN HON. MEMBER : Of the left or 
right ? 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY ; 
Both. We gloat over what we have 
achieved in Bangla Desh. I concede that 
every Indian should be genuinely proud of 
it. Our role in Bangla Desh has brought 
I ndia to the summit. It is also true. But

the fact should not be ignored that wc are 
getting poorer day by day, year by year and 
budget by budget. 

The Fourth Plan envisaged an increase in 
national income at an average annual com¬ 
pound rate of growth of 5.6 per cent. What are 
the achievements ? In 1969-70, it was 5.3 per 
cent ; in 1970-71 the growth rate was 4.8 per 
cent and I am sure that in 1971-72 it is going 
to be much lower. From this it could be 
easily inferred that as years proceed, as 
the mandates which the ruling party receives 
gets more massive and the political power gets 
more stabilised, the poorer becomes this 
country and slower becomes its rate of 
growth. I wish the hon. Minister could ofler 
some explanation for this strange phenomenon. 
This certainly calls for a major step up in the 
tempo of developmental expenditure. 

The hon. Finance Minister takes credit 
that in this ycai’s budget he is investing an 
amount of Rs. 1780 crores but this has to be 
juxtaposed against the sluggishness in 
projected investment during the first 
two years of the plan. The budgetary provi¬ 
sion for the centrally sponsored plan schemes 
during the first two years lagged far behind. 
The increase of Rs. 332 crores in the budget 
of this year which is nearly one-fourth of the 
entire plan investment is certainly the shar¬ 
pest step-up, in the words of the Finance 
Minister but he should not forget that it is 
only a compensation for the negligence of the 
Centre in directing investments according to 
the prescribed targets during the first two 
years of the Fourth Plan. Even the Economic 
Survey mentions on page 9 : 

“The public outlay under the Plan, 
particulary the out lay in the Central 
sector had been lagging behind the pres¬ 
cribed targets during the first two years 
of the Plan.” 

Therefore, the increase of Rs. 332 crores in 
the Plan expenditure for this year should not 
be taken credit of as a major step-up; on 
the other hand it is compensation for negli¬ 
gence which the Centre has indicted on the 
implementation of the Fourth Plan. Even this 
step up will be meaningless unless the price is 
stabilised. The Minister last year had given an 
asrarance in his budget speech. He said :

' The drive for a faster rate of growth in 
this sense, therefore, blends with the 
parallel goal of achieving price stability." 

In all humility I ask him whether he has 
been able to arrest the rising prices, which is 
the real test of a socialist economy. The average 
consumer price index rose in 1969-70 by 1.4 
per cent. After the ruling party got Its massive 
mandate fiom the electorate, in 1970-71, it 
rose by 5.5 per cent. In 1971-72, I am sure it 
has not registered any significant decrease. In 
the case of foodgrains, it still remains very 
high It rose by 3.6 per cent in 1969-70. Since 
then, it might have declined by about 1 per 
cent, but how can he reconcile on the one 
hand this bumper tiop of foodgrains and the 
rise in prices on the other ? Therefore I said it 
is a budget of betrayal, because the Govern¬ 
ment have failed to implement the assurance 
which the Minister had given last year on the 
floor of this House to check the spiralling 
prices in a substantial measure. 

Why is the price increasing ? Various 
explanations have been ofi’ered. But one’fact 
is being ignored, viz , the alarming amount of 
deficit financing in which the Government 
has indulged and the increase in money 
supply due to an erroneous implementation of 
the socialist orientation of the bank 
nationalisation programme. That is one reason 
why today wc are confronted with this 
fantastic rise in prices notwithstanding rise in 
production. Due to substantial net bank 
lending to the commercial sector, money 
supply increased by 10.5 per cent in 1969-70 
and by 12 per cent in 1970-71. And, the Mid¬ 
term Appraisal of the fourth plan bewails that 
these increases are much larger than the 
growth of national income in real terms. 
Though the Finance Minister has 
thrown a veil of sccracy on this 
aspect in his budget speech, the Mid-terra 
Appraisal of the fourth plan at page 39 
mentions that the money-supply is much 
larger than the growth of national income in 
real terms. Therefore, this budgetary increase 
for the fourth plan is illusory. In real terras, 
perhaps we are lagging behind instead of 
stepping up investment. The degree of 
the supply and demand balance over prices 
stabilisation is lacking due to the faulty 
policies of the Government of India. 

The Finance Minister in his budget speech 
has assured that it should be possible to end 
the current fiscal year with the general price 
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level generally stable. I would examine this 
assurance in the light of our actual experience. 
We find four factors are operating for 
increasing the price, namely, (a) manipu¬ 
lation of market py unscrupulous traders ; 

(b) slackening of production and idle 
capacity in steel and fertiliser industries ; 

(c) credit policy in favour of the commercial 
sector and (d) deficit financing. According 
to me, these are the four oontributory factors 
to the spiralling prices, over which there can 
be control. The minister says that towards 
the end of the current fiscal year, he would be 
able to stabilise the price. May I ask ; How can 
he stop the operation of the forces on the 
market unless some very stringent measures 
are taken at other levels by other ministiies ? 
Sugar had been decontrolled. Cement has 
been decontrolled ; newsprint and printing 
papers have been decontrolled. What are the 
prices of these commodities obtaining today ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : For cement de-control they have 
collected Rs. 50 lakhs from CACO, Cement 
Allocation and Coordination Committee. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: 
While there is slackening of production, while 
the capacity is lying idle, wc arc gloating over 
our public sector in the name of socialism. 
While a substantial measure of installed 
capacity is lying idle even in the 
public sector industries, how could the 
hon. Minister assure us that the production 
would be stepped up ? 

Then, the credit policy of the nationalised 
banks and the LIC is operated more in favour 
of the commercial houses of the big business 
magnates and the monopoly capitalists whom 
you profess to curb, than the rural 
sector, and also in the small scale sector. 

Lastly, what is the order of deficit financing 
today ? In the Fourth Plan we had estimated 
the total quantum of deficit financing to be of 
the order of Rs. 850 crorcs. Today it is of the 
order of Rs. 1,121 crorcs including the 
portion of the States, which is 40 per cent 
higher than the estimated deficit financing 
for the entire Fourth Plan period. Therefore, 
to sum up, these four contributory factors 
which are accelerating the rise in prices conti¬ 
nue unabated and the prices also go on increas¬ 
ing, which eventually will frustrate all the 
stepping up of the investments that we have 
made in the budget of this yeat. 


The withdrawal of deduction of 5 per cent 
for priority industries and 2.5 per cent sur¬ 
charge on corporation taxes has been considered 
enough to eulogise this budget as a socialist 
budget. But we have to juxtapose this 
relief against the levies that have been imposed 
on fertilizer and kerosene. We find on the 
one hand the corporate sector, the private 
sector welcoming the budget of the hon. 
Finance Minister whereas professed socialists 
are bewailing over the impost on for kerosene 
and fertilizer As the Financial Correspondent 
of the Statesman reported on 4th March : 

“Market men did not take a serious note 
of the additional burden on the corporate 
sector because it was not likely to make a 
material change on the profitabilify of the 
companies. Nor were the indirect taxes 
considered to be much relevant from the 
investor’s point of view.” 

This is what the private sector has to comment 
on the socialist budget that the finance Minister 
has presented. They heave a sigh of relief that 
the socialist government in the Centre has 
given them a fax holiday. In that context, 
may I ask one question ? What is the justi¬ 
fication for this proposed levy on kerosene 
and fertilizer ? Fertilizer is not an end 
product. The peasant uses fertilizer for 
creating more wealth, for growing more crops, 
on which of course you can levy any reasonable 
tax in the agricultural sector. But here you are 
taxing the very means of production, namely, 
fertilizer. After raising Rs. 683 crorcs during 
the last three years I thought you would 
have some consideration for the rural sector 
and would not tax them on items like kerosene 
and fertilizer. 

Last year the slogan which the hon. 
Finance Minister gave was social justice. This 
year the emphasis has changed and this year’s 
slogan is arthik swaraJ. But what happened 
to the much-flaunted social justice ? I 
would like to give the break-up here of his 
assurances and their implementation. 

Last year Rs. 50 crores had been allocated 
for rural employment. How much have we 
spent out of that paltry sum of Rs. 50 crorcs ? 
Proposals worth only Rs. 3 crores have been 
executed so far. Last year, as a sop to the 
electorate, Rs. 50 crores had been sanctioned 
for providing employment to the teeming 
unemployed in this country. The hon. Finance 
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Minister was feeling very proud about it. He 
was not chary of any assurance to any extent. 
"These are going to be implemented and a 
new era of full or partial employment is going 
to dawn", he said. May 1 ask him in all 
humility, why out of these Rs. 50 crorcs, only 
Rs.3 crores have been spent so far ? 

Secondly, for the small farmers’ develop¬ 
ment agency and the marginal farmers and 
the agricultural labour programme, a sum 
of Rs. 11 crores had been sanctioned since the 
beginning of the Fourth Five-Year Plan, but 
the actual cxpcndit ire so far is of the order 
of Rs. 2.15 crorcs. Similarly, for the rural 
works programme Rs. 23 crores had been 
sanctioned in 1971-72, out of which only Rs. 
9 crorcs would have been spent so far. These 
are his achievements in the sphere of social 
justice. 

Therefore, I said that in the sphere of 
curbing the rise in prices, the Government 
has been a blatant failure and in the sphere 
of social justice its plighted words have all been 
blighted. The hon. Finance Minister says 
that what his Government has been doing is 
gathering momentum—gathering increasing 
momentum so that his assurances, which are 
two years old, could be implemented perhaps 
during the third year ! 

If this is the achievement of a Govern¬ 
ment which boasts of its political stability and 
massiveness of its mandate, we are actually 
at a loss as to which quarter we should look 
to for relief and succour. 

There is another aspect to which I would 
like to invite the atteniion of the hon. Minis¬ 
ter. It is about Central aid to States. Since I 
have come to this Parliament, I have been al¬ 
most annually repeating that the Centre should 
evolve some new formula for the devolution of 
finances to States. Today, we find over¬ 
drafts are on the rampage. They are 
on the increase and it is futile on the part of 
the Finance Minister to say that 
the Centre would not allow any fur¬ 
ther overdrafts. It is simply impractical, 
impossible. The hon. Finance Minister has 
got the Nasik Press at his disposal for deficit 
financing. But what have the State Govern¬ 
ment’s got ? The State Governments cannot go 
and have currency notes printed there, There- 
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fore, willy nilly, the States have to have re¬ 
course to overdrafts. 

I am glad to say that it is only weaker 
States, like Orissa and Assam, which are not 
on the red side. It is States, like Maha¬ 
rashtra, which have taken the maximum ad¬ 
vantage of this overdraft facility. Can you 
deny it ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE '(SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : That is bad 
enough. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY ; But 
we are getting jealous enough. While States 
like Maharashtra arc getting the maximum 
amount of overdrafts. States like Orissa and 
Assam, weaker States, even Andhra, are not 
on the red side. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
Andhra is. 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : UP, 
which the Prime Minister represents, and 
Maharashtra, which is represented by the hon. 
Finance Minister are the States which are 
getting the maximum overdrafts, whereas 
States like Orissa and others are orphans 
But whatever that maybe, yon better write off 
these overdrafts. The States are not in a 
position to clear these over-drafts which they 
have spent on non-Plan expenditure. What 
they have drawn in the shape of over-draffs 
for meeting their emergent and non-Plan ex¬ 
penditure they will never be in a position to 
pay. 

AN HON. MEMBER : What a contradic¬ 
tion ! 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : Theie 
is no contradiction. I am saying that only 
those over-drafts which have been utilised for 
non-Plan expenditure. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
When yau say this is an unhealthy practice of 
having over-drafts, you now ask me to write 
them off ? 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY : I did 
not say to write them off entirely. Such por¬ 
tions of overdrafts which have'been utilised 
for non-Plan expenditure should be written 
off. 
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Only the other day, the Finance Minister 
said that Central loan to the Government of 
Uttar Pradesh alone amounts to Rs. 750 crores 
or Rs. 780 crores. The servicing of these 
loans is much more than the Central aid which 
is flowing to the States annually. If you 
calculate,, you will find that today there is a 
reverse flow of aid. Instead of the aid flowing 
from the Centre to the States, the flow is 
reverse and the aid is coming from the States 
to the Centre in the shape of servicing of the 
loans. Therefore, I plead there should be a 
firm policy about over-drafts. Otherwise, 
richer States like Maharashtra and Uttar 
Pradesh will get increasing amounts of over¬ 
drafts whereas weaker Stales like Orissa and 
Assam will be left high and dry. Such 
portions of over-drafts which have been 
utilised for financing non-PIan expenditure 
at the State level should also be written off. 
These should not go on bloating the accounts 
of the Central expenditure. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur) : Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, at the outset I would like to congratulate 
the hon. Finance Minister for having come 
out with this Budget. 

Many Members in this House and even 
people outside were expecting heavy taxation. 

[ am glad that he has managed with taxation 
measures of only Rs. 185 crores. My friends 
opposite are still critical about it. I would like 
to tell them that if the country wants to deve¬ 
lop and if it wants to progre.ss, wc will have to 
have plans and plans mean money. Where 
from arc wc going to find money ? That is 
why I would like to tell those who criticise 
for each and everything that we have to take 
it in a very honest manner. 

Since yesterday, I have been hearing of 
criticisms for the withdrawal of levy on kero¬ 
sene and aluminium. Last year, he was kind 
enough to withdraw levy on maida. I am 
sure, our Finance Minister who is very consi¬ 
derate and a very kind person will pay heed 
to the request of the hon. Members to with¬ 
draw tax on kerosene. 

At the same time, I am very much dis¬ 
appointed over not finding any radical measure 
in the Budget to bring in socialism. I do 
agree that socialism cannot be ushered in 
overnight. But certainly, it should have spelt 
out some radical measures. For example, in 
our country, we depend mostly on agriculture. 


and the plight of our agriculturists is not 
unknown to people. As far as their financial 
conditions are concerned, our nationalised 
banking service is not able to help them. They 
have got to depend on private borrowings. 
The nationalised banking service cannot reach 
each and every village. Tnerefore, there is a 
large-scale private money-lending going on. 
We cannot ban private money-lending because 
that is an essential evil which has got to conti¬ 
nue in society for sometime to come. I, 
therefore, appeal to the hon. Finance Minister 
to see that some measures are taken.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1)72-73 GENERAL 
DISCUSSION—CoMfJ 

SHRI K. GOPAL : I was talking about 
private money-lending which was pievalent in 
the villages. Wc cannot at this juncture do 
away with private money-lending altogether 
Therefore, I suggest that any transaction which 
is of the value of Rs. 1000 and over should be 
registered. This will not only bring out the 
black money but also we will get income tax 
and wc will also be alleviating the sulTcrings 
of the poor agriculturists. 

Now, I come to the question of ceiling on 
incomes To-day the amount of black money 
that is in circulation is estimated at Rs. 1400 
crores. It may be much more. How are wc 
going to bring it out ? No legislation can 
bring out the black money. Therefore, I 
suggest a ceiling on both the rural and urban 
properties should be there and ceiling on in¬ 
comes should also be there. Those who are 
employed, especially those who are No. 1 either 
in the commercial organizations or in Govern¬ 
ment service, should not get a salary exceeding 
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ten times the lowest paid in that particular 
establishment. This will bring down the 
disparity. 

I am coming to the question of perquisites. 
Last year the Finance Minister said that a 
ceiling on perquisites to the extent of Rs. 1000 
will be there. But do we have any elTcciive 
machinery to assess the perquisities, especially, 
of those who are in commercial ^establish¬ 
ments ? We should have an assessment and I 
suggest that we should have an effective 
machinery to assess the perquisites whether 
enjoyed by the executives in the commercial 
firms or in the Government scvice. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra) : Also by 
the Mini.sters. 

SHRI K. GOPAL : About educational 
concessions which you are giving to the Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Backward Communities, I 
am not against them. I want them to conti¬ 
nue. But, at the same time, a lot of other 
people and other castes are not enjoying any 
concessions Therefore, I wish (hat thc’society 
be divided into two parts—Mental labour and 
manual labour. This is just a suggestion I 
am giving which can be developed. So, any¬ 
body who is economically backward should be 
given concessions. Otherwise, we cannot 
justify ourselves for extending concessions to 
those who are really backward. 

SHRI JYOriRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : Do that in the next Elections for 
getting funds. 

SHRIK. GOPAL : Another thing also. 
The distribution of essential commodities, 
especially foodgrains and other consumer arti¬ 
cles should be nationalised, I say this 
because, 

SHRI PILOO MODY : Should be free. 

SHRI K. GOPAL : The paddy-grower is 
not getting a good price. He gets a lower 
price and the con.sumer also does not enjoy 
the benefit. But those who are in between 
the grower and the consumer enjoy all the 
benefits. That is why I suggest that distribu¬ 
tion of all essential commodities and food- 
grains and other consumer items should be 
nationalised. 

I am coming to monopolies. We have 
been saying that we should discourage mono-

poly. We should not allow monopoly on 
anything, but, at the same time, we find the 
activities of some monopolists are not curbed, 
but, on the other hand, they are allowed to go 
scot-free with whatever they do. They are 
allowed to diversify. Industries like oil, to¬ 
bacco, etc. should be taken into consideration. 

As far as tobacco is concerned, I see the 
tobacco business in the country is in the hands 
of foreign monopolists and they are not able 
to give the consumer what he wants. I say 
this because when we impose the excise duty, 
tobacco has been classified into five divisions, 
the lowest catagory being Rs. 10 and below. 
We have imposed excise duties also but no 
foreign manufacturer is giving cigarette to tlie 
consumer at a fair pi ice. To-day the lowest 
price of a popular brand is somewhere between 
30 and 40 paisc. Certainly, we can give the 
consumer a cigarette which costs 20 to 25 
paisc but the manufacturer is not prci)aied to 
do it. This I know very well because I was 
also connected with the tobacco industry for 
about 15 years and I know what is happening. 

1 would make tliis request to tlie rmanee 
Minister. When he impose excise r'uty, he 
should see to it, that the cigarettes costing 25 
paiso and 29 paise sliould be produced by 
these companies. At least 50 per cent of 
their production should be of this price cate¬ 
gory. 

I come to my part of the country, I'amil- 
nadu. I wish to say something about the 
match industry, which is facing a very grave 
crisis. More than a lakh of workers arc em¬ 
ployed in this industry. Till 1968, they had 
the band-rolling system and physical control 
over the matches. But in 1968, the Govern¬ 
ment decided to remove the band-rolling 
system. According to them, they were im¬ 
porting paper worth about Rs. 80 lakhs. The 
overhead, I understand, came to about Rs. 1 1 
crores. Since 1968 they have done away with 
this band-rolling system. But we find that 
tax evasion is there. I want to make one 
suggestion and it is this. I suggest that cither 
this band-rolling with physical control should 
be brought in or excise duty on veneers and 
splints should be there. The raw material is 
chloride which is consumed in the match indus¬ 
try. They can tax that commodity. This will 
result in avoidance of taxes. 

The small industries are facing closure in 
Tatnilnadu. Unless the Finance Minister 
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comes out with concrete proposals to relieve 
the suffering of the people, more than a lakh 
of workers will be thrown out of employment. 

Finally, Sir, my friend from the DMK, 
Mr. Manoharan was giving a very eloquent 
and brilliant speech. But, I find, there is no 
substance in it. He was going on saying about 
the States autonomy, about more powers for 
the States and all that. I do agree with him 
that States should have more powers. He 
went on comparing Tamil Nadu with Bangla 
Desh and I do not know why he preferred to 
bring in Bangla Desh... 

MR. DBPUrV SPBAKFR ; He should 
have said, he wanted more money. 

• 

SHRI K. GOPAL : I do not know why 
he was going on comparing with Bangla Desh. 
In the same breath, he said, he did not want 
secession After all, Sir, Bangla Desh issue 
was entirely dilferent... 

MR. DliPUTY SPHAKER : It is a politi¬ 
cal question, not a budget question. 

SHRI K. GOPAL : I also come from the 
same area and so I have to say something on 
what he said. Sir. He referred to two minis¬ 
ters as charity boys. He should have confined 
himself to the Budget. But he talked about 
so many other things. He talked about the 
Rajamannar Committee report. In the Tamil- 
nadu State Assembly itself they have not dis¬ 
cussed the Rajamannar Committee report so 
far. They have appointed another Committee 
to go into the details of the Rajamannar 
Committee Report. That itself, I think, shows 
that they have not seen the light of the day 
yet. Therefore, I do not know why he wants 
to quote the report of the Rajamannar Com¬ 
mittee Report in this House. He wanted 
more powers for the Siates. This is a question 
which is not peculiar to Tamilnadu alone. All 
State Chief Ministers can sit together and 
discuss this. Instead of that, he is making the 
issue, as if this is something particular to 
Tamilnadu alone. 

They have powers for lowering the ceiling ; 
they have done it. They have powers to 
nationalise road transport ; they have done it. 
They have powers to sell lottery tickets ; they 
have done it. He talked as if he was making 
a concession when he said that he did not 
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want secession It is not on the issue of 
secession that they were voted to power. It 
is only because they gave up the demand for 
secession that they were voted to power. I 
appeal to the hon. Member, Mr. Manoharan, 
who is a sober and learned gentleman, I appeal 
to his good reason, to give up all this sort of 
talking and go with the tide of the country. 
Thank you. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, by 
Convention any matter under the sun can be 
discussed in the debate on Budget proposals. 
The sky is the upper limit. I would, however, 
like to restrict my comments only to the econo 
mic and* the financial consequences of these 
Budget proposals presented to the House .. 

MR. DEPUTY .SPEAKER : You will be 
more effective that way. 

SHRI PILOO MODY : He believes in 
ceiling. Sir. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : 
Government talks about ceiling but docs not 
implement it ; we do. I never expect Shri 
PILOO Mody’s party to do that. This is the 
first post-war and the first post-election budget. 
Therefore, quite naturally, before the presenta¬ 
tion of this budget, the entire climate in the 
country was surcharged with a mixed feeling ; 
it was a feeling of hope and a feeling of fear, 
A feeling of hope, of cour.'e, only in the minds 
of those who had accepted the pious intentions 
of the Congress and hoped that the budget 
would be an instrument of implementing the 
professed socialist policies of the Congress. 
There was also the lurking fear that either on 
the one hand there would be high taxation or 
on the other there was the likelihood of a 
very heavy dose of deficit financing. 

If we just look at the budget documents, 
apparently it seems as if the deficit financing 
is not of a very high order. But I must candi¬ 
dly admit that the so-called low deficit financing 
that has been actually mentioned in the budget 
documents is merely an optical illusion. It 
is apparent ; and not real. Prior to this 
budget, mini-budget were presented, and the 
effect of all the earlier mini-budgets has already 
been incorporated in the budget that is presen¬ 
ted over here. The resources that accrues as 
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a result of those mini-bjdgets have also be¬ 
come part and parcel of this budget. There¬ 
fore, only apparently, the budget gives the 
impression that deficit financing has been 
reduced to a very small order. But if we look 
at the deficit financing and the burdens that 
are going to come up, we shall find that 
though by manipulation of accounting, a low 
deficit has been envisaged, in times to come 
even this deficit financing will grow,^ and as 
the deficit financing grows, the inflationary 
pressures on the economy will also grow. 
There will be more rise in prices, and there 
will be dwindling of the living standards of 
the people. When the inflationary pressures 
grow because of the rise in prices, the non- 
developmcntal expenditure of the Government 
is bound to increase, and as the non-develop- 
mcntal expenditure of the Govenment increases 
again more infltionary pressures would be 
exterted, and there would be more rise in 
prices and again there will be further dwindling 
of the living standards of the common people. 
I would like to draw this inference on the basis 
of facts and figures. 

67 per cent or almost two-thirds of the 
total expenditure of the Government has been 
on non-devclopmental expenditure. Here are 
the staggering figures. In 1950-51, the non- 
dcvelopmental c.xpenditure of the Central 
Government was to the tune of Rs. 291.5 
crores. In 1960-61 it was of the order of Rs. 
541.5 crores. In the budget figures of 1970-71, 
it was Rs. 2159.9 crores. This is a trend that 
is likely to continue. Again, there arc levies 
on kerosene and cigarettes, on steel and 
aluminium products, and the increase in the 
freights and season ticket rates already proposed 
in the railway budget will mean additional bur¬ 
den on the common people, and as a result of 
that, the slogan of Garibi Hatao will really 
become meaningless to the vast masses. There 
is more than one reason for this. 

\ 

The budget will not help in accelerating 
the income generation. The trend in the fail 
of growth-rate in the last few years is most 
astonishing. In 1969-70, the growth-rate in 
this country has been 6.8 per cent, and in 
1970-71, it has come down to 3.7 per cent, 
and during the initial months of 1970 it was 
just 3 per cent. That is the picture that is 
being presented. There i^ every indication 
that the same trend may continue. Therefore, 
I feel that there will be no acceleration of the 
process of generation of incomes and we^tb. 
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Look at the staggering figures of the backlog 
of unemployment at the end of almost every 
Five Year Plan. At the end of the First 
Plan, the backlog of unemployment was 5.3 
million, At the end of the Second Plan, it 
was 9 million, at the end of the Third Plan, 
it was 12 million, and if we take the period 
1966-19l'l in the Fourth Plan, the backlog was 
14 million. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Only regis¬ 
tered unban unemployment. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : Of 
course, there is also a concealed unemployment 
in the rural areas. If you take that into 
account—it is something like trying to find out 
what is the extent of the tax evasion ; if you 
look only at the income-tax figure.s, whatever 
is avoided and which is mentioned in tiie 
papers is only one aspect of the problem, only 
the marginal aspect, whereas what is actually 
submerged like an iceberg is substantially 
larger. These are the figures 1 have quoted 
from the Plan reports which are published by 
the Planning Commission. Theiet'ore, I take 
it for granted that these statistics a 3 reliable. 

I feel there will be no acceleration of gene¬ 
ration of income and the rate of growth is 
going to be low because one of the factors 
responsible for that, as stated in the Economic 
Survey, is under-utilised and unutilised capa¬ 
city of production which is fairly large. We 
have been witnessing the spectacle of closure 
of factories and textile mills. While on the 
one hand, we are talking of garibi haiao and 
creating new employment opportunities in 
rural and urban areas, on the other, tlic quan¬ 
tum of funds made available for creation of 
job opportunities remains substantially unused. 
Industrial capacity remains largely unused and 
under-utilised. This problems also has to be 
tackled. 

Apart from the various aspects to which 
I have made a reference while dealing with 
the call attention mation on closure of textile 
mills—I do not want to repeat all that— 
there is one significant aspect to which 1 would 
make a concrete reference. On one occasion, 
during the debate on the Bill on Industries 
(Ckintrol and Regulation) Bill, I had raised 
certain issues regarding closures. I raised 
the specific issue of the closure and liquida¬ 
tion of a very importat engineering 
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undertaking, Alcock Ashdown, as an illust¬ 
ration. I said on that occasion that there 
was a total lack of co-ordination between the 
Finance and Industrial Development Minist¬ 
ries on the one hand and the Departments 
at the State level. I was told there was co¬ 
ordination. When I raised this issue of the 
Alcock Ashdown undertaking which is defence- 
oriented and which was getting liquidated 
with the matter pending before the High 
Court, the Industrial Development Minister 
in this very House gave a very categorical 
answer to the pointed question posed by me 
that there is co-ordination between the variuus 
Ministries and departments. He also said 
that he proposed to convene a joint 
meeting of the representatives of the 
Maharashtra and Gujarat States and 
of the Finance and Industrial Development 
Ministries here to consider the issue of Alcock 
Ashdown. In spite of this categorical assu¬ 
rance on the floor of the House, no such 
meeting was convened and as a result the 
High Court permitted liquidation of the under¬ 
taking Following that, the union in that 
particular industry has taken advantage of a 
legal procedure and ha.s appealed to a full 
Bench. The matter is still pending 

I have quoted this particular instance to in¬ 
dicate that when mills nr factories arc closed, 
even though they arc defence-oriented, though 
the Government is committed to take over 
these industries and industrial concerns, in 
reality it is not able to do that. As a result, 
far fiom providing and creating employment 
opportunities to the rural and urban 
population, even the workers already engaged 
in these industries are thrown olT. 

In this context, I may make a reference 
to the cotton (exiile industry. Here we had 
the tragic spectacle of 81 textile mills getting 
closed down, rendering 81,000 textile workers 
unemployed. We must try to find out what 
are the root causes of this problem and * take 
radical measures to see that it is adequately 
tackled. If textile magnates create some sort 
of artificial scarcity, they are guided by certain 
motivations ; they want to pressurise the 
Government to see that the imports of cotton 
from outside are stepped up beyond propor¬ 
tion. By an increase in the import of cotton, 
they want to see that the price of indigenous 
cotton goes down. Thereby they want to 
increase the margin of their profits, With 
ail these malpractices, sometimes when 
a mill here or mill there is closed down, 
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Government takes it over, spends on it, puts it 
on a proper footing streamlines the machi¬ 
nery, and then they rationalise the machinery 
and then the mill is returned to the original 
owners. That is why the conspiracy on the 
part of the textile magnates continues, and so 
long as these things continue, it is not possi¬ 
ble for the Government to see that the 
problems of unemployment are adequately 
tackled. 

I would like to make a special reference 
to one very important aspect which arises out 
of this budget. If you look at the entire 
scheme of the levies, if you look at the entire 
structure of taxation, you will lind, as in the 
past, that the richer sections of our society 
are left by and large completely intact, the 
rural rich as well as the uibaii rich. I hope 
the Finance Minister would not be disturbed 
if 1 say that because, essentially, this is a 
government of the Kulaks, they have always 
safeguarded and protected the interests of the 
Kulak classes of this country. And as a 
result of that, they weuld never talk in terms 
of income-tax to be imposed on the rich 
agriculturists. Before the election, repeatedly 
assurances were given, and we were told that 
the matter was referred to the Raj Committee. 
As a result of that, no concrete suggestion 
has come forward, but protection has been 
given to them. As far as the corporate 
sector is concerned, it will be very interesting 
to study the reaction of various industrialits. 
They have just expressed a sigh of relief; they 
are not at all frightened by the socialistic 
professions of the Congress. They always tell 
us, let them talk of socialism and socialistic 
professions, but if they are formulating and 
presenting a budget of this type where, 
by and large the corporate Sector remains 
completely untouched, we will be quite happy 
about it. Therefore, they themselves are not 
frightened by the socialistic professions of the 
Congress. 

No doubt in the agricultural held, certain 
levies have been imposed, but look at the 
nature of these levies. There is an increased 
levy on fertilisers; there is also an increased 
levy on the power-driven pumps. But on 
whom will be the incidence of this taxation ? 
Permit me again to say that in the new order, 
that we want to build up, we want that the 
landless labour, the small peasant, the small 
farmer must be protected. But we have a 
strai^e type of a green revolution in the 
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country in which the green revolution is extre¬ 
mely green for the rich landlords, but it is 
completely barren as far as the landless 
labour and the ordinary peasant is concerned. 

When this levy on fertilisers is increased, 
the burden will be unbearable to the small 
farmer. Again, by this levy that has besn 
imposed on the power-driven pumps, the small 
farmer will suffer a loss. I have not the 
least doubt that this incidence of taxation 
ultimately will be actually carried forward to 
the common consumer. And, as a result of 
it, the disparity between the rich agriculturist 
on the one hand and the small farmer on the 
other is likely to grow. 

There is so much talk aboul self-reliance, 
and I am one of those who have always 
Insisted that we must try to build up a self- 
reliant economy, a self generating economy, 
so that there will bo no aid coming from 
outside countries. Even when they say it is 
aid without strings, very often in the umbrella 
and the aid that are available to us, some sort 
of invisible strings arc always attached to 
them. Therefore I think that the Govern¬ 
ment is rightly talking about self-reliance. 
After the things that we have learned during 
the recent Indo-Pak war, the major stress on 
our economic orientation must be on self- 
reliance, but unfortunately in our country, 
self-reliance moans self-deception. 

I will just quote before you certain facts 
and figures. I am giving you the cumulative 
external assistance that we have got, up to 
March, 1968, March, 1969, March, 1970 and 
March, 1971. From the United States of 
America, up to March, 1968, the as.sistancc 
available was 56.7%, up to March, 1969, it 
was 55.6% : upto March, 1970, 52.2% ; and 
upto March, 1971, 53,4%. You will find that 
the relative level of assistance from the United 
States of America had almost remained 
stable. 

Then, in regard to the USSR, no doubt 
the percentage of the quantum of help was 
less, but again it has remained stationary. 
From the USSR, upto March, 1968, the 
external aid available was 5.7%, upto March, 
1969 5.8%, upto March, 1970, 5.8% and upto 
March, 1971 5.7 per cent.—alm^t it is stable 
at the level of 5 7%. I do not want to quote 
the figures from West Germany, Japan and 
other countries* For years, it is clear, we 
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have been talking about self-reliance but 
probably it has meant only self-deception. 

I hope a new orientation will be given to 
our economy so that self-reliance could be 
built up. Now, what are the implications 
of that, policy ? We cannot rely on foreign 
powers to give us aid. Again, we find that 
the private capital in this country is also shy 
—for obvious reasons. With the new and 
growing climate of leftism in the country, 
private capital is, in the coming years, bound 
to become shy and so the major emphasis will 
be on state mobilisation of resources for 
developmental activities. That will mean not 
only stabilisation of the public sector but 
actually expansion of the public sector. 
Though there is an urgent need to expand the 
public sector, the manner in which the public 
sector is being managed has given the 
impression to the opponents of the public 
sector that the private sector is synonymous 
with elTiciency and profits and the public 
sector is synonymous with loss and efficiency. 
On an average a rupee invested by the private 
investor earns a return of 7 paisc, while in 
the case of the Government it earns only 
2 paise. There is thus a loss of five paisa per 
year on every rupee diverted by taxation from 
people to the coffers of the Government. 

I shall give you an instance. The Govern¬ 
ment have invested about Rs 1100 crores on 
Hindustan Steel, which is about one-fourth of 
the total investment in the Government .sector. 
It is reported that there was a loss in 
Hindustan Steel to the tune of Rs. 8 7 crores 
between April and September, 1970 despite 
the price rise given to it in January 1970. 
The causes are low provluction and under¬ 
utilisation of capacity. Underutilisation and 
unutilisation of capacity in industries cannot 
be tackled in a piecemeal manner. More 
often it is due to faulty distribution of the 
raw material to the industrial units. So, I 
would plead that the corporation must be 
entrusted with the responsibility of procuring 
raw materials and stocking it and ensuring 
equitable distribution of raw materials 
according to the needs of industrial concerns. 

Similarly, there is the scheme for workers’ 
participation in the nationalised industry 
There was a debate on this subject while 
discussing the working of nationalised banks 
and the Finance Minister gave an assurance 
that Governments stood committed to give 
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representation to them on nationalised banks. 
But we find that because of certain lack of 
unanimity among the trade unions, this h.rs 
not been implemented. 

I know, Mr. Deputy-Speaker, tlie Bell is 
toiling for me. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER : I have 
given you more time than what you should 
have. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : In 
a very cursory way, I want to refer to tax 
evasion and black money. The Wanchoo 
Committee report is there. Not that I am 
fully satisfied with it. One of our colleagues, 
Mr. Salve said that it was not a good docu¬ 
ment and it was full of contradictions. Of 
course he is criticising some contradictions 
and I would like to criticise some other sets 
of contradictions. It is not a very good 
report. But even so, in this report the 
dimensions of the problem of black money 
and tax evasion have been brought forward in 
an effective manner. In this country it says 
that there is an almost parallel black money 
economy and unless the stranglehold of black 
money on our economy is completely des¬ 
troyed, it will not be possible for us to get 
rid of the dangers from which our economy 
suffers. 

In the end I may say this. Government 
always talk of radical measures. Have they 
taken effective sieps to bring about a ceiliing 
on urban property, lowering of the ceiling on 
land and redistribution of land on a new 
ra ional basis ? Unlese these problems are 
taken up, resources cannot be built up. 

I must say in conclusion that whenever 
we raise the issue of income-tax to be imposed 
on the agricultural rich, wc are told that it is 
within the jurisdiction of the State Govern¬ 
ments. Therefore, I would repe.at my 
suggestion that the State-Centre relationship 
must be re-structured and all this taxation 
must be brought under the Centre, and after 
collecting income-tax, including income-tax 
on agriculturists, a definite portion of the 
taxes collected by the Centre sliould be allo¬ 
cated to the States for developmental activity 
in the various States. If this is done, many 
of the lacuane that exist in our economic 
policies today can be plugged. 
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To summarise, the majjr defects from 
which our Budget proposals suffer arc : 
further inflationary pressure on the economy, 
rising prices and dwindling living standards ; 
inadequacy in the rate of growth and gene¬ 
ration of income ; widening of disparity 
between the rich and the poor ; failure to 
implement the Garibi Hat a) programme ; 
failure to generate adequate surpluses in the 
public sector and farther failure to expand this 
Sector, and thereby effect the pol>cy of self- 
reliance ; and giving a free hand to tax 
evasion and black money. 

Let me conclude by saying that the Budget 
constitutes a fraud on the people and is a 
travesty of socialism, 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA (Midnapore) : 
After the historic achievement in the elections, 
the people of West Bengal and the people of 
India look forward to a brighter future, but 
the Economic Survey of 1971-72 docs not 
show any bright picture. The growth of the 
economy has slackened in the last few years. 
This has been admitted by the Economic 
Survey. I feel that this is because the 
facilities that are required for economic growth 
were not provided uniformly throughout the 
country, particularly in the backward areas. 

In West Bengal, industrial production has 
.suffered both in the public and the private 
sectors, and it is still suffering for want of 
raw materials as well as shortage of power 
supply, apart from labour trouble and the 
financial crisis. It is true that in recent times 
there has been no dearth of orders in the 
engineering industry, but there is no sufficient 
supply of raw materials as well as power. 

The Government of India has set up a 
financial institution to revive the sick and 
closed industries of West Bengal, but I find 
that it is not run properly to help those 
industries. In most cases we find—and 
there is a general complaint—that this 
institution is helping the medium and big 
industries rather than the sick and closed 
industries. So, Government should conduct 
a probe as to why the sick and closed indus¬ 
tries have not been properly helped by this 
institution. 

I wish to draw the attention of the hon. 
Minister to the financial crisis fa<»d by the 
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small-scale Industries in West Bengal. 
Particularly, there is a great shortage of power- 
supply in West Bengal and the progress of the 
village electrification scheme is also very low. 
This has a direct effect on agricultural pro¬ 
duction as well as on village and cottage 
industries in backward areas. Therefore, 
more allocation should be made for village 
electrification, particularly in West Bengal.

Government have declared certain areas 
as industrially backward throughout the 
country and for this purpose. Government 
have set up Rs. 100 crores in the last year’s 
budget, but I do not find any sign of deve¬ 
lopment, particularly in the districts of West 
Bengal. I do not find any industries coming 
up in these areas. I hope Government will 
take the initiative to set up small and medium 
industries in backward districts, particularly 
those mentioned in the last year’s budget. 
It is an admitted fact that many of our basic 
industries like steel and fertilisers arc not 
working to their capacity and many of them 
arc losing concerns. I do not think the 
people will tolcr.ite such things for a 'long 
time and bear the burden of the losses. The 
minister should set up a committee to see 
that all the public sector Industries run to 
their capacity. 

There is much demand for fertilisers. But 
it is not available to the cultivators, particular¬ 
ly in West Bengal. This is the season for 
burrow paddy cultivation and they are not 
getting any fertilisers. What is available in 
the market is sold at high prices. This adds 
to the cost of production of the cultivators. 
.So, fertilisers should be supplied at a control¬ 
led price to the cultivators for increasing 
agricultural production. 

There is slackness in the production of 
the basic amenities of life and their prices 
could not be stabilised in the market. Every 
year, there is a tendency for prices to rise. 
Government has failed in this respect. But 
I must give credit to the Food Corporation of 
India for having been able to bring down the 
prices of foodgrains by making them available 
through fair price shops. I suggest that 
Government should supply the basic amenities 
of life to the common people through such an 
arrangement, so that at least the prices may 
not rise, if they cannot be brought down. 

In the last year’s budget, Rs. 50 crores 
were allocated for the crash programme for 
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rural employment, But according to news¬ 
paper reports, only Rs. 3 to 4 crores have 
been spent and there is a big short-fall, I do 
not know whose fault it is. Those who are 
responsible for this should be punished. The 
amount for rocial welfare, which was Rs. 130 
crores in 1971 has been raised to Rs. 240 
c oces this year. I would like to know 
whether the government have any machinery 
to check or see that the amount set a part 
for this purpose will be utilized for the bene¬ 
fit of the socially backward people. I have 
every doubt in my mind that the money set 
apart for the benefit of the tribal people, 
particularly in the tribal areas, is not 
used for their benefit at all. I come fiom an 
area which is particularly inhabited by the 
tribal people and I know their problems. I 
know that in many of the villages even the 
f-icility of drinking water has not been provi¬ 
ded. They have to get water from the tanks 
or distant villagee, Then there is no provi¬ 
sion for communication to open up the tribal 
areas. Neither have they facilities for primary 
schools or hospitals. All these things lead 
to frustration on the part of the people. All 
these tall schemes of housing facilities, land 
for the landless, education and mcd eal faci¬ 
lities, are mere hoax, so far as they are con¬ 
cerned. The educational facililies which they 
were enjoying since independence have been 
practically curtailed. I have seen In Bengal 
that the book, grants and hostel grants of the 
tribal boys have been ciif. fiducated young 
people belonging to the tribals are refu.sed 
their proportionate share in the services on the 
ground of unsuitability. This policy is con¬ 
sistently being followed by both government 
institutions. While there is no death of 
publicity or planning for their upliftment, the 
physical performance is far belovv the target. 
This is a deliberate attempt on the part of 
the executive not to fulfil the target 

All these factors have given an incentive 
to the Naxalitc movement in Bengal, If you 
will carefully watch you will notice that the 
Naxalite movement is confined to the tribal 
areas, particularly in Bihar, Orissa and West 
Bengal. Though this movement has been 
temporarily suppressed, I have every fear that 
in the near future this movement may flare 
up. Therefore, these problems should be 
carefully gone into. Government should set 
up a commi.ssion to see and examine the 
tribal problems throughout the country, bow 
.far their probicnts have been redressed through 
national planning and to suggest ways and 
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means to solve this problem within a short 
period. 

It is very surprising to note that on the 
20th of this month the Health Minister has 
stated on the floor of the very House that it 
is very diflicult to check the malady of adulte¬ 
ration. It is very strange together this sort 
of comment on the part of the Minister If 
the government feel helpless because of the 
present law they should amend the law and 
somehow prevent adulteration which is a 
menace to the country. 

The Finance Minister has taxed kerosene 
on two grounds ; firstly, to reduce imports 
and, secondly, to stop .adulteration with other 
products like high speed diesel oil. Even on 
these grounds I feel the levy is not' justified. 
The Finance Minister cannot minimise the 
consumption of kerosene when there is a 
growing population and the government have 
not been able to provide electricity to all the 
villages. 

Secondly, adulteration could not be 
stopped simply by imposing a few pai.se by 
way of tax per litie of kerosene. Therefore, I 
suggest that the Finance Minister should 
reconsider this, because this will affect 
particularly the common people of the villages 
and not the towns-pcople. 

Many hon. Members have said about 
taxes on fertilisers and pumps. It is true that 
there are big farmers or agriculturists, who 
can affoid to pay the tax. But what about 
the sm.rll or midium fiirmers ? I do not think 
they will be able to pay these taxes, particularly 
when the price of fertili,crs is going up In a 
way, I should say, it will rather discourage 
them from adopting better techniques or 
utilising the modern techniques for agriculture. 
Ther.forc, if at all a tax is to be imposed. 

I should say, agricultural income-tax should 
be imposed on big farmers, and not that the 
small farmers should be taxed. 

SHRI MOHAMMAD ISMAIL (Barrack- 
pore) ; What about aluminium ? 

SHRI SUBODH HANSDA Abou» 
aluminium I have nothing to sav. 

Lastly, I would say tfiai in the last Budget, 
when the Bangla Desh problem arose, the 
Finance Minister imposed certain taxes, like 
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passenger tax or the refugee relief tax etc. 
At that time he had said that this was a 
temporary measure and that when the refugees 
would go back, this tax would be lifted. All the 
refugees have now gone back to Bangla Desh 
and I do not find any reasonable ground to 
keep this tax. Instead of naming it as refugee 
relief tax, I should suggest that it should be 
regularised so that the people should know 
that this is not a refugee relief tax but that 
this is a tax like any other tax, I hope, the 
Finance Minister will take note of this. 

With these words, I heartily support 
this Budget. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM (Srinagar) : 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I must admit at the 
very outset that I am not a Budget expert and 
I will not be able to throw light on the Budget 
from the technical point of view. Much light 
has been thrown by my learned friends on it. 
Some of them have called it a flop; others, a 
stagnant budget. 1 call it a sta'us quo 
budget. 

The Finance Minister has opened his 
Budget speech with a reference to Bangla 
Desh and I find that this is a Bangla Desh 
oriented budget, and rightly so, because the 
emergence of Bangla Desh was an event which 
has given new dimensions to our commitment 
to socialism, secularism and democracy. My 
State in this context is very fortunate. 

As far as Central funds ure concerned, 
I have no complaint to make ; I cannot say 
that we are not getting adequate funds. My 
complaint is that we are getting more funds 
than we arc able to utilise. But the most 
important question is, what is happening to 
that money, which the Indian taxpayer Is 
pumping into Kashmir, to prove our commit¬ 
ment In democracy, not only in Kashmir but 
in Bangla Desh as well. 

Our commitment to democracy in Kashmir 
had started much earlier, that is, in 1947. 
I want to inform this House that during the 
last 25 years, in Kashmir we have achieved 
nothing, as far as the commitment to 
democracy and socialism is concerned. The 
Chief Minister very recently said that Kashmir 
has had the fairest elections so far. This, in 
itself, contains the admission that, this being 


the fairest, the earlier elections were less fair 
or were not fair at all. 

Secondly, what type of a fair election are 
we having in Kashmir ? If our commitment 
to democracy is so strong that our armies 
were prepared to risk a war with Pakistan and 
walk into Bangla Desh to save the democratic 
set-up there, our commitment in our own 
country must be deeper. But what {^actually 
happening in Kashmir ? Whatever has 
happened in the past, the latest elections 
which are supposed to be, as the Chief Minister 
claims, the fairest elections were held when all 
the prominent political leaders are under 
arrest or externment. 

MR DEPUTY SPEAKER : What have 
the elections got to do with the Budget ? 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : Because the 
Bangla Desh levy which 1 am supposed to 
pay ( Interruption v). 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : Order,'order. 
I am not shutting you out. There may be 
other suitable occasions to voice these feelings. 
But it does not seem to have anything to do 
with the Budget. That is my opinion. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : If you were 
to .see and go through the speeches that have 
been delivered on the floor of the House 
during the last three days, if I were you, I 
would consider three times before uttering 
such words. {Interruption). 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER ; It is my 
duty to guide the proceedings of the House. 
It is my duty to ensure a certain relevancy in 
the debate as far as it lies in my power. I am 
only saying that elections might be important 
to you but they are not relevant to the Budget. 
That is all. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : May I say one 
thing ? 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER : You carry 
on. If you want to be irrelevant within your 
time, you can be so. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : I 
agree with you that it shouy[|l be relevant to 
the Budget. But unfortunate convention seems 
to be that even foreign affairs policy matters, 
elections, etc. which come under Motion 
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of Thanks to the President are spoken of on 
the Budget. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : As far as it 
lies in my power, I shall not be a party to 
that. 

SHRT S. a. SHAMIM : The direct 
relevance of it is that the money which is 
provided in the Budget, the money which is 
provided for my State, is not being properly 
spent. It has not been properly spent in the 
past. My contention is this. Even the foreign 
affairs come under the Budget. Everything 
comes under the Budget. A reference was 
made by Mr. Nixon and Mr. Chou about 
Kashmir, I am in complete agiecmcnt with 
the Goveinmcnl of India, with the Prime 
Minister of our country, that no foreign 
power, howsoever big the pow'cr may be, has 
any locus standi as far as Kashmir is 
concerned. Kashmir is an integral part of 
India and it will continue to be so. But as an 
Indian, I have the right to know whether 
what is happening in Kashmir is in national 
interest. 

My hon. friend, Shri K. Manoharan, 
referred to the demand for State auto¬ 
nomy which has been attributed to 
him in the shape of separatist attitude. 
He was allowed to clarify his own 
position and his parly's position. Here, I am 
to clarify the position of the people of 
Kashmir. There is a separatist attitude attribut¬ 
ed to them. It is mala fide. It is to keep the 
people out of the mainstream. No less a person 
than Dr. Radhakrishnan has said that if 
there is any issue about Kashmir, that is 
between the people of Kashmir and the people 
of India. I quote : 

“When we say that it is not for any 
foreign power to interfere in internal 
spheres, we at the same time recognise 
that if there are any troubles, any 
difficulties, in Kashmir, it is our duty to 
settle them to the satisfaction of the people 
of Kashmir.” 

I invoke the Indian Constitution I invoke 
the democratic institution in the country, and 
say that justice is not being done to the people 
of Kashmir. I do not demand democracy for 
Sheikh Abdullah alone, though the Indian 
Coostitutioo gives him also the right to contest 
elections and to take oath of allegience. 

I say, you have liberated Bangla Desh from 
the tyranny and military rule of Pakistan; 


you liberate Kashmir from the vested interests 
you have put in there. My claim is that the 
tax-payers’ money is being used in Kashmir 
against the interests of my country. It is being 
done by vested interests who are kept in power 
there by the Central leaders here. Not only 
that. It is said that fair elections have been 
held and that there has been 60 per cent poll 
and all that. May I again read a paragraph 
from what Sardar Patel has written ? 1 
quote : 

“I understand that elections are to take 
place in the near future in the State. No 
useful puipo.se will be served by holding 
elections for the legislature in the State 
when a large number of people who ought 
to be in the Assembly arc debarred from 
taking part in these elections by being 
put in imprisonment.’’ 

So wrote Sardar Patel. To whom ? In a 
letter dated August 28, 1946 to the then Prime 

Minister of Kashmir. {Interruption) This 

holds good even today. You might have got 
92 per cent in the poll. I know how you 
managed it. I am glad that, at least on that 
front, integration .seems to be making headway. 
Previously elections were rigged only in 
Kashmir, but now I am glad to join Mr. Bosu 
and Prof. Dandavale who have said that 
elections have not been la.it...{Interruption) 
Integration seems to be complete here ; West 
Bengal now and maybe Bihar and some more 
Slates tomorrow. 

15 hrs. 

What I want to say is this. Sheikh 
Abdullah has made a categorical statement 
that he has brought Kashmir to India. He 
believes in the finality of accession. His quarrel 
is only on the quantum of accession, the 
amount of autonomy. Mirza Afzal Beg, Head 
of the Plebiscite Front, has also made such an 
assertion, you arc prepared to have talks with 
Nagas ; you are prepared to have talks with 
Naxalites ; why noi have a dialogue with 
Sheikh Mohammed Abdullah ?... 

DR. KAILAS (Bombay South) : 
Hundred times there was dialogue. 

SHRI S.A. SHAMIM : There is never an 
end to dialogue. It is the military junta, the 
military dictatorship, which says, 'no dialogue', 
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You are old enough. 1 was not even boin 
when you had a dialogue with Sheikh 
Abdullah. I have now come on the political 
arena-.. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHAITA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih) : What he says has 
as much relevance as the price of camel is to 
the working class cost of living index. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM : I am not going 
to listen to what each one of them says ; they 
cannot assume the office of the Deputy- 
Speaker. 

MR. •DEPUry'-SPEAKfiR : The only 
relevant thing in his submission appears to 
me to be this. What portion of the finances 
given to Kashmir should be returned to the 
Centre for uses in other parts of the country ? 
. {Interruption) 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM ; That is a 
question of detail which 1 shall discuss with 
the Finance Minister. 

My contention is that we have already 
wasted the whole money because wc had a 
commitment in Kashmir for a democratic 
set-up. In every other part of the country 
you have a democratic set-up, but what about 
Kashmir 7 The Chief Minister says that vve 
have had the fairest elections, the previous 
elections being unfair. This is not only my 
contention. In 1967 the entire opposition 
said that the elections there were rigged. My 
contention is this. Why are you using double 
standards, one standard in our own country 
and another standard in another country ? 
Who are exactly the people who are not 
accepting Kashmir as an integral part ? 
Myself or those who arc treating Kashmir 
differently ? It is the pride of the youth in 
Kashmir that India is a democratic, secular 
State. But where is democracy in this part 
of the country ? I have been seeing the 

image of India, the image of my State. 

{Interruptions) 

SHRI B. P. MAURY A (Hapur) : How 
do you say that the elections were not fair ? 
Have you been elected by unfair means ? 

,;SHRI S A. SHAMIM ; I should not 
ba¥e been here. My hon. friend proves my 
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point. I should not have been here ; Sheikh 
Mohammed Abdullah should have been here; 
because he was prevented from coming here, 
I entered. That way, I am not a genuinely 
elected leader. Agha Syed Ahmed would 
not have been there ; Mohammed Shafi Qureshi 
would not have been there. You have 
prevented genuine people to echo the voice 
of the people of Kashmir in this Parliament. 
You have committed fraud on the'people. 
Your Budget is a fraud. All your intentions 
are fraud. Your commitment to Bangla Desh 
seems to me to be a fraud ; unless you give 
democracy to Kashmir, you cannot talk of 
Bangla Desh.. (Interruptions) 

SO.ME HON. MEMBERS You are a 
fraud. {Interrupiiom) 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTACHA- 
RYYIA : He is casting aspersions on MPs .. 
{Interruptions) 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM ; I know enough 
of It. It is a fraud on the people of India ■. 
(Interruptions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Order, order. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA : Is it fair to call 
Bangla Desh a fraud ? I say, he is a fraud. 

SHRI S. A. SHAMIM ; I say your 
commitment. I am in the Indian Parliament. 
I am governed by the Indian Constitution. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER ; I think you 
have concluded your speech. I have warned 
you that all that you say is irrelevant to the 
Budget. Now, you please conclude. 

SHRI S, A. SHAMIM : I say, when I 
speak in this Parliament, I do not speak 
because of the pleasure of the Congress 
Benches. I speak because I have the inherent 
right. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : Because I 
have allowed you.. {Interruptions) Order, 
please. 

Mr. Maurya.

SHRI Y. S, MAHAJAN (Buldana) : We 
have just emerged out of a period of a great 
crisis, a period during which our resources, 
both physical as well as fiscal were strained 
to their utmost. The influx of refugees and 
the outbreak of war with Pakistan were great 
calamities but we faced them boldly and 
successfully. Our economy responded well 
to the challenge. Our Finance Minister 
through additional imposts could mobilise 
resources to the extent of Rs. 500 crores in 
a full year. 

With this background and the economic 
philosophy which we have accepted, I think 
the budget presented by the hon. Finance 
Minister is the best budget in the circum* 
stances. Quite rightly, he has refrained from 
enhancing the existing rates of personal 
income-tax and introducing radical changes 
in the structure of taxation as a whole. He 
has carefully avoided relying heavily on deficit 
financing and limiting it to Rs. 375 crores 
during 1972-73. At the same time, he has 
succeeded in giving the budget a greater 
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orientation towards welfare and social justice. 
This is indeed the main and striking feature 
of the budget. 

The Finance Minister has recognised the 
imperative need to accelerate the pace of 
growth and social welfare and has, therefore, 
proposed to increase the budgetary provision 
for the Central and Centrally sponsored 
schemes from Rs. 1455 crores in 1971-72 to 
Rs. 1878 crores in 1972-73, that is, by Rs. 
332 crores or nearly one-fourth in a single 
year. 

Taking the Centre and the States and the 
Union territories together, the total provision 
for the' Plan ne.xt year comes to Rs. 3973 
crores, as against Rs. 3263 crores in the 
current year. This means an increase of 
Rs, 710 crores in the total investment expen¬ 
diture. S'jch a missive increase in invest¬ 
ment is bound to remove industrial slack or 
the slack in industrial production and promote 
the rate of economic growth. 

With the price level more or less under 
control, since there was an increase of only 
3.9 per cen* during the the year in spite of 
the war and in spite of the tremendous increase 
in net bank credit to Government and in the 
supply of money in the hands of the people 
and the fairly comfortable foreign exchange 
position, there is no reaso.i why the economy 
s' ould not respond to this impetus or this 
stimulus of a step-up in investment. 

The proposed investment will be spread 
over ail the crucial areas of the economy, 
areas which react upon one another and arc 
interdependent, areas such as irrigation and 
power, mines and metals, industry including 
petroleum, chemicals, steel and heavy engi¬ 
neering, shipping and transport, posts and 
telegraphs and railways. The rate of invest¬ 
ment was 7.1 per cent in 1969, then it 
dropped to 4.8 per cent in 1970 ; during 
1971-72, it threatens to fall even below 4 per 
cent. This is far below the growth rate 
envisaged in the Fourth Plan, namely 8-9 per 
cent every year. The industries mainly 
responsible for this fall in the rate of growth 
or production are industiies manufacturing 
food articles, cotton textiles, wagon building, 
paper machinery, steel, chemicals and so on. 
This shows that the slowing down of 
production has been fairly pervasive. 
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The increase of Rs. 710 crores in the plan 
outlay in the public sector will also stimulate 
investment in the private sector. During 
the last so many years it has been our 
experience that increase in investment in the 
public sector acts as a catalyst for improve¬ 
ment in the private sector also. 

Some critics have contended that in spite 
of this increase in investment,, the^ economy 
will not be pushed up and economic develop¬ 
ment will not progress, on the ground, they 
say, that most of the projects contemplated 
will not come to fruition during the year. 
There is no reason to believe that the projects 
undertaken during the year will not fructify 
during the course of the year. I believe most 
of them are bound to come to fruition. The 
Finance Minister is quite aware of the need 
that the projects should be properly selected 
and implementen with sufficient speed. 

He is also aware of the fact that mere 
provision of finance cannot keep up the 
momentum of progress. Even if thfre are 
delays—and delays should be avoided at any 
cost—1 believe the investment expenditure 
will boost the econimy and will set the 
economic multiplier into operation. 

To a-chieve the objective of an increase 
in the growth rate, three important things arc 
necessary to which special attention must be 
paid. First, there should be increased availa¬ 
bility of raw materials. It is because of the 
insufficiency of raw materials that industrial 
production could not be increased in the 
last two or three years. To increase the 
supply of raw materials we have licensed mini 
plants in the steel industry and liberalised 
licensing policy. The second thing is that 
we should so orient our licensing policy as to 
see that industrial effort is expanded rather 
than contracted. 

The third factor which has to be provided 
for is to see that the investment expenditure 
takes place according to plan. We have 
suffered from shortfalls in expenditures during 
1969-70 and 1970-71. In 1969-70. it was 
Rs. 236 crores; in 1970-71, it was Rs. 160 
crores. During 1971-72 also, it is not expected 
that the total expenditure according to plan 
will take place. But the Fjpance Minister is 
aware of the need for increasing the tempo 
of investment expenditure. I hope the other 
Ministries which-have projects under their 
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control will rise to the occasion, complete 
their projects in time and succeed in raising 
the investment rate to the level of 11 per cent 
of the national income which we reached in 
the last year of the Third Plan. 

I come' now to two very important 
aspects of the Plan. The first is the provision 
for certain social welfare schemes which also 
promote production potential. These schemes 
were first included in 1970-71 in the budget 
by our Prime Minister when she was also 
holding the Finance portfolio. For this 
purpose, we have provided an amount of 
Rs. 240 crores. These include schemes for 
small farmers, marginal farmers, landless 
labourers, clearance or improvement of slums 
in cities and providing employment to educated 
people. 

Then we have also provided nearly Rs. 112 
crores for water supply in the villages, 
improving the health conditions in the villages 
which are affected by guinea worms and 
cholera which is endemic in one-fourth of our 
villages in the country. These schemes are 
the most essential part of this budget they 
will increase the welfare of the economically 
most disadvantaged sections of our population, 
they will shed a ray of light in the dark and 
unhappy lives of the most unfortunate sections 
of our people. 

The third feature of this budget is that 
it has laid down clearly our objective of 
economic self-reliance. We have to be clear 
about the nature of self-reliance. It means 
that our exports should pay for our imports. 

It means that we should not rely on foreign 
countries far our economic development. We 
should see that our exports pay not only for 
our imports but also for the interest on 
previous debts and the instalments on capit.tl 
payment. The problem is stupendous. But 
our Finance Minister is aware of the difficul¬ 
ties and he has promised that no elTort, 
whether by way of provision of finances or 
otherwise, will be spared to accelerate the 
procc,ss of self-reliance through import substi¬ 
tution and export promotion. 

An hon. Member on the other side said 
that our talk of self-reliance is self-deciption. 

I believe the hoo. Member did not get his facts 
correctly. During the last five years, we have 
reduced the reliance on foreign powers to a 
'great extent. I would quote some figures. 
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For instance, in 1967-68, the gross help we 
received from foreign powers was Rs, 1,196 
crores. The amount was reduced in 1971-72. 
to Rs. 778 crores. If you take the net aid, in 
1967-68, we received Rs. 863 crores. and in 
1971-72, it was only Rs. 328 crores. This shows 
that we are moving in that direction and 
this year we are determined to see that this 
process goes on more rapidly than before. 

Then, doubts have been expressed about 
the price level. Duiing the last year— 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE : Just 
a second ; I was referring to the cumulative 
external a<-sistancc. 

SHRI Y. S. MAH A JAN : Even the cumu¬ 
lative burden reflects itself in the payment of 
interest and instalments on capital. So, in 
spite of the cumulative increase in the total 
debt, our net reliance this year is Rs. 328 
crores, whereas it was Rs. 863 crores in 
1967-68. 

There have been doubts cast about the 
price level. I am afraid some hon. Members 
are extremely pessimistic. Last year, as I have 
said, in spite of the war, in spite of the tre¬ 
mendous increase in the amount of money in 
the hands of the people, prices have increa¬ 
sed only by 3.9 per cent. Wc want a stable 
price level, not a rigid level. A stable price 
level means a price level which varies in either 
direction to the extent of three per cent. It 
increased by 3 9 per cent last year. It is true 
that the prices of some commodities have risen 
enormously. I think the Government is aware 
of that —particularly the prices of oil, sugar, 
etc., and efforts are being made to see that 
these prices arc controlled. If during the last 
year, our experience was not unhappy, I be¬ 
lieve in the next year, when we rely upon a 
faster growth, there is no reason why oue eco¬ 
nomy should not respond to the stimulus and 
the massive increase in our investment. If 
production increases and very likely it will on 
the agricultural front we arc doing pretty well 
and on the industrial front also mo.st of our 
difficulM'cs are likely to vanish in the immediate 
future —if production responds, there is no 
reason why the price level should not remain 
stable. 

There has been an increase in taxation on 
fertilisers and kerosene. I come from an area 
which is rural in character, and I know that 
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we have been promoting the use of fertilisers 
by farmers, big and small. At the moment, 
fertilisers are used mostly by big farmers. 
Small farmers try to use them and get fertili¬ 
sers by way of loans from co-operative societies, 
but our experience is that small farmers often 
sell them at a smaller price to the big land¬ 
lords, and spend the money which they realise 
for other urgent needs. If one object is to 
increase the use of feitiliscrs, by imposing a 
tax on them, we will be discouraging the far¬ 
mers from using them. This will act mainly 
against the smaller farmers whose productivity 
needs to be increased more than that of the 
bigger farmers. 

With regard to the increased tax on kero¬ 
sene, most of the villages have already got 
electricity— villages with effective leadership. 
The smaller villages and those which are in 
hilly areas which are poor and have no effective 
leadership only have to use kerosene for light¬ 
ing in houses. Middle class people also use 
it as fuel for cooking. It is these economically 
weak sections of our peopie who will have to 
bear the burden of this increase in the tax. 
The hon. Finance Minister says that traders 
mix it with petrol. This means that for the 
malpractices of the traders we will be puni¬ 
shing the economically weak sections of our 
people. I hope the Finance Minister will 
think over it again. 

I recommend this Budget for the acceptance 
of the House because it makes a thrust forward ; 
because it makes for an increase in the real 
rate of growth if the economy and in the welfare 
of the poorer sections of our people, and be¬ 
cause it makes a big stride towards self- 
reliance. 

SHRI M. M. JOSEPH (Peermade) ; The 
Finance Minister has presented his budget for 
1972-73 and says that it will promote 
growth and social justice. But what do we 
actually find ? 

The poor man has to pay more for the 
essential commodities and Rs. 145 crorcs are 
to be collected by way of excise duties. The 
levy on kerosene accounts for nearly Rs. 30 
croces. It will hit hard the common man who 
uses it for lighting and cooking purposes. 
Similarly the tax on chemical fertilisers and 
power driven pump sets will hami^r the green 
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revolution in the villages. The taxes on these 
items have to be reconsidered aud withdrawn. 

I want to refer to the middle class and 
lower middle-class people in this country. 
Their percentage is high. Due to the indis¬ 
creet policy of the Government, more people 
are becoming poor. Government is creating 
more garihis, instead of hataolngjt. I shall 
refer to the concessions given to the backward 
and scheduled Caste people. I am not against 
their getting them. Only I request you to 
continue them with some modifications. My 
friend Mr, Gopalan from the Congress side 
referred to this a few minutes ago. My de¬ 
mand is that the Government has to consider 
all the people, crores of people, who are econo¬ 
mically w’orse off than those who belong to the 
scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes. The 
so-called Brahmins, Nairs and Maharajas and 
upper class people are becoming poor day by 
day. But the ruling party has continued the 
system with political motives. I request that 
these reservations and concessions must be 
made on economic grounds, and no*t on re¬ 
ligious or community basis. Any person, be 
it a Hindu, Muslim or Christian or Buddhist, 
is an Indian after all. If a Hindu Harijan is 
converted into a Christian Harijan, how does 
his economic status improve or worsen ? It is 
the duty of the Government not to discrimi¬ 
nate communities. So, I request that these 
concessions and reservations be made purely 
on an economic basis. 

In the last year’s budget speech I requested 
the creation of a coconut board on the lines 
of the Coffee Board or Rubber Board. Condi¬ 
tions for cultivation of coconut in the State of 
Kerala are getting worse day by day and the 
yield is dwindling. The price is going down 
day by day. Raising of cocoanut is not be¬ 
coming fruitfull. The same is the case with 
other cash crops like cardamom, pepper etc, 
I come from a plantation area. The Centre 
is getting more than 30 per cent of Its foreign 
exchange from the cash crops export of Kerala. 
So, it is only just that a good percentage of 
this should be utilised for the betterment of 
these plantation industries in our State. 

There is an acute problem facing my State, 
aqd my State only in India. This is the 
annual sea erosion. AccA’ding to legend, 
Kerala was reclaimed from the sea by Lord 
Parasurama. No, the mother sea is annuaily 
taking back hundred of acres of sea coast 
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during the monsoon period. Thousands of 
people are becoming homeless every year due to 
this misfortune. Of course, the Centre is giving 
some aid during the period of calamity, but 
ihis is not a remedy. I demand that a perma¬ 
nent solution should be found by raising a 
permanent bund along the sea coast. This is 
a peculiar thing happening in my State only. 
No other State is having this kind of problem. 
The finances of the State are not sufficient to 
meet this enormous expenditure. So, I re¬ 
quest that this problem of sea erosion may be 
taken up as a national problem. The Centre 
should meet the entire expenditure. 

I am really glad to see that the Centre is 
taking interest in the problem of the educated 
unemployed I request that my State should 
bi given first preference in this matter because 
the number of educated unemployed is higher 
in my State than in any otlier State Our 
Slate IS facing acute unemployment problem. 
If more industrial units for established, a good 
percentage of unemployment can be solved, 
but the pity is that Kerala is ignored when 
major industrial projects are thought of. 

In conclusion I request that the reasonal 
imbalances now existing should be wiped 
out. 

SHRI CHAI’ALIiNDU BHATfACHAR- 
YYIYA (Giridih) : At the outset, I must 
express my appreciation for what the Finance 
Minister has done in terms of tax elTort, to 
maintain growth in the face of relative 
stagnation, through additional investment, 
and to hold the price line in spite of increased 
supply of money. 

There are certain bright features in this 
Budget, e.g. Rs. 125 crores lump sum provision 
for rural water supply and rural homesteads 
and schemes for the educated unemployedi 
increase in the budgetary provision from 
Rs. 6 to Rs. 12 crores and from Rs. 3 to 
to Rs. 6 crores to take care of marginal and 
small farmers ; about Rs. 72 crores 
for drought-prone areas ; and an increase 
from Rs. 11 to Rs. 21.5 crores for the 
nutrition programme. But like Oliver Twist 
we want more. 

I happen to come from the Chota Nagpur 
region of Bihar. After 20 years of planning, 
Bihar is last but one in the list. When it 
comes to Chota Nagpur, which constitutes 


40 per cent of Bihar in terms of area and 25 
per cent in terms of population, the less said 
the better. We are having emergence of a 
two-sector economy. Tliere is the automated 
sophisticated modern industry and a vale of 
tears nearby in a primitive economy. 

I refer to village Dugda, to illustrate my 
point. You have the Dugda Washery of the 
Hindustan Steel, the Chandrapura thermal 
power station, of D. V. C. which is the largest 
thermal power station in Asia, the largest 
coal-quarry rnincs-in Bermo and the Bokaro 
thermal power plant -in short an industrial 
complex is there. But what about Dugda, a 
village in Chandrapura police station, just a 
mile off? Their lands were acquired for the 
Dudga Washery, but the men were not given 
employment. There are 750 humlefs in 
various stages of disrepair. There are 350 
llshcrmen, 27 tanks and there is at least one 
leprosy patient in each of 150 of these 
hamlets. These twenty years of macro¬ 
planning has passed them by without making 
a dent ! 

SlISl JAGDISH BHATTACHAYYA 
(Ghatal) : There is no quorum. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPFARFR : The bell is 
being rung,.. 

Now there is quorum. He may continue. 

SHRI CHAPALliNDU BHATFACHAR- 
YYIA : Why and how has this happened ? 
Were our calculations of cconomctrcs para¬ 
meters wrong 7 Was the econometric model 
on which the entire planning rested wrong ? 
If so, in what particulars ? 

I made a point last year and I propose 
to make it again. I am not satisfied that 
these various rounds of National Sample 
Survey give us the correct picture in depth. 
We have not got basic data of adequate 
coverage on many items and that has resulted, 
after twenty years of planning, in an uneven 
development of the various regions in India 
itself. In order to indentify the under¬ 
developed regions in a developing economy, 
we have to have various statistics of popu¬ 
lation, birth, death, migration, level of 
employment and unemployment, etc., anchal- 
wise or block-wise. In fact, a data bank 
should be opened and data made available 
here, so that we could frame policies on the 
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ground aud not just have macro-planning 
and let tbe State do it only. For an In-Depth 
study of economic change, we have to go at 
least to the block level ; we cannot escape it. 

I come from that region of Chotanagpur. 
There is a lot of thinking about unemploy¬ 
ment and about the level of under-employment, 
there are various figures given. But what 
about the committee on unemployment set 
up under Shri Bhagavati ? He had recom¬ 
mended Rs. 2,000 crores of investment 
during the next two years. Making allowance 
for the amount already piovidcd in the 
previous budgets, about Rs, 780 crores, mo.stly 
in the neglected rural regions, as against this 
recoifimendation of Rs. 2,000 crores the budget 
provision made by our Finance Minister does 
not go much far. He does not go very far 
and falls short of our expectation. 

Then there is the question of helping 
self-employed people. 1 would rcvcit to the 
four labour-intensive industries in our region, 
namely, mica, shellac, silk and beedi. I have to 
submit humbly that they have not got a fair 
deal so far. There is a export duly of 40 
per cent ad \alorem on mica which is a dead 
weight and the entire incidence of that duly 
has been passed on to the sweated mica 
workers on whose skill alone the entire 
export-oriented industry stands. There is talk 
of canalisation. Unless the entire export 
trade is taken over wholesale the canalisation 
process cannot be completed. During the 
last twenty years small self-employed mica- 
men, who used to earn Rs. 200 to Rs. 600 
P. M. on a capital of Rs. 500/- have been 
completely eliminated. So, I humbly request 
the Finance Minister to give a fresh look to 
this aspect of the question. 

Chotanagpur is primarily suited for 
growing of long staple cotton, soya beans, 
peanuts, citrus fruits and jack fruit. Recently 
we were told that 17 districts have been 
identified for growing of extra cotton. Now, 
we are spending Rs. 100 crores of our foreign 
exchange for its import. In that context, 
who identified these districts ? Why was 
Chottanagpur, one of the most backward of 
tbe regions, passed over ? There is something 
wrong somewhere in our planning and in our 
identification of those regions, 
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Then I would come to the question of 
co-operative financing. These figures will 
partly explain why this region is 
backward. The following arc the figures 
of overdues by Central co-operative banks 
in the various States : .\ndhra Pradesh 
Rs. 110 crores ; Assam Rs. 5 crores; Bihar Rs. 
27 crores. Gujarat Rs. 166 crores; Madhya 
Pradesh Rs. 90 crores ; Maharashtra Rs. 251 
crores, Tamilnadu Rs. 110 crores^ UP Rs. 
135 crores and West Bengal Rs. 23 crores. 
This variation in the amount of money pumped 
through co-operative societies in various 
States has had a great effect on what is 
called the priming of the pumps. Our 
pumps were never adequately primed because 
of the shortage of credit and economy never 
got a helping hand. 

Chotanagpur has a one-crop economy and 
the income from one acre rarely exceeds 
Rs. 50. They arc condemned to perpetual 
poverty all the time. Glittering new towns 
have and will be coming up as the two-sector 
cennomy—without any intermediate technology 
bridging the gap - may be operating for decades 
together. 

In order to change the situation, I have 
very humbly suggested that special efforts 
should be made and these crops should be 
grown so that the small man, the Tribal, the 
llarijans, the poor, who lives in hamlets 
would be getting, in lieu of Rs 50 an acre, 
Rs. 500 an acre. That shall have to be 
another day in their lives. 

They say that the only constant of history 
is change. I wish it were so for Chhota 
Nagpur. It has been so long the other way 
round. So far as Chota Nagpur is concerned, 
the only change has been a stationary state 
of economy, even regression.

SHRI RAJA RAM SHASTRf (Varanasi) : 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I welcome this Budget 
on social principles. 

Sir, so far our economists were mostly 
debating the problem, what quantum of social 
welfare or social values should be imported 
into the economy so that the economy may not 
be hindered. That was all their problem, 
that is, they thought that social values are a 
sort of detriment to economic growth and the 
more we cater to them the more wc are 
hindered in securing the growth of economy. 

Recently, opinions have changed a little 
and very great economists like Mr. Giinnar 
Myrdal have spoken about this. You know, 
he is a great student of developing economies. 
He has come out with a verdict that, I quote 
him ; 

'‘Social reforms should be an integral 
part of the development plans. Greater 
equality is a pre-condition for speeding 
up production and development.” 

This, Sir, is a good and a sound advice and 
I welcome the fact for this reason that for 


the first time I notice in the Budget and in 
the Budget speech of the hon. Minister that 
this point of view has been clearly recognised. 
1 quote the Finance Minister from his Budget 
speech. He said : 

“By far the largest increase is being made 

in the provision for those schemes which 

combine an element of social welfare with 

future growth potential.” 

He has allotted a total sum of Rs. 240 crorcs 
for rujal water supply, rural home sites, slum 
clearance and improvement, primary education 
and schemes for the educated unemployed, 
etc. He has also bothered about the areas 
to which greater sum should be allotted, to 
backward States and also backward areas 
within those States. 

This way. Sir, 1 feel that this is the first 
time that we notice in our economic history 
that social values have been incorporated and 
made an integral part of our economic growth. 
This was not the case so far. So far, our 
economists did try to allow some provision 
for social objectives but those objectives ran 
parallel to economic growth ; they were never 
integrated into the economic scheme as such. 
They were never consideied to be instrumental 
for the growth of the economy itself. The 
fact is. Sir, that mostly our economists were 
oriented by the British legacy. They were 
mostly following the line of the capitalist 
economies, where more stress is placed on 
capital than on labour. They thought that 
capital should be encouraged and not labour 
so much because capital was the point with 
them. In our case, our wealth being more 
human wealth, the position is different. That 
is why in our developing economy, human 
wealth, human potential, the labour force, 
has more to be encouraged, and has to be 
given more incentives than incentives for 
capital. That is why we find that the vested 
interests are dissatisfied because they are not 
getting the incentives that they want But in 
case wc give them all those incentives, 
incentives are taken away from the labour 
side. That is our problem. This problem 
has also been recognised and the solution has 
clearly been delineated in the budget speech of 
the Finance Minister. This is also a very 
welcome sign. I would like to quote tbe 
Finance Minister himself on this point. He 
had said ; 
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"Fiscal concessions for promoting indus¬ 
trialisation should not be general or across 
the board in character but should relate 
specifically to our social and economic 
objectives. Again, as far as possible, 
it would be desirable to provide incen¬ 
tives which encourage the use of those 
resources such as labour which are in 
abundant supply rather than of resources 
such as capital which wili continue to be 
scarce for a long time to come.” 

This way, this budget is very welcome from 
the social point of view, the point of view of 
social objectives. We know that socialism 
cannot be brought about in a day or over¬ 
night. • But a beginning has to be made. 
Socialism has been defined as equal opportu¬ 
nities. We know that we cannot provide 
equal opportunities to all the people 
in the nation immediately or within a very 
short time. My suggestion would be that 
in such a case, a beginning should clearly be 
made and manifestly be made, and the proper 
stage to begin with a real socialist economy 
is the child. 

I stress the child because while we are 
catering for equal opportunities for grown-up 
people, children, before our very eyes, ate 
losing certain opportunities for good. You 
know. Sir, that there are certain opportu¬ 
nities which come at a certain stage in life. 
Fundamental education, fundamental health 
etc. are important in the beginning of one’s 
life. Once you lose the opportuni y at that 
age, you can never regain these things in life. 
The only thing that you can do is to compen¬ 
sate for them or is to give substitutes for 
them. So, I say that a real beginning in 
socialist economy should be made in the field 
of child welfare. 

I notice this trend also in this budget. 
A lot has been done in this budget for 
children. But I find that the objective is not 
very much manifest ; it peeps through a veil 
and does not come out into the open. For 
the children, a little more has to be done. 

Another thing that would satisfy me in 
the socialist line would be that every quantum 
of economic growth should be judged also by 
social criteria. For instance, a certain. 
village or a certain area may be developed 
or a certain industry may be developed some- 
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where, and a certain amount of growth may 
be achieved in a certain area or in a certain 
field of life. While bringing about that 
growth, we should also see whether it has 
achieved any social objectives or brought 
about some social equality in the process, 
because social objectives do not come over 
one's head ; social objectives should be woven 
into the structure of the economy, in the very 
process of economic devciopmenf, in the 
process of bringing about that development. 
The very process of economic development 
should be socially oriented, and oriented 
towards an egalitarian society. When you 
go to build something, say, a dam, you should 
sec that the people employed arc not discri¬ 
minated against. Or if there is discrimination, 
it is in favour of the poor people, 
for the local people, people who have 
lost their lands or who have suffered or 
sacrificed for the development projects. 
These things have to be taken into consi¬ 
deration because only then we can say that 
we have really integrated social values into 
the economic structure, into the very process 
of economic growth. Unless the.se two things 
are done, I do not think we are very clear 
in our objective and that we put the priorities 
straight. Although these things are there in 
the budget—I feel, their presence there is not 
manifest. I would like that they should be 
more manifest and more explicit. 

I would draw tlie Finance Minister’s 
attention to one point regarding my consti¬ 
tuency, Varanasi. 1 have just received a 
telegram which reads ; 

“F.xorbitant enhancement of excise duty 
on metallic yarn, tariff, custom duty on 
raw materials has been made. The 
metallic yarn industry is a new small 
scale industry coming up in Varanasi. 
It is already suffering under heavy taxa¬ 
tion. Further enhancement will result 
in total closure causing heavy loss and 
unemployment and will encourage 
smuggling. Varanasi traders have already 
submitted a representation against previous 
imposition of duties with expectation of 
relief and they are facing a fresh severe 
blow. I request reconsideration and 
reduction in the existing duty to save this 

industry from being ruined".

The Finance Minister has visited Varanasi 
and has seen the plight of the small smia 
industry pe<H>le and cottage industry people. 
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I hope he will have mercy on them and do 
something to relieve the burden on their heads. 
Thank you. Sir. 

SHRIS. A. KADER (Bombay-Central 
South) : The Budget is an instrument through 
which one looks _at the performance of the 
previous year, the position of the present year 
and plans for the future. Last year the budget 
was presented twice, one a provisional budget 
and then the regular budget in May. At that 
time, although our borders on the eastern »ide 
were humming with refugee activity, we were 
not able to grasp the financial and economic 
quantum of the burden we would have to bear 
on account of the refugees coming to our coun¬ 
try. All said and done, it must be said to the 
credit of the Finance Minister and his collea¬ 
gues, ultimately of course the Prime Minister 
and the Cabinet, that the budget that has been 
presented to this House is one more major 
victory in our history. Why I say major vic¬ 
tory 7 Because after the last budget, not only 
did refugees come, not only did we fight a war. 
but we had also an election throughout the 
country barring three or four States ; in spite of 
all this, though the budget has come in a shat¬ 
tered economy, it has been presented as if it is 
a normal budget. That is a great credit to the 
financial acumen of the Ministry as well as the 
Minister concerned. I congratulate the Minister 
on this. Although he has put some additional 
burden, looking to the budget as a whole, 
from the national point of view, one can say 
that the budget is satisfactory and it has been 
received well throughout the length and breadth 
of the country. 

Sir, I would like to speak on one or two 
aspects of the budget. One is the slumj of 
the cities. Of course, I represent an area 
called Bombay where theie arc so many 
slums. 

AN HON. MEMBER ; A city of slums. 

SHRI S. A. KADER : Yes ; it may be 
called a city of slums now-a-days, because I 
know that in 1956-57, when we surveyed the 
area to find out how many slums or jhorpa- 
thies were there, it was 82 in number. Today, 
the number is over 400, and it is of a larger 
dimension than what was existing in 1956-57. 
But, at the same time, we have to understand 
how these slums are created in the cities. It is 
because of the influx of the people from villages 
to the towns and from the towns to the cities 


for earning their bread ; for bread-winning, 
they are coming out, and we are not able to 
cope with the problems that the cities are 
facing. I am not talking only about Bombay ; 
the situation is the same in Calcutta, Delhi, 
Madras and elsewhere also. To tackle this 
problem, we have to go into the root cause 
and see that this influx from the villages and 
the small towns has to be stopped by giving 
proper facilities and incentives so that people 
may not migrate to the big cities or towns, 
and that alone can save the situation. 

At the same time, today, what is the con¬ 
dition in the slum areas ? I would like to 
draw the attention of our Fin.ince Minister 
to one aspect. He happens to come 
fiom that area, and he was the Chief 
Minister of that .State and he knows* Bombay 
as much as I do, and possibly he might be 
knowing better because as a Chief Minister 
he had access to so many places where we have 
none. 1 would like to draw his attention to 
the fact that in the slums or jhorpjthics as we 
call it, there are inhuman conditions of living. 
There are conditions where there is no latrine 
or bath or water-supply, and the people arc 
using water which is sometimes gutter-water 
for washing and other purposes. If we cannot 
remove the slums,—and I am quite sure that 
within the foreseeable future it is not possible 
to remove them —at least make them worth¬ 
while living in and make them humanly habi¬ 
table, by supplying the minimum requirements 
and amenities ; water and sanitation should 
be properly looked after. That is one aspect. 

For (hat purpose, I would like to draw the 
attention of the Finance Minister to the fact 
that when thc.se schemes are taken up, allo¬ 
cation should be made for the cities and the 
proper spots which arc in need, so that the 
money that is sent from here reaches the spots 
of the slums in the city of Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras or Delhi. I would stress that care is 
taken in this matter, because it sometimes 
happens that a bulk grant is given and that is 
used by the State Government in a dilferent 
way which may ultimately defeat the purpose 
for which the grant is given. 

There is another thing. The hon. Finance 
Minister has touched a virgin ground this time 
by taxing lotteries. That was not expected ; 
nobody expected it. Lotteries have been taxed 
to the extent of 33 per cent. I would like 
to show him one more example and, that is, 
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oo one condition. The condition is that he 
should do away with the kerosene tax, because 
kerosene tax is a tax on the common man 
direct. Kerosene is used mostly by the lower 
middle and middle classes of society, and the 
economically backw.ird classes of society every¬ 
where, be it in cities or villages. What is the 
amount that the Minister gets by way of this 
levy ? Rs. 29 crores in a budget of thousands 
of crores. I would like to ask what you are 
creating by this Rs, 29 crores. You may get 
Rs. 29 crores, but by that you will be getting 
29 crores muitiplied by 55 crores of more abuses 
at Parliament and at the Government on that 
account. 

I would like to point out that in Bombay, 
Calcutta,-Madras and Delhi, races arc going 
on. There is a jeck-pot pool. 

AN HON. MEMBER : Bangalore also. 

SHRI S. A. KADER : Bangalore also. 
I would like to explain to the hon. Members 
who do not know that it is a ten rupee invest¬ 
ment on the jack-pot pool, and when that 
amount is collected, one has to nominate five 
horses in the five races. If the five horses win, 
then, if the number of tickets is more, the 
jack-pot pool is divided, and if the number is 
less, a very big jack-pot comes in which is 
many times greater than a lottery-prize. And 
it is every week. There are about 27 to 28 
races in Bombay. There are twenty races in 
Poona, about thirty in Bangalore. I have 
not got the figures for Madras and Calcutta. 
But everywhere these jackpot pools operate. Jf 
the jackpot pool dividend is Rs. 100 or ; 1000, 
the tax may be lower, but if the quantum of 
a single jackpot comes to about Rs. 50,000 or 
about a lakh, you can tax it higher and you 
can collect quite a good amount from the 
jackpot pool. 

If India has to progress from the socialist 
point of view, we shall have to have more 
money and we shall have to find more grounds. 
Agricultural field is very potential and we shall 
have to look into it and persuade our friends 
to contribute a larger amount. I was told 
that in Haryana and Punjab there are people, 
farmers with 15 or 20 or at the most 100 acres 
of land, who are prepared to buy combines at 
Rs. 1.5 lakhs cash down. That is the posi¬ 
tion in Haryana and Punjab and in the sugar 
industry areks in Maharashtra, 
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The Budget visualises what is going to 
happen. But sometimes we bring in political 
issues. My friend Shamim raised an issue 
and he said that Kashmir was a fraud, elec¬ 
tions there were a fraud and so on, Bangla 
Djsh was a fraud. Possibly he would have said 
that his being here is a fraud, although he is 
an elected Member, He was prepared to say 
all that he has said. I do not have any 
quarrel with him but this is the way hj looks 
at things. Again and again questions are 
raised in this House and elsewhere also about 
Kashmir, saying that Kashmir had not joined 
India on its own free will. If my friend Mr. 
Shamim meant only this, that Kashmir afiair 
were fraud, I am prepared to meet him any¬ 
where and discuis with him and convince him 
(hat Kashmir joined India under the Consti¬ 
tution, under the free will of its people. Its 
leaders not only joined India ; they requested 
India : we want to join and the relevant arti¬ 
cle had been signed in the proper, documented 
way. There are political parties who want to 
exploit religion. Some persons in India, in 
Pakistan and even in Kashmir say : It is a 
Mudim area and it should not be with India 
because India is a Hindu area and Pakistan 
is a Muslim area. They completely forget that 
India is not a Hindu area or any other reli¬ 
gious area but it is a secular area and in that 
secular area leaders of Kashmir at that time 
saw progress and prosperity and so Kashmir 
joined India. On 4th December, when we 
were attacked by Pakistan, Mr. Shamim spoke 
in this House about the policies of India and 
it was one of the best speeches I could have 
ever listened. There, he has definitely condem¬ 
ned the outlook of Pakistan and strongly sup¬ 
ported our action, as an Indian and not as a 
Kashmiri, in the war for Bangla Desh that we 
were waging. I do not understand what has 
happened between 4th December and 22nd 
March to make him turn a somersault. It is 
no use now saying all these things about 
Kashmir. Kashmir is a part and parcel of 
India as Bombay or Madras or Calcutta is. 
Any challenge to Kashmir is a challenge to the 
sovereignty of our country. I am quite sure 
that shortly even Pakistan will have to con¬ 
cede that Kashmir is a part and parcel of 
India. The international border that is finally 
settled will include the beautiful valley of 
Kashmir in India. There is no doubt about it 
in my mind. 

But what about those who get elected and 
then say that it is a fraud ? Mr. Shamim 
elected against a Congress candidate. H« 
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defeated the Congress candidate. He comes 
and takes oath in this House. The Election 
Commission declares the result. There was 
no fraud because he was elected. The Jamaat- 
e-Islami is a communal organisation which 
should not exist in my opinion and should not 
take partjn politics. Its members are elected, 
and they say that it is not a fraud, but here 
my friend Mr. Shamim says that it is a big 
fraud. Why 7 Because they saw clearly that 
they were not going to win. The mood of the 
people was such that they were not going to 
be supported. So, they wanted and excuse to 
get out, and then they make these charges that 
it is all humbug and fraud. I would like to 
tell him not to judge the people of India in 
such a superficial way. The people of India 
are sound. Their political maturity is unparal- 
lellcd in the annals of parliamentary democracy. 
The way they voted in the Election of 1971 
shows that they wanted to have a stable 
Government. They decided that our leader 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi and her party would 
give them stable Government, and so they 
voted for her. In 1972, they again thouhgt 
that as she had achieved victory in Bangla 
Desh by military intervention, she would keep 
her promise of garibi hatao. They strengthe¬ 
ned her hands with majority in all the states so 
that she could work with dynamic speed to imple¬ 
ment the garibi hatao programme immedia¬ 
tely. This was the mood of the people from 
Kashmir to Cape Comerin and from Assam to 
Kutch, The people thought in one way, and 
that is the reason why those who have failed to 
get elected call it a fraud. This is the only 
reason I can see. Last time the pernicious 
theory was trotted out that invisible ink was 
imported from the Soviet Union. This time 
that argument is not there. The argument 
now is fraud. It serves no purpose. If Mr. 
Shamim considers India as his own country, 
that he Is an Indian first, then let him think 
and act as an Indian. He may belong to any 
political par:y, we have no objection, but the 
country is one, its unity is indivisible, and that 
is where we stand. If necessary we shall 
fight to save that unity. We will not budge 
an inch from that. He is such a nice person to 
talk with, but I was simply taken aback when 
he made a political speech on the budget, to 
which I had to reply, I am really constrained 
to say that he has lost his sense of reasoning. 

SHRIMATI MUKUL BANERJI (New 
Delhi) : Sir, let me begin by congratulating 
the hon. Finance Minister for presenting a 
balanced budget which should boost the morale 
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of the common man. The people of our coun¬ 
try have repeatedly proved their sense of patrio¬ 
tism and sound common sense by accepting 
burdens whenever it has been necessary. Only 
recently they bore the burden of the supple¬ 
mentary budget which was require 1 to face the 
extraordinary situation last year to help 
Bangla Oesh and our war efforts. I am sure 
the common man will not hesitate to take his 
share of the burden, provided a proper psy¬ 
chological atmosphere is created and he is con¬ 
vinced of the genuineness of the case. 

Sir, the soundness of the budget has been 
proved in a way by the buoyancy of the share 
market. This has been possible because the 
industrial section on the one hand is now sure 
of the stability of the Government and more 
investment will come forward. On the other 
side, the common man believes today that the 
Government really and sincerely means to give 
a fair and equitable deal to him. Here I do 
not agree with my friend Shri Indrajit Gupta ; 
when the Government is really stabi ■, then 
only the share market goes up. 

The critics of the budget should note that 
the public sector undertakings in the Centre 
and also in the States will get Rs. 700 crorcs 
more than last year. This is a big achieve¬ 
ment. Out of this Rs. 700 crores, more than 
Rs. 150 crores are specially earmarked for the 
weaker sections of the society and special 
emphasis has been given to rural works, lead¬ 
ing to rural development and rural employment. 
Moreover, special employment schemes for 
educated unemployed persons in the urban 
areas are also receiving top priority and ail 
the serious consideration which it deserves. 
If this is nut bringing socialism, then what is 
really socialism ? 

Rapid expension of primary education in¬ 
cluding improvement of school buildings and 
school environment has also received proper 
attention in the proposed budget. 

The budget has also taken into account 
the serious problems of drinking water in the 
villages, and a big scheme for expansion of 
immediate water supplies in the rural areas is 
being taken up. I am sorry I do not agree 
with one of my friends when he said that 
drinking water arrangements are not being 
looked after in this budget. Care was taken 
IQ the previous budget about this matter and

in this budget also care has been taken to look 
after it. 

Sir, very considerable sums have been set 
apart for slum clearance, slum improvement 
and low cost urban housing for low income 
group. 1 would like to tell the previous spea¬ 
ker who spoke about slums in Bombay that 
in New Delhi we have started very good work 
and the New Delhi Municipal Committee has 
already built a lot of latrines in slum areas and 
provided taps and other necessary facilities for 
living like human beings. So, in New Delhi 
conditions are improving very well and I hope 
that with our majority in the Delhi Metropo¬ 
litan Council we shall be able to change the 
conditions in Old Delhi also. 

Particular emphasis has been given in the 
budget for rapid expansion of health, family 
planning and nutrition schemes also. It is 
clear from the budget that the slum population 
in the big cities will also now Receive adequate 
attention. 

Taking an overall view of the position, the 
budget proposal is a clear indication that the 
Government is determined to do both social 
Justice and economic justice, particularly to 
the under-developed and weaker sections of 
the society, which includes Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes, minorities and other 
sections. This budget is sure to create a new 
social order. 

The implementation of the schemes is 
very crucial and I would like to put pressure 
on that. I would like to know from the hon. 
Finance Minister as to how he is thinking of 
enlistjng public enthusiasm and public coope¬ 
ration. I believe that creating a proper cadre 
at the administrative level is adsoiuteiy neces* 
sary. and that cadre should be dedicated to 
the cause and should actually believe in 
socialism. 

It should be admitted that every budget 
proposal brings some additional burden on the 
fixed income group, either through direct or 
or indirect taxation. I know this because 
most of the voters in my constituency, 
are government servants. This group by 
nature does not evade tax. They cannot 
either, because their mode of income 
is always open and clear. The tax structure 
is patting an increasing burden on them. At 
the same time, it is our experience that the 
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sphere of black money and tax evasion is 
rapidly widening. These are being made mani¬ 
fest in ever-increasing smuggling of gold in the 
country, illegal operations in land and super¬ 
fluous high valued consumer goods. This is 
grossly harmful to the society because this 
money does not contribute to savings for in¬ 
vestment on either public or private sector. 
On the other hand, this leads to inflation and 
more deficit financing. I would like, to know 
from the hon. Minister how he proposes to 
fight this chronic malady in the society. 

Again, we heard throughout last year that 
agricultural wealth should be taxed. But I do 
not find any clear and distinct beginning 
towards this in the budget proposal. Accord¬ 
ing to me, at least a beginning should be made 
in this budget with the higher land holdings 
e.g. 50 acres or more and no exemption should 
be given to society holdings Of course, 
government may think of finding out some 
other means to boost co-operative farming 
etc. 

I would like to raise another point about 
incentives. Government should have a scheme 
to spend the local levies on local improvement 
schemes, as far as possible. This will mini¬ 
mise the common resentment that the local 
people do not derive any benefit out of the 
ta.xes p.aid by them. I would like to give one 
example. In Malda they produce only man¬ 
goes. There was one D.C. who started collec¬ 
ting four paise per basket and thus collected 
Rs. lakhs that way. The entire money 
was their spent on building schools, colleges 
and hospitals in that area so that the local 
area could be improved. 

Then, more ear-marking of funds has to 
be done for the development of the backward 
areas. Certain facilities will have to be given 
to attract industries to those areas. These 
facilities will include, among other things, 
communications, railways, roads, electrifi¬ 
cation and better living conditions. 

Then, government have not indicated as 
to how they propose to hold the price line, 
particularly of essential goods. Voluntary or¬ 
ganisations alone cannot tackle this problem. 
So, there should be a really effective machi¬ 
nery set up by government proper sanc¬ 
tion from the government at least for items 
like foodgrains, sugar, pulses, salt, kerosene, 
taxtiles etc. If necessary^ government shoold 
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consider state trading in such essential con¬ 
sumer commodities. Of course, I would ap¬ 
peal to all Members of Parliament to unite 
and help the government in organising the 
price resistance movement and also in bringing 
down the prices. There should be no party 
barrier in this because this will ultimately help 
the poor. 

Extra tax on kerosene is bound to hit 
very adversely almost the entire poor and 
specially the rural population. I realise that 
Government has to import kerosene to some 
extent. But the other aspect of the consumer 
should also be kept in view. The very run¬ 
ning of the daily life of a villager and the 
poor people, including cooking and light etc , 
depends on kerosene and additional tax on 
kerosene is sure to hit them severely. I 
would, therefore, request the lion. Minister 
to withdraw this proposal. 

I would rather suggest that the Finance 
Ministry can take two paise more on rayon, 
because rayon is used by rich people and not 
by poor people, than taxing kerosene till we 
are in a position to give lighting facilities 
to all the villagers. 

Regarding the boosting of industrial pro¬ 
duction, I would suggest to the Government to 
seriously evolve means to establish good 
relationship with labour. One of the princi¬ 
pal means should be to have management 
and workers combined council or committee, 
in which the workers’ representatives should be 
able to participate in the entire matter of 
industry. This should be immediately imple¬ 
mented properly in the public sector under¬ 
takings. There is a provision for this but 
it is not properly implemented. That is why, 
labour unrest is there. 

In the end, I give my wholehearted support 
to the Budget proposals and I congratulate 
the hon. Finance Minister for his keeping a 
balanced and judicious eye on every aspect of 
the national requirement and I am quite sure 
that the implementation of the Budget pro¬ 
posals will surely bring a rapid social trans¬ 
formation and a new and just social order 
would be created.

SHRI K. BALAKRISHNAN (Ambala- 
puzha) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, last time wbeq 
the Budget was presented in Parliament, the 
governing parfy had corns with a thumping, 
massive majority, and they had the oppor¬ 
tunity to do what they found best to imple¬ 
ment their promises to the electorate. This 
time, as the Budget discussion is talcing place, 
the position is even better* for the people in 
office because the missive majority has gone 
from the Centre to the States also, and if I 
remember correct, never before, since inde¬ 
pendence, had there been such an opportunity 
for any one in power to implement the promi¬ 
ses made to the electorate at the time of 
elections. Always promises to the electorate 
in implementation take the form of Budget 
and fiscal measures. In public finance, the 
men at the helm of a^airs, have to use a 
particular language because unlike in the 
election propaganda meetings, things said in 
the Budget speeches and budget papers and 
memoranda have got to be implemented. 

Thciehad been quite a lot of euoiogy and 
quite a lot of criticism about the Budget the 
Finance Minister has presented before this 
august assembly. But, apart from taking 
this side or that side, as one who looks at 
things quite objectively," I would request the 
Finance Minister to look at the reaction in 
the country to the Budget he has presented. 

Members who were speaking before me 
had been quoting from newspapers and 
periodicals the reactions of the various 
sections of people to the Budget proposals of 
the Fin.in<« Minister, People who bad been 
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groaning long under direct taxation and cor¬ 
porate bodies have a sigh of relief and have 
a word of praise for the Budget proposals. We 
can more or less say that in this Budget a 
holiday is proposed for the corporate bodies 
and super-tax-paying direct tax-payers. But, 
when it comes down to the sma'ler, weaker 
and poorer section? of society, there had not 
been a word of praise from any one. Those 
from the party in power or from the party in 
opposition who always make sound, a good 
exercise to their tongue, inside parliaments 
and assemblies, need not necessarily echo 
what happans on the streets and corners. I 
am not particularly referring to this tax 
or that- tax because if this Government 
happens to be the Government of the 
poor people and the poor people have 
voted for this Government, there is no 
escaping the fact that the poor people 
must run it. And, for running a Government, 
they must pay and payments they must make 
in the form of taxes or collections which¬ 
soever the Government chooses. But, let us 
think of the other side of the problem. They 
have voted you to power. They have voted 
you because they were thrilled by your pro¬ 
mise of ‘Garibi Hatao'. They were thrilled 
by the leadership of the Prime Minister They 
were hoping that if with this massive majorily, 
the party comes to power with the intention of 
implementing the proposals put before them 
at the time of elections, they can expect 
certain things to happen. Has a sing’e thing 
happened ? 

Well, there had been a lot of talk about 
tax on kerosene. There had been an expla¬ 
nation that it is after all only 5 paise— 

6 paise per litre and S paise per bottle. It 
cannot be much of a sum for Ministers and 
to an extent for the Parliament Members, for 
Secretaries to Government and for big busi • 
nessmen and so on. But there arc hundreds of 
thousands of people in this country for whom 5 
paise and 6 paise become a big sum. Apart from 
the financial aspect of it, may I remind the 
powers-that-be of one thing ? When Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru joined the interim Cabinet 
as Vice-President of the Viceroy’s Executive 
Council, and when there was a coalition 
Government of the Congre.ss with the Muslim 
League, the one thing on which the Congress 
cringed to the Muslim League for commit¬ 
ment was not to introduce the salt tax. At 
that time Liaquat Ali Khan was the Finance 
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Minister, It would have been one of the 
most revenue-earning taxes if salt had been 
taxed. But the Congress leadership cringed 
to the Muslim League not to lax salt. 
Why ? Why is that Mahatma Gandhi 
stated on the Salt Satyagraha movement 
which ultimately led this country to freedom ? 
There must be some meaning in it. The 
meaning that I think of may not be the 
meaning that the Treasury Benches attach to 
if. But, let us think of the background of if, 
let us think of the psychology behind it. 
After independence, after 26 years, we arc 
sitting here, we arc taxing the poor man, we 
are taxing the kerosene which is used for his 
kindle in the evening, for his one morsel of 
food after a day work. Is it a joke ? It 
might bring in Rs, 28 crares or so But we 
must remember, these Rs. 28 crores come out 
of the tears, out of the blood of the poor peo¬ 
ple. If there be forces that work within society, 
that work in politics, who just want the 
common man to go before the kerosene shop 
defying payment of this tax, and even .start 
.some agitation, what will be the fate of this 
lax ? You have to collect kerosene tax liter¬ 
ally out of the blood of the common man. 
Do you want that state of affairs to come 
in this country ? When you talk of Garihi 
Hatao, do you want the common man to 
shed his blood, defying an exci.se tax placed 
on his daily need ? Administrative thinking 
and the idea of public finance should have 
been of better spray. 

There is again a fax on fertilisers. Well, 
the common man, the poor man, has just 
started understanding the meaning of the woid 
fertiliser. And the moment he started under¬ 
standing the meaning of the word fertiliser, 
this is what happens. It will be his neigh¬ 
bour who will tell him; it was not this costly 
before, it is because of those new faxes that 
it has become so much costly—-because the 
poor man’s Government, who wanted Garibi 
Hatao,~have imposed a new tax on it. 

Now, Sir, the man who wears the shoe 
knows where the shoe pinches. 

In regard to my own State, I will just cite 
three examples. Garibi Hatao is the principle. 
Well, even the President ha%a word of praise 
for the land reforms we have brought in our 
State. Those land reforms favourably affect 
only the Garib and these Garib people are to 
he helped to somehow or other habilitate them* 
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selves to the new circumstances. That 
requires money. With all our resources, 
wherever we can find money, we are trying 
to find the money, but even then, we require 
more. We come for money. It is for Garibi 
Hafao, but no money is given. 

The Government of India declared a 
policy of giving houses to people who have no 
land, who have no houses. The Central 
Ministers came to our State and declare that 
the Central Government is prepared to help 
them. We revitalised the entire Government 
machinery there : wc prepared a project report 
and presented it to the Central Government. 
Ours was the only Government to do that. 
It is for bnilding hulmects to people who have 
no land, no hut. Can anything be belter for 
Garibi hatao than building houses for the 
poor ? The promise was there from the 
Central Government. But Ministers after 
Ministers from the Stale Government 
have been coming and knocking at tlie doors 
of the Finance Ministiy but there was no 
Garibi Hatao for ns ? The Garibi Hatao is 
yet to come for us. 

My hon. friend Shii M. M. Joseph was 
referring to the fact that if India was attacked, 
it was not the people of Bengal or the people 
of Assam or the people of Kashmir or the 
people in the border Stales alone who were 
attacked, but the entire people of India took 
it as an attack against our land. The entire 
India rises up as one man in such eases. 
That is the position in case of military 
attack. But we arc being attacked by 
nature, by the Arbian Sea. Every year, 
thousands of acres arc being eaten away by 
the Arabian Sea because of sea erosion. If 
only some of the Ministers would go there 
and sec, they would find for themselves that 
nobody is losing his hutment except a Garib, 
a fisherman. The entire coastline is occupied 
by fisherman, and it is being washed away. 
The Central Minister in charge went there and 
saw the problem for himself and he said then 
and there that this was a national problem. 
It is not the problem of Kerala alone. If a 
piece of land of Kerala is lost, then what is lost 
is a piece of land of India, and not of Kerala 
alone. Chunks and chunks of land in Kerala 
are carried away by the Arabian Sea every 
year. Why not take it as a national problem ? 
When we are talking of Garibi Hatao, why 
not take this as a national problem ? We 
must feel and we must see and we must have 


the experience of this, for, after all, wc have 
to feel that this Government is going ahead 
with progressive measures and going ahead 
with programmes for the poor. 

I shall conclude my speech with just one 
quotation wliich I remember to have read long 
long before in Tulsidas’s Ramayana, He 
said ; 

I frtiTjfr ^rpr i 

This means ; What is the bigness of the 
ocean when the whole world has to walk along 
the bank thirsty ? At least when wc come 
to talk here at the lime of the next budget, 
wc must be able to feel and say that Govern- 
ment have liataocd Garibi There will only 
be the Gaiib without the Garibi. They have 
told the Garib that they will ‘Garibi Hatao’. 
Tliat means that they want progress ‘hatao’. 
No march towards prosperity. .Stop where 
you arc. Indeed Garibi Hatao 1 

SllRIA. K. M. ISHAQUE (Basirhat) : 

I rise to suppoit all the proposals of the 
Finance Minister. I call it a well-meaning 
budget, but I would have been happier if this 
budget would have been a bit more employ¬ 
ment-oriented. As you know. Sir, the 
problem of employment is a very real problem 
in the country. I do not say that it is the 
only problem in the country. But I say that 
if there are two problems in the whole 
country, then the problem of employment is 
one of them. Whenever wc visit our consti¬ 
tuencies after the session is over, if we are 
faced with ten problems a day, at least six 
of the problems are problems of employment. 
Therefore, this problem requires a special 
treatment. Unless we can solve this problem, 

[ appichcnd that we shall have to face very 
big consequences. Now, we have got the 
opportunity to face this problem with all 
courage. I apprehend that this is Just a lull 
before the storm. If wc cannot solve this 
problem, the storm will arise. I have some 
suggestions to make to Government to solve 

this problem straigh(way. There are 

many private concerns in the country. 
If Government could prescribe compulsory 
employment in all these concerns, especially 
in those concerns employing more than 200 
persons, the problem can be solved in a great 
way. I do not know what is the exact figure 
of unemployment today. In 1969 it was more 
than 12 million; it might have reach^ 
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15 million now. I am speaking only of the 
educated unemployed ; I am not counting the 
vast multitudes in the rural areas who are 
suffering—due to unemployment and partial 
employment. They are employed only three 
or four months a year. The number of 
educated unemployed is anywhere from 12 
to IS million. . If Government could nuke 
the firms compulsorily employ additionally 
10 per cent of their staff, that is, concerns 
employing more than 200 persons, the 
problem would be solved to a great extent. 
Suppose a concern has 500 on its staff, it lias 
to take 50 more. They will raise a hue and 
cry and protest. But if Government show 
firmness, they will accept the proposal. 

I would again suggest that Government 
nationalise all sick and idle industries paying 
a compensation of Re, 1 each, if the owners 
do not agree to reopen them within a specified 
period of time. Lakhs of people have gone 
unemployed because th^ units have gone sick 
or idle. This will also solve the problem to 
some extent. 

There is shortage of electricity in the 
country, more particularly in Bengal. If the 
whole country is electrified, it would create 
much scope for self-employment. The 
problem would then be very much lessened. 
Avenues would be opened for setting up small 
industry; it would create avenues of self- 
employment. 

I also suggest decentralisation of industry. 
It has considerable employment potentiality. 
Almost ail the sub-divisional headquarters 
have been linked with through communica¬ 
tions. If industries are set up at die sub- 
divisional and wherever possible at the block 
levels, many employment opportunities would 
be created. It will also bring about industrial 
peace. 

It has been the common talk that 
nationalisation of banks has not achieved the 
desired results. I agree the time is not yet 
ripe for an assessment like this. All the 
same, the motive of encouraging self- 
employment through nationalised banks has 
not received momenfom. Government should 
see to it that the nationalised banks take the 
initiative in creating self-employment. A 
large number of educated persons are very 
mtwh'eager to have self-employment through 
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these banks, but the banks are not co-ope¬ 
rating, nor are finding ways to bring this 
about. Sir. in my humble opinion, if the 
Government at least helps at this stage, we 
will be helping in mitigating the problem of 
unemployment in this country. 

Almost everyone has expressed resentment 
at the taxation on kerosene and fertilisers. 
I am unhappy that kerosene is taxed. I am 
more unhappy because of the logic Advanced 
for taxing kerosene. The Finance Minister 
reminds me of the good, old story of the 
wolf and the lamb. The wolf and the lamb 
were drinking water fiowing down the stream. 
The wolf wanted to kill the lamb, and there¬ 
fore it asked the lamb why it polluted the 
water last year. When the lamb told the 
wolf that “I was not born even last year,” 
the svolf said: “If you were not born, it 
was your father who did it. Therefore, you 
will die for your father’s fault.” The Finance 
Minister is penalising the peasantry, the 
have-nots of the rural areas, for the crimes 
that the other diJ. I would have been happier 
if this logic had not been advanced. 

I would request the Finance Minister to with 
araw the tax on kerosene and fertiliser. Fertili¬ 
ser, as you know, is a commodity in which the 
poor peasants having two or three or four 
beghas of land have found a useful instru¬ 
ment for achieving greater production. Now, 
if this article is taxed, these poor people will 
be found to purchase less of it and thus 
production will be affected. The number of 
firms in this country is quite less and the 
number of big jotedars particularly in West 
Beng.il is quite less. Therefore, by taxing 
this fertiliser, only the common peasantry 
in West Bengal will be affected very much. 
Therefore, I request the Finance Minister to 
see to it that if it is possible the taxation on 
fertiliser is withdrawn. 

With these words, I thank the Finance 
Minister for presenting this budget. Before I 
conclude, I should say that in the days 
preceding the presentation of this budget, 
there was gossip all round, a speculation all 
round, that the Finance Minister was going to 
fleece the common people through direct 
taxation, but we are thankful to the Finance 
Minister that the Finance Minister has 

disappointed the hon. Member opposite.

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE (Akola) : Mr. Chairman, Sir, at the 
outset let me express my deep sense of grati¬ 
tude to my leader, the Prime Minister, for 
giving me this opportunity to be a Member 
of this august House. This Is the first time 
that I am venturing to place my thoughts on 
an important subject like the Budget and I 
deem it a privilege to do so among tjfe galaxy 
of gentlemen of this country. 

On the Budget, at the outset, let me 
submit that I do not consider this Budget a 
socialist Budget because in a capitalist society, 
a Budget which thinks in terms of taxation 
which is an inherent part of capitalist system 
cannot be a socialist Budget. It is a contra¬ 
diction in terms. It will be a misnomer. 
But we can have a socialist objective, a 
socialist direction, and that is pre-eminently 
there, writ large in this Budget. The shot 
in the arm that the Finance Minister has 
proposed in the form of a huge doze of Plan 
outlay of Rs. 710 crores is going to serve as 
a launching pad, if I may put it that way, 
for launching the rocket of socialism in 
this country which will take us to the height 
of Gerihi Hatao. Therefore, I submit, this 
is a Budget which has tremendous potentiality 
provided we implement the proposals and 
take it in the right direction. Let us, as some 
of the Members have said, think in terms of 
basic philosophy of socialism. 

As we know, it is elementary economics 
that the means of production in any economy 
arc three basic economic factors, that is, land, 
labour and capital. Land belongs to naturc- 
God. Nobody can claim that ho owns land 
in the economic sense. Labour is of all 
people and capital is the result of labour on 
land. Labour is of all people, not of the few. 
Therefore, the few cannot ever claim that 
they have a right over the capital which is 
the result of the e^ort of the many. That is 
the basic concept which must be clear in our 
mind if we are at all to think in terms of 
the good of all. We do not have to borrow 
this concept from a particular school of 
thought. That has been there in the tradition 
of this country when the seer says :

Will the Minister of FINANCE be plea¬ 
sed to state the steps taken oi‘ proposed to 
be taken by Government to minimise depe¬ 
ndence on foreign aid in view of its stoppage 
by some countries recently ? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : I would 
draw the attention of the Hon’ble Members 
to para 27 of my Budget speech of 16th 
March, 1972 wterein I have indicated the 
steps being taken by Government to npnimise 
dependence on foreign aid. Government are 
making all possible efforts to be progressively 
independent of extemel assistance through 
increased indigenous production, import 
substitution and export promotion. The 
recent suspension of a part of the economic 
aid by the United States only underlines the 
need to vigorously pursue our objective of 
achieving self-reliance as early as possible.

Yesterday I was going through the various 
documents hke Economic Survey suppfied 
with the Budget papers—yesterday was Ram 
Navami and we had a holiday, & I could 
find some time to read the Budget papers'— 
mid to my mind, all our efforts for aduCving 
self-reliance can be Compared to the wan¬ 
derings of Sri Rama in the wildemess. What 
I find Is that as indicated in the Budget 
papers, external assistance required during 
the Fourth Plan penod has gone upto Rs. 
4595 crores or Rs, 464 crores more Burn 
originally envisaged in the draft Fourth Five 
Year Plan. Now, our exports also are not as 
per targets and they have goner do#D, and so 
far as import substitution is cohcwrtwd, 0 
has also not como Upto expA^iems, wt^ 
we need Rs. 464 crores more of external 
asustance.'* In the light of things, I 
would like to t»ve a specific aiwwer from the 
hon. Fimmce Minister. In 1972^73 and * 
1973-74 and at the end of the fourth 
Plan period, to wbat extent we are goiOg to 
reduce our Fcnrdgn aid ? * 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CBAVAN : 
these mattem it is difficult to quantify the 
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aniouiita, but certainly oiir ditection of 
efforts is very clear because we have said 
that we will have to certainly increase our 
exports. Secondly, import substitution ?s be¬ 
ing pursued very vigorously, I should say that 
it cannot be quantified because it depends 
upon each and every item. Certainly, when 
1 say that we will not depend on aid and« 
when we say that we have to depend upon 
ourselves and increase our exports, it means 
that we have to earn the foreign exchange 
necessary for us. Our idea is not that you 
can completely isolate yourself from the 
international conunerce. But it is very diffi¬ 
cult for me to quantify the amount. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN : In vchv 
of the stupendous nature of the problem may 
I know whether Government would consider 
certain other proposals, which were not men¬ 
tioned in the speech which the Finance Mini¬ 
ster was meantioning ? Our country has been 
increasingly entering into foreign collabora¬ 
tion; also foreign investment in this country 
during this period has been increasing, and 
we are paying almcHt Rs. 100 crores worth 
of money to other countries by way of profit, 
dividends, commission, royalty fees, etc. If the 
Government takes a decision — 1 do not 
know whether you can stop it forthwith — to 
have a policy to do away with this sort of aid 
gradually, this sort of arrangement gradually. 
That propasl has not been mentioned in this. 
Repayment of foreign debts is a drain on 
<Hir economy; we have a big amount of fore¬ 
ign debts... 

MR, SPEAKER : What is the question ? 

SHRIC. K. CHANDRAPPAN : The 
question is very clear. What I want to know 
is whether we have a policy to do away with 
those ford^ collaborations gradually and also 
to know whether we have a policy to dedare 
a moratorium on payment of foreign debts. 
Also we had an unfavourable trade blance of 
Rs. 400 crores...

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN ; 
Well, I was trying to explain the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy. Actually that is explained in 
paragraph 2 to which 1 had made a reference. 
As the hon. Member very rightly said, cer¬ 
tainly there is a large amount that is going 
out of the country by way of repatriation of 
investments in this country. That is true. That 
IS, exactly, why we are thinking in terms of 
self-reliance. I would explain the trend. For 
example, in the last three or four years we 
find that, ultimately, the net aid that we are 
absorbing is getting less and less. Really 
speaking, that shows, to that exent, the inter¬ 
nal strength of our economy is growing, is 
building up. We will pursue this process 
further. As far as the question of foreign 
collaboration is concerned, certainly we are 
not running after collaboration, but m some 
critical areas of our economic development, 
if we have to have some cooperation from 
the other countries, certainly we should not 
completely deny to ourselves that position. 
But we should not depend on them. This is 
the main point. We should not give them 
the feeling that we cannot do without them, 
particularly those countries which are rather 
trying to show it off.

SHRI K. R. GANESH : From time to 
time, we have informed the House about the 
various steps that have been taken with 
regard to bringing profitability to the various 
public sector undertakings. Now, for the 
question that the bon. Member has asked, 
each industry will have to be studied, and it 
has been studied by the Bureau of Public 
Enterprises and by the various committees set 
up, and very recently, the Government have 
set up a very high level action committee 
which is going into the various questions 
about the losses of public sector under¬ 
takings. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA : Will 
the Minister be pleased to state whether in 
reckoning the losses, the Minister has taken 
into account certain facilities which are 
available to the public sector undertakings 
and enterprises such as no-tax and other 
such concessions, and which are not available 
to the private sector undertakings, and when 
you withdraw all those concessions, how 
much would be the loss and how much 
would be the interest gained by these under¬ 
takings ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : It is a very 
specific question which the hon.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN : 
The Kerala Government had asked for 
Rs. 100 lakhs by way of adjustment for 
flood relief work. Even the Chief Minister 
had written to me about it. We had the 
matter discussed. The Planning Commission 
team which goes into this matter, discussed 
the matter with them, and after the discus¬ 
sion, it was found that this increase of 
Rs. 54 lakhs would be enough, because the 
money intended for flood relief is distributed 
among different types of work. For example, 
there were certain programmes for the 
panchayat road works. We shought employ¬ 
ment could be given on that basis, but giving 
employment is one thing and giving gratuitous 
relief is another. We, therefore, thought that 
the relief tb^t was asked for, namely Rs. 100 
lakhs, was not necessary. About the proposals 
for flood control, a separate question may 
be tabled. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI : The Finance 
Minister was saying that it was found that 
Rs. 100 lakhs was not necessary. 1 do not 
know whether the Finance Minister and his 
cbllc^goes in the Planning Commission are 
deciding the question on the pattern of the 
floods in North India. In Kerala, the floods 
are of a different character. The floods will 
not last for more than 24 or 48 hours, but 
it will wipe out all the houses. So, he should 
consider Kerala as a special case and he 
should give, if not the full amount, at least 
what is required. 

, SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN 
You have not followed the content of my 


answer. The ceiling ofRs, 309 lakhs was 
provided, in which there was a large chunk 
of money provided for building of houses 
also. We have not touched that part of it. 
The real plea of the Kerala Government was 
to increase the quantum provided fbr gratui¬ 
tous relief. I found to my surprise, and 
would be surprised also, that the original 
ceiling provided for building houses has not 
been fully utilised.

bouses and sometimes the malpractices are 
dde^to that. Attempts are being made to 
cqy^ up diose malpractices. We are consi¬ 
dering several suggestions. We are thinking 
of hiving a r^^tioa of auditors so that we 
caitt see that the auditors, do not become 
ahached to a particular house or a particular 
company for a long time. 


DR. RAN^ SEN t lir the Minister not 
aware of the fact that some big hinisql ' 
chartered accountants monopolise the entire 
field with the result that some of the smaller 
companies and individual auditors are not 
able to get any assignment 7 It also gives 
rise to a lot of complication in auditing. 
May I know what the Government propose 
to do to get audit freed. from thg grip of 
big audit houses and break this monopoly 
and thereby help the smaller firms and also 
remove the malpractices ?

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA : We 
are having a study in the research section of 
our department in regard to this matter. 
We are trying to find out how much con¬ 
centration is there is regard to audit work. 
It is a fact that there are some large audit 
houses which are attached to big business 
houses and Government is considering this 
matter also. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : It is a fact 
that what are popularly known as big 
business houses in this country, particularly 
the houses which figure in the list of 75 
monopolies, have themselves started various 
auditing concerns which are more or less 
their own subsidiaries; if that is so, in view 
of the great need for self-reliance now and

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) A 

statement is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

(b) The Corporation sanctioned over¬ 
time payments of Rs. 56-53 lakhs and 
Rs. 70 36 lakhs respectively in the years 
1969-70 and 1970-71. 

Statement 

(a) It is presumed that the Honourable 
Member refers to the increase in the rate 
of interest charged on loans granted on the 
security of life insurance policies. 

The rate of interest has been Increased 
from 6% to 7^% from July, 1970. The 
lower rate will continue to be charged 
unless an additional loan is taken under the 
same policy. The reasons are : 

(i) Yields on other investments have 
risen lately; for example, first class 
debentures yield over 9%, shares 
between 9% and 12% and bank 
deposits 7%. Further, banks which 
grant loans against insurance poli¬ 
cies charge between 9% and 

ioi%. 

(ii) The effective rate of interest realised 
on policy loans, that is, the rate 
after allowing for office expenses, 
ts being eroded by rising costs of 
servicing the loans. 

(Hi) Therefore, to the extent the effective 
interest realised falls short of what 
might have been earned - had the 
money been invested oth^wisc, a 
. benefit is secured by policy-holdtmi 
who raise loans at the expense of 


those who do not. This militate 
against equity. 

(iv) The L. I. C. feels that it is the 
wealthier policy-holders who resort 
to these loans now, not because 
money is needed by tlMm but 
merely for investing the money at 
higher rates of interest.

The underlying factors imped¬ 
ing growth in industrial investments have 
been analysed in the Fourth Plan Mid-Term 
Appraisal as well as the Economic Survey for 
1971-72 which have been presented to 
Pailiament. The latter in particular refers to 
the fact that “investments in the public sector 
have been pivatal for generating momentum 
elsewhere in the economic system”. The Bud¬ 
get for 1972-73, therefore, proposes a con- 
siifsrable increase in Plan outlay. Inclusive 
of the Budgetary provision, internal resources 
of public enterprise and other extra-bud¬ 
getary resources, the total Plan outlay on 
Plan scheme in the Central sector is expected 
to increase from Rs. 1,823 crore in 1971-72 
to Rs. 2,307 crores, i.e., by about 27 per¬ 
cent. In addition, the Plan outlay of the

Unite Sold by Unit Trust of India

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI

During the first quarter of the Unit Trust 
of India's current financial year (i.e. July- 
September, 1971) units of the face value of 
Rs. 8’84 crores were sold as against 
Rs. 13’65 crores during the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. The fall in the 
sale of the units is primarily attributable to 
the change in the scheme of tax concessions 
and to a certain extent in the increase in 
interest rates in rival channels of investment. 
As against an earmarked exemption from 
income-tax on income from units upto 
Rs. 1000 available till the end of March, 
1971, the income from units was bracketed 
with income from certain other specified 
categories of investments viz. deposits with 
banks, shares of Indian companies, national 
sayings certificates etc. for purposes of an 
aggregate exemption upto Rs. 3000 allowed 
with effect from 1. 4. 71. This changeremoved 
the special attraction of units from the point 
of view of saving on income tax. At the same 
time, the rates of interest offered by banks on 
fixed deposits improved after the raising of 
the Bank Rate to 6% in January, 1971. 
There were increases in the rates offered mi 
the nation^ savings certificates also. Units 
being an equity type of investment, hlso 
suffered of the rehitively depressed 
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state of stock markets during the larger part 
of 1971. 

(c) During the quarter July-Septeraber, 
1971, 29,184 applications were received by 
the Trust as against 37,196 applications 
during tte corresponding period of the iast 
year. 

Loans to Bihar 

1103. KUMARI KAMLAKUMARI:

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

GANESH) : Central assistance to States, in 
the shape of loans and/or grants is. given for 
a number of purposes. On plan account 
loans and grants are provided according to 
the criteria laid down by the National 
Development Council. On non-Plati account, 
loans and grants are given for such items as 
rehabilitation, short-term loans for fertilisers 
and seeds, loans given against small savings 
collections etc. Assistance is also given to 
States where expenditure on relief measures 
undertaken on account of natural calamities 
exceeds the normal expenditure taken into 
account by the Finance Commission in their 
scheme of devolution. State Governments 
also raise loans in the open market. 

Several States, including Bihar, have hdm 
time to time represented for larger loans and 
grants assistance for the State Flans, for 
expenditure on natural calamities relief and 
for other non-Plan purposes. The Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar had also last year sought 
permission to raise larger loans in the open 
market than had been indicated to them. 

Central assistanded to States, whether for 
Plan or non-Plan purposes, and whether in 
the shape of loans or grants, is provided on 
the basis of criteria which apply to all States. 
Borrowings in the open market are similarly 
determined for individual States in the light 
of prevailing market conditions, past trends 
andlbe development tequirements included 


In the State plans. The requests of States, for 
additional loans and grants have .to be con¬ 
sidered in the light of the above circums- 
tmices and keeping in view the constraint of 
resources at the Centre. 

Managing Agents Working on Higher 
Posts in Private Companies

(a) At the Aid-India Consortium Meeting 
held in Paris in June, 1971 the Members of 
the Consortium endorsed the assessment made 
by the World Bank and agr^d t^t for, the 
year 1971-72, fresh commitments of about 
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$1150 mUiioii (Rs. 862 crores) in the form 
of project and non*project (including debt 
relief) assistance would be desirable. As 
against this the agreements signed so far for 
the year 1971*72 amount to I694'6 million 
(nearly Rs. 521 crores). 

(b) Only the United States suspended a 
part of its economic aid to India following 
the recent Indo-Pak conflict. Hie credit thus 
suspended is of the order of $87-5 million. 

(c) Efforts are being made to increase 
self-reliance by increasing indigenous produc* 
tion and promotion of exports to pay for the 
imports needed for the implementation of 
the Fourth Five Year Plan. In addition, 
alternative sources of supply - from other 
credits and from rupee payment areas are 
being located; and where this is not possible, 
allocation of free foreign exchange is being 
made to the extent possible. Implementation 
of the Fourth Five Year Plan programme is, 
therefore, not likely to be affected. 

Pay Commlaaion for P. & T. 

Employees 

1116. SHRl C. JANARDHANAN :

Reservation of Posts for Schedulsd 
Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
in Pablic Undertafcinge 

1118. M. KATHAMUTHU : WUI the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to state ;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH) : (a) Government have decided 
that the orders regarding reservation of posts 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
should be strictly followed by all public 
sector undertakings and statutory bodies. In 
the case of Central Government industrial 
and commercial undertakings, the orders are 
mandatory, the Articles of Association/ 
Statute of the company concerned being 
amended, wherever necessary for this purpose. 
The question of public sector undertakings 
and statutory bodies not being very keen in 
implementing the Government orders on the 
subject does not, therefore, arise. 

(b) to (d). According to these orders 
vacancies reserved for Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes can be filled by general 
candidates only in cases where suitable 
candidate from the reserved community arc 
not available. Such dereservation of vacancies 
can be done only if the procedure prescribed 
for recruitment which includes advertisement 
in news'papers, reference to employment ex¬ 
change, etc. has failed to offer suitable 
Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates 
and after the matter has been considered and 
approved by the Board of Directors in the 
case of Class I and Class II posts and in 
other lower categories of posts by the Mana¬ 
ging Director, who is also to report such 
decisions to the Board of Directors. Accord¬ 
ing to information reported by the major 
administrative Ministries in 1970 as against 
22% of Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes candidates that should have been 
recruited, 16% were actually recruited and 
dereservation was sought for 6% of the 
vacancies for which suitable candidates were 
l^t available. The corresponding number is 
rpa^y 1400. Attempts are being made to 


ensure that even this quantum of ddeij^Ya* 
tion does not take place in future. 

Wherever representations against non- 
observance of these orders are received, 
their validity is examined by the appropriate 
authorities and necessary steps taken. In 
the enterprises where number of Scheduled 
Caste/Schcduled Tirbe personneUhas been 
found below tbe prescribed percentages, the 
enterprises have been asked to take planned 
and concerted steps to reach the prescribed 
norms. Concrete suggestions have been made 
to them in this regard by Government. The 
position in this regard is kept imder review. 
It has also been decided that training of 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes em¬ 
ployees should be given adequate attention 
both by public enterprises and by Govern¬ 
ment in order to ensure that dereservatioo is 
kept to a minimal figure and also to improve 
their suitability for higher posts. 

Central Aeslstance to Orissa as*a 
Result of loss due to Cyclone

During 1971-72, the State Government 
had approached the Government of India for 
assistance towards relief measures necessita¬ 
ted first on account of fiooda and then in- 
the wake of the cyclone, lie State Govern 
ment had ^timated the expenditure on fippd 
relief measures at Rs. 7‘fi0;.crores . 01 bs 
0*43 crore . _tl»:ougb a ,si^leinept§t3f 
quest) and. on the cyclone felmf. mepwmef « 
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Rs. 49'75 crores during the finwicial year 
1971-72. The requirement of funds has 
been gone into by Central teams which 
were deputed to the State for an on-the-spot 
assessment of the situation. The Central 
teams have recommended the following 
ceilings of expenditure for flood and cyclone 
relief measures in 1971-72 :

The ceilings recommended by the Central 
teams were accepted and communicated to 
the State Government. Central assistance is 
being sanctioned in the light of progress of 
expenditure which the State Government are 
expected to report periodically. So far, an 
amount of Rs. 10 crores, including Rs. 3 
crores, as short-term loans for agricultural 
inputs, has been released to the State 
Government. 

The State Government had recently made 
a proposal for revising the ceilings in respect 
of certain items and for continuance pf cer¬ 
tain relief measures in 1972-73. On their 
request, a Central team is presently visiting 
the State to review the position. 

Steps to bring down prices of Life 
Saving Drags

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : (a) to (c). 
After the devaluation of the Pound Sterling in 
November, 1967 the Government of India and 
thj Government of Yugoslavia differed in the 
legal interpretation of the exchange variation 
clause in the Credit and Trade and Payments 
Agreements. The two Governments mutually 
agreed to obtain legal advice through the 
good offices of the Managing Director of the 
International Monetary Fund. On the advice 
of the Managing Director, International 
Monetary Fund a joint reference was made 
by the two Governments to ftofessor P. A. 
Lalive, Dean of the Geneva Law School, 
Geneva for giving the correct legal interpreta¬ 
tion. Prof. Lalive’s opinion was received by 
the two Governments in October, 1971. This 
opinion, wluch does not uphold our interp¬ 
retation, however, is not binding on either 
Government as neither the International 
Monetary Fund nor Prof. Lalive were asked 
to arbitrate in the matter. The question of 
any additional liability as a result of Prof. 
Lalive’s oiiifnlon does not, therefore, arise. 
The matter has to be settled now by negotia¬ 
tion between the two Governments. Air Indian 
delegation led by the Deputy Minister for 
Foreign Trade visited Belgrade from 28th 
February to 4th Nfercfa^ 1972 and, Inter aiia, 


discussed this matter with the Yugoslav 
Government. No decision has been reached 
yet. The matter will be further discussed 
towards the end of this year.

The Government have not accep¬ 
ted this increase, and are releasing foreign 
exchange to these foreign oil Refineries 
on the basis of the earlier price. However, 
these Refineries are importing lesser quantity 
of crude by charging the higher price, resul¬ 
ting in the reduction in their refining 
capacities by about 9%. This reduction in 
the production of petroleum product is 
being made good by imports.

(iv) Publication of ' names of assessees 
who are defaulters in the payment 
of taxes over certain prescribed 
limits. 

(v) Arrear Clearance Fortnights are 
being observed all over tlie country. 
During the period, special emphasis 
is laid on qirrying out pending 
adjustments/rectifications, giving 
effect to appellate orders and 
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collectiiiig the net demand due 
from the a$se<;sees. 

(vi) Five Tax Recovery Commissioners 
have recently been posted in 
Calcutta, Keraia, Delhi, Nagpur 
and Hyderabad. In addition to 
administrative jurisdiction over Tax 
Recovery Officers, they will also 
have appellate jurisdiction with 
effect from 1.1.1972 to hear 
appeals against the orders of the 
Departmental Tax Recovery Offi¬ 
cers.

We have achieved adequate self-suffi¬ 
ciency in small arms and light artillery 
weapons and their ammunition. For medium 
artillery weapons and ammunition, which arf 
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replacing'the traditioDal weapons in that 
range, capacity is being established. We are 
stilt dependent on foreign sources for special 
type df non-ferrous metals and special steels. 

2. The Ordnance Factories are today 
producing the self-loading Ishapore rifles, 
light and medium machine guns and mortars, 
antiaircraft and anti-tank guns and medium 
artillery, besides a large range of ammuni¬ 
tion. 

3. Some important projects which have 
been approved by Government recently are 
as follows : 

(a) Indigenous manufacture of Indian 
Field Gun in place of 25 Pdr. Gun 
of World War II vintage. 

(b) Indigenous manufacture of 9 mm 
self-loading Pistol for the Services 
with a versetile capacity for the 
manufacture of. 3 2” Pistol for the 
civil use. 

(c) Project for the establishment of 
indigenous manufacture of ammuni¬ 
tion in the Ordnence Factories for 
the imported equipment. 

(d) Indigenous manufacture of new 
MMGs required for the Infantry and 
Tanks. 

(e) Special steels plant to provide all 
types of special steels of high speci¬ 
fications required by the Ordnance 
Factories. In the past because of the 
high specifications and restricted 
quantities that were required, these 
had to be imported from abroad. 
With the special steels plant going 
into production within the next 4/5 
years Ordnance Factories will be self 
sufiScient in this important raw 
material. 

(f) Production of propellants with the 
latest process of manufacture to meet 
.the requirements of high calibre and 
sophististicated weapons and 
ammunition.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1972-73 
GENERAL DISCUSSION 

—Conld 

MR. SPEAKER: We will now resume 
the general discussion of the budget. Shri 
Sathe to continue bis speech. 

SHRI VASANTRAO PURUSHOTTAM 
SATHE (Akola) : As I was saying the other 
day, the principles and tl» philosophy of 
socialism have been there inherent in our 
htaritage right since the Vedic times; not to 
say that socialism was there in those days, 
but socialistic ideas have been there ingrajned 


4. 1894 (5.4irA) 

in our entire phifosophy. Now, in the recent 
times also, there was Karl Marx a seer of the 
modern times, who also laid down the 
philosophy in these few words when he said 
from each according to his capacity and to 
each according to his needs.” 

But I might point out that even if we 
take the definition of democracy, 1 would 
submit that socialism is in fact an economic 
democracy. It is econemy of the people, by 
the people and for the people. If that is 
implemented in practice, then we will have 
true socialism. In fact, socialism is the other 
side of the coin of political democracy. There 
can be no true democracy without sociatism 
and no true socialism without democracy. 

I would submit that when we think of a 
fresh outlook towards the theory and princi¬ 
ples ot implementation of this philosophy of 
socialism, the first and foremost thing that 
has to be considered in this country is the 
production of goods. Ultimately what remains 
of goods produced after consumption is the 
surplus value, that is capital. Therefore, 
production should be given priority and pro¬ 
duction in our country should be need-orien¬ 
ted, need-based, not profit oriented as it is in 
the copitalist system. If that is done, we can 
give employment. 57 crores of people in our 
country need the basic necessities of life. 
They need to be fed and clothed. But in the 
capitalist economy we are catering to artificial 
demands of those who have the purchasing 
power. The entire production is oriented 
towards consumer goods which meet the 
needs of a small section of the people who 
have the purchasing power. Why cannot we 
allow the hands of crores of people to work 
and to meet the needs of the people ? If we 
do that, we will give employment to all the 
crores of people but that will also mean that 
necessities will have to be produced on decen¬ 
tralised basis, and you cannot do that if you 
allow monopolistic control in private sector. 

You ask a young man to start a small 
industry and stand on his own feet. Hpw can 
he do it 7 Take for example production of 
soap which anyone with a little knowwiedge 
of chemistry can do. The monopoly house 
pcodnees Lux toilet, which contains oply 20 
pane worth of material but is sold at 80 
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pftise because of the publicity system of the 
capitetist economy. If every cine actresse in 
the country says: my complexion is good 
because I use this soap how dare any damsel 
in a village use any other soap produced by 
that young man ? You have therefore to 
rtauiente the entire production of our 
economy so that it can be need>based. This 
will apply to all consumer goods. 

Now what applies to individuals applies 
also to regional imbalances. You cannot 
develop a backward region because of this 
capitalist economy. One of our economists 
described our economy as a “puppy econo¬ 
my”, what in Marathi we call ‘pilloo econo¬ 
my’. If five pups are left free to eat together, 
the healthier one will eat more while the 
weaker one will get less, which means the 
healthier one will get fatter and the weaker 
one will get weaker. This is precisely what is 
happening in our economy in the name of 
free enterprise. The richer regions get richer. 
In the name of backward regions the State 
gets moneys but utilises it for the develop¬ 
ment of the already developed region. 

Take my own State of Maharashtra. You 
must be aware of that colossal plan of the 
twin city of Bombay and they are going to 
spend Rs. 2,000 crores of national wealth in 
the Coming 20 years. They say : this is only 
meant for industrial growth. Now if that is 
done, how can other regions grow 7 In this 
2000 crores, twenty backward regions of 
this country can be made to grow. But they 
argue : if you do not allow it to be done in 
Bombay, the industries will all go to Gujarat 
or Andhra. Is Gujarat or Andhra outside 
India 7 How long are you going to continue 
this parochial thinking in this country ? 
Therefore, I submit that our entire economic 
ransideration has to be positive in favour of 
the developing regions, 1 would say that if 
we have to think of sociaJi.sm, we must think 
in terms of giving employment to the millions 
of young men of our country. That can be 
done if we take up big presets like linking 
the Oanga and the Kaverf. The whole con¬ 
cept is a great chailenge: If will give jote to 
at i^t a crore of young men. In Puranic 
timdSv Rhagitath a brought the Ganga from 


Swarga. Now in modem times, the Bhagirathi 
of this Bharat is i^ing to take the Gan^ to 
the Kaverl. It will solve our problem of popu¬ 
lation for years to come. In the next 27 years 
the population of this country is going to be 
100 crores. The only way in which this 
problem of populalio:i explosion *can be 
solved is to have more irrigated land, and 
that can be done by this national grid. 

Another problem is the problem of cotton 
in our country. I come from a tract which 
produces cotton. The most anomalous thing 
in this country today is that we are imporat- 
ing Rs. 100 crores worth of cotton, long 
staple, in the name of export, but the major 
part of it, about 80 percent, is consumed 
internally. The exported cloth is made out of 
coarse and medium cloth. You go and tell 
the cultivator in Vidarbha that he will get 
only Rs. 60 a quintal because there is no 
demand for his short steple cotton which can 
be used only for thirty and forty counts. This 
is the vicious circle that we have got into in 
regard to cotton. We import this long staple 
cotton in the name of export and it is used 
for producing finer cloth which is consumed 
internally by only a limited part of our 
society. Will they die if this finer cloth is 
not produced ? Why can’t we stop this 
import and divert that money to help the 
cotton cultivators ? The other day the Mini¬ 
ster was saying that Government does not 
have money to pay a proper price to the 
cultivators. On your appeal they produce 
more, and now you say that because they 
have produced 60 lakh bales, their price will 
go dow:i. Will that encourage them to pro¬ 
duce more next year ? We have made a mass 
of our cotton economy. We have also made 
a mass of our sugar economy. 

You kuow the suger capitalism, the co¬ 
operative capitalism that has been created in' 
this country, in my State itself. What is 
happenhlg T You have made the sweet taste 
of suger bitter for the children of the poor. 
Every time a mother slaps her child not to 
ask for mote sugar, it is a slap in our 
To say that it is a luxury of the rich ^ wrong. 
They do not use it, as mos^of them sufRir 
from diabetes. 
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You aie tax on kerQ$ene and 

other things like fertilizers. How can we 
think of encouTf^ing the Common man of 
this country by such measures ? 

Thht is why I beg to submit with all 
respect that I was surprised at the logic given 
in the budget. I do not know who has draf¬ 
ted it, but the gentleman who drafted it can¬ 
not be a student of logic or law. 1 will give 
two examples. One is the reason given for 
imposing more excise duty on kerosene. There 
is a saying in Marathi “The saint is hanged 
for the fault of the thief’*.

Can that be a logical consideration for 
imposing a higher duty on kerosene, which 
is also the need of a poor home for giving 
light ? Another fantastic logic is given for 
imposing more tax on steel and fertiliser. 
Many of our basic industries, notably steel 
and fertilisers, are operating well below capa¬ 
city and in order that they may operate at 
full capacity, you want to impose an addi¬ 
tional tax. Is this logical or reasotiable ? 

So far as the budget is concerned, as the 
Prime Minister said, the other day, we must 
have an absolutely fresh outlook both about 
theories as well as implementation, wherein 
you must involve the younger people of this 
country and have faith in them. They can 
turn mountains, if you help them to do so. 
They can work miracles. Theirs are the— 

All we need to have is to have faith in the 
young roeia in the country ard we will have 
our problems solved. You must get out of 
this P. W. D. mentality for every calculation 
in our economics. Our intelligent eivil 
sNvants can work miracles. They so 
brilliant that at the same time they cmi pre- 
jwe a budget both for USA and USSR.. All 
that you need to g^ve them is the gui<te]ine. 
That guideline must be fidth and i^iddence 
in the peojde of this country.

GENERAL BUDGET, 1972-73- 
GENERAL DISCUSSION- CoMed 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA 
(Musaffarpur) : Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I rise 


to extend my full support tp the Budget pre¬ 
sented by the Finance Minister, I welcome 
this bud^t as a realistic budget, as a socialist 
budget. 1 am aware of the criticism that has 
been made in this House with regard to 
certain provisions in the Budget and 1 will 
at a later stage express my opinion about 
them. 

A short while ago, we heard a very 
interesting and shall 1 say disconcerting 
speech by the Jan Sangh chief, Shri Vajpayee. 
He particularly stressed two points. One was 
with respect to our efiorts for achieving self- 
reliance. The second was our efforts to help 
build up the economy of Bangia Desh or 
assist Bangia Desh to stand on its own legs. 
With regard to self-reliance, the nation has 
shown during the last 25 years that given 
time and infractructure, we have been able 
to make ourselves self-reliant in many things. 
Foodgrains is only one and there are many 
other fields which can be quoted for the 
benefit of Shri Vajpayee. 

I will not go into details, but I hope that 
government members. also will have courage 
to point out that self-reliance cannot be 
achieved in everything. No country in this 
world is self-reliant in that sense, as we seem 
to think. There are many articles in regard to 
which for many years to come, despite our 
best efforts it will not be possible for us to 
be self-reliant. The question is where and 
how are 'we going to obtain those things. 

As was pointed out by the Finance 
Minister this morning, we got these articles, 
metals, etc., not as aid or assistance from, 
say, the USA or other countries which have 
strings attached to it, but under bilateral 
arrangements with many countries and world 
financial Institutions. There is nothing wrong 
in it, because there are no strings attached 
to it. This is what we have to bear in mindt 
otherwise, what speakers opposite say can 
create an atmosphere of disai^Joititment and 
dejection in this country at Some stage or the 
other in future. * 

Now, the second thing winch Shri 
Vqjpayee pointed out was with regard to 
Bangia Desh. Here, in this Hous4, Shri 
Vajpayee and his other friends h^e said 
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times without number that it is our bounden 
d^ts* to help our brethren in BanglU Desh 
hot only to achieve freedom but also to assist 
them in standing on their own legs. We arc 
doing a few things for them which we should 
and we will have to. If an atmosphere is 
created in the country against this kind of 
assistance which we are extending to Bangla 
Desh, I do not think it will be patriotic or 
even desirable from humanitarian point of 
view. These are two things about which he 
should be wary, lest an atmosphere of this 
kind is created which does some harm to 
these causes. 

It is admitted, as Shri Manoharan 
pointed out, that the Opposition is a nece¬ 
ssary ingrediant of a democratic system. But 
unfortunately in this country the Opposition 
is in (Xjmplete disarray. It is not for us here 
on this side to set their bouse in order. 

The other day Shri Manoharan referred 
to charges that were made against him by 
two of the Central Ministers. All that the 
Ministers bad asked was : do you want a 
conference with the Centre or a confronta¬ 
tion ? This had very much angered Shri 
Manoharan, But may 1 humbly point out to 
him that what he is looking for is non-exts- 
tant, that is, complete State autonomy and a 
federation in this country. 

• 

With your permission, I will quote a 
small para from the report of the ARC which 
is very clear on this point : 

"The Constitution that was framed was 
neither purely unitary nor purely federal. 
The word ‘Federation* is nowhere found 
in the Constitution. To meet the requiie- 
m^ts of thb situation, the Constituent 
Assembly described India as a Union of 
Sutes. This was deliberately done in order 
to discountenance fissiparous tendenci^ 
and centrifugal forces. Residuary powers 
were conferred on the Union and not 
on the States and the right to secede 
from the Union was not tecognised**. 

Now, this makes it clear that what he is 
looking at, he wiU never be able to get. Ttie 


Centre also’can say if there are many i 
in which it has no jurisdiction in the States 
and therefore the Constitution should be 
amended, will he like it ? 

So far as the confrontation part is con¬ 
cerned, the ARC has said—it is recommenda¬ 
tion 15—that this should be settled in 
camera. I am afraid the DMK party attempts 
to take this quarrel to streets. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: What has 
all this got to do with the budget ? What the 
other hon. Member said that day was irrele¬ 
vant. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA ; 
Was it irrelevant, Sir ? Then, I will stop 
referring to it. 

MR. DEI^UTY-SPEAKER Those are 
political questions. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour): The Speaker desired that the 
Nagarwaia case can be referred to in this 
debate if we want; and so it will not be 
irrelevant; we can refer to it. (Interruption) 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA ; 
Actually, for two years, Mr. Manoharan has 
not been mentioning the State autonomy. 
What has happened this year that he has 
thought of mentioning State autonomy again ? 
That is what I have said. As 1 have said, the 
opposition party in this country is in a 
disarray. This election has but them on the 
run. I want to tell my friends that they 
should do some heart-searching. 

For example, Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu’s party 
lost heavily. Why should he have lost so 
much in West Bei^al ? He is blaming every¬ 
body in India. He said that his party lost 
very many votes because we pcevenled the 
voters frUm going to the booths. It was not 
so. li was because our vot^s hi whom we 
instlHed fe^leasneiss! t^c^iog a>0«t|ii8te 
protection .came in large tj^bem to vote, 
which hte i^pte have been so far preventing. 
This smrt of thing happoa, and more voters 
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came to the booth to cast their votes. This 
cannot be prevented. It is for Shri Jyetirmoy 
Bosu and his party to do some heart-search¬ 
ing about it. 

Take, again, for instance, the case of my 
socialist party friends. It was the socialist 
party Chief Minister of Bihar who went to 
Bengal—it was then East Bengal—and came 
and reported to his people that the, so-called 
Bihari Muslims were assisting, were helping, 
the Pakistanis in Committing atrocities on 
Bengalis. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER : That would 
be relevant in the debate on the President’s 
Address; how could they be referred to in 
the present di.scussion ? 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA ; 
They would not allow me to speak on that 
and so, I am referring to them here. I would 
not take much time. Now, the socialist party 
Chief minister returned from Rangala Desh 
and told the people that the so-called Bihari 
Muslims were assisting the Pak torces in 
committing rape and loot on the people of 
Bengal. But the same gentleman told the 
people in the elections, that the Bihari Mus¬ 
lims are being butchered and they should be 
repatriated to India. This kind of thing can¬ 
not help them and make them beholden, to 
the people of India, and this is what I am 
worried about actually because I want real 
democratic system to function. 

Now, you have repeatedly warned me 
that 1 should speak on the budget. I had 
many things to say but taking the cue from 
your warning I shall try to be brief, and 
leave the other matters for some other friends 
of mine. 

1 was going to say. something about the 
budget. In the budget it appeared that we 
have succeeded in achieving our target and 
have even exceeded it in regard to foodgrains. 
We have lagged behind in the matter of cash 
crops. This is what is really disconcerting, 
and we should do something about it. Why 
is it like that ? So long as we are not produ¬ 
cing the raw materials for our factories, ^«ur 
industry is bound to suffer. One thing is very 
dear and that is, our irrigation projects are 
not making much headway.^ 


There is a saying : ‘'%g‘ 

If the fields are dry, the factories will 
remain hungry. 

In this country we have created a large 
irrigation potential. 

Now, how is it that that potential is not 
being used ? 

There is a very interesting reason for 
this. At some point some unimportant thing 
occure which prevents farmers from taking 
water. In the Gandak project, for instance, 
there are no field channels. Kisans are 
supposed to build these field channels. But 
in this area, irrigation is a new innovation 
and the kisans there do not know much 
about irrigation. Government would not 
construct field channels. If we have spent so 
much on this project, should we allow this 
small work to hinder the progress ? I do not 
see why that work can not be directly taken 
up by the Government so that the project 
may become useful as quickly as, possible. 
The burden on the Government would not 
be high considering the entire cost of the 
project. So far we have been able to irrigate 
only 27-5 million hectares in this country. 
The land under croppoing amounts to 156 
million hectares. So, this is only twenty per¬ 
cent. You can see how far we have to go 
and what amount of effort we have to put in 
to achieve our targets. 

m 

From the papers circulated in 1970-71 
while the national income fell in mining sec¬ 
tor and non-agricultural sector, it rose by 
5'2 per cent in agricultural sector. Kisans are 
fulfilling their pledge to the nation. It is the 
other sectors ^.which are going down. The 
agriculturists can do more provided more 
facilities are given to them. 

We hear about" agricultural tax now-a- 
days. It is a sensitive area. I am not against 
tax. Taxes will have to be levied. But glib 
talks about this kind of taxation is fraught 
with grave danger. This tax has to be collec¬ 
ted, not from a few industrial houses or a 
few commercial establishments but from a 
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large number of kisans spread all over the 
country. My experience has been that in 
such cases this kind of taxation becomes an 
engine of oppression, in the sense that petty 
government officials are entrusted with the 
task. I do not remember in which paper I 
came across this suggestion that farmers 
owning five acres of land or above should be 
taxed. This is what the Government should 
consider very carefully. 

There are a few political parties who 
talk about land reforms. But it may surprise 
you that when many Members of this House 
go to people for asking their votes, they do 
not talk of land reforms because the rural 
social organisation is such that it is not safe 
for any political party to talk much about 
land reform. Not that I want that the 
monopoly should continue; we want that the 
influence which the landed class wields in 
the villages should be broken. If the above 
suggestion about five acre limit is imple¬ 
mented, it will bring within its gambit such 
a large number of agriculturists that it will 
be extremely difficult for the Government to 
explain this at many places. We have to be 
very wary how we levy agricultural tax. 

There is the question of distribution of 
industrial commodities among the kisans. It 
is a very difficult proposition. cannot 

distribute sugar. Are we responsible for dis¬ 
tribution ? No. The State Governments are 
responsible for distribution. You give cer¬ 
tain quota to the States; it is they who 
arrange distribution through their agencies. 

Sugar could not be properly distributed. 
Why ? Not because we did not give them, 
but because they had no distribution 
channels. Even when the quota was suffi¬ 
cient they have failed, and we here are 
blamed. That is a point to which I have 
no answer under the present Constitution, 
but you all may think about it. So, some 
proper arrangement should be made for the 
distribution of industrial and other goods 
required by the agriculturists to sec that 
they get them in proper time and at proper 
price. 


I have to say something about un¬ 
employment also. We kept a sum of Rs. 50 
crores last year for a crash programme for 
solving as far as possible the rural un¬ 
employment problem. Many Members are 
angry, and naturally so, that the money 
could not be spent. In the given situation, 
it could not have been different. The money 
went to the States in July. We are now in 
March. In all these months, in almost all 
the States the political and administrative 
set-up was unstable. Knowing it a we do, 
it was just not possible for the State Goveru- 
ments to spend the money. 

Another point which is more important 
is, how they did spend the money at all. 
Roads and other items were taken up in the 
constituencies of MLAs in many cases where 
big projects had already been undertaken 
and the labourers were getting work- This 
programme could not attract people in 
many places because the labourers were 
getting higher wages from the contractors in 
those areas, and they would not come for 
lower wages. Again, this was the responsi¬ 
bility of the State Government. It was not 
the responsibility of the the Government of 
India or of Parliament Members. For imple¬ 
menting all such programmes, whether it is 
Rs. 50 crores or Rs, 125 crores, there 
should be a committee of MLAs and MPs, 
headed by an MP of the district. The 
District Magistrate should be the .Secretary. 
There should be a Parliamentary Committee 
to report directly to Parliament about the 
progress of such works. If you want the 
money to be spent properly, there is no 
other course. If Government adopts this 
course, ycu can feel a little safe about this 
money, the way in which it is spent and the 
outcome of the programme. 

The setting up of the Rural Industries 
Commission is necessary for solving un¬ 
employment, or under-employment for the 
matter of that, in the rural areas. The 
Rural Industries Commission was recommen¬ 
ded by the Asoka Mehta Committee, Tliero 
is the Khadi and Village Industries Com¬ 
mission, but its work is ftiuch too limitee. 
The Asoka Mehta Committee recommended 
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a much wider scope of work. 1 do not 
know what Government is doing about that 
report. It is a very valuable report, and 1 
would recommend Government expediting 
the worjc of changing the Khadi and Village 
industries Commission into the Rural 
Industries Commission. 

Aluminium is taxed both in the general 
budget and the railway budget. It is an 
article used by poor people. So is kerosene 
oil. The reason given by the Government 
for taxing kerosene is just not convincing. I 
do not think even the Finance Minister is 
convinced. I request that these two items 
must be reconsidered. “ 

The task of ushering in socialism cannot 
be achieved by two or three budgets, because 
the Finance Minister controls only Rs. 6,000 
to Rs. 7,000 crores by his Budget. There 
is a lot of other money in the market. 
Controlling all that will take time. Our 
Finance Minister should proceed f''arlessly 
and courageously on his chosen path. I 
submit in the words of Mahakavi Dinkar :

SHRI n. M. PATEL fDhandhuka) : Sir, 
the budget is not without its merits. Its 
chief merit is that it recognises its limitations 
and does not set out to fulfil either “a tryst 
with destiny” or some objective of similar 
grandiose dimension. 

The budget is also not without its 
romanticism. The romantic strain is largely 
confined to an extraordinary hope that the 
State Governments, largely because they have 
been bull-dozcd into political uniformity, 
can also be invigorated into economic redi- 
calism. How else can one explain the native 
assumption that agricultural income-tax will 
soon be adopted all over the country not 
only in its own right but as part of the 
Total tax on total income, both agricultural 
and industrial ^ The only basis for this 
fiscal fairy tale is, that yet another committee 
has been appointed to go into this question. 


The budget is blatantly cynical. It says 
one thing and means another, well knowing 
that no one can possibly believe all that it 
says. The budget is demonstrably super¬ 
ficial. It alludes to many things important, 
without the slightest indication of how it is 
going to achieve them. 

The cynicism of the budget can be seen 
in its treatment of price and cost of living 
and its superficiality can be seen in its almost 
casual disposal of the whole question of 
formulation and implementation of its pro¬ 
grammes of social justice. 

The uncovered deficit is as large as 
Rs. 242 crores. They have now increased 
the taxes on kerosene and steel, what is to 
say, on the lighting, cooking and housing of 
the weaker sections in the countryside and 
the lower and middle classes in towns and 
cities. 

SHRT M. RAM GOPAL REDDY (Niza- 
mabad) : Weaker sections do not use steel. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU They use it 
for making ploughs. 

SHRT H. M. PATEL : There arc many 
things for which the weaker sections in the 
countryside need steel. I am surprised that 
there is not this much realisation that for 
agriculturists a special steel quota has to be 
allotted, because steel is an important thing 
for them. Yet, the Finance Minister assures 
us that prices will not go up and the cost of 
living will remain where it is. 

In fact, prices have been rising after 
every budget. So also has unemployment 
been rising. In the meantime, industris 
excepting those for whose pioducta there is 
demand among richer groups, find it difficult 
to increase their production or sales. These 
three things go together; Rising Prices, decli¬ 
ning or stagnating effective demand and 
mounting unemploynient. The basic cause is 
the same mraely; the progressively rising 
cost of production. The cost of production 
rises, because of highly unimaginative and 
unsound taxation measures. The .proposed 
tax on fertilizer well illustrates the point To 
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stflrt with, on principle no input should be 
taxed: this is even more essential where the 
input happens to be the most costly in the 
world. Is it not a strange irony that we show 
our anxiety to help the poor and small 
farmer by making a profitable avenue of 
investment in agriculture costlier for the 
small farmers who have only very lately 
started realising the benefits to be" derived 
from these modern inputs ? The proposed 
tax on power pumps is another similar 
illustration. These power pumps lower the 
cost of irrigation. They save costly imported 
fuel and support an important decentralised 
small-scale industry. The imposition of tax 
on either of these is not really going to hurt 
the rich farmer but it is certainly going to 
hurt the small farmer. 

We know, and indeed should have learnt 
from experience, that except in very rare 
circumstances lumpsum provisions are a sign 
of laziness, superficiality, lack of thinking 
and planning. Yet, the whole range of rural 
programmes such as housing and water 
supply are brought under the undifferentiated 
umbrella of Rs. 125 crores without datailed 
description of its own, and the Finance 
Minister has the audacity to call this an 
innovation. This so-called innovation is an 
age-old device for covering up one’s failure 
to do one’s home work. Moreover, it is a 
device which is consistently frowned upon 
by the Auditor-General and by those who 
are interested in the budget as a document 
of action and not as an instrument of pub¬ 
licity. The Government should have learnt 
a lesson from at least the fate of another of 
its own projects namely, the crash program¬ 
me of rural employment • into which went a 
great deal of political ingenuity and nothing 
at all of economic ability and hardly any¬ 
thing of administrative feasibility. No wonder 
that that crash programme seems to have 
crashed at such a very early stage of its 
career. 

Sir, we are used to taking repeated doses 
of taxation, but need we also be made to 
take repeated doses of ineflfciency ? Out of 
the Rs. SO crores allocated for rural employ¬ 
ment,. proposals for some Rs. 40 crores odd 
W«*e approved during the year. However the 


actual expenditure until the end of the year 
was only Rs. 3 crores. Other social welfare 
programmes have in practice met with the 
same fate. For instance, sanctioned for small 
farmers’ development agency and the margi¬ 
nal farmers and other agricultural labourer 
programmes since the beginningf of the 
Fourth Plan were Rs. 11 crores, but the 
actual expenditure on them so far has been 
only a little over Rs. 2 crores. Out of the 
rural works programme for which Rs. 25 
crores were sanctioned for 1971-72, barely 
Rs. 9 crores have been spent. 

What can be the explanation ? The 
solution is not to be found in the appoint¬ 
ment of a parliamentary committee, as was 
suggested; it may help, but it will not enable 
you to spend the money. What was lacking, 
and what has been the reason for this failure, 
was inadeqate advance preparation of pro- 
jects. There, of course, must have’ been 
bureaucratic lethargy plus inflexibility among 
those who were asked to implement these 
project-s and, of course, there may have been 
other difficulties. 

The Finance Minister was fortunate— 
and he has certainly used the fortunate 
circumstance in which he was placed— that 
people were pre-conditioned to expect a 
heavy dose of fresh taxation, because they 
knew what had occurred in the last twelve 
months. TItere was the large number of 
refugees we had to care for; the country had 
also experienced floods and drought condi¬ 
tions in sevral States as well as cyclone in 
one State; there was a short, sharp war with 
all its implications; and then, arising from 
that, the international development which 
necessitated our having to make up our 
mind ■ on becoming more self-reliant. If the 
consequences of all these had to be faced, 
then it was felt that there would be a larger 
dose of taxation. 

The buoyancy of our economy and the 
remarkable resilience which our economy 
showed made the task of the Finance Minister 
somewhat easy. Also, people fand to forget 
that in the two budgets-%Iay 1971 
October 1971 budgets—the Govermnent did 
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impose an additional tax burden of some¬ 
thing like Rs. SOO crores. So, he had to make 
a virtue of necessity in not imposing fresh 
direct taxation. When everybody was expec¬ 
ting fresh taxiition and more tax was not 
imposed, everyone heaved a sigh of relief. 
So, they say, the Budget is a good one. But 
it was forgotten that many important ques¬ 
tions were left undealt with. 

How do you exactly overcome the various 
problems that we are faced with ? Is it not 
by ensuring economic growth at a rapid 
rate ? How do you achieve this economic 
growth ? What are the steps that the Budget 
spells out ? It is silent, entirely silent on the 
point. 

So many industries are working under 
capacity. What steps have been taken to 
ensure that these industries work to capa¬ 
city ? Taking more money from the people 
may perhaps be justifiable if only the moneys 
taken through taxation and other measures 
were utilised in a productive manner. Ir zes¬ 
ting more and more money in new public 
sector enterprises when the old ones have 
proved themselves to be a heavy burden on 
the country —are we never to learn any 
lesson at all ? 

SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN : (South 
Delhi) : Here comes the Swatantra line. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : There is no par¬ 
ticular harm in the Swatantra Party line 
coming in. I am speaking from the point of 
view of the country. There are certain pro¬ 
blems and the solutions that I may propound 
may not be acceptable to you. But the pro¬ 
blems are there. I suggest one way, the 
Swatantra, solving those problems; you have 
another way of solving those problems; 
and they vary. I did not catch what the hon. 
Member said, nor do I think it is necessary 
to hear, because there is a big gap and gulf 
that yawns between his point of view and 
the point of view which I believe in. And I 
believe in my point of view only because I 
think that that way lies the solution, the 
answer, to our problem. We want more pro¬ 
duction. It is osAy throu{dt mote production, 
more and more production of wealth that 
we can have more to distribute and to 


remove poverty. It is not by producing less 
and less. {Intgnuption) 

Mr. Deputy-Speaker, I trust, my hon. 
friends opposite believe in democracy. They 
say so, and if they do believe in democracy, 
then they should keep an open mind and 
listen to points of views of other than their 
own. Having kept their minds open, they 
might then endeavour to think and dig^t 
what has been said and may be, some light 
may dawn upon them too. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSD : It is some¬ 
thing which they cannot dige.st. (Interrup¬ 
tion) 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : I do not wish to 
speak on points other than the ones connne- 
ted with the Budget. Therefore, I shall con¬ 
clude. But before doing so, I might draw 
attention to the matter which was raised a 
little while ago by my friend, Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bosu. He questioned about Mr. Nagarwala. 
We are not concerned with Mr. Nagarwala 
but surely we are concerned with healthy 
functioning and working of nationalised 
institutions. Is it or is it not something 
strange that the State Bank of India, a 
nationalised institution, should be prepared 
to hand over, on an instruction received over 
the telephone, a large sum of money ? Is it 
or is it not strange that the Finance Minister 
should be unwilling ^to answer as to the 
account from which this money was drawn by 
the State Bank official who drew the money 
and gave it out ? I am speaking solely from 
the point of view of the banking institution 
and its healthy and sound working. If this had 
happened in any other institution, if some 
one similarly had been successful in drawing 
out moneys from a commercial bank, any 
bank, then Government would have been 
compelled, and would have indeed considered 
it its duty, to go into the entire matter and 
may . even have-considered it a justifiable 
reason for taking over that commercial bank. 
Here we are not even being vouchsafed any 
explanation as to how it comes about that 
a healthily, soundly working bank can 
handover a large sum of money in this 
casual mtmner. How does it come about in a 
bank ? It surely be the bank^i own money ? 
Tt» bank will give out money if it stands tp 
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the credit of an account. The bank will give 
any money even if it docs not stand to the 
credit of an account, if it has agreed to give 
to it an overdraft. What was the position 
here ? Whose money was this, and how was 
it given out ? One of the persons involved, 
a cashier, has been found, 1 understand from 
newspaper reports, to be exonerated of all 
blame. How can he be exonerated of all 
blame ? What inquiry was held ? I would 
very much like to know whether Govern¬ 
ment held any inquiry, whether Governmert 
went into these matters and then was satisfied 
that it was a very understandable thing for 
the chief cashier of a bank to handover 
Rs. 60 lakhs not standing to the credit of 
anybody to somebody totally xuiknown or 
who was not the person in whose name 
presumably the money stood. 

SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN : Speak 
about Sami Patel. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : No doubt, that 
was also wrong. 

SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN : There are 
so many frauds. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : The hon. 
Member.,. 

MR. DEPUTV SPEAKER : Anyway, 
you have exceeded your time. Please con¬ 
clude. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL : The only reason 
why I am raising this point is not because 
it has anything to do with Mr. Nagarwala. 
1 have kept his name out. I have only 
referred to a transaction. Is it not a transac¬ 
tion which should be gone into and fully 
studied and steps taken to ensure that such 
a thing does not happen again ? Has a com¬ 
plete thorough-going enquiry been held or 
not ? 1 am quite certain that the Finance 
Minister, knowing him as I do, would have 
held a most thorough-going enquiry into 
any similar incident arising with respect to 
another private sector Bank and 1 hope that 
he will similarly give full consideration to 


this matter and indicate how be proposes to 
satisfy himself and satisfy this House over 
this matter. 

SHRI SHASHI BHUSHAN : A very 
poor argument. ^ 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur) : At 
the very outset I wish to support the Budget 
proposals presented by the hon. Finance 
Minister. 

Sir, the year under review is a very event¬ 
ful year, a very important year and a very 
glorious year in many contexts since our 
independence. Our economy has proved 
successful in every respect. The unexpected 
influx of 10 million refugees cast a heavy 
burden on the country. Secondly, Pakistan 
forced on us a war which also cost us about 
Rs. 170 ciores. Despite such a huge imexpc- 
cted expenditure, our economy has with stood 
all the strains. We see that the rise in prices 
is only less than 1 % which is less than last 
year’s increase of more than 5‘5%. It is 
only 3.6%. That shows... 

SHRI JYOTIKMOY BOSU : He sup¬ 
ports it. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : You have to 
see the over all circumstances and compare 
the rise. It is only 3.6% during this year. 
The refugee influx this year, as I mention¬ 
ed.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Expendi¬ 
ture on elections. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : Our agricultural 
production has gone up and it is now about 
no million tonnes. During recent months 
you hear from Punjab, from Haryana and 
from Rajasthan, demands that they were not 
getting railway wagons to carry these food- 
grains. There is so much increase in produc¬ 
tion of foodgrains that it has not only made 
the country self-sulScient in food but has 
created problems of mbvemeot and storagje. 
It is not a small achieveriHmt, it is veiy 
good achievement and it will continue- 
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Secondly, in spite of the lodo-Pak war, 
our exports have increased. They have recor¬ 
ded a new high. Even our foreign exchange 
reserves have also risen. That shows the 
.soundness of our economy and that speaks 
well of the ability of our hon.Finance Minis¬ 
ter in handling the aflFairs of the country so 
successfully in spite of the difficult times and 
I want to congratulate our Prime Minister 
and the hon. Finance Minister. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Why the 
Prime Minister ? 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI : She is our 
leader. Of course, there is also some rise in 
industrial production, though not upto the 
level, upto the target fixed by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. It is usual that whenever 
our Members of the Opposition .speak, they 
speak only to criticise and they use the same 
language. Mr. I ndrajit Gupta, who is not 
present here, .said that the Finance Minister 
has produced a capitalist budget and there¬ 
fore capital market is rising. He said the 
same thing last year also that it was ..i capi¬ 
talist budget, share market was rising, share 
prices were rising etc. Actually when the 
prices were going down because of the heavy 
taxation all the time, when there was fall in 
prices of share market, he said the same thing 
this time also he has said the same thing. 1 
come to the conclusion that like a parrot he 
knows only what he is taught to speak. Our 
friends from the opposition have no new 
idea, they have no new imagination; they 
have got one idea only, to ciriticise the 
Government. 

I wish to say something regarding the 
present industrial scene and the lower indus¬ 
trial production. Our major industries, a large 
part of them, are in West Bengal and that 
become a troubled area, ever since my friend 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu’s party came to power. 
Then what have they done ? In the name of 
workers they indulged gheraos in and thou¬ 
sands of factories were closed down. Produc¬ 
tion suffered and the workers also suffered. 
Take the case of Durgapur unit of HSL 
where it is running with 35% capacity because 
of everyday strike and non-cooperation from 
the union people. In the recent el^tioo 
Mr. Jyoti Bosu’s party has come nowhere: 
the people have rejected this party from 


power and they blame elections; the people 
have now realised all those things, and that 
is why they have solidly voted the Congress 
party back to power. Now, f have every 
confidence that in West Bengal also the 
industrial production will rise. 

Our Prime Minister has given a call for 
self-sufficiency in indu.strial production. I am 
sure that this will be achieved. But I wish 
to point out that the Monopoly Act has been 
coming in the way of the setting up of new 
industries. When the Bill was under discus¬ 
sion here, and prior to that before the joint 
Committee of which I was also a member, they 
fixed Rs. I crore value of assets for defini¬ 
tion of a dominant undertaking. But, any 
small spinning mill of 12,500 spindles will 
cost more than Rs. 1 wore and becomes a 
dominant undertaking under this definition. 
I remember our friends from the opposition 
saying that a firm having one crore of rupees 
should be considered as a dominant under¬ 
taking. That idea was accepted. Now it has 
come in the way of rapid industrial growth. 
Thcic IS no domination at all. The power to 
curb domination is rested in the Government 
•md whenever they feel reasonable they can 
act and there is no question of any domina¬ 
tion by any category of industries. 

Now 1 come to the question of monopoly 
houses. Firms having Rs. 20 crores assets 
are being considered monopoly firms or 
monopoly houses. Now, Rs. 20 crores is 
not investment alone, but the total assets of 
the company, has If any campany total assets 
of Rs. 20 crores, it will be considered as a 
monopoly house. At the present prices of 
machinery and plant, Rs. 20 crores is a very 
small amount. Even a 500-tonne capacity 
paper mill would cost about Rs. 20 crores or 
even more, and yet it vrill be called a mono¬ 
poly house. This factor also comes in the way 
of setting up of new industries and increasing 
our industrial production. Therefore, I would 
request' the hon. Finance Minister to look 
into the matter very seriously from the 
practical angle of removing all the hurdles so 
that our industrial production can jump up 
once again. People are anxious to set up 
new industries, but they are experiencing 
difficulties. Those difficulties should be 
removed. 
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Aa 1 have just mentioned, the share 
market has improved. In spite of the fact 
that the corporation surcharge has been 
increased from 2J to 5 per cent, this improv¬ 
ement has taken place. This is because the 
people have conhdcnce in the Government. 
There is a stable Government at the Centre 
and there are stable governmen ts in the 
States, and those troublesome elements and 
those small parties which were coming in 
the way of production will not be able to 
exercise inhiKnce now. Therefore, in spite of 
the increase in tax, the people are investing 
and the investment climate has improved, 
because the people have confidence in the 
Government and not because of any other 
reason. 

In regard to the Wanchoo Committee’s 
report, some hon. Members have spoken 
harshly about the report. I would like to 
say that I have gone through the report.,. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU Which 
part of it ? 

SHRI S, R. DAMANI : J have gone 
through all the parts of the report. I find 
that the recommendations to bring down 
maximum rate of individual tax to ate 

very valuable and they have done a commen¬ 
dable job. If there will be more savings, then 
there will be more investment. If the present 
high rate of individual taxation continues 
and there are no savings from where will 
investments come, then for everything we 
have to depend upon Government, and 
unless Government invests the money we 
cannot put up new industries. Therefore, 
Incentives should be provided for private 
saving. Two years back there were incentives 
for savings. I was expecting and the public 
were also expecting that the Finance Minis¬ 
ter would be good enough to give some 
incentives for investment, but the' hon. 
Minister has mentioned that these matters 
would be loolnd into when the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Wanchoo Committee would be 
considered by Government. I hope that the 
Finance Minister will keep this in mind and 
provide some incentives for savings so that 
there may be investment for production, 


investment for creating more employment 
and investment for self-reliance and invest¬ 
ment for increasing our exports. 

One vere remarkable thing that the hon. 
Minister has done in his budget proposals is 
the additional pension of Rs. 710 crores 
for plan projects. If this together with the 
provision for social justice is spent properly, 
aud in a timely manner, many of our prob¬ 
lems will be solved; many of our irrigation 
problems will be solved; many of our indus¬ 
trial problems will be solved and the prob¬ 
lem of uneconomic holdings would also be 
solved. Therefore, 1 feel that attention 
should be given to implementing these 
schemes for which such big amounts have 
been provided in the budget. 

Now, 1 would like to say a word about 
excise duty. 1 would like to put excise 
duty and smuggling together. Wc read in 
the papers every day about smuggling of 
watches, textiles, nylon fibres etc. Every day 
gold is coming into the country and silver is 
going out. This has been happening for 
years. No fool proof remedy has been found 
so far to cheek this. Again, in the case of 
smuggling of nylon or lerylenc yarn for 
instance, what are the reasons ? There is 
first excise duty on raw material; when it is 
turned into yarn, again there is excise duty. 
When it is manufactured into cloth, there is 
an excise duty put on it, when it is printed 
and dyed, then also there is an excise duty 
coming on it; when it is turned into ready¬ 
made garment, there is an excise duty 
imposed on it. At all stages, the incidence 
of the excise duty is so big that it is attrac¬ 
tive for smugglers to smuggle nylon and 
other goods and make a good profit out of 
it. Ail tirese duties at various levels of 
processing result in high prices. So these 
excise duties should be rationalised in such 
a way that there should be left no incentive 
for smuggling. 

xg hrs. 

I only draw the attention of the hou. 
Minister to, the position regarding gold 
struggling which is similar. Gold is being 
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smuggled in a huge quantity in to the country 
and silver is going out because of the large 
margin of profits. The Finance Minister 
should look into this matt^ and take proper 
action so that smuggling can be stopped. If 
that is Bone, much of the foreign exchange 
which is now going out can be saved and 
the country can become stronger in that we 
will have much more foreign exchange 
reserves at our disposal. 

1 hope the points 1 have made have 
been noted and the Finance Minister will 
deal with them when he replies to the 
debate. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) : I am aware of the' fact that my 
time is limited. Therefore I would like to 
concentrate on black money, its mopping up 
and the Wanchoo Commission report, 
though I cannot resist the temptation to 
refer to certain other things. 

1 take it the Budget is an occasion for 
misleading the people and concealing facts, 
because this is a government by the mono¬ 
polists for the monopolists and of the mono¬ 
polists. In the last 25 years of uninterrupted 
Congress rule, we have reached today the 
bottom in the world in regard to per capita 
income of Rs. 72, the lowest in the world. 
Even Pakistan has a per capita income 
of SI20. 

You talk about exports. Exports have 
declined. In 1971-72, it declined by 3’6 
per cent against 8 6 per cent the previous 
year. Our figure of export compared to the 
world figure does not even come to one per 
cent; it is 0’71 per cent of the total world 
exports. That has been their performance in 
25 years. 

You talk of wholesale prices. A lot has 
been said about it. I only want to deal 
with one instance. The cost of production of 
sugar is 12 annas. With whose money have 
they created this industry ? Till 1971, they 
had invested in the sugar industry Rs. 365 
crorcs through IDC. 

You talk about unemployment. Two* 
thirds of the working population are un¬ 


employed. You talk about giving them em¬ 
ployment without creating the machinery for 
it. These are all cock-and-bull stories. 

As regards education, you have achieved 
illiteracy of 75 per cent of the total popu¬ 
lation, the highest in the world. 

We are the most battered race. Of the 
total loans given to countries in the world, 
we have taken 41 per cent and for that we 
are giving 42 per cent of our total export 
earning for interest and servicing charges. 
If Mr. MacNamara is correct, it will be 
100 per cent if things go on like this un¬ 
arrested. 

There has been a decline in industrial 
growth. I do not wish to go into it—it has 
been discussed here many times. But have 
they done ? They have exempted licensing 
for projects valued upto Rs. 5 crorcs. The 
licensing capacity has been allowed to be 
increased by 100 percent. What does that 
mean ? Socialism—no. Concentration of 
more wealth in the hands of a few—yes. 

You talk about taxing the rural rich. 
You wanted a short-cut, a fire escape. So 
you appointed a Committee. Of course, some 
steps are taken. Out of a contemplated 
realisation of Rs. 500 crores, you have been 
mopping up 13 crores from the rural rich. 

I now come to the main issue—black 
money, the source of every evil in this 
country, the source of power for the ruling 
party and Shrimati Gandhi. Also what 
about arrears of tax and their realisation ? 
According to the report of the Auditor 
General over Rs. 840 crores were the tax 
arrears till end of March last year. Out of 
these, corporate tax and high personal 
income tax are in the top. As regards black 
money, then black money, which I say is the 
root of all evils in this countiy, political 
manipulations, the source of power for the 
evil of the ruling people, is growing in 
volume. If I can quote, one of the members 
has said that the annual generation of black 
money should be assessed for 1968-69 to the 
tune of Rs. 2,833 crorcs. For 1969-70, 
there is a development growth in that sector: 
Rs. 3,080 crores. He has given the fonnula. 
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You caoQot Just hoodwink it. It is said that 
it could be applied by regression technique 
which gives you (he relation between the 
domestic production at factory cost and the 
income evaded in certain forms. It is very, 
very clear. So, no wise man will dispute it, 
that your black money generation per year at 
the moment is in the region of Rs. 3,000 
crores. 

Not only deliberately did they not collect 
the arrears of taxs which involve the richer 
classes and the monopolists, but they protec¬ 
ted the black money about which 1 am going 
to tell yon now. About this black money 
we have been talking to impress the others 
and the people of the country as a thing 
which disrupts the economy and as an evil 
which will ruin the country and is the source 
of political evil. Nagarwala fell a victim; his 
Rs. 60 lakhs was nothing but black money 
siphoned out of the election collections. The 
cause of high rate of taxation is like the 
outcome of ticketlcss travel. One does not 
pay; the other pays more. Your rate of taxa¬ 
tion will go unchecked. It will rise every day 
if you cannot control evasion and the genera¬ 
tion of black wealth. 

Mr. Salve was very, very eloquent hcie 
and he blamed Mr. Wanchoo. 1 make no 
comments because I have to study the report 
more deeply. But I tell him. I am charging 
this . Government and Mrs. Gandhi and the 
Finance Minister, of aiding and abetting in 
the protection of black money. ’ 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN (Bada- 
gara) : Where is the CPM getting its election 
finances from ? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU,; The Wan¬ 
choo Committee's report says it is a final 
ri^ort. 1 want to ask, Mr. Finance Minister, 
where is the interim or supplementary report ? 
I am saying on my own responsibility that 
an interim report was submitted and that 
has been put in the cold storage as a secret 
piece of document. 1 say that although a 
team headed by Mr. Patel, Finance Secretary, 
Mr. Pande, the other Finance Secretary and 
the. Governor of the Reserve Bank of India. 


Mr. Jagannathan, went to the Wanchoo 
Committee to pressurise them so that it did 
not submit an interim report of the type 
they have given, it did not work. They were 
adamant, but they succumbed to that pressure 
when they said that they will make no men¬ 
tion about contents of that report in thb final 
report. But they pressurised all the same. 1 
want to ask Mr. Chavan whether they did 
this with his or the Government’s sanction. 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE (SHRI 
YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN) : You said 
you have yet to study the report deeply and 
you will not comment on it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : I know the 
interim report was submitted months before. 
I tell you what was said in the report. Do 
not look embarrassed. 

In the first report, a ceiling on cash and 
jewellery was strongly recommended and they 
that for an individual, a ceiling should be 
fixed to the tune of Rs. 1,000 or Rs. 2,000 
subject to a control of the assessing income- 
tax officer who will give a clearance of the 
form which will give his background whether 
that man is entitled to keep Rs. 1,000 or 
Rs. 2,000 in cash in his house. They also 
very strongly recommended demonetisation 
of all currency notes including Rs. 10; this 
has been shelved and thrown into the waste- 
paper basket. 

Then they also recommended a capital 
levy, and believe me, even the summary, 
released to the press through the PIB, of the 
final report has been twisted. I put a cate¬ 
gorical question to you, Mr. Chavan, what 
is the fate of the interim report, and whether 
the officials of the Reserve Bank, or the 
Reserve Bank Chief, the Finance Secretary, 
Mr. Patel and the other Finance Secretry, 
Mr. Pande, went to the Wanchoo Committee 
to say these things. 1 want to know whether 
this was done with your consent and when 
the interim report will be made public and 
placed before this House. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI K. R. 
GANESH): 1 have been listemng to this

Jong debate. Various views have been 
expressed on the budget reflecting the social 
philosophy and the political thinking of the 
parties to which the hon. Members belonged. 
The budget had been described as unimagina¬ 
tive, feeble, frustrated and all sorts of negative 
epithets which the English language could 
produce. I submit that this is a budget of 
Interruptions) because it reflects the 
situation in the country and gives stability 
and dynamism and helps radicalisation of 
our people and gives them hope and aware¬ 
ness and prides in our nation having achieved 
the historic victory as far as the external 
situation is concerned. It is realistic budget 
because it takes into consideration a proper 
assessment of our resoures and allocates 
resources to the most critical tasks that our 
nation faces today. 


As the Finance Minister himself indica¬ 
ted, the budget is an important instrument 
to achieve social policies and national ob¬ 
jectives which the Government has placed 
before the nation. But in a country like 
ours with a huge population, with so many 
complexities, the budget alone cannot be a 
mirror of the reflection of the determination 
of the Government to achieve the desired 
social and national objectives. The Budget 
has to be seen within the total strategy of 
Government’s policies. We cannot isolate 
the budget from the general insurace which 
the Government has taken over, from the 
taking over of coaking coal and copper 
Arms, from the guidelines given for conversion 
of loans into equity and participation in the 
management of these enterprises, from credit 
orientation of the nationalised banks. How¬ 
ever small these may be, they arc significant, 
we cannot also isolate it from the decision 
the Finance Minister is likely to announce 
about the differential rate of interest. I may 
also submit at the Budget cannot be isolated 
from the decision that the Government have 
already taken about introducing urban 
ceiling which will now be discussed by the 
new Legislative Assemblies which have been 
formed as a result of last elections. It cannot 
be isolated from the agricultural income-tax 
enquiry committee which has been set up 
under a leading, well-known left-oriented 
economist, Dr. K. N, Raj. There is con¬ 
sensus on, this and at the Chief Ministers* 


Conference this was discussed and the 
manner of its implementation and the manner 
of its introduction and various other details 
will have to be worked out by this Com¬ 
mittee. This Budget should also be seen in 
the context of the taxation law amending 
Bill which was introduced in Parliament and 
which is now before the Select Committee 
and which will be coming before Parliament 
for consideration. 

Speaking on the Budget, the hon. Mem¬ 
bers from the Swatantra party and some 
other Members also said that the Finance 
Minister tried to mislead people, that it was 
a smokescreen and so on. While criticising, 
they take only that aspect which helps 
them. 

The whole approach of Mr. Jyotiimoy 
Bosu was about black money. This House 
has discussed it often. There is nothing 
original in what he has said. It is all known. 
The point is to see that this evil of black 
money. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU : Where is 
the interim report ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH ; Wc have ans¬ 
wered questions about the interim report, 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU ; You can 
answer once again. On a point of personnal 
explanation, since he has mentioned. my 
name, I want to ask Mr. Ganesh... 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : He can men¬ 
tion everybody’s name the Prime Minister’s 
name, black money etc. He should not be 
so touchy. He must listen. 

SHRI JVOTIRMOY BOSU ; I cannot 
mention black money, oh ! I see. Kindly tell 
us what happened to the interim report. He 
has been very unfair. I am not as brilliant 
as he is. 1 have nothing original, that is why 
he is a Minister and I am here, I understand 
that. But please be truthful and say what 
happened to the interim report. We want to 
know. When was the interim report sub¬ 
mitted, and what has Happened to that 7 
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PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE (Raja- 
pur) : He is doing an injustice to the Govern¬ 
ment. The Government has the inherent right 
to shelve reports. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : 1 was sub¬ 

mitting that hon. Members pick up only that 
part of the Budget which helps them to put 
across their point of view. They only pick 
up that part of the statistic which helps them 
to put across their point of view. I wish to 
submit that during the last two or three years 
there has been a messive social investment 
which has been made by this Government. 
In the two interim reliefs which the Govern¬ 
ment gave, nearly Rs. 150 crores have gone. 
What is this expenditure ? In terms of 
economic philosophy this may be an ex¬ 
penditure which does not help the growth 
of the economy, but the Rs. 150 crores 
during the two stages of interim relief that 
we have given have gone to save the erosion 
of the standard of living of a very vital 
section of our society. 

To this should be added the 8 1/3 per 
cent bonus which the Government is con¬ 
templating, and has given in certain indus¬ 
tries. To this must be added the various 
wage agreements which the working class 
have concluded with the management, for 
instance the steel agieement where an ordi¬ 
nary unskilled worker in the steel industry 
today is getting a minimum need-based wage 
of Rs. 350. To this also must be added the 
Rs. 100 crore food subsidy that goes to the 
Food Corporation of India to sec that the 
strategy of food policy which the Govern¬ 
ment has adopted is maintained, so that the 
consumer is saved. 


It is a tremendous burden on the 
economy, it is a burden which the economy 
cannot bear, and if the hon. Members 
cooperate with us, we can discuss whether 
it is possible for our economy to spend 
Rs. 100 crore, but there is no concensus. 
This Government has been spending year 
after year, and next year it will be about 
Rs. 100 crore. 

To this must be added the various alloca¬ 
tions that have been made of about Rs. 125 


crore to tackle the problem of the educated 
unemployed, etc. We also concede that there 
has been some delay in implementation. The 
criticism was made by Mr. H. M. Patel and 
others that there has been some delay. That 
is why the Finance Minister has made a 
lump sum orientation becouse it may be 
that in certain areas drinking water is 
necessary, in certain areas house sites are 
necessary, in certain other areas unemploy¬ 
ment schemes are necessary, in certain other 
areas slum clearance and slum improvement 
are necessary and so on. We had a system. 
There is some drawback in that system. We 
have to remove that drawback. We have now 
evolved a method of allocating and a method 
of accounting. All this takes time. W e are 
now enriched by the experience which we 
have got. 

I have some figures before me. As far as 
dry farming areas are concerned, though in 
the beginning there was very little expendi¬ 
ture, now an expenditure of Rs. 16 crores is 
envisaged. As far as the nutritional progra¬ 
mme is concerned, it has now picked up. At 
this point of time it is about Rs. 11 crores. 
As far as unemployment scheme, are con¬ 
cerned, though the Budget mentions Rs. 33 
crores, schemes for Rs. 47 crores have 
already been sanctioned. Therefore, the first 
hurdle has been crossed. As far as scheme 
for the educated unemployed are concerned, 
Rs. 35 crores Itave already been sanctioned 
by the Government of India. The number of 
schemes that have come arc so formidable 
that more provision will have to be made. 
Therefore, a certain experience has been 
gained in this block allotment and invest¬ 
ment on social schemes. With this experience 
which we have got, the implementation may 
be much better. To this must be added the 
drought and flood relief given by the 
Government. 


From the time of nationalisation of banks 
till today, if you see the credit that has gone 
to the agricultural sector and other priority 
sectors, the orientation of credit is clear. The 
Finance Minister himself is not satisfied with 
the rate of progress and feels thigt credit is 
not being fully taken to the poorer sections of 
thft society. Yet, 1 would like to point out riiat 
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from June 1969 till the end of this quarter, 
about Rs. 161 crores or more have gone to 
farmers alone. If you total the figures 
which I have tried to give—the amounts 
given through banks and various social In¬ 
surance schemes—you will find that this 
much money has helped to achieve the aim 
of distributive justice. If that is not so, what 
is the other method that the Government of 
India can adopt ? On the one side, the 
Government has been allowing productive 
forces to grow and on the other side, it has 
been seeing that as much of monopolies is 
curbed as does not hurt the national 
economy, and putting the public sector in a 
commanding position. Thus, the Government 
of India has been investing huge sums of 
money to bring about distributive justice and 
social justice to which this nation and this 
Government is committed. 

Our CPM member is a very learned 
leader. I am not refeiring to Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bous; I am referring to Shri Samar 
Mukherjee. He took us into a Marxist class. 
He indicated in his speech that c^ir economy 
is in a state of bankruptcy. His colleague in 
the other House, who is a Professor, spoke 
like a statistician or Investigator who quotes 
figures from various reports and goes on 
hurling them before the House, without 
having a total perspective. Now, let us 
examine it. Is it a fact that our economy is 
on the point of national bankruptcy ? Politics 
apart, I think that is a very antinational 
statement. What is the reality ? Our economy 
has been in a position to bear the burden of 
the Bangla Desh crisis. It was in a position 
to bear the burden of 10 million refugees. 

It was in a position to bear the expenditure 
of Rs. 300 to Rs. 400 crores. Our economy 
has been in a positron to bear a very high 
level of deficit financing. All this has been 
possible because it is a resilient economy, 
built up during the last 20 years. Certain 
strong foundations hud been laid and the 
economy could survive all these shocks and 
come out almost unscathed from the Bangla 
Desh crisis. Is that not the touchstone ? 
What is the use of hurling statistics from 
here and there, when the reality of the situa¬ 
tion is that the economy was in a position 
to withstand this tremendous burden ? That 
is the major touchstone that should be 
applied.

As the Finance Minister has indicated, 
we have ended the financial year with our 
foreign exchange reserves intact and with 
8 million tonnes of foodgrains at the dis¬ 
posal of Government. Though the prices have 
risen, they have not been skyrocketing so as 
to disturb the entire economy and bring 
about conditions of insecurity, tension and 
discontentment. Deficit financing was kept 
at a reasonable level. The CPM members say 
that the economy is in the stage of political 
bankruptcy. It is a part of their political think¬ 
ing, because in their political thinking there 
is tremendous discontent in this country, 
there is tremendous tension in this country 
and there is a revolutionary situation which 
parties like the CPM could take advantage 
of. Well, the mid-term elections and the 
Assembly elections have proved that there is 
a condition of stability in the country, not 
stability of the old type, not stability of the 
status quo, but stability which arises from 
the confidence of the people in the radical 
policies followed by the parly in power, 
stability based on hope. This is the material, 
this is the environment on which wc have to 
build the nation and take the economy for¬ 
ward, and it is this rcali.sation and this assess¬ 
ment of the sitii.-ition on which the Finance 
Minister has brought in his budget which is 
full of faith. 

Shri Indrajit Gupta is one of the best 
debaters, .'is far as this Parliament is con¬ 
cerned, and it is always a great pleasure to 
hear aim. He has asked the Finance Minister 
to spell out him philosophy. 1 am sure the 
Finance Minister will spell out what, accor¬ 
ding to the party in power and the govern¬ 
ment, is the strategy, what is the instrument 
and what are the concrete steps which this 
government desire to take to bring about the 
national objective. 

I would submit that for the last 24 years, 
because of the vision and far-sightedness of 
our leader, Shri Jawabarlal Nehru, this 
country had planned developed. The public 
sector has been put at a command ng posi¬ 
tion and there has been an attempt at 
equitable distribution of national wealth. We 
have brought in land reforms and tried to 
bring in reduction in disparity through taxa¬ 
tion and through fiscal measures.

He has said : nationalise the 75 monopoly 
houses. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) : 
Will you give me another chance to speak ? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH : He says : 
nationalise the 75 monopoly houses and 
nationalise foreign investment. As far as 
nationalisation is concerned, wherever this 
government has found it necessary in the 
interest of the national economy, it has not 
failed to do that, as will be borne out by the 
history of this government for the last 24 
.years. In the context of parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy, in the context of our Constitution, 
particularly article 246, in the context of 
our existing laws, what are the concrete steps 
Which he would advocate ? This is my very 
sincere poser to him,

RESOLUTION Re: INDUSTRIAL 
RELATIONS AND LABOUR 
POLICY 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipore) ; 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, T beg to move the follow¬ 
ing Resolution ; 

“This House is of opinion that in the 
iniercsts of overcoming industrial stagna¬ 
tion, developit g self-reliance and expan¬ 
ding social justice for the working class, 
the Government of India should imme¬ 


diately adopt a new industrial relations 
and labour policy ensuring rights of 
trade union recognition, collective 
bargaining without third-party inter¬ 
ference, removal of curbs on the right to 
strike and effective workers’ control over 
production at different levels.”

I have been motivated partly to bring for¬ 
ward this resolution because of the slogan 
which has suddenly become fashionable in 
this country emanating from the highest 
quarters, namely that there should be a 
moratorium on strikes and lock-outs. The 
Rashtrapati came out with this appeal some 
time ago in the name of self-reliance. The 
Prime Minister has supported the Rashtra- 
pati’s plea on one or two occasions, and 
this morning, 1 find that speaking in his 
capacity as chairman of the National Pro¬ 
ductivity Council, somewhere in Delhi, 
today, the Minister of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment, Shri Moinul Haque Choudhury has 
also appealed to the working class and trade 
unions to agree to a moratorium on strikes. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur) : 
And pay income-tax. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I think 
that this is a very appropriate moment when 
this whole issue of the labour relations 
policy of this Government should be debated 
and discussed in Parliament. 

The key importance, in the whole struc¬ 
ture of industrial planning and economic 
planning, of labour relations policy has been 
totally overlooked in this country. I think 
the hon. Minister should pay a little atten¬ 
tion to this matter. But I would request him 
that on the next occasion when Govern¬ 
ment in their official capacity would reply 
to this resolution, the hon. Minister in 
charge, Shri Khadilker should be present, 
because I want to know exactly, when he 
replies, what Government propose to do. No 
assurances will satisfy me. I want to know 
whether Government are going to adopt a 
new policy or net,

[SuKi B. D, Bhavd.vuk in the Chair] 
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Why is it that industrial relations policy 
in this country in its vital importance, as far 
as the whole structure of economic and in¬ 
dustrial planning goes, has always been 
neglected ? Of course, I think the basic 
reason is that in a framework of a capitalist 
economy, there is still a tendency, whether 
we like it or not, for the worker to be 
regarded as a cog in the wheel of industry, 
as a wage-slave, whose only obligation is to 
carry out his prescribed duties in return for 
the wages that he is paid and nothing more 
than that. Also, in our country, despite the 
growth of capitalistic economy and so on, 
we have inherited a lot of feudal ideology 
also from the past- We find various sorts 
of paternalistic theories about the relation 
between employer and employed, paternalistic 
theories which are a trade mark of feudalism 
and not of modern capitalism. Such theories 
are also peddled about in this country even 
today. For example, the legal concept of 
the relation between a master and servant is 
sought to be imported into industrial rela¬ 
tions also many times. Then, so.netimes, 
there are some employers who try still to 
convince employees that they are all members 
of a family in which the employer is the 
guardian or the father or the trustee of 
children; and the employees are his children 
and they should be obedient and respectful. 
These are all inherited from our feudal past. 

These arc ideas which regarded the trade 
unions as necessary evil. Privately, of 
course, the employers say that they are 
a nuisance. What is to be done ? They can¬ 
not outright say that there should not be 
trade unions, but they are after all a nuisance, 
according to them, and one should try to 
regulate them, always and control them by 
appropriate laws. The trade union movement 
is not regarded as a conscious organisation 
of the working classes which should be accep¬ 
ted as an integral part of any modern indus¬ 
trial society. It is not an object of chairiy. 
No modern economic society, w'hether it 
is capitalist or socialist, can make any pro¬ 
gress if it does not willingly and consciously 
accepted the organised working classes as 
an integral part of that system,

The attitude of the employefi—I am not 
referring only to private sector cmployeis; I 


am also rcterring to Goveinmenl in its 
capacity as an employer -has not been help¬ 
ful. The Government has. I now, a dual 
role. When Government appears on the 
stage as the overall administrator of the 
country, as I shall presently show, it tends 
to be a little more objective in its attitude 
to the working class. But when it appears on 
the stage as an employer itself—in fact it 
is the largest employer today in rthe country— 
its attitude is not only no better than that of 
private sector employers, but, I regret to say, 
often worse. 


Today we are really facing a crisis in 
this country in the sense that cither we have 
to develop along a particular path of self- 
reliance and self-dependence and breaking off 
our dependence on foreign assistance and so 
on or continue in the old rut as before. At 
such a moment, the positive and even, I 
would say, the decisive impact which a 
strong and united trade union moment can 
have on this development is cither not being 
understood or is neglected or even sought 
to be disrupted and sabotaged, by the anti¬ 
trade union attitude of the employers. That 
is why you will find that while on the one 
hand, we are drafting plans for developing 
an independent self-reliant economy—some 
people even say for building socialism—hand 
in hand with this, a most primitive, if T may 
use that word, structure of industrial relations 
continues in this country, which lias nothing 
in common with any modern industrial 
society. This structure is based on a reac¬ 
tionary theory which is that workers are 
basically, intrinsically u responsible; therefore, 
they must be kept under control. This is the 
basic starting point on which the whole 
structure of industrial relations in this country 
has been based. He is not treated as a part¬ 
ner, but as some sort of an enemy or 
nuisance or an irresponsible clement who 
must always be suppressed, controlled, regu¬ 
lated and so on. 

The present industrial relations structure 
of this country rests basically on two sta¬ 
tutes : the Industrial Disputs Act of 1947 
and the Trade Union Act which wc have 
inherited from the British intact with very 
small changes. J cannot go into details for 
want of time, but 1 say this that this whole

machinery consists first of all registration of 
trade unions, registration without any right 
or recognition. A union has to go 
through a prescribed form of registration 
which entails upon it certain obligations for 
maintaining certain papers, accounts, records 
etc. which have to be submitted every year 
for verification, inspection, approval to the 
government machinery. Such a union even 
if it satisfies all these requirements is not 
entitled to recognition. 

We often talk about multiplicity of 
trade unions which is a favourite theme of the 
employers and the Government blaming the 
workers for having too many unions, but the 
Trade Union Act itself prescribes that any 
seven workmen can get together and have a 
union registered. I am asking members to 
consider this—we get into the old rut and 
go on thinking in a particular groove for 
years and years —and try to think afresh. Is 
there anything sacrosanct in the Trade Union 
Act except that its basic postulates were 
inherited from the old British Government 
in India ? You permit any seven workmen 
to register a trade union under the law. 
Theoretically in a factory employing 700 
workers, there can be 100 unions. You 
cannot deny that right to have 100 unions 
with 7 members each. Is this not an Act 
which is an anachronism and is it not time 
to think afresh whether some changes are 
now required in the law ? 

Then the Industrial Disputes Act with 
its whole machinery of conciliation is there. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY (Niza- 
mabad) : What is his suggestion ? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA : I am com¬ 
ing to that. Don't be impatient. Compulsory 
adjudication at the discretion of the Govern¬ 
ment, whether there should be adjudication 
or not, ban on strikes in the so-called 
essential services or public utility services,— 
all this mechanism exists, and yet, in this 
25th year of our Independence, no law has 
up to now been made which confers a 
statutory right of recognition on a trade 
union in this country. After 25 years, all 


this mechanism is there, but the right of 
trade union recognition does not find a place 
on the statute-book. We have had four five- 
year Plans drafted and they are being imple¬ 
mented in the name of building socialism 
and parallel with that you have gc^ a state 
of affairs in which the right of trade union 
recognition has not been accepted in law up 
to this day. 

After 25 years, the right of collective 
bargaining without third party interference 
is not the general picture at all. It has been 
outsted by third party interference at every 
step. After 25 years, there is no machinery 
by which the workers, the organised workers, 
can exercise any sort of control or, let me 
say, a share in the control of the actual pro¬ 
duction process if not in the private sector 
at least in the public sector. We are talking 
about socialism after 25 years. Although 
that is not strictly my subject today, I can¬ 
not help mentioning it, that after 25 years 
there is no law in this country laying down 
a national minimum living wage. It does not 
exist. 

So, I wish to maintain that it is this 
structure of industrial relations which is what 
actually lies today at the root of the problem 
of multiplicity of unions, the so-called inter- 
union rivalries. It is very easy to blame the 
workers and blame all the political parties 
and say that each party wants to have its 
own affiliated trade union, but what drives 
the workers to this ? Where no trade union 
recognition exists by law, wbere no collective 
bargaining exists under the law, where third 
party interference comes in, at every stage, 
it is very easy for political parties to attract 
the workers to them in the name of exer¬ 
cising their political influence in favour of 
the workers. 

We have to try to make a basic study of 
this problem and find out what is actually at 
the root of this provocation for strikes, and 
so on, the instability of collective agreements, 
settlements which are entered into. I think 
all intelligent employers even in the private 
sector today understand this thing ; that 
there is no use in entering into agreements 
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and settlements with a union which is not 
capable of delivering the goods; whose politi¬ 
cal complexion you may like and therefore 
you make a settlement with them; because 
you do not like the political complexion of 
another union that agreement has no value 
because it becomes an agreement on paper 
because that particular union is not able to 
carry the workers with it. Is this a satis¬ 
factory state of affairs ? Can you bring 
about industrial peace in this way when the 
workers feel that they have no stake what¬ 
ever ? It is very important. They have no 
stake; they do not feel that they have any 
commitment in the fate of that industry. 
Even in the public sector, this is a problem 
we are facing here; every day it is being dis¬ 
cussed from so many different aspects why 
in these big public sector plants which have 
been set up with so many crores of rupees 
of public money, it is very seldom you come 
across the workers feeling consciously that 
they have got a direct stake in them and a 
commitment to it. Is it only because of 
political agitation ? This is an easy expla¬ 
nation that IS always given, that somebody, 
some agitator comes and incites or instigates 
them. Are they a lot of puppets or what ? 
This is a contemptuous attitude towards the 
worker today -that he is a sort of puppet 
amenable to instigation and incitement by 
any agitator who comes along. He would 
not respond to such agitation if there was 
not some real basis fur it and if at all he 
w'as able to feel that, “No; be has got a 
commitment or some sort of stake in this 
industry’s fortunes upon which his own 
fortunes depend.” But this thing dues not 
exist today. Most employers will never 
recognise the unions unless they are com¬ 
pelled. There was the code of discipline; 
there was the tripartite agreement of 1958 
which remains a dead letter in so far as 
recognition was concerned. Certain norms 
were laid down to serve as a guide for 
voluntary recognition. The employers signed 
it at Nainital in 1958 but it has never been 
carried out. The procedure of so-called 
verification of trade union membership by 
means of the oflacial machinery has also 
become a terrific fraud which no union, not 
even the INTCC is satisfied with. I do not 
know if such a system exists in any other 
country. Where there is a single union, 
where is no multiplicity of unions in a 


factory or an industry or a concern, the code 
of discipline has said that there was no need 
for any such procedure; the owner has got 
to recognise it. Even that is not done. 

And this IS not only m the private 
Sector. The head offices of the National 
Industrial Development Corporation are 
situated in New Delhi. Only one union of 
the employees exists. After many years of 
agitation and representation, they have now 
reached a state where the Labour Commis¬ 
sioner of Delhi has told the employers : you 
have got to recognise this union; please 
recognise it. It is a public sector under¬ 
taking. But the management refuses to 
recognise. The same thing is happening in 
regard to the NMDC where there is only 
one union and also in Donimalai iron ore 
mines in Mysore. Only one union is there; 
yet it IS not recognised by the public sector 
management. 

What shall 1 say about the big private 
sector companies ? Strikes are regarded as 
confrontations in which woikcis are to be 
beaten down. 1 lecall that on 19 September 
1968 there was the one day token strike of 
the Central Government employees. What 
a storm it created ? There was a presidential 
Ordinance banning strike and .so on. In this 
connection, 1 am reminded of the recent, 
seven week strike of the 280,000 coal miners 
in Great Britain in Janiiary-February. 289 
colliciies were dosed down. In the depths 
of the severe tlnglish winter, you can imagine 
what happened, domestic lighting and 
heating, public transport, were all paralysed. 
20,000 industiies had to go on three day a 
week schedule because there was a power 
cut. Still we never heard of anybody shot 
or arrested. Often these people are a model 
for us; we have borrowed our Acts from 
them; they are a model of respectability— 
the British public and the British working 
class. You cannot imagine such a strike in 
this country even for two days. The entire 
engine of repression would have been let 
loose against the workers. We must learn to 
respect the workers and the trade union 
rights. 

The slogan of moratorium is not the 
vvay to look at it at all. Is there going to be 
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a moratorium on prices ? Or profits ? Or 
retrenchment ? Or, on closures ? If not, 
please do not talk about a moratorium on 
strikes. 

Strikes, as a factor in hampering our 
industrial growth, are being grossly exaggera¬ 
ted. In the Mid-term Appraisal of the Fourth 
Plan and in the Economic Survey, they say 
that disturbed labour relations was one of 
the most minor factors that hampered indus¬ 
trial growth. Here they are speaking as 
Government, not as employers and are there¬ 
fore a little more objective. There are so 
many other major factors which are responsi¬ 
ble for the slow growth of industrial produc¬ 
tion in the country. They have listed them 
here. I am satisfied with what is said here. 

1 have worked out an interesting point. 
One paid holiday for all the employees of 
the private and public sectors throughout the 
country would result in 1,70,35,000 man- 
days being lost. That is the total labour force 
according to this little book which we have 
been given to us. In 1968, the peak yeai of 
the strike wave, the total number of man- 
days lost in the whole year was 1,724,40,00 
which is equal to the number of man-da\s 
lost by giving one paid holiday to all the 
workers throughout the country. Therefore, 
w'e should not exaggerate. Nobody wants 
that there should be more strikes, but one 
should not exaggerate and try to make the 
workers a scape-goat. 

So, for the settlement of disputes and a 
proper modern industrial relations machinery 
which is consistant with the kind of plans 
that we are making for economic develop¬ 
ment, we should scrap the existing machinery 
and replace it by a new law which gives 
proper trade union recognition and the right 
of collective bargaining without any third 
party interference. Rccenly, three Central 
Trade Union Organisations of this country — 
the INTUC, the AITUC and the Hind 
Mazdoor Sabba —after prolonged mutual 
discussions, have agreed upon a large num¬ 
ber of points connected with this question. 
One or two points have not yet been agreed 
to, but if 1 may quote from the communique 


issued by the meeting of the representative 
of INTUC, AITUC and HMS : 

“With regard to industrial relations, the 
meeting felt that the present system is 
totally inadequate and requires iromediate 
change. The best way to promote healthy 
industrial relations is to leave all disputes 
to be resolved through direct bilateral 
negotiations. The parties may agree to 
refer the dispute to voluntary arbitration 
or, failing agreement, the workers have 
the right to direct action, including 
strike.” 

This is the basis on which industrial rela¬ 
tions arc based in all the advance capitalist 
countries, and this is what has been agreed 
to by all these three Central trade union 
organisations sitting together. This thing has 
been submitted to the Labour Minister as 
(he basis for a new legislation, which he is 
morally bound to accept, because he has told 
us on many occasions that Government will 
accept whatever the trade union organisa¬ 
tions agree to. So, I want to know whether 
they aie prepared to accept this and come 
forward with a new legislation on that 
basis or not. 

There is a point in my resolution about 
workers' control over production. We do not 
agree with this idea that by putting one 
workers’ representative in the Board of 
Director, workers’ control over production 
has been established. This is a bogus thing 
in our opinion, and what we were pressing 
for is that at least in the public sector to 
begin with—I know that in the private sector 
the employers will not agree to it because 
they think that it is the private preserve of 
the management and the worker has no 
business to say anything about production— 
at every level of production, from the shop 
floor upvvards, you should set up committees, 
call them production committees or anything 
you like, in which the workers will have co¬ 
equal rights with the management to go into 
the problems of production, whether the 
manning is all right, whether ^he raw mate¬ 
rials arc coming or not, whether the lay-out 
of machinery is all right or not etc. The 
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workers know much more about these things 
than the management because they work with 
their own hands. But uptil now they are 
not given any such rights. Therefore, if you 
want to make them a real partner, if you 
want that a really democratic system should 
be evolved, then it is very necessary that this 
question of appointing a workers’ representa¬ 
tive as a Director as a kind of window-dress¬ 
ing should be given up, and a proper demo¬ 
cratic scheme of having workers’ control over 
production with co-equal powers with the 
management at every level should be brought 
in. 

Finally, 1 want a categorical reply to this 
question : On the basis of this agreed for¬ 
mula which has been submitted to the 
Government by the three central trade union 
organisations jointly, are the Government 
prepared or not to come forward with new 
legislation, leplacing the old one, so that a 
new chapter in industrial relations can be 
opened ? 

MR. CHAIRMAN ; Resolution moved :

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattupuzha): 
Sir, may 1 begin by complimenting Mr. 
Indrajit Gupta for bringing forward this 
resolution, not because I would be able to 
suppoit this resolution in all the constituent 
parts of it, but because it has afforded us a 
forum to discuss a subject which is urgently 
calling for serious attention and detailed 
examination. Persons who are serving the 
working class, whether they belong to this 
parly or that party, think practically alike. 
II may be an accident that almost at the 
same time as Mr. Gup>a gave notice of this 
resolution, the trade union workers belonging 
to this part of the House gave notice to 
their party to hold a paity meeting to discuss 
this matter and already a serious discussion 
has started from today’s sitting onwards.

[SuHi K. N. Tiwahy in the Chair] 

The economic condition in our country, 
as revealed from the papers handed over to 
us in connection with the budget, does not 
reveal a very encouraging picture. The present 
slogan and aim of our economic policy is 
self-reliance, which means carrying on our 
economic activity without aid from foreign 
countries. The fourth plan was framed on the 
basis that we may require Rs. 4,100 crores of 
foreign aid. But the mid-term appraisal shows 
that if things continue as they are today, the 
foreign aid lequirement will be Rs. 4,390 
crores in the course of the fourth plan 
Therefore, if we are serious about self-reliance* 
production has necessarily to go up to a> 
level in which we will not have to look for¬ 
ward to any other country for the purpose of 
bridging the gap in our trade balances. But 
looking at the industrial sector, agricultural 
sector, commercial sector, etc., we find there 
is a sag in the ultimate production and ulti¬ 
mate availability of goods. 
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Production is the keynote of our policy. 
The question is, who can give production ? 
Who is the major partner or party who can 
give it ? The producing wheel has got to be 
moving. Of course, the persons who invest 
money and those who manage have a major 
role to play, but they by themselves cannot 
give production. The man at the wheels 
alone can give it. And, they run into 
millions. The question is how these millions 
and millions of workers, whether in factories 
or in fields, could be welded into a solid 
whole, devoted and dedicated to the task of 
giving production and how their efforts may 
be made to succeed and may not be made to 
fail by reason of mismanagement, wrong 
interference, wrong industrial relations policy, 
provocations, closure of the factories and 
making things impossible to carry on the 
work with self-respect. That is the real ques¬ 
tion. Therefore, 1 say that if self-reliance is the 
key-note of our economic policy, then No. 1 
priority must be given to the question of 
industrial relations and labour relations. But 
this is not being done. Whenever any law is 
framed, whenever any policy is evolved, 
nobody cares to look at it from the point 
of view of the workers, from the point of 
view of the organised working class. Umpteen 
times that has been proved here and 
members from different quarters have been 
opposing the trend. 

To say this is not to concede that every¬ 
thing about industrial relations is bad. Here 
this resolution asks Government to “adopt 
a new industrial relations and labour policy 
ensuring rights of trade union recognition." 
This gives the impression that there is no 
such law at present. There is a law, an 
amendment to the Trade Union Act. Only the 
States have been given the jurisdiction and 
right to implement it from such dates as they 
prefer. 

We have got the Bombay Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Act, under which recognition of trade 
unions is compulsory. Unfortunately, that 
happens to be the bone of contention in the 
matter of finalisation of the formula for 
recognition in the tripartite discussion which 
has been going on with the INTUC, HMS 
and AITUC. Government have taken the 


stand at the tripartite and the Indian Ladour 
Conference that if the trade union Centres 
evolve a formula and bring it forward they 
will sign on the dotted line. In order to 
arrive at an understanding 95 per cant of the 
work has been completed. We have gone to 
the extent of consolidating the trade union 
movement by setting up the national trade 
union centre. There is basic agreement even 
about that. It is not as though there is no 
recognised trade union. But everything stands 
held up because of the insistance of the 
AITUC, that unions recognised under the 
Bombay Industrial Relations Act be derecog¬ 
nised. Trade unions aie being recognised and 
collective bargaining is taking place. The 
whole thing is being evolved by the tripartite 
dicussions on the pattern of the ILO. 
There is nothing like force being brought 
in. The code of discipline is also being 
evolved on the basis of the tiipaititc discus¬ 
sion. By mutual discussion and understanding 
the code is being developed and implemented 
by stages; by failure and by success, step by 
step, we have been moving forward and we 
have now reached a stage where it is felt that 
the entire thing must have a second look. 

Therefore, a National Labour : Commi¬ 
ssion was appointed and its report is before 
us. Industrial Relations Commission is a 
body which has been recommended by the 
Labour Commission. Certain trade unions, 
including the AITUC, have been objecting 
to it. The Industrial Relations Commission 
will be a body to which anybody can go 
without a reference by Government automati¬ 
cally. 

Coming to collective bargaining without 
third party interference, that is basically 
there. Of course, third party interference is 
there on some occasions. There are stages 
where a trade union rushes to the govern¬ 
ment and asks for interfernce. There are 
other occasions where an employer asks for 
a reference to the Commission. Therefore, 
on such occasions interference may become 
necessary. But collective bargaining is not 
objected to. Wherever there is some lacuna 
in the general structure that must be reme¬ 
died, and that is being done in the forum of 
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the ILO or the Standing Committee, Govern¬ 
ment are keeping an open mind on the whole 
question. They want trade unions in the 
country. One industry one union is the 
slogan of the government but many people 
are objecting to it, unfortunately. 

Coming to the removal of curbs on the 
right to strike, there is no curb as such but 
it looks as though attempts are being made 
to put a curb on the right to strike. J as a 
trade upion leader want to go on record with 
my reaction to this call for a moratorium on 
strikes. A moratorium on strikes is not a 
new slogan; it is a 19th century slogan. No¬ 
strike law was promulgated to ban strikes. 
The working class had shed their blood to 
dafeat that goal and got back their right to 
strike after serious struggle. Now we have 
come to a stage at which a human being as 
a worker has got the right to refuse to work. 
What is it after all It is non-cooperation 
which Mahatma Gandhi had taught us, non- 
cooperation with evil, non-cooperation with 
something that is unjust, non-cooperation 
with something to which you cannot agree. 
There you say, “1 shall not be a party to 
this arrangement; 1 strike woik and go 
away.” 

Banning of strikes is not a new concept; 
it is an old concept. If banning of strikes, 
whether by persuasion or by sweet words, 
appeals or legislation, is attempted, the 
implication is what Shri Indrajit Gupta poin¬ 
ted out. You say, the villain of the piece is 
the worker. I resent the very spirit of that 
approach. 

No worker wants to go on strike, because 
it means financial loss to him. The worker 
going on strike is undergoing a sacrifice and 
his family will be under penury; he will be 
going without his bread. Why it is that, in 
spite of this, the worker goes on strike ? 
Does anybody look into that ? 

It is not moratorium on strike that we 
want. It is a moratorium on closure, 
mismanagement, victimisation, dismissal, 
handling of industrial affairs by people who 
bring in a bureaucratic mind to bear on the 
whole set-up, that v/e want. It is a mora¬ 
torium on that that is needed. The mandate 


that was given to Government, in my humble 
opinion, was not to implement a moratorium 
on strikes. The entire nation may say, “You 
shall not strike”, but nobody can take away 
the right of the worker to refuse to work. 
He can certainly come away from work. 
Therefore, that is not the attitude to be 
brought about. “Moratorium on strike” is 
not the slogan which is necessary at this 
time. It is absolutely impossible to imple¬ 
ment it. 

May I instance a particular case 7 There 
is a factory. Premier Tyres. The General 
Secretary of my union was dismissed two 
years ago. I did not give a call of strike; I 
went to the Tribunal. The tribunal said, “It 
was a case of victimisation and dismissal; 
reinstate him with full wages.” 'Thecompany 
went to the High Court. 'I he High Court 
said. “It is victimisation and dismissal; 
reinstate the worker with full wages, pay him 
full salary and pay the union and the worker 
the cost.” But the factory said, “Whoever 
may say, I am not prepared to reinstate 
him.” Now, 1 have no remedy except to go 
under the Payment of Wages Act and ask 
for wages under section 33 A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act. But is that the remedy ? Has 
the Government got anything to compel that 
factory to take that worker back ? I have 
cxh.iusted all my remedies. Unless you can 
haul up the employer under the D. I. R. and 
compel the reiii'.tateinent how can anybody 
object to strike by woikers ? 

There arc umpteen such cases. So long 
as there are employers and employees, there 
will be industrial disputes. The question is 
how to resolve the industrial disputes. The 
only weapon, which the worker has got to 
force the resolution of the industrial dispute, 
IS his ability to strike work. He does not 
have the money but he has the ability to 
strike work, and non-cooperate. 

Now, the attempt is to take away that 
instrument from him. But who will protect 
him ? What is his protection ? If any attempt 
is made to take away that instrument from 
his hand, the worker is not going to agree. 

The important thing is to evolve a 
machinery whereunder industrial disputes can 
be resolved. 
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If any trade^union worth.the name agrees 
to an arrangement whereby, be it for para¬ 
dise to come on the earth, it will give up the 
worker’s weapon of strike, that trade union 
is not worth the name of a trade union. That 
will be the reaction. That will be only irrita¬ 
ting the worker. 

The emphasis has got to be on some 
other way for the resolution of industrial 
disputes. For every move that the Govern¬ 
ment is making an anxious enquiry, a solici¬ 
tous enquiry, has to be made as to how the 
fellow, who is producing the wealth in this 
country, will react. The fellow is the worker, 
be he a factory worker or a field worker. 
Unless you ensure that and react accordingly, 
there cannot be full production. 

Therefore, this is a question on which 
very detailed discussion has got to take place. 
Nobody is against avoiding a strike. Every 
worker today is patiiotic enough not to go 
on strike for political purposes. Anybody, 
who tries to call a political strike, will find 
that the worker is resisting. But mismanage¬ 
ment makes it impossible for him to work. 
That is the state in most of the public sector 
industries. People, who do not know about 
industries, buieaucrats, are there. They do 
not know how to behave. I he worker, whe¬ 
ther he is in the Tata concern or in a public 
sector concern, is of the same soil and of 
the same character. 

How is it that the worker misbehaves 
there and the worker does not misbehave 
here ? How is it that the production goes 
up there and the production does not go up 
here ? The worker is of the same character. 

It is not that only a private sector fellow 
does the work and not a public sector 
fellow , or vice vena. That is not the type 
of an Indian worker. He puts his labour to 
make the Public sector a success. But, un¬ 
fortunately, the managerial set-up, the 
administrative set-up, the entire set-up, to 
get work from him is such that it makes 
impossible for him to do his work. Nobody 
looks into that aspect of the matter. 

Everybody blames the worker. Let that 
be stopped. Take the worker as a patriotic 


man who is prepared to keep the wheels of 
production going. Don’t blame the worker 
and lebel him as being the only villian of the 
peace. Accept him as a noble man and deal 
with him accordingly. You deal with him as 
a participator in the industrial production of 
the country. That alone is a solution. * 

About these curbs on right of strike, 
there is none at present. Therefore, this 
Resolution is not necessary. But this 
Resolution will serve a good purpose, to 
give an indication that any attempt to curb 
his right of strike will be resisted by him. 

I agree with Mr. Indrajit Gupta when he 
says that you will not be ensuring worker’s 
participation if you put in a Director there 
as workers representative. If you want to 
have effective participation of labour, then 
something like a Yugoslavia sort of self- 
management system will have to come. 
Otherwise, there is no participation by the 
worker. You just put him on the chair and 
give a chance to talk and listenned at the 
meeting of the Board of Directors. The 
worker ot India is not going to be mesma- 
nzed by that act into a sense of participa¬ 
tion in the managements. 

This resolution has been given us an 
opportunity to discuss this vital matter. 1 
think, 2-J hours time allotted for this 
Resolution is not sufficient and that more 
time should be given for a discussion on it. 

A detailed discussion must tak e place. The 
demands which are enclosed in this Resolu¬ 
tion are with respect to things which are 
already mostly satisfied. Therefoie, this 
Resolution suggesting that these things are 
not obtaining is out of place. Hence, 1 do not 
think 1 will be able to support this Resolu¬ 
tion. 

With these words, I have done. 

SHRI CHiNTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar) ; Mr. Chairman, Sir, the 
present Resolution is really timely in the 
sense that it has come after winning a war 
against Pakistan, when there was^nanlfested 
a complete national unity of all sections of 
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the people including the working class and 
all sections of people participated in 
this great struggle of winning a war against 
Pakistan. Now also we are to win a greater 
and difficult war ^inst poverty. 

The President and the Prime Minister 
have given a call to maintain industrial 
unity in coming years so that with whatever 
we have achieved on the battle-field, we can 
win another battle that we arc going to 
fight, that is, the battle to drive out proverty 
from this country, to win the battle of 
economic independence for the massas of 
our country and to win the battle of Arihik 
Swaraj as has been termed in the President’s 
Address. Therefore, I do not find any appre¬ 
hension, as some of my friends have that this 
is a prelude to a kind of banning strikes in 
the country. 

Sir, 1 do not think, in 1972, the clock of 
progress that India has made can ever go 
back to 1967 or to pre-1967 days. We are 
marching from one victory to another and 
from one progress to another. There is no 
question of any apprehension. I do not 
find any apprehension that the call of hav¬ 
ing a moratorium for three years on strikes 
and look-outs is a kind of thinking that all 
strikes will be banned in the country and the 
only right of workers to go on strike will be 
taken away. J do think, in the year 1972, 
the Government of India and the Congress 
Party itself which has got a massive mandate 
of the progressive sections, of the vast 
masses of people, will ever think of such 
a measure. I don’t have that apprehension. 

Here, the biggest challenge that we have 
before us is to win this new battle of economic 
independence and to make our country self- 
reliant, The major factor in achieving this 
battle for selfreliance is the working class. That 
is the main factor which should be taken into 
consideration. Unless the working class of 
this country develops a sense of involve¬ 
ment in the battle of winning economic 
independence or the battle of achieving self- 
reliance for the country, whatever measures, 
enactments, laws, that you pass in this 
House or in the State legislatures, will not 
inCTcase productivity in this country. There¬ 
fore, the basic question remains in almost 
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all the industrial undertakings in this 
country, either in the public sectoi or in the 
private sector as to bow to maximise pro¬ 
duction. If you look to the economic Survey 
or the Mid-term Appraisal of the Govern¬ 
ment af India, you will find this. For exam¬ 
ple, in the case of the most essential sector 
of our economy like steel, you had set a 
target of ten million tonnes of steel. In the 
Mid-Term Appraisal you came upto eight 
million toiines. You are in the Estimates 
Committee, Sir. 1 can even say without any 
contradiction that your target of steel pro- 
ductioii is on the high side; it cannot even 
exceed seven million tonnes, and if you can 
reach .seven million tonnes, it is really very 
good for us. Take fertilisers or take the 
case of metals like zinc and copper which 
arc the most es.sential materials for enhanc¬ 
ing productivity in the essential scctoi of our 
economy. If you look into the suivey 
caii'ied out by the Reserve Bank of India, 
you will find that today, 35 per cent of the 
industrial capacity which had been created 
in this country remains unutilised. It .seems to 
me that, to generate new pioductivity in this 
country, the 35 per cent unutilised capacity 
should be utilised. You aic groping for 
capital and are taxing our people to find 
resources; you aic al.so begging of the foieign 
countries to get some more aid. 

The new call which Government has 
given, the call to achieve self-reliance, 
applies to all sections of the people; it is not 
addressed only to the working class; it 
applies to employers, employees and all 
sections of the people. Let us feel ourselves 
as part and parcel of this new slogan that 
has been given, to achieve self-reliance, so 
far as our economic development in this 
country is concerned. 

Keeping this in view, 1 must say that no 
Government in this country will ever be 
able to think of taking away the only legiti¬ 
mate right of the working class. The right to 
strike. Here the situations are changing in 
this country. The situations are changing in 
the sense that Government is trying to see 
that more and more workers participate in 
the man^ement, a kind of what is called, 
‘participative management’ in the industrial 
production of this country. Joint Manage¬ 
ment Councils have formed; Workers Com- 
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mittec and Joint Consultative machinery 
have also been set up. All these provide a 
really useful kind of machinery to mantain 
a proper relationship between the workers 
and the management so that they can have 
a collective bargaining in achieving their 
immediate problems and in resolving their 
differences. But, even then. Government is 
not quite satisfied. We are also-—as party- 
men working in the field of labour—not 
satisfied with the kind of machinery set up 
because it only touches a fringe of the entire 
problem. So. it must be thought over by the 
Government that there must be a sincere 
participation of labour in ail managements 
in the industrial production of this country. 
Why ? It is because of this. Take, for 
instance, the question of strike. So far as 
this is concerned, the private capital is also 
in strike. They do not want to invest the 
funds available with them. They do not 
want even to plough back as much profit as 
possible to be invested in the investible funds 
of this country so that we could get more 
resources, more capital, and more industrial 
production by expanding our industries. Once 
the worker is given that kind of freedom, as 
my hon. friend said, he must be considered 
not as a kind of servant; it is not master- 
servant relationship. This is new India of 
1972. It is a kind of equal partnership in 
the new venture of building a new India, 
building a socialist economy in this country. 
It is a new pattern. Therefore, the industrial 
relationship between the workers, the 
management and the Government should 
change. It should have a new orientation. 
That should be the aim and objective of the 
new industrial relations that Government 
wants to bring about. Perhaps it is already 
trying in that diiection. 

Therefore, I would submit for the consi¬ 
deration of the Government here one thing. 
Now, the biggest challenge that is with us is 
this. Supposing you are trying to put up one 
working class representative in the Managing 
Board of Directors of Hindustan Steel Ltd., 
it never happens. There are three or four 
unions. I think the Government are pur¬ 
suing in the last few years the policy of 
having regular consultations with the trade 
union leaders and now we have the policy of 


having one union in one industry. Let us 
hope that the Government is very sincere in 
their efforts. 1 hope they must try to see 
that it is implemented. But that won't solve 
the problem. We have to work out in the 
model as it has been worked out in Jugo¬ 
slavia which has a kind of tradition for all 
these years that they have self-management 
councils everywhere, in every sector of the 
industry from the beginning to the assembly 
point. Their workers participate in the deci¬ 
sion-making. It is no use to call the workers 
for joint monthly consultative machinery. 
What for ? It is simply to find out as to 
what kind of grievances they have and if 
somebody is going to be retrenched, to offer 
some employment to him. 

The workers must participate in the deci¬ 
sion-making process at every stage. There¬ 
fore, the Government to-day should take 
into consideration the unutilised capacities 
of the different industries in the country, 
both in the public and private sectors and 
every sector of the economy should be an 
autonomous body and the Government 
should only in a general way think of the 
entire production targets of the country. In 
1972, the target for steel is so much, 
fertiliser is so much. Once the entiie pro¬ 
duction target is fixed, every unit in this 
country, with the participation of the workers 
and with the possible supply of essential raw 
materials, must decide how to implement this 
national target. Therefore, every factory, 
the Rourkela, Durgapur and everywhere, 
must try to fit in this national targets. Once 
the target is fixed, they must be given that 
kind of autonomy and liberty so that all the 
workers participate in all spheres of decision¬ 
making and all the workers should feel that 
they are part and parcel of the biggest battle 
that the Government and the people arc 
fighting to-day to achieve self-reliance. That 
is the new slogan of the battle and every 
one of us is a part of the great struggle to 
wipe out proverty from this country and the 
working class to-day must bear the biggest 
burden because they are the persons at the 
wheels and they are really responsible for 
the increased productivity of th» country. 

Now, 1 don’t want to take much time of 
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the House. I am quite confident that the 
Government accept the underlying principle 
of this resolution and the new direction after 
the great victory of Bangla Desh and even 
after* the great massive mandate that we 
have won in the recent elections, a mandate 
from the progressive section of the vast 
Indian masses, not from the reactionary ele¬ 
ments, not from the communalists, not from 
the capitalists which are now defeated, and 
this new progressive section of the society 
by its great mandate is moulding the Govern¬ 
ment policies and I am quite sure the under¬ 
lying principle of the Resolution is accepted. 
Therefore, I think ultimately Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta will be prevailed upon after he hears 
our Minister to withdraw hjs resolution and 
I think the Government and the Party 
should fry to see that new changes are com¬ 
ing in this country and unless the entire 
working class is taken into confidence and 
they feel they are part and parcel of this 
new process most of the troubles that we are 
facing to-day in the economic front, we will 
not be able to solve. I think the Government 
and the Party is quite aware of this new 
direction. In the coming years the working 
class will have a new outlook, a new orien¬ 
tation so that we fit in the latest new orien¬ 
tation that we have to-day.
